Althe Difpenfatory-Writers, and Publifbers of Recipes, 
have been. at all times very numerous ; yet it has fo happend, 
that the leaft able have hitherto fallen upon this Task, as the 
—moft eafy, and likely to anfwer any mercenary Views : which 
feems to bave been the reafcn, that more able Hands have 
grown into a Neglect of it; as an Under-part of their Pro- 
feffion, and below their Notices ¢ e 

That'moft Perfons are fond of Works of this kind, is mani- 
feft from their Efteem even of the worft ; and the univerfal 
Reception of Salmon’s Collections, which are as bad as they 
ave voluminous. But [uch we hope hereby to banifh from 
the Desks of Apothecaries, and others, whofe Profeffion it is to 
be acquainted herewith ; that they who are regularly educated 

hie in

in Pharmacy, may not any longer have the Difgrace of bor- 
rowing Affifiances from Empirics. If any foould charge us 
with laying open hereby the Myfteries of their Profeffion too 
much } ‘they may reflect, that nothing of this nature has yet 
been fuffer’d to remain in a Language unknown to the com~ 
nion People; and likewife be affured, that the true and only 
Secret in Phyfic is; How to give a Medicine, and not how 
to make it: and that it will always remain fo, even to thofe 
who are- acquainted with many neceffary Precognita in the 
Works of Nature. | | : 

‘Our Materials are collected from all the Authors of the beft 
Note in either of the Pharmacies, of every Country and Lan- 
guage’; ‘and tho’ many of them have been tranflated, and are. 
to be met with in Englith, yet we have not trufted to any fuch 
Leaders. -Many of the Extemporaneous Prefcriptions have 
been taken from Dr. Fuller, as be took them from others be- 
fore, but with the Liberty'of varying, where any thing is an 
Ingredient which is unfit for the Form it is prefcribed in ; or 
not fuitable tothe main Intention of the whole. In the former 
of thefe Cafés,that Author very often-errs ; particularly in or= 
dering Effential Oils in Fuleps, Draughts, and {uch like liquid 
Forms: for, allowing them to {uit the Intention of Cure, yet 
they agree not with fuch a Form, and render it both unpalat- 
able and unfightly ; and may much more conveniently be given 
in another manner: And in every re{pect we have had par-. 
ticular regard to the Elegance and Conveniency of making, as 
well as to the Medicinal Efficacy of every Prefcription. 

Some Difficulties, it is very probable, may appear in the 
former Part, concerning the Theory of Pharmacy, to fuch who 
bave not been previoufly converfant with Studies of the like 
kind ; we bave therefore contracted it into as {mall a compafs 
as poffible ; tho it is highly to be wifb'd, that all who make 
Pharmacy their Profeffion, would put a better value upon fuch 
Knowledge than heretofore they have done, and not fet out only 
with animplicit Faith in the Precepts of an Apprenticefbip : 
for the Underftanding is more to be employ’d in that Profeffion, 
than many feem to have thoughtit ; and a good Infight into 
the Nature of Bodies, and fuch Subjtances as are the ete 
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of his Art, is of no light moment to every Preparer and Come 
pounder of Medicines. | ! 

_ dn this Part indeed we bave been affifted by Dr. Freind, 
whofe Prele&iones Chymice have been fo much to our pur- 
pole, that they have been almoft wholly tranflated into it ; and 
with the addition of fome Explanations peculiar to the Galenie 
cal Pharmacy, they make up our Firft Part. — 

Zhe Deferiptions of the Officinal Simples are now enlarged, 
not. only with the Synonyma’s given in the Catalogue. to the. 
laft Amendment of the College Difpenfatory, but likewife with 
all thofe ufed by Authors.of Note. In this likewife it hath 
been thought. fit to take notice of all in that Catalogue, altho 
fome of them are now difufed. In their Preparations by the 
Chymical Pharmacy, many that are mentioned by fome Aue 
thors are omitted. Zhe extenfive and extravagant Pretenfions 
from. Gold, and fome other fuch Subftances, are entirely left 
out ; and only fuch preferved as are of real fervice, and 
worth keeping in the Shops. And to the Preparations of 
Mercurials, Chalybeates, &c. are prefixed /bort Explanations — 
of the Manner of their Operation. And the feveral Vegetable 
Srmples are diftributed into Claffes, anfwering to fome 
general Denomination of Cephalics, Alexipharmics, Diuretics, 
and the. like ; to each of which Divifions is alfo prefix’d an 
Account of their Operations, and [uch Directions as. are pro- 
per to their peculiar Management. : 

The Officinal Medicines are. now entirely according to the 

Standard of the College ; becawfe a due Conformity thereunto 
in the Shops, is abfolutely neceffary : tho? Liberty is taken in 
the annexed Remarks, of obferving, with Submiffion to future 
Revifals, wherein fome farther Alterations may be made for 
the better. To thefe ave added {uch as are worth recommend- 
ing from other Difpenfatories ; which are diftributed into Di- 
vifions by themfelues, and mark’d from whence taken. Un- 
der the feveral Forms are Direétions for what is peculiar to 
that Horm, and what is moft proper to be directed in it. 

The lajt Part is a Collettion of Examples for Extempora- 
neous Prefcriptions ; wherein we bave been guided more by the 
prefent Prattice, than by any Authors yet public; and have, 
ia that Part of the Simples, digefted thofe of every Form ce 
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der general Heads, [uited to the {aime Intentions in Cures 
whereby the Prefcriber, ‘without the trouble of turning fre- 
quently to Indexes, will bave, in-one view, choice of the fame 
Form, for the like Purpofe. Under which alfo are frequently. 
interfperfed fuch Explanations, as aré ufeful to teach bow 
thofe of fuch a Divifion operate, in their conducing to that 
particular End for which they are given. And in this bas 
been fiudied the utmoft Plainnef{s and Per/picuity ; avoiding 
all thofe Figures and metaphorical Ways of Expreffion, which 
the beft Writers bave too much abounded in. For in Phyfic, 
no Figure of Speech is allowable, which carries off the Mind 
_ from.the Images and clofe Reprefentations of the thing in De= 
{cription ; becaufe tho’ they may amufe, and give a confufed 
Notion, yet they add not at all to true Knowledge : as for in- 
france, what can a Man form in bis Mind from this Expli- 
cation of Dr. Fuller’s, of the Operation of Hyfterics ? “ This. 
* and other fetid Medicines take off Hyfteric Fits, by hand- 
“ ling the Spirits roughly ; and driving and difperfing them. 
* For when they grow mutinous, and unequally difperfed, 
** running in tumultuous Crouds in fome places, and leaving 
** others almoft ungarifon’d ; and fo either intermit their. 
«* Duty within the Precin&ts of the Brain, or Pracordia, or 
* elfe do it perverfly ; then the beft Courfe is to fend fach 
“a {tern Remedy among them, as may ufe fevere Difcipline ; 
**-and lafh and fcourge them till they are glad to leave their 
* Diforders, and run to their proper Poft, and fall to their 
** Charge again, €8¢.” Aud what confufed Stuff is this from 
Salmon ? ‘* Fermentation is a certain Manifeftation of Life, 
* fitting it for a Refufcitation, and without which it would 
«* remain captivated within the Bonds or Chains of Death; 
“Or it is the breaking of the Bonds of Corruption and Pu- 
** trefaction, by the Power of Life, affifted by the homogene 
s* Matter, or Principle already freed.” 

But before we have done with the Reader, it may not be 
ami{s to apologize for a Freedom we have taken, in pointing | 
out the Sophiftications of {ome, who deal in Medicines only for 
their Sale ; fuch as the wholefale Apothecaries and Chymifts. 
This Liberty was taken in the former Editions ; but the care- 
ful Infpection of the College of late, and the accidental Dif- 
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coveries fince of many notorious Cheats this way, bath been. 
the Occafion of a much ftritter Search into thefe. Matters : 
fo. that in this Edition are annexed all.the. ways of Sophiftica- 
tion, both of the Simples and Compounds, and the Marks. 
to know them from one another, as far as.we can get Infor- 
mation.concerning thofe wicked Practices... In which, Affift-. 
ance hath been given us by the moft knowing in their refpec- 
tive Profeffions, either of Apothecaries, Chymifts, or Drug-. 
gifts, who have had Honefty enough to detect fuch pernicious, 
Frauds, wherever they meet. with them: but. it is yet to be. 
feared, that all the Helps this way will not be fufficient to. 
xoot, out the Evil, unlefs fome greater Power, than now [ub=. 
fifts, be given to punifo the Offenders ; and which one would 
think it not unreafonable. now to expect from the Care which 
is taken for the public Health : for a Peftilence is mot more 
to be dreaded than the Mifchiefs here complained of ; and a 
Perfon who makes and deals in Medicines, -as moft of our. 
Chymifis and wholefale Men. do, for the Profits of their Sale. 
only, without any Care of the Patient who .ufes them, is as 
jufily to be guarded againft by the Public, as Ships from 
infetted Countries. | ‘y a 
- Lhefe Inconveniencies are indeed as much as poffible reme- 
died in the-Chymical way, by the Care of the. Apothecaries 
Company ; who with a joint Stock have thofe Medicines made. 
at their Hall, under fuch careful Management and Infpec- 
tion, as cannot give any poffible Opportunities for Impofitions: 
of this kind ; fo that thofe Shops who any otherwife fupply 
thenfelves in this Branch, ave jufily to be fufpetted ; unlefs 
they make them, or buy them where they can have equal Cer 
tainty of their Goodnefs. :

LT HO’ no Part of natu- 

ral Knowledge can be of 

greater moment to the 
Good of human Life, than 


that which dire€ts to Remedies and 
Means of Relief, under thofe Infr- 
mities which Fle/h is Heir to; yet 
this very Part, either by reafon of 
unable Managers, or miftaken Means 
of Inquiry, hes to this day in the 
greatelt Obfcurity. The various 
‘Turns of Philofophical Theories, and 
Hypothefes, have indeed fill’d the 
- Difpenfatories and Shops with a vaft 
number of Medicines, from both the 
Pharmacies: but they have their 
Rife and Declenfions like our Fa- 
fhions; and become new or-old as 
Clothes ; without any fhew of true 
Principle, either as to the Manner of 
Preparation and Compojition, or In- 
tention of Cure: But very lately 
Dr. Freind, in fome Le@ures at O.x- 
ford, has advanced the Chymical 
Pharmacy among/? the Sciences; tho’ 
almoft over-run with Abfurdity and 
Enthufiafm, | 


The fame Principle afd Way of 


Reafoning, which has given Succefs 


to the foremention’d Work, hath like- 
wife in other hands introduced a great 
deal of Light into the true Appre- 
henfion of Phyfical Caufes and Ef 
fedts; particularly. into the Animal 
Oeconomy, by -Dr. ames Keill: 
which encourages Hopes of further 
Succefs, in reducing the whole Bufi- 
nefs of Pharmacy, and all that necef- 


farily concerns both the making and 


applying a good Medicine, to fome 
Reafon and Certainty. 

Rejecting therefore all Hypothefes 
and imaginary Theories, we fhall 
ground our future Reafoning upon 
this Pofulatum : 


That there is an attrafive Force in 
all Bodies whatfoever: or, That 
all the Parts of Matter are mu- 
tually drawn towards one another. 


Tho’ it is out of the reach of hu- 
man Capacity to explain phyfically 
B an 


i 
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and mechanically, how Matter be- 
comes endued with this univerfal Pro- 
perty, and we are therefore forc’d to 
refolve it into the Divine Pleafure 
and Agency ; yet itisa Property our 
Senfes are fo continually witnefles-to, 
that none, who are not refolv’d to be 
{ceptical, can doubt of it. ‘That fame 
Tnélination which is manifeft in all 
fufpended Bodies towards the Earth, 
is as confpicuous in the Tendency of 
all the moft minute Parts of Matter 
towards one another, to any one who 
inquires into fuch things. If the 


term Attraction is difpleafing to fome, | 
4s it has been mifufed ina bad Philo-- 


fophy, which took Terms upon truft 
without any adequate Meaning, they 
may call it Gravitation: and he that 
can queftion whether fuch a Power or 
‘Tendency be in Matter, may with 
equal Reafon deny there is fuch a 
thing as Motion; as fome, for the fake 
of cavilling, have been fool-hardy 
enough todo.’ Altho’ the Laws or 
Conditions. of this’ Inclination may 
not in fome different Circumftances 
be exactly the fame; fo that what is 
true of greater Bodies without one 
another, may not be fo in all refpeéts, 
as to the ‘Influence which the minu- 
ter Parts of Matter have upon each 
other, in their Approaches to, and 
their Contaéts and Cohefions with 
one another, in the Compoiition ei- 
ther of Fluids or Solids: yet the 
difference is fo fmall, as not to make 
them diftinét Properties, altho’ _4- 
traffion is more generally apply’d to 
the latter Confideration. 

The moit obvious and remarkable 
Conditions or Laws of this Property, 
which will be of moment to our pre- 
fent Inquiry, are thefe: 

Prop. 1. Attraétion in all Bodies is 
ceteris paribus as their Solidities. 

For the attractive Power of any 
Body is compofed of the Sum of all 
the Attrations of the Parts of that 
Body ; and therefore, as they are moft 
humerous in the moft folid Bodies, 
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their Attractions muft then be ftrong- 


_eft... But this is to. be underftood of 


the fmalleft comftituent~ Particles of 
Matter, and not of Corpufcles, or 
Compofiitions made up of thofe Parti- 
cles; for they may be fo put together, 
that the moft folid Particles fhall form 
the lighteft Corpufclés: that is, the 
unfitnefs of their Surfaces for intimate 
Contaét, may occafion fuch great In- 
terflices,as will make their Bulks large 
in Compofition, in proportion to the 
Matter they contain. And this is con- 
jectur’d, with very good reafon, to be 
the cafe of many Salts, whofe compo- 
nent Particles are very folid, but by — 
the great Interftices between them 
they are mighty eafily feparated by a 
convenient Fluid, as will be further 
explain’d below, in its proper place. 

Prop. 2. The attractive Force is in- 
jinitely greater at the point of Contad, 
or extremely near it, than at any de- 
termined Diftance. 

The attraétive Force exerts itfelf 


. only where the Tendency of a Parti- 


cle another way is overpower’d by its 
Proximity to that, into whofe Con- 
tact itis {uppos’d to be drawn. For 


.as this Property is univerfal, and eve- 


ry Part of Matter draws, and is 
drawn by every other Part of Matter, 
within one anothet’s Spheres of At- 
traction ; fo one cannot influence an- 
other at any diftance, but muit necef- 
farily be very near it; and fo much 
the nearer, in proportion to its Small- 
nefs: fo that upon.a double account, 
two Particles cannot influence one - 
another by their Attractions, unlefs 
very nears one for Reafons already 
fuggefted from their predominant In- 
clinations fome other way; and the 
other from the Minutenefs of their 


Spheres of Activity: infomuch that 


out of that reach, could they be fup- 
pos’d under no other ‘Tendency, they 

would never come together. . 
Prop. 3. 4 Jarge Particle attraéis 
not more firongly than a {mall one of 
the fame Soliditys but Diverfity of 
Figuré 
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Figure caufes different Degrees of At- 
traétion, in Particles that are otherwife 
the fame. 

This is almoft a Confequence from 
the former Propofition; for as this 
attractive Force can only aét on fuch 
Particles as are extremely near, the 
remoteft Parts in a large Particle can 
conduce nothing thereunto. And 
for the fame reafon this Power varies 
according as Matter. is in Cones, Cy- 
linders, Cubes, or Spheres; and a 
fpherical Particle, ceteris paribus, 
has the ftrongeft Attraction, as there 
is more Solidity under fuch a Surface 
than in any other Figure. 

Prop. 4. If Particles fwimmine in 
a Fluid attract one another more firong- 
ly than. they do the Particles of the 
Fluid, the Force by which they come to 
each other, will be as the Exce/s of 
their mutual Attractions, to their At- 
trations of the Fluid. 

Such Parts of the Fluid as inter- 
pofe between the attracting Particles, 
will be thruft.or prefs’d upon by 
fuch their Inclinations to each other; 
and therefore according to the Na- 
ture of Fluidity,- the Parts of the 
Fluid will be drove out of their pla- 
ces by fuch excefs of Preffure, and 
therefore the attracting Particles will 
joins: 
Prop. 5. Jf Particles fwimming in 
a Fluid, are more attrafted by the 
Fluid than by one another, they will 
recede from one another, with a Force 
that will be equal to the Difference of 
their mutual Attrafion, and the At- 
tration of the Fluid. 

For the ambient Particles of the 
Fluid attracting them more ftrongly 
than they do each other, they will by 
fuch excefs of Force be drawn from 
one another into Contaét and Cohe- 
fion with the Particles of the Fluid. 

Upon the two foregoing Propoli- 
tions depends the whole Theory of 
Cryftailization and Solution; as we 
fhall further fee below under thofe 
Heads. 


Prop. 6. The Force by which Partin 
tles attrafting one another cobere, iss 
czteris paribus, i” proportion to their 
Contacts. 

For thofe Parts not in Conta& con+ 
duce nothing, or extremely little, to 
the Force of Cohefion; anda much 
greater Power is-requir’d to feparate 
two Particles which cohere in two 
Points, than two Particles which co« 
here only in one Point. For which 
reafon it is, that we find two polith’d 
Marble Stones (of a Foot fquare, for 
inftance) adhere more flrongly than 
any other two Bodies of equal Di- 
menfions, which are not fo folid, but 
have more Pores’ and Interftices be- 
tween their Parts, and which will 
not receive fo good a Polifh, by means 
whereof the Parts are brought into 
fuch a clofe Contact with one ano- 
ther. And for the fame reafon it is, 
that many light Subftances have fuch 


‘ftrong Cohefions or Tenacities; for 


that whereby Particles of the leaf 
Matter, in proportion to their Surfa- 
ces, are {pecifically lighteft, alfo occa- 
fions their ftrongeft Cohefions, by be- 
ing capable of more Contact, than 
Particles of more Solidity under lefs 
Surface. | ‘ 

Prop. 7. If the attracting Corpuf- 
cles are elaltic, they muf? neceffarily 
produce an inteftine Motion greater or 
le/s, according to the Degrees of their 
Elafticity and attraftive Forces, 

Becaufe, upon the Occurfions which 
their attractive Powers draw them in-+ 
to, they will fly off from one another 
again with the fame degree of Velo- 
city that they meet together, abating 
the Refiflance of the Mediums but 
when they approach other Particles 
in their Refilition, their Velocity muft 
increafe, becaufe they are afrefh at- 
tracted ; and therefore meeting a fe- 
cond time, they will recede with a 
greater Velocity than they did at their 
firft.Concurfion : which will conti- 
nue an inteftine Motion, greater or 
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lefs, according to their attractive 
Powers, and Elafticities. 

Prop. 8. Particles attracting one 
another ina Fluid, moving either with 
a fwift or flow progreffive Motion, at- 
tract one another juft the fame as if 
the Fluid was at reft, if all the Par- 
ticles move equally; but ar unequal 
Velocity of the Particles will interrupt 
their Attraltions. 

All the Parts of the Fluid moving 
on with equal Velocity, leave the at- 
trating Particles in the fame condi- 
tion as if the whole Fluid was at reft. 
But fome Parts moving fafter than 
others, muft frequently change their 
Pofitions, and thereby difturb their 
Attraétions. Thus it is that Salts will 
not cryftallize, till the Water in which 
they are diffolved is near or quite 
cold, and the inteftine Motion of its 
Particles, caufed by Heat, is quieted. 

As what is premifed may be a fuf- 
ficient Guide to our Reafonings on 
the Influences of Bodies upon one 
another, as they come under the Com- 
pounder’s Management; fo it may 
help us in excluding a great many 
very ill-grounded Notions and Mif- 
takes, which have crept into Writings 
of this nature; which we fhall as 
briefly mention as poffible,.by way of 
Corollary from the foregoing. 

1. One Body, or Portion of Mat- 
ter, has no Influence upon another, 
but as it is under the Direétion of 
this univerfal Property. Neither the 
Information of Senfe, nor any poffi- 
ble Deduétions from thence, give us 
any manner of notice of any other 
Property in Matter, than this of 47- 
traction. And it is very manifett, 
that one Body cannot have any In- 
fluence in changing the Mode of Ex- 
iftence of another Body at a diftance ; 
but that all Alterations which are 
made by fuch Agents, are from their 
feveral Occurfions, and Accidents a- 
rifing from them, when in motion: 
for Inactivity, or an Inability to 


change the Manner of its prefent Con-. 
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dition, as to Situation, Balk or Fi- 
gure, is as much in the Effence of 
Matter, barely as fuch, as any of its 
pofitive Properties whatever. The 
only aétive Principle, therefore, in 
the material World, is this attractive 
Power, infufed thereinto by the Au- 
thor of its Exiftence ; and no Chan- 
ges, how minute foever, can be made 
therein, but under the Diretion of 
fuch an Influence. 

2. Hence appears the Abfurdity of 
that long and almoft univerfally  re- 
ceiv’d Opinion of Specific Remedies. 
The Reader is defired not to be _fur- 
priz’d at this fudden Attack of fo dar- 
ling a Notion, and with fo valuable 
a Perfon on its fide as the late Ho- 
nourable R. Boyle, until he confiders 


that fuch Remedies neceflarily in- 


clude fome other Property in Matter, . 
than what is here {poke of, or that 
it exerts itfelf by fome Laws not here 
hinted at. As to any other Proper- 
ty, it has already been obferv’d, that 
there is no Foundation fo much as to 
imagine it from; and to recur to any 
fecret Laws of its Execution, carries 
us fo far from the true and only Stand- 
ard of Reafoning about fuch things, ' 
(which is the Evidence of Senfe, and 
demonftrative Deductions therefrom) 
that it plunges us at once into a Chaos 
of Uncertainty and Confufion: For 
as to material Bodies, when we once 
leave Demonftration, and venture in- 
to Hypothefes and Conjeétures, no 
one knows where the Conceit may 
ftop. It may as well be fuppos’d, 
that one Parcel of Matter has in it- 
felf a Power to move againft and 
ftrike another at any diftance, with 
any given Force and Direction, at 
pleafure s as to imagine it can in the 
leait exceed thofe Laws which are ~ 
manifeftly demonftrable in its-Nature. 
If Matter, therefore, is not a free 
Agent, but under fuch Laws as have 
been proved: and if, according to 
thofe Laws, it cannot adct,—in {mall 
Parcels efpecially, butalmoft in eg 
tact > 


\ 
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tact ; it is plain that all Pretenfions 
to fuch Remedies, how much foever 
countenanced by fome great Men, of 
more Credulity and Good-nature 
than ftri€ Inquiry, isa Delufion and 
a Cheat. For they fuppofe the Re- 
medy not under thofe natural Influ- 
ences, but that in the fmalleft Quan- 
tities it may, and does, in many In- 
ftances, affect and alter the Frame 
of a human Conftitution at a confi- 
derable diftance, or apply’d very re- 
mote from the principal Seat of the 
Complaint. And what can be more 
abfurd than to alledge a natural Ef- 
fect, brought. about by a natural 
Caufe, contrary to the known Laws 
by which all materiatAgents are by 
the Author of Nature bound to ope- 
rate? : 

But this Error, if ftri€ly inquired 
into, might appear not fo much the 
Produce of an ill way of Reafoning, 
as of Inattention to the true Nature 
of Things, or a difhoneft Impofition 
- upon the Credulity of Mankind. It 
is a very concife way of Thinking, 
and a fpeedy Inlet into the Myfteries 
of Nature, to explain an Effeét we 
are too lazy fufficiently to inquire in- 
to, by occult Qualities in the Agent ; 
and when we finda Difeafe remedy’d, 
to aflign it to fome fpecific Quality 
in the Medicine made ufe of; when, 
were due Examination made of fuch 
Cures, the Caufe might perhaps be 
eafily found from fome other Inftru- 
ment. But fo eafily do People impofe 
upon themfelves in fuch Matters, that 
if they recover at or near the time of 
making ufe of things under this pom- 
pous Denomination, whatfoever o- 
ther Means the Recovery might jutft- 
ly be afcribed to, thefe certainly carry 
away the Credit; efpecially when 
fuch are concern’d, who find their 
account in the Impofition; as they 
have always Skill enough to make 
the beft advantage of fuch Weaknefs, 
in favour of their own pretended Re- 
medies. So that befides this No- 
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tion giving an Encouragement to 
Lazinefs, and being. a Cover for Ig- 
norance, it alfo fupplies a Shelter for 
Cheats and Impoftors, under which 
they abufe their Fellow-Creatures 
with Sham-Remedies, and pick a 
thoufand times more Pockets, than 
they cure Diftempers. 

3. Hence likewife is manifeft the 
Impoflibility of a Plenum, which 
fome are even religioufly fond of. 
For one Body is faid to be more fluid 
than another, as its Parts are {maller, 
and more“fitted to roll-over one an- 
other. Now as this laft Property a- 
rifes fromthe Sphericity of their 
component Parts, let therefore the 
Fluid be ever fo fubtile, by the Mi- 
nutenefs of its Parts; yet as they 
are in themfelves feparately folid, and 
their Figure {pherical, or near there- 
unto, they can never touch in all 
Points; and in the Interftices where 
they do not touch, is that void Space. 
here contended for. Many other 


“Arguments as conclufive might be 


produced againft this Notion of a 
Plenum, and to prove the Neceflity 
of the contrary; but as it may carry | 
us too far from the Subject before 
us, this may be fufficient. 

But befides weeding out fuch Mif 
apprehenfions in Natural Philofophy, 
this Doétrine likewife fupplies us ve- 
ry naturally with, 

1. The Difference between ab/o- 
lute and fpecific Gravity. ‘The firft 
is that Property which is in all Bo- 
dies equally in proportion to the 
Quantity of Matter they contain, 
without any regard to their Bulks: 
So that a Pound Weight of Wood, 
is faid to be as heavy ab/olutely asa 
Pound of Jron. But /pecific or rela- 
tive Gravity, is that by which one 
Body is heavier than another of the 
fame Dimenfion, and is always as 
the Quantity of Matter under that 
Dimention. Thus a cubical Inch of 
Iron is heavier than a cubical Inch of 
Wood; For the Particles which com- 
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pofe the Jrom being more folid, and 
more clofely connected together ; or, 
which is the fame, having fewer In- 
terftices or Vacuities between them, 
than thofe of the Wood; there is ac- 
tually more Matter contained under 
the fame Dimenfions in Jrog than in 
Wood: and therefore Jroz is faid to 
be /pecifically heavier than Wood, but 
not ab/olutely, becaufe the fame Quan- 
tity of Matter in Wood, weighs as 
much as the fame Quantity of Mat- 
ter in Jrov; but by the greater Lax- 
nefs of its Contexture, it will not lie 
in fo little room; and therefore a 
Pound of Wood takes up more Space 
than a Pound of Jroyv: which deter- 
minates their /pecific Gravities, tho” 
their ab/olute Gravities are the fame. 

Hence the /pecific Gravity is alter- 
able, altho’ that we call ad/olute is 
not; for whatfoever Caufe can make 
the component Parts of any Body in- 
creafe in their Surfaces, without any 
Addition to the Quantity of Matter 
they contain, and give them a loofer 
Compage, will render that Body /pe- 
cifically lighter than it was before : 
And upon fuch a Change as this, by 
feveral Managements which occut in 
Pharmacy, depends a great deal of 
that Arts as we fhall farther fee in 
its proper Place. 

z. Hence farther, we have a clear 
Notion of the different Cohefions in 
different Bodies, and of all the De- 
grees of Solidity and Fluidity. For 
the Cohefion in all Bodies muft be as 
the Surfaces and Contaéts of their 
component Parts :, And thus that Bo- 
dy, whofe Parts are moft /o/id in 
themfelves, and are by their peculiar 
Shapes capable of the greateft Con- 
tacts, is the moft./o/id; and that 
which has Parts very {mall, and capa- 
ble of the leait Contaét, will be moft 
fuid. In the former, the greateft 
Requifite is to b¢ as near to Cubes, 
and in the latter to Spheres, as pof- 
fible. And in the fame manner are 
to be accounted for, not only all the 
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intermediate Degrees between the 
moft fo/id and the moft fluid Bodies 
but alfo thofe different Confiftencies 
which are diftinguifh’d by other 
Names, as friable, tenacious, gluti- 
nous, and, the like: For the greater 
the Solidities of the component Parts 
of any Body are, in. proportion to 
their Surfaces ; tho’ the Body, by the 
Aptitude of their Contaéts, may be 
what we call very hard; yet it will 
be the moft friable, or brittle. And 
where the Surfaces of the compound- 
ing Particles are much extended up- 
on a {mall Quantity of Matter, the 
Bodies they compofe, tho’ they may 
be light and foft, yet will be rena- 
cious or glutinous; for tho’ the Flexi- 
bility of their compounding Parts ad- 
mits of their eafy Change of Figure 
by any external Force, yet by their 
touching one another in fo many 
Points, they are very difficultly fepa- 
rated. The former is the Cafe of 
cryftallized Salts, Rofins, and the 
like ; the latter of Turpentines, Gums, 
and all of that Tribe. 4% 

The laft Ufe we fhall make of the 
foregoing Doétrine, in this place, will 
be to form as juft Notions as we can, 
of what makes a great part in Works 
of this Nature, under the Title of 
Principles. To trace the fallacious 
Reafonings and Abfurdities upon this 
Head, as far as they would carry us, 
would of itfelfemploy Volumes: We 
fhall therefore pafs by all the extra- 
vagant Conceits of this kind, and on- 
ly examine in what refpect we may 
regard thofe feveral Diftinétions of 
Matter, now commonly called the 
five Chymical Principles. 

It is plain from what has been al- 
ready faid, that the common Matter 
of all mix’d Bodies is the fame; and 
that the Matter which compofes one 
Body, in no refpeét differs from that 
which compofes another, but in Fi- 
gures, and Bulks, and what from 
thence arifes; and therefore in the 
moft ftrict Senfe there can be but 

one 
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one univerfal Principle, viz. 
ter. 

But as compound Bodies, under 
the Management of Pharmacy, ap- 
pear refolvable into Parts feemingly 
homogeneous .and fimple;_ thofe 
Parts have been contended for as true 
Principles. ‘They are term’d, 1, Spi- 
rit, or Mercury. 2. Sulphur, or Oil. 
3. Salt. 4. Water, or Phlegm. And, 
5. Earth. 

The firft three, by fome chymical 
Writers, are term’d afive Principles, 
> and the two laft pafive; but with 
how much Impropriety, any one will 
fee, who confiders the foregoing Doc- 
trine, and has any tolerable Idea of 
Matter in general: For there can be 
no Principle. of Action therein, -but 
fuch as hath been affign’d; which is 
a mutual Inclination of Bodies towards 
one. another ; and that is in proportion 
to the Quantity of Matter in all Bo- 
dies: Let them exift under what 
Modifications foever, there can be 
_no Alteration made of ‘this univerfal 
Property. And therefore any Divi- 
fion. of Matter into what, for Dif 
_ tinttion-fake from any other Divi- 
fions, may be called Spirit, does not 
give it any Properties inconfiftent 
with this general Law; and confe- 
quently fuch Diftin@tion feems to be 
chimerical: notwithftanding it has 
occafion’d many pretty Amufements, 
from Perfons of a better Talent in 
Speaking than Thinking. But we 
fhall be better fet right in this Mat- 
ter, by taking a view of thefe five 
Subdivifions, and examining how far 
it may be of ufe to confider them as 
Principles. 

By Spirit, is underftood the moft 
fine and fubtile Parts of Bodies, which 
are difcoverable by their Volatility 


Mat- 


and Quicknefs to the Sme// and Taffe, 


and in Diftillation rife firft. Now if 
this be faid to be an active Part of 
Matter with regard to its Facility of 
' Motion, in comparifon to groffer and 
more bulky Parts; it conveys fome- 
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what intelligible. But the feveral 
Parts of a {pirituous Body, confider’d 
in themfelves, have no more a Power 
of Motion or Aétion, then as they 
are, in common with all other Bo- 
dies, under the Influence of the Laws 
of Attraction. By the Lightnefs of 
this Sortment of Matter, which for 
manifeft Reafons fubjects it to rife 
and be uppermoft where it can get 
loofe, it is, that thofe Subftances 
wherein it moft abounds, are moft 
liable to inteftine Motion; and, if it 
makes its efcape, leaves them in that 
State we call Corruption. ‘This often 
happens in animal and vegetable Sub- 
ftances; but Minerals have fo very 
little of it in their Compofition, that 
they are not by much fo fubject to 


‘change. 


What paffes under this Name in 
Pharmacy, cannot with any ftrictnefs 
be deemed a Principle ; both as it is 
of different Kinds; as the Bodies 
from which it is produced differ: 
and as it isin neither to be drawn 
intirely uncompounded. There are 
three very different Sorts under this 
Denomination : the firft is the Spirit 
of Animals; as what is procured from 
Hartfhorn. This feems to be Sa/ts, 
moft capable of Exaltation, wrapped 
up or diffolved in a {mall Portion of 
Phlegm. ‘The fecond is the inflam- 
mable Spirit of Vegetables, and what 
is procured by the help of Fermenta- 
tion. ‘This feems, in a great mea- 
fure, to be a very /ubtile Oil, blend- 
ed with a fmall Portion of volatile 
Salt. 'The lait is what is forced from 
Vinegar, Vitriol, and fuch like’ acid 
Subfiances 3 which feem to be nothing 
elfe but very acid pungent Sa/ts, put 
in Fufion by Fire, and fet floating 
in a certain Quantity of Ph/egm. 

Sulphur or Oil\is very fott and 
unctuous, and the lighteft part of Bo- 
dies next to Spirit. From the diffe- 
rent Proportions and Modifications of 
this, it is faid, compound Bodies re- 
ceive their different Swe//s and Co- 
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Jours 3 and that by its Tenacity, it 
is a_kind of Gluer Cement to the 
other Principles: and therefore in 
thofe Vegetables, wherein it moft a- 
bounds, we find it preferves them, 
without much Change, thro’ all the 
Seafons of the Year. It is very hard 
to affirm a Poflibility of ‘procuring 
this without a Mixture of other Sort- 
ments: for in the lighter Oils of Ve- 
getables, as Rofemary, Lavender, and 
the like, they appear to have a Mix- 
ture of Spirit, or volatile Salt, by 
their Pungency; and in others drawn 
from Woods, as Guaiacum, Cinna- 
mon, &c. they feem to bring over 
with them Sa/ts of a groffer and 
more folid Nature; which makes 
them {pecifically heavier than Water. 
Under the Denomination of Salt, 

is to be underftood moft of that which 
gives Solidity to Bodies, is diffolva- 
ble in Water, and affects the Tafte 
witha peculiar Pungency. But there 
are three diftin@: Sorts which pafs 
under this Name in Medicine; the 
jixed, the volatile, and the effential: 
the fixed is what remains after Ca/ci- 
nation, and is procured by diffolving 
the faline Parts of the Afhes in hot 
Water, and evaporating it until the 
Salt is left dry at the bottom ; for that 
will not rife in Vapour. 
call’d in the Shops a /ixivious Salt; 
and, it is feared, is more owing to 
the Fire for its Qualities, than the 
Plant *tis produced trom: And there- 
fore in the room of all this Kind, 
which are in the Shops titled the 
Salts of fuch peculiar Plants, fome 
with very good reafon fubftitnte Salt 
of Tartar. But. this will be better 
underftood, when we come to confi- 
der thofe Parts of the Materia Me- 
dita, which are to be managed by 
Calcination. ~'The volatile Salt is 
what eafily paffes over the Helm; as 
the Salt of Avimals. The effential 
Sa/t is that which is obtain’d by Cry- 
falloeasaen from the Juices of Plants; 
and this is of a Nature between the 
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other two, and may molt properly 
be term’d effential ; having no Force 
ufed in its Produétion. 

If there be in firiét Senfe any fuch 
thing as a Principle, Salt is fo; but 
then it muft be that which is termed 
foffil Salt, or Sal Gemma: For this 
not only appears to be the plain Pro. 
duction of Nature, but to be the 


moft homogeneous and uncompound- 


ed Part that Matter can be divided 
into. As for the Differences taken 
notice of between thofe which pals 
under the fame Denomination, they 
may be owing to the different Con- 
textures of the Bodies into whole 
Compofition they-are wrought, whe- 
ther vegetable or animal. 

The firft Appearance of this isin 
Springs and Rivers, into which it 
is wafh’d by fubterraneous Currents; 


thence by. the Sun it is in fome mea- _ 


fure exhaled in Vapour, from whence 
it returns again in Snow, Hail, and 


-Dews: for common Rain-Water does 


not feem to partake of it, or in very 
{mall Quantities, for Reafons obvious 
to the Searchers into fuch Caufes, and 
too long to be explain’d here: From 


this Return, the Surface of the Globe ~ 


is faturated with it; whence it re- 
afcends in the Juices of Vegetables, 
and enters into all thofe Productions 
(as Food and Nourifhment) which 
the Creation fupplies. 

Now in the little Alteration this 
receives by its Entry into the Juices 
of moft Plants, it is again capable of 
fhooting into Cryflals, not greatly 
unlike its primitive Form; but by 
the manifold Comminutions and Ela- 
borations it undergoes in an animal 
Body, it is fo very far broke and di- 
vided, as to pafs for a volatile Salt, 
and bear very little refemblance to 


what it was in its Origin:, And that. 


what undergoes this mighty Altera- 
tion, 1s never reducible into its orig?- 
nal Form, may be much owing to the 
fulphurous Particles in which it wraps 
itfelf, in its Paflage thro’ animal Sub- 

flanees

~ftances particularly ; which likewife 
again confirms our former Conjec- 
ture, that what pafles for-Spirit asa 
Principle, isno other than a highly 
Jubtiliz’d Salt, with fome Mixture 
of an exalted Sulphur. é 
This Divifion of Matter does moft 
‘abound with the Force of Attraction, 
by reafon of the Solidity of its’ Parti- 
cles; and therefore in Bodies where 
there is much of it, as there is in ma- 
ny Minerals, they are prodigioufly 
hard and compaét, and almoft incapa- 
ble of Decay or Alteration by Time. 
Phlegm or Water is the common 
Vehicle, or Diluter of all folid Bodies ; 
and in proportion to its Quantity in 
any Mixture are the other more lan- 
- guid, or difabled, in their attractive 
Influences. It is much to be quef- 
tion’d, whether this can be drawn by 
Diftillation without fome Mixture ; 
that which has the leaft muft come 
neareft to the nature of a Principle; 
and upon that account Rain-Water is 
moft like to afford it.. In fome Mi- 
nerals, where there are none of the 
lighter Sortments, this comes over 
the Helm firft; as likewife from in- 
odorous Vegetables. 5 
Earth (and, as fome call it, Caput 
Mortuum) is that Part of a Body 
which is left laft in the Furnace ; and 
is capable neither of being rais’d by 
Diftillation, nor diffolv’d by Solution. 
Thus far we have comply’d with 
the ufual Practice of Writers in this 
Way, in giving fome Thoughts upon 
the Principles of mixed Bodies; fo 
far as it is hoped may be of fome Ufe ; 
as thefe feveral Appearances: common- 
ly occur in the Analyfis of moft Bo- 
dies. But if the Reader takes up 
with thefe, and affigns to them any 
imaginary Properties, notarifing from 
the Figures and Bulks of their feveral 
Particles, he will be carry’d into Ob- 
fcurity and Confufion. What has 
long perplex’d Perfons about A/kalies 
and. Acids, will eafily appear fo 


groundlefs and ridiculous, to any one 
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but tolerably grounded in the forego- 


ing Theory, that it would be mif- 


fpending Time, to intermeddle in the 
Debate: For fuch an one will foon 
difcern how far thefe Terms may be 
allow’d, and wherein they are abuf- 
ed, in ftirring up Contention among 
thofe who neither underftand one ano- 
ther, nor themfelves. But as we 
havea great deal of Light in this 
once intricate Affair, from fome ex- 
cellent Hints of Sir Z/aac Newton, 
we fhall clofe this Section with a 
literal-T'ranfcription thereof, as it was 
firft printed in the fecond Volume of 
Dr. Harriss Lexicon Technicum. 

«¢ The Particles of Acids are of a 
*¢ fize groffer than thofe of Water, 
<* and therefore lefs volatile; but 
<¢ much f{maller than thofe of Earth, 
‘* and therefore much lefs fixed than 
“‘ they. They are endued with a 
‘© great attraétive Force; in which 
«* Force their Activity confifts, and 
“* thereby they alfo affect and fti- 
<¢ mulate the Organ of Tafte, and dif 
«< folve fuch Bodies as they can come 
‘© at. ‘They are of a middle Nature, 
“< between Water and terreffrial Bo- 
«< dies, and attract the Particles of 
“¢ both. 


«< By this attractive Force they get | 


«¢ about the Particles of Bodies, whe- 
“« ther they be of a metallic or /tony 
«¢ Nature, and adhere to them moft 
«« clofely on all fides; fo that they 
<< can be f{carce feparated from them 
“ by Diftillation or Sublimation. 
“« When they are attracted and ga- 
“< ther’d together about the Particles 
“* of Bodies, they raife, disjoin, and 


*s fhake them from one another; that 


** is, they diflolve thofe Bodies. | 
** By the attrafive Force alfo by 
‘© which they rufh towards the Par- 
«« ticles of Bodies, they move the 
«« Fluid fo as to excite Heat; and 
‘© they fhake afunder fome Particles, 
*¢ fo much as: to turn them into Air, 
** and generate Bubbles. And this 


‘* is the Reafon of Difolution in all 


‘© violent 
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violent . Fermentation; and in all 
Fermentation there is an Acid latent 
or /upprefed, which coagulates in 
Precipitation. Acids alfo by at- 
tracting Water, as much as they 
do the Particles of Bodies, occafion 
that the diffolved Particles do rea- 
dily mingle with Water, or fwim 
or float init, after the manner of 
Salts. 

«* And as this Globe of Earth, by, 
the Force of Gravity, attraéting 
Water more ftrongly than it doth 
lighter Bodies, caufes thofe lighter 
Bodies to afcend in the Water, 
and to go upwards from the Earth; 
fo the Particles of Salts, by at- 
tracting the Warer, do mutually 
avoid and recede from one another, 
as far as they can, and fo are dif- 
fufed thro’ the whole Water. 

“‘ The Particles of Sal Alkali do 
confift of earthy and acid united 
together after the fame manner; 
but thefe Acids have fo great an 
attractive Force, that they cannot 
be feparated from the S/t by Fires 
they do-alfo precipitate the Parti- 
cles of Meta/s diffolved in Men/trua, 
by attracting from the acid. Parti- 
cles, which before diflolved them, 
and kept them fufpended in the 
Menfiruum., If thefe acid Particles 
be joined with earthy ones, in but 
a {mall Quantity, they are fo clofe- 
ly retain’d by them, as to be quite 
fupprefs’d, and hidden as it were 
by ’em; fo that they neither ftimu- 
late the Organ of Senfe, nor attract 
Water, but compofe Bodies which 
are not acid, 7. ¢. fat and {ubtile 
Bodies; fuch as are Mercurius dul- 
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cis, Common Brimfione, Luna cor- 
nea, and Copper corroded by Mer- 
cury fublimate. 

*« From the attrafive Force in 
thefe acid Particles thus fuppreffed, 
arifes that univerfal Property of al- 
moft all fat Bodies; that they ad- 
here or ftick to others, and are eafi- 


‘ ly inflammable, if the heated acid 


Particles meet with other Particles 
of Bodies in Fume, which the 4cid 
attracts more ftrongly than it doth 
the Particles to which it is united. 
And thus the Acid, which lies fup- 
preffed in fulphurous Bodies, by 
more ftrongly attracting the Parti- 
cles of other Bodies (earthy ones, 
for Inftance) than its own, pro- 
motes a gentle Fermentation, pro- 
duces and cherifhes zatura/l Heat, 
and carries it on fo far fometimes, 
as to the Putrefadion of the Com- 
pound: which Putrefaction arifes 
hence, That the acid Particles 
which havea long time kept. up 
the Fermentation, do at long-run 
infinuate themfelves into the laft 
Interftices that lie between the 
Particles of the firft Compofition ; 
and fo intimately uniting with 
thofe very Particles, do produce 
a new Mixture or Compound, 
which cannot fall back into the. 
fame Form.” . 

Having thus gone thro’ the necef- 


fary Precognita toour Work, it feems 
moft methodical next to give fome 
Account of the moft remarkable O- 
perations that are made ufe of in 
Pharmacy; which will not fo natu- 
rally in the Work itfelf come under 
any diftinét Head,

(which will make that much too 
_ ftrong;) or remain behind, to the 
fame Prejudice. In Compofitions 
likewife of Ingredients of different 
Textures and Cohefions, fome run 
thro” much fooner than others: So 
that there is an abfolute Neceflity of 
mixing the Whole carefully, after ’tis 
all paffed. 

This Admonition may appear need- 
 lefs in fo obvious a Matter; but I 
have often found great Mifchiefs from 
a Neglect herein; efpecially in the 
powdering fuch Things as Fa/ap, 
_ Ipecacuanha, and the like, whofe 
Virtues lie in the more refinous Parts; 
which, being the moft brittle, break 
in the Mortar, and pafs the Sieve firft. 
And nothing is more common in fuch 
Things, than to put at once into the 
Mortar two or three times the Quan- 


and Calcination. II 
tity of what prefent Ufe calls for; 
which perhapsis only a Dofe juft then 
to be made up, or enough to fill a 
{mall Glafs, which ftands to be in rea- 
dinefs: whereby the firft Patients are 
over-dofed, and the latter, by having 
only the woody and fibrous Part of 
the Ingredient, are cheated in their 
Expeétations. 

Trituration has a great Share, in 
fome Inftances, in raifing or depref- 
fing the Efficacy of what comes un- 
der its Management. For in grind- 
ing, all thofe Bodies whofe Efficacy 
confifts much in the peculiar Shape 
and Points of their component Parts, 
the more and finer they are broke, 
the Jefs will they operate. Thus may 
Calomel be rendered much gentler, 
and made capable of being given in 
much larger Quantities,. only by long 
rubbing in a Glafs Mortar: for the 
continual Triture has the fame Ef- 
fect upon it as repeated Sublimation ; 
which is only breaking the faline Spi- 
cula more and more, until it becomes 
almoft plain Mercury. But in refin- 
ous Subftances, particularly thofe 
which are purgative, as Falap, Scam- 
mony, &c. the finer the Powder they 
are reduc’d into, the greater is likely 
to be their Efficacy: as the Senfe 
which the Stomach and Bowels have 
of them, is in proportion to their 
Contacts: Therefore the more the 
fame Quantity is divided, the farther 
will it diffufe itfelf, and vellicate the 
Fibres ; that is, in other Words, it 
will work the more.

Of Calcination, 


HIS is fuch a Management of 
Bodies by Fire, asrenders them 
reducible to Powder ; and is for that 


- reafon term’d Chymical Pulveriza- 
; 


tion. 'This Operation is moft con- 
cern’d in the Chymical Pharmacy, 
and is feldom perform’d without 
Melting or Fufion being chiefly em- 

| ; ploy’d 
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ploy’d about Sa/ts and Metals: It 
will be therefore convenient to un- 
derftand how it is brought about, 
that fuch Bodies are melted or fufed, 
which is much the fame thing; or 
how from Solids they are render’d 
Fluids. 'To which purpole it is ne- 
ceflary to recollect, from what has 
_been laid down in the Introduétion, 
fome Thoughts concerning Sebseity 
and Fluidity. 

The Solidity, Hardnefs, or Force, 
by which the Parts of any .Body re- 
fift Separation, arifes from the mu- 
tual Cobefion of its component Parts 
which. Cobefion is but a neceflary 
Confequence of that attractive Power 
refiding in all Matter. Now the a¢- 
tractive Force, as it is ftrongeft at the 
Point of Contact, is the Caufe that 
the Cobefion of all Bodies is in pro- 
portion to the Number of Points they 
touch one another in: So that thofe 
Particles which have leaft Solidity in 
proportion to their Surfaces, altho’ 
they attract the leaft at a Dittance; 
yet when they touch, they cohere 
the moft ftrongly.. But, for the con- 
trary Reafon, where the Cohefion is 
{mall, as in {pherical Bodies, whofe 
Superficies can only touch ina Point, 
their Particles eafily give way to eve- 
ry Impulfe ; and whenever they are 
fet in motion, whether by Nature or 
Art, Fluidity takes place: and how 
this may be effeéted by Fire, ’tis not 
difficult to conceive. Whilft the 
Particles of Fire, by their Activity 


and Force, infinuate themfelves into. 


the Subftance to be melted, they fo 
divide and break it, that there is a 
much lefs Contaét of Parts, and of 
courfea weaker Cobefion. And this 
Cohefion may ftill, by a Continuance 
of the fame Caufe, and by further 
diminifhing the degree of Conta¢t, 

be fo far weaken’d, as to render it 
infufficient to» keep the component 
Parts clofe, or prevent them from 
rolling over oneanother ; that is, turn- 


ing the Body into a Fluid. 
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From the Rarefattion, which is re- 
markable in the Fufion of thefe Sub- 
ftances, it.is evident that their Parts 
may be, and aétually are, divided 
and feparated from one another by 
Fire. For unlefs the Fire gain’d ad- 
miffion between their component 
Parts, fo far as to force them a greater 
diftance from one another, and there- 
by leffen their Contaéts; there could 
be no Reafon affign’d for their ex- 
panding themfelves into a larger com- 
pafs. For Experience teaches, that 
a Plate of Iron, by being made red- 
hot, not only increafes in Bulk, but 
in Length. The fame is obfervable 
in calcining Copper. 

From this Difference of Cohefh Gon, 
proceeds all that Variety we obferve 
in the Fufion of Bodies: For fuch as 
have leaft Contact of Parts, fooneft 
give way to the Fire; and fome will 
melt away by the Warmth of a Va- 
pour only, when others, which have 
a ftronger Contaét, are not to be fe- 
parated but with difficulty. Upon 
this account, Vegetables very eatily 
difunite, Minera/s flower, and Me- 
tals flowett of all. And of the laft, 
thofe wherein the Contaét of Parts is — 
leaft, as in Lead and Tin, mott readily 
melt; but thofe which are more’com- 
pact, as Gold and Silver, are not to 
be diffolv’d but by a violent Heat. 

Now if the Force of Cohefion was 


_proportional to the Quantity of Mat- 


ter, or to the Weight of the Body, 
we might from Statics account for all 
the Variety which occurs in Fufion ; 


‘ for by knowing the fpecific Gravity 


of a Body, we fhould then know 
what Force is requir’d to melt it. But 
becaufe the fame Quantity of Matter 
may be fo varioufly difpofed, that in . 
one Body there fhall be a much great- 
er Contaét than in another; tho’ at 
the fame time, the Gravity be equal, 
or even lefs; therefore the Force of 
Cohefion cannot be eftimated by Gra- 
vity : which 1s alfo confrm’d by Ex- 
perience. For Lead, altho’ more 

ey 


- Metals. 
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ponderous than all other Metals ex- 
cept Go/d, yet in the Fire is more 
eafily melted than any other. So 
that it neceflarily follows, that in 
this Metal there mutt be a lefs Cohe- 
fion, or Contact of Parts, how much 
foever it may exceed others in the 
Quantity of its Matter. 

Bodies, after Fufion, return again 
into a folid Mafs, upon their Remo- 
« val from the Fire, and the Ceffation 
’ of the Motion which the Fire pro- 
duced; becaufe their Particles are 
brought nearer to one another by 
their attractive Force, and fo com- 
pell’d to unite, Such as confift of 
homogeneous and unalterable Parts, 
as Wax, Gums, and the purer Me- 
tals, recover their priftine Form: 
For when the fame Texture of Parts 
remains in. the whole Body, it muft 
of courfe reaffume the fame Appear- 
ance, when the feparating Power 
_ ceafes to act. But other Bodies, 
whofe Parts, with refpect to Denfity 
and Surface, are extremely different 
from one another, fome being carry’d 
off by the Force of the Heat, and o- 
thers chang’d as to Figure or Pofition, 
mutt be forced to appear in another 
Form : For they cannot recover their 
original Phafes, unlefs every Particle 
could reinftate itfelf in that very Si- 
tuation it had before; which may be 
hinder’d infinite Ways, ‘as may eafily 
be experienc’d in heterogeneous Bo- 
dies, fuch as Vegetables, and all Mi- 
~-nerals, as likewife the bafer fort of 
Thus every P/ant is turn’d 
to Afbes; and Vitriol, when all its 
Moifture is dry’d away, . becomes 
Calcanthum ; and Clay, by the Heat 
of the Kiln, hardens into ‘Tiles and 
Bricks. ‘ 

Therefore the Difference which is 
obferv’d, even in homogeneous Bodies, 
after Liquefaction, is no way to be 
accounted for, but from the Change- 
ablenefs of Surface in its Parts: For 
thofe Bodies, whofe Parts conitantly 
retain the fame Surfaces, never lofe 
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their Form; but others, by having 
the Surfaces of their Parts alter’d, 
acquire a diffefent Texture, and put 
on another Appearance. : 

Fluidity being in this manner ex- 
plain’d, Calcination may without dif- ' 
ficulty be underftood ; which, in'ma- 
ny Inftances, “is only the Effeét of a 
longer Liquefaction. For when the’ 
Fufion is longer continued, not onl 
the more fubtile' Particles of the Body 
itfelf fly off, but the Particles‘of the 
Fire likewife infinuate themfelves in’ 
{uch Multitudes, and are fo difpers’d 
and blended throughout all its Sub- 
ftance, that the Fluidity which was 
firft caus’d by the Fire, can no longer 
fubfift.. From this- Union “arifes a 
third Kind of Body, which being 
very porous and brittle, is eafily re- 
duced to Powder: for the Fire hav- 
ing penetrated ‘every where into the 
Pores of the Body, the Particles are 
both kept from mutual Conta&, andg, 
divided into minute Atoms; fo that. 
they are eafily reduced to the fineft 
Powder. 

From ‘the foregoing ’tis manifeft, 
that not only the: Parts of the Body 
calcin’d are much broken and rarify’d, 
but that the very Increafe of the 
Weight itfelf proceeds from the Fire. 
‘The Gravity of ‘crude Lead, if com- 
pared to Water, is as 112 to 13; but 
that of ca/cin’d Lead, isas g to 1. So 
the Proportion of ca/cin’d Copper to 
Water, is but 53; but that of crude 
is 22. .The Proportion of White- 
Lead to Lead itfelf comes out ftill lefs, 
i.e. fubtriplé. But four Ounces of 
Regulus of Antimony, if put in Fufion 
for an Hour and half; will gain two 
Drams and a half; tho” in the mean 
time'a multitude of Effuvia go off in 
Vapour. Hence it appears, that the 
abfolute Gravity is increas’d indeed 
by Calcination, but that the Specific 
is leffen’d : The Reafon of which is 
this, That the Particles of the Body, 
divided by the Fire, and feparated 
from mutual Contadt, are diffuled 
inte 
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into a larger Bulk... But the Particles 
of Fire, which are much lighter than 
the calcin’d Body, being every where 


mixed with it, and difperfed thro’ its. 


Pores, leffen the fpecific, and increafe 
the abfolute Gravity. 

But however the Particles of Bo- 
dies are divided and feparated by Cal- 
cination, fo as to lofe their former 
Appearance: yet many Meta/s, and 
fome Minerals, whofe Parts are mott- 
ly homogeneous, feem not to lofe 
their Nature with their Form. For 
Gold, Silver, and Quick-filver, can- 
not be fo deftroyed by all the ca/cin- 
iug imaginable, but that they may 
with very little trouble be reviv’d. 


.So out of Sa/¢ of Tin, the Tin itlelf. 


may be again extracted; nay, the 
Calx of Lead, the moft impure of all 
Metals, returns with eafe into its 
original Form, ‘Thus too, not only 
the Regulus, but the very Subftance 
of Antimony, may be drawn both 
from the Ca/x and G/a/s of Antimony. 
So that Calcination is but imperfectly 
perform’d in fuch Bodies; fora great 
many Particles feem to be fo little 
chang’d and deftroy’d, that as foon as 
ever they are let loofe from this arti- 
ficial Combination, they re-aflume 
their proper and natural Figure. 
Neither fhould we omit taking no- 
tice of what is of the greateft moment 
in Calcination; That thofe very Par- 
ticles, whofe attractive Force is 
ftrongeft and which contribute moft 
to the Cohefion of Bodies, fly off, 
and evaporate during Calcination : 
So that if a great Quantity of fuch 
Particles fhould evaporate, another 
Body of a very different Form may 
fucceed. For in melting Lead, we 
fee the Fumes rife in fuch a prodigi- 
ous Cloud, that at length they leave 
nothing behind but the Ca/x, which 
has no manner of refemblance to that 
Metal. On the other hand, if Gold 
and Silver be calcin’d after the com- 
mon Method, they ftill retain their 
antient Form; becaufe fcarce any of

the Particles pafs off in Vapour. And 


indeed the Corpufcles which exhale 
in a calcining Fire, are fuch as have 
the largeft Surface, and leaft Gravity : 
Therefore Quick/ilver, whofe Parti- 
cles we know are form’d in a quite 
contrary manner, is with the greateft 
Difficulty reduced. into a Calx. 


But nothing can more confirm the 


Account we have given of Ca/cina- 
tion, than the Arguments which are 
drawn from the Operation itfelf. For 
in order to its fucceeding well, we 
many times ftir the Body that 1s to 
be. calcin’d with a Spatula, or elle 
mix it with fomething elle. The 
Defign of both thefe Methods is, to 
make the Particles cohere leis toge- 
ther ; and not only to yield more ea- 


fily to the Fire, but become more 


convenient for their intended Ufes. 
Mott of what is hitherto laid down, 
has been with relation to Chymiftry 3 
for the other Pharmacy is employ’d 
very little in this Part, unlefs we 
reckon into it the burning of Plants 
to Afhes, in order to obtain their fixt 
Salts ; an Account of which par- 
ticular Operation may more properly 
be fixed to that Head, when it comes 
in courfe in the Body of the Work. 
To Calcination. belongs Vitrifica- 
tion; which Word is properly ap- 
plied to thofe Bodies that are pellucid, 
like Glafs, after the Calcination is 
over; to perform which, a longer 
and more vehement Fire is required. 
Therefore in the making of G/a/s of 
Antimony, a previous Calcination is 
neceflary. From hence proceeds the 
homogeneous Texture, which is as 
effential a Qualification in pellucid 
Bodies, as a rectilineal Pofition of 
Pores. For by the Application of 
Fire, the heterogeneous and more vo- 
latile Corpufcles are diflipated : which, 
by the infinite number of Retractions 
they make, very much weaken, and 
almoft extinguifh the Rays of Light: 
Thofe, in the mean time, which par- 
take of the fame Nature, 7. ¢. thofe 
which 


: 
: 
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which are denfe and fixt, being left 
behind, unite clofely together; fo 
that there being a like Conformation 
of Parts on every fide, which way 
_foever you expofe it, this calcin’d 
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Matter equally attracts and tranfmits 
the Rays of Light. Thus by long 
Fufion, which throws of the lighter 
and more drofly Particles, common 
G/a/s is made.

IV. 


Of . Fermentation. 


T isnot very eafy to fix the Boun- 
| daries of this Term, for under it 
fome are for reducing almoft all that 
' belongs to Phyfic: As it will there- 
fore be fufficient to the prefent Pur- 
pofe, this Difcourfe fhall only confi- 
_ der that inteftine Motion of Bodies, 
which is to be met with in Pharma- 
cy; either in the making and exalt- 
ing the Efficacy of a Medicine, or in 
caufing its Decay and Delftruction. 

In this View what firft offers, is 
to account for the Fermentation of 
_ Vegetables and their Juices; and the 
manner whereby their Medicinal Ef 
ficacies‘may be exalted by fuch Pro- 
cefs; which, as it generally confifts 
in difengaging’ and feparating the 
 fineft and moft fpirituous Parts, we 
cannot have a better Idea of all that 
comes under this Part of Pharmacy, 
than by underftanding what concerns 
_ the procuring a fpirituous Liquor 
_ from Corn. 

In the Grain itfelf muft lie the 
Materials of the fpirituous Part, be- 
caufe nothing elfe is concern’d in it 
but Water: ‘To this purpofe therefore 
it is foaked juft fo long in a Ciftern 
of Water, as is fufficient to loofen or 
open its natural Texture; after. whicn 
it is thrown in a Heap, where it is 
_ faffer’d to lie, till by the Motion of 
its more fine and volatile Parts,. it 
begins to heat and fhoot out, as in 
Vegetation. But to prevent thefe 
Parts from flying off by too long a 
_ Continuance of fuch inteftine Mo- 
tion, it is thrown abroad thinner, 


and expofed more and more to the 
Air, till it contracts almoft a Dry- 
nefs, which is finifh’d by the Kiln: 
ali its Parts being maintain’d toge- 
ther ; tho” in fuch a lax Condition, » 
as to open, and unite, with the ut- 
moft Eafe, with warm and hot Wa- 
ter: For by the Sweetnefs and Con- 
fiftence of the Wort, as it is called 
afterward, and the Lightnefs of the 
Grains, being reduced to mere Husks, 
it is plain that the whole Subftance 
of the Kernel is mix’d with the Li- 
quor. 

After this Apparatus, to finifh the 
Procefs, and raife from it a ftrong 
Spirit, the reft is done by Fermenta- 
tions which, how procur’d, is need- 
lefs to go over particularly, as known 
to every one already: but how fuch 
inteftine Motion is mechanically ef- 
feéted, and how it brings forth fuch 
a Spirit, may be conceived in the, 
following manner, efpecially if the 
Reader be acquainted with thefe Pro- 
pofitions, which are demonitrated in 
Hydroftatics. 


Prop. 1. Jf a Body be immerfed in 
any fluid: fpecifically lighter than it- 
Jelf, it will finks but otherwife it 
will emerge, and get tothe top. , 

Prop. z. If two equal Bodies, of 
different [pecifie Gravities, be immer/- 
ed in a Fluid lighter than either of 
them, the Celerities of their Defcents 
will be as their Gravities. 

Prop. 3. Jf two unequal Bodies, of 


_ unequal fpecific Gravities, be immerf- 


ca 
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ed ina Fluid lighter than either; the 
Celerities of their Defcent will be 
compounded of their Gravities and 
Dimenfions together. 


The fame Laws, by which thefe 


Bodies de/cend, hold good in the 4/-~ 


cent of fuch as are fpecifically lighter 
than the Fluid: In all heterogeneous 
Fluids therefore, the conftituent Parts 
of which are not fitted to affociate 
and cohere, fo as to form what we 
can call an uniform homogeneous 
Fluid, the heavier may be accounted 
as folid Bodies immerfed ina Fluid 
fpecifically lighter, and the lighter 
Parts as fuch Bodies in a Fluid ipeci- 
fically heavier; as it has been already 
demonftrated, that the component 
Parts of all Fluids, feparately confi- 
der’d, are folid. 

The Liquor therefore, called Wort, 
or a Decoction of Malt, may be confi- 
der’d as fuch an heterogeneous Fluid, 
whofe Parts cannot but be interchang- 
ing in their Pofitions, until each has 
obtain’d fuch an Elevation as corre- 
fponds to its proper Gravity ;_ but left 
this alone fhould fail of the Intention, 
by not being fufficient to break thofe 
Molecule and Vifcidities which en- 
tangle the {pirituous Parts, and like- 
wile to prevent their flying off at the 
Surface, fome Portion of an already 
fermented Subftance is mixed with it. 

This Subftance, term’d Barm or 
Yeaf?, confifts of a great Quantity of 
fubtile fpirituous Particles, wrapped 
up in fuch as are vifcid. Now when 
this is mixed with fuch a Liquor, it 
cannot but much contribute to that 
inteftine Motion, which is occafion’d 
by the Intercourfe and Occurfions of 
Particles of different Gravities; as 
the fpirituous Parts will be continual- 
ly ftriving to get up to the Surface; 
and the vifcid ones continually retard- 
ing fuch Afcent, and preventing their 
Efcape: fo that by thefe two concur- 
ring Caufes, the Particles extracted 


from the Grain will by frequent Oc-: 
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curfions be fo comminuted, as conti- 
nually to increafe the more fubtile and 
{pirituous Parts, until all that can be 
made fo by Attrition, are fet’ loofe 
from their former vifcid Confine- 
ments. And this appears by the 
Warmth of the Liquor, and the Froth ~ 
drove to the top; juft at which time, 
if it be thrown into the Still, it af- 
fords fome Quantity of a high inflam- 
mable Spirit. eoH 
Moderate Warmth much haftens 
this. Operation ; becaufe it affifts in 
refolving and opening the Vifcidities 
in which fome fpirituous Parts may 
be entangled ; and unbends the Spring” 
of the included Air; which cannot 
bat much contribute to the Rarifac- 
tion and Comminution of the whole. 
The vifcid Parts, which are raifed:to 
the top, not only on account of their 
own Lightnefs, but by the continual 
Efforts and Occurfions of the Spirit 
to get uppermoft, fhew when the 
Fermentation is at the higheit, and 
prevent the finer Spirits from making 
their Efcape :*for if this inteftine_ 
Luétus be permitted to continue too 
long, a great deal will get away, and 
the remaining part grow flat and va- 
pid, and yield little befides Phlegm 
in the Still. J ale, 
What has been faid of this Procefs, 
may give fufficient Light into all that 
concerns fermenting Vegetables, or 
other Subftances, in order to draw 
out their Medicinal Efficacies.. And 
hence likewife, from the natural Tex- 
tures and Cohefions of Bodies, we 
may know how to manage them ; for 
thofe of a loofer Texture will require 
the leaft opening’ by fuch means. _ 
But the greateit ufe of this Theory | 
will be, to inftruct us what Parts of 
the Materia Medica, are moft proper- 
ly brought under this Procefs; and 
alfo how fuch an inteftine Motion 
does in fome Things deftroy the Vir- 
tue: For as by fome Medicines an, 
Intention is aimed at, which is not 


_to be anfwered but by their being,

fpirituous, in the Senfe we have 
been fpeaking ;\ whereas in others, 
the dire& contrary Properties are. re- 
quir’d : In fuch cafes therefore, when 
by any adventitious Caufe thofe Me- 
dicines ferment, their Virtues are de- 
ftroy’d, and therefore’ they fhould 
never be admintfter’d; as feveral Elec- 
tuaries and Syrups, for inftance, which 
by Fermentation, frém too great an 
accidental Warmth, or too thin a 
Confiftence, lofe their intended Efii- 
cacies, and turn to a Tertium Quid, 
_ quite foreign to the original Purpofe 
of the Compofition: as will better 
appear from the following part of 
this Explication. 

There are feveral other Species of 
Fermentation; but whatelfe concerns 
us at prefent of this kind, may be beit 
taken from the fame Author, whom 
we have hitherto made our chief 
Guide in thefe Inquiries; who, to 
account for thofe more violent Com- 
motions which occur in the Chymi- 
cal Pharmacy, fuppofes the Particles 
which contribute thereunto to be 
elaftic. 

For Particles which are entirely 
elaftic, recede from one another, after 
they have met, with the fame Cele- 
rity they had before they mec. In 
Particles therefore of this kind, a 
new degtee of Motion will be ac- 
.quir’d after every Shock, and the 
_ Conflict will therefore be more vio- 
Jent ; fo that at length their Force or 
Moment will be fo great, as to break 
and deftroy the hardeft Bodies. And 
fince this Force of Elafticity is at- 
tended with that of Attradtion too, 
the Motion will increafe to a greater 
degree ; for the Impetus of a Particle, 
_ which is reflected againft another en- 
du’d with anattrattive Force, is con- 
tinually augmented by the Repercu/- 
fion. Particles thus agitated, endea- 
vour to drive out and exclude al] the 
Air which is contain’d in their 
_Pores;_and the 4ir being rarify’d by 
this Collifion, {0 that it cannot, upon

account of its Levity, keep» its for- 
mer place, carries up with it thofe 
Globules of Water which enclos’d it, 
to the Surface, and there forms Bzd- 
bles : which is well illuftrated by the 
following Experiment. If you put 
Filings of Steel, after you have pour’d 
Water and Oil of Vitriol upon them, 
into an 4ir- Pump, when the external 
Air is gradually exhauifting; all the 
Air contain’d within the'Pores of the 
Steel and Water, will burft out with 
{uch a Force, as not only to raife a 
prodigious Froth on the Sutface of 
the Liquor, but even to drive the Li- 
quor over the Brim of the Glafs. 
If this Motion incréafés. toa very 
high degree, it catifés an E fferve/cence 
and Heat; which confilts of nothing 
elfe but a more rapid Motion and mu- 


tual Attrition of the Parts. And that 


we may the better conceive this, let 
us examine how an Efferve/cence is 
produc’d, by mixing different Li- 
quors, as Water and- Oil of Vitriol. 
In this O7/ there is {uch an abundance 
of Sa/ts (as is evident from its Gravity ) 
that they feem to be placed. clofe to 
one another; and upon this account, 
becaufe the Attraétion is diffufed e- 
qually every way, they continue as 
it weré in an Eguilibrivin : but when 
the Water is poured upon it, the Con- 
tact of the Salts is taken away, and- 
the Attraction becomes unequal, 
Thefe Salts, according to their na- 
tural Propenfity, itrive to unite again 3 
and fince by reafon of the Quantity 
of Matter they contain, they attract. 
one another more than they do Wa- 
ter, they difplace the Water, and 
force it out of their Interftices, till 
the Oi/ is diluted every where alike 5 
and then the Fermentation ceafes. 
But if the Sa/ts are e/affic, whichis. 
very probable, fince there is fcarce . 
any Body entirely void of Elafticity s 
they will not only rufh upon one 
another with violence, but recoil af- 
ter the Shock, and move in a contrary 
Dire¢tion: from hence proceeds that 
C reciprocal 
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reciprocal Fluctuation of Parts, which 


we obferve every way, and at length 


an Effervefcence. And thus this kind 
of Fermentation, ulually afcrib’d to an 
imaginary Antipathy between . Acid 
and A/kali, may mechanically enough 
be accounted for. | 
That this Fermentation is raifed by 
elaftie Particlesis very probable; be- 
caufe all Bodies ferment more flowly 
when fecluded from the Air, which 
all allow to be e/affic. Nor does that 
confiderable RarifaGien, fo remarka- 


ble in Fermentation, alittle favour this ° 


Opinion ;"for no Bodies can be rari- 
an to that degree, unlefs they have 
ome Air included in them ; as is ge- 
erally the cafe of all Fluids whatever. 
But no Argument can make more for 
us, than that which may be taken 
from Steel; for it is notorious, that 
Steel is very elaftic: It is for this 
reafon, very probably, that an Effer- 
vefcence follows‘ upon mixing it with 
Oil of Vitriol; but yet if you add 
Water to this Mixture, it will caufe 
amore violent Heat; and fo diffolve 
the Jron fooner. Spirit of Vitriol 
(which has a large Proportion of Wa- 
ter) if mixed with the Oi/, does the 
fame thing. |The reafon of which 
Appearance feems to be this, That in 
Oil of Vitriol, when it is well freed 
from Phlegm, the Salts are fo con- 
dens’d and compact, that they may 
be faid to lie and reft upon the Jron3 
and fo being almoft without Motion, 
cannot make any confiderable Impref= 
fion upon it; but upon the pouring 
on of Water, they are not only more 
broken, and feparated into leffer Cor- 


pufcles; by which means they attack) 


the Iron with a greater Velocity ; 
but likewife they are more attracted 


by the Particles of the Jrez,, than by 
one another; which increafes the in- 
teftine Motion. ° Upon this confide- 
vation, for the better performing the 
Solution,’ it is cuftomary to weaken 
the Menfiruums for Aqua fortis du- 


- plex does not diffolve Silver fo well 


as that which has more Ph/egm in it: 
and fometimes Spirit of Wine, the 
higher reétify’d it is, the more it is 
unfit for extracting Tin@ures. In 
like manner, Bra/s, Mercury, and ma- 
ny other Bodies, mixed with Oi/ of 
Vitriol, will{carce caufe any Fermen- 
tation; but will ferment and froth 
very much when mixed with Spirit 
of Nitre, which is:a’ much lower 
Menftruum. On the contrary, if too 
much Ph/egmbe added, it will entire- 
ly check the Fermentation ; for this 
Reafon, Spirit of Vitriol, if it be 
weak, raifes no Effervefcence with — 
fron: and the fame thing happens too 
in the Experiment of Oi/ of Vitrio/, 
if you pour too much Water upon its 
for the Men/truum being thus diluted, 
the Particles of the Saltsare feparated, 
and removed from one another fo far, 
as to be out of each other’s Sphere of 
Attra@ion. So that in this. Opera- 
tion, both an e/affic and an attraGive 
Force are neceflary Afiiftants ; and all 
that Variety we fee in Fermentation, 
is owing to the different degrees of 
them. 

Hence it is, that oftentimes new 
Bodies arife upon Fermentation ; their 
former Texture being entirely alter’d 
and chang’d by the continual Colli- 
fion of the Parts; and therefore, as 
was before hinted, thofe Medicines 
ought to be very much {fufpected, 
which have ‘accidentally fallen into 
Fermentation. 
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. B* Digeftion, is underftood that 
Solution of Bodies, which is 
made by Men/ftruums, with the Af- 
fiftance of Fire; and differs from So- 
lution in little elfe than in requiring 
fuch an Affiftant. 
__ To explain the Nature of. Digef- 
tion, it is neceflary to fhew how the 
Particles of Bodies extraéted by this 
 Procefs, can be diffus’d every way, 
and fuftain’d in the Menfruum. And 
this the more deferves to be account- 
_ ed for, becaufe thefe folid Particles 
have not the fame {pecific Gravity as 
* the Liquors in which they fwim: 
for there can be no queftion madea- 
_ bout thofe, whofe fpecific Gravity is 
the fame as that of the Menfiruum it 
being evident ftom Hydrofatics, that 
thefe are prefs’d as much as the Parts 
of the Fluid, and retain whatever Po- 
fition they are put into: but when 
they happen to be /pecifically heavier 
or dighter, it is not fo ealy to appre- 
hend how they can be fuftain’d and 
fufpended. And this is what we 
 fhall endeavour more fully to illuftrate 
and make out. “ 

Tho’ the Nature of a perfetly fluid 
Body be fuch, that the Particles which 
con{litute it do.very readily give way 
upon the {malleft Impulfe, and recede 
_ from one another; yet there is found 

in moit Liquors fome degree of Te- 
 hacity ; and from hence-ariles fuch a 
_ Cohefion of Parts as cannot be bio- 
- ken. without fome Force. And tho’ 
. indeed this Rorce of Cohefion in Li- 
 quors feems to be but little or none at 
all, when compar’d with what we 
experience in Solids, yet we find it 
can make fome Refiftance. And as 
this Force in Liquors is either ftron- 
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from. the Phenomena which would 
naturally flow from a perfe@ Fluid. 
So that tho’, by the Laws of Hydro- 
fraties, every Corpufcle, how fubtile 
foever, if put into. Fluid which is 
{pecifically lighter, muft neceffarily 
fink to the bottom, yet we find fome 
heavy Bodies, fuch as Go/d, &c. when 
reduced into thin Plates, or. Leaves, 
will be fuftain’d in Spirit of Wine, 
This Force of Tenacity, therefore, 
which refifts the Motion of Bodies in 
a Fluid, is proportional to the Num- 
ber,of Parts which are to be feparated, 
or to the Surface of the Body which 
we would have move in.the Fluid. 
Hence it is, that fince the Surface of 
a Body may be enlarg’d without alter. 
ing any thing of its Gravity, the Re- 
fiftance of a Fluid may be fo aug- 
mented, as to equal the Force of Gra- 
vity, which carries the Body. down- 
wards. In order to underftand this 
the better, it may not be amifs to 
bring it to Calculation: Let there be, 
for inftance, a Cylinder of Gold, in 
which the Diameter of the Bafe is juft 
an Inch; and let us fuppofe the Force. 
of Gravity in the Meta/, to be to the 
Refiftance of the Fluid in the propor- 
tion of 100 to 1. Now if the Go/d 
would be form’d into another CyZiz- 


' der, whofe Bafe is ten Inches Diame- 


"Ber or weaker, fo it producesa Va-" 


riety of Effects, difering more or lefs 


ter, then the Surface of this Cylinder, 
which touches the Parts of the Fluid, 
will be 100 ‘Times broader; and con- 
fequently the new Refiftance which 
the Fluid in this cafe makes, will be 
equal to the Gravity of the Gold, and 
keep it from finking: therefore, by 
Experiments, we may eafily find 
what degree of Force there is in the 
Tenacity of any Fluid. Let us 
imagine an Ounce. of Lead, ina cy- 
lindrical Form, with tts Bafe dilated, 


C2 till 


till it will. no longer fink in the 
Fluid, whofe Tenacity we enquire 
after, ‘The Bafe of the Cylinder, 
thus dilated, is neceflarily proportio- 
nal to the Surface of the Fluid, whofe 
Tenacity is equal to the Weight of 
an Qunce. Now fuppofe, upon 
making the Experiment, the Mafs is 
not .obferv’d to defcend, when the 
Diameter of its Bafe is ten Inches; 
it follows, that that Breadth of the 
Surface of the Fluid, which is equal 
to a Circle of ten Inches Diameter, 
will have a Tenacity equal to an 
Ounce; and that part of the Surface, 
which is equal toa Circle of an Inch 
Diameter, will be equal to =45 of an 
Ounce. Thefe things being premifed, 
we may fet the whole Matter of Di- 
geftion inaclear Light. A Body, tho’ 
{pecifically heavier than the Fluid in 
which it is immerts’d, may be very 
well fuftain’d by that Fluid, provided 
it be reduced into very {mall Particles ; 
for the Gravity of a Body thus re- 
duced into {mall Particles, decreafes 
in a much greater proportion than the 
Surface does; or, which is proportio- 
nal to it, the Tenacity of the Fluid: 
fo that at length, the Refiftance, arif- 
ing from its Tenacity, will be equal 
to the Gravity of the Particles, and 
therefore hinder their Defcent.”. Let 
us then fuppofe a Sphere of Lead, of 
a certain determin’d Diameter, and 
the proportion of its {pecific Gravi- 
ty to the Tenacity of the Fluid, as 
100 to 1. If this Sphere be divided 
into other Spheres, whofe Diameters 
are half as large as the former; then 
the Gravity of each Sphere will be 
no more than 3, but the Surface will 
be 43 for the Solidity, or Gravity, of 
Bodies, decreafes in a Triplicate Propor- 
tion of their Diameters; but the Su- 
perficies only in a Duplicate. 'There- 


fore when the Refiftance is reduced to _ 


i, and the Gravity to 2, the Weight 


of each Sphere will be to the Refiit- 


ance of the Fluid, as +32 to 2, oras 
to g or as sotor1. Sothat in 


; 
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this cafe, the Proportion of the 
Weight to the Refiftance, is reduced 
to half what it was before. If a 
Body be fo divided, that the Diame- 
ter of each leffer Sphere becomes 74 
of the Diameter of the former Spheres, 
than the Gravity of each .of them 
would decreafe to +455, and the Sur- 
face, or Refiftance to +35;  there- 
fore the Proportion of the Gravity to 
the Refiftance would be as ;223 to 
sis orastoto1. Andif the Dia- 
meter of each Sphere be ;%,, the 
Gravity would be zs$s¢c0) but the 
Superficies +5355; therefore the 
Gravity would be to the Relfiltance 
aS z5eeecsg to x5d003 Which two 
Fractions being of the fame Value,_ 
the Force of Refiitance, in this cafe 
becomes equal to the Force of Gravi- 
ty, and fo will keep the Particles from 
finking, And therefore ’tisa gene- — 
ral Rule, both in So/ution and Dige/- 
tion, that if the Gravity of a Body is 
to the ‘Tenacity of the Fluid ina 
certain Proportion, as that of 1 to 10, 
and if the Body be fubdivided, fo that 
the Diameters of the Parts be to that 
of the Whole as 10 to 1, the Refilt- 
ance which the Particles will meet 


. with in their Defcent, will be equal 


to their Gravity. By this we may 
underftand how the Corpufcles of 
Metals fwim in Menftruams, which 
are /pecifically lighter than them, as 
Gold in the Spirit of Nitre, which is. 
drawn of from Bezoar Mineral, tho’ 
the Gravity of Gold be 15 times 
greater than the Gravity of that. For 
if we were to compute, we fhould 
find, that before the Diameter is re- 
duced to half what it was before, not 
only the Gravity of the Gold be- 
comes double in refpeét of the Men- — 
firuum, but likewife the Surface of the 
Gold, compared to its Gravity, is dou- 
ble. And the fame Reafon holds good — 

in almoft all other Menffruums. 
- Thus we have feen how Corpufcles 
are fufpended in Men/truums {pecifi- 
cally

cally lighter than themfelves, "Tis 
for the fame Reafon, that fuch Parti- 
cles as are lighter cannot rife up to 
the Surface: for the Preffure of 
Fluids being equal every way, the 
f{uperior Parts att reciprocally on the 
inferior; fo that the fame Force, 
which keeps the heavier Particles 


from ‘finking, ‘will not permit thofe ~ 


which are lighter to afcend. 

~The Ule of Dige/tion may be un- 
derftood from the’ Word; namely, to 
extract the Particles of Bodies, which 
‘are more’volatilé and freed from the 
Terreitrial ones, by a certain Men- 
ftruum, and'to mix them immediate- 
ly with it. ‘To this end a gentle 
Fire iscommonly ufed, that the Cor- 
- pafcles, which are moft volatile, may 


 feparate as it were of their own ac-- 


cord: for a fierce Fire forces out the 
Feces, as well as the finer Particles ; 
and if it does not abate the Strength 
of the Liquor, it will not fail of 
fpoiling its Clearnefs; a thing which 
very frequently happens in drawing 
Tinfures: Belides, if we make the 
Fire a little too ftrong, in the Ma- 
nagement of feveral things, there 
may be danger of an Empyreuma. 
The reafon of that Variety which 
is obfervable in the Apparatus of Di- 
gejtion, may be fufficiently underftood 
from what» is faid‘elfewhere. Thus 
when we melt Sa/t of Tartar, and re- 
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duce Su/phir into Flower, in order to 
extract their Tin4ares, we do it for’ 
this very reafon, thatthe Particles 
being thereby leffen’d. and divided, 
may more eafily yield to the Men/iru- 
um. Saffron, Opium, Caftor, &c. 
whofe 'extures are more lax and 
rare, do very readily run into T7nc- 
tures, when the Menffruum is poured’ 
upon them. Myrrh and Amber, which. 
are of ‘a more firm Make and Cohe- 
fion, and come very near the nature 
of Rofins, do hardly yield to Digeftion, 
But if Saf Armoniac be mixed with - 
them, then the Jinéture is not only 
extracted fooner, but made ftronger, 
and fitter for Medicinal Ufes. So 
that Vigani’s Opinion of Myrrh feems 
very true, that little or nothing of it 
isextracted in common E/7xirs; there-. 
fore he took Myrrh, and hung it up 
ina little Bag, with Sa/t of Tartar, 
till fuch time as it grew fott: for by 
this means,it diffolves fooner in Sf7- 
rit of Wine. Which holds good in. 
extracting the Tinétures of refinous, ' 
gummy, or glutinous Bodies; for 
the Sa/t of Tartar divides and loofens 


‘the Cohefion of their Parts, fo that. 


they are more eéafily attracted by, 
and join with thofe of the Men/ftruum. 
This Method of Vigani’s, in making ° 
Elixirs, was borrow’d from Para- 
celfus, who fharpen’d the Spirit of 
Wine with Oil of Sulphur. |

VI. 
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NDER this Head, fo much 

of the Materia Medica comes 
to be examined, that we cannot be 
too particular in explaining it. And 
becaufe the Solution of Salts feems 
* tobe as fimple an Operation as any 
which falls under this Head, we fhall 
begin with that; firft examining from 
what Caufes their conftituent Parts 


are fet in motion in a Fluid; and_ 
then, how by means of’ that Motion 
they are feparated ‘and diffolved. 
This Motion, therefore, may very 
well be accounted for from that at- 
tra@ive Force, which, has been taken, 
notice of to be fo very extenfive in 
Natural Philofophy, that there is no 
kind of Matter in the Univerfe, but 
C 3 what 
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what is fubje& to it.- We are to 


abferve then, that the Corpufcles of 


Salts, which are the moft fimple of 


any, (tho’ at'laft, when they are 


left :to eryftallize, they unite into 
Molecule fall of Pores) are ve- 


ry minute, and, for their Bulk, very. 
folid ; and therefore havea very ftrong. 
attractive: Force, which, ceteris pa-. 


ribus, 1s. always proportional to the 
Quantity of Matter. Hence it comes 


. to pats, that the Particles of Water 


are more ftrongly attracted by the , 
Saline Particles, ‘than they are by one. 
‘The: Particles of Water . 


another, 
therefore cohering but loofely, and 
being eafily moved, approach the 
Corpuleles of $4/t, and run into Gon- 
taét: and the Motion of them. is 
quicker. or flower, according to their 
lefs or greater diftances ; the attrac- 
tive Force in.all Bodies being ftrong- 


eft at the Point of Contaé&t; as. the. 


Mathematicians have demonttrated, 
Therefore if we throw Sz/+ into the 
middle of a Veffel fulliof Water, we 
fhall find: that the agucous. Particles, 


whieh are.in the middle of the Vef- - 


fel, will be. fharp-and pungent to the 
Tafte ; while the, Water upon the 
fides of the Veffel continues almott 
infipid.. So that when fuch a Mo- 
tion once arifes, the aqueous Particles 
are carried, with fome force, towards 
the Sa/ts; and the Moment of them 
is tobe eftimated, as Mechanics teach 
us, from their Weight and Celertty 
conjointly, By the Force of this Im- 
pulfe, they open themfelves a Paflage. 
into the Pores of the Salts, which are 
very numerous; and at length they 
fo break and divide their Texture, 
that all Cohefion of their Parts is-de- 
ftroy'd: being therefore feparated, 
and removed toa convenient diftance 
from one another, they are difperfed, 
and float every where in the Water, 
Thus from this great, tho’ fimple 
and intelligible Principle of A¢trac- 
tion, we find this Operation account+ 
éd for. And. this we not only de- 
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duce by Reafoning, but can evince. 
by, oeular. Demonitration. . For we 
plainly fee, that when Sugar is. put, 


into Water, the, aqueous Particles. 


rife, up immediately, and by degrees: 
infinuate them{elves into the Parts of 
the Sugar, which are above the Sur- 
face of the Water. This attraive 
Force is likewife demonftrated from 
Oils, which are made per Deliguium 5 
for by. this Force itis, that they con- 


tinually abforb and draw in the Moif- __ 


ture of the Air. 

. But in the Solution of thefe Salts, 
we meet with fome Variety; for fe= 
veral of them, fuch as Nitre, Sal Ar- 
moniac, &c. require a lefs time to dif- 
folve them; butothers, {uch as Com- 
mon Salt and Vitriol,.a longer. And 
there, is. alfo another Difference in 
Salts: for fome. will diflolve -in a lefs, 
others in a greater Proportion, in the 
{ame quantity of Water. So that if. 
we would compare. the Weight be-, 
tween. the Water and the Sa/ts, we 
fhould. find that Comman Salt dif- 
folves. but in a ha/f Proportion,, /4/- 
lume in almoft an egual, and Sagar in, 


'a double ox triple. This Variety of , 


Solution. does. not proceed from: the. 
Water, which 1s, perfeétly the. fame 
in all thefe Inftances, but from the; 
diferent Cohefioh of the Salts: for. 
fuch as are of a, rarer’ Texture, as Su-. 
gar feems to be, are more eafily bro- 
ken in pieces by this inteftine Motion, 
and fo- melt in larger-Quantities, 
That the Solution of Salts per De- 
liguium m the open Air, is by their 
Attraction of the aqueous Particles 
from the Air, is manifeft from this 
conitant Obfervation, That nothing 
haftens this kind of Solution morer 
than the Moifture of the Place and 
Weather.. Hence the Water, which. 
is thus contain’d in, the Air, is the 
occafion of the Increafe of Weight 
in the Sa/ts, when they are diflolved « 
fo that from one Ounce of Sa/ of 
Tartar, we have two Ounces of Oi/. 
Juit to likewite does Oil. of Vitrial 
gain 


{ 
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gain in weight, when tis fet in the 
open Air. -But if Sa/ts be firft re- 
duced ito Cry/fta/s, they’ will hardly 
diffolve per Deliguitim, by reafon of 
their greater Cohefion; and confe- 
quently a ftronger Refiftance to any 
outward Force. And thofe Salts 
which are extracted trom the Afhes 
of Plants, and called 4/kalizate, tho’ 
they diffolve in the open Air the ea- 
fieft of all; yet if.once cry/tallized, 
they will not melt but with the ut- 
molt difficulty. But this we muft 
obferve concerning thefe Solutions, 
that by application of Fire they are 
all. perform’d fooner, and in. larger 
Quantities, For the igneous Parti- 
cles do not only break and deftroy 
the Cohefion, of the Particles of Sa/r, 
but alfo increafe the Moment of the 
aqueous Particles;..and by that 
means affift them. The fame is: to 
be faid of any other Motion and Agi- 
_ tation whatever. 

. ’Tis a common Notion, that tho’ 
Water be impregnated with one Sa/t 
till.it can take no more; yet after 
that, it may imbibe fome.of another 
kind. This, as affirmed of Sa/ts in 
general, may with good reafon be 
doubted. For in the very Experi- 
ment they here give us, they take 
for granted what ought firft to be 
proved, while they let the Water lie 
along while upon the Salt, in order 
to faturate the Solution. For when 
the Solution has ftood a confiderable 
time, .a great part of thofe Salts, 
which firft foated in the Water, fub- 
fides, and turns to Cry/ffa/s.. So that 
the Water is {fo far from having im- 
bibed all the faline Particles it could, 
that if you fhould again add more 
of the fame kind of Salt, it will 
without any difficulty abforb that too. 
And if the Experiment be made af- 
ter this manner, why may we not 


fuppofe, that it may as well be ca-.. 


pable of receiving {ome faline Parti- 
cles of another kind? However, I 
don’t deny, but it may fometimes 
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happen, that Watery when it can 
take-in no more of one kind of Salt, 
yet will very readily admit fome of | 
another ; as we find) Sugar. will dif- 
folve in the ftrongeft Solution of com- 
mon Salt thatcan be made. Nor is 
this any ways inconfiftent with Rea- 
fon: for fince there is fuch a Variety 
in the Cohefion of Salts, the Water 
muft naturally leave that untouch’d 
which is of a more firm Texture; 
and diffolve and imbibe that which 
is of a more loofe one. But it can 
hardly be thought, that this is ever 
the cafe, in thofe that are of the very 
fame Texture. This will appear 
more clearly to us, if we make a nicer 
Inquiry into the Reafon, why only 
a.determin’d quantity of Salts can be 
diffolv’d. For when a good part of 
the faline Body is melted down in 
the Water, thofe Corpufcles which 
are already diffolv’d, attract one ano- 
ther every way; /o that the mutual 
Attraction of the aqueous Particles 
among, themfelves, grows much 
ftronger ; when in the mean time the 
Motion, which at firft was ftrong up- 
on the undiffolv’d Mafs, is fo broken 
and languid, that at length it quite 
ceafes.. For all the Motion which 
was firft raifed, was owing to the 
Difference which is between the at- 
trabtive Force of the Water, and that 
of the Sa/t.: Therefore, when the 
Attraction is equal on both fides, the 
Motion muft ceafe; and {fo there 
can be no farther Solution. This 
will lead us to underftand, why we 
may ufe an indefinite quantity of Cro- 
cus Metallorum, im the making of 
Emetic Wine; for put in as much 
Powder as you pleafe, only a certain 
Portion of it will be diffolved. Up- 
on this account the Dofe of a Vomit 
is determin’d, not from the quantity 

of the Crocus, butthat of the Wine. 
Salts are commorily reduced into 
Powder, that they may diffolve more 
eafily ; for by that means, not only 
the Cobefion is leffen’d, but the 4¢- 
C 4. tratiion 
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traction: 1s increas’d. For a great 
number of Particles are hence expof- 
ed to the Menftruum, and by their 
united Forces attra the Water more 
ftrongly.. For the fame reafon it is, 
that we beat the harder Bodies into 
Plates; or take the Filings of them, 
that they may’ be more ealily corrod- 
ed by the Acids. ° | 

By thefe Principles we may ac- 
count for the Solution of all other 
Bodies : to explain which exaétly, 
we muft confider not only the Force 
of Cobeficn, and Magnitude of the 
Pores, in the Body to be diffolv’d ; 
but the Aptnefs'to Motion, andthe 
Degree of Power inthe Menftruum. 

If all thefe Particulars could be 
accurately determin’d and ~ fettled, 
they would very eafily let us into 
the Reafons of all that Variety which 
is obferved in Solutions, Let us 
take, for inftance, Water and Spirit 
of Wine, whofe Natures are very dif- 
ferent; for Sa/ts will eafily diffolve 
in the firft, becaufe the aqueous Parti- 
eles are more ftrongly attraéted by 
the faline Corpufcles, than they are 
by one another : whereas in Spirit 0 
Wine, which is indeed much lighter 
than Water, but more impregnated 
with faline: Particles, they continue 
untouch’d. . So that the Particles of 
the Spirit, upon account of the Mi- 
nutenefs of their Bulk, attracting one 
another more ftrongly than they do. 
the Sa/ts, are not able to break the 
Cohefion of the Particles of Salt, 
From the fame Caufe jt is, that the 
Feathers of Water-Fow], and fat 
Subftances, recéive no Moitture when 
they ar¢ put into Water. On the 
contrary, Spirit of Wine ealily dif- 
folves Rofins, which Water can by no 
means do; the Particles of Rofin teem 
to be fo clofely united and compaét, 
as to leave but very {mall Interftices, 
into which the Corpufcles of the 
Water cannot enter; but thofe of 
the Spirit can very eafily, becaute 
their Bulk is fo much {maller, 
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Part I. 
_ Corrofion, with ‘the Chymifts, is a 


Diffolution of Bodies, either by an- 


Acid or Saline Menfiruum; {o that 
what we have already faid, will af- 
ford us fome ‘affiftance in explaining 
this too. ‘This is peculiar to Corro- 
fion, that it is almoft wholly defign’d 
for the Refolution of Bodies which 
are moft ftrongly compaéted ; fuch as 


Bones and Metals: {o that faline - 


Menflruums feem to have a very 
confiderable* Moment ‘or Force ithe 
reafon of which it may not be amifs 


to trace out more diftingly. Thefe 


Liquors, whether Acid or Urinous, 


are nothing but Sa/¢s diluted with a 


little Ph/egm.' "Therefore thele be- 
ing folid, and confequently contain- 
ing a confiderable quantity of Mat- 
ter, do both attra& one another more, 
and are alfo more attraéted by the 
Particles of the Body, which is to 
be diffolved:. And as their 4¢trac- 
tions at equal Diftances are propor- 
tionable to their Bulks, ceteris pa- 
ribuss {fo when the more folid Bo- 
dies are put into /zline Menftruums, 
the Attrafion is ftronger here than 


yf in other Solutions; and the Motion, 


which is always proportionable to the 


Attraction, more ‘violent, And we 


may ealily conceive, how when the 
Motion 1s increas’d in this manner, 


it fhould drive the Salts, like fo ma-’ 


ny Darts, into the Pores of the Bo- 
dies; and open and loofen the Co- 
hefion of them, tho’ ever fo firm, 
And we are to obferve this in Cor- 
rofion, that the more minute the 
Particles of the Menftruums are, they 
penetrate the fooner, and with the 
greater Force. For the Motion 
which Attraétion produces, is al- 


ways greatelt and moft confiderable’ 


in the leaft Corpufcles; and is al- 
moft next to nothing in the large 
ones, Fora fmall Corputcle is carri- 
ed with a’ confiderable Velocity’ 5 
When a greater, by reafon of its 
1s. often obitructed by 
the ambient Fluid, and deprived of 

Motion. 


s 
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Motion... And there is. another Ad- 
vantage gain’d by thisminutenefs of 
the Particles; in that they approach 
nearer the Body to be diffolved, 
without which the attractive Force 
will not be felt. Hence thofe very 
Salts, which when diffolv’d in Water 
will hardly touch Meta/s; yet if once 
turn’d into acid Spirits, -will eafily 
penetrate and diffolve.them. For 
after Difillation not: only, a lefs 
quantity of Water remains, but the 
faline Bodies are fo minutely divided 
and brokep by the Fire, as to make 
them more capable of being moved 
by. an. attraétive Force :...therefore 
fuch a diffill’d Menfiruum.is:much 
more efficacious than any fimple So- 
Jntion of Sz/t in Water. 

What concerns the Solution of 
Rofins, Sulphurs, Gums, and {uch like 
Bodies produced from vegetable Sub- 
ftances, comes properly to be confi- 
der'd under other ete as ‘that of 
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Digeftion, and the Difference of Men-~ 
ftruums + Only in this place’ we fhall 
juft take notice, that Gums. and vif--. 
cous Bodies do not fo foon diffolve: 
in Spirit;of Wine as in common 

Water ;. becaufe as their Cohefions: 
are ftrengthen’d by the large Contaé& ; 
of the. Surfaces of their conftituent 

Parts; and as Spirit of Wine confifts. 
of very {mall Parts, which therefore. 
ftrongly attract one another, they ate: 
by this means unfitted to influence) 
each other: whereas a Particle .of, 
Water having more Surface than: a 
Particle of Spirit of Wine, -it-touches _ 
a Particle of .Gum in many more: 
Points ; and therefore more forcibly, 
draws to it, ‘and unites with it: and: 
for the fame Reafon it is, that cold. 
Water likewife fooner diffolves thefe 

Subftances than hot ; becaufe its Par- 

ticles are broke {maller by Heat, and 

thereby approach nearer to the Na- 

ture of Spirit... | iy ah ;

Of the Difference of Menftruums. 


HERE has been.a great buf- 
tle amongft Authors about. 
Menftruums ; and many Hypothefes 
have been invented to Fee ic why 
fome Bodies diffolve in a Saline Men- 
firuum, as Metals; others in a Sy/- 
. phureous, as Rofinss and others again 
_ In an Agucous one, as Salts: parti- 
cularly great Controverfies have arifen 
about Aqua Fortis and Aqua Regia; 


why the firft diffolves Si/ver, and not 


Gold; and why the latter diffolves 
Gold, yet does not: touch Silver. 
But whatever they advance to folve 
__ this Phenomenon is fo very precarious, 
_ that theirArguments won’t bethought 
of any force among found Philofo- 
phers. ‘This indeed is one of the 
mott difficult and abftrufe Inquiries 
in the Chymical Pharmacy ; however, 
the fame Principles hitherto made 


ufe .of may, fet it ina clear Light. 
That we may havea better Concep: 
tion of the whole Matter, let us 
bring it to a Calculation. It will, 
I think, be readily granted, that the 
Cavity of the Pores in Go/dis not fo 
great as that of the Pores in Si/ver, 
becaufe its Gravity does much ex- 
ceed the Gravity of Silver. Let 
us, therefore, fuppofe the Diame- 
ters of their Pores to be as 2 to 13 
then it will follow, that Corpufcles 
fit to.penetrate Gold, muft be eight 
times Jefs than thofe that will enter 
Silver. Let us again fuppofe that 
the attrafive Force in Gold, is to 
that in Si/ver, as 2 to 1, or as 40 
to 20, Farther, let the Diameters of 
the Particles which compole Agua

a-vehement Fermentation, that’ unlefs 
the Agua Fortis be poured on leiftre- 
ly, by little and little, thé contain: 
ing Glafs muft burft.. So: ‘that from 
this violent Motion, and ‘the Gonti- 
nuak Collifion of the ‘Particles one 
againftanother, we may very well 
conclude their Diameters to be lef- 
fen’d a half; and at length become 
fo fmall, as to be capable of enter- 
ing the Pores of Gold. We thould 
take notice alfo, that the Force of the 
Menftruum is much. increafedy when 
Sal Armoniac, or Bay Sal? is diffolv« 


ed in the Agua Fortis; i. e. the Force. 


whereby the’ Particles of the Men- 
Struum attraét oné another, is increaf- 
ed by the Addition of thofe Corpuf- 
cles, which are’ very attractive ;

1 to 6.:\“Ffence’tis evident, that in 
thefe Circumftances, Silver cannot 
be diffolved by Agua Regia 3 but if 
we compare the attrafive Force in 
Gold to that in Agua Regia, we 
fhall find it as 40 to 163  theréfore 
the Velocity with which the Parti- 
cles of it‘attack the Go/d, will be as 
the -Difference, viz.

there is betwixt the Pores and Co; 
hefion. of Go/d and Silver; nor with 
the Proportion of the attra€tive For- 
ces of the Metals, and the Menffra- 
ums, Which is necefflary to make this 
Solution: Tho’, perhaps, when Ex- 
periments are more accurately, made; 
and examin’d. by Mechanical Prir- 
ciples, we may no longer remain-.in 
Ignorance about: them. At prefent 
it is enough for our purpofe, if from 
Numbers and. Calculations we can 
point out the way which leads toa 
Solution of this Phenomenon.

afterwards the Spitit is drawn away 
by Diftillation, to: half the Quanti- 
ty, and then the Remainder is placed 
upon Sand, in an°open Veffel; to — 
the end that the’ remaining Moifture 
may evaporate’ as far as neceflary: 
By this Contrivance, the Particles of 
the Saffron are fo broken and divid- 
ed by the Spirit, that they very 
eafily mix with it, and produce a 
{ufficiently liquid Tinéture; but 
there being fcarce any Spirit left af- 
ter Diftillation, the remaining Mat- 
ter muft neceflarily thicken; and 
when it is put into an open Veffel, 
and the more fubtile Parts are dif- 
fipated ‘by the Force of the’ Fire, 
it will be reduced into a much thick- 
er Confiftence than it was before ; 
which is then called an Extrad. 
The fame Procefs is ufed in mak- 
ing the Extracts of Gentian, Liguo- 
rice, Extr. Euftachit, and the A/oé- 

phangin 


id 
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phangin Pill; where the Spirit is 
drawn away by Diftillation, and will 
ferve for the fame Purpofes over 
again. Saqmetimes the Juices of Ve- 
getables run of themieélves into Ex- 
traéts.  Tixtraétion,’ as performed af 
ter‘this* manner, does not require 
any long Difcourfe to explain; fince 
whatever has’ been {aid of Digef- 
tion, may very well be applied to 


* Extrafs are chiefly made from’ 
Vegetables; and ‘require different 
Menfiruums, according to the diffe- 
rent Nature of the Plants; as may 
be obferv'd, efpecially in Extraés 
from Gums: for fuch of ‘thefe as are 
mucilaginous, as Gum Arabic, Tra- 
gacanth, &c. are not ealily diffoly’d 
but in aguveous Liquors; on the other 
hand, refinous Gums, as Galbanum, 
Scammony, &c. mutt have high reéti- 
fied Spirits to diffolve them. There 
are others again ofa middle Nature, 
which may be diffolved in either 
forts of Men/truums, tho’ not fo eafi- 
ly in one as in the other. Thus 
Aloes and Rhubarb, which are fome- 
thing refixeus, are bette made: into 
Extracts with Spirit of Wine, than 
Water. But. Plants, which abound 
lefs with Rofin, fuch as Hellebore, &c. 
are more commodiouily extra¢ted 
with Water, than .with Spirit of 
Wine. If we would. therefore per- 


 torm Extraétion as it fhould be, we 


ought. to find out a proper Men/fru- 
ut, arid one which is'as it were a-kin 
to the Body to be extraéted. 

There have been more Pains be- 
ftowed upon the Extraction of Opi- 
umty than of any thing befides; it 
being one of the moft noble Medi- 
cines we have: and it is ftill in ditt 
pute, what is the moft proper Men- 
Struum for it, Tt would bea tedious 
Bufineis to relate all. the Forms and 
Procefles given us of this Operation ; 
*twill be enough juft to touch upon 
one or two of them. Some extraét 


Opium by the help of acid Menftru- 
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ums, after it has been evaporated, ei-- 
ther upon /ive Coals, ot kindled Brim- 
fiome; that. the narcotic . Strength 
of the Opium may be fixed and cor- 
rected: But this way of obtaining 
the Extract of Opizm is trifling, un- 
lefs-we would ufe a Caput Mortuum’ 
in an Extract, inftead of a Medicine 3: 
for the more fubtile Part of the O= 
pium, that abounds moft with gf: 
tile Salt, flies away, upon the Appli-: 
cation of Fire or Heat. Farther, it 
feems very injudicious to make ule 
of Acids; for if we examine the Vir- 
tue of Opium, we fhall find, -that 
Acids ar quite contrary to it, Acids 
coagulate, ‘and induce a Levtor on the 
Blood ; whereas nothing in the World. 


- does more effeétually attenuate it than 


Opium. “So that to join Acids with 
Opium, for the Intention of Curing, 
is juft like a Surgeon’s blunting the 
Edge of his Inftrument, that he may 
make the better Incifion. And for 


‘the fame reafon, the acid Fuices of 


Vegetables, with which Opium is 
wont to. ‘be fermented, will hardly 
efcape Cenfure, when they come to . 
be exainin’d, how little foeverthey' 
may diminifh its Virtue. « Qthers 
add Salt of Tartar, which is cry’d 
up fo much, as to obtain the Name 
of the Correétor of Opium : but as 
there -is no great matter of hurt in 
it; fo no mighty Advantage-is, to be 
had from it; for Opium has no need 
of this Saltto. facilitate its Extrac- 
tion; fince it diffolves-in a Menfiru- 
um xeadily enough; of itfelf; nor is 
that-Medicine, which affwages Pain 
fo miraculoufly, of fuch a favagé and’ 


‘malignant Nature, as to ftand inneed 


of being tam’d: and correéted:in that 
manner. Without doubt: that Cor- 
reétion wfed by the Antients, vhow- 
ever improperly fo called, was much 
better; who always mixed Afoma- 
tics, with their Opiates, by which 
the Force of the Opium was broke 
fo little, that it rather acquir’d from 
them a’ new and greater Virtue for 

Medi- 
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Medicinal Ufes. For this reafon Dr. 
Sydenham, in Imitation of the An- 
tients, puts Saffron, Cinnamon, and 
Cloves into his Laudanum. ‘The 
other Menffruums made ufe of to ex- 
tract Opium, are- Spirit of) Wine, 
Wine itlelf, and Water; and/each of 
them has its Champions-and Defen- 
ders : tho’ perhaps the Quarrel may 
be fairly ended, if we give the Pre- 
ference to Wine: For, not to men- 
tion that Spirit of Wine is too hot 
for fome Conttitutions, it too plen- 
tifully abforbs the refmous Part of 
the Opium, and {fo often occafions 
Loathings and Gripes, — Befides, ‘all 
hot Spirits produce a Coagulum in 
the Blood; which is quite contrary 
to the Nature of Opium; as has been 
taken notice of already. On the 
other hand, tho’ Water extfacts O- 
pium well enough, yet, by reafon of 
its Weakne(s, tis not very agreeable 
to the Stomach; efpecially of one 
that is fick, But Wine, efpecially 
Canary and Sherry, have none of 
thefe Faults; for they do not only 
very well extract the volatile Salt of 
Opium, which contains the ‘greateft 
Virtue of the Remedy ;, but they are 
both very grateful to the Stomach, 
and ferve as a Vehicle to convey the 
Medicine thro’ all the Stages of Cir- 
culation of the Blood and Spirits. 
One may obferve, that when Tizc- 
tures are extracted by Dige/tion, they 
are very much faturated ; but being 
afterwards drawn off by Diltillation, 
the Menffrua recover their antient 
Colour. For when the *4b/fraéction, 
by the Alembick, is performed with 
a ftrong Fire, the Particles of the 
‘Liquors do fo rarify, that they very 
quickly afcend, by reafon of their 
{pecific Lightnefs: which may be 
obferved, efpecially in Spirit of Wine 5 
there being no AfLenffruu more apt 
to rarify thanthat. But the minute 
Particles of Bodies, which fwim in 


Of Extraction. 


thefe Liquors, and tinge thern with 
a certain Colour, how thin and fub- 
tile foever' they are, yet being un- 
capable of Rarifaétion becaufe of their 
Solidity, they are deferted almoft 
entirely by the volatile Menfiruum, 
and can’t be .drawn off from’ the 
Cucurbit. And tho’ they fhould 
by the Force and Affiftance of Fire, 
attempt to rife, they can never af- 
cend to the top of the Alembick 
but by the force of their natural Gra- 
vity, fall down again, and. precipi- 
tate. In this manner, thofe Liquors 
which are abftraied from Tinctures, 
keep their proper Nature, and, re- 
tain no Colour. But fometimes the 
more light Corpufcles, fuch.as thofe 
of Opium, Saffron, &c. rife together 
with the Menffruvm into the Re- 
ceiver; which may be perceived both 
by the Tafte and Smell; tho’ they 
are not fo numerous as to give a 
Tinéture to the Men/lruum. 

Thus Extraétion is ulually_per- 
formed ; but its Ufe does not feem 
to be fo great in Phylic, as is gene- 
rally imagin’d. For almoft, all the 
more fubtile Particles fly away, and 
are difipated either when the Men- 
Ftruum is drawn off by Diftillation, 
or when it evaporates in the open 
Air. So that if thofe Particles are 
any way ufeful in Medicine, 7tis to 
no purpole to feek for them in Ex- 
traéts; but if we would have only 
a Colleétion of the more grofs and 
unattive Parts, there is no other kind 
of Operation, which will fo happily 
fupply us with them. It is alfo of 
{ervice to clear fome Gums and Ro- 
fins from Drofs: as the genuine 
Subftance is taken up by a proper 
Menfiruum, and leaves all that is 
heterogeneous behind; fo by evapo- 
rating the Men/fruum again, the Ro- 
fin, or whatfoever of that nature 
it is, will be reftored to its utmo.t 
Purity. .

Of Cryftallization: 


THIS is fuch a Combination 
of faline Particles, as refem- 
bles ‘the Form of Cry/fa/3 but va- 
rioufly modified, according to the 
Nature and Texture of the Salts, 
-'Fhe Method ufed herein, ‘is this: 
the faline Body is diffolved in Wa- 
ter ; afterwards the Solution is fil- 
ter’d, and being evaporated till a lit- 
tle Film appears on the Surface, it 
fpontaneoufly runs into Cryfal. Dif- 
Solution and Filtration are made ule 
of, that the Salts may be purged 
from all their Drofs: for otherwife, 
if any foreign Matter fhould get in, 
not only the T'ranfparency of the 
Cryftals would be impair’d, but the 
Figure alfo muft be intangled and 
broken. 
~ Thefe Salts, therefore, being in this 
manner wafh’d and purg’d afrefh, the 
Water (as being of no further ufe) 
1s taken off by Evaporation ; which 
is done with a defign, that the re- 
maining Solution fhould be more {a- 
turated. And this Saturation of the 
Solution is neceflary, that a greater 
quantity of the Salts might run into 
Cryftals. Now thefe being nothing 
elfe but a Congeries of the faline Par- 
ticles, if the Caufe of this Union is 
fhewn, you will eafily perceive why 
they cannot fhoot in a more diluted 
Menftruum. Now this Compofition 
arifes from that attradive Force, by 
which Salts which are near one 
another, do naturally ftrive to coalefce 
and unite: which they do fo much 
the eafier, the nearer they are to one 
another. For the Force of 4f#yac- 
tion exerting itfelf moft at the point 
of Contaét, is the caufe of its being 
little or nothing when Bodies are 
removed toa greater diftance. Hence 
Salts very much diluted with cold 


Water, fcarce atiraé at all, becaufe 
they are kept at too great a diflance 
one from another ; and hereupon re- 
main quiet in their refpective Situa- 
tions ; and tho’ the Solution fhould 
be ftronger, it would part with its 
Salts but very fparingly, without F- 
vaporation ; but by letting the Water 
evaporate till there appear a thin 
Skin $ the Salts are placed fo near ag 
almoft to touch one another: and 
confequently they will attra& one 
another very ftrongly; and being 
very clofely ‘and intimately united, 
they are form’d as it were into fo 
many little Lumps or Bundles, 

If any faline Solution were to be 
left to itfelf for fome time, the Cry- 
fials would fhoot of their own ac- 
cord : for the’ Water, which obttru€s 
the Cohefion of the Salts, does fome 
way or other exhale. But the very 
fame Salts being diffolv’d in warm 
Water, do quickly and ealily melt 
and fwim in its nor do they run in- 
to Cryffals, fo long as that retains its 
Heat. For the Motion, excited by 
the Heat, hinders and deitroys the 
Motion arifing from the attra#ive 
Force. But as foon as the Water 
turns cold, and the Parts of it are 
at reft, the Salts now being able to 
approach one another, exert their 
attractive Force, and fo unite them- 
felyes into Cry/ftals. 

Hitherto has been explain’d the 
Rea{on of Cryftallization: as for the 
Figures, they are obvious to every 
Beholder: and their Beauty and Va- 
riety are fo admirable, that there is 
{carce any thing in Nature, which 
can entertain the Eye more agreca- 
bly. ‘The Figures of thefé are fome~ 
times feen by the naked Eye; but 
by the help of Micro/copes they are

difcern’d much better. In. common 
Salt we plainly difcover guadri/ateral 
Pyramids with {quare Bales. In Sy- 
gar, the fame Pyramids with oblong 
and rectangular Bafes, In 4/yzm, they 
rife with fix fides, fupported: with 
an hexagonal Bafe. ‘The Cryftals of 
Vitrial very much. refemble Icicles, 
united one to another, with great va- 
riety ; among’ which lie, fome Poly- 
gons, as may be difcover’d by the 
naked Eye. . Sa/ .Armoniac yery. ele- 
gantly imitates the Branches | of a 
Tree ;. and that of Hart/borz looks 
like a. Quiver of Arrows. _ Glander’s 
Sal Mirabile,. which is.made. of com- 
won Salt and Vitriol,. exhibits the Fi- 
gure of both thofe Salts. Nitre ap- 
pears in certain Pyifmatical Columns, 
not much unlike Bundles of Sticks ; 
among which there are interfpers’d 
fome Rhomboides, and: Pentagons, 
which feem to come very near thofe 
of common Salt. Wence Lemery very 
juftly remark’d,. that. Nitre could not 
be purify’d by any Art or. Contri- 
vance Whatever, but fomething of a 
Sal Gem, or Fofil Salt, would itick 
to it. But Sa/t of Tin out-does all for 
Beauty, in which are Lines like little 
Needles, fpreading themfelves every 
where from a Point, as from a Center, 
fo as to reprefent a Star; much like 
what wefee in the Regulus Martis. 
But this is very peculiar in thefe 
Salts, that let them be ever fo, divid- 
ed and reduced into minute Particles, 
yet when they are form’d into Cry- 
ftals, they each of them reaffume their 
proper Shape: fo that one might as 
eafily diveft and deprive them of their 
~ Galtnefs, as of their Figure, This 
being an immutable and perpetual 
Law, by knowing the Figure of the 
Cryftals,; we may underitand what 
the Texture of the Particles ought 
to be, which can form thofe Cry- 
ftals. And on the other hand, by 
knowing the Texture of the .Parti- 
cles, we may determine the Figures 


of the Cryftals: For fince the Fi, 
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gures,.of: the moft: fimple -Parts. re- 
main. always the fame, "tis evident 
ther Figures. which. they. run into, 
when compounded: and,united, muft 
be uniform ‘and jconftant,;; And fince 
the Force, of.,AttraGion, is. ftronger 
on one litle of the (gine: Batticls than 
another, there, will ,conftantly bea 
greater Concretion of Salts upon thofe 
fides, which» attract ‘more -firongly. 
From hence. it may be -eafily demou- 
ftrated, that: the: Figure of the:Jeait 
Particles -.is..entirely different. from 
that- which appears in, the Cry/faé. 
But. we mutt leave this to.the Ada- 
thematicians 3. left we thould feem to 
invade their Province...) 
From this Theory of the Affocia- 
tion and Combination of Salts, we 
may learn how to avoid. fuch.Con- 
junctions.in thofe Preparations, where 
the Nature of the Medicine requires 
them to be .kept ;afunder, and ina 
State of Solutions as in Syraps, Con- 
fetions, and Electuaries... For, ia 
thefe Forms, as. much.Care is necef- 
{ary to prevent the Sugar or Honey, 
contain’d in their Compofition, from 
running into {uch Combinations, or 
Candying, as it, 1s ufually. term’d, as 
in the former’to aflift fuch a Cons 
junction, | 
For this purpofe, in the Prepara- 
tion of thofe Medicines, every part 
ought to be manag’d fo as to pre- 
vent the too near Approach.of . thofe 
attractive daline Particles to one ano» 
ther. ‘The Fire ought, therefore, to 
have as little fhare, herein as poffible : 
for in_boiling.. thofe,. Syrups which 
have.a double quantity of. Sugar al- 
low'd to that of the, Liquor, if the 
Diffolution is not made by a very 
gentle Heat, the Fire will carry off 
fo much, asnot.to leave.a Sufficien- 
cy to keep the Particles. of Sugar 
from fuch a near. approach as will 
draw them into mutual Contaét: 
That is, after the Syrup comes to 
ftand fome,time, it. wall candy,; which 
is quite out, of the Intention of the 
Medicine, 
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Medicine. In Syrups made of acid 
or auftere Juices, as thofe of Lemons, 
Ra/pherried, Quinces, and the like; 
the Sugar is much more inclinable to 
do-fo, as the Particles of fach Juices 
are more apt to favour fuch inter- 
courfes, by their natural difpofitions 
to draw and be drawn into them; 
with the Sugar. In the ‘making 
therefore of all fuch Medicines, it is 
much fecurer to diffolve the Sugar 
gradually ‘in the Juice, by putting in 
alittle ata time, and frequently ftir- 
ring it; for without the help of any 
Heat at‘all, they will in time diffolve 
Sugar enough to render *em of a due 
Confiftence : and there is this farther 
advantage in this Method, that the 
fame Expedient which prevents the 
Syrups from running into Candy, by 
preferving the more fluid and volatile 
Parts, preferves likewife,-ina imuch 
greater degree, the natural Flavour 
of the Juice of which the Syrup is 
made, becaufe in boiling it flies off 
with the Steam. In this way indeed, 
if the Juice is not duly fupplied till it 
be fully fated, and will diffolve no 
more ; it will be apt to corrupt and 
fpoil in the other Extreme; but this 
1s eafily prevented with Care. 

In boiling up likewife thofe Syrups 
to a Confiftence, which have not fo 
great a proportion of Sugar allow’d 
them, in regard to the Liquor when 
firlt mixed; if they be: boiled too 
high, as it is generally called, the Par- 
ticles of Sugar having not Fluid e- 
nough left to keep them at a fufficient 
diftance from each other, they will at- 
tract one another, and run into Can- 
dy. This likewife {poils many of the 
Confefions, where there are not Spe- 
éies or Powders enough to prevent 
fuch Contaéts and Cohefions.: 

And here it may not be amifs to 


premife a word or two in general, with . 


relation to all thofe E/e4uaries which 
have three fourths of Honey, or there- 
abouts, in their Compofition. ‘The 


Honey is order’d to be clarify’d or de- 
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{fpumated ; and it is the uftal Practice 
of the Shops fo to do; which is to 
diffolve it over the Fire, and continue 
the Heat’ till it throws up a’ large 
Scum, ‘which is taken off, and the 
remainder left tranfparent. By this 
means, under a notion of taking away 
fome Impurities from the Honey, it 
is divefted of thofe Parts which were 
neceflary to keep it from candying. 
For by continual Experience it is 
found how very powerful the Parts 
of Honey are, in attracting one ano- 
ther; therefore unlefs they be much 
divided by other Bodies, they will 
run together: fo that by this Error it 
often Sige that thofe Medicines 
which have fo much of this in their 
Compofition, are fpoil’d by candying; 
and even the capital ones, as Venice- 
Treacle, Mithridate, &c. Therefore, 
to keep thofe Medicines fmooth, and 
ina due Confiftence, which is always 
a great part of their Excellency ; it is 
much more proper not to clarify the 
Honey at all, but melt it only juft e- 
nough to admit of a Mixture with 
the Species:.In which management 
they will never be found to’ candy. 
For this purpofe indeed Care muft be 
taken, thatthe Honey be as clear from 
Motes or Drofs as poflible ; but that it 
almoft conitantly is, unlefs for what 
may accidentally be upon the Sur- 
face, or at the Bottom ; which is ow- 
ing tothis, that upon its firft Preffure 
from the Comb, the Inclination of 
its Parts to each other is fo great, as 
to work out in its Arft candying or 
fixing, every’ thing which is of a dif- 
ferent nature, and foreign thereunto : 
therefore there isno ground for thofe 
Apprehenfions of Impurity,- upon 
which its Defpumation~or Clarifica- 
tion is erroneoufly founded. 

As to this Head therefore, this gee 
neral Rule ought to be obferv'd in 
both the Pharmacies; that’ where a 
Combination of Salts, or fuch Bodies 
as attra¢t and cohere together, is in- 
tended, all interpofing Matter ought 

as 
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‘ag much as poflible to be removed, 
which is in moft cafes to be: done 
-with Fire: but where fuch Combi- 
nations are not only out of the In- 


“tention of the Operator, but inju- 


employed as poffible. 
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rious to the Medicine he has under 


_Management, fuch Hindrances muft 


be carefully preferved; and therefore 
Fire in, fuch Matters 18 to be as little 


? 
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HE Procefs thus term’d in 


Pharmacy, “is employed in 


. bringing and joining together, by the 
Interpofition of a particular Body, 
fuch others as.in themfelves are inca- 


__ pable, or very difficult to be mixed 
together. ‘This indeed is not fo much 


concern’d in any of the ftanding Shop- 


- Medicines of the Galemical Pharmacy, 
_ . but frequently occurs in the Prefcrip- 
_ «tions of Phyficians, when they order 
-fuch things together, which either 
- for Decency or Conveniency of tak- 


ing, are thus to be mixed. So in 


-thofe Forms. called Eclegma’s and 
_ LinGus's, Syrups and Oils are pre- 
-{cribed together, which by putting 
_ only into a Veffel will not intimate- 
Jy unite; but upon rubbing fine.a 
-{mall Portion of Sugar, Salt, or any 
_ _ Subftance of the like nature, with the 


_ * 


Syrup firft, and then gradually drop- 


ping in the Oil, they will join into | 


-a {mooth uniform Subftance, thicker 
_than either was before in Separation. 


To underftand this aright, it is 


_. neceflary to take notice, that the rea- 

» fon why thefe Bodies do not incor- 
_, porate of themfelves, is becaufe (as is 
_.the cafe in all vifcid, light Bodies) 


they have but very weak attractive 
Powers, and their Cohefions with 
one another are very great, being ac- 


_ cording to their Contaéts: and there- 
_ fore when they are put together, their 
~ mutual Attraétions are not. great e- 
_ nough to overcome their refpective 


Che 


‘i Cohefions, that is, in other words, 


fufficient to our Purpofe: * 


they will not mix: but when a third 
Subftance is joined with them, in fuch 
a manner as to open and diffociate 


their Parts, and leffen their Contaéés 


and Cohefions with one another ; they 
will readily join.’ And as their con- 
ftituent Parts have a great deal of 
Surface in refpeét‘to their Solidities, 
the more they continue {till to be 
parted refpectively by farther Mix- 
ture with each other, the compound 
Body. they form will be lefs fluid, or 
of a thicker Confiftence; for the Flu- 


_idities of all Bodies are as the Gravi- 
‘ties of their conftituent Parts, in pro- 


portion to their Surfaces ;° as was be- 


‘fore obferved. And ‘upon’ the fame 
Theory we may proceed to ‘account 
‘for the entire Lofs of Fluidity, by’a 
‘Mixture of fome certain Fluids; but 
_this is of no great Importahce:in the 


prefent Affair. Thus far°may be 


The fame way of reafoning like- 
wife accounts for the Mixture of {e- 
veral Turpentines and Balfams with 
aqueous Liquors, by the interpofition 


of the Yolk of an Egg; which by be- 


ing long beat or mixed with the Bal- 
fam or ‘T‘urpentine;-fo divides and 
opens the ‘Texture and Cohefion of 
their Parts, as fits them to'join witha 

Body they would not before touch. 
The Amalgamation of Metals, and 
fome other Proceffes inthe Chymical 
Pharmacy, tho’ not foreign toxthis 
Head, have been too frequently hint- 
ed at already in feveral of the preced- 
ing 


at | 
ing Pages, to require any farther Ex- 
plication: and what under this Ar- 
ticle has been advane’d, was not in- 
deed fo exprefly neceflary with re- 
gard to any Difpenfatory Compofi- 
tions; but as it frequently occurs in 


the Practical Shops, it may not be 
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amifs to have faid thus much of its 
the Perfons ufually employ’d therein, 
not being often overftock’d with the 
Theory, and true Grounds of Proce- 
dure, even in the moft eafy Parts of 
their Profeffion. 


SEC T. XI 
Of Filtration. 


f 41S is a Method by which 
Liquors are render’d fine and, 
clear; and is. chiefly concerned in 
Tinétures, when fome Portion is 
drawn from the Ingredients, or fuf- 
pended in the Menitruum, which is 
not neceflary thereto, but difturbs and 
renders the whole unpleafant and dif- 
agreeable both to the Palate and Sight. 
There is a Filtration, which has 
‘much tortured the Philofophy of fome 
Ages to account for, perform’d by 
the Afcent of the finer Parts of a Li- 
quor upa Cord, or Skain of Cotton, 
or fuch like matter, which is contriv- 
ed to drop over into another Veffel, 
and leave the groffer Part behind; 
But as this has little or no place in 
Praétice, itis not worth taking up 
any time about. 

The Filtration in ule, is ftraining 
a Liquor thro’ a Paper, which by 
reafon of the Smallnefs of its Pores 
admits only the finer Parts through, 
and keeps the reft behind. 

An Explication of this cannot but 
be needlefs to a Perfon even of the 
meaneft Apprehenfion in fuch Mat- 

ters; it may therefore be {uflicient, 


‘under this Head, to leave this gene- 
‘ral Obfervation, from whence will 


flow a very neceflary practical Cau- 
tion, that in all Tinétures, or Liquors 
to be made fine by this Method, fuch 
only ought to be committed to the 


‘Filtre, whofe Medicinal Efficacies 


arife from the fineft and moft mi- 
nute Parts; otherwifé the Medicine 
will remain behind, and nothing but 
what is ufelefs pafs through. ‘Thus 


‘only fuch 'Tinétures are to be bet- 
‘ter’d by this Management, which 


with a fpirituous Menftruum diffolve 
and take up Rofins, and the moft 


‘volatile Sulphurs; becaufe fuch ‘a 
‘Menftruum unites with thofe Bodies, 


in fuch very {mall Parts, and attracts 
them fo ftrongly when in Contaét, 
that they will not be Hiei in the 
Filtre, but continue fine enough to 


‘pafs through together. But in moft 
‘Decoétions of Plants and Roots, and 


other Ingredients with Water, the 
Medicinal Virtues of which may con- 
fift in fome of the groffer Parts; they 
are not to be treated in this way, 
but come under the following Ma- 
nagement,

Of Clarification and Depuration. 


NOT HER way of improv- 
A ing fome Medicines, is by what 
is called Clarification. This is done 
by beating up with Whites of Eggs, 
Decoétions and turbid Liquors into a 
Froth ; which upon boiling will en- 
tangle the groffer Parts, and carry 
them up to the topina tough Scum: 
Which is either taken off with a 
Spoon, or feparated by the Hippo- 
erates’s Sleeve ; which is a thick flan- 
nel Bag. os | 
To account for this Phenomenon, 
is not in the leaft difficult. The 
clammy and vifcous Particles of the 
_ Egg mix with and entangle the grof- 
fer Parts of the Decogtion, more than 
the finer becaufe with them they are 
capable of the moft Contaét, and con- 
fequently of the ftrongeft Cohefion : 
And thereby upon the Impulfe of the 
' Fire bearing thro’ from underneath, 
they are carried up together to the 
top, making there a very tough Scum. 
The continu’d Fire keeps ftill driving 
up the groffer Parts, until they are 
all, or in a great meafure, entangled 
- an the Scum.as in a Net; but if it 
remains longer than while it boils up, 
that is, until the Scum breaks, by the 
Rolling and Waves of the Liquor, 
the before feparated Foulneffes will 
be broke from one another, and again 
‘mix with the Decoétion; and there- 
fore it fhould either be {cummed jutt 
before the top breaks, or gently pour- 
ed into the Hippocrates’s Sleeve. 
Tho’ this feems a very fimple and 
eafy Procefs, yet there are.many Er- 
rors committed by it in the Shops ; 
the chief of which may be worth 
mentioning. 
_ Whatfoever Decoftions, whether 
to be ufed as fuch, or to be made into 
Syrups, have in them Ingredients of 


avifcous, mucilaginous, or flimy na- 
ture, ought not to be meddled with 
in this way; becaufe it is manifett, 
that all fuch Parts in the Decodtion 
will be mixed with the Egg, and fe- 
parated with the Scum, whéreby the 
Medicine will be defrauded of its 
Virtue. How this can juftify the 
promifcuous Clarifications of all De- 
coétions, efpecially for Syrups ufed in 
the Shops, any indifferent Perfon 
may judge. But I hall endeavour to 
demoniftrate in two Inftances only, 
out of a great many, how a Medicine 
is entirely deftroyed thereby. 

The firit is in Syrup of Marfomal- 
locos; moft of the Ingredients of 
which will make a flimy mucilagi- 
nous Concoétion ; and on that Qua- 
lity it is that the Phyfician depends 
in its Prefcription: asin the Body of 
the Work will be farther explain’d, 
under the particular Divifion of Dix- 
retics, But if the nicety of an igno- 
rant Compounder, to make his Syrup 
fine, as he calls it, fhould lead him te 
do it by Clarification in this manner, 
he will rob the Medicine of all that is 
valuable in it; and in thofe cafes 
where it is ufually directed, he may as 
well give common Mo/ofes, or Syrup 
of Sugar only, as this fine Syrup of 
Marfbmallows. 

But there is another Medicine in 
the fame Tribe, of the greateft Im- 
portance in its Efficacy, which for 
want of due Attention to the Influ- 
ence of this Management upon it, is 
either entirely {poiled 3 or {o far rob- 
bed of its Virtues, that it is very dif- 
ficult to find it of the fame Strength 
in any two Shops, or in two different 
Makings by the fame Perfon ; I mean 
Syrupus de Meconio, which is a Decoc- 
tion of Poppies boiled intoa Syrup, 

D2 with 
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with a certain quantity of Sugar. 
Now every one knows, that in the 
Decoétion, a Rofin, or Gum, of the 
nature of Opium, is drawn from: the 


Poppy, and fufpended in the Liquor, ° 


and that in this lies the Virtue of the 
Medicine; likewife that it is very 
glutinous and vifcid, is manifeft by 
its adhering to the Fingers, or the 
Knife in cutting. It is farther appa- 
rent, that all fuch Subftances in aque- 
ous Vehicles will look cloudy, and 
cannot poffibly be managed otherwife. 
To attempt ‘therefore to clarify this 
Syrup, by the foremention’d Method, 
is taking all from it that comes out of 
the Poppy, or the greateft part of it : 
fo that the more-curious a Perfon is 
in making, as he thinks,’ this Medi- 
cine fine, the lefs it is valuable; as 
the finer-he makes it, the more of the 
Poppy is taken from it, and thrown 
away with the Scum : for its Vifcidi- 
ty cannot but join it with the Egg, 
and whatfoever is rejected therewith. 

And hence it is, that let the quan- 
tity of Poppy to fuch a quantity of 
Syrup be ever fo exaétly affign’d in 
Calculation, yet while this Method 
is taken, in proportion to the Succefs 
in rendering it fine, the Prefcriber 
will be cheated in his Expectation 
from it: for there are feveral Cir- 
cumftances in the Clarification, which 
may accidentally vary its Succefs 5 
but according to this Method, thus 
much is certain, that he who thinks 
he makes it beft, quite fpoils the Me- 


dicine. In fuch cafes therefore as 
‘thefe two mentioned, an Apothecary 
fhould be content with fo much Fine- 
nefs as can be procured by Subfi- 
dence. For if the Sugar be mixed 
with the Decoétion, and juft melted 
In it, in a convenient Veflel, “it will 
fettle to a fufficient Clearnefs; and 
what can be fo poured. off, fhould 
be boiled up to a due Confiftence, 
without any other endeavours to make 
it finer. By this means, all that comes 
of the Poppy is preferved ; and its 
true Dofe may be affign’d to the 
greateft exadtnefs : which in the ufual 
Method is impoffible. —The Remain- 
der likewife, when it has been ftrain’d 
thro’ a thick Flannel, may be cleared 
enough from any grofs foulnefs, to 
be boiled up for the Confefio Fraca- 
frorii fine Melle. | 

That other way of fining down 
fome Liquors, which is termed per 
Subfidentiam, is too eafy to need any 
Explication : this is chiefly concern’d 
in exprefs’d Juices, which eafily let 
fall their groffer Parts, and throw up 
fuch as are fpecifically lighter, ‘and 
vifcid, to the top ina Scum, until 
they become perfeétly fine. Where 
fuch things are ufed as add to the 
{pecific Weight of the groffer Parts, 
and by that means throw them down 
to the bottom, as is often done in 
Wines, and the like, the manner of 
their Influence will be fully explain- 
ed under the Article of Precipita- 
tion.

Of Diftillation. 


Tfillation is the Afcent and Ele- 
vation of Particles in form of 
Vapour, which afterward defcend 
again in the form of Drops. 
This Afcent of Fluids is chiefly 
promoted in a twofold way;  firft, 


upon account of their fpecific Levi- 
ty; and fecondly, by Impulfe. 
The firft way of Elevation is'ac- ~ 
counted for from this Lemma, before 
cited in what was faid of Fermenta- — 
tions viz, That Particles of Bodies, — 
; which 


meceret a.” iy 
which fwim in any Fluid, if they are 


Specifically lighter muft be borne up- 


wards by that Fluid. ‘Therefore fince 
diftill’d Liquors are carried upwards 
thro’ the Air, it is to be enquired, 
how they can be made fpecifically 
lighter than the Air. Nowa Fluid 
may be fpecifically lighter than ano- 
ther, when under a larger Bulk, it 
‘has an equal, or ale{s Gravity. Ac- 
cording to this Proportion, the Bulk 
of the Fluid ought to be increafed 
in Diftillation 3 and how eafily, by 


- the help of Fire, it may be increal-- 


ed, or, which is the fame thing, ra- 
rified, one who is but tolerably vers’d 
in Phyfics may comprehend. And 
whoever: has obferved a Thermometer, 
a Cupping Gla/s, or boiling Water, 
mutt be fenfible how great a quantity 
of Air, or poflibly of fome more {ub- 
tile Matter, there is contained in al- 
moft all Fluids, and what a Force 
there is in Heat to rarify it; at leaft, 
thofe prodigious Fumes which rife 
in the Receiver, upon diffilling Vi- 
triol, do fufficiently prove this: for 
Rarifaéion is nothing but the fame 
quantity of Matter diffufed into a 
greater Space ; fo that the fame 
Weight remains, tho’ the Bulk grows 
much larger. From whence ’tis plain 
_ there muft be a greater number of 
Pores in the rarify’d Body, which 
are either entirely void of Matter, or 
at leaft of fuch Matter as hath any 
confiderable Gravity. A very clear 
_Inftance of this may be had in the Air 
itfelf, which is known by Experiments 
with the 4ir-Pump, to have been ra- 
rify’d to an almoft infinite degree. 
Having gone thus far in explain- 
ing this Matter, it is now to be found 
out, what proportion of Rarifaction is 
- fufficient to produce this fpecific Le- 
vity. And that the Matter may be 
fet in a clearer Light, let us begin 
with the fimpleft Bodies, and take 
our firft Inftance from Water. Itis 
known by Computation, that the 
Proportion of tne fpecific Gravity of 
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Water to that of Air, is fomething 
more than 800 to 1. Since there- 
fore fimilar Spheres or Solids, are to 
one another as the Cubes of their 
Diameters, and the fpecific Gravity 
decreafes reciprocally, in the. very 
fame proportion as the Cubes of their . 
Diameters increafe; in order to make 
a Particle of Water lighter than a 
Particle of ir, no more is neceflary 
than to rarify it till its Diameter be- 
comes fem times greater, which in 
this cafe is but a very fmall degree 
of Rarifaction ; for the Cube of the 
Diameter, in a Particle fo rarify’d, 
is 1000. If the Diameter be made 
eleven times greater, the Cube will 
be 13313 and if twelve, 1728. So 
that Water, whenrarify’d but twelve 
degrees, will be above twice lighter 
than dir. And if the Rarifaction 
be carried on farther, it may eafily 
be collected front the Increafe of the 
Numbers, that a Particle of Water 
may be made almoftinfinitely lighter 
than 4ir. And that this may be 
brought a little nearer to the prefent 
purpofe, "tis manifelt, that the Ele- 
vation of Bodies, equally fluid and 
heavy, is always proportionable to 
their different Aptitude to be ra- 
rify’d; that is, they afcend quicker 
upon the application of any Force, 
the more fuiceptible they are of Ra- 
rifaction: but in Bodies whofe Ap- 
titude to be rarify’d is equal, the 
time of Afcent is'to be determin’d 
by their /pecific Gravity. So that 
the time of the Elevation of Bodies, 
diftil’d after this manner, is in a 
compound Proportion of the Rari- 
faction and fpecific Gravity. This 
exactly agrees not only to Theory, 
but to Experience; without which, 
Theory alone is not to be regarded ; 
for by the fame degree of Heat, 
Spirit of Wine, Spirit of Sal Armo- 
niac prepared with Quick-Linte, and 
aiftilld Waters; the Gravity of all 
which ~is proportionably lefs, and 
their Rarifaction more eafy, than of 

D 3 common 


3% 
common Water, are drawn off pro-. 
portionably fooner. by the Retort. 
On the other hand, acid Spirits, fuch 
as the Spirit of Sw/t, of Nitre,.and 
of Vitriol, tho’ they begin at firft to 
rife: more readily, yet require longer 
time to carry.them into the Receiver, 
than Water itfelf does: For tho’ the. 
Rarifattion of Water be lefs, yet ’tis 
not fafficient to anfwer to the Gra- 
vity of thofe Fluids. After the fame 
manner the Particles of Vegetables 
and Animals, whole Texture 1s rarer, 
and confequently makes them fpeci- 
fically lighter, more eafily afcend, 
than the Particles of Minerals or Me- 
tals. We may here alfo obferve, 
that a Body, when di/ill’d, is always 
thinner and more fubtile than the 
crude one from which it was difill'd; 
So Rofe-Water has a lefs Confiftence 
than the Fuice of Rofes, and is lefs 
ponderous; and: thus rectify’d Spirits 
have a lefs fpecifie Gravity, than 
thofe which have but once pafs’d the 
Fire. 

But the cafe is otherwife, when 
Abjfraction is wed im Diftilling ; for 
initance, diftill'd Vinegar is heavier 
than crude; for in this Operation, a 
Liquor is left behind faturated with 
Saline Particles, whilft all the ph/eg- 
matic Part, whofe Gravity is lefs, is 
carried off. ‘The fame thing is con- 
ftantly obferved in the Dephlegmation 
of acid Spirits. 

Not only /pecific. Levity ferves to 
elevate Bodies in Diftillation, but an 
external Impulfe allo may caule their 
Afcent. The Impulfe which we 
have to do with in this place, comes 
from the Fire, whofe Particles, tho’ 


_~ they are extremely {mall and. light, 


yet “tis demonftrable by Mechanics, 
that they may raiie Bodies much 
heavier than themfelves, by atting 
upon them with a certain degree of 
Force: For, fince the Moment of a 
Body, or that Force by which it acts 
upon another, is in a compaund Ratio 
of the Quantity of Matter, ana the 
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Celerity; the Celerity may be fo in- 
creafed as to give a fufficient Force 
to the Body, tho’ the Quantity of 
Matter, in it be ever fo fmall. Let 
fome heavy Body therefore be fup- 
pofed to defcend with no other Mo- 
ment, than what it receives from its. 
own Gravity; in this cafe then the 
Air, which is much lighter, may be 
moved with that Celerity, as not only 
to fuftain that Body but to mount 
it up higher: and the more rapid’ 
the Impetus of the Air is, or the 
Surface of the Body more diffus’d, 
the higher and {wifter will the Ele- 
vation be 3 juft as we fee Sheets of 
Lead are fometimes torn away entire- 
ly by the Wind, and carried thro’ the 
Air.. In like manner, Fire, tho’ it 
be a Body made up of very minute 
Particles, may be moved with that 
rapidity, as to acquire and commu- 
nicate what Force can be imagin’d 
towards removing any Obftacle. And 
this is daily experiene’d in innume- 
rable Inftances; but in none more 
than in Gunpowder. When therefore 
the Moment of Fire is augmented, 
in the manner explain’d, fo as to ex- 
ceed the Force of the Body to be 
diftill’d, it will remove it from its 
former Situation; or, what is here 
the fame thing, becawfe the Direc. 
tion of its Motion tends upwards, 

will carry it up. 
{pecifically heavier than the Air; 
which is contain’d in the Retort, as 
thofe of acid Spirits are, alcend b 

a more violent Impulle of the Fire 
ufed in Di/tillation. 

Another thing, which contributes 
very much to this End, is, that the 
fame quantity of Matter is elevated 
fo much the eafier, in proportion as 
the Surface is enlarged ; for the more 
this is diffus’d, the more Particles of 
Fire it receives: and fo, having this 
united Force to drive it up, it more 
eafily afcends. So that by the fame 
degree of Fire, Bodies will not equal- 
ly rife, tho’ they are equally heavy, 

if

if there be that difference in their 
Surfaces already fuppofed. ‘The Air 
alfo has no fmall Share in this Bufi- 
nefs of Jmpulfe; for, being rarified 
by the Fire, it is not only impelled 
upwards itfelf, but carries other Par- 
ticles up with it: and it may be 
learned by a very familiar Experi- 
ment, what Jmpetus Bodies fo rari- 
fy’d exert. Water, for inftance, over 
a Fire, cannot be heated but toa 
certain degree; for when it has once 
well boil’d, it can never be made 
hotter: yet the fame Water, if it be 
fhut up in Papin’s Digefor, will 
grow exceflively hot; and if a piece 
of red hot Metal be flung into cold 
Water, it will occafion much the 
fame Explofion as is obferved in 
Gunpowder. But nothing does fo 
plainly fhew the Force of rarify’d 
Air, as the Engine by which Mr. 
Savery has taught to raife the Water 
out of Coal-Pits. Whoever well 
confiders thefe three things, and 
what may be effected by them, viz. 
Specific Levity, an Impelling Force, 
and the Extent of the Surfaces and 
how many ways, and in what pro- 
portion, all of them may be chang’d; 
will very eafily account for the Va- 
riety, which is found in this Procefs 


of Diftillation. 


It muft be obferved, that where- 
ever Specific Levity, or Rarifaction, 
has any, place in Diffillation, there 
Impulfe concurs too; for the Fire 
equally does both at the fame time: 
fo that a lefs degree of Rarifaction 
is fufficient to elevate Bodies, than 
what was before affign’d. But in 
thofe Bodies which are raifed by Im- 
pulfe, it is not neceflary that Rarifac- 
tion Should concur; for fometimes 


there is no Rarifaftion at all. ‘There 


is alfo another difference between 
Rarifaction and Impulfe, which very 
much favours this account of Di/fi/- 
lations viz. thata more gentle Fire 
may ferve for diftilling fuch Bodies 
as are elevated by means of their Ra- 
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rifaftion ; but thofe which are raifed 
by Impulfe only, require a very in- 
tenfe Heat. 

As to what concerns the different 
Methods of performing this Opera- 
tion, there are generally two ways 
ufed in Diffillation; for *tis either 
Right, or Oblique: the latter is done 
by the Refort, and the former by 
the Alembic. There is but little dif- 
ference in the manner of both, ex- 
cepting only that the right Di/tilla- 
tion has this peculiar Property, that 
whatever is thus diftill’d, is form’d 
after the Refemblance of Raia: for 
as the watry Vapours, drawn by the 
Sun’s Heat from the Earth and the 
Sea, and fo rarify’d as to become 
fpecifically lighter than Air, afcend, 
and are condenfed into Clouds; but 
afterwards, growing heavier than the 
Air, defcend by their own Weicht, 
and diftil down by Drops in the form 
of Rain; fo the very fame reafoning 
holds in the Alembic. The fluid 
Particles of the Body in Diftillation 
are, by the force of the Fire, as has 
been explain’d before, prefs’d out and 
elevated upon account of the Rari- 
faition and Impulfe they undergo, to 
the top of the A/embic, in the form 
‘ef Vapours; where being refifted, 
repelled, and condenfed by the exter- 
nal Cold, they fo unite with one ano- 
ther, that by the Force of their /pe- 
cifie Gravity, they defcend along the 
internal fides of the A/embics from 
whence they are convey’d into the 
Neck; as it were thro’ a Canal. The 
fame Explication is to be apply’d to 
Oil of Sulphur, made by the Bell. 
In diftilling Oi/s, and {ometimes Sp7- 
rits, they apply to the Neck of the 
Alembic a long Pipe, turn’d into a 
Spiral, which by paffing thro’ a Vef- 
{el of cold Water, keeps the Yapours 
from flying off, and condenies them 
fooner into Drops. 

There is another fort of Di/tila- 
tion, mention’d by Authors, which is 
by De/cent: where, when the Par- 
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40 
ticles of the Bodies are feparated by 
the Force of the Fire in the upper 
Veilel; fuch.of them as are more fluid, 
diftil.into the lower Veflel: familiar 
Inftances .of which we have in ex- 
trating Pitch, and making Ro/e- 
Water. 

But the reafon why fometimes the 
Right, .and fometimes the Oblique 
Diftillation is moft convenient, mutt 
be deduced from the Nature and 
Texture of the Body which is to be 
diftil'd. Right Diftillation is ufed 
when the Texture of the Body is 
fuch, as allows of an eafy Afcent : 
of this laft kind are Vegetables. O- 
ther Subftances, which confift of hea- 
vier Particles, give way but flowly 
to the. Fire, and cannot be raifed to 
the top of the Alembic; fuch are al- 
moft all Mixerals and Metals: and 
thefe therefore ate only capable of 
Oblique Diftillation. 

The Right being the more gentle 
Operation, belongs to thofe Bodies 
only, which are eafily rarify’d ; but 
the Odlique is defign’d, for the moft 
part, for fuch as cannot be elevated 
without a ftrong Impulfe: which ac- 
cordingly is the only Djfillation 
made in the Reverberatory. . 

There may be obferved in Di/i/- 
fation, what feldom or never hap- 
pee in Calcination, that the diftill’d 
Matter, tho’ drawn from folid Bodies, 
fuch as Vitriol, Haritfborn, and Bones, 
never returns into its former State, 
but continues in the form of a Fluid. 
‘Any one that refle&s upon what has 
been faid concerning Cchefion and 
Fluidity, .under the Head of Ca/- 
citation, will eafily underftand what 
this may be afcribed to, For in Dif- 
tillation, not only the finer Parts are 
divided from the grofs, but they are 
entirely abftraéted from the Union 
of others, and lie ina Body by them- 
felves. So that the diftilPd Liquor 
being nothing elfe but a Colleétion 
of fluid Parts, muf always of necef- 
fity retain its Fluidity, ‘It is to be 
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obferv’d, that there is a difference in 
the Elevation of Phlegm which in 
fome Experiments rifes before the 
Spirit, and in others after. The 
one is remarkable in diftilling the 
acid Spirits of Vitriol, Salt, and Ni- 
tre; the other in diftilling infamma- 
ble and urinous Spirits; as thofe of 
Wine, and of Sal Armoniac. Tho’ 
the reafon of this Variety may be de- 


duced from what has been faid, yet - 


it may not be amifs juft to touch up- 
on the Explication of it here. Now 
this arifes entirely from the {pecific 
Gravity of the Fluids; for if the 
Experiment be made, Phlegm will be 
found fpecifically lighter than thofe 
acid Spirits, and heavier than the 
urinous and the inflammable. 
therefore the Levity of Bodies caufes 
them to afcend fooner, it is very plain 
why there fhould be fuch Variety in 
the Afcent of Phlegm. Nor doesit 
any way contradiét what has been 
advanced that in the Difil/ation of 
animal Matters, as of Hart/born, Vi- 
pers, and Human Shull, the Phlegm 
comes off before the Spirit, tho’ the 
Spirit is lighter than the Phlegm. 
For it is to be obferved, that the Sa/ts 
and Spirits of Animals, thofe efpe- 
cially which are contain’d in Bones 
and Horns, are lock’d up, and con- 
fin’d in certain little Cells, which 
mutt be firft broke open, before they 
can be fet at liberty to afcend, But 
the Phlegm being! difuted every 
where; even in the fuperficial Parts, 
is fooner-drawn out, and carried off 
by the Fire; tho’ it has a greater 
{pecific Gravity than the Spirit. And 
the Truth of thisis evident from the 
fecond Diffillation of thefe Spirits, 
which is called ReAification ; for here 
the Spirits rife before the Ph/egm; be- 
ing now entirely freed from thofe 
Cells, which confin’d them before. 
In Oils °tis very particularly ob- 


fervable, that tho’ they be much light-- 
er than Water, and boil and rarify 
fooners yet (contrary to what is ge- 


nefally

nerally deliver’d) they are not fo 
| But 
this depends on the various ‘Texture 
of both; for the Globules of Water 
cohere more laxly, and therefore 
more eafily fuffer themfelves: to be 
feparated. But the Parts of Oj/ are 
fo tenacious, and fo linked to one 
another, that they cannot be divided 
and carried upwards, unlefs the Jm- 
petus be very ftrong. For this rea- 
fon it is, that the more thofe o/eagi- 
nous Liquors are deprived of their Oz/, 
with fo much. the more facility they

The Ufe of Difillation is well 
enough known; namely, that the li- 
quid Parts may be feparated from the 
more compact ; whether they come 
out in the form of Oi/, Phlegm, or 
Spirit. But as to what concerns the 
Apparatus in this Procefs, .and, the 
mixing another Body with what is

Ublimation differs very little from 
| Diftillation, excepting that in 
Diftillation only the fluid Parts of 


- Bodies are raifed ; but in ¢47s the fo- 


lid and dry ones; and that the Mat- 
ter to be diftill’d may be either folid 
or fluid: but Sud/imation is concern- 
-ed only about folid Subftances, 
There is alfo another difference, 
namely, that Rarifaction, which is 
_of very great ufe in Diffi/lation, has 
hardly any room in Sxd/imation 3 for 


- the Subftances which are to be /ud- 


lim’d, being folid, are incapable of 
Rarifaion : and {fo itis only Zmpulfe 


which can raife them. It being there- 
_ fore Impulfe alone, which is the caufe 


of the Afcent of Bodies now under 
notice; the nature of this Operation 
may be clearly deduced from~what 
has been faid concerning Impu//e. 
However, it may not be improper 
to inquire a little more nicely into 
the reafon of fuch a Diverfity in the 
Elevation of Bodies; why fome af- 
_cend witha gentle Heat, and others 
are not to be raifed with the moft ve- 
hement Fire. And fuch an Inquiry 
will more properly come in here, be- 
caufe this Head contains all the Bu- 
finefs of Volatility and Fixation ; 


concerning which fo much has been 
writ, fo little to the Purpofe. 

Fixt Bodies are fuch as abide the 
Fire ; Volatile, fach as not being able 
to endure the Fire, are raifed by the 
Force of its Heat. We will there- 
fore begin with the firft, and explain 
the Mannér how in zo/atile Subftan- 
ces, Which feem to be of the fame 
Nature, there happens fo great a va- 
riety and difference in their Eleva- 
tion. 

The Caufe of this Elevation and 
Afcent in the Particles of Bodies, is 
to be afcribed to the Fire; not only 
on the account of Jmpul/e, but of 
another Property the Fire has; name- 
ly, to infinuate itfelf into all the In- 
terftices of thefe Bodies, and thereby 
break the Cohefion of their Parts, fo 
that they are at laft divided into very 
{mall Particles, if not into the fmal- 
left which Art can reduce them into. - 
Particles thus feparated and divided, 
lofe much of their Gravity; as was 
taken notice of before. For the Gra- 
vity of the fame Particle decreafes in 
the fame proportion, as the Cube of 
its Diameter is leffen’d. Suppofe 
therefore a Body whofe Diameter is _ 
12, and its Gravity 12: If then its 

) Diameter 


al 
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Diametet be made lefs by +1, the 
Gravity of that Body will be only 93, 
or thereabouts. For 1331, ‘which 
is the Cube of the laft Diameter, 
bears the fame Proportion to 9 4, 
which 1728, the Cube of the firft 
Diameter, does to 12, the Gravity 
of the Body. But if the Diameter 


be reduc’d to 10, the Gravity will. 


but juft exceed 65. and if it is dimi- 
nifhed a half, that is'to 6, then the 
Gravity will be lefs than 2. So that 
very minute Corpufcles, when their 
Diameter is leffen’d as much as may 
he, have fcarce any Gravity at all, 
‘Therefore when once they are divid- 
ed after fuch a manner as has been 
defcribed, they are very eafily fub- 
lim’d. 

Nor does only a Decreafe of Gra- 
vity follow from this Divilion of the 
Particles of Bodies, but there is ano- 
ther thing too, which is the Refult 
of it, that conduces very much to 
haften the Afcent; and that is the 
Variety of their Surfaces: For the 
Surface of 4 Body decreafes, in a very 
different manner from its Gravity, 
sonly as the Square of the Diameter is 
leffen'd. To look back therefore up- 
on what has been faid above, where 
the Gravity decreafes in fuch a Series 
as is expre{s’d by the Numbers 1728, 
1331, 1000, the Diminution of the 
Surface will obferve this Proportion ; 
wiz. 144, 121, 100. And when 
upon reducing the Diameter to 6, 
the Gravity will be lefs than 2, the 
Surface will ftillamount to 36. So that 
tho’ the Gravity of a Particle be fo 
leffen’d, as to be reduced almoft to 
nothing; yet there will be Surface 
enough left, which will ferve to raife 
it, ‘This Argument, which is drawn 
from the Largenefs of the Surface, 


and which has been explain’d by Cal-. 


culation, may be demonftrated as 
it were to Sente, by the following Ex- 
periment. If /Varer be poured upon 
the Filings of Iron, and a little Qi? 
of Vitriol drop’d upon it, a Fermen- 
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tation will prefently arife, and the 
Globules of the Air, in ftriving to 
difengage and extricate themfelves, 
will carry up with them fome of the 
Particles of Jroz to the Surface of the 
Water. This can happen upon no 
other account, but that the Propor- 
tion of Gravity in the Filings of 
Iron is very fmall, in refpeét to the 
Largenefs of their Surface; and there- 
fore Jrow is forced upwards, hy a 
Body which isa great deal {pecifical- 


' ly lighter than itfelf. But how much 


this muft contribute to a more quick 
Afcent, has been in general explain’d 
already ; and will be much more evi- 
dent to the Senfes, from the Subli- 
mation of Camphire, Benzoin, and 
Arfenic; whofe Particles, as they 
cohere but loofely, are for that rea- 
fon diffufed into a. large Surface; 
upon which account they are the ea- 
fieft to be fublim’d of any. Nay, 
thefe folid Particles, upon account of 
their Surface, will fooner afcend than 
fome Fluids. So Flower of Sulphur 
rifes fooner than O//3; not only that 
of Vitriol, but any other, tho’ ever 
fo light. By this Contrivance of 
Nature, viz. that the Gravity of 
Bodies decreafes in a Triplicate, but 
their Surface in a Duplicate Propor- 
tion of their Diameters; it comes 
to pafs that Bodies, which havea 
very different Gravity, may be raifed 
with the very fame Force. Thus the 
Salts of Animal Subftances, as of 
Hartfhorn, Human Blood, of Vipers, 
&c. being compofed of very minute / 
Corpufcles, as is found by Experi- 
ence in aiffilling them, do eafily af- 


-cend, becaufe the Surface in them is 


not leffen’d fo much as the Gravity 
is. And the Salts of Vegetables, as . 
of Tartar, &c. which are of a more 
clofe Texture, by reafon of their 
large Surfaces, are without much 
difficulty raifed. The Corpufcles al- 
fo of Minerals and Metals, tho’ very 
compact and heavy, do in fome mea- 
fure give way to the Fire, and are — 
s capable. 


capable of being fublim’d.~ In all 
thefe Inftances, the Breadth of the 
Surface, which expofes the Particles 
more to the Impetus of the Fire, is 
the reafon why they are raifed with 
as much eafe, as if their Gravity had 


been leffen’d by diminifhing their. 


Surface. So that Particles, tho’ ever 
fo different in Weight, may be equal- 
Jy raifed by the fame degree of Heat, 
“if the Proportion of their Gravity 
be reciprocal to that of their Surfa-

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ces. From what has been thus at 

large explain’d, may eafily be deduced 

the reafon of all that Variety obferv- 

ed in the Volatility of Bodies. As 

for Fixation, fince it is owing to juit 
the contrary Caufes, it does not want 

much Explanation. | For he that tho- 
roughly underftands why fome Sub. 

ftances can be /udlimed, mutt of 
courfe, at the fame time, apprehend 

why others cannot.

Of Precipitation. 


: 
PTTHIS is that Procefs by which 


Particles, after having floated, - 


and been fufpended fome time in a 
, Menftruum, do at length fink to the 
bottom. Thefe Particles fometimes 
precipitate of their own accord; but 
oftner by the affiftance of fome other 
Liquor added to the Menffruum. The 
thn of the Defcent in both cafes is 
the fame. 
It may be eafily conceiv’d, from 
what has been faid of Dive/fion, how 
Fluids may be made to fuftain Bodies 
‘fpecifically heavier than themfelves ; 
namely, by making the Refiftance, 
arifing from the Cohefion of the 
Parts of the Fluid, equal to the ex- 
cefs which there is of fpecific Gra- 
vity, in thofe Bodies above the Mez- 
firuum. And it has been fhewn, that 
this Refiftance is proportional to the 
Surface of the Corpufcles. There- 
fore a contrary Condition to this, is 
all that is requifite to their being fuf- 
tain’d no longer; or, which is the 
fame thing, to their Precipitation : 
namely, ‘hat the ‘Tenacity of the 
» Menfiruum be not proportional to the 
Gravity of the Corpufcles. And 
this may be produced two ways, 
In the firft place, Precipitation ge- 
nerally follows upon dropping in a 


Liquor fpecifically Jighter. For by 
this Mixture the Gravity of the Men- 
firuum, which always is proportional 
to the compound Gravities of both 
Liquors, becomes lighter. The 
Menftruum being thus diluted, the 
Force of Cohefion is alfo weakned; 
fo that itis not able to refift, or bear 
up the Bodies diffolved in it: here- 
upon the &guilibrium being taken 
off, they are precipitated by the 
Force of their own Gravity. Juit 
in the fame manner as Hydrometers, 
which are eafily fuftain’d in Water, 
upon pouring in a good deal of any 
inflammable Spirit, fink to, the bot- 
tom of the Glafs. And this does not 
only agree very exactly with theLaws 
of Mechanics, but likewife with 
Experiments themfelves. Thus Spi- 
rit of Sal Armoniac does very plen- 
tifully precipitate the Filings of Me- 
tals, which are diffolv’d in acid Men- 
Jtruums tho’ it be abundantly light. 
er than any of them. The fame 
thing is done quicker by Spirit of 
Wine, whole Gravity is known to be 
almoft the leaft of any. By this Spi- 
rit alfo, all Sa/ts which are fufpend- 
ed in Water are precipitated; and af- 
terwards unite into Cryftals. So if 
you drop in difill'd Vinegar, the

Golden Sulphur. After the fame 
manner, Water, Vinegar, &c. make 
a Precipitation from Acids; tho” more 
fparingly. . Nay, Acids themfelves 


being poured upon others which are: 
heavier, will precipitate whatever is - 


{wimming in them. Thus Spirit of 
Sa/t. precipitates either Lead, Copper, 
or Tin, diflolved in Oil of Vitriol. 
So little need there is for A/halies, in 
this bufinefs; tho’ all the Chymifts 


have ..unanimoufly ~ contended’ for” 


them asabfolutely neceflary. _ 

In the fecond place, Precipitation 
will fucceed as well, if there be ad- 
ded a heavier Liquor to the Men- 
firaum. For the Particles of this Li- 
quor, what with their Weight, and 
what with the Impetus they acquire 
in their Defcent, carry down, and 
fink all the folid Corpufcles they meet 
with in their way. So that the Cor- 
pufcles being thus forced down, and 
kept there by this adventitious Li- 
quor, cannot mount up into their for- 
mer Situation. And if any one has 
a mind to try the Truth of this Rea- 
foning by Experiments, there are 
enough to confirm it: For notonly 
acid Spirits, but Water alone, will 
precipitate Tinétures of Vegetables 
extracted by Spirit of Wine. And 
the very fame Tinétures, extracted 
with Water or Wine, are precipitated 
very copioufly by acid Spirits, which 
are heavier. After this manner, Me- 
tals which are diffolved in Spirit of 
Sal Armoniac, are precipitated with 
Oi! of Vitriol, or Spirit of Nitre. 
The fame Bodies, tho’ fufpended in 
Aqua Fortis, are eafily precipitated 
with Oi/ of Vitriol, or Bezoartic 
Spirit of Nitre. And this very Oil, 
if poured upon Sa/ Volatile Oleofum, 
or any other Solution of Sa/t, ever 
fo much faturated, does not only fink 
the {maller Particles, but converts al- 
moit the whole Liquor into Salt, For 
when thefe Liquors are poured upon 


they abound, being put into motion 
by their attractive Force, run mu- 
tually towards one another; ‘ard ‘be- 


caufe they don’t recoil far back after ’ 


the Shock, they are at length fo unit- 
ed, asto become like a Solid; there 
being very ‘little Phlegm remaining. 
The fame may likewife be obferved 


in Tartarum Vitriolatum. In making | 
all thefe Experiments, there happens _ 


fuch a Confli& ‘and Effervefcence, as 
evaporates almoft all the Moifture 


with which the Salts are*diluted. 


And upon this depends the Rationale 


of Chymical Coagulation ; a thing of 


very great confequence in the bufi- 
nefs of “Precipitation. Nor can we 
account for Oi/ of Tartar’s precipitat- 


ing: Bodies diffolv’d .in- Acids, any. 
otherwife than from its making a ~ 
kind of Coagulum with thefe Cor-. 


pufcles, which thereby becomes too 
heavy for, and exceeds the Tenacity 
of the Men/truum. a 
Nor does Coagulation fucceed only 
upon the mixing of beavier Fluids, 
but it alfo very often promotes Pre- 
cipitation, when the Gravity of the. 


-inftil?’d Liquor is entirely equal to — 
that of the Menfiruxm, or but very, 


little different from it. And this 


Agglutination of Parts is to be feen 


in many Liquors; but moft of all in 
faline ones. 
moniac, Spirit of Hartfborn, that of 
Human Blood, and Sal Volatile Olea- 
Jum, whofe Gravities are nearly the 
fame as that of common Water, pre- 


cipitate the Solution of Sud/imate very — 


plentifully ; as you may obferve in 
making the White Precipitate of Mer- 
cury. In which Experiment, the In-

limate, and Liguors which are poured 
upon it: for that which fubfides at

The IntrrRopucrTION, 


Of the Diftribution of Simples. 


AVING poaffed thro’ what 
H was thought neceflary. to 
eftablifh a true and rational 
Pharmacy, it feems moft proper, in 
the next place,, to take a general Sur- 
vey of the Materials which come un- 
der the Management of this Profef- 
fion; as they are the Produétions of 
ature, before their Properties come 
to be alter’d by Preparation and Com- 
pofition. But as the Number of thefe 
is prodigioufly multiplied, thro’ the 
injudicious Luxuriancy of fome Wii- 
ters; they having had fomewhat to 
fay of the Medicinal Virtues of ma- 
ny thoufand Simp/es, which have ne- 
ver been brought into Ufe; and as 
the Space intended for this Part, will 
not admit of fuch a Length; we fhall 


here, inthe beft Method we can, and 


much better fitted to Praétice than 
any other hitherto contriv’d, endea- 
vour to fet in view fuch Simp/es only, 
as have, by reafon of long Trial, ob- 
tain’d a Place in the Compofitions of 
the belt Di/penfatories, and are now 
found in the Prefcriptions of greateft 
Note and Efteem. 

To this purpofe they are diftribut- 
ed under diftinét Heads, according to 


the general Denominations they have 
obtain’d in Medicine, either of Ce- 
phalics, Diaphoretics, Cathartics, &c. 
which muft be of much more Eafe 
to the Reader, than turning to almoft 
fo many different Places by the Di- 
rections of an Jydex, when he would 
collect or take a Survey of all the 
Materials of the fame Efficacies. But 
the principal advantage of this Me- _ 
thod, is its Suitablenefs to exhibit 

the intended Explication of their 
Virtues, in anfwering a Prefcriber’s 


Intention, becaufe of the general De- 


nomination afix’d at the Head of 
each Divifion, which leaves no want 


of a Repetition under the particular — 


Simples; which has hitherto never — 
been done by any Di/penfatory Writer. 
The, whole Materia Medica is cer- 
tainly reducible under the three Di- 
ftinctions of A/teratives, Evacuants, 
and Refforatives. ‘The firft compre- 


“hends all that has any Power to alter 


the Conftitution, without Jenfibly n- 
creafing or diminifhing any of the 
natural Evacuations.. The fecond, 
whatever vifibly promotes thofe Dif-_ 
charges, And the laft, all that con- 

tributes to lefen them, and make the 


Increafe — 
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Increafe greater than the Wafte. But 
as thefe Denominations are fomewhat 
too general, we have broke them in- 
to Subdivifions ; altho’ for the great- 
er Convenience upon other Accounts, 
beft fuiting our own Scheme, fuch 
Subdivifions fall not exaétly under 
thofe refpective Heads. The fr/, 
third, fourth, and eleventh Se€tions, 
include what belongs to A/teratives : 
The fifth, fixth, feventh, eighth and 
ninth, what comes under Evacuants : 
and to the laft belong the /ecord and 
tenth. And as even thefe Divifions 
are fome of them too general, we 
have found it convenient to diftin- 
guifh them farther into different 
C/affes, under more reftrain’d Deno- 
minations. | . 

In this Part, fome Authors feem 
to-have taken a great deal of Pains, 
tho’ not to any great purpofe. The 
Method here made ufe of, is the near- 
eft to that of Ludovicus of any that 
have gone before; as to the general 
Denominations the Simp/es are ranged 
under: Altho’ in his Divifion of 4/- 
teratives into Primary and Secundary, 
wherein he imitates Schroder, and is 
afterwards copy’d by Ermuller, we 
have not follow’d his Example; be- 
caufe the Grounds of fucha Diltinc- 
tion are tao trifling to deferve the 
Trouble. Too contraéted a Diftri- 
bution occafions the fame Simp/e, in 
fome refpects, to be placed under eve- 
ry Head; and too large a one multi- 
plies hard Terms, and occafions fo 
many Breaks, as are both tedious and 
troublefome: for there is almoft no 
End in the Subdivifions {ome make ; 
and were all the Appellations, conti- 
nu’d in Medicine, to have fome hare 


in the Diftribution of the Materia 


Medica, there would hardly be a Sim- 


ple for each. In this Matter there- 


fore a Mean is here endeavour’d, be- 
tween the Obfcurity of too great a 
Concifenefs, and the Perplexity of too 
many Subdivifions: fo that tho’ a 


Simple in many places might, upoa 
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fome account or other, be reckon’d in 
another Seétion or Clafs; yet it is 
expected it will be commonly found, 
that where it ftands it has the moft. 
right, by reafon of its moft predo-i 
minant Quality. - : 

The moft ufual Diftribution of the 
Simples into Herbs, Flowers, Barks, 
Roots, €Fe. occafions the fame thing 
to be repeated more frequently than 
is neceffary, as all or moft of the Parts 
of feveral Vegetables are of the fame 
ufe in Medicine: For where the dif- 
ferent Parts are not prefcribed for dif- 
ferent Purpofes, they might much 
more conveniently be mention’d all 
together, whereby fuch Repetition 
would be avoided; and where they 
are different in their E fiicacies, as it 
happens in many Inftances, they are 
much more properly reduced under » 
fuch general Heads, as have one com- 
mon Intention. ‘T’o which purpofe; 
inthe following Method, :as far.as 
is confiftent with. our main Defign, 
the feveral Parts of Simples, whether 
Vegetable, Animal, or Mineral, are 
put together according to their near- 
nefs of Affinity in Produétion and 
Growth: As in any Section, parti- 
cularly of the Vegetables, the Herds 
ftand together, next the Flowers, then 
the Seeds; and {0 on in the fame man- 
ner: but always with fuch Care, that 
every Individual, by its moft confpi- 
cuous Quality, beft deferves a place 
in that particular Seétion or Cla/s 
where it is inferted. ) 

The cuftomary Diftinéion drawn 
from Precedency in the three King- 
doms, as they are called, is neglected 
here ; not only as fuch Regard is tri- 
fling, but becaufe, according: to the 
Method we have taken, that has been 
thought moft proper tobe put firft, 
which fupplies us with moft Materi- 
als for the prefent Work. For which 
reafon the Vegetables arife foremott 4 
next, the Anima/; and laft of all the 
Mineral Produétions, which have.any 
fhare in Medicine, 

ak ee There 
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There is one great Error which 
has run thro’ the whole Tribe of Dif- 
penfatory Writers ; when in the Diftri- 
bution of Simples, and the Explana- 
tions of their Virtues, they introduce 
fuch things from the Avzinzaland Mi- 
neral Kingdoms, which are never 
made ufe of in Medicine, without 
' great Alteration. For what avails it 
to be acquainted, that there are pe- 
culiar Virtues in the Hair, Nails, 
Hooft, or Bones of fuch particular 
Creatures, when no fuch things are 
ever met with in Prefcription, nor 
are to be procured in the Shops? 
Such Accounts may be amufing e- 
nough to thofe who read Books of this 
kind for no other end, and an{wer 
the mean Purpotes of fuch wretched

To this Diftribution of Simples, it 
may not be amifs to give a few ufeful 
Hints concerning their gathering and 
Prefervation. 

Herbs are at the beft when be- 
ginning to flower; and fhould be ga- 
ther’d when there is no Rain or Dew 
upon them, elle they will be apt to 
turn black in drying. They ought 
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Collectors of Rubbith, ad Compil- 
ers, as the late Sa/mon: but they can 
never fupply any one with the Means 
of doing good, or increafing any ufe- 
ful Knowledge; and therefore ought 
long ago to have been expung’d. For 
the fame reafon, in this Part, when 
we come to the Preparations of Sim- 
ples, no more will be taken notice of 
concerning Minerals and Metals, than 
what is of real ufe ; altho’ fome An- 
thors have injudicioufly fwell’d their 
Writings with thefe Materials. 
Cuftom has rank’d many of the 
Simples together, under a general Ti- 
tle; which being often included in 
Prefcription, without naming of them 
fingly, it may not be amifs juft to 
mention them here. ;

becaufe their faline and volatile Parts 
will not well mix witha Menffruum, 
until their native Phlegm be evapo- 
rated. Which will farther appear, 
when we come to °confider them in 
Compofition. 

Flowers and Seeds fhould ‘he ga- 
thered likewife with the fame Cau- 
tion, dry ; the former when they are 
full blown, and the latter when ready 
to fhed: unlefs it be fuch Flowers as 
are order’d to be ufed in the Bud, as 
Red Rofes for Conferve, &c. Flowers 
are better dried in the Sun than the 
Shade; for the quicker they ‘dry, 
the better they preferve their Scent 
and Colour. ‘Thefe mutt be careful- 
ly kept, fo as not to grow muity ; 
and the clofer the better. If they 
feem to give, and grow dampifh af- 
ter the firft putting up, which they 
are very apt to do, they fhould be laid 
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open again to a warm Sun: ‘aftd after 
two or three fuch Airings, it is rare 
if they vive again. With their Seene 
and Colours they lofe,.in.a.great mea- 
fure, their Virtues; thefe are there- 
fore a fure Rule to direé&t how long 
they may be kept.

“‘unlefs thofe whofe Efficacy in Me- 


dicine depends upon the Aufterity of 
their Juices and fuch not quite ripe, 
are the better. ve 

Roots are beft taken up in the’be- 
ginning of the Spring, for Reafons 
obvious to all. 

Barks are the better for being frefh 
dry’d, tho’ many will keepa'long time 
without perceptible Decay. The 
fame alfo’ will hold true in Woods of 
all kinds. i 

Gums, and infpiffated Juices, are 
the better, the freer they are from 
Mixture and Drofs; but they are 
feldom fit for ufe before ftraining.

Medica by 
which the Nerves are affected : but 
here it is ufed in a more reftrained 
Senfe, and is to be underftood only 
of thofe things which have an im- 
mediate effeét upon. the Spirits, or 
which contribute to: accelerate and 
uicken the Motion of the Solids 5 
fo that the Senfations at the Head, 


Stomach, or Heart, become forth- 
with much more lightfome and a- 
greeable than before. Whatfoever 
anfwers this End, paffes commonly 
under the Appellations of Cephalic 
and Cardiac; and therefore we fhall 
join thofe together, in explaining thé 
Manner by which fuch Simples ope- 
rate, as come under 'thefe general 
‘Terms. 


Clafs 1. Of Cardiacs and Cepbalics, 


THE Reafon why thefe are pla- 
ced together, is both from the Dif- 
ficulty of making any material Dif- 
tinétion, and from the Affinity of 
thofe Simples which are generally 
ranged under thefe two Denomina- 
tions. What ina proper Senfe is a 
Cordial, mutt be alfoa Cephalic 3 as 
the Head hath the principal Share 
in agreeable Senfations.

Spirits : fach are Cathartics, and other 
Evacuants. But as the Head is the 
better for them only fecondarily, or 
by accident; they cannot came un- 
der the Denomination of Cephalics, 
as we here ufe the word. And as 
the fame difference may occur in 
other things, the whole Clafs of &- 
fergent Balfamics being accidentally 
Diuretics; {o it is moft proper to 
keep to thofe general Terms, accord- 
ing to their firft and chief Intention. 
Whatfoever raifes the Spirits, and 
gives fudden Strength and Chearful- 
-hefs, is termed Cardiac or Cordial 
as comforting the Heart. To un- 
derftand the Operation of which up- 
on an human Body, it is neceflary 
firft to confider, that a Languor or 
Faintnefs muft either be the Confe- 
quence of too much Exercife, too 
long Watching, or too great a Hurry 
of the animal Funétions, as in many 
Diftempers ; / all which fo far waite 
or diflipate the nervous Fluid, or ani- 
mal Spirits, that the Solids cannot 
repeat, with wonted Vigour, their 
neceflary Motions. Or fuch Depref- 
fion muft arife from an Obftruion 
of fome natural Evacuation; and this 
is generally that of Perfpiration, from 
external Cold; which lays a Load 
upon the Conftitution, and produces 
the fame Senfation, as a Diminution 
of Strength would do, when the 
ufual Weight remain’d. 
In both thefe Cafes, the Manner 
by which a Cordial aéts, is the fame; 
fince it muft produce its Effeéts by 
_ adding to the Springinefs and Force 
of the Fibres. And as this Change 
is moft remarkably occafion’d by 
- Spitits or fpirituous Liquors ; it may 
~ be of ufe firft to examine how they 
came to obtain fuch a2 Denomina- 
tion : whereby we may the better 
underftand how the Parts of fuch Si- 
ples, or Ingredients; taken in Sub- 
Stance, operate to produce the fame 
Effeét. To this purpofe it is of great 
“Moment to conceive, as near a3. our 
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Senfes and reafonable Dedu@ions 
from them will carry us, the Make 
and Contexture of thofe fine Threads 
or Fibres, of which the Solids of an 
human Body are compofed ; and how 
that Fluid which is called Avimal 
Spirits, or Nervous Fuice, is prepared 
and convey’d to them: But. this 
would take up too much room here, 
and muft therefore be referr’d to other 
Authors; fuch as Baglioi de Fibra 
Motrice, Bellini de Vill Contrattili, 
in his Opufeu/a; and to a Digrefion 
concerning the Elafficity of an Ani- 
mal Fibre, in a late Edition of Sanc- 


torius’s Medicina Statica, with Ex- 


planations. ‘ 

It may be fufficient to our prefent. 
Purpofe, to attend only to what is in 
€évery one’s Experience ; that the more 
{pirituous any thing is which enters 
into the Stomach, the fooner a Per- 
fon feels its cordial Effects. For that 
Tncreafe of Vigour which a Man ob- 
tains from common Food, altho’ it is 
the moft natural and durable, is not 
fudden enough to procure the Inftru- 
ments thereof the Appellation of Cor- 
dials; {ince they mutt pafs thro’ {e- 
veral Comminutions or Digeftions, 
and be a long time ere they arrive to 
fuch a Finenefs, as renders them dif- 
penfible to the Nerves: whereas a {pi- 
rituous Subftance is fo fine and fub- 
tile in all its Parts before it is taken, 
that it feems to enter or foak into the 
Nerves as foon as it touchés them ; 
whereupon their Vibrations are invi- 
gorated, and all Senfe of Faintnefs is 
removed, And upon the fame ac- 
count it is, that Volatiles affe& the 
Nofe ; being foextremely fubtile, as 
to penetrate the Olfactory Nerves as 
foon as they come at them. And 
thusit is, that the E fiuvia or Steams 
of Flowers, Fruits, and all things 
deemed Cordial, operate upon the 
Organs of Smelling. , 

By the fame means we may cay 
conceive how all thofe things affeét 
the Body, which are ranged‘in-the 

BS. following 
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following C/la/s. For by the Pun- 
gency of fuch Subftances, both upon 
the Tafte and Smell, it is manifeit 
‘they are ftock’d with many fubtile 
Parts, which by their Finenefs, when 
diffolved by Digeition, and mixed 
with the animal Fluids, are moft fit 
to enter into the flendereft Fibres, 
and recruit that Wafte their conti- 
~ nual Motions make of their neceflary 
Moifture. Thus all Aromatics and 
{weet-flavour’d Ingredients have a 
title to this Rank; and more or Jefs 
conduce to this End, in proportion 
to the Subtility and Volatility of their 
component Parts. And thus when 
we fay, Such a thing comforts the 


Heart, firengthens the Brain, or is: 


a Cephalic; we underftand, that it is 
fuitable to make a part of the nervous 
Fluid, and maintain the, due Vigour 
and Motion of the Solids. Asa 
Conftitution becomes weak by Age, 
artificial Helps (by which we under- 
ftand all that is ufed as Medicine) are 
more and more needful: For when 
the digeftive Faculties grow languid, 
and are not able to furnifh a due Sup- 
ply from ufual Diet, for the Wattles 
that are daily made in the Animal Oce- 
conomy, then thefe Auxiliaries are the 
more wanted. And whatfoever Means 


at any time occafion a Diftemperature » 


in this Fluid, fuch Affiftances as 
come under this Denomination are 
neceflary ; they being fitted by de- 
grees to wear out fuch undue Mix- 
tures, and invigorate the whole ner- 
vous Syitem, by a new Supply of 
Spirits. 

Upon another account likewife it 
js, that feveral Sub{tances come into 
this C/a/s, belides thofe that fupply 
the deficiency of the animal Spirits ; 
and thefe are fuch as have a deterfive 
Quality, join’d with fuch a Stimulus, 
that altho’ they are too fine to be per- 
ceptible any where elfe, yet when 
they enter into the {mall Fibres, by 
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ufelefs Matter from lodging in their 


‘Interftices, and clogging their Mo- 


tions. This Quality, when it is 
in grofler Bodies, paifes under other 
Denominations; and may prove a Va/- 
nerary, Diuretic, or the like; accord- 
ing to the different Texture of the 
Subftances wherein it refides. ‘There 
are likewife under this Head, Dryers, 
or \Abforbents ; by reafon they pre- 
vent thofe fuperfluous Motftures, 
which the Nerves are frequently o- 
vercharged with,and occafionRbeums, 
with many other Inconveniencies at- 
tending the Glands; particularly a- 
bout the Head, where they are large 
and numerous, and very apt to be 
affected. )

Bartholine tells a very odd Story, 
Cent. 3. Hif?. 93. ofa Gardener, who 
upon cutting a Bed of Betony, had 
his Head fo affe&ted by it, that he 
ftagger’d like one fuddled. It is alfo 
accounted Diyvretic, and ufeful, in 
Decoétion, to Women after a hard 
Labour.

3. CAMPHORAT &, Stinking 


Ground-Pine, diftinguifhed by Ca/p.. 


Baubine—hirfuta, the hairy ftinking 
Ground-Pine; is to be met with in 
the Phyfic-Gardens ; and it is recom- 
mended by fome Writers for a Ce- 
phalic, in ftrengthning the Nerves, 
and recruiting the Spirits: but the 
modern Pharmacy wes it not. 

“4.C HEIR 1, Wall-Flower, isthe 
Leucoium luteum vulgare of Ca/p. 
Baubine, the—Flore Simplict of Fobn 
Bauhbine, and Viola Lutea of Gerhard. 
It grows on Walls and Houfes, and 
flowers in Fune. It is faid to be 
good-in-Apopleétic and Paralytic Dif- 
orders; to eafe Pains, and forward 
the Menfes. Our Co/fege-have now 
order’d an Oil to be made with. it; 
but it is not yet brought into ufe. 

5. EUPHRAGI A, Eyebright, is 
alfo fometimes wrote Exphrafia, and 


_ Eutrafia, and by fome called Ophthal- 


mica, and Ocularia, Eye-wort. ‘The 


Euphrafia Officinarum of Cafpar Bau- 


bine is the Eyebright here intended ; 
it flowers;in Fune, Fuly, and 


great Dryer, as the former; and in 
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that refpect a Cephalic: for which 
reafon likewife it is {moked as TJo-_ 
bacco. “Tisof great Efteem in» Dif- 
tempers of the Eyes: But its Juice 
is much preferable to the dittill’d 
Water; which ufed outwardly, is 
afirmed to take off all Specks, Films, 
Mitts, and Suffufions. 

6. Majyorana, Marjoram, is 
alfo by fome Writers called Amara- 
cus and Samp/ucus; and diftinguifhed 
into feveral kinds; as the Peregrina, 
which is the Foreign Marjoram, cal- 
led Marum, and lately cultivated in 
plenty here; the Si/veffris, Wild 
Marjoram, not ufed 5 and the Sativa, 
which is alfo diftinguifhed into two 
forts, the Latifolia vulgaris, broad- 
leaved common Marjoram, and the. 
Tenuifolia minor, the lefler narrower- 
Jeav’d Marjoram. The two laft are 
moft in ufe ;. and of them the broad- 
leav’d Marjoram, fometimes likewife 
called red, becaufe its Stalks have a 
reddifh Caft.. It delights in a well- 
dung’d, moift, fhady Soil, and blows. 
in Funeand Fuly. It is a moft fra- 
grant Aromatic, and even in Smell 
very comfortable to the Head. It 
is rank’d amongit the Dryers, and 


upon that account is very ferviceable 


in Catarrhs and cold Defluxions. It 
paffes with fome likewife for a pow- 
erful Alexipharmic, and is good’a- 
gainft the Poifons of fome venomous 
Creatures. The Juice, or dry’d 
Powder, isa good Errhine, and much 
ufed in Medicinal Snuffs. Its Buds 
ufed to be diftilled with Wine ; and 
a Conferve was formerly made of it; 
but they are now difufed : However, 
it makes an excellent Ingredient in 
the Sa/ Volatile Oleofum. It decays 
much by long keeping, as all the fin-. 
eft Aromatics do; and therefore it is . 
beft juft after itis dry. The Tops 
are much better than thofe parts 
nearer the Root. _

Its Scent is very grateful and pungent, 
and makes an excellent Sa/ Volatile 
and in fuch a Compofition is the beft 
of Cephalics. Mindererus makes the 
Marum of the Antients a principal 
Ingredient in a Mafs of Pills; which 
from thence he gives the name of 
Marociftine. 
g. [ORIGANI VULGARIS, 
Cinnamon Origanum ; diftinguifbed, 
Anglicum,. Englith wild Mar- 
joram. It grows a Foot high, bav- 
ing many hairy, brown, brittle 
Stalks 3 with two broad round-point- 
ed Leaves, larger than Marjoram, 
Jet at a Foint on very foort Foot-falkss 
and of a brownifh green Colour. It 
grows in Hedges and Thickets, and 
flowers in July. This Origanum is 
not fo firong as the Candy fort, yet 
good in Obftrudtions of the Breaft, 
Liver, and Wombs in the Faundice, 
Shortne/s of Breath, and Suppreffion 
of the Mentes.]} | 
fOricanr Cretricy, O- 
riganum, or wild Marjoram of Can- 
dy; diffinguifbed—Origanum Oni- 
tes of Cafp. Bauhine.. The. Origa- 
num found in the Shops, grows taller 
than common fweet Marjoram, with 
longer and whiter Leaves; and larger 
and longer fraly Heads, among which 
grow {mall white Flowers, like thofe 
Of fweet Marjorams; of a pleafing, 
firong, aromatic Odour, It growsin 
the Iflands of Candy or Crete, and 
other Parts of Greece; and flowers 
im June. Thefe are what fhould be 
ufed when the Flores Origani are of- 
der'd.| It isa very hot {picy Plant, 
but not quite fo gratefully {cented as 
the Marjoram. It isnot much ufed 
in Compofition ; its chief Place is in 
the Srephen?s Water. It has been 
much recommended in Baths, both, 
for Diftempers of the Head, and Hy- 
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freric Cafess as likewife for cutane- 
ous Eruptions. The effential O7/ of 
Origanum is much in ufe amongit 
our Farriers; and, by its fiery Heat, 
often puts by the Yooth-ach,: as a 
Cauftic. 

10. Ros Sorts, Swn-Dew. 
This Plant is divided into two kinds 5 
that Folio rotundo, with a round Leaf; 
and Folio oblongo, alongifh one: but 
the former, as defcribed by Ca/par 
Bauhine, is that moft in ule. [Zt és 
a fmall low Plant, with a fibrous 
Roots from whence Spring fmall, 
round, hollowifb Leaves, on Foot-ftalks 
about an Inch long, ‘covered and fring~ 
ed with foort red Hairs, which give 
a red Caft to. the whole Leaf.) It 
grows in champaign and marfhy 
, Grounds, in a pale red Mofs, and 
flowers in May. It is accounted very. 
hot; and,-according to the old Cant, 
in the fourth Degree, which antient- 
ly occafion’d its Ufe to be forbid: 
It is reckon’d by fome a great Reflo- 
rative, and a Provoker to Vezery. 
By its hot, and confequently drying 
Qualities, it is plain what Affections 
of the Nerves it is of ufe in. Ap- 
ply’d outwardly to the Belly, it is 
faid to promote De/ivery; held in 
the Mouth, to cure the Yooth-ach; 
hung about the: Neck, to cure Mad- 
nefs; and ty’d about the Wrilts fix 
Hours, to cure Agues. Mr. Ray 
takes notice, that its hot efcharotic 
Quality makes it very hurtful to 
Sheep, in rendering their Vi/cera 
{chirrous ;-whereby in fome Coun- 
tries it is called by the common Pea- 


_ ple Red-rot. 


11, Sauviaz, Sage: by reafon 
of the great Efteem ee have had 
for it, call’d Herba Sacra, the holy 
Herb. It flowers in Fu/y and Ax- 
gujft. There are feveral forts of this 
Plant; but only two in ufe. One is 


‘the Salvia major hortenfis, or Latifo- 


lia, moft ufed in the Shops. . This 
grows of two Colours, red and green : 
the former is preferr’ds tho’ the 
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difference is but little. The other 
is the Minor, or Anguftifolia, little 
ufed in the Shops, but much in pri- 
vate Families,.under the Name of 
Sage of Virtue, and Tea-Sage. ‘There 
is alfo a Salvia: Silveftris, defcribed 
by Cafpar Baubine, which is the 
Scordonia, or Salvia agreftis of Ger- 
hard; but is not ufed in the Shops, 
altho’ much recommended by antient 
Writers for poffefiing the fame Vir- 
tues as Cloves. This Herb has 
been in fuch efteem, as to occafion 
the Verfe; 7 


Cur moriatur Homo, cui Salvia 
crefcit in Horto ? 


It is undoubtedly a very good Ce- 
phalic, of the detergent kind; and 
thereby it likewife comes under the 
Clafs of Vulneraries, Diuretics, &e. 
It has.an Aufterity upon the Palate, 
and- makes a very good Gargari/m 3 
efpecially if fharpen’d with a little 
Acid. It makes an excellent Liquor, 


_after the manner: of Yea, in Fevers, 


arid is mighty grateful and cooling, 
with the Addition of a little Lemon- 
Juice, _ which with the red ‘Sage 
makes it of a delightful Colour. As: 
it is both detergent and abfordbent, it 
is a very: good and common Ingre- 
dient in Diet-Driaks and Medicinal 
Ales, intended for -Sweetners and 
Cleanfers of the Blood. 

12, SCHOENANTHI, Sguin- 
anch 3 called alfo Funcus Odoratus, 
{weet Ruth, Fanum, or Stramen Ca- 
melorum, Camels Hay, or Straw. Ie 
grows in fome parts of India as 
common as the Gra/s here; and is 
plenty likewife in: many parts of 
Arabia, whence it is brought into 
Europe. It isa grateful Aromatic, 
of volatile and fubtile Parts ; and up- 
on that account rank’d in this Clafs 
of Cephalics. Itis only in Compofi- 
tion in the capital Medicines, and 
in. the Venice-Treacle principally + be- 
ing both in the Body of the Prefcrip- 

F 4 tion, 
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tion, and the Trochifci Hedychroi, as 
likewife in the Mithridate; under 
the Name of Funcus Odoratus 3 and in 
the Vrochifti Cypheos, by the Title 
it ftands under here. 


13. SERPYLL1, Wild Thyme, - 


There are various kinds of this, as 
diftinguifhed by Botanic Writers; but 


the "Eertan@- of Dio/corides, the Ser-. 


pyllum Silveftre of Mathiolus, and the 
Serpillum vuleare minus, the common 
lefler Wild Thyme of Ca/par Bau- 
bine, feem to be the fame; and are 
what is referr’d to under this Name 
by our modern Di/penfatories. [It 
bas a fnall, frringy, creeping Root, 
cubence pring numerous flender, woody 
Stacks, with two fmall, roundifp, green 
Leaves, jet‘at a Foint on fhort. Foot- 
fialks, The Flowers grow on the top 
of the Stalks, among the Leaves. Both 
Leaves and Flowers have a ftrong plea- 
Sant Smell., It grows upon Heaths 
and Commons; and flowers in June 
and July.} It is not much ufed; 
altho’ it enters the Ag. Stephani. It 
is hot, pungent, anda Dryer. Some 
commend it asa good Urerine, and 
fay it promotes the Men/es ; and that 
it is very helpful in many Diftempers 
of the Head, being ufed in Baths. 

14. Tuymi, Thyme. There 
are feveral forts. of this, but the 
Vulgaris folio tenuiori, the common 
Thyme, with a {mall Leaf, of Ca/- 
par Baubine, is moft in ufe; and 
that intended in Officinal Compo- 
fitions. It flowers in Fuly. It is 
fo much of the nature of Serpyllum, 
that in cafe of want they may be 
ufed for one another. 


Flores, Flowers: 


15. ANTHOS, of Rofemary. 
Thele are the Flores Rofmarini an- 
guftiore folio, the narrow-leav’d Rofe- 
mary of Ca/par Baubine, They blow 
in April. ‘Thefe are reckoned the 
principal Aromatics of our own 


Growth. They are ufed in almof 


all nervous Complaints; efpecially 
fuch as arife from too great Moifture 
and Cold, as they are hot and dry- 
ing. In Epilepfies, Apoplexies, Pal- 
fies, and all Difeafes, of that kind, 
they are hardly ever omitted in Pre- 
{cription, under fome Form or other. 
They abound with a fubtile deter- 
gent Oil, which makes them univer- 
fally deobftruent and opening. They 
are therefore prefcrib’d in Urerine 
Obftruétions, in the Faundice, and 
even in the Gout. With  thefe is 
made the celebrated Hungary Water s 
a {mall quantity of which, diluted 
with common Water, is reckoned 
excellent in diflodging and bringing. 
away Wax which hardens in the 
Ears, and hinders the Hearing. It 
is to be injected warm with a Syringe 
made on purpofe for that ufe. 

16. AURANTIORUM, of O- 
ranges. ‘Vhe Aurantia major of Caf- 
par Baubineis the kind here intend- 
ed. They are of an admirable Scent, 
tho’, like all fuch Perfumes, too pow- 


. erful for fome Perfons; and therefore 


prejudicial. It is with thele the Agua 
Naphe is made. They are now but 
little ufed in Medicine : however,’ 
where the Spirits are almoft quite ex- 
tint in.malignant and putrid Fevers, 
they are fometimes very cordial and 

refrefhing, 
[Carropuytti1ARoma- 
T1ic1, Cloves, the Spice fo called; 
which is the unripe Fruit of a large 
Tree, having leaves likethe Bay-Tree 3 
but of a thicker and Pronger Texture, 
and growing in the Molucca Ifands 
it the Eatt-Indies.] This Fruit is 
not fo much ufed in Medicine, per 
fe, as in feafoning of Food. An ef 
fential Oil, of which they yield great 
plenty, is ufed in many things; and 
as it is very warm, and agreeable to 
the Nerves, it enters into the Com- 
pofition of many Cathartics, as a 
Correéior. In this Rank it ftlands in 
the Pi/. ex Duobus; and in the Elec- 
tuarium Caeryscoftinum, the Clove is 
pow- 


\ 
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owder'd. It is much ufed likewife 
for the Tooth-ach, dropt upona little 
Cotton or Lint, and ftuffed into the 
Hollow, or held as near as can be to 
the Part affected. 

17, CaRYOPHYLLI Hor- 
TENSES, Clove-julyflowers; called 
alfo very commonly, Flores Tunica, 
and Vetonica. ‘The Altilis major of 
Ca/par Baubine, is the Officinal fort. 
They blow in Fu/y; and thence are 
called Fuly-flowers. ‘They area fine 
Aromatic, and very grateful to the 
Smell and Taffe. hey havea place 
in a Syrup which is ufed in moft Ce- 
phalic and Cordial Fuleps. ‘Therevis 
_ alfo a Conferve made of them, but 
hardly ever ufed. 

- 18. Jasmunt, of Fefamy. The 
Plant which produces thefe is the 
Falminum, and Apiana of Dodoneus, 
the Gelfaminum of Matbiolus, and 
Fafminum vulgatius flore albo, the 
white-flower’d Jeflamy of Ca/par 
Baubine. The Flowers blow almoft 
the whole Summer. ‘Thefe are but 
little ufed, and of the fame nature as 
thofe of Oranges, rather a Perfume 
than a Cordial. But in that refpect 
they are very excellent; and where 
Perfumes are not difagreeable, they 
are very grateful to the Smell, and 
refrefhing. 

19. LaveEnvDuULA«, of Laven- 
der. ‘The Plant which produceth 
thefe was antiently moft known by 
the name of Spica, divided into Male 
and Female; the former of which is 
not ufed; the latter is the Lavender 
of the Shops, and diftinguifhed by 
Ca/par Bauhine, by the name of La- 
vendula anguftifolia,the narrow-leav’d 
Lavender ; it is alfo the fame as the 
Pfeudonardus Femina of Mathiolus. 
‘The Flowers blow in Fune and Fuly, 
and are much of the nature of the 
Rofemary Flowers, only more {weet, 
or approaching toa Perfume. ‘There 
are no Difeafes of the Head in which 
they are-not employ’d, under fome 
Form or other; they are alfo very 
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grateful and cordial to the Stomach. 
In all paralytic Affeétions they are 
reckon’d to give place to nothing; 
and in Lofs of Speech they do won- 
ders. Ru/andus mentions one he cur- 
ed in that cafe, by drinking a Spoon- 
ful at a time of an Infufion of them 
in Spirit of Wine. The celebrated 
Palfy Drops, are the compound Spi- 
rit of Lavender of the Shops ; and 
are a moft noble Cephalic and Cor- 
dial Medicine. But in the cafe Ra- 
Jandus {peaks of, it is much better 
dropt upon Sugar, to be gradually 
diffolved in the Mouth, than fwal- 
lowed at once. 

20.L1n11 Convauutt, Li- 
lies of the Valley, or May-lilies. 
This Plant is the Li/ium Convallium, 
feu Vernum of Theopbraftus, and the 
Lil. Conval. album of Ca/p. Baubine. 
The Flowers blow early, by the be- 
ginning of May. They are of a 
mighty fragrant Scent, but it is fo 
languid and volatile, that in drying 
it is quite or very near loft. ‘There- 
fore where they enter into the Com- 
pofition of Waters, they ought by 
all‘ means to be put into the Spirit 
of Wine as foon as ever gather’d, 
and if poffible before the very Dew 
is off them; as in the Agua Peonie 
Comp. Antient Di/penfatories dire 
a Diftilled Water, a Spirit, a Con- 
ferve, and an Oil to be made of thefe 
Flowers; but they are all now in 
difufe. However, they juftly itand 
in the firft Rank of Cepha/ics, if thus 
managed ; otherwife they are good 
for little ; for altho’ they are com- 
monly made the Ba/fis of a Cephalic 
Snuff, they are of no very great Efh- 
cacy therein: fo that what Feats fuch 
Snufft do, are ufually more owing to 
the other Ingredients. 

21. Ponta, of Piony. This 
Plant is divided into Male and Fe- 
male; the former of which is pre- 
ferred in Medicine; they are diftin- 
guifhable both in the Root and 
Leaves; the Male is defcribed by 
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Cafpar Baubine, folio nigricante {plen- 
a: with a fhining blackith 1 ee 
from which the Female differs in be- 
ing lighter colour’d., The Root of 
the Male kind is likewife more bul- 
bous, fhorter, and branched; where- 
as the other. runs out into few, lon- 
ger, and thinner Shoots. The Flow- 
ers blow in May and June. They 
are much in efteem for Convulfions 
in Children, and accounted good in 
all nervous Diftempers. The fimple 
Syrup of the Shops is the moft they 
are employ’d in, 

22, Rosarum Damasce- 
NARUM, OF Damask Rofes. The 
Flowers blow in May,and ‘¥une.. In 
this Clafs they obtain a place-as the 
Orange and Feffamy, being of much 
greater Efficacy in Medicine, by rea- 
fon of their Cathartic quality ; under 
which Divifion, they will be confi- 
der’d more at large. 

23. STHCHapdos, of Arabian 
Staechas, or French Lavender; dittin- 
guifhed by Ca/par Bauhine,. Purpu- 
rea, the Purple Cotton-Weed: But 
there is a Stechas Citrina angufifo- 
fia, taken notice of by the fame Au- 
thor, called alfo Elichryjom, five Sta- 
éhas Citrina anguftifalia 3. which 
grows plentifully upon the Rhine, 
and other fandy Soils. .[The Ara- 
bian, or Purple Stechas, is the 
Flower. of a beautiful Shrub, grow- 
ing three or four Foot high, and 
éloibed with long hairy. Leaves, Les 
than thofe of common Lavender 3 twa 
ata foint. The Stalks cre fquare, 
pare of Leaves to the tops, on which 
grow thick round fcaly Spikes,. or. pur- 
ple Heads. Both the Leaves and Flow- 
érs, or Heads, bave.an aromatic Fla- 
wour. It grows natural in the South 
of France, and in Spain. The Name, 
according to Diofcorides, came from 
ibe Stechades, or L/lands in the Me- 
diterranean, wear Marfeilles. With 
us it is planted in Gardens, and ¢a- 
JSily increajed s and with mederate feel- 
ter will endure the feveret Winters. 
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Lt flowers in June, -and its Heads 
foould be gather’d when they are firm 
and hard, which is. about the End of 
July. , The frefh Flowers of our: own 
growth, are to be preferred to thofe 
that come from abroad, which are fel- 
dom frefb: 


The Stechas Citrina is ¢ fbrubby - 


Plant that holds its Leaves all Win- 
ter. ‘The Flowers grow on the topss 
and are Clufters of fmall round fcaly 
Heads, of a beautiful foining yellow 
Colour s\ which they long retain, if 
well preferved. The Leaves and Flow- 
ers have a pleafant Scent, when rub- 
bed. It grows in fome Parts of France 
and Italy; is frequently planted in 
Gardens, and flowers in July and Au- 
guft: Tis accounted good for Obftruc- 
tions in the Liver and Spleen; tho 
Jeldom or never ufed in the Shops. But 
the. Arabian Steechas is cordial, ce- 
phalic, and firengthning tothe Nerves + 
as alfo, ufeful in Apoplexies, Convul- 
fions,, Poifons, and venomous Bites. } 
Many things were formerly made 
With it, now in neglect; and. the 
Flowers are little ufed at prefent, un- 
lefs in fome: of the Capital Medicines. 
They. are by all rank’d amongft the 
Cephalics 3 and fome afcribe to them 
the fame Virtue as to Hy/fop, which 
comes under another C/a/s, asa Pees 
toral. Schroder, and after him. Er- 
muller, prefer it to Hy/op upon that 
account, and will have it to be very 
efficacious for fuch Intentions; but 
our Phyficians prefcribe it not. , 


24. Linvia, of the Lime-Tree. \ 


The kind here meant is the Femina 
folio majore, the Female with a. lar- 
ger Leaf, of Ca/par Bawbine. They 
are univerfally recommended in Epi- 
lepfies, and all nervous Diftempers 3 
and upon that account make a part 
of the compound Piony-Water, Ray 
alfo afcribes. to them a Nephritic qua- 
lity 3 and fays. they help in fome Dif. © 
orders of the Womb. ‘They enter 
the 49. Paonia comp. and Spir. Las 
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a tard with broad Pods. 


—unlefs in the Venice Treacle. 


Of Nerv 
Semina, Seeds: 
25. Stnaptios, Mufard. This 
Plant is divided into Garden, and 
Wild Muftard. The’former is chief- 
ly ufed, and diftinguifhed by Fobn 
Baubine into the Sinapi filiqua lati- 


 ufeula glabra, femine rufo five vul- 


gari, the rough broad-podded Muf- 
tard, with a brown Seed; and the 
Sinapi- album, filiquad hirfutd femine 
albo, rough-podded Muttard with a 
white Seed. The former is moft 
ufed, and its Seeds make a very pun- 
gent deterfive Cephalic. ‘They are 
much more ufed in Sauce, than in 
Medicine: altho’ they are mighty 


_ efficacious in ftimulating the Fibres, 


and loofening and difcuffing Vifci- 
dities 3 and therefore excellent in all 
Paralytic Cafes, and the Decays and 
Defluxions attending Old Age. They 
are alfo very Diuretic, and fervice- 
able in Afhmas, as wellas Dropfies. 
-26. TuuasPios, of Treacle, 
or Mithridate-Muftard, as Mr. Ray 
calls it. Ca/par Bauhine diftinguifhes 
that which ought to be uled, by 
arvenfe filiguis latis, the Field Mut- 
The Seeds 
of this are feldom ufed in Medicine, 
Schro- 
der afcribes to them pretty much 
the fame Qualities as the former; 
but forbids them to Women with 
Child, becaufe’ he fays they will de- 
ftroy the Fatus, and occafion Abar- 
tion. vf 


Frudius, Fruits : 

27. ANACARDII, [—Orr} 
EnTaLis, or the Malacca Bean. 
It is a Seed growing a-top of a conical 
Fruit in the Eaft-Indies. Tis ix 
Shape and Colour like a Bird’s Heart 
aud covered with a tough Skin, in- 
cluding a fponzy Subftance full of a 
cauftic Oil; and underneath, enclofed 
in another Skin, lies the Kernel, which 
taftes like an Almond. It is faid to 


be hot and dry, and a Provocative ta 


ous Simples. 
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Venery. \Itis feldom tobe met with 
in England; the Mel Anacardium 
being long fince dropt in the College 
Difpenfatory. 

ANACARDIUM OCCEDEN- 
TaLE, the Weft-Indian Anacardi- 
um; called Cajous dy Cafp. Bauhine, 
and in Jamaica, the Cafhew Nut. 
It grows at the end of a Fruit like a 
fmall ripe Apples in Size and Figure 
refembling an Hare's Kidney. The 
outer Rind, which is tough and brown- 
ifh, contains a large proportion of a 
fiery cauftic Oil; and under that in 
a foft Shell, a white pleafant Kernel, 
which is eat in Jamaica, after the Nut 
has been roafted in the Embers to dif- 
charge its cauftic Oil. This Kernel 
is faid to have the fame Virtues asthe 
Eait-Indian fort. They are both fup- 
pofed to beat and dry, and to have ce- 
phalic Virtues: but they are both now 
rejetted by the modern Difpenfatories.} 

28. ALKERMES, of Alkermes. 
It is the Berry of the J/ex aculeata 
cocci glandifera, of Cafpar Bauhine, 
and the: I/ex: > coccigera .of Clufius, 
called Coccum infectorium by Matkio- 
lus,:and Coccus baphica by Diofcori- 
des, The Juice is wonderfully grate- 
ful to the Palate, anda fine Cordia/. 
The Confeéion in which it is the 
principal Ingredient, and to which 
it gives name, is not at all better, if 
fo good, as the clarify’d Juice alone. 
There is’a very fine Cordial Liquor; 
which takes its name from it, in 
Bates : fee Part UI. Of Compounds. 
This Juice, or rather the Confection 
made with it, is in great requeft a- 
mongft our Midwifes, for aflifting 
in Delivery. It is reckon’d likewife 
abringer out of the Meaffes and Sma/t- 
Pox. 

“29, Banruyt, Vanellos, or Ba- 
nilloes. ‘This is the Fruit of the 
Aracus Aromaticus, diftinguifhed by 
Mr. Ray, Volubilis filiquofa Mexica- 
na foliis Plantaginis: It comes from 
New Spain; and is chiefly mixed 
with Chocolate, to which it gives a

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Flavour agreeable to fome, but hurt- 
ful to many as a Perfume. | [They 
are dark-brown flat Pods, or Sheaths, 
jive or fix Inches long, and farce one 
Inch broad; wrinkled on the outhide, 
and full of numerous fmall black 
Grains, almoft as fine as Sand; ‘and 
Smelling like Balfam of Peru.) 

. 30. CERASORU M, Of Cherries. 


Luxury has prodigioufly multiply’d. 


and improved the kinds of thefe’ in 
our own Country. Many of the 
forts, and ‘particularly the Kentijfh 
Red Gherries, are a very wholefome 
Fruit, and grateful to the Stomach ; 
but the black only are ufed in Medi- 
cine. They are prefcribed in all 
Difeafes. of the Head and Nerves; 
and by fome are alfo accounted Div- 
retic, efpecially the Water diftill’d 
from them. 

31. Correa, the Coffee-Ber- 
ries. "They grow only. in Arabia 
Felix, whence they are tranfported 
thro’ all the Dominions of the Grand 
Seignior, and from Turkey brought 
into Europe. They are the Fruit of 
a kind of Jeflamy, with a Chefnut 
Leaf, and a white fweet Flower. 
Thefe are not employ’d in Medicine; 
yet they are fo much in every one’s 
way, (that is, the Liquor made of 
them) that it may be wortha Peér- 
fon’s while to know that they are 
very drying ; and: therefore in Dif- 
orders of the Head from Fumes, and 
too great Moiftures, very ferviceable 
by their abforbent Qualities. . This 
molt experience, who try them af 
ter a Debauch of Wine Or ftrong Li- 
quors. But in thin and dry Coniti- 
tutions they are very hurtful ; as they 
dry the Nerves too much, and are 
apt to make them tremble, as in Pal- 
fies: By the fame means likewife 
they promote Watching, by bracing 
the Fibres too tenfe for that Relaxa- 
tion which /is neceflary for Sleep. 
Altho’.in a cafe of extraordinary De- 
fluxion of Rheum from the Glands 
about the Head and Stomach,’ in a 
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cold Conftitution, which occafion’d 
a great hindrance to» the Perfon’s: 
fleeping, I once advis’d them ; and 
according to Expectation, they pro- 
cured Sleep, by abforbing the fu- 
perfluous and continually diftilling 
Rheum. So that the fame thing may 
have different Effects, according to: 
the Conftitution to be operated upon. 

32. CuBEs &, of Cubebs. They 
are {mall fpicy Grains, or Berries, 
like Pepper, brought chiefly ‘from: 
Fava in the Eaf-Indies, and pretty 
much of the like Virtue. It 4s 
much queftioned of what thefe are 
the Fruit. Some will have them to* 
be of the Pepper kind, and the Piper 
rotundum of Theophraftus ; others the 
Fruit of the Ru/eus; and others the 
Carpefium of Galen; but Ce/alpine 
affirms them to be the Fruit of the 
true Amomum. However it be, the 
Natives, it is. faid, will not export 
any of them till boil’d, to prevent 
their Culture. and Growth in other 
Countries. They are very warm, 
and fuppofed to ftrengthen the Me- 
mory ; which they cannot do, but 
by being very grateful to the Nerves. 
They are alfo reckon’d, as moft fuch 
Aromatics are, Provokers to Venery 3 
as they fill the Juices with many ac- 
tive, {pirituous, and titillating Par- 
ticles. | 

33. Nucrs MoscuatT aA, of 
Nutmegs, called: alfo Nux Aromatica 
— Myriftica, feu Unguentaria, by 
Mathiolus and Clufius: the latter dit 
tinguifhed them into Ma/e, whichare ~ 
the greater oblong fort; and Female, . 
which are the ‘{mall round ones. 
Cafpar Baubine defcribes them by: 
the Diftinétion of Nuci/fa, or Nux. 
Mofchata, fruétu rotundo. [This ‘is 
the Fruit of a Tree growing chiefly in 
Banda, ax Ffand of the Eaft-Indies ; 
and being about the bigne/s of a Pear-.- 
Tree, with fragrant Leaves like thofe 
of the Peach; but broader, and not 
ferrated on the Edges. It bears yel- 


laswifh five-leaved Flowers, fieceededs ~ © 
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by Fruit in foape and fize like fmall 
Peaches; with the external Covering 
foft and juicy, like that of a Wall- 
nut. And under this Ties the Mace, 
Jirmly adbering to the bard woody Shell 
that includes the Nutmeg. The beft 
are firm and_beavys and if pierced 
with .a Needle, emit an Oil.) This 
is a moft delicate Aromatic Fruit ; 
and enters into our Sauce as well as 
our Phyfic. It is a:great Comforter 
of the Head and Stomach 5 and like- 
wife a good Carminative, by its warm 
difcuffing Quality.. But it is to be 
ufed fparingly ; tor if in too large a 
quantity, it will fume up too much, 
and prove offenfive in the fame man- 
ner as Perfumes do to fome particu- 
lar Conftitutions. | Etmulier very 
much commends it, boild with Mo- 
therwort, in fome Affections of the 
Womb; and ufedias'a Bath. 

» 34. Piperis, of Pepper. Ma- 
thiolus, the Baubines, and other Bo- 
tanic Writers, defcribe a White Pep- 
pers but what we have of that Name 
is only the Black Pepper manufactur- 
ed, by, our induftrious Neighbours 
the Dutch. [It is done 69 putting 
full ripe Black Pepper in a Trench for 
two or three Days, till the outer Bark 
or black Skin rots off + and then wafb- 
ing it in Water to feparate the Bark, 
which floats a-tops and afterwards 
drying the Pepper with white Afbes, 
and winnowing it.) It comes from 
Malabar, Fava, Sunda, and other 
Parts of the Eaf-Indies. ‘There is 
alfo the Piper Indicum, called Capf- 
cum, and Guiney Pepper, which grows 
in large Pods, and is ufed by the 
Spaniards in their Sauces and Pic- 
kles; but Medicinal Prefcriptions 
take no notice of it. ‘This is much 
of the fame nature as Cubeds, but ra- 
ther hotter and drier. It enters there- 
fore not only intomany Compofitions 
as a Cephalic, but alfo into Cathar- 
tics, asa Corrector; it aflifting the 


~ Bowels the eafier to endure the Vel- 


lications of a purging Medicine. 
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Hoffman commends it in the Colic 3 
to be: drank whole ina little Brandy. 
And our Country People have got a 
Trick» of curing Agues with a large 
Dofe of the fame, taken juit before 
the Fit comes: but they require 
good athletic Conftitutions, who fub- 
mit to be fet on fire, to be cured of 
acontrary Extreme. It fometimes 
likewife will relieve the Youth-ach. 
The Long Pepper (ufed too in: Me- 
dicine, tho’ not by a great»deal fo 
much in Sauces as the other) is pret- 
ty much of the fame Virtues... [Te 
Black Pepper grows upon a Plant that 
climbs and twifts about its Support, 
and bears large, oval, foarp-pointed 
Leaves, «full of large: Nerves 3. and 
oppofite thereto grow long [pikes of 
monopetalous Flowers, cut into three 
parts, and fucceedcd by Bunches of the 
Grains of Pepper, round, of a dark 
browon Colour, with their outfide Bark 
wrinkled. 
~ Long Pepper grows upom a Plant 
that twifts and climbs like the Black + 
having large, oblong, . round-pointed 
Leaves; fet alternately on the Stalks + 
and oppofite to them grow monopeta- 
lous Flowers, divided into five Seg- 
ments, whith are fucceeded by the 
Fruit. It grows in Java, Malabar, 
and otber Parts of the Eatt-Indies. } 
35. Prmento: This is called 
by the common People A//-Spices 
and indeed it has in its Tafte and 
Flavour fomewhat refembling moft of 
the Spices. It comes to us chiefly 
from Jamaica, and is generally fold 
by the name of Famaica Pepper. It © 
is accounted a Species of the Caryo- 
phyllus Aromaticus, and-by fome en- 
titled Caryophyllus Aromaticus Ameri- 
canus, lauri acuminatis foliis, fruéiu 
orbiculari. We meet not with it in 
either antient or modern Di/pen/atory 
Compofitions,. unle{s in the laft Edi- 
tion of our Co//ege, But it is pretty 
much got into the Shops, as a Sue- 
cedaneum to tome Spices which are 
dearer; And fome have founda way 
to 
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to ufe nothing elfe in the 4gua Mira- 
éi/is, tho’ none of it is order’d; and 
it anfwers fo well, that if it be care- 
fully diftill’d, and the Spirit be good, 
it is hardly to be perceived from that 
which is genuine; and may perhaps 
not be inferior in its Medicinal Vir- 
tues. 


Baljamum, Balfam : 

36. Peruvianum, Balfam 
of Peru. This is produced from a 
Tree in the Wef-Indies. By boiling 
the Wood, the Balfam rifes to: the 
top, and is fcummed off for ufe. 
The beft is of a darkith red colour, 
and of an admirable Fragrancy. It 
heals, dries, and difcufies; .and is 
a great Strengthner and Warmer of 
the Nerves. Schroder commends it 
in Afthmas,Phthifics,Nephritic Pains, 
Obitruéctions of the Men/es, Weaknefs 
of the Stomach, and in the Faundices 
and fays alfo that it comforts the 
Womb, and promotes Conception. 
It is much ufed outwardly ; not on- 
ly in Wounds, but in Palfes, I/chia- 
dic and Rheumatic Pains. Some pre- 
‘tend to cure Intermitting Fevers, by 
rubbing the Backbone with it; and 
applying it in Plaifters to the Pit of 
the Stomach. 

37- Lavawnum, or Labdanum. 
This is a Balfam or Gum ouzing 
out of the Leaves of the Ciffus Tree, 
called Ledon, or Ladon, by Mathiolus, 
and Ciftus Ladanifera by Caj/par 
Baubine ; which is common in Cy- 
prus, and fome Parts of Arabia. 
Diofcorides faith, it is pull’d off from 
the Beards of Goats, who feeding 
upon thofe Leaves, the vifcous Juice, 
by degrees, gathers and hardens into 
little Lumps upon the Hair. M. 
- Yournefort, in his Voyage to the 
Levant, defcribes the Method of ga- 
thering this Gum in Candia. He 
fays, itis brufhed off the Leaves of 
the Shrub, in a calm Day, by a fort 
of Whip compofed of many Straps, 
to which it‘adheres; and after it is 
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feraped off the Straps, it is made into 
Cakes of different fizes. That which 
is brittle, of an Ath-colour, fweet- 
fcented, and cleareft from Drofs, is 
the beft. It warms, dries, ahd de- 
terges; but is moft ufed outwardly, 
and enters many of theP/aiffers which 
are accounted warm, emollient, and 
digeftive. ba! 


Lignum, Wood: - 

38. AGALLOCHY, called alfo 
Xyloaloes, Aloes-Wood. It isa'Tree 
in the Eaf-Indies, brought to us in 
{mall Bits, of a very fragrant Scenti 
The beft is accounted of a blackifh 
purple Colour, and fo light as to {wim 
upon Water. [But there is fearce any 
Juch to be found; for the true with 
us will fink in Water.) It is hot 
and drying, and efteemed a great 
Strengthner of the Nerves in gene- 
ral; but particularly. of the Head 
and Stomach. zg. Sala was a great 
Admirer of this Wood; and made 
an Extract from it with Spirit of 
Wine, which is wonderfully com-~ 
mended. [Jt alfa affords a very ex- 
traordinary chymical Oil, containing 


the full aromatic Virtues of the Wood.} 


39. AsPaALaT HI, or Rhodii, 
Rofe-wood. [This is a Wood, or rather 
perhaps a Root, that comes from the 
Canaries, of a yellowifh Colour, and 
hard woody Subftance, full of Knots.) 
It is accounted aftringent and dry- 
ing ; but tho’ much in, ufe amongit 
the Antients, ’tis almoft quite re- 
jected out of internal Medicines 
now. An Oil drawn from _ it, 
is of an admirable Scent, and very 
comfortable to the Head, where Per- 
fumes are not offenfive; for this may 
be reckon’d one of the principal. It 
is chiefly ufed in’ {centing Pomatumsy 
and Liniments. | 


Cortices, Barks : 
40. Macis, Mace. It comes | 
off from the Nutmeg, and is a kind 
of Bark or Covering. thereto. See 
Nv T-

Virtues, andufed both ‘in Cardiac.

1. WINTERANUS, Winter's 
Bark. Thisis'a warm aromatic Drug, 
which takes its Name from the Per- 
fon who firft brought the Europeans 
acquainted with it. It is accounted 
a Species of the Cinnamon, and there- 
fore called Camella alba, or the white 
Cinnamon. It is not much ufed in 
the Shop Compofitions, nor men- 
tioned by this Name, efpecially in 
any Di/penfatory-Writers. It has a 
Flavour not greatly unlike Lemron- 
Peel; is {ubtile and penetrating, foon 
fenfible to the Nerves, and there- 
fore claims a-place in this Rank; al- 
tho’, as many other Aromatics, it is 
frequently met with in Prefcription 
amongtt Axtifcorbutics : And certain- 


Ay with good reafon, becaufe the Sub- | 


tility of its Parts much affifts in at- 
tenuating the Vilcidities and grofs 
Concretions, which obftruét and e- 
rode the Capillaries and fmall Glands. 


Radices, Roots : 

42. .Acort, vel Calami Aro- 
fratici, Sweet Cane. ‘This is diftin- 
guifhed into Verus and Adultirinus : 
but the former is only an Officinal 
fort: And Schroder will have it to 
be different from the Calamus Aro- 
waticus, with which moft Writers 
confound it. [J+ is difingnifbed by 


its Leaves; being longer and narrower. 


than the Iris, or Flower-de-luce ; and 
having towards the top one or two like 
the reft, only fomezwbat narrower, 
thicker and rounder; near which rife 
fingle Juli, being feldom double, foap- 
ed like the Catkin of the Hafel, or 
like Long Pepper. The Root is thick, 
full of Foints, and grows tranfverfly 
in the Ground. It bas aftrong Jmell 
when green; but becomes more grate- 
ful and aromatic as it dries. It grows 
in many Rivulets and watry Places in 
England; dut what is ufed in the 
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Shops, chiefly comes from abroad: > Tt 
produces its Catkins-in July and Au- 
guit.] It is a {picy bitterifh Root, 
and an agreeable Ingredient both in 
Cephalic and Stomachic Compofitions: 
It is good likewife in Co/ics, and all 
Complaints arifing from Indigeftion, 
anda cold weak Stomach, ; 
[The Acorus Adulterinus, Baffard 
Acorus, or yellow Water-Flag, ‘is the 
Iris that grows common ‘in Ditches 
and watry Places, with Leaves: like 
the common Flower-de-luce. Its Roots 
are aftringent, and recommended to 
ftrengthen the Brain and Nerves; but 
it is feldom ufed |} aesidela ‘i 
43. Gavanc #, of Galangal. 
Tt isa {mall knotty Root. ‘This is 
diftinguifhed into’ the greater and lef- 
fer fort; the latter of which is pre- 
ferred. C/ufiys and fome others judge 
it to be a Species of the Iris; and 
others of the Acorys. And the leffer 
kind‘is by the modern Grecks called 
Cyperus Babylonita:’ "That which ts 
heavy, well-fcented, and of a red- 
difh Colour, is beft. It is much 
warmer than the Acorus, and is much 
efteemed in Flatulencies and Indigef- 
tions. It is ufed, with Succels, in 
all Indifpofitions either of the Head, 
Stomach, or Womb, arifing from 
Weaknefs of the Nerves. It is a 
very good Ingredient in Stomachic 
Bitters ; and in all Compofitions that 
anfwer the Intentions of a Cardiac 
or Cepbalic. 
44. GINSENG, calledalfo Niz- 
zig, 1s a Root brought from Fapan, 
and. by fome paffed for a Cephalic, 
and a Promoter of Venery; but mo- 
dern Praétice takes little notice of it. 
(See Philof: Tranfa&. N°. 337.] 
45. Pmwoni#, of Piony. ‘This 
Root, as well as the Flowers before- 
mentioned, is accounted a good Ce- 
phalic..'The good Women highly 
efteem Necklaces made’of it to hang 
about Childrens Necks, for Convul- 
fions, and difficult breeding of the 
Teeth. It is likewile aperient, and 
upon 
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upon that account reckon’d amongft 
Diuretics and. Detergents: As like- 
wife Alexipharmic ; upon which ac- 
count it had a place in the College 
Plague-Water. 

46.SaryRuit, fea Orchitis, Sa- 
tyrion. Diofcorides diftinguifhes be- 
tween thefe, and faith, the Satyrion 
hath a fingle Root, but the Orchis a 
double bulbous one. P/iny how- 
ever confounds them ; and our Coun- 
try-man Mr, Da/e ranks them under 
the fame Tribe. It paffes for a great 
Cordial and Refforative. And a- 
mongit all who have been influenc’d 
by Whimfies, it has been judg’d from 
its Signature to be a great Provoker 
to Venery. The Eleétuarium Diafa- 
tyrion, which isin many Difpenfa- 
tories, and which takes its Name 
from this Root, is certainly with 
- good Reafon commended for a great 
Strengthner; and it wonderfully 
warms and titillates the Nerves, 
whereby fuch Defires are excited: 
And on the like account in many 
Conftitutions may cure Barrennefs, 
and promote Conception. But as 
there are fome warm Aromatics in 
that Compofition befides, it is to be 
doubted whether they do not come 
in for the greater fhare in thefe Ef- 
fects. [There are two kinds of Sa- 
tyrium, the Male and the Female. 
The, Satyrium mas, or Orchis, morio 
mas, foliis maculatis; the greater 
male Fool-ftones of Cafp. Bauhine, 
which is the common Satyrion of the 
Shops, bas two oval Roots, as large 
as a {mall Olive; of a whitifb Co- 
four, and full of a flimy Fuice. Thefe 
Roots only are ufed; being efteemed 
provocative. The Female Satyrium, 
Orchis morio foemina, or female Fool- 
fiones, is a fomewhat fmaller Plant 
than the former, and without Spots 
on its Leaves; its [pike of Flowers be- 
ing aljo lefs, and not fo beautiful, 
and of a purple Colour. It grows in 
the fame Places as the former; but 
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lowers fomewbat later. It is alfo 
Juppofed to have the fame Virtues.) 

47. LEDOARI #, of Zedoary. 
This is diftinguifhed by.fome into - 
various kinds; but the long and 
round are the moft remarkable : tho’ 
Lobelius fays they differ only in Form. 
Mathiolus will have the Zedoary of 
Avicen to be'the Anthora of the 
Moderns; and Dodoneus takes the 
Officinal Zedoary for the Zerumbeth, 
or Zerumbet of Avicen and Serapion. 
The Antients had many Preparations 
and Compofitions of this Root, 
which are now quite rejected, It 
comes from Jzdia. The beft is white, 
fragrant, heavy, found, and of a 
{picy bitterifh T'afte; which brings 
it under the Clafs of Cephalics. But 
it is alfo reckon’d by many amongtt 
the A/exipharmics; for which reafon 
it comes to have a place in the Capi- 
tals; and it is faid even to prevent 
Infeétions, by holding it only in the . 
Mouth. By reafon of its agreeable 
Bitternefs, it is prefcribed likewife as 
a Stomachic; and for its fpicy Warmth 
it is recommended alfo in Col/ics and 
hyfferical Affections, and likewife for 
promoting the Men/es. 

48. ZINZIBERIS, Of Ginger. 
This is likewife an Indian Root, ge- 
nerally brought over dry, but fome-~ 
times in Preferve. [There are two 
Sorts, white and blacks but the white 
is heft; being the Root only dried and 
cleanfed ; whereas the other is the fame 
Jcalded and of a darker Colour, and 
more forivelled. It now comes chiefly 
from Jamaica and the Caribbee J- 
Jflands, tho it grows both in the Fatt 
and Welt-Indies.] It is very hot 
and penetrating, and therefore a 
great Warmer of the nervous Parts $ 
whence it rather enters into Com- 
pofitions of other Intentions than 
fuch as are merely Cephalic. [Thus. 
it ts found excellent in warming the 
Stomach, and keeping the Gout from 
that Part.] fees 
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THESE have a place among 
the Nervous Simples, by reafon the 
nervous Parts are frequently undet 
great Diforders from. Flatus’s, ot 
Wind pent up: And thetefore what 
diflipates and expels fuch Vapours 


~ mutt be reckon’d of great Service to 


thofe Parts, 

A great many feem to be Stran- 
gers to this ‘Term ; as it does not ap- 
pear to carry in it any. thing expref- 
five of the medicinal Efficacies of 
thofe Simples which pafs under its 
Denomination. This Term had 
certainly its Rife, as thus apply’d, 
when Medicine was too much in 
the hands of thofe Fuge/ert, who for 
want of a true Knowledge in their 


-Profeffion, brought Religion into 


their Patty; and what thro’ theit 
Ignorance they were not able to do 
by rational Prefcription, and the ufe 
of proper Medicines, they pretended 


-to effect by Invocation and their In- 


tereft with Heaven.» Which Cant 
being generally; for. the Surprize 
fake, couch’d in fome fhort Vertes; 
the Word Carmen, which fignifies a 

erfe, was made alfo to méan an 
Inchantment: Which as it wasave- 


ty good Cover for their Ignorance, 


as well as their Knavery; was fre- 
quently made ufe of to fatisfy the 


_ People of the Operation of a Medi- 


cine they could not account. for! 
And as thofe Medicines, now unde 
this Name, are of quick Efficacy 3 
and the Confequences thereof, ‘in 
many Inftances, very great and fur- 
prizing and the moft violent Pains, 
fometimes arifing from pent upWind, 
immediately ceafing upon its Difper- 


_ fion: For thefe Reafons, I fay, fuch 


Medicines as give Relief in this cafe, 


‘are more particularly termed Carmi: 


matives, as if they cured by Inchant- 


“ment; the Complaint removed by 


them being fo fudden, that the or= 
dinary Means of the Operation of a 
natural Caufe; are not eafily imagin’d 
to take place {fo -foon: 

But howfoever this Term came 
into the Profeffion, common ufe has 
fufficiently determin’d its ‘Meaning 3 
fo that every one underftands by it - 
fuch things as conduce to expél Wind, 
How they do fo, may be conteiv’d, 
when we confider that all the Parts 
of the Body are perfpirable. Saye- 
torius, in his Medicina Statica; dés 
terminés all we call Wind in the 
Bowels, to be fuch per/pirable Matter 
as makes its efcape thro? the Coats 
of the Stomach and Inteftines. Bea 
tween the feveral Membranes; likes 
wife, of the mufcular Parts may fuch 
Matter break out, and lodge for fome 
time. Now whatfoever will rarify 
and render fuch Collections: of Va- 
pours thinner; muft conduce to their 
utter Difcharge out of the Body ; 
and confequently remove thofe Uns 
eafineffes, which arifé from their De- 
tention. And as all thofe things in 
Medicine which pafs under this De- 
nomination, are warm, and confift 
of very light fubtile Parts, it is eafy 


to conceive how a mixture of fuch ~ 


Particles may agitate and rarify thofé 
Flatulencies, fo as to facilitate their 
Expulfion: and efpecially when we 
eonfider what a Help to promote 
this End thofe grateful Senfations 
may be, which fuch Medicines give 
to the Fibres; whieh eannot but in- 
vigorate their tonic Undulations fo 
much, that; by degrees, the obitruét- 
ed: Wind .is diflodg’d, and at lait 
quite expell’d. But if the Obftruc- 
tion is not great,,as it feldom is in 
the Bowels, by reafon of the large 
Vent both upwards and downwards, 
the Rarifaétion of the Wind upon 
taking fuch a Medicine is often fo 
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fudden, and likewife its Difcharge, 
that it goes off like the Explofion of 
Gun-powder. 

All the Things under this Clafs 
being warm and difcuflive, are much 
ufed in the Compofitions of Catbar- 
tics, of the rougher fort efpecially. 
For the Irritation occafion’d by thofe, 
would be fearce tolerable without the 
Mitigation of fuch grateful Ingredi- 
ents. Many likewife of this Sort- 


ment are in the Compodlitions of dif- 


cuflive Topics; asthey warm, rarify, 
and attenuate the obftruéted Hu- 
mous. 


Folia, Herbs: 

4g. ANGELICA, Angelica. 
There is of this—Sy/vefris, a wild 
Angelica, Which is al.6 divided into 
major and minor Montana; but the 
only kind ufed in Pharmacy is the 
Sativa, feu Coftus nigra of Cafpar 
Baubine, called allo by fome Ange- 
lica odorata, and Smyrnium. It flow- 
ers in ‘uly. This is a warm, fra- 
grant, aromatic Plant, in great efteem 
with many Authors. Schroder will 
have it to be a moft noble Cordiz/, 
Sudorific, and Vulnerarys and alfo to 
promote the Men/es, forward Deli- 
very, and ftrengthen the Womb: and 
that it is efficacious againit all manner 
of poifonous and peftilential Conta- 
gions. But at prefent it is regarded 
little otherwife than as a Carmina- 
tive; and therefore we give it a place 
in this Clafs. The College have a 
compound Water that takes its Name 
from it, in which are many Ingredi- 
ents of the fame Rank. 

50. CHAM MMEE I, Camomile. 
Of this there are various kinds; as, 
the Vulgare, Romanum, Fe tidum, and 
Inodoratum. ‘The two laft are not in 
ufe. The firft is made a Species of 
the Parthenium, or Mother-wort; 
and according to Ca/par Bawhine, is 
the Leucanthimum of Diofcorides : 
But Dodoneus diftinguifhes the Ro- 
manum by Leucanthinum odoratums 
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and Ca/par Bauhine by Chameme- 
lum nobile feu odoratus; and that is 
the fort referred to by the late Ca- 
talogue of the College. Fobn Bau- 
bine diftinguithes it by —Flore fimplici, 
in oppofition to the Flore multiplici, 
the Double Camomile ; which latter 
hath, of late, much obtain’d in the 
Shops thro’ mere Error: for the fin- 
gle Flower is much the ftrongeft and 
beft. It flowers in Fune and Fuly. 
It has the Carminative Virtues of the 
former, and is alfo accounted a good 
Anodyne, and excellent againft 
Cramps, and fuch like Spafms. Out- 
wardly it is a good Emollient and 
Ripener, in Catapla/ms. It is ufed 
with Succefs, likewife, againit the 
Tooth-ach, apply’d hot, in a Bag, to 
the Cheek. The Co/lege have given 
a compound Water of Camomile- 
Flowers in their late Di/pen/atory ; 
which is a moft excellent Compo- 
fition, as a Cardiac and a Carmina- 
tive.

Porcinum, termed Pucedanam; 
but thefe are little ufed in Pharmacy. 
The common Fennel flowers in Fune 
and Fuly. It has much the fame 
Qualities as the former two; but it 
is further faid to be Diuretic, and 
good again{t the Stone in the B/ad- 
der and Kidneys. {The common Fen- 
nel is generally planted in Gardens to 
be ready at band, but grows wild in 


many places towards the Sea-Coaft. 


The Leaves, Roots, and Seed are in 
ue; the Root being one of the five 


Opening Roots, and the Seed one of —

the greater Carminative Seeds. The 
Sweet Fennel grows not fo tall as the 
common, otherwife they are nearly 
alike, except in the Seed; which in 
the Sweet Fennel is onger and nar- 
rower, of a yellow Colour, and much 
Sweeter Tafte. The Seed is brought to 
us-from Germany, and accounted bet- 
ter than that.of the common Fennel. 
52. Levisrici, Lovage. This 
is the Ligu/ficum vulgare of Ca/par, 
and the ——— 2wleare foliis Apii of 
Fobn Bauhine. It is called Laferpi- 
tium by Gerbard; but the Laferpi- 
tium of Diofcorides, whence the Gam 
Lafer of the Antients, which is un- 
known to us, was produced, is of 
another kind. This howers in Ful. 
Befides its difctrflive and carminative 
Quality, this is likewife accounted a 
good Alexipharmic, Vulnerary, and 
Strengthner of the Stomach; and by 
its deterfive Virtues alfo to help a- 
gainft the Faundice, and Obftrutions 
of the Spleen. In Topics too it is a 
good Ripener. . 


Semina, Seeds: 

53. ANETHI, of Di//, deferib- 
ed by Ray, foliis in tenuiffima fegmen- 
fa Feniculi emula divifis, with 
Leaves finely divided like Fennel. 
It grows in Gardens, and flowers in 
Fuly. (This greatly refembles common 
Fennel, both in Stalk, Leaf, and Root; 
but feldom grows fo tall, or fo much 
branched. The Leaves and Seed are 
wjed; it is heating, drying, and Car- 
Minative. The Seed is accounted a 
Specific in the Hiccup and Vomiting. 
There is an Oil of Dill ordered in the 
College Difpenfatory ] 

54. Antst, of Anife. The OF- 
ficinal kind hath little other Dittinc- 
tion than that of Ayifum Herbariis, 
by Ca/par Baubine. There is. an 
Indian Anife defcribed from many 
Botanic Writers, by Dale; but it is 
little, if at all, ufed in our prefent 
Pharmacy. ‘This is much cultivated 


in Malta, and thence chiefly brought 
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tous. [The common fort flowers and 
feeds in July; the Root dying ever 
Year, after it has given the Seed. it 
is cultivated in Germanys byt the 
beft Seed, which is the Smaller fort, 
comes from Spain. The Seéd only is 
ufeds being one of the four greater 
hot Seeds. ] 

55. Carus, of Caraway. This 
hath very few Diftinctions of note. 
Gerbard defcribes it by the name of 
Careum  Fohn Baubine, by that of 
Cares; but Ca/par Baubine, by Cx- 
minum Pratenfe, Meadow. Cummin3 
which is the Caraway: of the Shops. 
It grows in Meadows and Pafture 
Grounds, and flowers in Fune. [The 
greatef part of the Seed ufed comes 
from Germany. It is one of the ereai- 
cr hot Seeds: °J7s Stomachic, Car- 
minative, and good ix the Colic.} 

56. CORTAND Ray of Coriander, 
This hath fome Dittinétions; but 
the —- Vulgare of Parkinfon, and Me- 
j4s of Ca/par Baubine, is the Offici- 
nal kind. Itis found in the Fields, 
and flowers in Fune. [The Plant, 
whilf green, has ananfeous difagree- 
able Scent, like Bugs but the Sced, 
when dry, fmells very gratefully. The 
Seed is ripe in July and Augutt. Ut 
is firengthning to the Stomach, and 
Carminative; and for that Reafon 
Srequently ufed along with purging 
Medicines.] 

57- Cumint, of Cummin. The. 
——- Fulgare of Parkinfon, the 
~——— Semine longiore of Ca/p. Bau- 
hine, and the Sativum of Fohn Bau- 
bine, is the Officinal kind. [Jt is 
one of the four greater hot Seeds ; 
and gives name to the Emplaftrum & 
Cymino.}] It is much cultivated in 
the Ifland of Ma/?ta, and flowers in 
June. here isa Cuminum filiquo- 
Jum, and corniculum, the Podded and 
Wild Cummin, defcribed by Bota- 
nifts; but they are not ufed in Me- 
dicine. 

58.[DaucrCrerrcy, Dau. 
cus of Crete, on Cretenfis verus,

Candy Carrats, or true Daucus. The 
Seed is long, and flender at both ends, 
fwelling in the*middles of a pleafant 
Smell and foarp bot Tajte. It grows 
originally in Candy, and other places 
in the Levant. The Seed only is ufed 3 
being aperient, and good in Diforders 
of the Kidneys; as alfo to baften De- 


livery, and bring away the After-birth. 


It is likewife accounted a good Alexi- 
pharmic, and proper againfi the Bites 
of venomous Creatures; whence it 1s 
an Ingredient in Mithridate and Ve- 
nice Treacle. 

* Dave Sy. Ves TR#S; 
diftinguifbed noftras vulgaris; our 
Wild Carrot, or Birds-nef?. The Seed 
cohen ripe is rough; flatti/h, and hairy. 
It grows in Pafture Grounds, and fal- 
low Fields. Infufed in Ale "tis ac- 


counted a good Diuretic; and preven- 


tive of the Stone. °Tis alfo ufeful in 
uterine and byfteric Diforders.) 


9. Fornicunts, of Fennel. 


See the Plant before defcribed, in 
this Clafs amongft the Herbs. 

61.C arRDAMOMI, Cardamoms, 
are a Seed which Botanitts diftinguifh 
by different Names, according to 
their various kinds. The Cardamo- 
mum majus offic. which comes from 
Fava in India, is hardly ever met 
with in the Shops; but the Grains 
of Paradife are {ubflituted for “it. 
The —- Minus offic. of Bontius and 
Fobnfon, the Minus vulgare of Ger- 
hard and Parkinjon, the — fimpliciter 
in offic. dium of Ca/par Baubine, 
and — cum filiquis feu thecis longis 
&F brevibus of Fobu Bauhine; are the 
common Cardamoms, and are brought 


tous from Malabar, and other Parts —

WHAT wereduce under this 
Head, may perhaps be more properly 
ftiled Uterines ; for we fhall here in-

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of India. But the —» Maximum of 
Gerhard, the Melleguetta of Fobnfon, 
the Paradifi offic. of Ca/par Baubine, 
and Grana Paradifi of Parkinfon, are 
common Grains of Paradife. 

62. Lauri Bacca, of Bay- 
Berries. 'Thefe are the Fruit of an » 
aromatic oily-leav’d Tree, very com- 
monly known. The Laurus Alex- 
andrina, fruttu pediculo infidente of 
Ca/par Baubine, is the fame as the 
Hippoglofum : the Alexandrina 
fructu folio infidente, tho’ faid to be 
a Vulnerary and Diuretic, is not ufed 
in the modern Pharmacy ; nor is the 
Lauruftinus, or Wild Bay Tree now 
in any other efteem, than for Orna- 
ment in Gardens. 

Thefe all agree in their Carmina- 
tive Qualities, and are therefore fre- 
quently ufed in Compofitions of that 
Intention; as alfo in Glyfters and 


- difcutient Topics. The Anife-Seed was 


fo much in favour with He/mont, as 
to obtain the Name. from him of So- 
lamen Inteftinorum. ‘The Coriander, 
as they do not fo much abound with 
Oil as the other, are more drying, 
and therefore frequently ufed for that 
Intention. ‘The Cardamoms of both’ 
kinds are much hotter, and upon 
that account ftand frequently in Com- 
pofition with the Simples of the fore- 
going C/a/s; and are alfo accounted 
Provokers to Venery. The Cummin 
have a diicuflive Plaifter from their 
Name, in the College Di/penfatory. 

63. ANGEL1C A-Roots are like- 
wife very efficacious in this Inten- 
tion; efpecially thofe from Spain; 
which are wonderfully difcufive, and 
of a fragrant Odour.

but alfo fuch Simples as are account- 
ed ferviceable in meuffrual Obftruc- 
tions: For fuch Diforders bring on 
a great many Symptoms which are 
always reckon’d Hy/ferical 5» and con- 

fequently,

. fequently, the Means of removing 
them juitly come into this Clafs. 

All of this kind are very.remark- 
able for their ftrong Scent ; and have 
been by fome diftinguifhed into Odv- 
riferous and Fetid Medicines. But 
of the former, fuch as Musk, Amber- 
greaje, and the like, there are fo ex- 
tremely few Conftitutions with which 
they will agree, that we have refufed 
mott of them a place here ; and rank’d 
them in the firft C/a/s of this Section. 

Diforders of the Womd, all which 
come under the Name of Ay/erical 
Affections, axife from too titillating 
or from too uneafy Senfations. The 
former proceed from that Irritation 
of the Nerves, which the Make and 


Secretion of thofe Parts have natu-. 


rally fubje&ted them to: This in fome 
fort of Conftitutions arifes to that 
degree, as to draw the whole Syftem 
into diforder, and occafion a furpriz- 
ing Variety of Symptoms, as feveral 
forts of Convulfions, and f{pecies of 
_Madnefs ; which therefore are by 
fome termed Fyrores Uterini. Now 
thefe Diforders feem to be moft ef- 
fectually allay’d by fuch things as are, 
in a manner, the Reverfe of Cordi- 
als; and both in Sme// and Jaffe ve- 
ry offenfive and difagreeable. And 
they feem to anfwer this End, by 
fuffocating, as it were, the Spirits, 
and damping their inordinate Sallies ; 
fo that fuch Stimulation ceafes, and 
the Fibres return to their natural 
Tone and Motions. For, as what 
is grateful to the Senfes gives an in- 
expreflible Emotion to the fine ner- 
vous Filaments ; fo does what is fe- 
tid and difagreeable quite deitroy that 
Emotion, and deaden it. And as 
_ the former kind confifts chiefly of 
fine, fubtile, volatile Parts, by which, 
as was before explained, they are fit- 
ter to penetrate the Nerves ; fo thefe 
are generally of a- clammy vifcous 
- Contexture ; and therefore fitter to 
envelope and entangle that fubtile 
Juice ;. whereby its Motion is much 
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retarded, and confequently the Fibres 
render’d lefs {pringy. | 

In the latter Cafe, the Uneafinefs 
of the Burden in Geftation, and of- 
ten the Diforders of the Fetus itfelf, 
brings the Womb, and by degrees 
the whole nervous Syftem, into con- 
vulfive Diforders; which admit of 
little or nothing to be done by way 
of Medicine ; but are beft remedy’d 
by contributing to the Eafe, and 
Gratifications of all the Defires and 
Cravings of the Mother. But the 
wortt mifchief to thefe Parts, is from 
a Lodgment of fome difagreeable 
Matter upon their Glands, whereby 
they are frequently apt to grow can- 
cerous; or from an Obftruéction of 
the Difcharges,which at certain times 
Nature (that is, the Conftitution) re- 
quires to be made from thofe Parts, 
Inthe firft of thefe, all fuch things 
come to be deem’d Ay/erics, which 
by their deterfive Qualities open thofe 
Glands, and by degrees wear away 
the obftruéted Humours, In the 
latter are employ’d fuch as either 
give a greater force to the circulat- 
ing Blood, whereby it is enabled to 
break thro’ the Capi//aries ; or which 
fo attenuate it, as to fit it, upon that 
account, the eafier to ow throughs 
and make the Difcharge requir’d. 
And thus whatfoever in Medicine, 
either (imple or compound, contributes 
to any of thefe Ends, tho’ very dif- 
ferent in their Operations (as the o- 
riginal Caufe of the Diforder may 
differ) they all come. under this ge- 
neral Appellation of Hy/feri¢s or Ute- 


rines. E 


Folia, Herbs: 

64, ARTEMISIA, Mugwort, 
is diftinguifhed in Ca/par Baubine 
—~Vulgaris major, and called by Ger- 
hard, Mater Herbarum. tis much 
ufed in Complaints peculiar. to the 
Female Sex, both in inward and out- 
ward Applications. It is faid to be 
apening: and difcuffive ; to promote 
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the Menfes, Delivery, and to cleanfe 
the Womb of all Impurities. It is 
in greateft Efleem amongft Midwives 
and Nurles.. For in the Shops it is 
ufed in little elfe but the compound 
Syrup of the Co//ege, which has its 
Name from it. The Moxa, men- 
tioned by Sir Wi//iaim Temple, is the 
Produétion of this Plant in Chia, en- 
titled Artemifia Chinenfis, cujus Mol- 
lugo Moxa dicitur: and is by fome 
fuppofed to be the Y/xecuinpathi of 
Hernandez. 

65. ATRIPLICIS OLIDA, 
five Fetide, ftinking Orache, is a 
Species of the B/itum, or Wild O- 
rache, and diitinguifhed by Ray, B/i- 
tum fetidum, Vulvaria diftum. It 
grows about Dunghils, and flowers 
in Auguft; but is of very little ufe 
in the prefent Practice, tho’ of fome 
contfiderable repute for the fame Oc- 
cafions as the former.’ There isa Syrup 
only made of its Decoétion, or Juice. 

66. Basixuici, five Ocimi, 
Bafil. 'This is likewife an ill-fcented 


Plant; and is found in very few. 


Compofitions of Medicines, unlefs in 
the College compound Bryony-Water. 
It is reckon’d of the fame Efficacy as 
the former in cleanfing the Womb, 
and promoting the menffrual Di/- 
charges, 

67. BuepHtTuaumti, Ox-Eye. 
This Name is given to various Dif 
tinétions of Plants, rof the Chryfan- 
themum kind, or the Wild Camo- 
mile: Tho” Diofcorides defcribes a 
Buphthalmum nearer to the Fennel, 


called by fome the Corn-marygold. | 


But the Cotule falio of Bau- 
hine and Herman, is the kind re- 
ferred to by the laft Catalogue of our 
College; and:comes under this Clafs 
of Hyfferics; by the fame Right as 
other like fetid Plants: but it is hard- 
ly ever ufed. 

68. Carviacam, Motherwort. 
In the Catalogue of the Botanic Gar- 
den at Oxford, this is diftinguifhed 
by Marrubium Cardiaca didium 3 
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which makes it a Species of the 
Horehound. It grows in Gardens, 
and Places where Dung is Jaid ; and 
flowers in Fane and Fuly. It is {aid 
to be Cardiac, and good againft ma- 
ny hyfteric Diforders ; but it is now 
little ufed. 

69. Cy PER1, Cyprus. This is 
byBotanifts divided into feveral kinds, 
of which the Judian Spikenard is one: 
The moft confiderable of the other 
are the long and round ; and they are 
both recommended for Diforders of 
the Nerves, of many kinds; but nei- 
ther are much regarded in the prefent 
Practice. 

70: DicTaAMNICRETICI, 
Dittany of Candy. This is of little 
ufe likewife, but in the foremention- 
ed Intentions. ‘Tho’ as it pafs’d 
with fome alfo for an Alexipharmic, 
it has found a place in certain of the 
Capitals; and particularly the The- 
riaca Andromachi, and Mithridate. 
There is alfo a Di@ammnus albus, cal- 
led by fome Fraxinella, which is the 
Baftard Dittany 3 and hath much the 
fame Virtues attributed to it 5 but it 
is very little ufed. 

71. LuPint, Lupines; the Seed 
of a Plant diftinguifhed into Sativus 
and Sy/veffris; but the former only 
is what the prefent Catalogue of the 
College refers to; but tis not much 
uled, tho’ recommended for the fame 
Intentions as the reft of this Clafs, 

72. MATRICARIA, Feverferw, 
called alfo Parthenium. It flowers’ 
in June and Fuly. ‘This is near 
a-kin to the Alugwort; but much 
more fetid. It is of no ufe but as 
an Ingredient in the Bryomy-Waters 
tho” Schroder mentions it as effectual 
in al] uterine Complaints, particular- 
ly in Coldnefs and Impotency; and 
likewile fays, that it purges by C-° 
rine, and 1s therefore good in Drop- 
fiess that it refiits putrid Fevers; is 
good in the Stone, in Giddinefs, and 
Pains of the Gout, outwardly appli- 
ed, and rubbed upon the Part.

73. NEPET A, called alfo Men- 
tha Felina, five Cataria, by Gerhards 
Cat-mint. It flowers moft of the 
Summer Months. This Plant is of 
an offenfive Smell, and very little 
ufed, unlefs in the Bryony-Water 5 
which is a Compound of little elfe 
but what has this Quality. It has 
afcribed to it the fame Virtues pretty 
much as Mugwort and Orache. 

74. PuLecit, Penny-royal, dil- 
tinguifhed — Regale by Gerhard, 
and Latifolium by Ca/p. Bauhines in 
oppofition to the-— Anguftifo- 
lium, five Cervinum of Parkinfon 
and ‘ohn Baubine, which is the 
Hart Penny-royal. It flowers in Fuly 
and Augu/f?. It is a very warm Plant, 


of very fubtile and penetrating Parts, 


and is therefore aperitive, difcutient, 
and carminative; but its chief Vir- 
tues are abiterging all Impurities 
from the Womb, promoting the Men- 
rual Evacuations, and facilitating 
the Expulfion of the Fetus. It is 
alfo of known Efficacy in Pleurifies 
and the Jaundice; as indeed in all 
Diforders arifing from Obftructions. 
It is an excellent Peéfora/, and given 
with great fuccefs in Afhmas, and 
all Difficulties of Breathing. Some 
likewife commend its Application 
outwardly in Pains of the Head. 
For its many good Qualities, it has 
a place in feveral of the Shop Me- 
dicines now in ufe: And for the a- 
bundance of Oil which comes over 
with it, the Simple Water drawn 
from it is very efficacious for many 
of the forementioned Purpofes ; tho’ 
fomewhat inferior to a Decoétion, 
but not fo unpleafant. 
75.SaB1N &, Savin. This Plant 
is an Ever-green, and diftinguifhed 
~~ Vulgaris, or Sterilis, by Parkin- 
fon, Gerhard, and Fobu.Baubine, in 
oppofition to the Sabina Baccifera, 
folio Cypreffi, called allo Cedrus Bac- 
cifera, and Funiperus Alpina, from 
the Places it grows in, and the T'rees 


it is like, This is hot, attenuating, 
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and very detergent; and fo forcing 
upon the Womb, that it has got into 
the Praétice’ of ill Perfons to procure 
Abortion. It is a moft powerful 
Cleanfer, and therefore good in all 
Obitructions of the Vi/cera, where’ 
a Conttitution can bear its Efficacy. 
For the fame reafon it has obtain’d 
amongtt Surgeons, for cleanfing old 
foul Ulcers. In which cafes Para- 
celfus much commends it; as does 
allo Etmuller pronounce it very ef- 
feGtual in curing any runing Sores, 
mix’d with Hoey. It is likewife 
efteem’d of great fervice againit 
Worms; and its effential Oil, of 
which it affords good plenty, is fre- 
quently ufed for that purpofe, in out- 
ward Applications to the Belly. : 
76. Rut #, Rue. This is dif- 
tinguifhed into Horten/is major Lati- 
folia, which is the common Garden- 
Rue, and the — Sy/veffris, which is 
alfo called Harmel, and Harmela, 
Wild Rue: The Seeds of which laft 
fort, the Arabians report, will in-, 
toxicate like Opium; but the former. 
only is ufed in our Pharmacy: and 
it flowers in ‘fune. Schroder com- 
mends it as an Alexipbarmic and a 
Cephalic; fays it refilts all kinds of 
Poifons and Malignities, and is there~ 
fore to be ufed in Fevers ; and that it 
is good in all convulfive Cafes. It 
is replete with a fat vifcous Juice s 
and therefore yields little to any good 
purpofe in Dittillation, unlefs where 
firft digefled in a fpirituous Men. 
firuum. Hence its Simple Water in 
the Shops ser not contain the full. 
Virtues of the Plant; how much fo- 
ever valued by fome. It ought to 
be raifed with a fpirituous Liquor, 
or ufed in Conferves or, which is 
beit of all, eat alone, frefh gather’d, 
as many do with Bread and Butter, 
It is of excellent fervice in all ner- 
vous Cafes; and particularly in fuch 
as arife from the Womb; as it deter- 
ges the Glands, and by its Vilcidity 
bridles thofe inordinate Motions

which frequently begin there, and 
affeét the whole Conftitution. 

77-SEmMina P#on1«#, Piony 
Seeds, are often ufed with this In- 
tention, and‘feem to owe their Vir- 
tues of this kind to the fame Tena- 
city and Difpofition of Parts, as mott 
of this Tribe do. . 

78. Asa. For riba, is avery 
ftinking Gum, drawn by Incifion 
from the La/er Tree in Libya and 
Syria, as moft think; tho’ fome will 
have it to be the Produétion of the 
Ferula kind. Bontius, with many 
others, diftinguifhes two forts of it; 

_and fome will have ita Benzoinum ; 
but thefe Conjectures are not of any 
great moment. [This Gum, accard- 
ing to’ Kempfer, 7x bis Ameenitates 
exoticz, Fa/e. WII. Obf. 5. is drawn 
from the Root of an umbelliferous 
Plant, called by the Perfians, Hin- 
gifch; which bas thick large Roots, 
with few Fibres; of a blackifo Colour 
without-fide, but very white withinzs 
full of a white fetid Fuice. The Plant 
grows on the Mountains of Heroat, iz 
the Province of Chorafan iz Perfia.] 

It is of known Efficacy in fome U- 
terine. Emotions: but. its extreme 
Offenfivenefs makes it’the lefs ufed ; 
no Form whatfoever being able to 
conceal it; however, with other 
Gums it is adminifter'd in Pills a- 
gaint Hy/fferic Fits. 

79. GaALBANUM, is a Gum 
brought from fome Parts of Syria, 
of a yellowifh Hue. The Tree which 
produces it is diftinguifhed by Ger- 
hard, Ferulago; and by Fobn Baubine, 
Ferula folio glauco, femine lato ob- 
Lingo, quibujdam Thapfia ferulacea. 
Our Druggif?s compliment the Apo- 
thecaries by felling it to them ready 
ftrained ; but moft that is fo manag- 
ed is to be fufpected of Adulteration ; 
as it is much inferior ‘in Strength 
and Smell to the genuine Gum, 
which is warm, emollient, refolving, 
and good in all hyiterical Affections ; 
but it is chiefly wfed Plaifter-wife to 
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which Pliny relates to 


_ prevent Infeétion. 


the Navel. It loofens the Belly, 
both inwardly and externally ufed. 
It is often met with amongit.extem- 
poraneous Prefcriptions in the prefent 
Praétice, but it enters very few Shop- 
Medicines 3 tho? it is in a {mall quan- 
tity in the Theriaca Andromachi, and 
Diafcordium. 
80. Myrrua, Myrrb. This 
is a refinous Gum, and comes from 
fome Parts of Arabia and Ethiopia. 
Fuchfius, with fome others, diftrufts 
the Officinal Myrrh to be genuine ; 
becaufe it anfwers not the Charac- 
ters given of it by Dio/corides: but 
Fobu Baubine and Parkinfon judge 
otherwife. ‘The Szaée. of the An- 
tients was a kind of liquid Myrrh, 
siade flowed 
from a Tree of its own accord; but 
Diofcorides affirms it to have been a 
Solution, and Expreflion of the true 
Myrth with Water: Which latter 
Opinion is alfo fupported by Cordus. 
That which is moft clear, brittle, 
light, and fragrant of Smell,- is beft. 
It is of great ufe in Medicine; info- 
much as to enter into Compolitions 
almoft of all Intentions. It is warm 
and bitterifh, and upon that account 
found helpful to the Stomach. It 
will frequently, by a prudent Admi- 
nitration, remove Ages. In ma- 
lignant and peftilential Fevers, it has 
always been reckon’d excellent ; and 
in times of the Plague, People carry 
it, and chew it in their Mouths, to 
It is of manifett 
Service in ripening the Small Pox; 
é{pecially that fort where the Puftu- 
les rife with a pellucid Humour. Its 
bitter Tafte makes it difficult to give: 
to Children in fuch Cafes; other- 
wile there is nothing more fafe and 
efficacious ; as likewife in abating that- 
Refllefnefs which arifes from tick- 


‘Ing Defluxions of Rheum: And by -

Our Surgeons ufe it now 
commonly in their Dreflings; and 
have it in great Efteem for keeping 
clean the Tendons and Periofteum, and 
many kinds of U/cers. It is alfoan 
excellent Dentifrice; and keeps the 
Gums from wafting and ftinking. 
But its moft celebrated Virtues, are 
what give it a place in this C/a/;, 
viz. being both a great C/eanfer and 
Strengthner of the Womb. It pro- 
motes the Men/es, and forwards De- 
Jivery; andis indeed good in all py- 
frerical Affections, adminifter’d either 
in Pills, “Bolus’s, or Tin&ures3 it 
not conveniently agreeing with any 
other Forms, 


Radices, Roots of, 

81. ARISTOLOCHIZ Lovn- 
c#, Long Birthwort. It is of a 
Jub-acrid aromatic 'Tafte, and by all 
accounted a C/eanfer of the Womb; 
both asa Provoker of the menftrual 
Difcharges, and a Forwarder of De- 
livery. It has afcribed to it alfo fome 
alexipharmic Qualities, and is there- 
fore in the Compofition of the The- 
riaca; and fome others of the fame 
, Tribe. *Tis reckon’d detergent ex- 

ternally, and /uppurative; for which 
reafon it has a place in the Styptic 
Plaifters, both of Cro//ius and Para- 
celfus. ‘Fobannes Faber made from 
this an Extraét and an Effence. 

8z. ARISTOLOCHI#£ Ro- 
TtuND &, Round Birthwort. It dif- 
fersnot from the former but in Shape, 
has the fame Virtues afcribed to it, 
and enters into the fame Compofi- 
tion as the former. This grows 
chiefly in France, as the former does 
in fome’ Parts of Italy. ‘There is 
alfo defcribed by Botanifts, a creep- 
ing Birthwort, titled Saracenica by 
Gerhard, and Clematitis vulgaris by 
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Fobn Baubine ; but this feldom comes 
into the Shops, or is ufed in Medi- 
cine. 

83. Bryronia, Bryony. The 
Root of this Plant is often mention’d 
as a powerful Purger, and chiefly of 
Water ; but it is now entirely out of 
fuch Intentions, and fcarce ufed in 
any Compofition but the 4g. Bryo- 
nie Comp. in which itis reckon’d to 
aflift, as a great Uterine Detergents 
and is therefore prefcribed in almoft 
all byfferical Complaints. It is ac- 
counted very penetrating ; and there- 
fore good in all grumous Collefions 
and Coagulations; fome will have it 
almoft infallible in arthritic Pains and 
Tumors, ordered in a Catapla/m: 
And Etmuller commends the Juice 
which ouzes into a Cavity made in 
a large green Root, as doing Won- 
ders in the Gout. 

84. Bertipvis Majoris, 
the greater, ot Ox-eye Daify, in dif 
tinétion from Bellis Minor, the lefler 
common Daify. The firft only is 
ufed in Medicine; and is ranked by 
fome Authors under this Intention. 
It is reckon’d a Vulnerary, and par- 
ticularly an Uterine. Helmont com- 
mends it in a Plewrify; and Men- 
dererus infufed it in Vinegar, and 
gave it in Fevers. 

85. CASSAMUNATIR, Cafz- 
munair. "This is made a Species of 
the Galangals, and by fome is called 
Ryfagron, and doubted whether it is 
not the Zerumbeth, or Zinziber ru- 
brum fylveftre, of the Commedine Sy/- 
labus. It comes to us from the Ea/- 
Indies, and flands recommended in: 
all nervous Affections. Some make 
it a Species of the Zedoary; and the 
prefent Practice takes notice of it as 
a good Stomachi¢,

has obtained a place in Medicine, 
more from a whimfical Philofophy, 
than any other account; and there- 
fore we find it appropriated to Dif- 
tempers of the Head chiefly; as, A- 
poplexies, Epilepfies, and the like. 
ft is an Ingredient in Riverius’s Pul- 
vis de Gutteta, but of little fervice. 
A Spirit indeed is made from it, and 
a volatile Salt, iv the fame manner 
as from Hart/born ; from which they 
differ fo little, as not to be diftin- 
guifhed even by the Operator. 

87. Moscuus, Musk. This 
is reckon’d to be the Contents of an 
Excrefcence growing out of the Belly 
of a Creature in Jvdia, not unlike a 
Goat. _ It is thought by fome to be 
excerned asa menffrual Blood, which 
‘it is not very much unlike; and that 
thofe Creatures, by rubbing againit 
Shrubs or other hard Bodies, break 
the Films or Cods it is collegted in, 
and fo leave it behind them. But 
the moft prevailing Opinion is, that 
it naturally fecretes into a proper 
Receptacle, and is. cut off, or taken 
out of the Creature when kill’d ; 
which feems confirm’d by the hairy 
Bags which our Merchants fhew it 
to be produced in; altho’ indeed 
fome have found the Art of coun- 
terfeiting thefe, and filling them with 
coagulated dry’d Blood, and a little 
mixture of the true Musk; But this 
Cheat may be difcover’d by burn- 
ing a little upon a hot Iron; the 
genuine all exhaling ; while the adul- 
terated fort will leave a good deal 
behind. It is reckon’d a great Cor- 
dial, and muft certainly be fo by its 
Fragrancy and Volatility, where it is 
not hurtful as a Perfume; which of- 
ten happens; but this, as well as 
Ambergreafe, has frequently been ex- 
perienc’d of fervice in many hyfteri- 
cal Complaints, both inwardly taken, 
and apply’d outwardly to the Nave/; 
wherefore we have given them both 
a place under this Divifion, 
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88. Strercus ANSERIS, 
Goofe-dung. ‘The Excrements of mott 
Birds are accounted hot, nitrous, and 
penetrating; tho’ they may fome- 
what vary, according to their diffe- 
rent Food; for this reafon they pafs 
for Inciders and Detergents, and are 
particularly reckon’d good in Dif- 
tempers of the Head: But they are 
now almoft quite laid afide in Prac- 
tice; not only as they are trouble- 
fome and naufeous, but as they were 
at firft introduced more from Fancy 
than good Reafon. 

89. StTERCcUus Pavonis, 
Peacock’s Dung. This is reckon’d a 
Specific in Epilepfies; and Dr. Pit- 
cairn, in his Elements of Phyfic, 
from Experience much commends 
its ufe ina Vertigo; which Diftem- 
per has. a great Affinity with the 
former. I cannot but here wifh that 
Work had received the finifhing 
Stroke from the Author’s own Hand 5 
for as there are fome things in it per- 
haps not altogether worthy fo great 
a Man; there are Multitudes of o- 
thers of real Advantage in the true 
Theory and Praétice of Medicine. 
But of the three Editions of that 
Work, I take the Exg/ifo Verfion 
to be preferable ; by reafon the Jraz- 
flator feems to have had the fight of 
better Manufcripts than the other 
Editors, 

90. Uneuta Aucrs, Elks 
Hoof. ‘This is alfo eiteemed of migh- 
ty. Efficacy in Diitempers of »the 
Head ; and is an Ingredient in the 
Pulvis de Gutteta of Riverius before- 
mention’d; but in little elfe. Na- 
turalifts tell us that the Creature it: 
felf firft gave to Mankind a Hint of 
its medicinal Virtues; for they fay, 
whenever it ails any thing in the 
Head, itJies in fuch a Pofture as to 
keep one of the tips of a Hoof in its ~ 
Ear; which after fome time effects a 
Cure. But this I leave to be credited, 
by thafe of more Faith than my felf. - 
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gt. CasTOREUM, Cafor. This 
is generally taken for the Beaver’s 
Tefticles; which is an amphibious 
Animal, not much unlike an Exgh/b 
- Otter? But this isa vulgar Error; 
for it is contained in a Glandule, 
whereof two grow in the hinder Parts 
of both the Male and Female Beaver. 
- It is brought from Hud/on’s Bay, 
New-England, and Ruffia: the latter 
is much the beft. ‘The Cods are 
much rounder than the other, and 
harder; and the inclofed Caffor is of 
a much redder Colour, anda more 
fragrant, volatile, and pungent Scent. 
This is of very extenfive ufe in Me- 
dicine, and enters into almoft all the 
nervine Compofitions of the Shops, 
as well as the extemporaneous Pre- 
{criptions of like Intentions. It is 
certainly a moft noble Drug, and of 
- great ufe in all Diftempers of the 
Head: And as many Diforders of: 
the Womb have their rife from fome' 
Diftemperature of the nervous Sy{- 
tem; fo inall fuch Cafes it is likewife 
of great fervice. In the height of 
Fevers, when the Nerves begin to 
be convulfed, it is very effectual not 
only to keep off a Delirium, but to 
forward 2 Diaphorefis, and bring the 
Diftemper to a Crifis. Etmuller, 
with fome others, will have it alfo 
to be good in the Mea/les and Smmall- 
Pox. The TinGure which is made 
of it, is an excellent Medicine; but 
what Chymiffs pretend to fell for a 
_ Spirit of Caffor, is good for little or 
nothing, as being too fat and tena- 
cious a Subftance, to rife over the 
Helm with any Men/truum whatlo- 
ever, tis therefore much the beft 
if given in Subitance, or Tinéiure ; 
wherein it will almoft entirely open 
» and diffolve. rf

gz. AMBRAGRISEA, Amber- 
greafe. WNaturalifts much differ a- 
bout the Production of this Simple s 
tho’ it is generally agreed to be a 
kind of Bitumen, generated in Rocks 
which are wafhed by the Sea, and 
thrown upon the Shore by the 
Waves. [But more lately it is found 
to be certain Matter bred in the Sper- 
ma Ceti Whale. See Philof. Tranf. 
N°. 387.] It is diftinguifhed into 
Grifea and Nigra; but the former 
only is in Efteem and Ufe, and is 
known to be genuine by its fragrant. 
Scent, when a hot Needle or Pin 
is thruft into it; and its melting like 
Fat of an uniform Confiftence : 
whereas the Counterfeit will not 
yield fuch a Smell, nor prove of 
fuch a fat Texture. We have not 
room here to enter into a Detail of 
Opinions, of but little moment to 
our prefent Defign: we fhall only 
obferve it to be much of the fame 
Medicinal ‘Virtues as Musk, (which 
fee above) to be ufed in the fame 
Intentions, and generally to enter 
into the fame Compofitions ; but. it 
is of a fomewhat weaker Scent. 

93. SuccinuM, Amber. This 
is a bituminous Juice or Refin, which 
from a Fl/gor grows hard and brit- 
tle; for that it once was in a State 
of Fluidity, is manifeft from the fe~ 
veral Parcels of it, which have in- 
clofed Straws and Infeéts of various 
kinds. The whiteft and moft tran{- 
parent is accounted beft. It is of 
no great ufe in Medicine per /es as. 
its ‘Texture feems too compact to 
open and yield to the natural Ela- 
borations of the Body; tho’ fome 
have a great Opinion of it as a Bal- 
famic, and give it in Gonorrbaea’s 
particularly : and it is alfo an Ingre- 

dient

dient in the Ga/coign’s Powder. But 
certain it is,.that what the Art of 
Pharmacy extorts from it is of won-- 
derful Efficacy, efpecially in nervous 
Cafes. The Sa/t of Amber is an in- 
comparable Medicine, as we {hall 
further fee hereafter;: and the O7/ 
likewife is very powerful in many 
Cafes, outwardly ufed. The Caput 
Mortuum, which remains after the 
Salt and Oj/ are gone over, is by 
fome singenious Perfons, who have 
been very inquifitive into this matter, 
conjectur’d to afford that Powder, 
-which has been fo induftrioufly 
quacked upon the World for a Spe- 
eific in Convulfions; and is fold un- 
der the Title of Dr. Morton’s Anti- 
Spalmodic Powder. 

94) CinnaBpar. Narrv. 
Native Cinnabar. ‘There is alfo in 
the Shops a factitious Cinzabar, 
which is the common Vermillion of 

-our Painters. The true Native is 
very heavy and of a beautiful red 
Colour. There .is certainly a great 
deal: of Quickfilver and Sulphur in 
its Compotition ; and Diofcorides will 
have it to be a Minium, by reafon a 
great deal of Quick/iloer may be ob- 
tamed from it, We have it chiefly 
from, Hungary, and fome. Parts of 
Germanys in which Countries Schre- 
der fays the very Peafants know how 
to draw the Quick/i/ver from it. ’Tis 
taken out of the Mines as it comes 
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tous. It is by all accounted a won- | 
derful Remedy in Episepfies ; and it 
was upon this {core a great Favourite 
with Crate, from whofe Name fome 
Authors call a\Powder made with it 
Pulvis Cratonis. It is very proba- 
ble that by its Subtility and Solidity 
together, it conduces in fuch Inten- 
tions3 as by thofe Properties it-is 
enabled to pafs thro’ the minuteft 
Paflages; and by its Momentum to 
break thro’ the little Obftruétions, 
which im. the Fibres and nervous 
Meanders are the occafion of fuch 
Diforders.. Some ufe it in Venereal 
Cafes; and undoubtedly with very 
good reafon. And in Foulnefs of 
the Skin, as in the /tch and Leprofies, 
there is not any one thing better. 
And this is further to be. faid in its 
Commendation ; that it is extreme- 
ly fafe; fo that it may be given in 
confiderable Dofes, without any dan- 
ger of thofe Ruffles which fometimes 
happen from Mercurials; as parti- 
cularly a Salivation, or any tendency 
thereto. ‘I’his is likewife by many — 
reckon’d good againft Worms; and 
with fome reafon; all Mercurials 
tending to deftroy them. It is alfo 
frequently in a Plaiffer with Frank- 
incenfe, and applied to the Stomach 
and Wriits, for 4ewes ; but with what 
Succefs I cannot determine; having 
been acquainted with few Inftances 
of its Trial. |

And thofe 
Particles muft be much more difpofed 
to do fo, whofe Adhefions are great- 
eft when once they come into Con- 
taét; fuch are thofe of the Bodies we 
call glutinous; and which eafily 
form themfelves into Jellies, and 
fuch like Confiftencies: For the Parts 
of fuch Bodies are very light, by rea- 


fon of the Over-proportion of their, 


Surfaces to their Solidities: where- 
by their Motions are both more lan- 
guid when in Circulation; and when 
once they ftop, their Cohelions will 


be fo much the ftronger with what- 
. foever they happen to fall into Con- 


tact. Medicines of this ‘Tribe are, 
therefore, of great fervice in Hectics 5 
where the {wift Motion of a thin 
fharp Blood wears away the Subitance 
of the Body, inftead of nourifhing it; 
for they not only .retard the inordi- 
nate Motion, but give fuch a Weight 
and Confiftence to the Juices, as fits 
them alfo for Nourifhment, 

There are likewife other Caufes, 
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which may weaken the Solids, by 
admitting. or occafioning them. ta 
relax too much. Whatfoever there- 
fore aéts as a Stimulus, and crifps and 
corrugates the Fibres into a more

110. Hormingi, Clary. ‘This 

is diftinguifhed inte—orten/z, which 
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is alfo called Sc/area, and Gallitré- 
chum fativoum by the Baubines, and 
— Sylvefire Lavendule folio, called , 
by John Bathine, Selclarea Hifpa- 
nica. It flowers in une and Fuly. 
It is of a pleafant Scent, and is 
much in efteem amongft the good 
Women for Weakneffes they are fub- 
ject to; and chiefly the Whites. The 
Shops have a Spirit under its name. 
which is drawn from an Infufion of 
the Herb in Spirit of Wine, and is © 
very pleafant, and a good Cordial. 
Etmuller will not have it give place 
even to Caffor, in hyfterical Affec- 
tions ; and affirms there is not a bet- 
ter Remedy in Colics: But itis not 
now prefcribed to fuch Purpofes. 
m1, Muscr PixlLdDAaTTY 
Cup-Mo/s. ‘This, with fome other 
Mofies of like kind, have been.migh- 
tily in vogue amongft the good Wo- 
men-for their Childrens Coughss 
but they have not obtained in offici- 
nal nor extemporaneous Prefcriptions. 
Dr. Willis is the beft Authority we 
have for their wonderful Virtues 3 
and he makes thein almoft infallible, 
in that which is commonly called 
the Chin-Cough. 
112, Puawtacinis,: Plan- 
tain, is diftinguifhed into Zatifolia, 
called feptinervia; and anguftifoliay 
or guzinquencrvia, fometimes denomi- 
nated Rib-wort. The Coronopis is a 
Species of it, but the firft fort only 
is ufed in Medicine. . "This flowers 
in May and Fune. It is reckon’d a 
great Cooler, and ftopper of Fluxes; 
particularly of Blood, whether from 
the Nofe, Mouth, or Uterus. It is 
likewife aécounted, as moft others of 
this Tribe, agreat Healer of frefh 
Wounds. Some have had _ftrange. 
Notions of its refifting Poifons; and 
Tackius tells us, That a Toad before. 
fhe engages with a Spider, will for- 
tify herfelf with fome of this Plants 
and that if the comies off wounded, 
fhe cures herfelf afterwards with it. 


$13. SCo- 
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113. SCOLOPENDRIT, Spleen- 
wort. This Plant does not flower: 
It is the fame as the A/plenium and 
Ceterach of the Shops, but is little 
ufed in Medicitie ; tho’ it is account- 
ed binding and ftrenghtning. For- 
merly it has pafs’d for a Detergents 
and been reckon’d fuch a Scourer of 
the Spleen (from whence it is fuppof- 
ed to come by the name of Sp/een- 
wort) that Diofcorides relates, by 
fteeping it in hot Vinegar, and drink- 
ing it forty Days together, it has 
wath’d away the whole Subitance of 
the Spleen. 


Flores, Flowers: 

114. Consotip#& May. 
Comfrey. This is the fame Plant as 
the Symphytum; and blows in May. 
The name Con/folida is alfo given to 
fome other Diftin€tions of Plants; 
as, — Media to the Bugle, — M:- 
nima to the common Daify, and — 
Saracenica, to a Species of the Gol- 
_ den-Rod, called Saracens Confound : 
But thefe are very little required in 
Pharmacy 3 tho’ the Flowers of the 
greater Comfrey are ufed in a few 
Shop-Compofitions. ‘They are ac- 
counted good in Seminal Weaknef- 
fes particularly. Etmuller oblerves 
them to be the only Ingredients of 
this Tribe, which very gently loofen 
the Belly. ,

“2 9ar.(Saco.. Thefe arevwery 
much of the fame Virtues. The 
five firft are too well known in our 
own Country, to need any Defcrip- 
tion; and the two latter are brought 
enough into the acquaintance of 
thofe who are luxuriant in things of 
this kind, to want no Explication of 
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their Virtues. [Sago is @ whbitifb- 
brown, Jpherical, granulated Sub- 
france, of the Size of Pearl-Barley ; 
having very little Smell or Tafte. Ii 
7s obtained from the inward Pith of a 
Species of the Palm-Tree, or Palma 
prunifera, or Bread-Tree. The man- 
ner of obtaining it fee in Dampier’s 
Voyage, Vol. I. It is accounted very 
nourifpine and reftorative, efpecially 
for People of weak Stomachs, or thofe 
in Confumptions, or fubje to Diar- 
thoea’s or Fluxes of any kind} They 
are all very nourifhing in Food. And 
tho’ the particular Management of 
fome of them in Diet, may give 
them a place rather amongft the De- 
tergents, efpecially the Oats; yet 
they are more likely to increafe than 
diminifh the Bulk of the Solids, and 
therefore are rang’d more properly 
under this Head. In Medicine they 
are little ufed;.unlefs in fome par- 
ticular Intentions they are prefcribed 
in Catapla/ms, and outward Applica- 


tions. 


Gummi, Gums: 4 
122. ARAB1C1, Arabic. This 
Gum is very common, but little is 
to be met with genuine: It is fuf: 
petted to be adulterated: with our 
common Plumb-Tree Gum. That is 
accounted beft which is in fmaller 
Pieces; and almoft of a white Co- 
Jour. It flows from the Acacia, or 
Egyptian Thorn. It very eafily dif- 
folves in any aqueous Liquor; and 
is good in all kinds of Fluxes, par- 
ticularly Catarrhs, by thickning and 
foftning the thin Humours. 

123, lcHTHYOCOLL A, f- 
fing-glafs.. Schroeder faysit is from a 
Fifh common in the Danube. It 
has no Bones but about the Head ; 
after *tis cut into fmall Pieces, they 
boil it in Water to a> thick Jelly; 
which is fpread abroad and dry’d, 
then roll’d up, and brought to us 
in the form we {fee it in the Shops. 
It is of a very glutinous quality, and —

confequently good in all Diforders 
which arife from too,thin and fharp 
a State of the Fluids. °Tis reckon’d 
_ very helpful in Female Weakneifes, 
and particularly the Whites; as alfo 
in all Defluxions and Hemorrhbages. 

125. OL1BaN1, Olibanum, cal- 
Jed alfo Thus Mafculum, or the Male 
Frankincenfe. . This is a Gum not 
greatly unlike Maffich, but not fo 
white or brittle. It is very glutinous, 
and confequently ftrengthning ; but 
partakes fo much of the Turpentine 
kind, as to be fomewhat detergent ; 
for we find it will make the Urine 
{mell, if taken inwardly in a confide- 
rable quantity. It is ufed in fome 
compound ftrengthning Plaifters; but 
not in any other Officinal Compofi- 
tions. 


126.Sancuis Draconis, 


Dragon’s-Blood. Itis the Weepings 
of a Tree which bears a Fruit not 
unlike a Cherry; the Skin of which 
pull’d off, they fay refembles a Dra- 
gon. It is called Draco arbor by 
Gerhard, Parkinfon, and the Baz- 
hines; Efquaninth, by Hernandez 3 
and in Commelinus’s Catalogue of the 
Amfperdam Garden, ’tis intitled, Pa/- 
ma prunifera foliis Yucce é qua fan- 
guis Draconis offic. ‘The Shops fhew 
two kinds of this Drug, which dif- 
fer only in Finenefs; the beft being 
wrapped up in Flags. Many are of 
opinion, that the prefent Officinal 
Dragon’s-Blood was the Cinnabar of 
Diofcorides ; and that. the Cinnabar 
of the Moderns was the Minium of 
the Antients. This Gum is likewife 
by fome thought to proceed from an 
Arundo, or Cane Plant; but the va- 
rious Opinions of Naturalifts here- 
upon, are not of moment enough to 
be recited here. It is. experienc’d 
to be of an agglutinating Quality ; 
and is prefcribed with fuccefs in moft 
Fluxes and Hemorrhages. Its prin- 
cipal Share in Compoiitions is in the 
Lucatellus’s Balfam, as fome make 
it, ’Tis efteemed a good Ingre- 
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dient likewife in Strengthning Plaif- 
hers. . 

127, TRAGACANTHI, Gum 
Dragant, or Tragacanth, is a Gum 
from the Goat’s-Thorn. That is beft, 
which is whiteft and lighteft. It ‘dif- 
folves eafily in any aqueous Mex- 
firuum 3 to which it will give the 
Confiftence of a Syrup, in the fmall 
Proportion of a Dramtoa Pint. It 
is {mooth and foftening, and there- 
fore good to obtund the Acrimony 
of any Humours; which makes it of 
fervice in fuch Coughs as proceed 
from Catarrhs and Defluxions of 
Rheum. It is alfo very ttrengthning 
in fome Seminal Weaknefles, and 
prevalent againft the Whites in Wo- 
men; efpecially if skilfully diffolved 
in rough Red Wine: in which form 
I have often known it given in thofe 
Cafes with good Succeis. 


Cortices, Barks of, 
128.Cass1@® LIGNE, Ca/- 
fia Bark, 'Thisisa Bark which by 
Infufion, or a little boiling, runs ve- 
ry much into Fe//y: and is of the 
fame Virtue with moft things of the 
like nature. The Tree from whence 
it is produced, is called Carella Mala- 
varica &§ Favanenfis, or Arbor Ca- 
nellifera Matabarica, whole Leaves 
are the Officinal Malabathrum. 'This 
Bark very much refembles Ciznamon 
in Appearance and Tate, infomuch 
as to entice fome to.ufe it in its ftead ; 
being much cheaper, tho’ not by far 
fo good. In Diftillation, the Water . 
drawn from it ftinks of an Empyreu- 
ma; and in the Compofition of an 
Ele@uary, it will make it fo flimy, as 
hardly.to be parted into Dofes for 
ufe. Galen took this and Cinnamon — 
‘to be both the Bark of the fame Tree; 
as many others likewife have done; 
but very unjuftly: For their Diffe- 
rence is too manifeft to want any Ar- 
guménts to refute fuch a Conjec- 
ture.

Roots of Comfrey. ‘Thefe are more 
efficacious in this Intention, than the 
Flowers above taken notice of. ‘They 
are fometimes made into a Conferve 
in the Shops ;' but fuch flimy or 
glutinous Bodies are very imprudent- 
ly work’d up into fuch Forms; be- 
caufe the Sugar in a little time de- 
ftroys that very Texture from whence 
* 
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their medicinal Virtues asife. This 
Root is very conveniently boil’d up 
into a Jelly ; and if it be alittle fweet- 
en’d, as it is ufed, is not at all amifs. 
It is very ftrengthning, and good 
againft all Fluxes whatfoever; but 
particularly Seminal Weakneffes : and 
where the Virulency is removd, it 
is excellent in old: G/eets; and to 
ftop the Whites in Women.

Folia, Herbs of, 

130. Bunras, isthe Napys dul- 
cis feu fatious of the Shops, as de- 
{eribed by Gerhard, and the Bax- 
hines: Its Seeds are blackith, of a 
biting Tafte, and enter into fome 
Officinal Compofitions. Schroder 
fays they dry, and are Enemies to 
Venery; but modern Praétice takes 
little notice of them. 

131. Grasti, Woad. Thisis 
cultivated.in many inland Countries, 
and is much ufed in Dying. ’Tis 
what the antient Britons ufed to paint 
themfelves with. It is not much 
ufed in Medicine, but accounted very 
aftringent, and effectual in flopping 
Hemorrhages. 

132. GNAPHALII, Cudweed, 
diftinguifhed Vulgare majus, 
and ——= Germanicum, by the Bau- 
ines; and Minus, five berba 
impia, by Gerhard. It grows in dry 
Places, and flowers in ‘Fune. It is 
drying and aftringent; and recom- 
mended in Dyfenteries, Hemorrha- 


ges, and all kinds of Fluxes; but the. 


modern Pharmacy makes little ufe 
of it. 

133. HerniarRia, Rapture- 
wort. It is intitled Herniaria glabra, 
in the Oxford Catalogue; and by 
Ca/p. Bauvine, Polygonum minus feu 
millegrana major. It flowers in 
Funeand Fuly. Schroder commends 


it in a Diabetes; fays it helps to dif-, 
folve the Stone, and abfterges the 


Mucus from the Stomach, and other 
Parts, where it is apt fometimes to 
colleét in too great quantities; and 
that it purges Choler, and is there- 
fore good in the Faundice. But its 
chief ufe isin P/aiffers and Ointments, 
to be apply’d outwardly againft Rup- 
tures; upon which account Hoellerius 
had it in great efteem. 

134. Mentua, Mint; diftin- 
guifhed Anguftifolia [picata by Ca/p. 
Bauhine: ‘There is alfo a Mentha 
Aquatica, Water-Mint, called Si/ym- 
brium ; anda Mentha Sylveftris, cal- 
led Menta/trum, Horfe-Mint; with 
a great many other kinds taken no- 
tice of by Botanifts, but not worth 
Enumeration here; becaufe thefe on- 
ly are referred to by modern Prefcrip- 
tions; and of fee chiefly the firft, 
which flowers in Fu/y. It is jultly 
efteemed a Strengthner of the Sto- 
mach, and is of great fervice in tak- 
ing off Naufeouinefs and Reachings 
to vomit; asalfo in ftopping Fluxes 
of the Belly. Its fragrant Scent 
makes it enter into many Compofi- 
tionsasa Cephalic. ‘There are feve- 
ral Medicines made of it in the 


Shops; but the Spirit, the Diftill'd 


Water, and the Syrup, (which is a 
Compound) are the principal. In. 
the foremention’d Cafes, it is ufed 
with good fuccefs in Fomentations, 
outwardly applied with hot Cloths 
to the Stomach and Belly. It is alfo 
in

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in the Compofition of fome Plaifters 
for the fame Purpofes. 

\ 135. MILLEFOLT?YI,. Yarrow, 
is diftinguifhed ——— Vulgare album, 
by Ca/par, and Stratiotes pen- 
natum terrefire, by Fohn Baubine. It 
flowers. in Fune. ‘This Plant is not 
much in ufes; yet Schroder highly 
extols it fora Dryer, and an Afrin- 
gent; and fays it relieves Haemorrha- 
ges, and Defluxions of all kinds ; 
whether of the Nofe, Womb, Bow- 
els, frefh Wounds, Spitting of Blood, 
Vomiting, Diabetes, &c. and com- 
mends its outward ufe in Ruptures, 
and all manner of Weakneffes. 

136.PimMPINELLA&, Burnet, 
or. Sanguiforba minor hirfuta FP le- 
vis of Cafp. Baubine. It grows on 
hilly Paftures ; and flowers in Fx/y 
and Auguff.. It is hot, drying, and 
aftringent; yet by the former Qua- 
lities it obtains a place alfo amongit 


the Detergents ; as it has a quick Pun-. 


gency on the Palate; fo that tis faid 
to open, attenuate, and promote 
Sweat; that it cleanfes the Liver, 
Kidneys, and Lungs; diffolves the 
Stone.; is good in Stranguries, 
and helps in Colics: that it is ex- 
cellent in the Lves Venerea; and an 
admirable antidote againft the Mer- 
curial Poifons: that it takes Freckles 


off the Face, eafes. the 'Tooth-ach, . 
_and ripens Swellings. 


But notwith- 
ftanding thefe wonderful Virtues a- 
feribed to it by Schroder, and fome 
others; it is almoft wore out of 
Practice, and now in. no great e- 
fleem, - 

137, Quzrecus, Oak The 
Tops or Buds are diftill’d, and the 
Water accounted a good Afringent 
and Strengthner; but very unjuttly, 
as we fhall further fee in the next 
Part, under the Divifion of Difill'd 
Waters. ‘They are of no other ufe 
in Medicine, that I know of, and 
are not in any of the Shop-Compo- 
fitions. ; 

138. SANICULA, Sanicle, cal- 


- 
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led alfo Diapentia, It, grows in | 
Woods and Hedges, and flowers in 
June, when it ought to be gather’d. 
It heats, dries, and aftringes. But 
we find itin Compofition chiefly a- 
mongft the Vulneraries, in. which 
Intention it is accounted a very good 


’ Ingredient. 


139. Urric az, Nettles. Thefe 
are diitinguifhed into — Urens vul- 
£aris, the common flinging Nettle, 
and —— Romana five mas cum glo- 
bulis. The —~ Mortua is the Lami- 
um, Which fee under that Word, 
They are placed under this Clafs, 
for their known Properties in ftop- 
ping Hemorrhages ; and particularly 
Spitting of Blood, and bloody U- 
rine; the Roots efpecially : yet they 
are commended in other Intentions, 
and are accounted Diuretics, and 
Breakers of the Stone in the Blad- 
der. They are faid to havea fingu- 
lar Property in removing the narco- 
ttc Impreflions of Hemlock and Hen- 
éane. Their ufe in Compofition is’ 
very little: The Seeds are oftenesk 
prefcribed. 


Flores, Flowers of, 

140. BALAUSTIOR UM, Ba- 
lauffines. They are the Flowers of 
the Malus Punica Sylvefiris major, 
the grearer Wild Pomegranate, as the 
Cytint axe of the Malus Punica fativa, 
the cultivated Pomegranate. They, 
are very rough upon the Palate, and 
much aftringing ; and are therefore 
ufed in many Compofitions of that 
Intention: ‘They are very fervice- 
able in Diarrb@a’s, and for fuch 
Cafes aré frequently ufed in flrength- 
ning G/yfeers.

141. 
RUM, Red Rofes. Thefe blow in 
May and Fune. ‘They are fufficient- 


Jy known to all Perfons.. .What are 
uied in the Shops, unlefs for the 


Diftll’d Water, and the Me/ Rofa- 


rum, are the Buds before they quite 
blow ; becaufe then they are much 
ri 2 rougher, 
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rougher, and more aftringent. The 
Conferve made of them is deferved- 
_ ly tn great efteem ; but the common 
Notion of its being the better for Age, 
is an Error: for their Aftringency, 
which arifes from the Solidity and 
Afperity of their component Parts, 
very much decays by long lying i 
the Sugar, which. meéllows and {of- 
tens them. ‘They are good in almoft 
all Diftempers of the Lungs; and 
particularly in Defluxions of Rheum, 
and Spitting of Blood. <A very 
-itrong ‘Tincture of them greatly helps 
the Efficacy of the Bark in inter- 
mitting Cafes; and is an excellent 
pleafant Julep. The Conferve is 
judged ufeful in Inflammations of 
the Eyes, applied outwardly : And 
the Leaves, iteep’d in’ Vinegar, are 
accounted good for the Head-ach, 
being apply’d to the Temples. 


Frufus, Fruits of, 

142. BarRBERI8, Barberries. 

The Tree, or Buth prodacing thete, 
was the Oxyacantha of the Antients, 
and particularly of Galen, who fre- 
quently mentions it under that name. 
They are fit to gather about Autumn 
and are of a delightful, cooling, a- 
ftringent Tafte. They are chiefly 
ufed in Conferve; they very agree- 
ably quench Thirlt, and fortify the 
Stomach ; and are good in Diar- 
rhea’s and Dyfenteries. 
143. CasTtTanesr, Chefnuts. 
The Tree producing thefe is fufli- 
ciently known. ‘They are account- 
ed aftringent, particularly the outer 
Skin ; but the prefent Practice takes 
no notice of them. 

144. Cy DONIORUM, Quin- 
ees, alfo called Mala Cotonea by Ger- 
hard, the Bauhines, and others. 
This is a very delicious Fruit, which 
ripens at the latter end of the Sum- 
mer. They are very rough and a- 
ftringent, eaten raw. They migh- 
tily cool and itrengthen the Stomach 3; 


remove Naufeoufnefs, and ftop Flux- 
es of the Belly. For thefe Purpofes: 


they are inuch in ufe, efpecially their 


Juice made intoa Syrup, which 1s » 
both very pleafant, and agreeably a- 
ftringing. The Juice will keep a 
whole Year very good, with Oil up- 
on it, in the manner that Wine is 
kept in Flasks: And it is much bet- 
ter to preferve it fo, and make the 
Syrup often; for all Aftringents rot 
or.-mellow by lying long in Compo- 
fition with Sugar; fo as to lofe ina 
great meafure their Efficacy. The 
compound Syrup of Mint is much the 
better for what it receives from this 
Juice. Etmuller, after his ufual way 
of talking, afcribes the Aftringency 
of this Fruit to an acid auftere Salt, 
with which it abounds.. Some of 
the Antients accounted it an antidote 
for fome particular poifonous Quali- 
ties in He//ebore. ‘The Seeds, bruis’d 
well with an aqueous Liquor, afford 
a good Mucilage, which is excellent 
in fome Sorenefles of the Mouth 5 
and anfwers likewife all the Inten- 
tions of the preceding Clals. 

1445. Cypress1 Nuces, 
Cypre/s Nuts. Thefe are little ufed 
in inward Compofition; but enter 
fome of the ftrengthning Plaifters, as 
they are accounted auitere, rough, 
and aftringent. 

146. GaLLa&, Galls. Thefe 
are the Production of the Quercus 
Gallam ferens, the Gall-Oak, which 
grows much in Hungary, and fome 
Parts of Italy. ‘They are a kind of 
excrementitious Tubercles, in which, 
according to the Opinion of fome, 
are hatch’d particular Infects. ‘They. 
likewife hold the fame Rank as the 
former, and are ufed in little elfe be- 
fides the Emplajirum ad Herniam. 
Their Ufe in trying the Steel-Water, 
is fufficiently known to all. Upon 
the fame Property it is, that they 
make fo neceflary an Ingredient in 
Writing-Ink, .'They are accounted 

effectual . 
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effectual in ftopping Hamorrhages ; 
and therefore Ink is put up the Nofe 
to ftop Bleeding. 

147. GLANDES, Acorns. Thele 
are pretty much of the fame kind 
and quality as the two former. Some 
will have them to be ftrong Carmi- 
natives, and grate them into warm 
Liquors; like Ginger, and other Spi- 

_ces, to expel Wind. 
(148. GRANATORUM, Pome- 
granates, called by many Botanifts 


the Malus Punica, or Carthaginian | 


Apple. Its different Parts are diffe- 
rently denominated, as the Flowers 
Cytini, and the Peel Ma/icorium. 
This is a delightful Fruit, not much 
_ differing in its Medicinal Virtues from 
Quinces. ‘The Juice is prefcribed 
in Weakneffes of the Stomach and 
Bowels; and removes Naufeoufnefs, 
. Vomitings, and Fluxes: it is rec- 
kon’d alfo a good Cooler in fome 
inflammatory. Fevers. Its ufe in the 
Shops is chiefly in the Syrup of Mint. 

149. Mespivrt, Medlars. Thefe 
are the Fruit of a Tree cultivated in 
fome Gardens, tho’ little ufed in 
Medicine; but in Diet they are a 
grateful Fruit, thq’ not eatable till 
rotten. ‘ 

150. Mort, Mulberries. Thefe 
are the Fruit of a well known Tree, 
and are grateful, cooling, and aftrin- 
gent. They are ufed only in a Syrzf, 
which is very pleafant, and makes a 
mighty good Gargari/m, with any 
fimple cooling Water; for which it 
is moft in ufe. 

151. Myrvi Bacca, Myr- 
tle-Berries. ‘Thefe are the Fruit of 
the common Jtalian Myrtle; and 
they are very rough and altringent. 
They are not much in Compofition 
for inward ufe; the Syrup is the 


_ chief; but they enter feveral of the 


~ ftrengthning Plaifters. ‘The Syrup 
is efteemed good againft Abortion ; 
and is ufed in Fluxes of all kinds. 
162, Myrriuut, Hurtle-ler- 
' gies. Thele are of different kinds; 
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but the Vitis Idea foliis oblongis ere- 
natis fructu nigricante of Cafpar, and 
Idea fruétu nigro of Fohu Baubine, 
is the fort referred to by. the new 
Catalogue of our Colleges which 
are called alfo Vaccinza, Black Whor- 
tles. ‘They grow in ftony Grounds, 
and are cooling and aftringent ; but 
little ufed in modern Pharmacy. 

1653, PRUNELLORUM SYL- 
vest. Sloes, ‘Thefe are the Fruit 
of a particular Thorn-Tree, which 
is the fame as the Acacia Germanica $ 
the infpiflated Juice whereof is fome- 
times fold for the true Egyptian Aca- 
cia. We have in the Shops a Con- 
ferve made with them; which with 
care is a very good one, For this 
purpofe they are to be gather’d be- 
fore they begin to wither and mel- 
low upon the Trees; for after they 
are froft-bit, as the Country People 
call it, and made fit for eating, they 
are not fo rough; and confequently 
not fo fuitable for this Intention in 
Medicine. 

154.RuspirIp2#1, Ra/p-berries, 
are the Fruit of a particular Bram- 
ble, differing not much from the 
Rubus vulgaris fru&u nigro,the Black- 
Berry; unlefs in Colour: and thefe 
are diftinguifhed by both: the Baz- 
hines, Ideus fpinofa frudtu rubro. 
Thele ripen about Fume. They are 
much like the Mu/berries for their 
Medicinal Virtues ; ‘but fomewhat 
rougher, and of a more fragrant Fla- 
vour. T’hey are ufed chiefly in a 
Syrup, which is likewife much pre- 
fcribed in Gargari/ms; and is rec- 
kon’d good againft Vomitings, and 
Loofenefs of the Belly. 

155. SorBI, Services: Are the 
Fruit of a Tree cultivated in the 
Gardens, and diitinguifhed Sorbus fa- 
tiva, vel legitima, in oppofition to 
the €retago, or Sorbus torminalis of 
Theophrafius and Pliny; chara€teriz+ 
ed by~> Apii folio fylveftris non fpi- 
noja, the Wild Service-Tree. Thefe 
are much of the fame kind as, Med» 
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Jars,,and as littl known in Medi- 
cine; tho’ as much valued in Diet 
for the fame Qualities. V, 

156. Pini Cont, Pine- Apples. 
The Tree producing thefe, is the 
Pinus fativa five domeftica of Ger- 
hard, diftinguifhed Offculis duris, 
foliis oblongis, by Fobu Baubine, in 
oppofition to the — Sylvefris feu 
vulgaris Genecenfis, the Mountain 
Pine, whence Turpentine, Frankin- 
cenfe, &¢. are procured; and the 
w= Varitima, a Sea-Pine, alfo taken 
‘notice of by Botanifts. ‘Thefe are 
not different in their Virtues from 
the Cypre/s Nuts; and about as much 
ufed in Compofition, for the fame 
Purpofes. 


Sucti infpiffati, Juices: 

157. Acacia, Thorn-Tree. 
There are three kinds of this men- 
tion’d by Botanic Writers; one is 
from the Prunus fylvefiris, or Aca- 
cia Germanica, which is the Sloe- 
Tree, or Black-Thorn : anether is 
from the Cytifus /pinofus, or Acacia 
trifolia, ‘Trefoil Acacia; but the lait 
and true fort fer medicinal Ufes, is 
from the Spina Egyptiaca, diftinguith- 
ed by Herman in his Catalogue of 
the Leyden Garden,—-feliis frorpoides 
Leguminofae, filiquis albis compreffis, 
dihmo interceptis, floribus luteis 3 
which is the Mirguith of Hermandex, 
the Egyptian Thorn. It is very au- 
flere and binding; and therefore 
powerful in all Fluxes. Upon what 
account it makes an Ingredient in 
the Theriaca, 1s not ealy to be guels’d; 
as bearing no refemblance, either in 
Smell or Taite, to any Ingredients of 
- that’Tribe. 

158. HypocistTipts, isthe 
infpiflated Juice of a Tree, or Shrub, 
called allo. Orobanche, the Holly- 
Rofe. It is divided into AMfa/e and 
Female, the tormer of which only is 
the Cifus -Hypociftidem ferens, and 
diftinguithed — Mas folio oblongo in- 
cano by Cap. Bathine. Dicfcorides, 


- Cortices, Barks of, 
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gives a very parti¢ular Deicription 
of this Shrub, tco long to infert 
here. ‘The Officinal Juice is black- 
ith, and fhines like the beft Spanifh 
Fuice of Liquorice. It is reckon’d 
more powerful in its aftringent Qua- 
lity than the foregoing. But it is 
ufed in few  officinal. Compofitions 3 
and never in extemporaneous Pre- 
{criptions. | 

159. BiruMENJUDAICUM, 
Fews-Pitch. Its nfe in Medicine 
hardly makes it worth inquiring into ; 


being found but in one or two Com- 


pofitions.of the Shops, and never 
order’d for any one Intention in 
common Praétice. See 4/phaltus.’ 


160. CINNAMOMI, Cinnamon, 
is the Bark of a Tree called Camella - 
Zeilaniaca by Cafpar Bauhines Lau- 
ris Zeilaniaca Baccis caliculatis Her- 
manni by Ray, and isthe Cuardo of 
Pifo. ‘Vhis, as was obferved before, 
under the Cafia Bark, was by the 
Antients confounded with that : but 
it is of a much more aromatic Fla- 
vour and ‘Taite, and is rough upon 
the Palate; whereas the other is 
guite flimy. This is not only an 
admirable Aftringent, and a great 
Strengthner of the Stomach and 
Bowels, but alfo.a good Cephatia 
There are no kind of Defluxions or — 
Weaknefles but what it is of fervice 
in. It affords an O7/ which will 
jink in Water, and is of great efteem} 
aud much prefcribed in extempora- 
neous Practice. But its Dearnefs 
fubjects it very much to Adultera- 
tion ; which is generally done with 
a mixture of Oil of Cloves or Clove- 
Bark; which are alfo fpecifically 
heavier than Water; for otherwife 
the Cheat would eafily be difcover’d. 
The beft way to know its Goodnefs, 
is by diluting it ; which may be done 
by dropping it upon Sugar, and then 
diffolving it in {mall Spirit. For be- 
fore it is fo manag’d, its extraordi- 
nary

nary Heat upon the Tongue will not 
fuffer one to difcern its true Tafte 3 
but when it is thus diluted, it eafily 
difcovers any foreign Mixture. [This 
Oil has of late been made genuine.in 
England, from the common Cinnamon 
of the. Shops; fo as far to exceed that 
ufually brought hither from Holland.] 

161. GRANATORUM, Pome- 
granates, called alfo Malicorium. 
This is reckon’d much more aitrin- 
gent than the Juice, already taken 
notice of. It is therefore much or- 
der’d in. Decoétions againft Gomer- 
rhea’s, and Fluxes ;,.and often in a- 
ftringent Glyfters; tho’ its Share :in 
the Shop-Compofitions is but little, 

162, Quercus, Oak. . This 
has not a place any where in the Dif- 
penfatories, that I know of; yet it is 
a powerful Afringent.. The chief 
medicinal Ufe it is put to, 1s in warm 
Baths, for fuch as are cut for the 
Stone; into which they are put ina 
proper Veffel, until the Wound heals. 
To which purpofe it is of general 
ufe among. Lithotomifis. From. its 
great Afringency, and its Affinity 
upon that account with the Peruvian 
Bark, fome imagine it will prevail 
againft Intermittents; but there do 
not appear any Inftances of Trial to 
fupport fuch a Conjecture. 

163. SuBE RIS, Cork-Tree. 
This hatha Place given it here, only 
in refpeét to the new Catalogue. of 
the Colleges tho’ it cannot be learn’d 
ever tochave been ufed for any me- 
dicinal Purpofe. 


Radices, Roots of, 

164. BistToRT#, Biffort, or 
Snakeweed, diftinguifhed—Major ru- 
gofioribus foliis, by Fohn, and — Ra- 
dice minus intorta, by Ca/par Bau- 
hine. This grows in feveral: Parts 
of England, in low Grounds. Its 
Root only is of ufe; and this is very 
altringent'; and therefore ufed againtt 
all kind of Fluxes. It is beft in De- 
goction, It is accounted good a- 
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gainft Vomiting, Spitting of Blood, 
and all Hemorrhages. It paffes with 
fome alfo for an Alexipharmic, and 
is reckon’d to promote Sweat; for 
which reafon it is, that we fometimes 
find it in Compofitions and Prefcrip- 
tionsof that Intention. 

165. ToORMENTILLA, Tor- 
mentil, diftinguifhed Vulgaris by 
Parkinfon, and Sylvgftris by Cajpar . 
Baubine. It grows in PaftureGrounds, 
and flowers in Fume. No part of 


this Plant is ufed in Medicine but the 


Root. Altho’ this is moft noted for 
its binding Qualities, yet it is rank’d 
amongtt the Alexipharmics likewile ; 
and is of great efteem in malignant 


‘Cafes, attended. with any Flux, either 


of the Bowels, or the. Womb ; all 
which it is reckon’d to,reltrain, Scbro- 
der {ays there, is not a better Vege- 


table grows than this, for all fuch 


Intentions. .It agrees mighty well 
with the White Drink, and changes 
its Colour to a very agreeable, reds 
and much increafes, its Efficacy in 
checking a Laofenefs in, the Meafles, 
Small Pox, or Fevers... ‘. 

166..OsMUNDZREGALIS, 


Ofmund Royal, .is a Species of the 


Fern, and diftinguifhed by Ca/par 
Bauhine, Filix florida, ramofa, non 
dentata 3. and by John Baubine— 
Floribus infignis,. It is to be met 
with in Marfhes. The Root is the 
only, part of it ufed in Medicine. 
Schroder reckons. it of a mix’d Tem- 
perament; and fays it deterges, and 
is fubaftringent. It is moft in efteem 
for reftraining the Wites in» Wa- 
men, and ftrengthning the Womb, 
Tt paffes with fome almoft for a Sfe- 
cife in the Rickets; but how it 
fhould do great Feats that way, does 
not appear from any of its fenfible 
Qualities. Some efteem it very pow- 
erful in difperfing bruifed Bloed, and 
taking away the Blacknefs that arifes 
therefrom : and Mynficht made it the 


_Bafis of a Catapla/m tor {uch Purpofes. 


But notwithitanding thefe many

Virtues, it grows out of ufe, and 
is now in very few Shop-Medicines ; 
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and hardly ever occurs in extempo- 
raneous Prefcriptions,

Ligna, Woods: 

167. Buxti, Box. There is 
little Diftin&tion made of this, but 
into the Arboreftens of Ca/par Bau- 
bine, and the Vulgaris of Parkinfons. 
nor is it much ufed in Medicine, al- 
tho’ a chymical Oil is direéted from 
it: and fome fay, boiled in Decoc- 
tions, it is as efficacious againft the 
Venereal Difeafe as Guaiacum. 

168. SANTALORUM omnium, 
all the Saunders. There are three 
forts in the Shops; the Citrine or 
Yellow, the White, and the Red; 
tho’ many think the two firlt to be 
of the fame Tree; the White being 
the cortical Part, and the Yellow 
the middle. Garcias fays indeed, 
that the Trees are both fo much alike, 
that none but the Inhabitants, that 
are very converfant with them, can 
diftinguifh them. The firft is rec- 
‘kon’d the beft, as it is moft aromatic; 
but the laft, viz. the red, moft a- 
firingent and drying. They are in 
many of the Shop-Medicines; and 
are fometimes ufed in Prefcription, 
amongft the Sweetners and Antifcor- 
butics, as they are called ; and are 
put into Diet-Drinks and medicated 
Ales. ‘They are warm and drying; 
and by that means take their place in 
this Clafs, 

*°168. BREsILury, Brajil- 
wows the Pfeudo-fantalum rubrum of 
Cafpar Baubine, and the Lignum ru- 
brum of Pifo. Jt hath alfo many o- 
ther Diftinétions amongit Botanifts ; 
but it is agreed on by all to be a Spe- 
cies of the Saunders, and poffeffed of 
the fame phyfical Virtues; tho’ it is 
feldom, if ever prefcribed. 

169. Exens, Ebohy. What was 
the Edony of the Antients, is not very 
certain; fome will have ‘it to be the 


Palm, others of the Guaiacum kind: 
and feveral Diftinétions are given it 
by Botanifts : but its ufe in Medicine 
is fo little, as to deferve no further 
notice of it. © 

170. Lentrsci, Maftic-Tree. 
Be/lonius, in his Obfervations, Lid. 2. 
c. 8. affirms this Plant’ to afford the 
Gum-Maftic no where but in the 
Ifland of Chios: but Schroder con- 


tradiés it, and fays that he had a 


Prefent of a large Piece of it very 
replete with that Gum, from his 
Kinfman Fohannes Glaferus, a skil- 
ful Apothecary, which he brought 
himfelf from a Mountain in Helve- 
tia. It is much of the fame Vir- 
tues as the Saunders, and -prefcribed 
in the like Cafes; but as it approach- 
eth fomewhat nearer to the Paden 
tine kind, it is rather more deter- 
gent, and paffes in fome meafare by 
Urine. 

171. Gua tact, Holy-qwood, or 
Pock-wood; ‘for it has many Names. 
This is the Wood of a ‘Free that 
grows very tall in the Wef-Indies. 
Some pretend there are many forts 
of it; but Mathiolus, in his Notes 
upon Diofcorides, is of the contrary 
Opinion, and afcribes the differences 
of Colour to its different Age and 
Maturity ; the oldeft looking of the 
darkeft Colour, and the young more 
light. Ca/par Bauhine diftinguithes 
two forts; the firit, —. Magna Ma- 
trice, and the other—= (ine Matrices 
and Hernandez calls the one Guaya- 
cam, and the other Hoaxacan : thot 
the Appellation of Lignum Sanétum 
is given in common to both. That 
which is heavieft is beft. It is very 
hot and drying; and therefore a great 
Promoter of infenfible Perfpiration, 
rather than Sweat.’ Upon-this ae 

count 
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count it is reckon’d a wonderful 


_ Sweetner, and Cleanfer of the Blood ; 


and therefore much prefcribed in cu- 
taneous Foulneffes of all kinds. By 
the fame hot penetrating Quality, it 
is likewife efteemed good in the 
Gout; by diffipating and infenfibly 
wafting the Humours thrown upon 
the Joints; as alfo in Dropfies and 
Catarrbs, by drying up and wafting 
the fuperfluous Humidities. But in 
Venereal Cafes it is faid to do won- 
ders ; upon which account it has ob- 
tained its Name of Packwood. Dr. 
Martin Lifter, in a Differtation, De 
Lue Venerea, lays great ftrefs upon 
it; and fets light by all that the Mder- 
cury can do without its help. Con- 
tinualeExperience does beyond con- 
tradition demonftrate its Ufefulnefs 
in all Depravations of the Conftitu- 
tion, which arife from too much 
Huniidity ; but how far it eradicates 
any particular Infeétion, I muft leave 
to Perfons of more penetration, and 


who are better turned to abftrufe 


ways of thinking. [To have its full 
Virtues by Decottion, it foould either 
be frefo, or very long boiled.) 

172, SASSAFRAS. Itis the 
Wood_of a very large Tree, which 


grows in Florida, Virginia, &c. It 


is of an aromatic Scent: fome com- 
pare it to Fennel. Fobn Baubine 
calls it Lignum Pavanum ; and Caf- 


par Baubine diftinguifhes it — ex Flo- 
rida ficulneo folio, from the Places it 


is brought from; and it is the 4z- 
hubia of Pifo. It is very drying and 
hot, tho’ not quite fo much as the 
Guaiacum. It is ufed in all the fame 
Intentions, and is much more met 
with in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 


‘tions, than in the Shop-Medicines ; 


tho’ the College, in their Di/penfa- 
tory, give us an Electuary of which 


_ this is the Bafis, and whence it has 


its Name. This is fomewhat come 
into fafhion in Families, by way of 
Tea; which the Shavings of it make 
agreeably enough; but. the Scandal 
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of its being good in Venereal Cafes, 
isa great detriment to its Credit; 
which prevents a great deal more 
good being done by it, than other- 
wife might bes for "tis certainly (in 
the Senfe we have explain’d the 
Term at the Head of this Section) 
an admirable Sweetner. Tho’ with 
fome indeed it does not well agree, 
at firft efpecially, and in a Morning ; 
as it affeéts the Head like fome Per- 
fumes, and occafions Pains, Drow- 
finefs, and Vapours but Ufe, and 
firft drinking it in Afternoons, will 
with moft Conftitutions wear of 
thefe Inconveniencies. 

173. The BarkofGuaracum, 
is fo much of the fame Virtue with 
the Wood, as to need no. particular 
account. They are given promifcu- 
oully in the fame Intentions. 

174. TheBarkof SassaFrras 
is alfo as agreeable to the Nature of 
its Wood, [but much fironger in Vir- 
fue. | sic 


Radices, Roots of, 

175, Cuin#, China. This 
Root comes from the Country whofe 
Name it bears; it is alfo brought 
from New Spain, and moft of it wé 
have now from Peru; which is the 
true Officinal fort; and diftinguifhed 
by Occidentalis, in oppofition to the 
former, called —— Orientalis; and 
Smilax afpera Chinenfis Lampatum 
diéta; as the latter is Smilax viticulis - 
afperis Virginiana, foliis anguftis, law 
vibus, multis auriculis preditas 
which is the Jupicanga Brafilienfsbus 
of Pifo, and Olilacatzan Pabuatea- _ 
nica of Hernandez. That is ac- 
counted beft which is white within, 
light and mealy. It is drying, and 


promotes Perfpiration ; for in many 


of thofe Inftances, where antient Au- 
thors {peak of thefe things being Dra- 
phoretic, they can be underftood only 
of infenfible Perfpiration; for the 
largeft Dofes will not procure jany” 
vifible Effect. It is reckon’d like- 

' wile 
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wile to be diftutient, aperient, and 
hepatic; but it is certainly good in 
all nervous Cafes which proceed from 
too much Humidity, and may de- 
ferve to be recommended, as it much 
is, in the Gout, and fome kinds of 
the Paley. It comes in for an Azti- 
venereal upon the fame foot as fome 
of the foremention’d Woods. Be- 
guinus, in his Tyrocinium Chymicum, 
is at the Pains to make an Effence 
of it; and the great Ve/a/ius wrote 
‘a Treatife concerning it. Bra/avolus 
-alfo fays a great deal concerning its 
Virtues in his Treatile de Morbo Gal- 
Sis WR 
176. SARSAPARILLA, Sar- 
fa, or Sarfaparil. ‘This comes from 
the Weft-Indies. Nicolaus Monardus 
Jays there are three forts; one from 
New Spain, which is very flender 
and pale; another from the Hondz- 
ras, which is of a darker Colour, and 
thicker; anda third from’ the Pro- 
vince of Qvito, near Guiaguil, which 
is the darkeft and thickeft of all. But 
notwithitanding thefe diftinétions, it 
ismuch quettion’d whether this dif- 
fers {pecifically from the preceding or 
ot; and Botanifts much confound 
hem by their Charatteriltics, Par- 
hinfon calls this, Smilax Afpera Pe- 
ruana; Ca/par Bauhine, Afpera Pe- 
ruviana, five Sarfaparilla; others, 
Viticulis Afperis Virginiana, folio he- 
deraceo, leni, Lara nobiliffima; and 
Sarfaparitla, Brafilienfibus lupicanga; 
by Hernandez intitled Mecapatli feu 
Zarca-parilia; tho’ the Roots vaftly 
differ in Figure and Bulk. That 
Sarfe is moft in efteem now, Which 
is whiteft within, and lighteft; but 
not fo dry as t6 run into Powder 
like what is rotten. Itis accounted 
abforbent, and a great Sweetner, and’ 
much in ufe with fome fora kind of 
Tea, which they conftantly make 
with it, and drink with or without 
Milk, like the common Yeas. Some 
much queftion whether there be real- 
ly any medicinal Virtues in this Root, 


‘pretend to determine. 


becaufe it difcovers little in Tafte, 
Smell, or Tinéture; and fufpect it 
to have got into efteem only as many 
other things have done of very little 
worth, by their bearing a good Price; 
and being brought a great way. There 
is a great deal of it in the Bal/amim 
Polychrefton of the London Difpenfa- 
tory 3 but to what. purpofé I cannot 
It is but in 
few of the’ Shop-Compofitions ; tho’ 
much found’ in extemporaneous Pre- 
{criptions ; and confequently a very 
good Commodity amongit Druggi/ts.

Clafs 1. 
177, Rasvra Cre; SBivings 


of Harifzorn. This is much more 
in efteem amongit Family. Doétreffes, 


‘than in the Shops; altho’ it is ufed 


there too upon many accounts; but 
what moft gives it a Title to this 
Place, is that Fel/y which it is eafily 
boiled into, in common Water, and 
is accounted very nourifhing and 
ftrengthning.” Thofe who make ita 
Trade to ra{p it for ufe, have learned 
the Art of ‘mixing Bone with it, to 
raife their-Profit ; infomuch that it is 
hard to buy any now in’the Shops 
that has not a Dafh of it;’and fome,. 


“ rather than turn away a low-priced . 


Cuftomer, are provided with the 
Shavings of nothing but Bone. ‘The 
fame Cheat is put upon us frequently 
in the burned Hartfhorn, with which 
they mix feveral forts of Bone. But 
as tor that which is the commonly 
fufpected Fraud, of drawing the Spi- 
rit from them before they are burnt, 
and fo divefting them of their better 
Part; they are not at all the worfe, 
were it fo: forif they are put frefh 
into the Pot-maker’s Kiln, where they 
are generally calcin’d, the Spirit 1s as 
much forced away, as in the Chy- 
mical Furnace. And all the difference 
is, that in the former Cafe it is difi-

pated into the Air, and quite loft ; 
and in the latter, it is preferved by 


a proper Receiver: for in: both Cafes 


the Horn is robbed of it ; and there-

178.Rasura Exports, Sha- 
dings of Ivory. ‘This is much of the 
fame nature as the. former, and boils 
in the fame manner intoa Fel/y; and 
they generally come into Compofi- 
tion together upon the fame ac- 
count. og Was 

179.Sancuis Hircr, Goats 
Biood. ‘This is in a few Compofi- 
tions under the fame Intention as the 
former; but it is not at all known in 
common Prefcription; and is deferv- 


edly almoft forgot.

180.OcuLtr1CANCRORUM, 
Crabs-Eyes. [Thefe are a ftony Con- 
cretion in the Head of the Craw-fifh, 
and not the Eye of the Creature.] 
They are much uied both in the 
Shop-Medicines, and extemporane- 


ous Prefcriptions ; as indeed are molt 


of the fame Tribe. They are not 
only accounted abforbent and drying, 
but alfo difcuffive, and good againit 
the Stone. 

181. CopLH©# Cancrorum, 
Crabs Claws. They are of the fame 
Virtue as the former, They have 
the greateft fhare in the Compofition 
now fo much in ufe, under the name 
of Gafcoign’s Powder ; and which in 
the Shops has the Title. from them 
of Pulvis? Chelis compofitus. What 
is ufed, is only fo far of the tip of 
the Claw as looks black; the reft is 
thrown away. . 

182. MaRGaRITA®, Pearls. 
Thefe are brought from feveral Parts, 
but the Orien:al are reckoned the 
beft ; and of them, thofe which come 


from Perfia. ‘They are not only the 


Produce of a particular Oy/er, called 
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, Concha Margaritifera; but of many 


other Offers, Mu/cles, and fach like: 
Shell-fifh.  P/izy will haye them to! 
be generated by 4 Dew; but Fo- 
hannes Faber contradiéts him, and’ 
alledges them to be only morbid Ex- 
crefcencies ; faying all Concha are le- 
prous; which Opinion is recéived 
by moft ;and that they have no other 
Qualities’ than’ the Shells in Whict : 
they are generated. They are very’ 
different ‘in’! Shape and Bulk. © The’ 
whitett and moft glittering are mof . 
in efteem: Some Authors afcribe 


wonderful Virtues to them 3 and fay, 


they are not only the greateft Cor- 
dials; but alfo’ powerful Alexiphar- 
mics, and Refifters of Poifon: But’ 
fo far as they are manifeflly abforbent,’ 
and Deftroyers of Acidities, we are 
juftifiable in ranking them in this 
Place.

. Clafs 1. 


183. Lapis H@#AmaTires, 
Blood-fione. ‘This is found. in many 
places in Germany, and in great 
plenty in Exg/and. It is very heavy, 
of a reddifh Zroz Colour, of which 
Metal it has a great deal in its Com- 
pofition; it being a true Jron Ore. 
It is cooling and aftringent ; and ge- 
nerally given in Subftance, after it is 
reduced into a fine Powder. It is rec- 
kon’d good in all Hzemorrhages ; 
and but little ufed in any other Cafes. - 
It is but rarely found in Compofi- 
tions. The Heliotropium alfo called 
Blood-/fone, and recommended for the 
fame Purpofes, feems very different ; 
and is of a dusky green, ftreaked 
with red Veins; and this latter fort 
only feems to have been the true 
Blood-ftone of the Antients; con: 
cerning which fuch ftrange things 
have been alledged. But the prefent 
Practice gives very little into thofg 
Opinions.

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184. ALUMEN, Alum, Some 

Authors mention feveral forts; but 
the Alumen Rupeum, or Roch Alum, 
is made of an A/um Mineral mix'd 
with Urine and Kali. . It is extreme- 
ly rough and ajftringent; as every 
one finds who taftesit. It is apt to 
provoke Vomiting, by. vellicating 
the Fibres of the Stomach very 
much; upon which account it is not 
much ufed inwardly ; and then not 
without fome {mooth aromatic In- 
gredients in Compofition with it. 
I had it from avery worthy Per- 
fon, that he had cured a great many 
poor People in the Country of 4- 
gues, With alarge Nutmeg, and its 
equal Weight ot Alum, powdered 
and divided into three Dofes, giving 
one every Morning fafting ; and that 
it never fail’d: But upon fome Tri- 
als I have been difappointed ; altho’ 
it has anfwer'd in many Inftances ; 
but moftly I have obferv’d in ftrong 
tough Conititutions : for it is offen- 
five to the Stomach at firft taking. 
The Rationale of this will fomewhat 
appear, when we come to confider 
the Operation of the Bark in like 
Cafes. This is likewife ufed out- 
wardly in fome aftringent Lotions. 
and enters into fome Compofitions 
as avery good Dentifrice, and a 
Preferyer of the Gums. .

takes notice of three forts, and others 
of more; but we know of none but 
the White; efpecially as ufed in 
Medicine. This is very aftringent, 
and ufed fometimes as fuch, tho’ yery 
imprudently in Goxorrbaa’s; and for 
“that purpoie there is a Compofition 
~in the Difpenfatory that bears the 
name of Pi/. de Creta. Its moft ex- 
perienc’d Virtue’ is in removing that 
Uneafinefs at the Stomach, which 
is commonly called the Heart-burn. 
Some commend it in drying of old 


Ulcers ; but that does not feem to be 
a very rational Practice. 

186. BoLus ARMENA, 4r- 
menian Bole. This is a natural Earth, 
and brought chiefly from Armenia, 
whence it takes its Name; tho’ it is 
often improperly exprefs’d in Exg/ifh, 
being vulgarly:called Bole Armoniac. 
Some conjecture that it has a fmall 
mixture of Iron in its Compofition. 
That which is of a palifh red, foft, 
and fattifh to the Palate, and ftrong- 
ly adheres to the Tongue, is the beft. 
It is very much adulterated in the 
Shops; or at leaft a great deal is 
brought there which is good for 
little. It is both a noble 4fringent, 
and a Vulnerary: and therefore with 
very good reafon, frequently found 
in the Shop-Medicines, and often: 
prefcribed for Diarrhaa’s, Dy/ente- 
ries, Haemorrhages, Catarrhs, and 
all kinds of Defluxions. It is like- 
wife much ufed outwardly in ftrength- 
ning Plaifters, and for Luxations of 


the Joints. 


187. Terra JAPONICA, 
Japan Earth. It is alfo called Ca- 
techu. ‘There are various Opinions 
concerning its Production; all of 
which feem to be enumerated by 
Wedelius in the 129th Odbfervation of. 
the zd Volume of the German Mi/-. 
cellanea Curisfa. The moft proba- 
ble one is, that itis not'a Mizera/, . 
but the in/piffated Fuice of a Fruit 
in the Ea/?- Indies, generally faid to 
be the Areca or Faufel of Gerhard, 
which is that Species of the Palm 
Ca/par Baubine diftinguifhes by Pal- 
ma cujus frudius feffilis Faufel dici- 
tur x and ts called Pynang by Bon- 
tius. Garcias and his Followers 
will have it to be from the Lycium 
Indicum, the Indian Thorn; but - 
Clufius, with, others, oppofe that 
Opinion. C/eyerus thinks it an Ex- 
tract from an Indian Acacia, not un- 
like the Tamarind 'Tree; and.Paulus 
Ammanus takes it to be a Compofi-

it are too many to infert here. © That 
it is an infpiffated Juice, and not 
an Earth, is manifeft from feveral 
Confiderations ; but from none more 
than its diffolving in Water, and paf- 
fing with it'thro’ a Filter, which an 
Earth will not do. By Fapan Earth, 
our Apothecaries commonly. under- 
ftand the plain Extract or Juice; and 
by Catechu, the fame. aromatized 
with Musk, Ambergreafe, and the 
like. It is of a dark purple Colour, 
very auftere upon the Palate, feems 
to melt, like the Bo/e, in the Mouth, 
and leaves fomewhat of a {weetifh 
Taite behind it. It is famous for 
- ftopping Fluxes of the Belly; and 1s 
good in Catarrhs. Upon which ac-

Thefe are very much 
alike in their Medicinal Virtues, and 
are ufed in the fame Intention of 
drying and aftringing s but they are 
neither fo good as the two former 5 
and therefore feldom to be met with 
in Prefcription.

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pait of it. For they are not reduci- 
ble into a Powder fit for ufe without 
long Levigation 3 (and if they are gi- 
ven coarfe, by the hardnefs and af- 
perities of their Angles they will be 
almoft’ as injurious to the Coats of 
the Stomach, as fo much Glafs) and 
in the grinding they will neceffarily 
wear off fo much even of the hard- 
eft Marble, as to increafe their weight 
fometimes to double the quantity : 
whereby the levigating Materials 
frequently make a confiderable part 
of the Medicine. And if it was 
not for this Inconvenience, it is not 
eafy to imagine what the:animal Di- 
geftion can draw out from fuch hard 
Bodies: And therefore their Virtues 
muft wholly depend upon the Fi- 
gures and Bulks of thofe Parts they 
are reduced to by Preparation; which 
is a thing fo uncertain and preca- 
rious, as a careful Perfon would not 
willingly truft to. ‘Thele feem tq 
have got a Place in Medicine, pret- 
ty much in the fame manner as 
Gold, and fome other things which 
are very dear, more to countenance 
an extravagant Price of a Compofi- 
tion, than to contribute any real 
Efficacy thereto. 

196. Corattium Rv- 
BRUM, Red Coral. There are al- 
fo Corals of other Colours ; bat this 
is chiefly ufed in the Shops. Some. 
Naturalifts tell us, it grows at the 
bottom of the Sea like a Plant or 
Shrub, and that it isnot fo hard as 
we have it, until it is gather’d and 
brought up into the Air. The 
brighter and higher the Colour, the 
better it isaccounted. Pliny {peaks 
of it as found only in the Indian 
Seas; but we have it now from ma- 
ny parts of the Mediterranean 3 and 
Naples is a great Market for it. This 
alfo, by its extraordinary hardnefs, 
carries along with it fome part of the 
levigating Stones. It is a very good 
Aftringent, and given with fuccefs 
in Diarrbea's, and Defluxions fe

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all kinds. It is likewifé accounted a 
great Sweetner, and therefore with 
good reafon prefcribed to correét the 
Acidities in the Stomachs of young 
Children: by which means it very 
probably. has obtain’d the Reputa- 


tion of being good. againit Fits ;_ 


and eafing the Pain in cutting the 
Teeth.. For the little Convulfions 
which Children are fo mighty fub- 
ject to, may have nothing elfe for 
their Caufe but thofe vellicating 
Juices in their Stomachs and Bow- 
els. There is a compound Syrup in 
the Shops, which has its name from 
this Drug; and is much efteemed 
in fome Female Weakneffes. Para- 
celfus {peaks of Amulets made of Co- 
ral, againft Inchantments, Fits, €Jr. 
but fuch Impofitions are now deferv- 
edly laugh’d out of the World. H¢e/- 
mont, and feveral others, have alfo 
given into the fame Delufions. Kir- 
cher, in his Mundus Subterraneus, is 
very copious in his Account of this 
Drug; and Granfius has wrote pro- 
fefledly de Coralliis. 

197. Larrs Lazuut.. This 
ismot much ufed in any form; and 
its medicinal Virtues do not feem 


rightly to be determin’d amongft 
Authors. Some look upon it as a 
Cathartie; and it will in many Cafes 
purge, and in others vomit; as A- 
{tringents fometimes accidentally do. 
It pafles with fome alfo for a Ce- 
phatic. a fl | 
198.L apis CanAMINARIS 

Calamine. 'This Foffil is found in 
many Places. Glauber conceited it 
to partake of the nature of Gold ; 
and Etmuller commends the ule of 
it, to concentrate, as he calls it, the 
acid Spirit of Minerals. It is ufled 
asa great Dryer, and Abforbent in 
outward Applications ; for it is {earce 
at all ufed inwardly. It is employ’d 
in Cerates and Plaiffers, as an In- 
carner and Cleanfer of Ulcers; as al- 
fo in Col/yriums againft Inflamma- 
tions of the Eyes. | 

199. Tutriz, Tutty. It flies 
off from Bra/s in the Furnace, as 
the Flakes of Jron do, when jut 
taken out of the Fire. It is ex- 
tremely hard, almoft as Glafs; arid 
lofes nothing in Levigation. ~ Its ufe 
is chiefly, as the former, in Lotions 
for inflamed Eyes; and little elfe, 
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Of Stomachics. ; 


T is not at all difficult to appre- 

hend the Operations of thofe 
things which come under this Deno- 
mination. All nervous Medicines 
indeed have fome Claim to this Di- 
vifion ; as whatfoever is good for the 
‘Nerves, cannot but be ferviceable to 
the Stomach ; both upon account of 
its being fuch a nervous Part, and 
as it has generally the firft Effects 
of fuch Medicines. But as for fu- 
perior Reafons they are diftributed 
under other Denominations, we fhall 
rank under this only fuch Simples 


as are either feldom ufed in other In- 
tentions, or hardly ever omitted in 
this. Thefe are fuch as, by a pe- 
culiar Warmth,’ give both a grate- 
ful Senfation, and a fuitable Tenfity 
to the fibrous Coats of the Stomach 3 
whereby the Senfe of Hunger is not 
orfly excited, but alfo the Stomach 
render’d more able to break and di- 
geft what is taken in to nourifh the 
Body. And as moft Bitters are of 
this Tribe, and alfo as by that Qua- 
lity they contribute frequently to the 
deitroying of Worms, we have vere

Roman Wormwood. ‘This is alfo cal- 
led Abfinthium Ponticum; Tenuifo- 
lium Ponticum Galeni, by Gerhard; 
Ponticum tenuifolium incanum, by 
Ca/par ; and ——~ vulgare folio infe- 
rius albo, by Fobn Baubine. It is 
cultivated in Gardens, and. flowers 
in Fu/y. It isnot by much {o bit- 
ter as the common Wormwood: but is 
a more grateful Stomachic. [That 
called, and ufed for Roman Worm- 
zvood in the Shops, is the Abfinthium 
tenuifolium. Seriphium, or common 
Sea-Waormwood, and differs confidera- 
bly from the Abfinthium tenuifolium 
Romanum, or Roman Wormwood, 
whith is of the nature of common 
Wormwood, but more grateful and 
milder 3 whereas the Sea-Wormtwood 
has a fomewhat Jaltifo Tafte, and is 
much lefs bitter than the other; on 


__ which account it feems to be chofe; tho’ 


the true Roman Wormwood is fuppofed 
to be much the better Medicine.| It 
aftringes, incides, difcuffes, prevents 
Putrefaétion, and carries off Cho/er 
by Urine; and therefore it is good in 
all Diforders of the Liver, and abates 


— Pain, and difcharges Wind from the 


Stomach and Bowels. Evrmu/ler fays, 
there is not a chronic Diitemper in 
which it is not ferviceable. A Con- 
ferve made of it is now much ufed in 
the Shops. And in extemporaneous 
Prefcriptions, for Weaknefs of the 
Stomach, Lofs of Appetite, and bad 
Digeftion, it is hardly ever omitted. 
201. AcANT HI, [Bear’s Breech, 
or Branca Urfina, Brank Urfin; and 
by Cafp. Bauhine — Sativus five mol- 
lis Virgilii ; the manured or foft A- 
canthus of Virgil. Its Leaves are of 
a foining dark green Colour, about 
twelve Inches long, and three or four 
broad; elegantly and deeply cut in fe- 
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veral Parts: which occafion'd the An- 
tients to take the Pattern of their Fo- 
liage-work about the Capitals of their 
Pillars from them. It is cultivated 
with us in England ; but grows native 
ia Italy, Spain, and the South Parts 
of France. Jt flowers in July and 
Augutt. The Herb-Women commonly, 
fell the Leaves of Bears-feet, Sphon- 
dylium, or Covw-parfnip, for this.J 
It is accounted warm and difcutient 5 
and hath been directed in Glyfters 
and Cataplafms, for thofe Intentions; 
but it is not efteemed enough in the 
prefent Praétice to be often ufed ; 
tho’ fome few lay great Strefs upon 
it, asa Stomachic, in difcufiing Fla- 
tulencies ; for which reafon it hatha 
place in this Clafs. 
z0oz.Carpur BENEDICT, 
Carduus, or Bleffed Thiftle, is the 
Acanthus Germanicus of Mathiolus 5 
the Cricus Sylveftris of Theophrafeuss 
and the Cxicus Syleeftris birfutior of 
Ca/par Bauhine. ‘The Catalogue to 
the new. Lozdon Di/penfatory hath al- 
fo. the dtragilis luteus of Ca/p 
Bauhine, which is the yellow Dif- - 
taff-Thiftle; but it is, not ufed in 
Medicine. ‘This Officinal fort fllow- 
ers in Fane and Fuly. Schroder ob- 
ferves {omewhat very odd of it, o7z. 
that if it be gather’d in the middle or 
beginning of Fume, it is very effica- 
cious in curing frefh Wounds ; but 
that it has no fuch Virtue if gather’d 
at any other time. A fron Decor. 
tion of this Herb will vomit, and is 
often ufed for that purpofe ; but in 
Compofition with other Stomachics,’ 
and drank not in too large quantities, 
it has no fuch effeét; and is a very 
good Ingredient. It is alfo account- 
ed Cardiac and Alexipharmic, and 
enters into many Compofitions of 
the Shops for thofe Intentions.’ Some 
have prefcribed it in the. Form of 
Syrup, Conferve, and the like; but 
fuch aré now quite out of ufe. It 
enters alfo into many Fomentations, 
asa good Difcutiert. ey 
| er 203. CE NY 
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203. Centaurizt Mriwno- 
Ris, the Lefér Centaurys diftin- 
guifhed — minus flore purpureo, by 

obn Baubine; and —minus rubrum 
in the Oxford Catalogue. It grows 
in dry Pafture Grounds, and flowers 
in Fuly and Augu/?. It is an excel- 
lent Bitter, and very ferviceable to 
the Stomach in all Compofitions of 
that kind; and is good by itfelf in 
Decoétion ; or Infufion, which is beft 
made in Wine, or {mall Gentian 
Water. It wonderfully difcuffes and 
abfterges vifcid Humours, apt to a- 
bound in the firft Paffages; the dif- 
charge of which it promotes by Stool 
and Urine; and in the Glands of the 
Extremities, and near the Surface, it 
attenuates fuch Humours, fo as to fit 
them for Perfpiration. It is alfo ve- 
ry good, as indeed all Bitters are, a- 
gaint Worms. Some extol it very 
much for its Alexipharmic Virtues ; 
and upon this account it may have 
had a place given it in the Theriaca, 

o’ in a {mall quantity. Ermu/ler 
commends it as a Febrifuge, efpecially 
in TYertians; and Rulandus affirms, 
that in his Practice he never met 
with any kind of Fever, which did 
not yield to its Efficacies; ifa Vo- 
mit had been before given. This is 
alfo much ufed in difcutient Fomen- 
tations. 

204. CoRALLINA. This is 
the Mrfcus Marinus, Sea-Mols, of 
Diofcorides; and, like the Mo/s of 
Trees, it grows upon the Rocks, on 
the Shells of Fifth, and on Cora/: 
the laft of which is reckon’d the bett. 
It is hardly ufed in any other In- 
tention in Medicine, than asa Ver- 
mifuge for which Purpofe "tis very 
much commended. 

205.SEMINASANTONICA, 
Worm-feed, ‘This is the Seed of a 
Wormwood brought chiefly from 4- 
‘exandria in Egypt, intitled, dbfin- 
thium Santonicum Alexandrinum, by 
Cafpar, and Lumbricorum Jemen vul- 


gare &F Mathioli, by John Baubine. 
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.They are hot, bitter, and drying ; 


and are prefcribed fcarce in any 
Cafe but againft Worms ; which Ex- 
perience fhews they are effectual in 


deftroying.

Thefe are much of the fame kind. 
The Fruits, of which the Peels are 
ufed in this Intention, are too well 
known to want any Defcription. 
They are very agreeable, bitter Aro- 
matics, which are always good to 
repair and itrengthen the Stomach. 
Thefe give alfo a very grateful Fla- 
vour to any Infufions or Tinétures, 
into whofe Compofitions they en- 
ter. 

209. Rapix GENTIANZ, 
Gentian Root; diftinguifhed by Ca/- 
par — major lutea, and by Fobn 
Bauhine — vulgaris major Ellebori- 
albi folio. No part of the Plant 
befides is ufed in Medicine; and the - 
Root, Schroder tells us, fhould be ta- 
ken up in Auguj? and September. It 
is extremely bitter; but leaves ra- 
ther an agreeable, than naufeous Guft 
behind. It defervedly ftands at the 
head of the Stomachic Clafs; as it 
wonderfully warms the Stomach, 
and excites the Appetite; and alfo 
as it enables it the better to digeft 
what it receives. The Subtility of 
its Parts makes it pafs alfo for a 
Difcutient and Aperient, In many 
Compofitions of thofe Intentions ; 
and likewife for an Alexipharmic, 
and a great Antidete again{ft many 
kinds of Poifons 3 as it wonderfully 
promotes both fenfib/e and injenfible 
Perfpiration. For killing and expel- 
ling Worms it is in the beft efteem : 
and in Chirurgery it not only goes 
for a Di/cutient in Fomentations, but 
is alfo ufed in fine Powder to L/ues, 
to promote their running; and as a

Tent, both to enlarge and cleanfe 
fome fiftulous Apertures. Some Au- 
thors extol this, beyond all Credibi- 
lity, for its Alexipharmic Qualities ; 
and rank it almoit with the Peru- 
vian Bark in Intermittents. And 
for this reafon undoubtedly we meet 
with it, not only in the Theriaca 
Andromachi, but in fome other Shop- 
Compofitions of the fame Intentions ; 
altho” it now ceafes to be prefcribed 
for fuch Purpofes in extemporaneous 
Practice. That it very much aflifts 
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in fome Compofitions for removing 
Agues, and fome kind of Intermit- 
tents, I have found by Experience 
i many Inftances; but it is not to 
be depended upon alone: and by its 
great Subtility and Heat, if Caution 
be not ufed, it will inflame in many 
Cafes, rather than abate the Symp- 
toms ; as we fhall further fee in the 
next Part. With this only, and the 
outer Rind of Orange-Peels, may be 
made a very good Bitter, in any pro- 
per Menftruum.

IV. 


Of Balfamics. 


HAT paffes under this De- 

nomination, has a great fhare 
in the Materia Medica. _But the 
Term is fo general and lax, that we 
have brought this Tribe into four 
Subdivifions. 

Under Balfamics feem to be com- 
prehended all that is meant by /oft- 
ning,-reftoring, healing, and cleanf- 
ing: to all which Intentions there 
feems this neceflary Requifite, in the 
Parts of all Bodies which are ufed 
therein, viz. That they be foft, 
yielding, adhefive; and by their 
Smallnefs have a ready Difpofition 
to Motion. It is not difficult to 


- forefee how many Ends are to be 


anfwer'd by a Medicine with all thefe 
Properties ; as likewife what a vaft 
Progrefs they muit take in many In- 
ftances, before saey can arrive at the 
intended Scene of Aétion. — 

For in thefe Intentions, the Seat 
of the Complaint is moft commonly 
in the Vifrera. Now it is certain, 
a Medicine cannot come at any of 
thefe, but by the common Convey- 
ance of the Blood: and how long 
from its being taken into the Sto- 
‘mach, it muit be before it can be 


prepared for, and goes its Circuit 

that way, every one knows, who is — 
but indifferently acquainted with the 
Animal Qeconomy. And therefore 
tho’ the Lungs are by their Situation 
fo near the Stomach, yet it mutt be © 
many Hours before a Medicine can 
arrive at them, after it is taken in b 

the Stomach; becaufe it muft walt 
the ufual Courfe into the Laéfea/s, 
thro” all the Meanders of the Me/ez- 
tery, and go up with the CAy/e into 
the Sudclavian Vein, and there fall 
into the Blood, before they can come 
near the Place it is intended for : 
and even then it has but the Chance. 
of coming thither, in fuch a quan- 


tity as bears a proportion to the 


whole which comes into the Blood, 
equal to that which the Pulmonary 
Artery bears to all the other Arte- 
ries, into which the Heart throws 
the Blood in every Pulfation. | 

But as to. any. particular Subdivi- 
fion of this general Term ; a Medi-_ 
cine given inwardly muft pafs thro’ 
confiderable Alterations before it can 
anfwer its End, even in the: Sto- 
mach and Bowels; and therefore no- 


thing of this kind can be depended 
I upon 
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upon ina fingle or few Dofes; but 
mutt be followed and repeated until 
the Animal Juices are fufficiently 
charged therewith to afford a conti- 
nual Supply, whether to any parti-

EMOLLIENTS are fuch 
things as fheathe and foften the Af- 
‘perity of the Humours, and relax 
and fupple the So/ids at the {fame 
time: It is very eafy to conceive 
how both thefe are brought about by 
the fame Medicine. 

By what means foever, whether 
in the Stomach or any other Parts, 
the Juices have obtain’d a Sharpnefs 
and Afperity, fo as to vellicate and 
render uneafy the Fibres and ner- 
vous Parts; which often happens; 
thofe things which are {mooth, foft, 
and yielding, cannot but wrap up 
their Points; and render them im- 
‘perceptible : whence they may gra- 
dually, by the proper Courfe of Cir- 
culation, be brought to fome conve- 
nient Emunétory, without doing any 
Injury by the way. Such Parts like- 
wife. draw the Fibres into Spa/ms, 
keep them too tenfe, and frequently 
thereby occafion Obftructions of the 
wort kind. In all fuch Cafes, E- 
mollients \ubricate and moiften the 
Fibres; fo as to relax them into their 
proper Dimenfions, whereupon fuch 
Diforders ceafe. | 


Folia, Herbs or Leaves of, 

210. AL THES, Marfomallows, 
called alfo Bifmalva, and Ibifcus. It 
grows on marfhy. Grounds,’ and 
flowers in Fuly and Auguf, This 
Plant affords a very foft mucilaginous 
Subftance in Decodfion ; which is 
“therefore good in all Complaints a- 
rifing from Acrimexy. Thus it 1s 
of great fervice in Dyfenteries ; where 
‘the Mucus of the Guts is abraded ; 
and in many kinds of Ce/ics. It alfo 


cular Part, or to the Whole. We 
fhall the better underftand the Ope- 
rations of thefe Medicines from pro- 
per Explanations under the feveral 
Branches we have divided them into. 


Of Emollients. 


greatly aflifts in Obftruétions of the 
Reins and Urinary Paffages, from 
fandy Concretions; by lubricating 
the Parts, and thereby making them 
yield better to the Paffage and Ex- 
pulfion of fuch Matter : tho’ E¢mud- 
Jer will have it, that this is good in 
fuch Cafes only by obtunding and 
deftroying the Acidities from which 
fuch Concretions arife; and derides 
the Notion of its lubricating the Paf- 
{ages ; but certainly with great Injuf- 
tice. It is likewife good in Stran- 
guries, and Heat of Urine: and with 
{ome Perfons is a great Secret in the 
Gonorrhea; infomuch that they pre- 
tend to make a Cure with it alone, 
if there be no great Aggravation of 
Symptoms. It is much ufed in 
Giyfters, and fometimes in maturat- 
ing Cataplajms. Mr. Ray mentions 
itas a Peforal; and it mutt certain- 
ly be of fervice in fome tickling De- 
fluxions, and eafe the Coughs thence 
arifing ; as alfo in Pleurifies. 

211. Beta, Beets. ‘Thefe are 
diftinguifhed into White, which 1s 
the Cicla offic. of Ca/p. Baubine, the 
Black, and Red. But they are very 
little ufed, unlefs in the Kitchen 
and chiefly the laft fort, which is © 
reckon’d cooling and emollient. 

212, BeTULA, the Birch-tree. 
This is commonly enough known ; 
a Wine being made of its Juice. 
Schroder fays it cools, cleanfes, and 
is good in all nephritic Ailments: 
but modern Practice takes no notice 
of it in any Intention. 

1213. Marva, Mallows; diftin- 
guifhed vulgaris flore majore, 
folio finitato, by Fobn Baubine. It

flowers in May, and continues {p to 
do moft part of the Summer. It is 
of the Nature of the former, but not 
reckon’d-quite fo good. It is ufed 
very little either in Shop-Compofi- 
tions, or extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tion; unlefs amongft the good Wo- 
men, with whom it is eftéemed for 
the Gripes in Children, and ufed 
frequently for that purpofe in their 
Food. ‘There 1s alfo a Malva arbo- 
rea, diftinguifhed Rofea folio 
Subrotundo, called the Holy-oak ; but 
itis not ufed in Medicine. 

214. Mercuriatutrs, Mer- 
cury3 called allo Bonus Henricus, and 
Tota Bona; diftinguifhed — Perennis 
Spinachiea facie, by the Oxford Syl- 
labus; and Lapathum unfuofum by 
Cafpar Baubine. This is a Species 
of the Bite; but there are various 
other kinds, not worth mentioning 
here, becaufe not ufed in Pharmacy. 
This flowers moft part of the Sum- 
mer. It very gently relaxes the 
Bowels, is foftening, and fomewhat 
deterfive, which makes it be pre- 
fcribed fometimes in the Faundice, 
and Obftruétions of the Vifcera. It 
is likewife, as the former, ufed by 
the Nurfes in Childrens Victuals, a- 
gain{t Coftivenefs and the Gripes. 
It is by feveral accounted a Cleanfer 
of the Womb ; being ufed outwardly, 
in the Form of a Pefary. And 
fome will have it good againft Ste- 
rility, both as a Prefervative and a 
Cure: But Etmuller rejects fuch a 
Notion, as groundlefs. This is a 
mighty Ingredient in emollient Gly/- 
ters. Mr. Ray fays its Juice will 
wear away Warts. In the Shops a 
Syrup is made of it with Honey ; 
which is ufed in little elfe but Glyt- 
ters. 

215. PARIETARI4S Called 
alfo Helxine, Pellitory. This grows 
much on old Walls, and is therefore 
frequently called Pellitory of the 
Wall. Etmuller fays tor that reaion 
it abounds with a nitrous Salt, which 
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with its nutritious Moifture it draws 
from the Lime in.the Mortar; and, 
that this gives it a deterfive Quality ; 
and makes it good in the Gravel, 
and Obftructions of the Urinary Pat 
fages. Its Ufe is not very great, ei- 
ther in Shop-Compolitions or Pre- 
{cription ; unlefs in G/yfers, and 
fome external Applications. r 

216. Tarps1BarBatTi; cal- 
led alfo Verbafcum, Mullen; dittin- 
guifhed ——= Mas Jatifolium luteum 
by Cafpar Bauhine; and by the Ca-+ 
talogue of the Oxford Garden, — 
Foliis incanis, mas latifolium, flori- 
bis luteis arlte caulibus adberentibus, 
five foliis anguftis inter florem ema 
nentibus. It grows amongft Rub- 
bifh, and in Ditches; and flowers 
in Fuly. It is faid to foften Tu- 
mors, cool Inflammations, and eafe 
Pains; and is recommended in Dif- 
tempers of the Breaft, Coughs, and 
Spittings of Blood. 


Flores, Flowers of, 

217. Lami, is theUrtica Mor- 
tua, Dead Nettle, called alfo Galeop- 
fis, and Archangclica, Archangel. 
It is diftinguithed — a/bum non fa- 
tens, folio oblongo, by Ca/par, and 
Urtica iners, floribus albis, by Fobu 
Bauhine. ‘There is alfoa — rubrum, 
which is the Galeopfis of Diofcorides, 
and a=— /uteum, called Pfeudo-lamium 
by Rivinas ; but thefe enter not in- 
to the modern Pharmacy. The 
Plant itfelf is in no great efteem: 
but the Fldwers, which blow about 
Fune, are chiefly in ule. They are: 
accounted not only foft and lubricat- 
ing, but alfo ftrengthning ; and are 
therefore given in fome Female Weak- 
nefles, as the Whites; and in Heat 
and Difficulty of Urine, A Con- 
ferve is made of them in the Shops, 
but not often prefcribed; and upon 
that account feldom to'be met with 
freth and good. 

218. L1bioRUMALBORUM, 
White Lilies; diftinguihed —~ Fore: 

I 2 erettd, 
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eretto, &F vulgare, by Cafpar Bau- 
bine. Thefe blow in Fu/y. They 
are now quite out of ufe in internal 
Medicines ; and therefore we {hall 
refer them to the Topics. 


Semina, Seeds of, 

219.FaNUGR EC I, Fenugreek. 
Thefe are very little ufed inwardly. 
They ‘are very mucilaginous; and 
therefore foften, relax, and heal. 
They are much ufed in emo/lient Ghy/- 
ters. Outwardly, they are in great 
efteem for ripening, difcuffing, and 
digefting Tumours; and hardly ever 
omitted in Catapla/ms of thofe Inten- 


tions. They are in the Compofitions . 


alfo of many of the Shop Plaifters 
and Unguents tor the fame Purpo- 
fes. | 

220. Lint, Lyinfeed, or Flaxfeed. 
They are cooling, foftening, and 
healing. ‘They yield a fine {mooth 
Mucilage in Decoétion ; which is 
wonderfully good in Erofions from 
Acrimony, in Defluxions of Rheum, 
Catarrhs, and’ tickling Coughs; as 
alfo in Pleurifies, Afthmas, and ma- 
ny Diftempers of the Breaft. The 
Oilexprefled from them cold, is now 
in great efteem; and very much in 
the common Practice; not only in 
Difeafes of the Lungs, but in fome 
Colics, Obftruétions of the Urinary 
Paflages, and in all Sufpicions of in- 
ward Ulcerations. It gently relaxes 
‘the Bowels in moft Conftitutions. 
In Glyfters and external Remedies, it 
is ufed in all the Intentions of the 
former. 

221. CriTRuLutiy, Citruls; 
diftinguifhed Folio Colocynthidis 
. fecto, femine nigro, quibufdam Angu- 
ria, by Fobn, and — Anguria Gi- 
trullus ditta, by Ca/par Baubine. 
This is one of the greater cold Seeds. 
Befides thofe’ Properties for which 
they are given a Place under this 
Clafs, and for which they are in 
fome of the emollient Compofitions 
of the Shops; they are alfo account: 


ed aperient and diuretic; and pre- 
{cribed often where Choler and Acri- 
mony abound, 

222. CUCUMERI1 8, Cucumber. 
Thefe are alfo amongft the greater 
cold Seeds. ‘They are not only cool- 
ing and emollient, but alfo reckon’d 
abfterfive; and are ufed amongft 
Diuretics. 'There is alfo a Cucumis 
Sylveftris, feu Afininus; whence the 
Elaterium is made; which fee under 
that Word. 

223. CucuRBITA, Cucurbits, 
or Gourd; diftinguifhed — Major /ef- 
filis, flore albo, by Cafpar, and —~ 
latior folio molli, flore albo, by Foby 
Bauhine. (See the next Article. __ 

224. MeLonum, Melons. 
Thefe are the two other of the greater 
cold Seeds, and prefcribed in the fame 
Intentions as the former:. Mathiolus 
fays, that the green Leaves of the 


‘Gourd apply’d to the Breafts of 


Lying in Women, prevent too great 
an Increafe of Milk. And Schroder 
commends them in external Inflam-. 
mations, and Pains of the Gout; and 
the Me/on Seeds in Thirft, Strangu- 
ries,-and Heat of Urine. Ae 

225. PErponuM,’® Pompions. 
Thefe are a Species of the former, 
but called Pompion, or common Me- 
Jon; in diftinction from the other, 
generally termed Musk-Melon; and 
they are both of the Gourd kind; 
the laft being diftinguifhed by. Fohz 
Baubine, Cucurbita foltis afperis, five 
Zucca flore luteo. 'Thefe are of the 
fame Virtues as the former, but not. 
fo much in ufe, 

226. Sesami, the oily purging 
Grain; diftinguifhed — Semine fula 
&F albo, in Herman’s Catalogue, and 
queftioned by fome whether it be 
the Ganglia, five Sefamum Africa- 
num of Pifo. The Virtues of this 
are fo varioufly told by Botanifts, 
that there is little dependence upon 
them; and the prefent Pharmacy | 
makes little ufe of it,

Frufus, Fruits of, HAS + 

227,AMYGDALARUMDUL- 
 e1uM, Sweet Almonds. Thefe are 

ofa foft, fweet, grateful Tafte ; and 
are cooling, healing, and nutrimen- 
tal. They are much prefcribed in 
Emulfions, in the common Praétice, 
and are good in all Diforders from 
choleric and acrimonious Humours. 
They cool and cleanfe the Kidneys 
and Urinary Paflages; and give eafe 
in Colic Pains, and all Irritations of 
the Bowels. The Oil expreffed, 
which is fo well-known, and fo fre- 
quently in ufe, isa mighty fafe and 
good Remedy in wephritic Pains, and 
may be given in large quantities; for 
it not only blunts and obtunds the 
fharp points which irritate the Mem- 
branes, but alfo relaxes and ftretches 
the Paflages, fo as very much to fa- 
vour the Expulfion of all fuch Mat- 
ter. Etmuller mentions a Woman 
of his acquaintance, who could-never 
drink Wine without falling into a 
Dyfury, or making bloody Urine; 
which this Oil infallibly cured as of- 
ten as it was taken. It is alfo in 
mighty efteem amongft Nurfes, for 
Coftivenefs and the Gripes in Chil- 
dren; infomuch ‘that many give a 
f{mall.quantity of it as foon as the 
Child is born. It is fometimes ufed 
in Glyfers: but Oils of a coarfer 
fort are generally made to ferve fuch 
Purpofes. . 

228, AVELLANA, called alfo 
Corylus, the Hazel; and diftinguith- 
ed in. Ca/par Baubine, by Corylus 
Sylveftris, the Wood Hazel. An- 
tient Botanic Writers make a great 
many Diftin€tions of this Tree, and 
afcribe many Qualities to the diffe- 
rent parts of the Nut; but they are 
not worthy recital here; for modern 
Prefcription takes no notice unlefs of 
the exprefled Oil, and of that but 
very little. Ru/andus afcribes fach 
» extraordinary Virtues to an Odeuns 


| Ligni Heraclei, that it hath been dil- 
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puted whether it was not made from 
this Nut; most inclining to think 
fo, becaufe this Tree was firft brought 
into Greece from Heraclea in Pontus 5 
whence the Nuts were. called Nuces, 
Heracleoticea, and the Tree Corylus- 
Pontica: but that was the larger fot; 
the Nuts of which were diftinguifh- 


ed by Sative rubefcentes (F longa, 


the Garden Haze/, with oblong, 
reddifh Nuts, called by us the Fi/- 
birt; but this is not of any great 
moment. _ 

*228. BabaNusSMyYReEPsr- 
ca, Ben Nut. This is the BaAav@y 
pugelexd of Diofcorides; and the 
Glans Unguentaria of Mathiolus. It 
hath likewife many other Appella- 
tions amongft Botanic Writers, not 
worth notice’ here. Mefve diftin- 
guifhes two kinds of this Nut; one 
he calls the Ben Magnum, refembling 
the Filbert, and -which Monardus 
calls Avellane Purgatrices; and the 
other the Ben Parvum, which is a- 
bout the bignefs of a Cliver, and 
from whence the Jta/ians draw: an 
Oil, which is brought to us by the 
Name of Oi/ of Beben; but ’tis not 
much ufed in, Medicine. [Jt is /aid 
not to grow rancid with keeping 3 and 
therefore to be fit for Perfumes, anda. 
otber curious ufes.] 

229. CASTANER, Chefnuts. 
Thefe are not’ufed medicinally, tho” 
much in. Food. They are not fo 
f{mooth and emollient as the former, 
but have fomewhat of a Roughnefs 
and Aftringency in their Compofi- 
tions; which occafions a Load at 
the Stomach,. and fometimes a Diffi- 
culty of Breathing ; 1f too many be 
eat of them ata time: but thefe In- 
conveniencies are prevented by roaft- 
ing them. , 

230. JuGLaNnbumM, Walnuts. 
Thefe are much of the nature of 4/- 
monds; and good in all the fame In. 
tentions; but are not near fo often 
prefcribed: and the expreffed Oil, 
which 1s fometimes order'd, is gene-

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rally fupplied with that of Sweet AL 
monds; as one is always in readinefs, 
and the other feldom drawn. They 
will neither of them keep long, efpe- 
cially. in warm Weather, without

THESE are not greatly diffe- 
rent from thofe. of the firft C/a/t in 
the fecond Sefisz. . And therefore 
their manner of Operation may be 
accounted for much in the fame way 3 
only thefe are of a more fubtile and

_ the fineit Stramers, or Secretions, 
and enter into: the Nourifhment of 
the remoteft Parts. All under this 
C/afs are rather nutrimental than me- 
dicinal; and are more adminifter’d 
to repair the Waftes of the Contfti- 
tution, than to alter and rectify its 
Diforders. Whatfoever can anfwer

a Difpofition to enter into and mix 
with the moft fubtile of the animal 
Fluids, and to fall into and adhere 


with fuch Interftices of the Solids,

Folia, Herbs of, 
231. ADIanTHIALBI, White 
Maiden- hairs called alfo Ruta mura- 
ria, and Salvia vite. It grows in 
many Places in Exgland, chiefly on 
rocky Ground. [J¢ is @ fmall low 
Plants feldom rifing above the height 
of two or three Inches. Ets Stalks 
are whitifo; and its Leaves few, 
Lif, and roundifo, refembling rhofe 
of Rue] it is ufed in Decays of the 
Lungs; and therefore enters much 
into the Compofitions of Peforals ; 
both in the Shops, and common Pre- 
{cription. It is alfo efteemed as an 
Hepatic, and a Remover of Obftruc- 
tions In the Kidneys; and likewifé 
a Promoter of the Menfes; but it

232, ADrIanTHI Nicry, 
[Black Maiden-hair. This is called 
by Parkinfon, nigrum vulgare, com- 
mon Black Maiden-hairs and diftin- 
guifbed by C. Bauhine, —Foliis pul- 
verulentis, with duffy Leaves; and by 
Gerhard, — Onophis foemina, female 
Oak. It grows about a Span high; 
its Stalks are flender, fmooth, black, 
and befet with many firm, foining 
green Leaves, deeply notched, and 
foarp-pointed ; the top ending like Fern. 
It grows in foady Lanes, and at the 
Roots of Trees.|  'Thisis alfo ufed in 
the fame Intentions as the former + 
and is reckon’d good in Coughs, 
Afthmas, Pleurifies, the Jaundice, 
and Obftru€tions of the Spleen and 
Kidneys; tho’ not greatly ufed for 
thofe Purpofes. Mathiolus gave it 
in Powder to young Children; and 
Hofman commends it in feorbutie 
Cafes.» There is alfo an Adianthum 
Aureum, which the new Catalogue 
of the College takes notice of, and 
which is deicribed by Cafpar Bax- 
bine under the Title of Polptrichum 
aureum majus: but this is notfuled 

in the preient Pharmacy. 
*[ADIANTHUM VULGARE, 
feu Capillus Veneris; Matden-bair: 
called by Parkinfon— Verum, fve 
Capillus Veneris verus, the true Mai- 
den-hair; and by C. Bauhine diftin- 
guifbed ~Foliis Coriandri, Coriander- 
leaved Adianthum. This is brought 
Srom the Southern Parts of Brance ; 
tho it isalfo faid to grow in Corn- 
wall, 4s this is the true Capillus 
Venerls,

nes... It is aperitive, attenuating, pet- 
toral, and diuretic.)

233. ERuc#, Rocket; is: de- 
fcribed, Latifolia alba fativa Diofco- 
ridis in Cafpar Baubine, and Major 
fativa, annua, flore albo, frriato, in 
Fohn Baubine. It is fown in Gar- 
dens ; but there is alfo a— Sy/ve/- 

‘tris, Wild Rocket, defcribed Major 
lutea, caule afpero, and tenuifolia pe- 
rennis, flore luteo, by the Baubines 5 
as alfo, Major vulgatior fatens, in 
the Oxford Catalogue: but neither 
is much ufed, and the latter hardly 
at all; tho’ the firft is by all account- 
ed a great Provoker to Venery. Schro- 
der faysit is good to draw out {plin- 
ter'd Bones: but we know of no 
fuch Ufes it is put to. ; 

234. Panici, Panic, defcribed 
—— Germanicum, five Panicula mi- 
nore, by Ca/p. Baubine. ‘They fow 

_ jt in the Fields in fome parts of Ger- 
many ; and it is faid to ftrengthen the 
‘Bowels, and cure Fluxes; but our 
Pharmacy takes little notice of it. 

235. ScAB1IOS &, Scabious, de- 
feribed pratenfis birfuta, by Ca/par, 
and Major communior birfuta folio 
laciniato, by John Baubine. ‘This 
is mighty common in the Fields, 
and flowers in Fuly. It hasa great 
Charaéter amongtt Di/penfatory Wri- 
ters; but feems to grow much out 
of ufe, towhat it has been. It paf- 
{es for a very good Pectoral; and 
does great things in Afthmas and 
Pleurifies; and Etmuller gives it pre- 
eminence in inward 4é/ceffés. It 
has a place alfo amongft the A/ewi- 
pharmics. But hardly any thing is 
in greater efteem for all cutaneous 


Foulneffes ; upon which account, it _ 


is often met with in Decottions a- 
mongft fuch as are called Seweetners. 
‘There is a compound Syrup under 
its name in the Shops, but of very 
little ule. 
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236. TrRicHoMANIS, [En- 
glith Maiden-hair, or Maiden-hairof 
the Shops. Its Root confifts of fmall. 
Fibres, whence fpring feveral tong 
Leaves, with a flender foining black 
Stalk. It grows in foady Lanes, and 
on old ftone Buildings; and is in Per- 
‘fetion about September or October. 
Tis commonly ufed in the Shops for 
the true Capillus Veneris, or Maiden- 
hair; as being to be bad im greater 
plenty than that. It #3 accounted pec- 
toral, reforative, and diuretics and 
no bad fubftitute for the true Capillus 
Veneris. | ia 

227. Tuss1LaGintis, Colt’s- 
Foot, called alfo Farfara, is an Herb 
very commonly known. It flowers 
early in the Spring, before the 
Leaves appear 3. which has oceafion’d 
fome Perfons of Conceit to call it 
Filius ante Patrem. It is by all re- 
ceived as an excellent Peéfora/; and 
enters many Shop-Compofitions of 
that Intention ; as well as frequent- 
ly in extemporaneous Prefcription. 
It makes a Decoétion fmooth and 
healing... But Dr. Fuller, in his Me- 
dicina Gymnaftica, thinks fuch Pre- 
parations of it are not enough charg- 
ed with the Herb; and is for having 
the Decoétions made with it, boil’d 
to the Confiftence almoft of a Sy- 
rup: which he commends for a won- 
derful Reforative, in Waftings of the 
Lungs or Confumptions. Lindanus 
valued it as a mighty Secret in 4/7/- 
mas; and many commend it in 
fuch Cafes to be imoaked in the man- 
ner of Tobacco which feveral put in 
practice, and think it good, fo ufed, 
againft Defluxions of Rheum, and 
fuperfluous Humidities. Many ac- 
count it a good Cooler and Healer, 
outwardly ufed; and Etmuller fays, 
he knew a Woman who cured Ulcers 
of the Breafts with it. 

238, Virc#AURER, Golden 
Rod; diftinguifhed -Anguftifolia 
minus fecreta, by Ca/par, and 
V, mer latifolia, by Sohn Rae 

4 : 
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It grows on Hills, in Woods; and 
flowers in Fuly and Auguff. This 
has been much commended, former- 
ly, as a Reflorative and a Vulnerary; 
and likewile for its Diuretie and Li- 
thontriptic qualities ; and was alfo 
prefcribed in Diarrhaa’s and Dyfen- 
teries: but it is now little in ule in 
any Intention, either in the Shops, 
or extemporaneous Prefcription. 
239. Turz Bones, Bohea- 
Yea. This is one of thofe things 
which Luxury has introduced into 
Diet; but it is yet a flranger in me- 
dicinal Prefcriptions. We have an 
account of it in many modern T'ra- 
vels;. but it has not been known 
long enough to be met with in any 
antient medicinal Authors.  Schro- 
der gives a Lift of {uch as in his 
time had taken notice of it : But they 
all feem, as well as Etmuller and him- 
felf, to have been acquainted only 
with the Green Tea. So that this 
feems to be of a much later Difcove- 
ry than the other; unlefs we fuppofe 
that Turbius’s Diftin&tion . regards 
them both, when in the fourth Book 
of his Od/ervations he fpeaks, of two 
forts; one from China, of a blackifh 


green, and the other from Japan, of. 
His Detcriptions, 
indeed of both feem well enough to: 


a lighter Colour. 


agree with the Difference we find in 
them. Simon Pauli took this to be 
theMjrtus Brabantica; and its Leaves 
very much reiemble the Myrtle, of 
which there are abundance of kinds, 
differing both in Figure and Fla- 
vour. An infatiable Curiofity after 
Novelty, efpecially in Matters of fen- 
{ual Gratification, almoft continually 
multiplies new Kinds or Diftin@ions 
of this Plant upon us: but as the 
Bohea and Green include all other 
Sub diftinétions, we fhall have regard 


tono other. This Herb, by all re-. 


lation, is prodigioufly in efteem, and 
uled in the Oriental Countries which 
produce it. Schroder is very parti- 


cular in the manner of their Manage-. 
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ment of it: but the chief way is 
more proper to the Green fort, and 
therefore we fhall refer that to the 
Section where it naturally falls; and 
only obferve here, that the Rohe by 
all Experience, is found to be of a 
foftening nourifhing Quality ; and is 
therefore much in efteem for a Break- 
faft, with or without Milk. It very 
fenfibly fatisfies Hunger, and affords | 
a fine balfamic Nourifhment ; and is 
therefore recommended, and very 
properly, in all inward Wattings, © 
Decays, and Ulcerations, efpecially 
of the Langs. ‘This has made fome 
Empirical Impoftors, with which 
this Country very fcandaloufly a- 
bounds, impofe upon the World a 
pretended Spirit of Bobea Tea, for 
an infallible Reforative, and a Curer 
of all Confumptive Cafes. But they 
muft be very ignorant, who cannot 
fee thro’ fuch a Cheat: for {uch bal- 
famic Qualities which eafily -draw 
out only with hot Water, are the 
moft remote imaginable from any 
thing of a fpirituous nature; and 


therefore wil] not rife in a Still, un- 


der that Denomination: and if they - 
are endeavour'd to be reduced to Spi. 
rit by Fermentation, which feems 
altogether impracticable, yet by fuch 
an Operation, they will be fo broke 
and changed, as wholly to lofe their 
fmooth, adhefive, and hbalfamic Qua- 
lity ; and therefore can in no refpeét 
aniwer, in that Form, the Intention 
of a Reflorative. [See Dr. Short’s

240. CiceRrtrs, Chiches. There 
are three forts in the Shops, White, 
Red, and Black; but their medicinal 
Virtues are pretty much the fame: 
Befides thofe Qualities for which they 
have this Rank, they are alfo acs 
counted abfterfive in fome meafure ; 
and for that reafon are met with in 
Djuretiec Compofitions in the Off- 
cinal Medicines: but they are very 
. _feldom

feldom in other Prefcriptions. ‘There 
is indeed a Cicer Sylveftre, Wild 
Chiche, diftinguifhed by the Baz- 
hines — Foliis oblongis hi/pidis majus, 
and — Multiflorum; by the Oxford 
Catalogue, Afralagus luteus perennis, 
filiqué gemella rotunda, veficam re- 
“ferente; and by Ray in his Hiftory, 
Glaux altera perennis, foliculis tur- 
gidis. It is recommended by fome, 
as exceeding any of the former in 
the fame Qualities ; but not encou- 
raged by the prefent Practice. 

241. HORDE, Barley. What 
is ufed in the Shops, comes under the 
names of French and Pearl Barley ; 
which are both of the fame kind, 
but differ-fomething in Whitenefs 
and Size of the Grain. Boiled in 
Decoétion, they make it very foft 

and lubricating. It is chiefly ufed 
for Emulfions in extemporancous 
Prefcription ; and it is drank like- 
wife alone, to flake Thir/?, fheathe 
Acrimonies, and lubricate the Pafla- 
ges in Colic and Nephritic Pains. 
Common Englifo Barley is feldom 
or never ufed medicinally. Befides 
_its nutritive Virtues, in which it a- 
grees with all other Grain of the 
like kind, it is reckon’d to have 
fomewhat more abfterfive init. For 
which reafon, thofe who are not ac- 
cuftom’d to it in Bread, of which 
it makes the worft fort,. will find it 
at firft to operate with them like a 
gentle Cathartic. It is very proba- 
ble, that a change from a finer and 
more nourifhing Bread to this, 
would in many corpulent Conftitu- 
tions be of great fervice, in reducing 
their exorbitant Bulks, and cleanfing 
the fecretory Paflages. 

242. Luputt, Hops. This is 
diftinguifhed intomSativus, and = 
Sylveftris, by Parkinfon ; and into 
Male and Female by the Baubines, 
That Part of the Plant which is fuch 
a mighty Commodity in Evgland, 
and ufed in our Malt-Liquors, is 
reckon’d very difcutient, aperitive, 
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and good in all Obftructions of the 
Vifcera; and particularly of the Li- 
ver and Kidneys. And therefore 
that Notion, of {uch Liquors from, 
them receiving a Difpofition to breed. 
the Stone in the Bladder, can have 
no Foundation. They are likewife 
an agreeable Bitter, and upon that 
account good to ftrengthen the Sto- 
mach, and render thofe Liquors in 
which they are brewed, much more 
grateful to it. [But inftead of Hop, 
it is now common to ufe much cheaper. 
Bitters in Brewing; as particularly 
Gentian, Centaury, &c.] , 
243. OROBI, Bitter Vetch; it 
is alfo called Ervum ; diftinguifhed 
—— Siliquis articulatis, femine ma-° 
jore, by Cafpar Baubines and Ere, 
vum femine angulofo, filiguis inter. 
grana junéis, by the Oxford Cata- 
logue. This is very little ufed; tho” 
fometimes order’d in Catapla/ms. 


Fruéus, Fruits of, , 

244. Cacao, Chocolate 3 called 
by Fobn Baubine, Avellana Mexica- 
na, and Amygdalis fimilis Guatima- 
lenfis, by Cafpar Baubine; Chocala- 
ta, by Pifo; and Cacava Quabvill, 
five arbor Cacari Cacavifera, by Her- 
nandez. It is chiefly cultivated in 
the Iflands of Cuba and Famaica ; 
and is-very well known here as 2 
nourifhing Food ; tho’ it is little met . 
with in Medicine. It is very oily 
and foft, and cannot but afford a 
fuitable Nourifhment to weakly and 
decaying Conftitutions ; efpecially if 
the Stomach is not too far impaird 
to receive and digeft it. It mutt be 
good likewife not only in all Inten- 
tions as a, Nowri/ber, and a Reffora- 
tive; but as an Emollient, by lubri- 
cating and relaxing the Paflages. 

245. Cynospati, Hips. Thefe 
are the Fruit of the Rof/a Sylveftris, 
called alfo Cynorrbodon, and Rof/a Ca- 
nina; diitinguifhed by Parkin/on and 
Gerhard, Inodora; by Cafpar Bau- 
hine, Flore odorato incarnate; and by 


Foon 
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Fobn Baubine, Alba cum rubrore, fo- 
lio glabro, the common Briar, or 
Dog-rofe. They are ufed only ina 
Tee in the Shops; which is ve- 
ry frequently prefcribed in confump- 
tive Cafes, and Diftempers: of the 
Breaft particularly. It is alfo found 
good in Coughs, from tickling De- 
fluxions of Rheum. ‘This Fruit 
ftands greatly recommended in many 
Authors for a wonderful Lithontrip- 
tic; but *tis now little ufed in any 
fuch Intention. 

246. Pistacui#z Nuces, 
Piftacbio Nuts, are the Fruit of the 
Piflacia peregrina fruttu racemo/fo, 
five Terebinthus Indica Theophrafti, 
according to Baubine. ‘They are 
fometimes prefcribed in Emulfons ; 
into which Form they enter as the 
Sweet Almonds; and tafte very a- 
greeably. They are accounted good 
in all Diftempers of the Breaft, be- 
ing both healing and Ja//famic. They 
are likewife very nourifhing and re- 
forative in weakly Conftitutions. 


Balfama, Balfams. 

247. ToLutTawnumM, of Joly. 
The Tree producing this, is a Spe- 
cies of the Pine, and diftinguifhed, 
Foliis Cerata@ fimilibus, by Ca/par 
Baubine; and is the Balfamifera 
guarta of Hernandez. This is a 
' Balfam of a deep yellowifh Colour, 
approaching near to red; and of a 
moft delicate Scent, much beyond 
any other Baljam. Schroder {ays ’tis 
brought from fome Parts of the 4- 
frican Continent, near. Carthage ; 
but we have it from the Wef-In- 
dies. It firft flows from the Tree 
which produces it, of the Confift- 
ence of ordinary Turpentine; but by 
keeping we meet with it in the Shops 
frequently fo hard as to be brittle: 
and it feems not the worle for being 
Yo; its balfamic Parts cohering too 
clofely to fly off in the Wafle. It 
isa moft excellent Ba//amic and Re- 
frorative ; is very good in all Decays, 
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particularly of the Lungs. It foftens 
and thickens the Blood; and cures 
Catarrhs, and Coughs from tickling 
Defluxions. Its healing Virtues al- 
fo extend to the remoteft Parts; and 
it is an extraordinary Medicine in 
Seminal Weakneffes and old Gleets, 
in both Sexes. In fhort, there is 
not a better, pleafanter, and more 
efficacious Drug in the Shops, in all 
the abovemention’d Intentions. Both 
Lindanus and Sylvius de la Boe, were 
great, Admirers of it. Its external 
Ufe is recommended in many Cafes 
by Schroder and Etmuller, as well as 
by feveral who took notice of it be- 
fore them; but it is not fo applied 
in the prefent Praétice. : 

248. BpeLLium, Bdellium, 
There is great uncertainty concern- 
ing the Tree from whence this Gum 
flows. Pliny defcribes it black; a- 
bout the bignefs of the Olive-Tree, 
with a Leaf like the Oak, and bear- 
ing Fruit like the wild Fig ; others 
will have it of the fame kind as that 
which yields Myrrh. Thevenot af- 
firms he has feen Trees which plen- 
tifully yielded Myrrh and Baellium, 
grow together in the fame Woods; 
but thefe Inquiries are of no great 
Importance. This Gum is fomewhat 
bitterifh to the Tatte, looks tranfpa- 
rent when broke, and if rubbed feems 
a fattifh Subftance. Some take it to 
be the Gum Axime. »It is thought 
to facilitate Digeffion, to difeu/s, and 
promote Perfpiration ; and to be good 
mm Coughs, and many Diforders of 
the Breaft. But its chief ufe now in 
Compofition, is in difcutient Plai/- 
ters; in which it is mightily com- 
mended for reducing of Ruptures, 
and foftning any Indurations of the 
nervous Parts. Schroder-mentions it 
for checking a Diabetes, and the 
menftrual Evacuations, when they 
are immoderate; and for curing the 
Whites. Riverius feems to have prete ~ 
ty much the fame Opinion of its Vir- 
tues, by making it an Ingredient in 

Com: 
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Compofitions for the Bleeding of the 
Hemuorrboids,and giving it fometimes 
for the fame Intention, made up into 
Pills by itfelf. | 
249. BENZOINUM, Benjamin. 
Mathiolus. calls it Afa dulcis, and 
many Belzoinum. ohn Bauhine de- 
feribes the Tree producing it, Ben- 
_. zoinum cujus arbor folio citriz but 
it is much difputed of what kind it is. 
Bontius takes it to be a very branchy 
Shrub, not unlike the Swilax A/pera, 
or Sarfaparilla. But Garzivs and 
Grimmius, who both lived’ in the 
Eaft-Indies, affirm it to be a large 
tall Tree, bearing an hairy Fruit, as 
big as a Hazel-Nut. The Gum 
which is beft, is almoft- white; hav- 
ing Lumpsin it like Almonds; for 
which reafon it is called Amygdaloi- 
des, in diftin€tion from other forts 
not fo good, and darker colour’d. 
It is a wonderful Pedforal, and very 
‘effectual. againft Catarrhs, Coughs, 
and Afthmas. It has place alfo a- 
mongit Cephalics, confilting of very 
aromatic volatile Parts. It will not 
diffolve but in a fpirituous Men/frau- 
ums and in Spirit of Wine it makes 
a Tinéure, very much. commended 
in taking Freckles from the Skin. It 
enters the Compofition of fome Plaif- 
ters, asa Difcutient and a Strength- 
ner. 
z5o. Sryrax, Storax. ‘The 

"Free producing this is diftinguifh’d 
by Ca/par Baubine, Folio Mati coto- 
nei; and it grows in. Jta/y, and other 
Countries. Some diftinguifh’ be- 
tween the Styrax Calamita and the 
red fort; but Hoffman feems rightly 
to judge them the fame, and to dif- 
fer only in Age; it growing higher 
colour’d by keeping. There is allo 


-a Liquid Storax, concerning which - 


there are various Opinions not worth 
reciting here ; efpecially fince that 
which 1s now fold in the Shops un- 
der that name, ‘is fo jufily fufpected 
to be faétitious, that it is hardly ever 
‘ufed. The former is both an excel- 
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lent Pectoral and Cephalic: tis of 
a very fragrant Scent, and looks of a 
reddifh Colour, with fome whitith 
Clouds. It is very fubje& to great 
Mixtutes' of Drofs, and not to be 
{trained from them but with difficul- 
ty 3 which’ occafions, that in. many 
Compofitions the coarfe.Lump is 
put in to be powder’d amongft the 
Species, inftead of the flrained Ba- 
Jam, very much to the detriment of 
the Medicine. It mightily thickens: 
and foftens fharp Rheums 3 and cures: 
the Coughs and Irritations thence, 
arifing. Itis good in almoft all Dif 
tempers of the Breaft; and makes a 
very good Ingredient in Pedforal A- 
poxems 3 if care be taken to boil 
them in aclofe Veffel: for it gives 
an agreeable Flavour, and very much 
conduces in all fuch Intentions. A 
Syrup may be made of it, not at all 
inferior to that from the Bal/am of 
Tolu, if not better ; becaufe its Parts 
feem not quite fo fubtile and volatile, 
and therefore will not be fo much 
wafled in Boiling, There isa Com- 
pound Pill in the College-Difpenfatory. 
which is pretty much ufed in the 
Shops, that takes its name from “it. 
This is. frequently ufed too amongit 
Cardiacs and Alexipharmics 3 and ia 
therefore in moft of the Capital 
Medicines. It certainly warms and 
ftrengthens the Stomach, and con- 
tributes to Perfpiration. It is like- 
wife ufed in fome wrerine Diforders, 
both inwardly, and outwardly in Suf- 
fumigations ; in which Cafes it is 
faid to be a great Reforative and 
Strengthner. hd 


Radices, Roots of, 

251. ERyNGII, Eryngo, or Sea- 
Holly. It is alfo called After Atti- 
cus, and Inguinalis; (See ASTER 
Arricus.] The Eryngium vulgare 
of Ca/par Baubine, is the Eryngo of 
the Shops. This grows in iandy 
Places, and near the Sea-fhore, €c. 
It flowers in Fuly. The Root only 

is 
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is in ufe; and that as an Hepatic, Ne- 
phritic, and Alexipharmic : but it is 
now acknowledg’d only as a Refora- 
tive; in which Intention it is de- 
fervedly in great efteem. It is alfo 
_ deemed a good Strengthner of the 
Parts‘ of Generation; and a Provo- 
ker to Venery. Some likewife pre- 
feribe it in Venereal Cafes, with the 
fame View as Sarfaparilla, to {weet- 
en the Acrimony of the Humours, 
and prevent both their Flux and E- 
rofion upon the Proffate ; or where- 
' ever they make thofe Ulcerations 
which are difficult to cure, 

- 252. [REOs, Orris, or Flower- 
de-Luce. This is divided into Vu/- 
garis violacea five purpurea fylveftris, 
which is Cathartic, whofe Juice is 
ufed as an Errhine: And the Fio- 


rentina or Illyrica, which is. moft 


ufed now in the Shops, and reckon’d 
a good Peéora/; on which account 
it isin many Compofitions of that 
nature; and particularly: in’ the 
White Loxenges of the College Dif- 


penfatory. Schroder commends its 


ufe againft the Gripes in young Chil- 
dren. It is of a fragrant Flavour; 
and moft fuch Ingredients are. Car- 
minative, efpecially to Infants, where 
the Contents of the Bowels are very

WHA T is colle&ted under this 
Denomination, is of that fort of Ba/- 
famics, which are not only foftning 
and adhefive, but alfo, by.a peculiar 
Attivity or Difpofition to Motion, 
joined with a fuitable Configuration 
of Parts, are apt to abrade and carry 
along with them fuch. Particles as 
they lay hold on in their. Paffage: 
fo that they differ from the next 
Clafs, Of Detergents, only in de- 

ree, 

All Medicines of this Intention are 
fuppofed both to cleanfe and heal, 
thatis, incarnate, or fill up with new 


four and rancid; and may be cor- 
rected by fuch things as give a con- 
trary Senfation. Itis allo ufed asa‘ 
Co/metic in cleanfing the Skin. There 
is likewife a Pfeudo-Iris, called Tris 
lutea Paluftris, by Parkinfon; which 
is the Acorus adulterinus of the Ban- 
hines, and Gladiolus luteus of the 
Shops; as likewife of the fame Spe- 
cies with the Spatula Fetida of Par- 
kinfon ; called Gladiolus Fatidus by 
Cafpar Baubine, and Xyris by Fobn 
Baubine, Gerllord, and Ray; but 
thefe Jaft forts are feldom met with 
in modern Prefcriptions. Lad 

253. PasTiInaca, Parfnips, 
Thefe are only ufed in Food, and 
well known to all Perfons. They’ 
are reckon’d of good Nourifhment, 
and Exciters to Venery, if much 
ufed. see | 
254. Satyrit, few Orchitis, 
Satyrion.. We have already given an 
account of this amongft the Cepha- 
lies; with which, by reafon of fome 
of its known Qualities, it was placed, 
But it is alfo accounted a wonder- 
ful Refforative, in weak decaying: 
Conftitutions; and therefore it was’ 
thought not amifs juft to mention it 
again as{uch, in this Divifion. 


Clafs 3.. Of Vulneraries, 


Fleth, all Ulcerations, and Foulnef- 
fes occafion’d thereby, both internal- 
ly and externally. _ Now to-do this, 
in all internal Cafes efpecially, the 
Medicine muft preferve its. primary 
Properties, until it arrive at the Place. 
of Aétion 5. as was before. obferved 
under the general Term of Balfamies s 
and there it does what entitles it to 
this Appellation; firft by its edbefive 
Quality, which confifts in the com- 
parative Largenefs of Surface, and 
Flexibility of its component Parts. 
For by-this it very readily falls into 
Contact with, and adheres to, the

Slough of ulcerous Exudations ; 
which by reafon of their Situation 
are eafily carried along with the 
Medicine ; and when fuch Matter is 
fo carried away, which is the cleanf- 
ing or deterging Part, what was in- 
ftrumental in this office, will after- 
wards ftick to, and adhere with the 
carneous Filaments, until, by their 
Addition, and the Protrufion of pro- 
per Nourifhment 2d interno to the 
fame Place, the Wafte is made up ; 
that is, the Ulcer is healed. 

After the fame manner the Ope- 
ration of fuch Subftances is to be 
accounted for in external Applica- 
tion, By the Warmth of their Parts 
they rarify; and by their adhefive 
Quality they join with, and take off 
along with them, in every: Dreffing, 
what is thrown upon the Place to 
which they are applied, until a more 
convenient Matter is fupply’d; which 
it forwards, in adhering to, and in- 
carning the eroded Cavities. Only 
this may be taken notice of, that in- 
ternally, whatfoever of this kind is 
mixed with the Animal Fluids, by 
the known Laws of Circulation, they 
will be fir feparated and left be- 
“hind. For all thofe Parts which are 
{pecifically heavieft, will move near- 
eft the Axis of the Canals; becaufe 
the Momenta.are the greateft ; and 
will therefore carry them as near as 
can be in ftraight Lines; but the 
lighter Parts will always be jottled 

_ to the fides, where they fooneft meet 
with Outlets to give them vent; or 
are ftruck into fuch Cavities as we 
are here {peaking of; in which they 
adhere, and make part of the Sub- 
ftance. 


Folia, Leaves of, | 
255. ABROTANI, Southern- 
wood. Of this there are two kinds, the 
— Femineum foliis teretibus, which 
is the Chama-cypariffus of Fobn Bau- 
bine and Gerhard, Lavender-Cotton ; 
and the Mas anguftifolium majus, Sou- 
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thernwood; the latter of which is moft 
recommended in Medicine. It is of 
a volatile pungent Scent ; which fome 
compare to Camphire. Simon Pauli 


“gave it in Suppreffion of Urine; and 


commends it as a Specific in fome 
chronical Diftempers peculiar to the 
Female Sex. Schroder fays it deter- 
ges and wonderfully difcuffes; that 
it refifts Poifons, particularly from 
the Bites of venomous Creatures ; 
that it kills Worms, difcuffes hy/eri- 
cal Flatus’s, and is good againit the 
Kings Evil: with many other Ex- 
cellencies which prefent Pra€tice is a 
ftranger to. ‘Tho’ the former fort 
likewife flands with fome praifed for 
killing of Worms, when boiled in 
Milk, and drank: and Mathiolus re- 
ports it to have ftopp’d the Whites, 

when dry’d and given in Powder. 
256. ACETOSELLA, Wood- 
forrel; it has alfo the Name of Zz- 
jula with fome, and Oxys a/ba with 
Gerhard; it is diftinguifhed, Trifc- 
lium acetofum vulgare, by Ca/par, 
and Trifolium acidum flore albo 
purpurafcente, by Fobu Baubine. It 
grows in woody, Places and a fandy 
Soil; and flowers about 4pr7/, or 
the beginning of May, Some-have 
conceiv’d it tobe a mighty Cardiac, 
from the Signature of its Leaf; but 
fuch Whimties are now rejected with 
contempt. It is gently deterfive, 
and good to affwage the heat of a 
choleric Conftitution, It operates 
fomewhat by Urine, and is reckon’d 
good in fchirrous Tumors, and all 
Obftructions of the Vi/cera. ‘There 
is in the Shops a Conferve and a Sy- 
rup made with it; both very grate- 
ful, and fometimes prefcribed in {cor- 

butic cafes. f | 
257. AGRIMONIA, Agrimony 3. 
called alfo Ageratum, and Balfamita 
minor, the lefler Mazdlin, or Coffma- 
ry. This is the Eupatorium of the 
Greeks ; for what Avicen frequently 
calls fo, is the Eupatorium Cannabi- 
num Of Parkinfon, or Hemp-Agri- 
TONY 
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mony. It grows plentifully in many 
places, and flowers the greateft part 
of Summer. It is commended by 
Schroder for a moft noble Hepatic, 
Splenetic, and Vulnerary ; and is 
prefcribed in Dropfies and Cachexies. 
The Country People ufe the Herb 
bruifed, or its Juice, in Contufions 
and frefh Wounds, And Etmu/ler 
fays, that it takes away all Swellings 
and Inflammations of the Scrotum. 
It is in very few of the Shop-Com- 
pofitions ; altho” prefcribed frequent- 
ly by the Chirargeons in difcutient 
and wvulnerary Fomentations, to dif- 
folve hard Tumours, difipate adema- 
tous Swellings, and abforb fuperfluous 
Humidities. . 

258. ALCHIMILLA&, Ladies 
Mantle; it is diftinguifhed in fome 
Authors by Brancha Leonis, Planta 
Leonis, and Ste//aria; and is the 
Phtadium of Diofcorides; but the Di- 
ftin@ion moft in ufe is the 4/chimil- 
fa vulgaris, the common Ladies Man- 
tle of Cafpar Baubine. It grows in 
wet and moift Pafture-Ground ; and 
is tranfplanted from thence into the 
Gardens. It flowers in May and 
June. It is by fome recommended 
asa molt noble Vulyerary; and is 
faid to confolidate, aftringe, and 
thicken the Blood; which makes it 
alfo to be prefcribed in Hamorrha- 
ges, and other Fluxes. A Water 
was formerly diftill’d from its Flow- 
ers; but that is now not at all in 
ufe; or any thing elfe from the fame 
Plant. 

{Aster Articus; feu In- 
guinalis, Starwort; diffinguifbed — 
luteus verus by Parkinfon, the true 
After Attic, or yellow Starwort; and 
éy Cafpar Bauhine — luteus, foliolis 
ad florem rigidis; ye//ow Starwort, 
with little iff Leaves at the bottom 
of the Flower. Its lower Leaves are 
about four or five Inches long, and one 
broad at the End; which is round- 
pointed, and grows narrower towards 


she Root. The Stalk is downy and 
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hairye The Flower is like a Mary- 
gold; and under each Flower grow. 
fix or feven Stiff, roundifo Leaves, in 
Sorm of a Stars; whence the name 
proceeds. The Leaves only are in ufes 
and were antiently recommended a- 
gainft Buboes and Swellings in the 
Groin, as a Cataplafms; whence alfo 
the name Inguinalis,} 

259. Brassica, Coleworts, 
or Cabbage. 'Thefe are now out of 
ufe in Medicine ; altho’ much taken 
Notice of by antient Writers. £r- 
muller fays they have much Nitre in 
their Compofition ; which makes 
them diuretic. ‘The Authors of the 
Schola Salernitana make them of ve- 
ry different Qualities ; and will have 
them both to aftringe and relax the 
Bowels; and fay alfo that they pre- 
vent Druxkenne/s, from drinking {pi- 
rituous Liquors. There are other 
kinds of this Plant cultivated in the 
Gardens for Sallads; as the Braffca 
capitata rubra, red Cabbage; a De- 
coction of which Etmuller fays will 
help to difcharge the Matter of an 
Impofthumation by Urine; the Caz- 
lis ruber, red Colewort, much re- 
commended by Riverius in Afhmas’s 
the Brafica fubauda, diftinguithed 
alba, capite oblongo non penitus claus 
Jo, by Ca/par Bauhine, the Savoy Cab- 
bage; and the Braffica florida, which 
is the Colliflower: But all thefe are 
much more ufed in the Kitchen than 
the Shops. 

260.CHAMAPITY 0S, Grouna- 
Pine; called alfo Iva <Arthritica, 
Gout-Ivy; diftinguifhed — Zutea vul- 
garis feu folio trifidoby Ca/par, and © 
—vulgaris odorata flore luteo, by Fobn 
Bauhine. It grows ona fandy Soil, 
but is not very common; and flow- 
ers in Fuly and Auguft. It is of an 
ungrateful Flavour to the Stomach, 
and moft fo in Decoétion; yet it is 
prefcribed as an Aperitive and Diz- 
retic, and an Opener of inward Ob- 
ftructions, and a Cleanfer of Abfcef- 
fes. But its chief Excellency with

moft is thought to be in the Gow; 
and "tis much commended in rooting 
out and deftroying the Matter in the 
Joints, which is fuppofed to caule 


~ thofe vehement Pains, Swellings, and 


fometimes chalky Indurations. 

261. CHeLipontil, Celan- 
dine; diftinguifhed into— Rotundi 
folia minor, and Scrophularia minor, 
by the Baubines; which is the Pi/e- 
wort, but hardly ever ufed in Me- 
dicine ;. and the Chelidonium majus, 
which is the Papaver corniculatum 
luteum, according to Ray. ‘This 
grows wild in the Fields, flowers in 
April, and is by all allowed to a- 
bound with a fharp acid S2/t, which 
makes it deterfive; and is therefore 
recommended in the Jaundice parti- 
cularly, and all other Obftructions 
and Diforders of the Vi/cera.. The 
Juice is alfo in efteem for taking 


Clouds; Films, and Specks off the 


Eyes. The Agua Mirabilis is almott 
the only Shop-Medicine in: which 
it is ufed: but this is little the bet- 
ter for it; becaufe thofe Parts in 
which its medicinal Virtues confift, 
that is the earthy and faline, will not 
rife over the He/m in Dittillation. 

262, DetPpuHinil, Lark-/pur. 
It is alfo called Con/folida Regalis hor- 
tenfis, flore, majore SF fimplici, by C. 
Baubine. It grows in Gardens, and 
flowers in Fune. Itis faid to agglu- 
tinate and heal; but is very little re- 
garded in the prefent Pharmacy. 

263. DenTaRtIA, called alfo 
Dentillaria, Tooth-wort. It is fre- 
quently to be met with in the Phy- 
fic-Gardens 3 and flowers in Apri/; 
but it is of fo little ufe in Medicine, 
as not to deferve further notice. 

264. DicitTaLtis, Fox-glove 3 
—Purpureo folio afpero, of Cafpar 
Bauhbine, is the kind referred to by 
the new Catalogue of the College ; 
but altho’ this is faid to be both Vu/- 
nerary and Emetic, which does not 
feem very confiftent ; yet the prefent 
Pra¢tice takes no notice of it in ¢i- 

‘ ther Intention. fi 
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265. Dipsact, Tafel; is dif- 
tinguifhed into the Sutivus, called 
alfo Carduus Fullonum, and Sylveftris, 
aut Virga Paftoris major, the greater 
Shepherd's Rod. But altho’ it is ho- 
nour’d with a place jn the new Cata- 
logue of the Co/Jege, we know no 
other ufe it hath than in drefling 
Cloth ; unlefs what the Superftition 
of fome common People give it, in 
ufing it asa Charm againft Agues. 

266. EpiruxyMt, Dodder of 
Thyme, is the Cufcuta minor of C. 
Bauhbine. This is ufed in various 
Intentions, and in many Authors is 
rank'd amongft the Cathartics; be- 
caufe they fay it purges Me/ancholy 
and ferous Humours: but we rie | 
given it a place here, becaufe it is 
often met with in fuch Compoiitions 
as are intended for cleanfing the 
Blood, and cutting off a Supply of 
fuch Humours as promote cutaneous 
Eruptions,and Exulcerations ; where- 
by the Cure of fuch Diforders is 
much, affifted. 

267. Funcus SamsBuct, 
Fews- Ears; daitinguifhed Fungus 
membranaceus auriculam referens, by 
C. Baubine and Ray. Thele grow 
out of the Elder Tree. They are 
little ufed but in Decoétion, which 
they make detergent and vulnerary ; 
and are efteemed a good Gargle in 
fore Throats, and Inflammations of 
the Jonfi/s, which occafion an abun- 
dance of Slough and Nattinefs, and 
furr the Mouth, without fuch Afif- 
tance. 

268. Heper@&@ TERRES- 
T R18, Ground-Ivy; called allo Chas 
meéciffus. It grows in Ditches, and 
flowers in Apri/. ‘This Herb is 
mightily ufed both in the Shops and 
common Prefcription. It is of a 
pungent, nitrous, and earthy [afte 4 
and is very abfterfive and vulnerary. 
It is not only prefcribed in almolt 
all Diftempers of the Lungs and 
Breaft, but alfo accounted good ia 
Obftrnétions of the Vifceras for 
foarte which 
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which reafon it paffes for an Hepatic, 
Splenetic, Diuretic, and Nephritic. 
It is reckon’d to do Wonders in Tu- 
bercles and tartarous Indurations of 
the Lungs. Willis in his'Pharma- 
ceutica Rationalts, PartIl. Sed. 2. 
cap. 6. mightily commends its Pow- 
der in obftinate Coughs ; efpecially 
thofe of young Children. And £¢- 
muller relates, thata Maid was cured 
of a fcorbutic Confumption, with 
nothing elfe but a ftrong Deco¢tion 
of this Herb, after a Vomit had 
been firft given. ‘There is a Syrup 
made with it in the Shops; but it is 
not by much fo good as the Decoc- 
tion, or rather Infufion, which is 
now frequently ufed in Families ; 
for the Sugar will not lie long with 
it without fretting; which quite 
fpoils it, and makes it four and grip- 
ing. Itis likewifea very good Cuf- 
tom, which has mightily obtain’d, 
of infufing it in Malt Liquors; for 
it not only helps to fine down thofe 
Liquors; but alfo communicates its 
falutary Virtues thereto, and makes 
them very wholefome. What goes 
by the name of Gil/-A/e, is nothing 
but fuch a Compofition. But in all 
fuch Cafes, the Herb picked clear 
from its Stalks, and carefully dried, 
js much better than when it is green ; 
and will make the Infufion ftronger 
and finer; becaufe its faline Parts 
will not by much fo foon mix with 
a foreign Fluid, when they areas it 
were diffolved in the natural Juice 
of the Plant while it is green, as 
after that Juice is dried away; and 
in thofe Parts its medicinal Efficacies 
confift. And therefore it avails no- 
thing to make this an Ingredient in 
any thing which is to be managed 
by Diftillation: and confequently 
likewife, that muft be a notorious Im- 
pofition which is quacked upon the 
World for a Spirit of Ground-Ivy, 
under the Notion of being a great 
Reflorative and Curer of Con/ump- 
Sons; for the fame Reafons as were 
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given againft the Diftillation of Bo- . 
bea-Tea. aie 

269. Hyperici, St. Fobn’s 
Wort; diftinguifhed —Vulgare caule 
rotundo, foliis glabris, by Fobu Baus 
hine. It grows in Thickets and 
Hedges; and flowers in Fu/y. It 
gives place to none as a Vu/nerary. 
It is found in the Compofitions of 
fome Alexipharmics; but ’tis never 
prefcribed in that Intention in com- 
mon Praétice. It is likewife ac- 
counted abiterfive, and good againft 
the Stone, and Obftruétions in the 
Urinary Paffages. It has the Credit 
alfo of deftroying Worms. It is’ 
much ufed in difcutient Fomenta-. 
tions ; and the Oil made of its Flow- 
ers is in great efteem amongft our 
Surgeons; both as an excellent Dif- 
cutient and Deterger. Some Au- — 
thors, as S2/a2, have much commend- 
ed the ufe of this Herb in Melan- 
choly and Diftraction : which feems 
to have given occafion to fome 
Enthufiafts to call it Fuga Demo- 
num. And Paracelfus very whimfi- 
cally prefcribed it in Amulets, againit 
Enchantments and Apparitions,when 
gather’d in certain Afpects of the 
Planets, and with fome peculiar fu- 
perftitious Obfervations; for other- 
wife, it feems, none of thofe Tricks 
could be play’d with it. 

270. Marrustit, Horehound. 
Of this there are two forts ; the —~ 
Album, Which is alfo called Prafium, 
under which Name there isa Syrup 
made of it in the Shops. This grows 
in the Highways, flowersin Fune,and 
is reckon’d a very great Pedfora/ and 
Vulnerary.  Dinfcorides adviled its 
Juice. to be boil’d up with Honey, 
and given in 4/fhmas and confump- 
tive Coughs; and by fome it is now 
ufed againit Spitting of Blood. The 
other fort is— Nigrum, and is the 
Ballote of Diofcorides; diftinguifhed 
alfo by Fetidum in many Authors: 
but this is little ufed in Medicine, 
though recommended by fome for

, 271. Mevirory; Melilt; di- 
_finguifhed, Trifolium odoratum flore 
duteo, by Fobhn Baubine. It grows 
by the Hedge-fides, and in Corn- 
Fields, and flowers in Fuly. It is 
difcuffive and aperitive, confifting of 
volatile and pungent Parts, as is ma- 
_-nifeit by the Smell; but as it is ufed 
now only externally, we fhall refer 
it to its proper C/a/s, under the Jo- 
pics. There is alfoa Species of this 
* called Lotus \urbana; diftinguifhed 
— Sativa odorata annua, by Fobn 
Baubine, and— Major odorata viola- 
cea, by the Oxford Catalogue. There 
is likewife an Jtalian Me/ilot; called 
Patavina by Gerbard, and diftinguifh- 
ed Magno femine rotundo rugofo, by 
the Bauhines and others; but thefe 
are not ufed in our Pharmacy. 

272. OPHIOGLOSS1, Adder’s- 
Tongue, called Lingua ferpentina by 
Parkinfons. grows in the Meadows 
and flowers in 
Apriland May. It is accounted Vx/- 
nerary, both internally and externally 
ufed. 

273. PERFOLIAT A, Thorow- 
wax 3 diftinguifhed, Vulgatifima five 
arvenfis by Ca/p. Baubine. It grows 
amongft Corn, flowers in Fu/y, and 
is faid to be Vulyerary; but it 
hardly ever occurs in modern Prac- 
tice. . 
274. Paws, Fir, or Pine. There 
are many kinds of this; but that re- 
ferred to here, is the Sativa, officulis 
duris, foliis longis,of Fobu Baubine. 
This isan Ever-green. ‘The Tops 
are detergent, vulnerary, and diure- 
tic. The Nuts are moft in ufe: 
They are emollient, agglutinant, ve- 
ry nutritive ; and*therefore good in 
Confumptions and inward Wattings. 
They are very conveniently given 
in Emulfiens; as Almonds, and fome 
other Nuts of the like kind. Some 
_ take notice-of them as Stwrengthners 
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of the genital Parts; under which 
Intention, Etmuller obferves twa 
ways of contributing to Venery; one 
is by fuch things as thefe, which - 
ftrengthen the Parts, and inercafe 
the quantity of Seed; and the other, 
fuch as the warmer Aromatics, which 
only like a Spur ftimulate and inflame 
the Defire, without adding to the 
Ability of Performance. 

275. Potit MonTany, Po- 
ly-Mountain; diitinguifhed , Monta- 
num minus, by Parkinfon, and Ma- 
ritimum rectum’ Monfpeliacum, by 
Ca/par Baubine and Gerbard. It 
grows in Italy and France, and flow- 
ers moft part of the Summer, There 
is alfo a Polum Creticum anguftifo- 
lium, brought from Candy; where it 
grows in plenty; and flowers in May, 
often confounded with the fotmer ; 
altho’ it differs in Phrafe, but agrees 
in Qualities: And likewife a Polium 
Montanum folio Lavendule, && flore 
albo, defcribed by Gerhard, and cul- 
tivated in Phyfic-Gardens, but not 
called for in Prefcription. It is ac- 
counted deterfive, and therefore good 
in all the Intentions of this C/a/s, 
particularly asaVu/nerary. But its 
ufe is not great, either in the Shop- 
Compofitions, or extemporaneous 
Prefcription : Altho’ it feems to have 
paffed formerly as an Alexipharmic 3 
by which it: has got a place in the 
Theriaca’ Andromachi. 

270, PULMONARIA, Lung- 
wort; diftinguifhed Latifolia macu- 
lofa by Parkinfon, and Symphitum 
maculofum five Pulmonaria latifolia, 
by C. Baubine; called alfo Sage of 
Ferufalem. tis cultivated in Gar- 
dens, and flowers in Apri/. It has 
a glutinous Juice, which helps it to 
confolidate, and heal Ulcerations and 
Erofions, which proceed from Acri- 
mony. It is commended in Coughs, 
and Spitting of Blood. It is little 
ufed either in the Shops or Prefcrip- 
tions. There is allo a French, or 

K Golden 
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Golden Lungwort, defcribed by Bo- 
tanifts, that is not at all ufed medici- 
nally among us. 

. .*% 276. Py ROL #, Winter-green; 
diftinguifhed Rotundifolia major, by 
Cafpar Baubine. It grows on moun- 
tainous and woody Places; and flow- 
ers in Fane: But tho’ it is recom- 


mended for Virtues belonging to this 


Clafs, and received. by the College 
‘in their new Catalogue of Officinal 
-Simples ; yet the prefent Pharmacy is 
an utter Stranger to it. , 

277o Vrse1) Quiz RCINI, 


' Mifletoe. This grows out of feveral » 


Trees, and bears a white Berry ; 
that which the Oak produces, is 
reckon’d much the beft; altho’ we 
feldom have it but from the /pp/e or 
Pear-Tree,the White-Thorn, Afh, Line, 
Willow, or Elm. We have Accounts 
of ftrange fuperftitious Cuftoms ufed 
in gathering it; and that if they are 
‘not comply’d with, it lofes its Vir- 
tue. This is by fome conjectured 
‘to be the Golden Bough, which £- 
neas made ufe of, to introduce him 
to the E/yfian Regions; as it is beau- 
tifully defcribed in Virgil’s fixth 
ZEneid. But it is not of any mo- 
ment either to that Poem, or the Vir- 
‘tues of this Plant, whether it was fo 
‘or not. TPhis.is both by the antient 
and prefent Phyficians in great e- 
fteem for Epilepfies ; againft which 
fome will have it a Specific. It is alfo 
frequently prefcribed in Apoplexies 
and Vertigoes, and wore about the 
Neck by Children, to prevent Con- 
vulfions, and eafe their Pain in breed- 
ing Teeth: Which altho’ it is not 
eafily to be accounted for; yet many 
have thought Children to be the 
better for wearing this about their 
Necks: and it is certain they never 
are the worfe for it; and therefore 
it may properly pafs amonglt what 
is called fafe Praétice. It has a 
place in Riverius’s Pulvis de Gutteta 
but in few Compolitions befides, 
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There hath been lately publifhed in 
Englifo, a Treatife of the Mifletoes 
wherein the Author profeffedly fup- 
ports his Opinions of its Virtues both 
from Faéts.and Experience; and 
warmly recommends its ule, as a Spe- 
cific in Epilepfies, and many kinds. 
of Convulfions; alledging, where it 


fails it cando no harm: But its ma- 


nifeft qualities of Aftringency and 
Vifcidity, plainly fuggeft the Rules 
for its Application ; and the Cafes 
wherein it may do harm. 


Gummi &F Balfama, Gumsand Bal-

278. CARANN#, Gum Caran- 
na. ‘This isa hard, brittle, refinous 
Gum, brought from fome Parts of 
the Weft-Indies, as Carthagena and 
New Spain. It is of an aromatic 
Flavour ; and has been prefcribed as 
But it is now very little 
given inwardly ;. and its ufe being 
chiefly external, we fhall refer it to 
the Seétiou of Topics. 

279. JUNIPER, Funiper. 
This is hard and refinous, and rec- 
kon’d the fame as the Sandaraca of 
the Arabians, . Its inward ule is 
little. . It is hot, detergent, and 
healing; and therefore it is not a- 
mifs in fome Preferiptions againft old 
G/eets, that proceed more from De- 
bility than any Malignity. ‘This is 
greatly ufed in Varni/b, among fome 
Artificers, » Its external Ufe {fee a- 
mongft the Topics. te: 

z80. OPOPANACIS, Opfopa- 


‘nax, is a Gum which flows from a 


Tree afirmed by the beft Authors 
to be the Panax Herculea of Ger- 
hard ; which being wounded in the 
Stalk, near the Root, emits -the a- 
forefaid Gum. The beft is that which 
is clear, free from Drofs, yellowith 
without-fide, but whiter. within, fat- 
tifh, and of a fetid Smell. It is not 
much! ufed internally ; and for the 
reft, fee under Sef? 12. Etmuller,

_ places it among the Cathartics ; and 
fays a Dram taken for a Dofe, purgés 
pituitous Humours. 

281. SAGAPENT, Sagapenum. 
This is likewife the Tear or Gum 
of a ferulaceous ‘Tree, and chiefly 
comes to us from Alexandria. ‘That 
is reckon’d beft which is of a pun- 
gent Smell, fomewhat refembling 
that of a Leek. ‘This is alfo faid to 
purge pituitous Humours from the 
Head and Stomach; and therefore 
to be good in all thofe Cafes arifing 
from thence. But it is much more 
met with in external Application. 
See Topics. : 

282. SARCOCOLLA, Sarco- 
col. Some fay it comes from a fili- 
quous Plant,. bearing a papilionace- 
ous Flower; others from a thorny 
Perfian Tithymalus. 'The Gum 1s 
granulated almoft like Ma/ffich ; of a 
pungent Tafte, but leaves a Sweet- 
nefs behind it, much like Liguorice. 
Itis warm, drying, and confolidat- 
ing; but of little or no ufe inward- 
ly. For its external ufe, fee amongit 
the Topics. 

283. TEREBINTHINA2 Chi, 
Chio Turpentine. ‘This, as well as 
the Cyprus, flows from the true Ze- 
rebinthus; defcribed thus, Folia pin- 
nata impari numero, decidua, flofcu- 
li flaminei tuberculis ramulorum in 
longis racemis ; which is a ‘Tree ve- 
ry different from any of the Firs or 
Pines, whence we obtain the ordi- 
nary Turpentines. It takes the name 
of the Place from.whence it comes. 
It is harder and more fragrant to the 
Smell, than either the Venice, the 
Strasburg, or the Common; ‘and is 
much the beft. as a Strengthner, and 
not fo difagreeable to the Stomach 
as moft of this Tribé. ‘There are 
almoft as many kinds of Turpentines, 
as there are Trees or Plants of the 
Fir-kind, of which there is abun- 
dance : and there is fuch Plenty of 
it in that Fir which comes to us 
_ from Norway for Building, thar we 
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fee it frequently ouze out of the 
Boards it is cut into; which makes 
their Chips.or Shavings defervedly 
in’ efteem with fome, to be boiled 
in Diet-Drinks, againft old venereal 
remains, ard all thofe Cafes where 
the Turpentiné itfelf is good. ‘This 
latter fort is° generally brought to us 
in large Shells, like that of a Gourd, 
and grows harder (as indeed they all 
do) with Age, and 1s’ the better for 
it. The beft of this kind, which 
is of an aromatic Flavour, does not 
very much fall fhort of the Ba//am 
of Jo/u, in its moft healing and fos 
vereign Qualities. 
284. TEREBINTHINA 2 Cy- 
pro, Cyprus Turpentine. ‘This differs 
from the former,’ not fo much in 
its medicinal Efficacies as in Cons 
fiftence ; being thicker, and of fome: 
what more fragrant Scent. It has its 
Name from the Place’ it is prin¢i- 
pally brought from, It is more a: 
ftringing, and lefs deterfive than the 
common, and therefore more pres 
fcribed in G/eets, after there is no 

fufpicion of Malignity remaining, 
285. TEREBINTHIN A, Tzrs 
pentine. Of this there are various 
kinds: the Common is from the Pinus 
Sy/veftris, or Mountain-Pine; and 
what’ is thickeft and moft hardned 
without Art, is the common Franz}- 
incenfe, as the Colophony, and. black 
Refin, which is made by drawing 
off, or exhaling the more liquid part. 
‘The Venice is trom the Larch-Tree, 
which grows plentifully. upon the 
Alps, and is diftinguifhed by Fobz 
Baubine —— folio deciduo conifera 3, 
this being for that reafon called fome- 
times Refina Laricis: this is much 
better than the former, But what 
excels all the thin ‘Turperitines, is 
the erebinthina  Argentoratenfiss 
Strasburg Turpentine ; whofe Tree 
is diftinguifhed by C. Bauhine — 
Mas conis furfum fpeftantibus; cals 
led by us the Silver-Fir. This is’. 
of a whitifly-green Hue; clear, fra- 
a c grant,

grant, and of a Citron Flavour. But 
the {carcity of this beyond the other, 
tempts our Druggifts grievoufly to 
adulterate it with mixtures of the 
former, and faétitious Scents’; but 
it will not long keep without dif- 
covering the F raud, by running into 
thicker and thinner Patts. ‘The ma- 
ny Purpofes for which this is ufed 
in Medicine, can hardly be enume- 
rated. It is a great Vulnerary, and 
very detergent; and therefore pre- 
feribed in all’ Sufpicions of Abfcef- 
fes and Ulcerations, in what Part fo- 
ever. It mightily aflifts Expectora- 
tion in Difeafes of the Lungs and 
Breaft ; and is therefore good in 4/fh- 
mas and Pleurifies. But it moft of 
all is famous for cleanfing the Uri- 
nary Paflages; and its difpofition to 

{s that.way, is very manifelt from 
its altering the Sme// of the Water, 
tho’ taken in ever fo little a quan- 
tity, which it makes of a Violet 
Scent. Upon this account it is very 
good in all Obftruétions of the 
Reins, whether from Sand, or any 
mucous Adhefions; and alfo in Go- 
norrbeds, which it wonderfully 
cleanfes and heals; infomuch. that 
there is hardly a Cafe of that kind 
now cured, which has not had fome 
affiftance from this Ingredient; tho’ 
in fome Cafes it may be over-done ; 
as it is very warm, and upon that 
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account will difpofe the Te/ficles to 
Tumours and Inflammations ; an 
likewife fometimes fcour the Paffa- 
ges fo much, as to make it difficult 
to bring them to their due Tenfions 
and Capacities afterwards ; whence 
arife Gleets, and involuntary Emif- 
fions. ‘To make it more agglutinat- 
ing, and lefs detergent, it is fome- 
times boiled in Water, until it be- 
comes hard and brittle as common 
Rofin ; and fuch Management makes 
it fitter alfo to give in other Forms, 
as Powders, Ele¢tuaries, or Bolus’s 5 
which its Tenacity and adhefive Pro- — 
perties made it before unfit for. 
This ‘is frequently in the Compofi- 
tion of Glyfers againft Colics ; efpeci- 
ally if they are {ufpeéted to proceed 
from the Stove and Grave/ : imto 
which Form ’tis brought by mixing 
it firft with the Yolk of an Egg; 
for that divides it, fo as to make it 
eafily unite with an aqueous Vehicle : 
which of itfelf it will not do. Its 
ufe in Chirurgery is likewife very ex- 
tenfive, which fee amongft the Zo- 
pits. 

286. Cortex Uumi, Eln- 
Tree Bark. ‘This is fometimes pre- 
{cribed in Decoétion, as a Vu/nerary. 
It makes a good Gargarifm for fore 
Mouths, occafion’d by Heat and 
Sharpnefs of Humours ; but is ufed 
in little elfe. j

Scurvy confifts. . 
288. ABSINTHII VULGA- 
R18, Common Wormwood. ‘This is 
fufficiently known to all. It has 
been in great efteem not only as a 
Stomachic, upon account of its Bit- 
ternefs, and for the fame reafon a 
Deftroyer of Worms; but as a great 
Detergent ; and'therefore prefcribed 
in the Faundice, and even in Drop- 
fies. 
is now quite laid afide, and it is 
little regarded as a Stomachic. Gen- 
tian and Orange-Pee/s being much 
preferr’d to it ; both as they make 
a more grateful Bitter, and are not 
fo extremely hot and drying: for 
Wormwood, by thofe Qualities, has 
been obferved to hurt the Sight, by 
drying up or diflipating the Animal 
Juices too much ; whereby the Op- 
tic Nerves have fometimes alfo want- 
ed their due Supplies; and by that 
means occafion’d a Dimnefs of Sight, 
which is very difficult to remedy 5 
as it is much eafier to diminifh the 
Quantity of a Fluid, than to add 
thereunto. ‘This Herb is in fome of 
the Shop-Compofitions, and a good 
Ingredient enough-in Cephalic dif- 
till’d Waters ; where its volatile Par- 
ticles rife and contribute to their me- 
dicinal Efficacies; its pungent and 
almott cau/tic Salts, fo hurtful to the 
Nerves in fome dry Conftitutions, 
remaining behind.» For which rea- 
fon, likewife, it is ufed in fome ex- 
ternal Intentions, in the way of Fo- 
mentation ; the faline Parts remain- 
ing in the Decoétion, being very fer- 
viceable to ftimulate and ditcufs fome 
particular Tumours. 
- 289. ALLIt, Garlic Itis only 
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But its ufe in fuch Intentions 
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the Root of ‘this which is in ufe. 
It is very aperient and difcutient, 
being loaded with very fubtile and 
volatile Parts. It paffes with fome 
for a Stomachic, and a Deftroyer of 
Acidities in the firft Paflages; for 
which reafon Etmu/ler alcribes to it 
Nephritic qualities ; becaufe, accord-’ 
ing to his way of Reafoning, the 
Stone is produced from fuch Acidi- 
ties. And even in Ga/en’s Time, it 
was prefcribed in Colics. It is by 
fome now efteemed. good againft 
Worms. However, the prefent Prac- 
tice and Experience demonftrate its 
great Efficacies, in deterging and 
opening the Luwgs; whereby it is 
very powerful in 4fbmas and Dif- © 
ficulty of Breathing. It is likewile 
very Diuretic, as appears by its Smell 
in the Urine; and upon that ac- 
count ferviceable in fome Dropfies. 
It is extremely penetrating and dif- 
cutient in Cateplajms. ‘There is an- 
other Species of this called Ophio/co- 
rodon, Vipers Garlic, which is our 
Rockambol 3 as alfo the Cepa Afcalo- 
nica, or Afcalonitides, Efchalots ; all 
of the fame Qualities, but ufed only 
in Sauces. 

290. AmMMi VERI, Bibops- 
weed; called by fome' Cuminum /E- 
thiopicum, Ethiopian Cummin. That 
referred to in our Officinal Prefcrip- 
tions, is the Ammi femine Apii, that 
with a Seed like Smallage, defcribed 
by Cafpar Baubine. It is brought 
from Egypt by the way of Alexan- 
dria, to Venice and Germany; and 
thence into other Parts of Europe. 
The Seeds only are in ufe. It is 
hot and drying, and is reckon’d ta 
difcufs and attenuate; for which rea- 
fon it is prefcribed in Colic Pains, 
in Diftenfions of the Belly, and in 
Obftruétions of the Uterine and U- 
rinary Paffages: butit keeps its place. 
only in a few Officinal Compofitions 5 
being hardly ever order’d in extem- 
poraneous Practice. 
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291. ANAGALLIpis AQva- 
T108, Brook-lime. ‘This’ is alfo 
called Beccabunga, and varioufly dif: 
tinguifhed by Botanifts; but the Of- 
ficinal fort is commonly enough 
known, called Aguatica minor folio 
Jfubrotundo, by Cajpar Bauhine; and 
Veronica aquatica rotundifolia, by 
Ray, It grows in Rivulets which 
run from Springs, as the Water- 
Creffs; and isin flower in May and 
Fune. Xt abounds with pungent vo- 
latile Parts; which enable it to a- 
brade, and clear away thofe little 
Vifcofities that obitrué the Capil/a- 
yies, and occafion Scabs and Blotches. 
It is alfo Diuretic, and a Cleanfer of 
all’ the Vi/cera; which gives it fre- 
quently a Place in antifcorbutic and 
deobftruent Compofitions. . 

292. ANONIs, Ref Harrow, is 
the “aves of Diofcorides, and the 
*Ovevie of Theophrafus, It is by 
fome Writers called Rea Bovis. The 
fort referred to by the prefent Prac- 
tice, isthe Anois /pinofa flore pur- 
pureo>s the prickly Reft-Harrow with 
purple Flowers of Ca/par Baubine. 
‘The Herb and Roots are both ufed. 
It grows in the Fields near High- 
ways, and’ flowers in Fume and Fu- 

‘dy. It is faid to heat, dry, difcufs, 
abfterge, and attenuate ; and is pre- 
{cribed in Obftruétions of all kinds. 
Some recommend its Infufion for the 
Hemorrhoids; as alfo ina Gargarifm 
for fcorbutic Gums, and Pains in 
the Teeth: but the prefent Praétice 
gives little Credit to it in thofe'Ca- 
_ des. Some ufed to pickle its Buds, 
or firft Shoots, with Salt, for Sauce; 
and a diltilled Water was antiently 
ordered from it; but is now neg- 
lected. 

293. AP 41d, Smalage. - This 
feems to be a kind of Parfleyy and is 
alfo called Elcofelinum, and Paluda- 
pium; diftinguifhed — Palufire, by 
Ga/p. Bawhinee It confifts of many 
volatile and fubtile .Parts’; and ig 
therefore aperient and difcuffive, Its 


. =e 


Root is one of the five greater Open- 
ers. There needs no trouble to re- 
duce it into’ any medicinal Forms, 
becaufe itis fo convenient and agree- 
able in Sa//ads. It is very good in 
grofs Conftitutions, and Infar¢tions 
of the Lungs; efpecially if eat with 
Oil and Muftard. It helps to atte- 
nuate and diflodge the vifcid Hu- 
mours, and fuit them to pals off by 
Urine and Tranfpiration. It alfo at- 
fifts in cleanfing the Liver, and is 
good in the Faundice. 

294. AQUILEGI&, Columbine. 
There are various Species of this, 
differing moftly in’ their Flowers 5 
but the Officinal fort is the Simplex 
feu Sylveftris flore céruleo C. B. the 
Simple or Wild Columbine with a 
blue Flower, as defcribed by Ca/par 
Baubine. ‘The Herb, Flowers, and 
Seeds are ufed in the Shops. It 
grows without Culture in theWoods 5 
but is often planted in the Gardens ; 
and flowers in Fune and Fuly. It . 
moderately warms, drys, and opens; 
whence it obtains a Place in Prefcrip- 
tions againft the Jaundice, and fuch 
like ill Habits from Obftruétions. 
The good Women formerly. had its 
Seed in great efleem for throwing 
out the Small-Pox and Meafles. A 
Water was diftilled from it, a Con- - 
ferve made of its Flowers, and a 
Vinegar medicated by Infufion of 
its Flowers: but they are all now 
neglected. for things of more Efficacy 
in the fame Intentions. 

(295. AR TANITA, Soto-Bread; 
moit commonly called Cyclamen 3 
and many fubordinate Diftinctions it 
is divided into by Botanic Writers : 
But the Cyclamen orbieulato folio in- 
Serne purpurafeente, or Hedere folio, 
Sow-Bread with a roundifh Leaf, in- 
clining to Purple towards its Bot-. 
tom, or witha Leaf refembling Ivy, 
and deferibed by Ca/par Baubine, is 
the fort referred to by Officinal Dif- 
penfatories. Its Root is moft in ule, 
and is to be gathered oe:

It is faid very powerfully to open 
and. deterge ; for which. reafon it is 
recommended in the Jaundice, Gra- 
vel, and all obftinate Obftruétions 5 
as alfo to forward the Expulfion of 
a dead Child from the Womb. Ex- 
ternally it hath been ufed to difcufs 


ferophulous Tumours; and indeed 


its Acrimony and Pungency fits it 
more fafely for external Ufe than in- 
ternal. It hath alfo had a Place a- 
mongft Errhines. Me/we contrived 
an Ointment which took its Name 
from hence; as being the chief In- 
gredient in-it; and the firft Difpen- 
fatories of our Col/ege retained it: 
but it is now rejected, as are almoft 
all other Ufes of the fame Plant. 

296. AsPERUL# ODORATA, 
Woodroof called alfo A/pergula, and 
Hepatica Stellata, Star-Liverwort 3 
Aparine fylveftris, and, Caprifolium : 
that defcribed by. C. Baubine by the 
Diftin@ion of A/perula feu Rubeola 
montana odorata, Woodroof, or Sweet 
Mountain Madder, is the Officinal 
kind. It grows in woody Places, 
and flowers: in Apri/ and May. It 
is warm and drying, and recom- 
mended as 4 good Hepatic and De- 
tergent. It hath been directed ex- 
ternally in Cataplafms, to aflwage 
and difenfs hot Tumours ; as. allo 
to be applied to the Feet to forward 
Delivery: but the modern Prattice 
‘acknowledges no fuch Qualities, and 
ufes it but very little internally. 

297. ASPLENII, Spleen-wort. 
This is the fame as the Scolopendri- 
um Verum. Che Scolopendria Vul- 
garis is the Hart’s-Tongue. They 
are neither of them much in ule. 
See Sedtion I. Cla/s 1. 

298. Botryros, Ferufalem-oak. 
This is alfo-called Ambrofia. It is 
a Species of the Blitum, diltinguifhed 
Ambryfoides Vulgaris, by Cap. Bau- 
bines and intitled, Atriplex odora 
feu Juaveolens, in. the Oxford Cata- 
logue. It hath only a Syrup under 
its name in the Shops 3. and that but 
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very little in ufe: Altho’ it has an- 
tiently been of great account in Dil- 
eafes of the Breaft, and particularly: 
in Difficulty of Breathing ; as we 
find in Diofcorides and Paulus A2gi- 
neta, who are follow’d in the fame 
Opinion by Mathiolus and Camerart- 
us; but I have not once met with 
it in extemporaneous Prefcription. 

299. CaPPARIS, Capers 3 dif-. 
tinguifhed Capparis Jpinofa, frudiu 
minore, folio rotunda, by Ca/p. Bau- 
bine. Thefe are Buds of the Fruit: 
of a Tree, which are brought over. 
to usin Pickle. They are in fome 
antient Difpenfatory Compofitions 5 
but their ufe in any medicinal Form 
is now quite laid afide; and we 
meet with them only in Sauces. ’Tis 
probable the Pick/e in which they 
are preferved, may alter their natural 
Qualities ; but as we have them in 
that, they are cooling and grateful to 
the Stomach, conduce to Digeftion, 
and are Cleanfing, Aperient, and 
Diuretic. 
_ 300. CaPRIFOLTT, called al- 
fo Matrifylva, and Periclymenum 3 
and diftinguifhed by Ca/par Baubines 
— non perfoliatum Germanicum 3 is 
the Woodbine, or Honeyfuckle. It 
flowers in Funes and the Places of 
its Growth are commonly enough 
known. Its medicinal Virtues how- 
ever, altho’ faid to be detergent and 
cleanfing, are not regarded by our 
prefent Practice. | 

301. CHAM#DRYOS, Ger- 
mander, otherwile called Triffago 3 
and diftinguifhed by Ca/p. Bauhine 
— minor repens. It is cultivated in 
Gardens, and flowers in Fuze. It is 
accounted {plenetic, hepatic, and diu- 
retic ; and good in all Intentions that 
are to be anfwered by deterging. It 
has .a place with fome alfo as an A- 
lexipharmic ; and therefore it is fome- 
times to be met with in Compofi- 
tions to promote Sweating, and re- 
fift Epidemical Malignities.

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302. CARDAMINE 5, Cuckow- 
Flower, Meadow-Creffes, or Ladies- 
Smock. "This is a kind of Nafur- 
tium 3 and is diftinguifhed Nafur- 
tium pratenfe, magno flore, by Ca/p. 
Bauhine, and eee a ne 
it is the Jberis of Fuchfius, according 
to Fobn Baubine, and is pungent and 
cifcuffive ; but it has'very little room 
in Compofition, or common Pre- 
feription. 

303. CocHLEaRIa2 Hor- 
TENSIs, Garden Scurvy-grafs 3 dif- 
tinguifhed by moft Botanifts, Folio 


fubrotundo, or rotundifolio; and alfo. 


— Batava; being moftly the Pro- 
duce of Holland, tho’ it is frequent 
enough in our Gardens. It flowers 
in May, It is very fubtile and vo- 
latile; infomuch that there is no 
bearing one’s Nofe any longer over 
_ the Herb when bruifed, than over 
the ftrongeft Spirit of Hart/born. For 
which reafon it is very powerful in 
cutting and deterging vifcid and 
tough Humours, and enabling them 
to pafs thro’ their proper Conveyan- 
ees. This makes it good in all 
Lufarfions of the Vifcera, efpecially 
from Phlegm ; and in fuch cutaneous 
Obftructions, as produce fcorbutic 
Eruptions and Scabs. Its manifeft 
Efficacy in all thefe Cafes, which 
are the Foundation of many chro- 
nical Diftempers, has brouglit it in- 
to ufe both in the Shops and extem- 
porancous Prefcription, almoft in all 
manner of medicinal Forms. The 
Conferve made of it feems to be the 
beft preparation of it in the Shops; 
tho’ the frefher, the better it is; the 
more volatile Parts making their e- 
feape in time. This Property alfo 
Suits it very much for Dittillation ; 
and the Plain Spirit of Scurvygrafs, 
which is in fuch mighty Efteem a- 
mong{t the common People, has the 
beft part of the Herb in it. Indeed 
the weightier faline Parts may not 
rife, whence it will not be fo effec- 
tual a Diuretic; yet it will rather 
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the better anfwer all Intentions as a 
Difcutient, and an Opener 5 parti- 
cularly of the minuteft Paflages, fuch 
as the cutaneous Glands. But altho’ 
thefe manifeft qualities have brought 
it fo much into ule, that it is to be 
met with not only at the Apotheca- 
ries, but in moft Victualling-Houfes 
in their medicinal Ales ; and tho’ its 
Name has given it the advantage in 
the common: Efteem, fo as to make 
it almoft every one’s Phyfic; yet it 
is by no means good in thin, dry, 
and heétical Conititutions: for as it 
will add to the heat and motion of 
the Blood, it cannot but increafe all 
thofe Complaints andDiforders which 
arife from that Extreme. f 

304. COCHLEARIZ Marr 
ne, Sea Scurvygra/s. This is more 
particularly diftinguifhed — Britan- 
nica folio finuato, by Ca/p. Baubine, 
and the Oxford Catalogue; and is a 
f{maller-leav’d fort, of the fame Vir- 
tue with the former, but fomething 
lefs powerful; as it is not fo volatile 
and fubtile. It is not ufed fo much 
in the Shop-Medicines; but is fre- - 
quently order’d in the fame Inten- 
tions as the other, in Prefcription. 
But as it leaft abounds with the Sa/t, 
which is volatile, it feems to have 
more of what is of a fixed nature, 
and upon that account may be a bet- 
ter Diuretic than the former. 

o5. CrirHMt, Samphire; cal- 
led likewife Farniculum marinum. It 
grows on Precipices and Rocks near 
the Sea; and flowers in Fu/y. It 
is recommended againft Obitructions 
of the Vifcera, and Urinary Pafia- 
ges; but itis more ufed asa Sauce 
in Pickle, than in Medicine. 

| 306. Ery simi, [Hedge-Muf- 
tard ; otherwife called Eryfimum vul- 
gare, common Eryfimum.| It grows 
in great plenty in many Parts of Exg- 
Jand; and flowers about Fu/y and 
Auguft. It is biting and, pungent, 
not much unlike common Muftards 
and in like manner itis aperient and 

difcuf- 


‘ 
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difcuffive. It is prefcribed chiefly in 
Afthmas, Infarétions of the Lungs, 
and chronical Coughs. Lodelius gives 
it a high Chara¢ter for many Pur- 
pofes; and particularly for being a 
{peedy Cure in a fettled Hoarfenefs. 
He makes a Syrup of it, which the 
College have got in their Di/pen/ato- 
ry under the fame Name. ‘ 

307, Eupatorit, Maudlin. 
This is the Eupatorium of Mefue; 
that of Avicen being the Eupatorium 
Cannabinum beforementioned. It is 
alfo the Ageratum foliis ferratis of 
Cafpar Baubine. \t flowers about 
Fuly. Among the Arabian Phyli- 
cians, both were in wonderful efteem. 
Avicen wfed the latter as an Hepatic 
and Vulnerary 5 and gave it in Drop- 
fies, Cachexies, Catarrhs, Coughs, 
and Obftructions of the Urine and 
Menfes. Riverius recommends this 
to be given in Powder to cure a Dia- 
betes, upon account of an aftringent 
Quality he afcribed to it: and for 
‘the fame Opinion Mr. Ray quotes the 
late Dr. Hudfes and Ge/ner has found 
in his own Practice a brisk purgative 
Quality in its Roots ; notwithitand- 
ing it has been fo long in neglect, 
that now we hardly ever meet with 
it order’d in any Intention. 

308. FuMARIA#, Fumitory, dil 
tinguifhed Purpurea, by Ger- 
bard, Vulgaris, by Parkinfon 3 
and. called by fome, on account of 
its fuppofed Prevaiency againft Me- 
lancholy, Melancholifuga. It is to 
be met with plentifully in many Pla- 
ces; and it flowers in May and 
June. It is bitter, and suppoiee to 
correct Choler and aduft Humours ; 
which has recommended it in the 

. Jaundice and hypochondriacal Cafes. 
for which purpofe in Sezzertus’s 
Praétice we meet with it in the Form 
of an Eleétuary; but it muft in that 
Form be very naufeous. . It. is an 
Herb difficult to dry ; and its Juice, 
which is ufed as a Antifcorbutic, 


with Whey, in the Spring-time, 
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will not keep; {fo that it is now little 
ufed in the Shops. , 

309. GENISTA, Broom; dil- 
tinguifhed —- dngulofa &F Scoparia, 
by Cajpar, and — Angulofa trifolia, 
by Fohn Baubine.. There are other 
Diftin@tions of this Plant; as, the 
Hifpanica, and Spinofa s 
but they are now unknown in Medi- 
cine. This grows much upon heathy 
‘Ground ; ‘and is in flower almoft all 
the Summer. Many gather the yel- 
low Buds, and pickle them with 
Salt and Vinegar, in the fame man- 
ner as Capers: from which they are 
not then to be diftinguifhed. The 
Flowers, are mott! in ufe, and by all 
accounted fplenetic, nephritic, and 
hepatic. They cleanfe away Gravel 
and ferous Humours, both by Stool 
and Urine, and are accounted extra- 
ordinary in Cachexies and Dropfies. 
For this reafon they are a chief In- 
gredient in fome medicinal Ales. 
Their Afhes, which are made by 
Calcination, and are fo much extol- 
led for purging off Water in Drop- 
fies, are no better than any other 
Afhes made in the fame manner; for 
all lixivious Salts are diuretic 3. as 
we fhall further fee in the proper 
Section. 

310. GRATIOLA, Hedge-Hy- 
Sop; called by C. Baubine, Centau- 
roides. It is cultivated in Gardens 5 
and flowers in Fu/y: But altho’ it 
hath afcribed to it the, Virtues of 
this Clafs, it is now little in ufe. 

311. HEPATICA, Liver-worts 
called alfo Lichen, and diftinguifhed 
Metreum latifolium, five Hepatica fon- 
tana, by Ca/p. Baubine. There is alfo 
an Hepaticum trifolium, flore fimplici, 
intitled Nodz/is, but not fo much 
in efteem. ‘The former grows near 
Springs, Wells, and watery Places, 
very low, almoft like a Mo/s, and 
puts out Flowers about Fune, not 
unlike Stars. This is wonderfully 
commended by Schroder, in thofe 
Diforders of the Liver which arife 
rs ‘ | from 
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from too much heat; and he fays 
’tis good in the Jaundice, Hettics, 
Gonorrhaa’s, and Fevers. And fome 
are fond of it, becaufe of the refem- 
blance it bears to the Liver and 
Spleen in its Leaves; but that Sie- 
nature-Philofophy is now exploded. 
It is not much in the Shop-Difpen- 
fations ; but frequently prefcribed in 
Antifcorbutic and Medicinal Ales and 
Drinks in Spring-time. | 

— [LIcHEN TERRESTRIS 
CinEREuS, confifts of thick, 
crumpled hollow Leaves, afb-coloured 
on the upper fide, and fomewhat whi- 
ter below. It grows in dry barren 
places all the Year round. °Tis ac- 
counted a Specific for the bite of a 
mad Dogs and enters the Pulvis An- 
telyffus of the College.) 

312. Hyssop, Ayfip; diftin- 
guifhed Cerulea five fpicata, 
by Ca/par, and Vulgaris /pica- 
taangufifolia, by Fobn Bauhine. It 
is cultivated in Gardens, and flow- 
ers in Fu/y and Auguff. It is warm 
and detergent ; and therefore good 
in many kinds of Coughs and Dit- 
orders of the Lungs and Brealt, which 
-arife from Phlegm and vifcid Hu- 
tours. It is good in Afbmas, pro- 
motes Expectoration, and gives re- 
lef in Difficulty of Breathing. It 
is almoft a conftant Ingredient in 
Peforal Apozems. ‘This is one of 
thofe very few Simples, of which 
there is a diftill’d Water good for 
any thing in the Shops. . For there 
comes over with it fo much of a 
warm effential Oil, as not only pre- 
ferves it from Morher and ftinking ; 
{which moft Simple Waters are fub- 
jet to) but alfo makes it a good 
Pectoral, and efficacious to all thofe 
Purpofes, which the Herb is given 
for in any other forms. 

313. HipPose Lint; thus cal- 
led by Theophrafius, and Smyrnium 


by Diofcorides; Alexanders. It grows. 


in rocky Places; flowers in Fuze, 
and is recommended for Virtues be-

314. TBE RIDI 8, Sciatica-Cre/- 
Jes; diftinguithed — Latiore folio, by 
C. Baubine, and — Latiore folio fer- 
rato, by the Oxford Catalogue. It 
agrees in Virtues, as well as in Tribe, 
with the common Crefés ; tho’ in- 
ferior to them in efficacy : but ’tis not 
regarded in the prefent Pharmacy. __ 

SER EY G p's TR, Preven it 
commonly grows in Woods and 
Hedges, and flowers alimoft all the 
Summer; but altho’ it is recom- 
mended for the Virtues belonging to 
this Clafs, and is taken into the new 
Catalogue of the Co//ege, it is not at 
all ufed in the prefent Compofition. 

316. MenvastRi, Horfe-mint. 
This is almoft unknown in Medicine. 
Its Virtues, as alfo the Plant itfelf, 
have fome refemblance to the Spear- 
mint; but it is ftronger, and more 
rank in Smell, and accounted very 
deterfive, both in inward and exter- 
nal Intentions. -See Mint. 

317, NastTurRTir AQvUa~- 
Tict, Water-Creffes. ‘This is al. 
fo the Naffurtizm Hortenfe, Garden- 
Crefs ; but’tis only ufed in Salads ; 
and is of the fame Virtues as the other 
in a lower degree. The Na/furtium 
Aguaticum grows, as the Anagallis A- 
guatica, in Rivulets or Springs ; flow- 
ers in Fu/y and Auguff; and keeps 
green, and in {ome meafure growing 
the whole Winter. There is alfo— 
Sy/veftris,and other forts, but not ufed 
in Medicine. ‘This hath a fharp pene- 
trating Tafte, and is reckon’d very 
Tis therefore ufed in all 
chronical Difeafes, which-arife from 
glandulous Obftructions ; and _parti- 
cularly the Scurvy; for which end its 
Juice isamongft the Antifcorbutics, 
which fome undergo a Courfe of in 
It is alfo much 
ufed in Broths, after the manner of 
common Pot-herbs, for the fame pur- 
pofe ; as alfo in Medicinal Ales and 
Diet-Drinks, ~ Paraceljus sant

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that he frequently cured Quartans 
with it. And fome will have it good 
againft Malignities in the Meafles and 
Small-Pox: but the prefent Praétice 
_ is a ftranger to, it in all fuch Inten-

318. Panacis, All-heal; dil- 
tinguifhed Herculeum majus by Ger- 
hard, and Panax feu Pfeudo-Coftus; 
fore lutco, by Fohu Baubine. Itis 
to be met with in the Gardens of 
the Curious; and hath afcribed to it 
Virtues which entitle it to this Clafs ; 
but the prefent Pharmacy takes no 
notice of it. ‘There are many other 
kinds of this Plant alfo mention’d by 
Botanilts, that are equally in neglect, 
and therefore not worth notice here; 
unlefs the-~ Panax Coloni, Clown’s 
All-heal, which the common People 
ufe to frefh Wounds with fuccefs. 

319. Porrti, Leeks. Thefeare 
ufed much more in Food than in 
Phyfic; tho’ the Pilule Fetide of 
the College are order’d to be made 
into a due Confiftence with a Syrup 
of them; but very imprudently, be- 
caufe its Volatility, while any fuch 
Parts remain, is continually agitating 
the Mafs, and throwing out a white 
Mould upon it: and befides this, it 
foon dries, and unfits it for ufe. 
Thefe are fo much of the fame. na- 
ture as Garlick, mention’d in this 
Section, that the Reader may tum 
thither for its other Properties. 

.320. Rus ci, Butchers-Broom. 

» It is alfo called Brufcus, It grows 
in Thickets and Hedges; is of an 
auftere and bitterifh Tafte, and ac- 
counted aperient and deterfive ; but 
it is not prefcribed in thofe, or in 
any other Intentions, either.in the 
Shop-Difpenfations,or common Prac- 
tice; and has no place in Medicine 
now, but upon the merit of its 
Roots, which are one of the jive 
greater Openers. 

321.SamBucil, Elder; diftin- 
guifhed Fru&u in umbella nigro, by 
C, Bauhine, There is allga Moye: 


~ 
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tain-Elder, referred to by Botanitts ; 
but that enters not into the prefent 
Practice. This Tree has not one 
Part but is ufed in Pharmacy. There 
has been a Treatife wrote by one 
Martinus Blockwitzius, called the 
Anatomy of the Elder: But as its fe- 
veral Parts are fomewhat different in 
their Efficacies, and moft naturally, 
according to our Method, fall under 
other Subdivifions; we fhall juft take 
notice here, that the green Leaves 
are only ufed in the Shops to make 
an Oi/ and Ointment for fome exter- 
nal Intentions; and that they are 
fometimes, by way of Cataplafm, 
applied hot to an Ery/ipelas, and iz- 
flammatory Tumours. 

322. SATUREIA, Savory; dif- 
tinguifhed — Horten/is five Cunicula 
fativa Plinii, by C. Baubine. Itis 
much cultivated in-our Gardens; but 
is Jittle ufed in Medicine. It is rec- 
kon’d warm and difcuflive; good a- 
gaint Crudities of the Stomach, 
Afthmas, and menftrual Obftruc- 
tions: But its neglect in Praétice 
fhews a diftruft of all thofe Efica- 
cies, : 

323. SCROPHULARIA, Fig- 
wort; diftinguifhed Major Vul- 
garis, by Parkinfon, and — Nodofa 
fetidaby C.Baubine. It grows.in 
the Hedges, flowers in Fu/y, and 
hath the Virtues of this Clafs be- 
longing to it; but it is very little 
ufed, 

324. SECALIS, Rye. This is 
not in any medicinal Difpenfation ; 
but it is the common Bread among 
the meaner fort in fome Countries. 
It purges thofe who are not ufed ta 
it; and is reckon’d more detergent 
than any other Grain of which Bread 
is made. It is by fome ufed in. 
{uppurative and difcutient Cata- 
plafms ;. and not always without fuc-, 
cefs to the Parts affected with the. 
Gout, ;

The Stalks rife 
two Foot high; and are befet with nu- 
merous long-winged, and very neatly 
divided green Leaves; refembling thofe 
of the true Roman Wormwood; and 
adorned with very fine feort Hairs: 
Mt grows common in Jandy Ground, or 
among Rubbifb; and flowers in June. 
The Seed is the chief part in ufes 
and faid, if boiled without bruifings 
to cure the Bloody Flux; and to be 
good in the Stone and Gravel.] 
Peay. EAN AC Ra Tansey. 
This hath many Diftinétions in Bo- 
tanic Writers ; and by fome is made 
the Species of the Artemifia; but 
the Tanacetum Vulgare of Parkinfon, 
is the only fort cultivated amongft us. 
Herman of Leyden gives a fort of it 
under the diftinétion of Bal/amita 
mas, five Tanacetum hortenfe, foliis 
€F odore menthe ; which is the Co/- 
tus Hortorum, commonly called Co/- 
mary; but this fort is very little ufed 
in Medicine. The other flowers in 
Fune and Fuly. It difcuffes, is Vul- 
nerary, Uterine, and Nephritic; yet 
enters into very few Shop-Medicines, 
under any of thofe Intentions. A 
Syrup is indeed made of it 3 which 
is in efteem amongft the good Wo- 
men in fome Female Diforders,. but 
by none elfe. It is accounted, by 
many, efficacious in deltroying Worms 
particularly the Seed, which is for 
that reafon frequently made a Sxcce- 
daneum to Worm-feed, or the Semina 
Santonica. 
320.TRIFOLIIPALUSTRIS, 
five Paludofi, Marfb Trefoil, ow Buck- 
bean. This Plant is mentioned by 
Gerhard, Parkinfon, and other Bota- 
nic Writers; tho’ they faid little of 
its Virtues before Sizon Pauli, who 
commends it greatly in fcorbutic Ca- 
fes; and fays “tis more fubtile and 
penetrating than the Na/urtium. 
Bartholinealfo juft mentions it. It 
feengs at this time to be coming into 
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great repute in many chronical Dif- 
tempers. Many ufe it in their Fa- 


‘“milies in the form of Yea: And ex- 


perience its conftant ufe to be very 
effectual againft Schrophula’s, the 
King’s-Evil, and all obftinate fcor- 
butic Diftempers. Its Tafte at firft 
ufing is not very grateful ; being 
fomewhat of a naufeous Bitter ; but 
time wears off that Diffike. Its 
ufe in Shop-Compofitions is not yet 
known. 

327, VERBEN &, Vervain; 
chiefly diftinguifhed into Ma/e and 
Female. It flowers in Sune and 
Fuly. Itis of a fub-aftringent and 
bitterifh ‘Tafte; is detergent, and 
reckon’d good in’all Indurations and 
Obitructions of the Liver, Spleen, 
Reins, or Mefentery: But it is little 
ufed inwardly. Externally it is of 
great ufe in Pains of the Head, ap- 
plied various ways. Fore/fus gives an 
almoft incredible Inftance of its Vir- 
tues for this purpofe in Lid. 9. Ob- 
fervat. §z. Some pretend it as an 
Amulet; and Marcellus Empiricus, as 
Schroder relates, directed the Root in 
cafe of the Kivg’s-Evil to be cut juft 
crofs-ways, and one part hung about 
the Neck, and the other in a {moaky 
Place; by which means the Struma 
was to wear away as the Root dry’d 
in the Smoak. Many Country Peo- © 
ple pretend to do great Feats with it 
in Agues 3 by applying it to the Wrifts 
in the form ofa Cataplafm ; and alfo 
to cure gouty Pains and Swellings 
in the fame manner. 

328. Veronic# Maris, 
Paul's Betony, or, Male Speedwell. 
This is in flower about Fuze. ‘That 
is moft preferr’d by fome, which 
grows near the Root of anOak. It 
is accounted a good deterging Vx/- 
nerary; and given in Erofions and 
Obftructions of the Lungs, both to 
expectorate and heal. . There are al- 
fo Alexipharmic Qualities afcribed to 
it, which give it a place in’ fome 
Compofitions againft Malignities a 

pi- f 
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Epidemical Infeétions. It is alfo 
prefcribed in fome Antifcorbutic De- 
cottions, and reckon’d good to cleanfe 
the Blood, and wear away Blotches 
and cutaneous Eruptions. The Ve- 
_ ronica feemina, is the Elatine, Flu- 
ellin, which the College have thought 
fit to take notice of in their laft Dif- 
penfatory ; but there 1s nothing yet 
to be faid from Experience in its re- 
commendation. , 


Flores, Flowers: 

329. Frores SamBucy, 
Elder Flowers. They blow from 
May to Fuly. Thefe are emollient, 
difcutient, and anodyne; tho’ little 
ufed inwardly, unlefs in the Water 
that is diftilled from them; which is 
very good, and will keep well enough 
if they be fprinkled over with a little 
Spirit before Diftillation ; elfe it will 
decay before frefh Flowers come a- 
gain; as moft Simple Waters do. 
‘They are ufed in many external Ap. 
_ plications, in Eryfipelatous Inflam- 

mations, and Arthritic Swellings, 
‘There is an excellent Ointment to 
be made with them; but there is 
feldom care enough taken in the 
Shops to order it right; which fhall 
be directed in the following Part. 
Simon Pauli \ikewile gave them in- 
wardly to be drank in Milk, in In- 
’ flammations. 


Semina, Seeds of, 

330. AMMEOS, Bifbops-Weed. 
There are two kinds of this, the — 
Vulgatius of Parkinfon, and — Ma- 
jus of C. Baubine; and the Ammi 
verum offic. diftinguifhed — Semine 


Apii by Cafpar, and — Odore Ori- 


gani by Fobn Baubine; the laft of 
which comes from Egypt about 4- 
lexandria 3 and is the true Officinal 
fort; tho’ the other is fometimes 
ufed for it. ‘Thefe Seeds are of fub- 
tile Parts, opening and difcuflive : 
Hence they are not only ufed in Co-

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Stomach, as Carminatives; but. like 
wife in Obftructions of the Men/es and 
Urine. They are an Ingredient in 
the Theriaca Andromachi. 

31. Eruca, Rocket. See See- 
tion IV. Cla/s 2. 

332. Fraxinti, Af. Thele 
are inclofed in what the Country 
People call the A/ben-Keys. They 
are very little in Compolition ; but 
accounted good in the Jaundice, 
Pleurify, and the Stone. 

333. NasTuRTit, Creffs. 
They are of the fame Virtues as the 
Herb; and for the conveniency of 
keeping them dry in the Shops, 
are more in ufe.in the officinal Com- 
pofitions ; tho’ the other much more 


in extemporaneous Prefcriptions, 
and arbitrary Medicines. See pag. 
133. 


FruGus, Fruits : 

334. AMYGDALZ AMARA, 
Bitter Almonds. 'Thefe are aperient, 
deterfive, and diuretic; and there- 


‘fore commended in Obftructions of 


the Liver, Spleen, Mefentery, and 
Womb. ‘They are by fome faid to 
take off the Efteéts of Drunkennefs 5 
and alfo to expel Wind. Barthole- 
tus, in his Treatife de Re/piratione, 
contrived an E/ixir under that In- 
tention; in which thefe were the 
principal Ingredient. ‘Their expref- 
fed Oil is now much in ufe to foften 
and deterge the Wax out of the Ears ; 
and they are of very little account in 
the prefent Practice for any thing 
elfe, unlefs among thofe Artifts who 
have learn’d to make Black-Cherry- 
Water with them: for they give ve- 
ry much the fame Relifh in Dittilla- 
tion as the Kernel of the Cherry- 
fiones. And for the fame reafon we 
have them frequently in Ratifia, in- 
ftead of the Apricock Kernels; be- 
ing to be had much cheaper. — 

335. Ficus ComMMUNBS, 
Common Figs. Thefe are deterfive 
and vulnerary ; they. are therefore in, 

eee many

many Prefcriptions for Diftempers of 
the Lungs and Breaft; and are a 
ufeful Ingredient in Peétoral Decoc- 
tions, becaufe they very much pro- 
mote Expectoration ; and are there- 
fore good in all bumoural Aphmas, 
and Difficulties of Breathing, They 
are alfo reckon’d to be diuretic, and 
to .cleanfe the Urinary Paffages of 
Gravel and fandy Concretions. Schro- 
der {ays they were much in efteem 
amongit the Women in his Country; 
for forwarding Delivery. © They, 
have with fome been in great repute 
for fuppurating and cleanfing’ pefti- 
Jential Buboes: and they are now 
much in ufe amongft our Surgeons 
m their Cataplafms of the like Inten- 
tion; into which Form they are very 
eafily reduced. Some -likewile ufe 
them, being only tofted by the Fire, 
for Impofthumations in. the Ears and 
Gums. 

336. Jujusx, Fujeds. Thele 
are an Jta/ian Fruit, pretty much of 
the fame Virtues as the former; and 
therefore ufed in moft of the fame 
Compofitions, for the like purpofes, 
The Tree producing thefe, which. 
alfo grows in fome Parts of Spain, is 
called Zizyphus’ by fome Botanitts ; 
and by Fohn Baubine the Zizypha 
Jativa. There is alfo an Indian Fu- 
yeh, from which T'ree is procured 
the Officinal Lacca; but that is not 
ufed in Medicine. 

337-SamBuci Bacca, E/- 
der-berries. Of thefe-we have a Sy- 
rup and a Spirit made in the Shops ; 
the former is reckon’d Antifcorbutic, 
and therefore prefcribed in Cachex- 
ies and Dropfies ; for which purpo- 
fes the latter is alfo accounted good 
by fome; but ’tis with reafon to be 
fufpeéted, that the Fermentation 
which they undergo in order to en- 
able them to raife a Spirit, alters 
thofe natural Properties, and leaves 
it with no other Virtues than what 
any other fpirituous Liquor has equal 
claim to. A great many havea way 
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of managing the expreffed Juice in- 
toa pleafant agreeable Wine; which 
does not occafion by much fo great 
a Change as Fermentation and Dif- 
tillation ; and therefore may preferve 
moft of the natural Virtues of the 
Berry, and be a very proper drink 
in fcorbutic Habits. , : 

338. Passut@ Souts, Rai- 
fins of the Sun. 'Thefe are dried 
Grapes. ‘They are a grateful Fruit, 
and very deterfive; for which rea- 
fon they are in moft Compofitions, 
to promote Expectoration, and dif- 
lodge obftruéted Vifcidities in the 
Bronchia; as alfo to cleanfe the Vi/- 


‘cera, and particularly the Kidneys 


and Urinary Paffages: ‘They are 
likewife much in extemporaneous 
Prefcriptions for all the abovemen- 
tioned Intentions. The Paffule mi- 
nores, or Corinthiace, Currants, aré 
of the like nature, but froma {maller 
and different colour’d Grape; how- 
ever, they are not fo much ufed in 
Medicine, unlefs fometimes in Gruel 
or Broth, to cool and relax the Bow- 
els. 

339. Prnr Nuces, Pine-Nuts. 
Thete are of a moderate Warmth, 


gently detergent and vulnerary. They | 


are therefore recommended in fome 


Coughs and in Confumptions; asal- | 


fo in Stranguries, and fharpnefs and 
heat of Urine; and are reckon’d 
good in Ulcerations of the Kidneys. 
By fome they are faid to provoke 
Venery, and to ftrengthen the ge- 
nital Parts; as was before taken no- 
tice. . 

340. SEBESTEN, Sebefens. 
Thefe are a Fruit not much unlike 
the Damafeus Prunes; and are 
brought from Syria and Egypt. The 
Tree producing this, is by fome 
called Myxa, or “Myxara; diftin- 
guifhed by Ray, — Malabarica fruc- 
tz racemofo, calyce excepto. ‘They 
are moderately cooling and emollient, 
and help to obtund the Acrimony of 
the Humours; therefore they are re-

commended in tickling Defluxions, 
Catarrhs, Sharpnefs of Urine, bili- 
ous Fevers, and Coftivenefs.

341. Dactry tt, Dates..Thele 


’ area Fruit of the Palm-Tree, called 


Palma Daéylifera, whigh grows in 
Syria, Fudea, and other hot Coun- 
tries. The Palm is diftinguifhed in- 


to Male and Female; and Pro/per 


Alpinus fays, the latter will bear no 
Fruit, _unlefs it be fprinkled over 
with the Duft or Flowers. of the 
former.. ‘Thofe Dates are belt which 
are large, full, fat, and of a yellow- 
ifh Colour. They are fomewhat 
aftringent until thoroughly ripe, and 


then much of the fame nature as 


Figs. They are faid to be good in 
Hoarfenefs, Infarctions of the Lungs, 
and fandy Obftructions of the Reins 
and Bladder. Their Stones, or Ker- 
nels, are reckon’d very diuretic, and 
good in Stranguries; Ferzelius ufed 
them much in heat of Urine. Out- 
wardly they are fometimes in fup- 
purative Cataplafms, as Figs, and o- 
ther Fruits of the like kind. 

342. JUNIPER! Bacca, 
Funiper-berries. The Funiper was 
fo much in the good etteem of Er- 
muller, that he thought it deferved 
a whole Treatife ; and is pleafed with 
Conradus for beftowing an entire 
Chapter upon it, in his Medu/la Dijs- 
tillatoria. All the Parts of this Tree 
are of a balfamic nature; as indeed 
are in fome Meafure all the Ever- 
greens; the glutinous and adhefive 
Properties of their Juices preferving 
them from thofe Decays which o- 
ther Vegetables are fubject to in the 
Winter. This, by fome, has been 
confounded with the Cedar; and 
Van Helmont, in-his Medicines to 
prolong Life, for the Cedar fubfti- 
tutes the Juniper. .The Gum flow- 
ing from this Tree, was the Sandas 
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rata of the Arabians: and with that 
melted in a fufficient quantity of 
Oil of Turpentine, is made the fac- 
titious Varnifb now uled by Pain- 
ters and Cabinet-makers. The Ber- 
ries are fuppofed to contain the Vir- 
tues of the whole; and are very 
much ufed for many medicinal :Pur- 
pofes: Some will have them to be 
great Strengthners of the. Stomach ; 
and ‘effectual againft Malignities and 
Epidemical Infeétions. ‘The Rod (a 
Form of Medicine now out of ufe 
amongit us) made of their exprefled 
Juice when green, is called the The- 
riaca Germanorum; {fo much were 
they “in efteem amongf them for 
their anti-pettilential Qualities. They 
are certainly Carminative, and very 
much contribute to diflipate Wind, 
and Flatulencies in the Stomach and 
Bowels. But their moft celebrated 
and remarkable Properties are, in de- 
terging and fcouring the Vi/cera, and 
particularly the Reins and. Urinary 
Paffagess as all indeed of the Tur- 
pentine kind do. For this’ reafon 
they are frequently met with in Coms 
pofitions, both Officinal and Extem- 
poraneous, for the Jaundice, Cachex- 
ies, Dropfies, and Difficulties of U- 
rine. The latter Intention they are 
fo remarkable for, that fome rely 
upon them in Gonorrba@a’s and Ve- 
nereal Ulcerations, and Erofions of 
the genital Parts. They are very 
convenient in Decoétion; and in 
Diftillation part with thofe Qualities, 
as much as any of the like Subftan- 
ces do, to what paffes““6ver the 
Helm ; infomuch that their Spirit is 
ferviceable the fame way, and much 
promotes Urine. What is fo com. 
mon.a Dram among the meaner Peo- 
ple, and goes by the name of Gin 
is only an indifferent Spirit impreg- 
nated with thefe Berries. They af- 
ford a confiderable Quantity of Oil” 
in Diftillation, effeftual to the fame 
purpofe, and not greatly differing 
from Oil of Turpentine in Smell and. 
Virtue. 
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Virtue. © Thefe are mightily ufed in 
medicated Ales and Diet-Drinks, for 
all the above-mention’d Intentions. 


Gummi, Balfama, &8 fimilia; Gums, 
Balfams, €c. 


343. AMMONIACUM, Gum 
Ammoniac. ‘This isa Gum from a 
ferulaceous Plant growing in fome 
Parts of Afa. It has by fome been 
called Hammoniacum, from its grow- 
ing near the Temple of Fupiter Ham- 
mon. ‘That is beft which is freeft 
from Drofs, of a yellowifh Colour 
without, and white within, of a bit- 
terifh Tafte, and Caffor Smell. It 
very much attenuates and deterges ; 
and is therefore properly ufed in all 
Diftempers arifing from Grumes and 
Vifcidities, which ftuff up the Vel- 
fels ; and particularly prevent a due 
Motion of the nervous Fluids. For 
this Reafon it is found of mighty 
fervice, not only in Afhmas and In- 
farétions of the Lungs, but in ner- 
vous Cafes, and particularly thole 
term’d Ayfferical. ‘The moitt con- 
venient Form to prefcribe it, 1s by 
way of Pills. Some diffolve it in 
Vinegar and other Liquors, and call 
it Lac Ammoniacum; which is much 
ufed in Afhmas but that Form is 
naufeous to fome. It is feldom o- 
mitted in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tions for the above-mentioned Inten- 
tions. It isalfoin the Compofition 
of many Topics as a Suppurative ; 
and fome fay it will of itfelf even 
draw out’ Thorns or Splinters. | 

344. Capivi, id. This is the 
Produce of the Balfamum America- 
num of Ca/par Baubine, called by 
Pifo, Copaiba, and diftinguifhed by 
Ray, Arbor Balfamifera Brafilienfis 
fructu monofpermo, the American Bal- 
fam-Tree ; and it grows moft in 
Brafil. ‘The Balfam is of a thinner 
Confiftence than the common Tur- 
pentine ; but much more fragrant and 
deterfive. It is extremely quick in 
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pafling off by Urine; and mightily 
cleanfes thofe Paflages; for which 
Reafon it hath obtain’d very much. 
in Gonorrh@a’s, and all Obftruétions 
and Ulcerations of thofe Parts. It 
is likewife a powerful Balfamic, and 
good in many Diftempers of the 
Breaft. The Yolk of an Egg will 
mix it in any liquid Form ; but thus 
managed it becomes very naufeous to 
the Tafte. [The moft agreeable way 
of taking it, is either in pocwder'a Su- 
gar, or dropt into Water.) . 
345. GILEADENS £, Balm of 
Gilead. It is alfo called — Fudai- 
cum, and—@ Mecha, from the Pla- 
ces whence it is brought; and O/- 
um Balfami, and Opobalfamum, for 
the great Efteem it hath held with 
fome Writers; it being an Exudation 
from the true Bal/amum Syriacum 
Rute Folio of Cafpar Bauhine. This 
is the fineft Balfam we know, of the 
Confiftence of a Syrup, but of ex- 
tremely fine and fubtile Parts; it is 
very fragrant, tho’ of the Turpentine 
kind. It is fo greatly efteemed even 
where it is produced, that it Is ac- 
counted a rich Prefent from the chief 
Prince of Arabia Felix (to whom 
Mecha is fubje&t) to the Grand Seig- 
nior; as likewife to others of the 
greateft Rank. Its Price and Scar- 
city is the reafon why it fometimes 
comes to us very much adulterated. 
When genuine, it is a moft noble 
Medicine. Jt wonderfully opens 
Obftruétions of the Lungs, and heals 
Erofions from Acrimony, and the 
wort kind of Ulcerations. There is 
nothing exceeds it in Afhmas and 
Pleurifies; and whatfoever elfe re- 
quires Expe€toration. All inward 
Decays likewife, Bruifes and Sores, 
are relieved by it; and particularly 
thofe of the Reins and Urinary Pat- 
fages: for it very quickly pafles that 
way, and manifefts itfelf in the Smell 
of the Urine. Externally ufed, it alfo 
gently deterges and incarnatess The 
Yolk of an Egg makes it eaftly” ing 
wit

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with almoft any Vehicle; and toge- 
ther with Linfeed Oi/ it is now much 
ufed for the like Intentions; and 
with Barley Water, or any Liquor 
of the fame kind, it may be made 
into an Emulfion, or Draught, as 
the Potio alba. [But the more agree- 
able way of taking it feems to be, in 
Sugar of Water.) 

346. MastTicues, Maftich. 
This isa refinous Gum of the Len- 
tifcus Tree. It grows chiefly in the 
Ifland of Chios; and the Gum is in 
moft efteem which comes from 
thence. Itisin {mall Granule, and 
white, if good; tho’ Age makes it 
turn yellowifh. Some will have it 
to ftrengthen the Stomach, remove

by Fobn Bauhines and called Tecom- 


 bacca by Hernandez 3 and differs not 


much from the Ga/banum; butis of 
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a more pungent and acrid Scent, 
which makes it too offenfive to be 
much ufed inwardly. It is reckon’d 
good being burnt upon Coals, for hy-_ 
fterical Fits in Women ; and likewife 
apply’d to the Belly in the form ofa 
Plaifter. It is by fome apply’d to the 
Temples in the fame manner, and to 
the Nape of the Neck, for Pains of 
the Head, Defluxions of Rhevm upon 
the Throat, and Inflammationis of the 
Eyes ; as alfo in the Jooth-ach. It is 
of fo fubtile and penetrating a nature, 
that it is greatly ufed in extertial Ap- 
plications, to {uppurate or diffolve Tz- 
mours  ; and is accounted effectual even 
in thofe which are /crophulous. It is 
likewife apply’d to affwage arthritical 
Pains with fuccefs. Indeed the Jy- 
dians wile it for all kinds of Pain, ac- 
cording to the Report of Mozardes 5 
and Schroder affirms, that he has 
known intolerable Pains in the Leg 
removed by it. 

348. OPOBALSAMUM. It is dif- 
ficult to diftinguifh this from the Ba/- 

Jamum Verum, or Balfantum é Mecha 3 
for Schroder mentions them all as the 
fame fort; .unlefs that which is fome- 

, times -receiv’d into the Shops un- 
der this ‘Title be a Mixture of the 
Balfamum é@ Mecha and Capivi to- 
gether ; for it feems not fo fragrant as 
the former,and fomewhat better {cent- 
ed than the latter. Its medicinal Vir- 
tues are the fame as of thofe to which 
it bears fo near a refemblance ; with 
which likewife it fometimes obtains a 
Place amongft Alexipharmics; and is 
avery good Ingredient in the Theriaca 
Andromachi and Mithridate 3 tho’ ve- 
ry ill fupply’d by its ufual Sweceda- 

-neum, the expreiled Oi/ of Mace 3 
for that does not at all come up to the 
fame Subtility and Activity of Parts 5 
but is of a much heavier Texture. 
This is likewife, as are all other Ba/- 
Jams, Juppurative, deterfive, and in- 
carning, apply’d outwardly to Tyz- 
mours, Ulcers, or Green Wounds.

than a Simple. It is made by an In- 
corporation of O7/, or fat Subftances, 
with thofe of a different Texture, by 
the Mediation of a Jixivious Salt. 
Thofe kinds which are moft appropri- 
ated to medicinal Purpofes, and given 
inwardly, are from Venice; or from 
Caftile. This Drug (for as fuchit is 


now confider’d) is of a very penetrat- 


ing, warm, cleanfing Nature; and 


confifting of an Union of two Bodies 
of very different Textures, it readily 
mixes with the Fluids of any kind ; 
wherein by the Subtility of its Parts, 
and the Afperity of its Sa/¢s,fomewhat 
foften’d with O7/; it penetrates and 
deterges the moft minute. Paffages. 
And becaufe fuch alkaline or lixivi- 
ous Salts, have a great deal of fiery 
Particles in their Compofition, it di- 
vides and rarifies the moft obftinate 
and vifcid Grumes, fo as to fit them 
for Expulfion. For this reafon it is 
good in all Obftrutions of the Vi/- 
ecra, and Infar€tions of the Veffels ; 
and is particularly diuretic. But its 
moft celebrated Virtues are cleanfing 
the Liver in the Jaundice, in which 
Cafe there is not a better Medicine in 
the World, if the Patient does not {pit 
Blood: Which, for Reafons too long 
to infert here, is a Symptom in the 
Faundice of a defperate Cafe; and 
this Medicine, given in fach a Symp- 
tom, would rather increafe it, by de- 
terging and further wearing off the 
Capillary Branches, ‘T’his is capable 
of being given in many convenient 
Forms,as Pills orDraughts; for it eafi- 


ly diflolves in boil’d Milk,or any, other. 
Liquor: But in fuch Liguids it moft: 


difcovers itfelf to the Patient, which 
it is not convenient fometimes to do ; 
becaufe fuch a Knowledge frequently 
Jeflens their Expectations, and by that 
means hinders the Succefs, which o- 
therwife it might have had. The 
Matthew's Pill is perhaps as effeCtual 
a Remedy in many Intentions as any 
Sompofition in the Shops:. But the 
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Bafis of that, next to the Opium, is 
the Sapo Philofophorum ; which is an 
Incorporation of the Jixivious Salt of 
Tartar with Oil of Turpentine. How 
this is, in the ufual Senfe of the Word, 
a Corrector of the Opium, is not to 
our purpofe here to examine: but-as 
an Ingredient, it makes the Medicine 
very aperient and fearching ; and pow- 
erfully to puth off the Humours both 
by Urine and Siege. ‘This is frequent- 
ly ufed externally ; and is fo hot and 
active, that it willalmoft blifter, ap- 
ply’d to the dry Skin. It has been much 
try’d in arthritic Pains; and it feems 
by its Subtility to be able to carry al- 
moft any thing along with it thro’ the 
Pores; and therefore in fuch Cafes 
has been join’d with Opium. But 
none have yet feem’d to hit the Mean 
between the intolerable Pungency of 
the Scap, and the Infenfibility which 
fometimes the Opium induces; fo as to’ ~ 
endanger a Sphacelation. [ Nor is the 
great ufe of combining Soap with an in- 
flammable Spirit, fufficiently known or 
confider a. | Be 

350. ‘'EREBINTHINE om- 
nes, All the Turpentines. ‘There are 
abundance of Plants and Trees of this 
kind, which are. moft of them green 
the whole Winter; the Warmth and 
Tenacity of their Juices preferving | 
them from thofe changes which others 
undergo from different Seafons. As 


for Flavour or Scent, there are of this 


Tribe from the moft fragrant and 
aromatic, thro’ the {everal’ Degrees, 
to the moft rank and fetid; and from 
the fofteft and {mootheft, to thofe. 
which are very hot and deterfive. 
All thefe are more or lefs good in the-

It is moit violently pungent and vo- 
Jatile ; infomuch that the leaft Touch 
of its Juice upon the Tongue. is 
{carce tolerable, and almott cauftic. 
This Quality makes it recommend- 
ed: in all Vifcidities,, and in phleg- 
matic and {corbutic: Cafes ; becaufe 
it penetrates and.rarifies tough. Con- 
cretions and Infarétions of the Glands 
and Capillary: Veffels.. It has. been 
prefcribed in. bumoural Afthmas and 
Obftruétions of the Bronchia; and, 
by. the great. Force and Activity of 
its Parts, it breaks thro’ and wears 
away thofe little Stoppages in the 
Extremities and cutaneous Glands, 
which occafion..Itchings and Scabs ; 
Dee hae - 


and 
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and is therefore juftly rank’d amongft 
the moft powerful Antifcorbutics. 
Van Helmont commends it greatly, 
with Vinegar, in Bruifes or Falls; 
becaufe it will prevent the Blood 
from ftagnating and falling into 
Grumes, upon the injured Parts. And 
Etmuller, with a Mixture of Sa//ads, 
feems to think it will form a Tertium 
Quid, very much of the Nature of 
Nafturtium. Some have afirmed, a 
“Dram of this Root, frefh powder’d, 
and taken in any proper Vehicle, to 
be a moft excellent and infallible Re- 
medy againft Poifon and the Plague. 
Matbiolus commends, and with great 
reafon, a Cataplafm made with this 
frefh bruifed and Cow-dung, to be 
applied hot in arthritic Pains; for 
fuch a Compofition cannot but do all 
that is expected from the moft pene- 
‘trating Subftances. Schroder reports, 
‘that the diftilled Water from its frefh 
Leaves, is a Specific in Melancholy 
and Diftraétion. -- Dr. Grew fays that 
this Root kept long dry, lofes its 
efficacy ; which it certainly does; 
the volatile Parts, in which it con- 
fifts, flying away, and leaving it in- 
fipid. | 
357. CEPARUM, Onions. Thefe 
are too much in every one’s acquain- 
tance to want any Defcription. ‘They 
are very pungent and volatile; but 
not fo much as the Arum, which is 
of the Piperine kind; for that dif- 
fers as much from thefe, as the fiery 
volatile Salt of Sal Armoniac does 
from a foft Sal volatile Oleofum : the 
difference feems to confift in this, that 
the former isa Colleétion of fubtile, 
active Particles, but very rigid; and, 
as much as their minutenefs will 
admit of, pointed ; which makes 
them irritate and ftrike the Nerves 
with an almoft painful Senfation : 
whereas the latter fort approach 
more to the Nature of Oji/: and al- 
tho” by their Smallnefs and Volatili- 
ty they very fenfibly move theNerves, 
yet they are fofter, and excite more 
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grateful, or at leaft more tolerable 
Senfations. For diftinétion-fake there- 
fore, thefe two kinds may be under- 
ftood under the Terms of Volatile 
Saline Particles, and Volatile Sulphu- 


“reous Particles; Terms ufed amongtt 


Chymifts very often in a confufed 
manner ; but may be underftood with 
the Reftrictions here affigned. Oxi- 
ons have by fome Authors afcribed to 
them an Alexipharmic Quality ; and. 
have for that reafon been prefcribed 
in malignant and epidemical Diftem- 


‘pers. To this Intention Petrus Mon- 
‘tanus wed to give them roafted, with 
‘Theriaca put between them {fliced. 


And Paracelfus recommends them to 
be applied either with Honey, or 
alone, to,the Part bit by a mad 
Dog. Etmuller {ays they provoke 
the Men/es, if fteep’d in Vinegar ; 
but they are by all-allow’d to be ve- 
ry diuretic, and powerful in cleanf- 
ing and breaking away any Obftruc- 
tions in the Urinary Paffages, whe- 
ther from,Slough or Gravel. They 
are very efficacious, likewife, in all 
Infarétions of the Lungs; and won- 
derfully promote Expectoration, re- 
lieve Affhmas, and all Difficulties of 


‘Breathing. ‘They are by many alfo 


given to deftroy Worms; and fome- 
times with fuccefs. ‘That their diu- 
retic quality does not confift altoge- 
ther in their lighter and more vola- 
tile Parts, is manifeft from their re- 
taining it in a great meafure, after 
they have been boiled long enough 
to diflipate all thofe Parts; tho’ they 
aré much more efficacious unboil’d 
to all other Intentions; but come fo 
{trong along with the Breath of 
a Perfon that takes them, as makes 
it very offenfive. ‘Thefe are alfo in 
great efteem amongft our Surgeons, 
to draw and fuppurate all kinds of 
Tumours. Roafted and apply’d to 
the Ear, they help to ripen, break, 
and cleanfe away Impo{thumations 


in the Head; which fometimes can- 


not be influenced by any other means.

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358. Curcuma”, Turmeric 
called Cyprus Indica by Gerbard, and 
Crocus Indicus by Bontius;, diftin- 
guifhed Foliis longioribus & anguy- 
tioribus, Radice longa §F croced. 
This is brought to us from the Ea/- 
Indies. There are two forts, the 
Jong and the round; the former is 
ufed in the Shops. Its Tafte is bit- 
terifh, and inclining to acrid; and 
therefore it muft attenuate, open, 
and difcufs.

359. Fiticis, Fern. Of this 
there is a Ma/e, diftinguifhed Mas 
non ramofa dentata, by Ca/par Bau- 


hine; which is reported a Specific . 


in the Rickets; and the Fema/e, dif- 
tinguifhed Rgmofa major, pinnulis 
obtufis non dentatis, by the fame Au- 
thor. The Filix florida, or Of- 
munda Regalis, is a Species of the 
latter ; but notwithftanding the ma- 
ny fuperftitious Conceits concerning 
the medicinal Virtues of thefe, the 
prefent Pharmacy gives little Credit 
to them, and ufes them but very 
rarely. 

360. Guy cyRRUHIZA, Li- 
quorice 3 diftinguifhed —Sitiquofa ra- 
dice repente, by the Baubines. ‘There 
is not perhaps any one Simple fo 
much ufed in Medicine as this, both 
in the Shops and extemporaneous 
Prefcriptions. It grows in many 
Parts of Europe, and we have e- 
—nough of it in Exg/and for our own 
Supply ; altho’ a great deal of its in- 
fpiffated Juice is imported. Its chief 
Place of Growth here is about Pon- 
tefraé in York/bire. 
tivated about London; eé/pecially in 
the Fields near White-chapel, and 
Well-Clofe Square.] It is very 
fweet upon the Palate, even more 
than Sugar and Honey, and is yet 
accounted a Slaker of Thirft ; for 
which reafon alone Ga/en order’d it 
in Dropfies. It is very balfamic and 
detergent; infomuch that there is 


hardly an Oficinal Medicine, or oc- 
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cafional Prefcription for- any of the 
Diftempers of the Breait, but what 
have more or lefs of this for an In- 
gredient. Altho’ it is fo very deter- 
gent, that fome have fufpected its 
too liberal ufe to have fometimes 
brought on a Spitting of Blood ; 
yet it has likewife fomewhat fo foft 


‘and emollient in its Compofition, as 


to eafe in tickling Defluxions, and 
give relief in Catarrhs ; which makes 
it of great efteem in Coughs of all 
kinds. It promotes expectoration, 
and is ferviceable in Afhmas, Difi- 
culties of Breathing, Pleurifies, Tu- 
bercles, and Erofions of the Lungs: 
For thefe Intentions it enters into 
Peétorals of all Forms. It is almoft 
as conftant likewife amongft the De- 
obftruents; and is prefcribed in the 
Jaundice, in hypochondriacal Affec- 
tions, and amongft Diuretics. It has 
its fhare alfo as a Correétor of fome 
Cathartics; and Infufions of Sena 
and Rhubarb are {carce ever order’d 
without it. In fhort, it is almoft of 
univerfal ufe, and is hardly fuperflu- 
ous in any one Intention. Its in- 
{piffated Juice is the moft convenient 
Form to keep in the Shops, for moft 
purpofes: But what is made here 
from our own Roots, is much the 
beft; altho’ what comes from abroad 
is. cheapeft, and therefore moft fre- 
quently to be met with. 

361. Enuu@ CAMPANAS, 
Elicampane, It paffes alfo by the 
name of Helenium. This grows in 
many Places in England; but not 
by much in fuch plenty as in Ger- 
many, according to. the Writers of 
that Country, where they make a 
Wine of it, which they have in 
great efteem : and P/aterus, for its 
ipicy Tafie, calls it the droma Ger- 


_manicum, for as fuch they prefer it 


to Ginger. Itis very warm, open- 
ing, and deterfive 3 and is reckon’d 
of great efficacy in cleanfing the

Schroder runs through moft 
chronical Diftempers in its Commen- 
dation, as it is not unufual with ma- 
ny German Writers to do; and fays 
that it is aftringent and vulnerary ; 
that it cures Coughs which arife 
from Catarrhs ; that it is ufeful in 
the Palfey, Gout, Phthific, too 
great Humidity in the Womb, Spit- 
ting of Blood, the Jaundice, and 
Obftruétions of the Liver and Spleen; 
that it obtunds ‘the Acrimony of 
aduft Choler, ftops Fluxes of ‘the 
Belly, the Hemorrhoids, and Bleed- 
ing of the Nofe; that it is of fer- 
vice againft the Stone, Erofions of

It grows, in an odd manner, out of 
old Walls, and Ruins; as likewife 
out of many Trees; but that from 
the Oak ‘is reckon’d beft.- “This’ is 
placed 
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' placed by many Di/pen/fatory Writers 
amongft the Cathartics; but its 
Power that way, is no more than 
what is common to moft of this C/a/s 
of Detergents. It is indeed moft 
frequently met with in Prefcription 
with Pyrgers; but it is very con- 
venient alfo, and proper in all Com- 
pofitions which are intended to cleanfe 
the Liver and other Vifcera: and 
therefore it is ordered for thefe Pur- 
pofes in many, Decoétions, Diet- 
Drinks, and medicated Ales. . 

365. Porrti, Leeks. Thefe are 
fo much like Onjons, mentioned a- 
bove, that there needs little further 
Explication of their ‘Virtues; only 
they are fomewhat of a ranker Scent, 
and rather more deterfive. 

366: RuaPonTict, Rhapon- 
tic; diftinguifhed — Folio Lapathi 
majoris glabro, by Cafp. Baubine ; 
which is the Rha and Rheum of 
Diofcorides, [with large Dock Leaves 3 
tbe Rha verum antiquorum, or Rhu- 
barb ¢f Pontus, of Gerhard; and 
the true Rhubarb or Rhapontic of 
Parkinfon. Jt as a large Root, thick 
at the head, divided into feveral 
Branches, of a dark brown on the out- 
Jide, and of a deep yellow within ; and 
of a-bitterifp Tafte. If this Root be 
caréfully dried, it nearly refembles 
the fine Turky Rhubarb. This is 
what ought tobe ufed in the Shops; 
as being the true Rhapontic; where- 
as that formerly fold for it, was the 
Rhaponticum folio Helenii incano of 
Cafp. Bauhine ; which is a Species of 
the greater Centaury ; and much in- 
ferior in Virtue. The true Rhapon- 
tic is a weaker Purgative than Rhu- 
barb, but beld more aftringent 3 pro- 
per in Fluxes, Spitting of Blood, 
bloody Urine, and Weakne/s at the 
" Stomach. | re 

367. Rusiz TincToRuM, 
Madder. 'This is a Root fo much 
ufed in the Dyers Bufinefs, that it 
takes their Name. [Jt 7s round, 


branched, as thick ag a {mall Goofe~ 
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quill, and of a readife Colour, bav- 
ing a flender, tough String in the 
middle, of a fweetifb Tafie, mixed 
with bitter. tt 1s planted in Fields 
and Gardens, and flowers in May,] 
Tt is ufed, as all the former, in Ob- 
ftruétions of the Vifcera and Cachec- 
tic Conffitutions; and generally in 
the like Forms of Decoétions, Diet- 


‘Drinks, and medicated Ales. 


368. SAPONARIA, Soapwort. 
This is a Species of the Lychnis 3 
diftinguifhed — Major vulgaris fim- 
plex, by moft Botanilts, and particu- 
larly in Herman’s Catalogue. It grows 
in Water-currents; and flowers in 
July, It is opening and deterfive 
ima great degree; infomuch that it 
fometimes procures a plentiful Dia- 
phorefis. It is of fervice in Afthmas, 
and all Diforders of the Breaft which 
require Expectoration. Outwardly 
likewife it is commended for difcul- 
fing and fuppurating Tumours.

369. VIPERA, Vipers. Schro- 
der, and many other Difpenfatory- 
Writers, {peak of this Azima/ under 
the general Name of Serpents. It is 
impoflible even juft to hint at the 
many odd Opinions which have been 
by fome one or other propagated 
concerning the Viper ; both as to its 
medicinal Virtues, and the Nature 
of its Poifon. As to its Poifon, the 
Antients are fo confus’d, that it is 
difficult to gather any confiftent No- 
tion from them; even from M. Au- 
relius Severinus, the beft who from 
them has given an account upon this 
Head. Van Helmont, among the Mo- 
derns, very much fpiritualized ° (if 
we may be allowed the: Expreffion) 
upon this Subject ;. and conjectur’d 
the Poifon to be rather of an ideal 
and imaginary Nature; than materi- 
al; and that it did not arife from 

L 


4 any 
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any particular phyfical Propérty in 
the Juices of the Vipers; but from 
a peculiar Determination’ and Effi- 
cacy given them by the enraged Spi- 
rits. This Author had certainly 
the greateft Dexterity in refining 
Matters of Senfe, and Phyfical In- 
_ fluences, into a Metaphyfical Specu- 
Jation, of any one in the World; 
for his whole Reafoning turns that 
way. Redi, an Jtaliag, took a much 
better Courfe, and govern’d his O- 
pinion by Experiment and Faéts, 
Upon abundance of Trials, he found 
the Conceit of the enraged Spirits 
to be a mere Delufion; becaule af- 
ter the Safiva, in which he fuppof- 
ed the Poifon to be lodg’d, had by 
a Bite or two been prefs’d out, and 
exhaufted, all the rage the Creature 
could be put into could not make 
it hurtful, But notwithitanding fuch 
convincing Facts, a French Apothe- 
cary, Monfieur Chgras, has fallen 
into Helmont's Conceit ; and pretend- 
ed to fupport it likewife by Experi- 
ments; but with very little Credit, 
efpecially fince Dr. Mead has put the 
Matter entirely out of difpute, in his 
Lffays on Poisons. 

But what concerns the Medicinal 
Efficacies of Vipers, is more to our 
purpole. That they are Balfamic, 
and greatly Reftorative, is confirm’d 
by long Experience; for we have 
many Inftances in Phyfical Hiftories, 
of Perfons arriving to a healthful 
old Age by their frequent ufe; as 
well as others who recover’d from 
deplorable Decays and Weaknels. 
Here, therefore, it may not be amifs 
to obferve the Affinity there feems 
to be between the Juices of this A- 
nimal, or any other of the like Efi- 
cacy, with the Juices of thofe Ve- 
getables, which are ranked under the 
fame Intention. For that fame Pro- 
perty which makes the Ever-greens, 
as moft of the Balfamic and Tere- 
binthinous Plants are, continue fo 
thro’ the Change of Seafons ; makes 
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alfo thefe Animals fo difficultly to be 
depriv’d of Life: which is a cer- 
tain Tenacity in the Fluids, necefla- 
ry to maintain the Vital Motions, 
that keep them from diflipating, or 
fo foon running off by any Wounds 
or external Injuries. And this fame | 
Property it is, that makes them e- 
qually adhefive to thofe Vacuola, or 
abraded Interftices in a human Body, 
which want fupply ; that is, makes 
them equally Nutritive or Reftora- 
tive. But in thefe tenacious Con- 
finements there appear, by other ma- 
nifeft Properties, to be wrapped up 
great Quantities of a moft fubtile and 
volatile Spirit; which gives them, 
under proper Circumftances, a won- 
derful Activity, or a difpofition to 
be moved with great Rapidity. 
Hence arife all thofe Virtues afcrib’d 
to them; which give them a place 
amongft the moft powerful 4/exi- 
pharmics : and for this reafon Andro- 
macthus ordered them in his Theria- 
ca; and Galen, and all praétical Wri- 
ters fince him, fo often mention 
them againft Malignities and Epide- 
mical Infeétions of all kinds. But 
befides this important Intention, by 
the fame Qualities they have been 
experienc’d to do wonders in cuta- 
neous Cafes; the Force and A@tivi- 
ty of their Parts breaking thro’ the | 
little Obftructions of the Miliary 
Glands, which turn into Ichor, Scabs, 
and Blotches; and by reftoring a free 
Perfpiration, render the Skin {mooth 
and beautiful. For thefe reafons’ 
they are given in all cutaneous Foul- 
nefles, in the teh, Leprofy, and the 
wort Eruptions and Deformities of 
the Skin, as can arife even from Ve- 
nereal Caufes. In the latter Cir- 
cumitance they were a great Secret 
with Cardan, and fome others. And 
Etmuller tells us, that one Elideus 
Paduanus cured a Woman with Viper 
Broth of a confirm’d obftinate Lepro- 
/y3.and that altho’ with her Difteniper 
fhe had likewife’ the Mise rt 
, ar- 


Settaae ° 
Barrennefs, yet fhe afterwards con- 
ceiv’d and bore Children. And this 
reminds us of another celebrated 
Property of thefe Animals, viz. 
That they, ina wonderful manner, 
_ Invigorate the Organs of Generation, 
-and render prolific thofe conjugal 
Intercourfes, which might have been 
often repeated in vain without their 
help. For this purpofe the Viper- 
Wine is in prodigious efteem; and 
very commonly made in Jta/y, and 
thofe parts where thefe Animals are 
in plenty. In fhort, their Efficacies 
are fo manifeft in many Intentions, 
that it is a great Misfortune we can- 
not have thei here at a Price which 
can only be comply’d with by the 
-moft Wealthy. For this reafon we 
meet with them rarely in Prefcrip- 
tion. The Fat, which comes in 
plenty from the Entrails, is reckon’d 
that Secret, whereby our Viper- 
Catchers prevent the Mifchiefs of a 
Bite from them. [The Method of 
ufing the Fat for this purpofe, is to 
rub fome of it as foon as poffible upon 
that part that is bitten; and to re- 
peat the Operation, once or twice at 
the diftance of half an Hour or /efs.] 
See hereafter N°. 546. It is much 
_commended by fome in Strumas ; as 
likewife in Dimnefs or Decay of 
Sight, gently to rub the Eye-brows 
with it. Their Exuvi¢, or Skins, 
which they yearly fhed, are order’d 
for fome Purpofes; but there does 
not feem tobe much in them. [Yt 
fome have found the Secret, to make 
them turn tovery good account in Me- 
dicine.} 

After what we have here faid, it 
may oblige the Reader, who has 
been fo unhappy as not to have 
feen Dr. Mead’s Effays on Poifons, to 
tran{cribe a Paflage or two from that 
on the Viper, concerning its ufe in 
Phyjfic. . 

«* One of the firft whom we find 
** in Antiquity to have made ufe of. 
§% the Fleth of this Creature to Me- 
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«« dicinal Purpofes, was, I think, 
‘¢ Antonius Mufa, the Famous Phy- 
‘© fician to Ofavius Cefar 3 of whom 
‘© Pliny tells us, That when he met 
“© with inveterate Ulcers, he order’d 
“* the eating of Vipers, and by this 
<< means they were quickly healed. It 
“is not improbable, that he might 
«« have learn’d this from the Greek 
«© Phyfician Craterus, mention’d of-

370. Limaces, Swails. Thele 
feem to be much more in ufe now 
than formerly. They abound with 
a flimy adhefive Juice; and there- 
fore are experienc’d very good in 
Weakneffes and Confumptions ; e- 
{pecially in Children and tender Con- 
ftitutions. They are beft boil’d in 
Milk, or fome fuch Liquor. They 
are conveniently enough brought in- 
to the form of a Syrup. The com- 
mon way amongft the -good Wo- 
_ Ten of tying them up in a Bag 
with Sugar, and letting the Liquor 
drop thro’, feems to be the beft: 
Tho’ "tis to be fear’d that the Sugar 
is not very agreeable to Subftances 
of fuch a ‘Texture, and whofe Effi- 
cacy confifts in the foft adhefive 
Quality of their Parts; becaufe it 
divides them, and makes the Mix- 
ture more deterfive, and lefs . nutri- 
tive; which is the main Intention 
of all under this C/¢/s. How con- 
veniently they are to be manag’d by 
Diftillation, we fhall more properly 
come to confider in the next Part.

What thefe are in Food, is. known 
enough: to all; efpecially in thofe 
Countries where thefe kinds are moft 
in plenty ; but they likewife often 
come under medicinal Confideration ; 
and are. prefcrib’d as proper to al- 
tera fharp thin Blood into'a Cra/is 
more foft, balfamic, and nutritive; 
and in Conftitutions where they a- 
gree inthe firft Pafflages, they can- 
not but be proper for fuch an end; 
becaufe they are already prepared 
into Nourifhment, as far as is requir-, 
ed for their Admiflion into the 


» 


Blood. All that. is done in the Pri- 
mae Vie to our common Food, is 


but reducing it into Chyle, which 
is a kind. of Milk: But where the 
Juices are very fharp, andthe Glands 
of the Stomach over-charg’d with 
them, they are very apt to turn 
thefe Subftances into Curd ; a change 
very common and obfervable from 
any fuch Caufes. By this means, 
the ferous or thinner part, foon 
changes into the fame Condition as 
the Juices which join with it; and 
the moft nutritive Part is harden’d' 
Into a Subftance, which will be fo 
far from admitting any Nourifhment 
thro’ the Laea/s, that’tis a chance 
if the Periftaltic Motion of the Bow- 
els is fufficient to procure its eje@- 
ment by Stool. Where, therefore, 
Milk, of what kind foever, is  or- 
der’d in Confumptions, and -as a 
Reftorative, it is. with very good 
reafon join’d with the Teftacea, and 
fuch things as are proper. to deftroy 
thofe Acidities. As for the differ- 
ence of Milks, from the differerit 
Creatures which produce them, there 
feems as_much owing to their dif- 
ferent Food and Manner of living,, 
as to any {pecific difference in the 
Creatures. themfelves. 
is moft’-common in our Food,

Cow's-Milk, feems to be of the mot © 


Subftance, and the moft nutritive of. 
all. In the ufe of thefe, there is a 
great deal in being more or lefs ac- 


cuftom’d to any partictlar fort ; for. 


at Arlt, with many, it is frequently 
purgative ; but this does not cont- 
nue. . In fhort, Experience is the 
beft Guide in thefe Courfes; and. 
Phyficians of the beft Skill and Pe- 
netration fometimes ‘are baulk’d in. 
their ExpeCtations from. their Ute, 
There are fome other Intentions.

directed, befides that of a Reftora- 
tive; for they are gone into fre-. 
quently as Correétors and Sweet-,

Medica, who truft to fuch Aids in 
thofe Cafes; or the Patient’s Cafe

‘nate Cafes of the like Intention. 
"375. Putmones Vuupr- 
um, Fox-Lungs. Thefe feem to 
have been introdac’d into Medicine 
from no better grounds than the i- 
maginary Efficacy which fimilar Parts 
have upon each other; fo becaufe a 
Fox is a Creature which, can run 
a great way, and long together, 


therefore his Lungs mutt be good 


to mend thofe which are hardly a- 
ble to refpire. The Co//ege, in their 


laft Difpenfatory, have’ juftly reject- 


ed a Compofition under this Ti- 
tle. 

376. Sperma Ceri, Par- 
mafity. ‘The Antients were great 
_ Strangers to this Drug, and Schroder 
himfelt feems very much unacquaint- 
ed with it; not well knowing whe- 
ther to make it an Aximal or Mi- 
neral Subftance; tho” he places it 
among{t the Minera/s, and calls it 
aliud Genus Bituminis ; Nis prece- 
ding Articles being about fuch Sub- 
flances. It is now almoft univer- 
. fally known, that a particular fort of 
Whale affords the Oi/ whence this 
is made: and that it is very im- 
properly call’d Sperma, becaule it is 
only the Oi that comes: from the 
Head, which it can be made from. 
See Philof. Tranfa&. N°. 387. I 
fay made from, becaufe it is, by fome 
peculiar Management, which is in 
the Knowledge only of very few, 
mightily changed from what it is 
naturally, before it comes to be fit 
for ufe in the Shops; the Oj/ itfelf 
being very brown and rank. The 
peculiar Property of it is, to fhoot 
into Flakes, not much unlike the 
Cryfallization of Salts, after it has 
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ferently acquainted with the Materia.

(for they are both arbitrary Names, 
and equally improper, Adeps or O/e- 
um Ceti being. more. expreflive of 
the thing fignified) is the beft, which. 
is whiteft and {weeteft; that is, freeft - 
from Rancidity. It is a noble Me-. 
afes ; tho” chiefly 
ufed in Bruifes, inward Hurts, and 
after Delivery. It is an excellent - 
Balfamic in-many Diftempers of the 
Breatt ; and gently deterges and heals. 
In Coughs from fharp Rheums, E- 
rofions, and Ulcerations, it is very fafe,’ 
pleafant, and effectual; as alfo in 
Pleurifies, and inward Impofihumati- 
ons; Where the Mucus of the Bowels 
has been abraded by Acrimony and 
Choler ; as in Diarrhea’s and Dyfen- 
teries, this 1s a very good Healer 
In Ulcerations of the Kidneys and 
Bloody Urine, it is likewife a very 
fuitable Medicine; and by foftning 
and relaxing the Fibres, it contri-. 
butes frequently to the Expulfion of - 
Gravel, by enlarging the Paflages, 
Tt is. moft conveniently made up in- 
to the Form of E/eétuaries and Boles, 
with proper Con/erves, and things of 
the like kind: and in fuch Forms, 
if it be skilfully mix’d, it gives them 
an agreeable Smoothnefs, and is not 
difcoverable by the Patient. In Li- 
quids, it is not to be mix’d, unlefs — 
in Linétus’s and Eclegmas; where 
it does well enough. It is emol- 
lient and healing, outwardly us’d 5 
but its greateft ufe that way is in 
the Small-Pox, melted with Oil of 
Almonds: with this the Pu/?u/es are 
juft kept moift when they begin to 
harden ; and it wonderfully prevents 
thofe Scars they are apt to leave, 
by {0ftening and healing them up 
a {mooth. 
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fmooth. Altho’ this is but a Mo- 
dern Praétice in this Diftemper, yet 
Schroder takes notice of its ufe in his 
time, in fmoothing and filling ‘up 
the Fiffures or Cavities made by 
Blotches and Scabs. 

377. Mumia, Mummy. This 
is the Flefh of Carcafes which have 
been embalm’d. But altho’ it yet 
retains a Place in Medicinal Cata- 
logues, it is quite out of ufe in Pre- 
feription. What Virtues have been 
afcribed to it are the fame with 
Parmafity, and other Balfamics of 
the like kind.

378. LumBrici TEerres- 
TRES, Earth-worms. ‘Thele are 
often us’d in Compofitions for cool- 
ing and cleanfing the Vifcera. They 
are accounted much of the fame Na- 
ture with Snails; but they feem to 
have more of an earthy or nitrous 
Salt ; which makes them afford Parts 
more penetrating and deterfive. 
They are good in Jnflammations and 
Tubercles of the Lungs; and are par- 
ticularly ufed in fuch Affeéctions of 
the Reins, and Urinary Paffages, 
where they cool and cleanfe very 
much. ‘The Compound Water, 
which has its Name from them in 
the Shops, is a very good Medi- 
cine in the above-mention’d Cafes. 


They are feldom omitted in the oc- 


cafional Prefcriptions of Snail-Wa- 
ters; and make a very good Ingre- 
dient therein; having much more 
in them that will rife in the Still 
than Snails ; as we fhall fee in the 
following Parts, There is alfo an 
_ Oil made of them in the Shops, 
Which retains as much of the Vir- 
tues as any fuch- Preparations are ca- 
pable of ; yet it does not anfwer the 
Pretenfions of many in Arthritic 
Pains, and is not much in ufe. 
379. StTERCUS CANIS off- 
cinale, Dog’s white Dung, or Album 
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Grecum, as ’tis commonly called. 
This is faid to cleanfe and deterge : 
but it is ufed in little elfe but Jn- 
flammations of the Throat, with Ho- 
ney 3 and that outwardly, as a Plaif- 
ter, more than any other way i 
but feldom, as appears, to any great 
purpofe. ; 
380.StTERcUSEQuinon caf-. 
trati, Stone-Horfe Dung. This feems 
to owe its prefent Credit in Medi. 
cine to the modern Practice. It is 
certainly of great Efficacy in Pley- 
rifiesy Inflammations, and Obfruc- 


. tions of the Breaft: In Afhmas and 


Difficulty of Breathing alfo it fome- 
times prevails, where the moft pow- 
erful Balfamics and Peétorals have 
been tried in vain. In all thefe In- 
tentions it is now very much pre- 
{crib’d. It is beft in Decoétion, 
wherein it is fometimes join’d with 
other Peétorals, more or lefs warm 
and deterfive, as the Cafe and Con- 
ftitution feem to direét. The fim- 
ple Waters of Pennireyal or Hyfop, 
are as good as moft Liquors to in- 
fufe it in. It ought to have but 
a gentle Heat, and to be kept clofe 
itopped. White-wine feems beft to 
take off its Naufeoufnefs; but may 
not be fo agreeable in fome Cir- 
cumftances as fofter or more oily 
Vehicles. But whatfoever it is in- 
fus’d in, I never obferv’d it the lefs, 
effeftual for Clarification ; and that 
will bring the Liquor to look fine, 
and be lefs naufeous; tho’ it will 
not deftroy its natural Smell, but 
that the Patient may ftill difcern it.

381. LLarprs Hiperwnicus, 
Trifh-Slate. Tt is a black, foftifh, 
flaky Stone (not much unlike what 
is call’d Coal-Stone) that comes into 
the Shops under this Name. Its

_ pear to have reached far and in our 


own Country, it feems only in e- 
fteem with the common People, who 


have a mighty Opinion, from Cuf- 


tom, and its frequent ufe in fuch Ca-

and inward Injuries. Its Subftance 
is fomewhat fattifh ; which may pro- 
bably give fome affiftance in fuch 
Cafes; but "tis rare to meet with it 
in the Prefcription of Phyficians. 
382. SuLPHUR CABALLI- 
nuM, Common Brimffone. This is 
little us’d but in. the Flowers which 
are made by Sublimation; tho’ fome 
more efteem it when crude in par- 
ticular Intentions; as having then 
more Salt in it, and confequently be- 
ing more deterfive. This is us’d in 
little elfe befides Unguents for the 
Itch, and fach cutaneous Eruptions, 
in which it is a good Ingredient, 
but a very flinking one ; and on that 
account us’d only by the meaner fort 
of People. See more under its Pre- 


parations at the latter end of this Part,

383. Pissermzum Inpr- 
cum. This feemsto be what paf- 
fes in the Shops by the. name of 
Barbadoes-Tar. It hasa ftrong Scent, 
not unlike the common Zar, and is 
not very pleafant to the Sight or 
Tafte ; but ’tis certainly a good Bal- 
famic, and where the Stomach will 
difpenfe with it, will do great Ser- 
vice in fome Diforders of the Breatt. 
It is effe€tual in obftinate tickling 
Coughs, and fometimes: {succeeds 
where more elegant Medicines. have 
fail’d. The fame has’ been: experi- 
enc’d of our Common: Tar. How 
-much thefe differ in their Produc- 
tion, I am not able to determine. 
Some commend this in Burns, Scalds, 
and Inflammations; but the regular 
Practice’ does not much juftify any 
fuch ufe externally: « Amongit \ the 
Country: People it; isin mighty: re- 
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queft for Scald-Heads; which is a 
thing troublefome enough to cure, 
and often puzzles a good Phyfician. 
It is with fome alfo a Secret to ap- . 
ply to the Soles of the Feet in Agues, 
as alfo to the Wrilts;\and I have 
known Inftances where it has fuc- 
ceeded. That Medicine commonly 
fold by the name of Oi/ of Spike, is 
nothing but Oi/ of Turpentine ting’d 
with this Simple. 

384. Sat CommMuwNEeE, Com- 
mon Salt. It is needlets to fay what 
ule this is of in Diet.» In Medicine, 
ftritly fpeaking, it is of very little 
ufe ; unlefs we include that common 
Cheat which paifes in the Shops for 
the Salt of the Purging Waters, 
which is the Common Salt, but very 
little chang’d ; as we fhall further fee 
under the Head of Acidule. It is 
fometimes us’d to check the Opera- 
tion of Emetics;. which it will cer- 
tainly do, and make them run off 
by Stool. The reafon of which we 
fhall better underitand, when we 
come to confider the Operation of 
the Medicines which fall under that 
Denomination. This is likewife 
fometimes ufed to quicken the Ope- 
ration of Glyfters; which it does 
by irritating the Fibres of the Rec- 
tum; and thereby foliciting that Mo- 
tion, which forwards the Expulfion 
of its Contents. | 

385. Sat Gemma. Thisis 
not in any inward Ufe, unlefs as the 
former, in Glyfters and Suppofito- 
ries; and for the fame reafons. 

386. Hy DRARGYRUM; Quick- 
filver. [This is a metallic Mineral 
found in Mines, fometimes fluid, and 
fometimes mixed with other mineral 
Matters; from whence it is feparated 
by Diftillation. . It comes next in 
Specific Gravity to Gold, ’Tis often 
adulterated with Lead; in which 
Cafe, it cannot fafely be: trufed for 
internal ufe. The way of feparating 
it from the Lead; or other heteroge- 
neous Matter, is by diftilling it in @ 

Retort, 
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Retort, either per fe, or with the 
Addition of Quick-lime, &c. When 
pure, it appears perfectly bright, and 
will totally evaporate upon an ignited 
Fire-fbovel, or the like.) Of what 
ufe it is in Medicine, we. thall fee 
when. we come to its Preparations ; 
but fimply it is not much ufed. It 
is frequently talk’d of indeed, as good 
im fome Affeétions of the Bowels; 
but there are very few Inftances of 
its Ufe in fuch Cafes. Nor can 
that at all appear reafonable, which 
is commonly reported of its quick 
Paflage thro’ the Body; for the Ar- 
gument which. the Favourers of fuch 
Reports make. ufe of, is quite ,againft 
them; that is, its prodigious Weight. 
For when it firft comes into the Sto- 
mach, it cannot but fall to the bot- 
tom; which is fo much. below the 
Pylorus, that a vat Force muft be 
required to throw it over into the In- 
teftines; and when it comes there, 
by, their manifold Convolutions, it 
very frequently muft afcend, and 
particularly while it paffes the Co/on: 
So that ’tis hardly conceivable how 
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a Body of fuch’a great Weight, can 
be lifted over fo many Afcents, as it 
neceflarily comes at between. the 
Ocfophagus and the Reétum.. [The 
Praice of giving it crude, is renew- 
ed of lates particularly for the Afth- 
ma; wherein it has been found effec 
tual; being taken in the Dofe of half 
an Ounce, along with a Glafs of Wa- 
ter, twice a Day, for feveral Days 
Jucceffively.. And thus it fometimes 
comes away foon, and fometimes re- 
wmains long in the Body.) It is rec- 
kon’d, by fome very extraordinary in 
killing of Worms, only by being boil- 
ed in Water; and that altho’ it com- 
municates fuch a wonderful Efficacy 
to the Water, it lofes nothing _per- 
ceivable in its Weight by. fuch boil- 
ing. This is what, I confefs, I 
never knew an Inftance of ; and am 
fomewhat fufpicions, that had thofe 
who have try’d it found it to hold 
good, the Eafinefs and Cheapnefs of 
the Practice would have brought it 
much more into ufe. How far fome 
of its Preparations are efficacious to 
this purpofe, we fhall fee hereafter, 
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Of Diuretics. 


ENDER this Head will be ex- 
amin’d thofe Simp/es, whofe 
mott remarkable Properties appear 
in their increafing the Difcharge by 
Urine; or which are fuppos’d to 
have any Power in removing Ob- 
ftructions in the. Urinary Paffages, 
from what Canfe foever, whether 
Humours or Gravel. 
The beft way to underftand how 
a Medicine operates to anfwer this 
Intention, will be firft to confider by 
what means it comes to be wanted. 
This muft happen either from a Fault 
of the Paflages, or of the Liquid 


which ought to make its way thro’ 
them. The Paflages may. be» in 
fault from any Caufe which con- 
tracts them, and.draws them up too 
{trait ; which of courfe leffens their 
Diameters, and will not let Parti- 
cles thro’ of the fame Bulk as they 
would before: and they may alfo,, 
in their natural Capacities, Be ob- 
ftruéted by the cafual Intrufion of 
Particles-too big to go forward; or 
by the Concretion of Particles at- 
tracting one another in their Progrefs. 
The Fluid alfo which ought to go 
off this way, may be prevented a

its. Groffnefs; and by being.united 
with other Particles.too,.bulky for 
thofe. outlets. ar 1 pig ete 
., In.this View, Diuretics come un- 
der thefe following kinds...’ They are 
either fuch .as foften and lubricate 
the Fibres that compose the Urinary 
Glands and Canals ; .by which means 
they yield and-relax into: their due 
Dimenfions and. Capacities ; and_ of 
thefe, kinds are many of the Emol- 
lients, Sect. 4. Clafsi. already ex- 
plain’d: Or they. are fuch as, by 
_ their attenuating and deterfive Pro- 
perties, rarify and thin vifcous Hu- 
mours, and adhere to. and. carry 
them along with them in their Paf- 
fages; which thofe of the fourth 
Cla/s of the fame Seéion have been 
fhewn to do, and upon that account 
prove diuretic : Or again, they muft 
be fuch.as have a Power of altering 
the Crafis of the Humours; fo as 
to fit thofe to pafs, which. could 
not get thro’ before; and this re- 
mains yet to be explain’d, and has 
particular regard'to moft of the Sing- 
ples collected under this Seion. 

Without venturing out too far, for 
the Compafs here allotted, into. the 
Nature of Secretion ; it. may be pro- 
per to take notice, that the thinner 
Separations increafe in proportion to 
the Blood’s Velocity; for the Swift- 
nefs of its Motion not only keeps the 
Parts more divided, but alfo brings 
them oftener to the Secretory Ori- 
fice; which every where is what 
takes off the thinneft of the Blood at 
that Part; fome of the vifcid and 
thicker Secretions requiring, for the 
fame Reafon, a vaft Check of the 
Blood’s Motion, before they can be 
perform’d ; that is, before the Blood 
has obtain’d fuch a Confiftence, by 
the Slownefs of. its Motion, that, 
what is to be feparated is the thin- 
neft at that Part; for no other will 
go off any where... If therefore from 
any Caufe the Blood does.not move 
with its due Velocity, its, Parts will 
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attract one another, -and make the 
whole too thick to part with: any 
thing. by. the Kidneys, or fo. much 
as it.ought.. Nature indeed feems 
particularly to have provided .againft 
this Inconvenience, by fo: near -a 
Situation of the Kidneys to the Heart, 
that the Blood’s Motion, cannat be 
retarded when it comes to them, 
unlefs it moves flower thro’ the Heart 
itfelf...In this. cafe fuch things 
prove diuretic, which not-only for- 
ward the Blood’s Motion by their 
Irritation of the Solids, and quick- 
ening their Vibrations; but are fo 
fubtile as to keep the Blood in as 
fluid.a flate as pofible. Many things 
therefore under the fiz? C/a/s of the 
firft Se&ion come.into this . Rank ; 
becaufe their, Volatility gives them 
fuch Properties, But  befides. the 
Smallnefs and Aptitude to Motion 
of fome Parts which keep the Blood 
fluid, there are others which do it 
by their Roughnefs: and Rigidity ; 
for thereby they hinder, fuch Parti- 
cles of Blood from coming into con- 
taét, which would make them. co- 
here; and fuch are of the nature of 
alkaline and /ixivious Salts 3 which 
for this very Reafon in all fluggifh 
and vifcid. Habits of Blood,.prove 
diuretic ; and procure fometimes ve- 
ry large Difcharges by Urine. | __ 
Another way of forcing Urine, 
is to.encreafe the quantity of fuch 
Salts in the Blood, as feem, fitted, by 
their fpecific Gravities, to pafs more 
eafily by the Kidneys than.any where 
elle: for the Largenefs and. Swift- 
nefs of the Stream in which the 
Blood comes to them, cannot: admit 
of the Separation of any Particles 
but fuch.as are {mall and heavy ;. of 
which kind are all nitrous and acid 
Salts. | For thefe joining with the 
Serum, caufe it more plentifully to 
attraét and unite the Salts difpers’d 
in the Blood, and help the ane 
upon that account; viz. by add- 
ing ‘to.their Gravities, to determine 
’ them 
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them thro’ the Kidneys into the 
Bladder. 

Bat fuch feem to be the moft na- 
tural and fafe Medicines for this In- 
tention, which have in their Compo- 
fitions Salts nearly of this kind, and 
fomewhat at the fame time fo emol- 
Jient, as to guard them againft vel- 
licating the Membranes; and to lu- 
bricate and facilitate their Paffages, 
with what they take with them, into 
their proper Emunttories. Thus all 
of the Mallow kind, and moft of 
the Ingredients in the Syrupus de 
Althea, havea great deal of a pene- 
trating Salt wrapt ‘up in a foft mu- 
cilaginous Juice. Dr. Grew, an able 
Phyfician, and a moft faithful Re- 
corder of Experiments of this nature, 
obferves more Salts to be in Plants 
of this kind, than many others which 
feem to difcover more of them to the 
Tafte. If then Nature be allow’d 
to be the beft Compounder, thofe 
of her Productions which have thefe 
two Properties fo well blended to- 
gether, muft be the beft that can 
be contriv’d for the Purpofes under 
Confideration. For fuch Plants or 
Simples feem fitted to anfwer both 
thefe important Intentions at once, 
viz. of lubricating and relaxing the 
Paflages; and of precipitating at the 
fame time the proper Fluids thro’ 
thofe Paflages. And this may ferve 
asa good Hint, to teach us, in the 
ufe of thofe Means which Art con- 
trives to anfwer the fame End, not 
to be too bufy with fuch things as 
ftimulate much, and are forcing that 
way; left inftead of making a Paf- 
fage, thofe Irritations fhould contract 
and ftraiten what was too ftrait be- 
fore; and therefore that we always 
join them with fuch things, as are 
at the fame time foftening and emol- 
lient; that the Veffels may be en- 
larged, when a greater Quantity of 
Fluid is intended to be protruded 
thro’ them. ' 

It has been.a long Difpute how 


fome things, which manifeftly pafs 
off by Urine, can do it in fo fhort a 
time as they are often obferv’d ; 
efpecially thofe of the Turpentine 
kind; which will very foon difcover 
themfelves by their Smell, wherein 
no body ‘can be deceiv’d, in the U- 
rine: but this will take up too much 
room in this place ; and it does not 
feem greatly to our purpofe to de- 
termine fuch Difficulties. Some 
Hints this way, and efpecially how 
large Quantities of Liquors drank 
fuddenly, will foon make their way 
thro’ thefe Parts, may be met with 
in the Explications of Sandéforius'’s 
Medicina Statita. oy

388. CHZREFOLTI, Chervil, 
is the Cerefolium Sativum of Parkin- 
Jon and Gerhard, and the Cherephy/- 
lon of F. Bauhine. It grows in the 
Gardens, and flowers in May, It 
is recommended for opening the 
Urinary Paflages, promoting the 
Menfes, and fuch like Intentions; 
but isnow very feldom prefcribed. 
Myrrhis, fweet Cecily, is of the fame 
Kind and Virtues. 

389. FrRaGaRtiA, Strawberry. 
This Plant is too well known to 
want Defcription: [The Leaves are 
frequently ufed in Gargarifms for fore 
Mouths, Quinfies, and Ulcers of the 
Throat :] And the Fruit is mode- 
rately cooling and cleanfing, chiefly 
by Urine. 

390. Kai, Glafs-wort. This 
has its Englifb Name from the pun- 
gent and almoft cauitic Salt with 
which it abounds, of the nature of 
the Cineres Clavellati, or Pot-Athes, 
which is fo much ufed in Glafs- 
making.

-Food than Phydic, it being better 
thus ufed for any medicinal Inten- 
tion; as it is pleafant to eat in Sub- 
ftance, almoft in any thing; and as 
the Stomach is the beft Preparer of 
{uch Ingredients ; for all vegetable 
Subftances eafily refolve therein; 
and yield their native Properties. 
And there is no Form in Medicine 
which can draw out the Virtues of 
this Herb to fuch Advantage, «as 
they refide in its own Subitance ; 
becaufe they manifefily confift ina 
fixed nitrous Salt; which in Diftil- 
lation does not rife, and leaves the 
Water good for nothing. This is 
fometimes ufed outwardly, by the 
common People, in Catap/afms, to 
difcufs and refolve; which by its 
penetrating witreus Salt, it is fre- 
quently fuccefsful in doing. ‘There 
is hardly a better Ingredient in our 
ordinary Sallads; for cooling and 
cleanfing the Vi/cera. It alfo ab- 
terges much Slime and vifcid Ad- 


_hefions from the Stomach and Bow-

It is cer- 
tainly in great efteem amongft the 
Natives in China, Fapan, and other 
Places which produce it, for its fa- 
native Properties: they ufe it almoft 
in all their Complaints ; and many 
live to a healthful old Age by its 
Benefit. Schroder, or his Editors, 
have been at the pains, in his Ac- 
count of this Plant, to give its Ufe 
and Virtues in various Languages: 
it may not be amifs here to tran- 
{cribe fome part of it. ‘* The Pro- 
** perty of this Herb is to difcufs 
«¢ and diffipate, or drive away the 
‘s thinneft Humours : whence it 
ss follows, that in all Cafes when 
‘< any are affected with Rheums, 
¢< and thin and moift Humours, it 
<‘ may to good purpofe be ufed; 
'«© whether to preferve from or cure 
«s them of the fame: efpecially, in 
«¢ thofe Diftillations of Humours 
«¢ which are called Catarrhs, from 
«< whence proceed Infirmities of the 
¢¢ Head and Breaft, running of the 
ss Eyes, Heavinefs of the Head, 
¢* Noife in the Ears, Shortnefs of 
«¢ Breath, Palpitations of the Heart, 
«6 €¢, Tis alfo ufeful in the low- 
ss er Parts of the Body, for weak 
«« Stomachs, and in want of Digef- 
** tion. In the Weaknefs of the 
¢¢ Joints it is likewife ferviceable ; 
<¢ as alfo for the Gout. In hhort, 
- € the Inhabitants of China, who 
** ufe it much, are free from the 
** Difeafes of the Joints and Reins.” 
He alfo pretends, it is good to take 
off the ill Effects of hard Drinking ; 
and that it will enable a Perfon to 
continue a long time without Sleep. 
«© To fum upall, /ays be, it is e- 
<« fteem’d the great Augmenter of 
** human Strength; preferving from 
«* the Accidentswhich proceed from

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‘* purpofe divers Ambafladors refid- 
** ing in thofe Quarters, ufe it in 
** ‘the Mornings.” - 

This Herb has prodigioufly ob- 
tain’d in the Ufeand Efteem of moft 
People in our own Country 3 and it 
certainly deferves very great com- 
mendation. It is admirably grate- 
ful to the Smell and Tafte; and 
carries an agreeable Roughnefs along ~ 
with it into the Stomach; which 
gently aftringes the Fibres, and gives 
them fuch a Tenfity, as is requifite 
to a good Digeftion. This Rough- 
nefs indeed may be increas’d fo far, 
as to make the Stomach fometimes 
contract and throw up its Con- 
tents; for which reafon it is fome- 
times ufed as an Emetic : and in ma- 
ny Cafes, where the Delicacy and 
Tendernefs of a Conftitution will - 
not admit of harfher and more nau- 
feous Dofes, there is not any thing 
more proper: for it. gently deterges 
the over-quantity of Slime from the 
Membranes, and leaves {uch a mode- 
rate Reftri€tion behind, as prevents 
all Naufeoufnefs, and that continual 
Drain of irritating Juices, which 
flows in frequently after the Ufe of 
other Emetics, and is hard to ftop. 
It is wonderfully ferviceable after 
Crapula’s, by gradually helping off 
the vifcid remains which naufeate 
and ficken the Stomach, and again 
by drawing up their Fibres to their 
due Tone. Its ufe therefore after 
Dinner, or Eating, is of great fer- 
vice in affifting Digeftion, and pre- 
venting the Uneafinefs which attends 
a full weakly Stomach. It fates the 
Blood and Juices with fuch gently 
deterging Parts, as keep clean all the 
Emunétories; and is reckon’d by 
fome to carry its influences to the 
remoteft Parts, and prevent arthri- 


. tic Pains. The Difcharge it moft

not juflify any fuch Opinion. 

398. Bar vana, Burdock. 
“This is in every one’s Knowledge; 


and fome Parts of the Plant are much 


in ufe amongft the Country People ; 
as the Leaves for Burns and in- 
flammatory Tumours. The Seeds 
are by all Authors of the beft Note 
efteem’d extremely diuretic; and 
fome reckon them effectual in car- 
rying off, by thofe Difcharges, what 
is very much the occafion of arthri- 
tic Pains, when ’tis once depofited 
upon the Joints. The Bardana ma- 
jor, called alfo Lappa major, which 
is the Arcium of Diofcorides, is the 

fort intended in modern Prefcrip- 
tion ; for tho’ the Lappa minor, which 
is the Xanthium of Diofcorides, Lou/fe- 
bur, is received into the new Ca- 
talogue of the Col/eges yet it isnot 
ufed, 


Frudius, Fruits : 

399. ALKEKENGY, Called alfo 
Halicacabum; and by Cafpar Bau- 
hine, Solanum veficarium: It is cul- 
tivated in Gardens, and flowers in 
Fune. The Fruit, called Winter- 
Cherries, are by fome much cele- 
brated for their Lithontriptic Qua- 
lities; and are faid powerfully to 
cleanfe and feour the Urinary Pa/- 
fages of all Gravel, and whatfoever 
is apt to obftruét them; and like- 
wife by their deterfive Qualities, to 
be good in the Faundice, and other 
Affections of the Vi/cera. ‘There is 
a Troche which takes its Name from 
them in the Shops, calculated for 
thefe Intentions; but it is of little 
ufe, and hardly ever prefcribed. 

“400. Spine ALBA, White- 
Thorn. ‘This is made a Species of 
the Med/ar-Tree, and diftinguifhed 
by Ca/par Baubine, Me/pilus Apii 
Soltis fylvefiris Spinola, five Oxyacan- 
tha. Its Fruit is called Haws by the 
Country-People, and too well known 
to want any Defcription, ‘There 


is little ufe made of them in Medi- 
cine, and yet they have obtain’d a 
Name for being very diuretic, and 
powerful Expellers of the Stove and 
Gravel. ‘The mighty nephritic Wa- 
ter, fo much in the good Opinion 
of the late Dr. Ratcliffe, was made 
from the Flowers of this Plant,which 
blows in May. -But whether this 
will be able to hold its Credit by 
its own Merit, now its great Pro- 
moter is gone, may very much be 
queftion’d. [The Receipt for that 
Water is faid to be this: * Take 
‘ White-Thorn Bloffoms four Pound, 
‘ Sherry a Gallon, Nutmeg an Ounce, 
‘ Common Water q. f- and diftil a 
‘ Gallon of the Water. 

401. LicgnuMNEPHRITI- 
cu M, Nephritic-Wood, diftinguifhed 
—Cerulea S flavo tingens by Fobng 
and Peregrinum Aquam cerule- 
am reddens by Ca/par Baubine, and 
called Coalti by Hernandez. It is. 
brought to us from New-Spain; and 
comes from a'T'ree reckon’d of the 
Afp kind. Tho’ the Wood is hard, 
and colour’d almoft like Saunders, it. 
tinges Water blue. Its Name de- 
notes its Virtues, tho” it is but little 
ufed at prefent for any fuch Inten- 
tion, of diffolving the Steve, or be- 
ing Diuretic, in any kind of Pre- 
{cription. 


Radices, Roots :. 

402, AL TH ZE, Marlbmal- 
Jows. 'Thefe are much of the Na- 
ture of the Herd before defcribed, 
Se. 4. Clafs 1. but accounted fome- 
what more efficacious. They yield 
a, great Slime or Mucilage to any 
Decoéftion or Infufion, which renders 
it very {mooth and emollient ; where- 
by it. makes the Parts give way to 
almoft any thing which preffes upon 
them, and wonderfully facilitates the 
Pafflage of any fharp Particles thro’ 
the minuteft Canals; without fuf-. 
fering their Points to wound and 
irritate the Membranes. Sometimes

they are ‘given inwardly not fo 
much to promote Urine, as to

Syrup in the Shops, in which this is 
the principal Ingredient, and from 
which it has its Name, is good in 
the fame Intention ; but not fo ef- 
ficacious as the fame Ingredients 
in Decoéion only ; becaufe the Sy- 
gar is improperly mixt with all 
Medicines of a mucilaginous Nature, 
as has been already obferved in the 
Firft Part, and will further appear 
in the following. ‘They are very 


emollient, and fuppurative im out- 


ward Applications; and the Ojnt- 
ment under this Name in the Co/- 
lege Difpenfatory, receives the Muci- 
lage of this Plant. ‘The Emp/a/- 
trum Diachylon Simplex, las alfo the 
fame Advantage of being {foften’d 


403. ASPARAGI, Afparagus. 
Almoft every one is acquainted with 
this, as being a Part of Food; and 
knows that the Heads, which are 
fo made ufe of, if eat in any quan- 
tity, will difcover themfelves by 
the Smell of the Urine. But the 
Roots are yet more diuretic 3 becaufe 
they have more of that Sa/t from 


whence they derive that Quality, | 


than any part which grows above 
ground; into which it cannot rife 
in fuch plenty, as the Root itfelf re- 
ceives it from the Earth. And this 
may, by the way, pafs for a reafon 
why moft Roots are more endu’d 
with this property than their Plants. 
This is defervedly' reckon’d one of 
the five opening Roots; and a good 
Ingredient’ in all Compofitions in- 
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tended to cleanfe the Vi/cera ; efpe- 
cially where theirObftructions threat- 
en the Faundice and Drop/y. They 
are likewife good in many Diforders 
of the Breaft ; as operating by Urine 
is of fervice in moft fuch cafes ; 
and are therefore with good fuccefs 
join’d with Peéora/s in many ex- 
temporaneous Prefcriptions ; amongit 
which we ofteneft meet with them. 
Tho’ they are a principal Ingredient 


in the Syrup of Mar/bmallows of 


the Shops; yet Van Helmont pre- 
tended to produce an Inftance of 
thefe breeding the Stoze; and ima- 
gin’d that by making the Urine fe- 
tid, and fubjeét to putrify, they fa- 
vour'd the Generation of fuch Par- 
ticlesas bred the Stone. ‘There are 
alfo two kinds of Wild A/paragus 
mentioned by Botanifts ; one diftin- 
guifhed by Ca/par Bauhine—Sylvef- 
tris, tenuifimo folio, which grows 
about Montpellier in France, differing 
little from the Garden fort ; and the 
other — Petraa & Corruda foliis a- 
cutis, growing in fome Parts of Jta- 
ly; the Tops of which are eat as 
ours here, having alfo afcribed to 
them the fame Virtues. 

404. ForenrecuLt, Fennel. 
This is another of the five opening 
Roots; tho’ not in the Di/penfatory 
Medicines, or very little : but it 1s 
often prefcribed occafionally, in 
cleanfing and deterging Drinks and 
Decoétions. ‘They are of a grateful 
Flavour and Tafte; making nothing 
unpleafant they are put into, which 
many of this Tribe do. 

405. FinipenpuLa, Drop- 
wort. It is queftioned by fome, 
whether this was not the Molen of 
Pliny. It is diftinguifhed only by 
— Vulgaris.. It grows in Meadows 
and Pafture Grounds; and flowers 
in Fune. The Root. is faid to be 
very deterfive and diuretic, and good 
in tartarous Obftructions of the 
Lungs, as wellas the Kidneys 3 where~ . 
by it often relieves Afbmas, be 
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Difficulty of Breathing: Some will 
have its deterfive Efficacy ftill reach 
further, and to {cour even the Joints; 
fo as to prevent and eafe the Gout, 
and to clear the Brain and nervous 
Appendages from fuch Diforders as 
‘bring on Epilepfies and Convulfions. 
But notwithttanding thele aperitive 
Properties, many will have this Root 
effe€tual in checking fome Fluxes: 
and particularly that of .the Men/es, 
when it is too large; and the Fluor 
Albus. But we do not now meet 
with it often enough in Praétice, to 
Warrant any of thefe extraordinary 
Virtues. t 

406. Graminis, Gra/s. The 
fort referred to is the Caninunt, 
diftinguifhed Spica triticea re- 
pens vulgare, by Mr. Ray, which 
is the Quick-Grafs. The Roots are 
much of the fame kind as the 4/- 
Haragus and ufed only in the fame 

ntentions; but not reckon’d quite 
fo wi para They are alfo an In- 
gredient in the Di/pen/atory Syrup of 
Mar femallows. sf All 

407. Perrosetint, Parfley. 
‘They are much of the nature Wo 
Herb, already defcribed in this Sec- 
tions and fo near the 'Tafte and Fla- 
vour of the Fennel Roots, as hardly 
to be diftinguifhed from them. They 
are alfo good, in the fame manner, 
in Decottions and Diet-Drinks, for 
cleanfing the Vifcera, and particularly 
the Kidneys. °Tis alfo one of the 
five opening Roots. 

408. RaParum, Turnips, 
Thefe are much more known in 
Food than in Medicine. They are 
certainly very cooling and cleanfing, 
and agreeably abfterge the vifcid and 
mucous Adhefions, which often nau- 
feate the Stomach, and diforder the 
Jif Paffages. They afford a very 
innocent and light Nourifhment to 
onititutions extremely weaken’d ; 
and the Liquor prefs’d out of them 
when boil’d, is accounted good in 
flethics, tartarous Obftradions, and 
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Tubercles of the Lungs 3 in which 
Intentions Crate much commends 
them. And becanfe this Liquor is 
manifeftly diuretic, itis ufed to keer 
open and cleanfe the Kidneys and 
their Appendages. Thefe are a won- 
derful pleafant Sauce to the great 
quantities of Flefh we eat; for they 
help to attenuate and divide thofe 
Parts, which otherwife would make 
the Juice of too tough and grofs a 
Confiftence, to pafs readily thro’ the 
Vefiels in Circulation, 

409. RapHanit Horren- 
s1s, Garden-Radifb. ‘This comes 
much in Diet at the proper Seafon 
amongft our Spring Se//ads; but is 
little ufed in Medicine. Radifhes 
abound with a penetrating nitrous 
Juice, which makes them diuretic, and 
cleanfing to the Inteftines and Vi/- 
cera. ‘Vhey have fomewhat alfo in 
their outer Skin, which is hot and 
biting; both which Qualities help 
to make them a good Antifcorbutic, 

410. RaPHaN? RusTica- 
N 1, Horfe-Radifb, called alfo Rapha-| 
nifirum. ‘Thefe Roots are in Vir- 
tue very much like the Scarvy-Gra/fs 
and Creffes, defcrib’d in Cla/s 4. Seé. 
4. and are extremely volatile and 
pungent, when bruifed; infomuchas 
to equal Salt of Sal Armoniac, or 
any of thofe vo/atile Salts when fet 
in Action. By this Quality it dif 
cufies and opens all little Vifcofities 
and Infarétions of the Veflels ; but 
becaufe fuch fubtile Bodies are lefs 
fenfible in the larger Paflages and 
Glands, where they eafily get thro’, 
their Efficacies are moft remarkable 
in the Capillaries; for which reafon, 
this and all of the fame T'ribe are 
moft valued for their fcouring the 
cutaneous Glands, and breaking thro* 
fuch little Stoppages there, as occa- 
fion Deformities, and all the Symp- 
toms of the Scurvy. This Root is 
alfo powerfully Diuretic ; but moft 
fo when@jéin’d with fome conveni- 
ent Acids, which add fomewhat e

the Weight of its Particles, and de- 
termine them fooner thro’ thofe de- 
{cending Emunétories. Upon this 
account the compound Water in the 
Shops, which from hence has the 
name of Agua Raphani compofita, is 
_ very skilfully order’d; the extreme- 
ly fubtile Particles of this Ingredient, 
with others of the like nature, join’d 
with fuitable Acids, making it a 
- noble Diuretic. 'This Root in De- 
coftion ought to be carefully ma- 
nag’d ; becaufe its chief parts will 
eafily fly away. Its Virtues are 
therefore beft drawn out by fimple 
Infufion; which hot Water pour’d 
upon it, and fhut down in a clole 
Veflel, will fo effeétually do, as to 
make it as pungent almoft as Spirit of 
 Harifborn, - ts, great Activity and 
- Warmth alfo make it good in all 
fuch nervous Cafes as arife from cold 


and vifcid Juices; and induce Hea- 


 vinefs of the Senfes, or Inaptitude to 
Motion ; in the fame manner as Mu/- 
tard, and all fuch Stimuli.

air. Mitusrepes, called 
alfo Afelli, and Onifci, Wood-Lice, 
Sows, or Church-Bugs. Thefe are 
fo much in the acquaintance of the 
common People, that they feem to 
be Matters of their medicinal Vir- 
tues; and ufe them in many Cafes 
without any other Direction. They 
are by all Experience found to be 
very Diuretic and Abjterfives which 
makes them not only frequent in 
Prefcriptions for Diforders of the 
Reins, but alfo in Obftructions of 
the Vifcera; and in the Jaundice 
particularly. They abound with a 
nitrous Salt, which they feem to de- 
sive from what they live on. It is 
fomewhat . volatiliz’d by its Digef- 
tion and Circulation in the Inject s 
as fuch Sa/¢ always is more or lefs, 
in proportion to the digeftive Pow- 
ers of the Animal, into whofe Food 


* ’ 
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it enters; yet not fo much, but that 
it is brackifh and pungent to the 
Palate. This makes their deterfive 
Qualities extend further than the lar- _ 


ger Glands; and enables them to 


{cour even the minuteft Paflages, and 
keep the Nerves clean from Vifco- 
fities, and fuch things as would clog 
their Springs ; whereby they are good 
in Palfies, Epilepfies, and all nervous 
Diftempers. And likewife, becaufe 
they open, and as it were by their 
Minutenefs and Afperities, cut their 
way thro’ any Obftruétions, they 
are good in Struma’s, Scrophulous 
Tumours, and inveterate Ulcers. Ve- 
ry remarkable Cures have been per- 


form’d in thefe Cafes by a long ule 


of them. They are much the beft 
taken in Subftance, or bruis’d in 
White-wine; the Liquor being drank 
without fettling fine; elfe a great 
deal of faline Matter will fall to the 


bottom. Thefe are greatly in ufe 


amongft all Praétical Authors 5 and 
frequently to be met with in the 
prefent occafional Prefcriptions. Sen- 
nertus, in the third Book of his 
Pradtice, commends them againit 
the Stone in the Bladder. Riverius 
gives Inftances of Wonders per- 
form’d by them in inveterate Stru- 
ma’s and Ulcers; as does alfo that 
Honour to our Country, Mr. Bayley 
who takes notice of them for the 
fame Intention, in his Difcourfe Of 
the Ujefulne/s of Experimental Phi- 
Lofophy. 

412. CANTHARIDES, Sfa- 
nifo Flies. ‘Thefe are fufficiently 
known to moft People; and that 
their chief ufe is for raifing B/i/- 
ters. ‘They abound with a /ubtile 
cauftic Salt, which gives them this 
Property. Hence, when they are 
apply’d to the Skin, the Heat and 
Motion of what perfpires fets them in 
aétion; whereby they penetrate the 
Cutis, and fo wound and ftimulate 
the Fibres, as to bring, according 
to the Bellinian Doérine, fuch 2

4 
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Flux of Fluid,as raifes up the Cuticula 
or Skarf-Skin (thro’ which it cannot 
pafs) into a B/ifer. But altho’ this 
is the only purpofe to which com- 
mion Practice knows how to apply 
them ; yet they are of wonderful Eff- 
cacy in fome inward Intentions, in 
the hands of thofe who have skill to 
manage them. They extremely pro- 
voke Urine; which they do more by 
ftimulating the Parts into fuch Mo- 
tions, as are neceflary for the Pro- 
trufion or Ejeétment of the Water, 
than by facilitating its Paflage; and 
this makes them fo difficult to be 
given, without occafioning a Stran- 
gery: for even in Blifter-Plaifters, 
they fend enough of their acrid Salt 
into the Blood, to have frequently 
this Effect. Where, therefore, thefe 
are adminiftred as a Divretic, fuch 
means ought to be uled at the fame 
time, as may guard the fenfible 
Membranes from their Vellications : 
and fuch are proper in Byoths and 
Emulfions. But the particular Cafe 
where thefe Flies are neceffary, and 
moft fafe to fcour the Urinary Paf- 
fages, is when they are obftruéted 
with Stough, and fuch P; ifcidities, as 
are apt to be wafhed off from the 
ulcerated Parts; and this frequently 
happens, efpecially in Women ; for 
the Womb is very much fubjeét to 
iuch Foulnefs, and ftands in need 
of the mott efficacious Clean ers. In 
thefe Cafes, the folid Parts do not 
Nie fo bare, as to be liable to the E- 
rofions of the Cantharides, until they 
have deterg’d away the Filth, and 
then itis time to Jeave them off; 
the Intention being anfwer’d. There 
are Inftances of this Practice in Au- 
thors of the beft Credit. Schroder 
nicntions them given inwardly; tho’ 
he fays by fome Audaculi,in Diuretics. 
Ltmuller {peaks of them as good 
in Supprefion of Urine, to carry off 
Water in Dropfies, in Gonorrbara’s 
and the Stowe, and fabulous Obftruc- 
tions Of the Ureters; and he gives 
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_a Form of their Exhibition, which

is- an Infufion of them in Wine 3 
the Liquor being poured Off clear 
for ufe. Dr. Groenvelt, who pib- 
lifh’d, in Vindication of his own 
Practice, a {mall Treatife, De tuto 
Cantharidum ufu interno, faffered 
much by a Profecution for giving 
them inwardly ; being charg’d with, 
and fued for Male-Praéice. The- 
Ife roin’d the unhappy Doétor ; 
and taught his envious Profecutors 
the Safety and Value of his Prattice. 
They are now frequently in extem- 


poraneous Prefcriptions for the a- 


bove-mention’d Intentions; but in 
Venereal Cafes, where a great deal 
of Slough and Filth has been thrown 
down upon the genital Parts ; there 
is not a better Medicine.- But it is 
not every one who mutt think him- 
felf qualified to meddle with fuch 
Remedies, which are fure to do 
good or hurt, according as they are 
adapted. ‘There are fome ill Perfons, 
who have learnt to procure 4bor- 
tions by thefe Flies; and to play a 
‘great’ many other unwarrantable 
Tricks with them. They certain- 
ly, to a ftrange degree, excite Luft, 
and provoke Venery ; not by any 
better Abilities which they give, 
but by ftimulating thofe Parts which 
are the Seat or Incentives to fuch 
Defires. Meckeren, in his Odfer- 
vations, gives ftrange Inftances of 
their Effects this way ; and tells us 
of a Man, who by taking a large 
Dofe inwardly, fo inflam’d himfelf, 
that tho’ he had almoft kill’d—his 
Wife, who declar’d -to the Phyfici- 
ans that were fent for next day, that 
he the foregoing night /epties hortune 
Jodiebat; yet he continu’d even in 
Diftraétion with frefh Rage, until he 
dy’d delirious. | . 
413. STreErcus Porcinum, 
Hogs-Dung, This is not often pre- 
ferib’d ; but it abounds with a very 
pungent and nitrous Salt, which- 
makes it greatly deterfive and déure+

414. Sau Niteyi, Salt-Petre. 
The beft is moft white, tranfparent, 
and in regular Cryftals. There is 
a great deal of difficulty in deter- 
mining what the Nitre of the An- 
tients was; tho’ Dr. Lifer hath con- 


 jectured the Egyptian Nitre to be 


little differing from the faditious Sal 
Armoniac; as it comes from the U- 
rine and Dung of thofe Animals, 
that take in with their. Food a good 
deal of Fofi/ Salt; and by ftraining 
thro’ them becomes urinous. But 
the prefent Nitre, which comes to 
us chiefly from Jndia, feems to be 
altogether foflil; though the Ex- 


periments of drawing fuch a Salt’ 
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from various Excrements, and the 
Obfervation of fome, that the Jzdian 
Nitre comes chiefly from fuch Parts 
as abound with a particular kind of 


‘large Fowl, feetns to favour Dr. 


Liffer’s Conjecture. [Some undertake 
to foew, particularly M. Lemery, ia 
the French Memoirs, that Nitre is 
not of a truly Mineral, but Animal 
Origin.] The Nitre in Vaults and . 


Cellars, fhews’ a good deal to be ga- 


thered from the Air: but there is 
not room here to be particular in 
thefe Inguiries. This is but feldom 
us’d without fome preparation, to 
which we refer the Reader. It is 
very penetrating and diuretic; and 
good in Inflammations of the Throat 
and Tonfils. [This Salt is in much 
greater repute for medicinal Virtues 
abroad, particularly in Germany ,than 
in England: Some German Pdy/- 
cians efteem it a kind of univerfal Me- 
dicine. And perhaps its ufe in Fe- 
vers, Pleurifies, Quinfies, Haemor- 
rhages, and many other Diftempers, 
has not been fuficiently experienced 
in England. } 


ree tahoe, Pati Mobs 
Of Diaphoretics, 


NDER this Name of Diapho- 


retics, are included what are 


~ alio underftood by Alexipbarmics and 


_». Febrifuges; becaufe all the Things 


under thofe Denominations, whofe 
Operations we have any notice of, 
exert themfelves that way, by more 


or lefs increafing a Diaphorelis ; 


which is a fenfible Difcharge by the 
Skin, and fhews itfelf like a Dew 
uponit. 

All thofe Medicines which anfwer 
this Intention, muft do it either by 
their Subtility ; whereby they divide 
and attenyate the Humours to fuch 


a degree, that they beqome fine e- 
nough to efcape through fuch {mall 
Paflages as thofe of the cutaneous 
Glands; or elfe by their contracting 
and fqueezing the Solids, which 
force out of the Extremities what 
lay before in readinefs for Expul- 
fion. Of the former fort are many 
Simples 3 which for their other more 
manifeft Qualities, we have placed 
under other Heads ; and chiefly a- 
mongft the Cephalics: for all aro- 
matic, twarm and fubtile Bodies, 
have a natural tendency this way $ 
becaufe they cannot but divide and’ 

atte- 
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attenuate the Fluids ; which makes 
them fitter to go off by the {maller 
Pafflages. What Simples we have 
collected under this Seéfion, are moft- 
ly determin’d to the fame Intention, 
by a like Texture and Difpofition 
of Parts; but then they are gene- 
rally fuch as are feldom met with in 
Compofition or Prefcription for any 
other purpofe. And without tranf- 
grefling the Rules laid down for de- 
termining things of this kind, it 
may be conjectur’d, that there is this 
difference between the/e and the com- 
mon Aromatics; that the latter aét as 
foon as ever they come into the Sto- 
mach, and by the Volatility of their 
Parts divide and thin the Juices in 
the Prime Viz, but go off in a 
great meafure by fome of the larger 
Difcharges ; whereas the former feem 
not to have any thing in their Com- 
pofition fo active as to render them 
fenfible, until they have paffed the 
Jaft Comminution or Digeftion in the 
circulating Blood: and that there 
they obtain fucha Refolution, as fuits 
them not only for the cutaneous Se- 
cretion ; but alfo to break, and as it 
were fufe the Blood itfelf; thereby 
caufing its thinner and ferous Parts 
to flow thro’ the Pores in great 
plenty, And this will not perhaps 
appear fo ftrange, when we confider 
a manifeft difference in our Food, 
not unlike what we here aflign to 
Medicine. For fome parts of our 
Aliment are fooner than others broke 
and digefted in the Stomach and 
firft Offices ; and fuch always furnifh 
the greateft Supply to the, larger 
Emun¢tories, and go off moftly by 
Urine ; whereas others, which have 
Subtility enough not only to pafs 
the Latteals, and get into the Blood, 
but are too folid to undergo the laft 
Comminution, except by a long 
Circulation, beftow more Matter 
both for Nourifhment and the-finer 
Secretions. Thofe Subftances, or

But the other Cafe of a Diaphore- 
fis, or raifing a Sweat, is moft exten- 
five and efficacious; and that is by 
{queezing and contracting the Fibres, 
and fo forcing thro’.what is in readi- 
nefs to pafs; of which Matter there 
often is a great deal in the’ Capilla- 
ries, or juft at the Surface, that fome- 
times almoft ftagnates for want of 
fuch fhocks, All Acids do this, and 
whatfoever vellicates and contraéts 
the Fibres powerfully. Thus you 
fhall fee People prefently fweat upon 
eating Vinegar or Lemon-Fuice. Up- 
on the fame account does Fear, or 
any fudden Paffion, produce the like 
Effect ; as likewife all kinds of Ex- 
ercife. But thefe are not fo direétly 
our Bufinefs to account for; nor 


likewife how Sweating moft common- 
ly terminates Fevers, and throws 6f, 


Poifons or contagious Infections ¥ by 
which they come to be termed 4/exi- 
pharmics and Febrifuges; becaufe this 
would take up more room than we 
have here to {pare ; as requiring the 
whole Theory of Fevers to be treated 
of, in order to arrive at a perfect” 


Knowledge of it.

415. ANTHORA, Helmet-Flaw- 
er; called by fome Writers 4ntitho-’ 
ra; who will alfo have it to be the: 
Zedoary of the Arabians, particular- 
ly of Avicen and Serapion. The A- 
conitum Salutiferum, or wholefome 
Wolf-bane of C. Bauhine, is what 
the Officinal Prefcriptions intend, 
wherefoever this is ordered. If 
grows on the Mountains in Helvetias 
and in Savey. The Root is chiefly.

in ufe ; which is of a warm, bitterifh 
Tafte, and reckon’d Cardiac and 
Alexipharmic, much of the fame na- 
ture as the Contrayerva Root; on 
which account by fome it is called 
the German Contrayerva. It is, how- 
ever, now ufed only in a few Offici- 
nal Compofitions.. 
416. CaLamMiIntua, Cala- 
mint. ‘That defcribed flore magno 
vulgaris by Fohu Baubine, ought to 
be the Officinal fort; but the {carci- 
ty of that, brings to Market in its 
ftead the —Sylveftris odore Pulegii 
feu Nepete of C. Baubine. There is 
allo a — Paluftris, called Aquatica 
by Gerhard, and Mentha arvenjfis 
verticillata hirfuta, by Ff. Baubines 
Water Calamint : which altho’ re- 
ceived into the new. Catalogue of the 
College, is not known in the prefent, 
Pharmacy. ‘The firft of thefe flow- 
ers in Fune and Fu/y; and is warm, 
aperient, and enters many alexiphar- 
mic Compofitions of the Shops, A 
Compound Powder in the College 
Difpenfatory, has its name from it. 
It is alfo reckon’d by fome to be he- 
patic, pectoral, and uterine ; to pro- 
mote Urine, the Menjfes, and for- 
ward Delivery ; but is feldom pre- 
fcribed in thefe Intentions. 
4i7. CARLIN A, Carline Thi/- 
tle, is the Chameleon albus of Dio/- 
corides, —- Humilis of Parkinfon, and 
 Acaulos magno flore of C. Baubine. 

It grows in the Valleys of Germany 

and Jta/y; and flowers in Fuze. 

Its “Root is moft in efleem; and 

Fecommended for its alexipharmic 
Qualities, in refifting Infection, and 
expelling Malignities. But the pre- 

fent Practice takes little or no notice’ 
of it. 

418. Doronict, Leopards- 
bane. Mathiolus will have this to be 
the Aconitum Pardaliancbes of Theo- 
phraftus; but the modern Botanitts 
diffent from him in that Particular. 
_ This grows in many Places in Ger- 


many, and is faid te be Alexiphar- 
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mic, and good againftthe Bites of 
venomous , Creatures; but modern 
Prattice gives it little Credit in any 
fuch Intentions. 

419. DRacuNcULI, and, 

420. DraconmTit, Dragons. 
Thefe have by miftake been diftin- 
guithed as different Simp/es, but they 
are only different Names for the fame 
thing. [But the Dracunculus hor- 
tenfis is the Sallad Herb called 'Ta- 
ragon.] The Dracunculus Polyphyl- 
lus of C. Baubine, is what the new 
Catalogue of the College direéts to ; 
and feemsto be a Species of the 4- 
rum; being entitled in Herman's Ca- 
talogue, Arum Polyphyllum, Dracun- 
culus &%' Serpentaria dium, caule 
maculato, majus FS elatius. It is 
reckoned Alexipharmic, and a Refi- 
ter of Poifons; on which account it 
hath a Place in the College Plague- 
Water. 

421. GaLEGA, called alfo Ru- 
ta Capraria, Goats Rue. ‘This has 
a great name with fome Authors, 
and paffes for a powerful Alexiphar- 
mic, Sudorific, and a Refifter of 
Poifon and peftilential Contagions. 
It has been recommended alfo for 
bringing out the Meafles and Small- 
Pox; but neither the Tafte nor 
Smell of this Plant difcover any fuch 
Virtues likely to be in its nor does 
the prefent Pra€tice encourage any 
fuch Expeétations; it being hardly 
ever prefcribed. It is an ufelefs In- 
gredient in the Mi/k-Water. Some 
have vented Notions of Animals, 
and particularly the Lizard, guard- 
ing themfelves with it againit the 
Poifon of Vifers ; and curmg them- 
felves with it when bit; but thefe 
are Fables. 

422, Meviss#, Baum; diftin- 
guifhed — Vulgaris odore Citri, by 
F. Baubine. It flowers'in Fuly. 
This Herb is very well known in 
our Gardens. It is of a fine Cordial 
Flavour ; but fo weak, that in moft 


medicinal Forms it is loft; and ‘tis 
hard 
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hard even to dry it with its natural 
Scent. The diftill’d Water made 
from it, therefore, is beft drawn when 
the Plant is.green; which, by the 
way, holds good in very few other 
Plants: But with all the Care ima- 


ginable it will foon fade, unlefs {prin- 


kled with a little Spirit before it is dif- 
till’d. [But the way of gaining this 
Water in its fall Perfeétion, is by co- 
bobating it feveral times upon frefb 
Parcels of the Plant 3 for thus it may 
be made.extremely rich, and of conft- 
cerable medicinal Virtues.) The 
Plant is a good Cordial, and makes 
an agreeable Ingredient in many A- 
Jexipharmic Waters. Any other form 
it is not fit for. 

423. Scorvit, Water Ger- 
stander. It grows in watry Grounds; 
and flowers in Fune and Fuly. It 
is fomewhat of'a Garlic Smell, mix’d 
with an Aromatic. It is juftly e- 
fleemed a good Alexipharmic, and 
makes an excellent Ingredient in all 
Compofitions of that Intention ; as 
well as in that grand Medicine of the 
Shops, which has its Name from it, 
Diafcordium; tho’ in Prefcription it 
moit frequently bears the Name of 
its Inventor, and is called Confeétio 
Fracaftorit. ‘There is alfo an excel- 
lent compound Water, which de- 
rives its Name from this Simple ; 
and is entitled in the Shops, Agua 
Scordii compofita. It is good in all 
kinds of Fevers, and helps both to 
raife the Spirits, as a Cordial, and 
promote Sweat; or the Eruption of 
fuch Humours as do often critically 
terminate -fuch Diftempers., This 
Plant keeps its Smell, if well dry’d, 
tho? reduc’d into a fine Powder; 
and therefore may very, convenient- 
ly be prefcribed .in Boles, as well as 
Infufion; which makes it ftrange 
that it is not oftener met with in 
extemporaneous Practice, in the room 
of fome things not by much. fo effi- 
cacious, nor {0 eafily to be procur’d, 
Somg Authors mention this Simple 


amongft Hyfterics, and Deftroyers of 
Worms; and alfo for a good De- 
terger of malignant and inveterate 
Ulcers: but fuch Pratice is not at 
all warranted by Experience. 

424. Utmariaz, Meadow- 
jJweet. It flowers in Fune. We 
have this amongft the beft Alexi- 
pharmics, in fome Writers, and it is 


called Regina Prati, Queen of the 


Meadow, and by Ca/p. Baubine, Bar- 
ba capri, floribus compadtis. Jt has 
a very agreeable Scent; but it does 
not by any great Volatility of Smell, 
or Pungency in Tafte, feem to dif-. 
cover in it fuch Properties, in fo 
large a degree as Authors mention ;° - 
tho’ the Simple Water which is or- 
der’d from it in the Di/pen/atory, has 
a very remarkable Smell and Tatte, 
but foon turns mothery, as all fuch 
Waters will do, [wales often cobobat- 
ed upon frefh Parcels of the Plant, 
or preferved by means of a little in- 
frammable Spirit added thereto} It | 
is likewife an Ingredient in the Wi/k- 
Water. 
Flores, Flowers: i 
425. CALENDULA, Marjgold. 
Thefe blow almoft all the Summer. 
They .are well known in the Kitchen 
as wellas the Shops. Amongft Phy- 
fical Writers they pafs for Alexiphar- 
mics, tho’ in a much inferior de- 
gree to Saffron; which it is com- 
pared to, Many alfo {peak of them 
as Hyfterics ; and we meet with them 
often in Riveriuss Practice for that 


purpofe. 
426. Croc, Safran. Thefe 


“blow in September, and are of a nice 


Culture, and a valuable Commodity, 
growing in fome parts of England, 
particularly in Efex and Cambridge- 
feire; which are the beft of any in 
the World we have yet met with. 
The German Writers. mention that 
for the belt, which grows in the Cir- 
cle of Aufiria; but by their Dofe it 
muft fall fhort of ours; for a ght

ple was their ordinary Quantity ; 
whereas five or fix Grains of Exgli/b 
Saffron, that is good, has very fen- 
fible Effects. Foreign Authors alfo 
fpeak much of its Narcotic Quality ; 
and pretend that an immoderate Dofe 
of two or three Drams, will bring 
on a particular kind of Ded/irium, 
[or mirthful Madne/s| and occafion 
Death. Etmuller gives a Story of a 
Perfon, who trading in this Com- 
modity, for the fake of faving fome 
Duty, concealed a Bag of Saffron 
_ fo long under his Clothes, that its 
Steam had fuch an effeét upon him 
as to kill him. It is certainly one of 
the greateft’ Cordials of any Simple 
the whole Materia Medica fapplies ; 
and as effectually promotes a Dia- 
phorefis; which makes it hardly ever 
omitted in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tions, for any Species of Fevers. It 


wonderfully aflifts the Eruption of» 


the Meafles and Small Pox; and at 

the fame time that it puts the Con- 
_ ftitution upon a force to throw off 
fomewhat difagreeable, it enables it 
to fuftain fuch an Exertion. It is 
alfo given in almoft all Diforders of 
the Lungs; and for its great efficacy 
in promoting Expectoration, and re- 
lieving the Breath, it is called by 
fome Azima Pulmonum ; the Soul of 
the Luzgs. ‘There are many Forms 
which itis made into in the Shops ; 
but it is much better given in Syb- 
flance; and is very conveniently 
powder’d, and made into Boles and 
Electuaries, ‘The Dearnefs of this 
Commodity makes fome draw out 
its Tinéture fora Syrup; or to ule 
by itfelf, and afterwards dry and 
powder the Remainder for ufe. ‘That 
which has not been fo ferved, is al- 
moft of a red Colour when powder- 
ed: and upon but juft touching it 
with any Moifture, it will ftrain ex- 
tremely yellow. ‘The Colour which 
it gives in Tinétures, tho’ deep and 
fine at firft, will fade with keeping ; 
and the fooner as the Men/fruur is 
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more acid: for this reafon, that which 
is order’d with Treacle-Water, and . 
feems beit fitted to anfwer the In- 
tention of an Alexipharmic, is hard- | 
ly ever made. It is generally done 
with Canary; and fuch Wmes, as 
are moft remote from Acidity; but 
that is only for the fake of the beau- 
ty of the Medicine. This Flower 
parts with a great deal in Infufion 
that will rife in the Still; and there- 
fore what is fold for Spirit of Saj= 
fron, if well made, is an admirable 
Cordial: and in the ftri& Senfe of 
the Term, perhaps a greater than 
Medicine any otherwile fupplies. 
This way likewile there is nothing of 
the Simple loft; becaufe the Ref- 
duum may conveniently be evaporat- 
ed into an Extraét; in which will be 
retain’d the moit deterfive Parts 5 
and will make it a good Medicine 
in the Jaundice, Cachexies, and all 
Diforders arifing from Obftructions 
and foul Vifcera. ‘There are many 
who extol this in hyfterical Affec-. 
tions ;. and are of opinion, that it 
cleanfes the Womb, promotes the 
Menftrual Difcharges, and aflifts’ in 
Delivery. Borellus, in his Odferva- 
tions, {peaksof a Perfon, who by'car- 
rying a Parcel of Saffron a long Jour- 
ney, to Market for fale, was fo af- 
fected by its Scent only, as to make 
bloody Urine. Some prefcribe it to 
be worn, with Camphire, in a Bag 
at the Pit of the Stomach, for Me- 
lancholy ; and others afirm, that {fo 
ufed, it will cure Agues. 


Semina, Seeds of, 

427. SESELIOS, Hart-wort. 
Botanifts defcribe feveral kinds of 
this Plant ; but the officinal fort is 
the fame as the Siler montanum; and 
called likewife by C. Bauhine, Li- 
gufticum. The Seeds have a great 
name with fome antient Botanic and 
Difpenfatory Writers ; and are men- 
tion’d almoft in every Intention 
but they are grown into neglect "

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the prefent Praétice, and enter few 
Shop-Compofitions except the Theri- 
ata Andromachi. t 

*** Vici, Teres. Thefe are 
too well known to want Defcrip- 
tion ; and they are of no ufe in Me- 
dicine but amongft Nurfes, who boil 
them in fome Drinks, to bring out 
the Meafles and Small-Pox. 


Gummi, Gums: 

428. CAMPHORA, Camphire. 
This is a pellucid Gum or Rofin, 
which does not flow from the Tree; 
but is obtain’d out of its Wood, 
by a particular way of Sudlimation 3 
vid. Fac. Breynius in Exotic. Cent. 
1. Itis brought into Ewrope chiefly 
from China, and the Ifland Borneo 
in the Eaf-Indies. It is extremely 
volatile; and Tachenius, with fome 
others, will have it to be a pure 
natural Saf Volatile Oleofum. It is 
the .moft efficacious Diaphoretic 
known in Medicine; its great Sub- 
tility diffufing it thro’ the very Sub- 
ftance of the Parts, as foon almoft 
as the Warmth of the Stomach fets 
it in motion. In all Fevers there- 
fore, when a Diaphorefis is to be 
encourag’d, nothing will fooner raife 
one; but its great Heat requires 
plentiful diluting with fmall Liquors. 
fts Smell indeed is fo penetrating 
and particular, that it is not to be 
difguifed in any Form. In reducing 
it to Powder, the Mortar muft be 
firft rubbed with a little Oil; elfe 
it will not divide. It very readily 
diffolves in reétify’d Spirit; but it 
will again part from it, and appear 
likea Curd, if that be lower’d with 
any aqueous Mixture. This has been 
in great Efteem with practical Au- 
thors of the beft Note heretofore, in 
all kinds of Fevers, Malignities, and 
Epidemical Contagions; and we 
fhall hardly meet with any Compofi- 
tions for thofe Intentions in Sexmer- 
tus, Riverius, or Etmuller, without 
this as a principal Ingredient. How it 


comes to be fo little in the prefent 
Praétice, is fomewhat ftrange ; for 
it is as fafe as efficacious. But to 
thofe who appear moft acquainted 
with this Drug, there is one Quality 
which feems but little known ; and 
that 1s, that in De/iria, where Opi- 
ates fail of procuring Sleep, and of- 
tentimes aggravate the Symptoms, 
this will frequently fucceed ; ‘and as 
it helps forward a Breathing thro’ the 
Pores by its Warmth, it does alfo 
contribute to the fame good End, 
by relaxing the Tenfity of the Fibres 
with Reft. Jt has been much de-| 
bated, whether this be really hot or 
cold; its Senfe upon the Palate, at 
firft taking, perfuading the former 3 
and its Ufefulnefs in allaying Inflam- 
mations, encouraging the latter Opi- 
nion. If by Warmth is underftood 
{uch a Subtility of Parts, as difpofes 
them to brisk Motion, and to agitate 
what is about them ; this has as good 
Title to be fo, as any thing which 
is not actual Fire. And for its allay- 
ing Inflammations, that may bedone 
by the Subtility of its Parts, divid- 
ing and difcufling fo far the obftru@t- 
ed Humours, that they either per- 
{pire, or are taken up again into 
Circulation by the refluent Blood : 
for Spirit of Wine, and many things 
allow’d by all to be hot, will do this 
by the fame means. It has alfo been - 
much contefted, whether this Drug 
is prejudicial to Generation; by its 
abating all’ Defire of Venery, and 
procuring Barrennefs: but as the 
Authors themfelves are divided upon 
the Point fo much, fome of them 
affirming that the Countries where 
it abounds, and is much ufed, pro- 
duce almoft childlefs Inhabitants ; and 
others, that they are the moft fruit- 
ful ; we fhall refer the Decifion of 
this Point to thofe who have more 
Leifure and Curiofity for fuch In- 
quiries. Its Dofe is from one to fix 
or eight Grains. 


429. Gua-

429. Guatact, of Guaiacum. 
This Gum, or rather Rofin, is much 
of the fame virtue as the Wood 
whence it is drawn, but more effica- 
cious. It is reckon’d much to pro- 
mote infenfible Perfpiration; and 
upon that account is good in fuch 
cutaneous Cafes as proceed from Ob- 
ftru€tions of the perfpirable Matter 
in the Milliary Glands. It is very 


warm and deterfive; and therefore , 


good in all Ulcerations, and Gleets, 
both internal and external. In Go- 
norrbeea’s it is by fome almoft deem’d 
a Specific. In the Gout likewife it 
does frequently good fervice; not 

only by deterging and cleanfing the 

Joints and mucilaginous Glands from 
tartarous Matter; but by warming 
and ftrengthning the Fibres, it ena- 
bles them to move with that vigour, 
as fhakes off and prevents the Lodg- 

ament of fuch Particles upon them. 

‘ Ae Cor TB xP E:R.v.v 2a 
Nu Ss, five Quinguina, Fefuit's Bark. 
‘This comes to us from Peru in the 
Weft-Indies; whence the Romifb Mit- 
fionaries firft brought it into Europe, 
and gave occafion for its being call'd 
Fefuit’s Bark. After various Con- 
jectures amongft Botanifts concern 
ing what Tree this is the Bark of, 
which are needlefs and tedious to re- 
peat here, the moft fatisfactory Ac- 
count comes from an Apothecary 
who lived long upon the fpot; and 
had often gather’d it; who fays, it 
comes froma Tree about the big- 
nefs of a Plumb Tree, with Leaves 
like Ivy, but not quite fo big, and 
always green. The Judians call it 
Quarango. It bears a Fruit not un- 
like a Chefnut, which is properly 
call’d Quinguina; and it is efteem’d 
by the Natives beyond the Bark. 
See more in Phil. Tran/ac. N°. 290. 
Its Qualities in curing Intermittents 
are well known to Phyficians; but 
there is more than ordinary Skill 
required in its Ufe: for as there is 
po one Medicine perhaps more ef- 
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ficacious. in doing good; fo there is 
a great deal of mifchief to be done 
with it in ignorant Hands. This 
Medicine likewife, by the fame Pro- 
perties as it cures Intermittents, is 
good in many kinds of Fluxes, and 
all Diforders from Relaxation, 


Radices, Roots: 

431. CONTRAYERVA, Coun- 
ter-Poifon. ‘This is an exotic Root, 
which Botanic Writers {eem not well 
to agree about: Baubine, with fome 
others, making it a kind of Cy- 
pre/ss and calling it Cyperus longa. 
Some alfo call it Drzkexa, and others 
make it a Species of the Granadilla. 
It has a quick aromatic Smell, is of 
a reddifp Colour, rough or wrinkled 
upon its Surface, and has many {imall 
Fibres fhooting fromit. It is much 
more come into extemporaneous 
Praétice of late, than it feems to have 
been heretofore; tho’ not given above 
a Scruple at moft in a Dofe; where- 
as fome antient practical Authors 
{peak of a Dram as a moderate one. 
It is very powerful in forwarding 
the cutictlar Difcharges; and is 
therefore of great fervice in Fevers, 
by promoting and keeping up a con- 
venient Diaphorefis. ‘There is a 
good Compofition in the Shops, 
which takes its Name from it, call’d 
Lapis Contrayerva ; and is very juit- * 
ly preferr’d to the Ga/coign’s Pow- 
der. It is likewife fecond to no- 
thing in bringing forward the Swa//- 
Pox and Meafles, where Expulfion 
is neceflary ; and in all kinds of Fe- 
vers, that can be relieved by in- 
creafing the Difcharges thro’ the cu- 
taneous Pores. 

432. IMPERATORIA, Ma/- 
ter-wort, called alfo amongft many 
other Names, Afrantia. The Im- 
peratoria of Cafpar Baubine, is the 
officinal Maffer-wort. ‘Thefe are not 
much unlike the Azgelica Roots in 
Flavour or Virtue. ‘They are agree- 
ably penetrating, and allow’d by all 

to

‘to bea good Alexipharmic. They 
are faid to cure many kinds of 
Poifons, and the Bites of venomous 
Animals, They are alfo deterfive, 
and good in the Faundice, Cachexies, 
and Drop/fies; becaufe they promote 
the Secretions by Urine as well as 
by the Skin. Thefe are not fo of- 
ten met with in extemporancous Pre- 
{cription, as they deferve. In the 
College Plague Water they are an 
excellent Ingredient; and if they 
are difpens’d in it in due quantity, 
"and frefh, give a very agreeable pres 
dominant Talte to the Compofi- 
tion. 

433. Me 1, Spignel, generally cal- 
led Meum <Athamanticum,  diftin- 
guifhed by Ca/par Baubhine o- 
iis Anethi. It grows in Meadows 
and» Pafture Grounds, but is not of- 
ten met with. It flowers in Fuze. 
This has an aromatic Pungency in 
its Scent ; but is alfo fomewhat fe- 
tid. It remains in many Difpenfa- 
tory-Compotitions, motft of them 
Alexipharmics ; of which Tribe it 
is by all. Writers accounted. Some 
afcribe to it Virtues which give it 
a place in Hyfterical Prefcriptions. 
It is given to promote the Men/rval 
Difcharges,. and remove the Difor- 
ders of thofe Parts, which proceed 
from Obttruction. 

434. Naroi, Spikenard. We 
fhall here take notice of two forts, 
the Celtic and the Indian. The 
former grows in many parts of Ez- 
ropé; and Mr. Ray fays, as it agrees 
in kind with the Valerian ; fo it has 
the fame Virtues. ‘The latter comes 
to us from the Ea/-Indies, Alex- 
andria, &e. called by Breynerus, Gra- 
men Cyperoides aromaticum Indicum 3 
and is much more valuable than 
the other. It is efteem’d as. an A* 
Jexipharmic ; being warm and fpicy, 
and helpful: to promote Sweating. 
Upon this account it is an Ingre- 
dient in the Capitals, and other Dif. 
penfatory-Compofitions of the fame

It is 
likewife reckoned detergent, and 
good in. all Obftructions of the Vif- 
cera, and the Diftempers thence arif- 
ing. 

_ 436. Pyreturt, Pellitory of 
Spain, diftinguifhed — flore Bellidis, 
by C. Bauhine. This is an acrid 
Root, brought to us chiefly from 
fome parts of [ta/y ; but it ismighty 
{ubject to decay ; fo that we meet 
With it in the Shops frequently rot- 
ten and worm-eaten. Itis hot and 
very difcutient, which makes it 
forward a Diaphorefis ; and it won- 


derfully attenuates and draws, or - 


{queezes out of the Fibres and 
Glands, vifcid and phlegmatic Hu- 
mours. 
only ufed as an Alexipharmic, but 
as a Phlegmagogue, and a Purger of 
watry Humours. It is a good Me- 
dicine in all Cachexies, and diftem- 
per’d Habits from too much Cold 
and Moifture ; and frequently of good 
fervice in Palfies, and numbnefs of 
the Limbs. It is much ufed for the 
‘Tooth-ach, to be held in the Mouth; 
and its great Heat and Pungency 
when fo ufed, occafion abundance of 
Rheum to flow out of the Glands; 
which in many Cafes give relief to

437- SCORZONERA, Viper- 
grafs, called Viperaria Hifpanica by 
Gerhard, Tragopogon Hifpanicus by 


'F. Baubine, and diftinguifhed by C. 


Bauhine —~ Latifolia finuata. Some 
Writers extol this for its Efficacy a- 
gainft the Bites of poifonous Animals ; 
and others commend it for curing 
Melancholy, Epilepfies, and Verti- 
goes: but the prefent Practice does 
not ufe it in any fuch Intentions, 
but acknowledges it for an Alexi- 
pharmic; altho’ it is not often pre- 
{cribed. It feems beft fuited to De- 
coétion ; but it is not very palatable. 
In that Form fome commend it for 
bringing out the Meafles and Small- 
Pox. 
438. SERPENTARIA, Snake- 
Weed. This is plentifully brought 
us from Virginia in the Wef-Indies ; 
and thence takes its name in Prefcrip- 
tions. It isalfo called Co/ubrina and 
Piftolochia Virginiana. ‘There are 
three Roots under this Name in the 
- Shops, whofe diftinctions amongft 
Botaniits fhew them to be of the 4- 
_riftolochia kind. The firft is Ari/- 
_ tolockia Polyrrbizos, auriculis foliis 
defcribed under the Title of Po/yr- 
_ _rhizos Virginiana by Parkinfon, and 
Piftolochia Virginiana by Gerbard. 
_ The fecond is Ariftolochia Viole fru- 
ticofe foliis Virginiana, cujus radix 
Serpentaria dicitar: And the third is 
Ariftolochia, feu Serpentaria Virgini- 
ana caule nodofo. But all thefe are 
by Cuftom funk into the common 
Appellation of Sake-Root. It is ve- 
ry hot and pungent, both in Smell 
and Tafte. The prefent extempo- 
raneous Prattice juftifies it to be a 
powerful Alexipharmic; and hardly 
ever omits it in moft kinds of Fevers, 
efpecially the worfe and more ma- 
lignant fort. Its Heat is fo confi- 
derable, that where it is plentifully 
referibed, it requires to be wel] di- 
uted with {mall Liquors; and fo 


: . 
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managed, it feldom fails to raife a 
Dijaphorefis. Its Warmth alfo occa- 
fions it to be ufed frequently in 
nervous and paralytic Cales, which . 
proceed from too much Rheum and 
Humidity. It.is an Ingredient in 
the College Plague-Water, and its 
Name feems to have brought it in 
efteem amongft many People; and 
to have introduced it into the Clofet- 
Cordials and Drams; as conceiv’d 
to bea great Refifter and Preferva- 
tive againft Infeftions, and what 
they call catching Diftempers.; 

| 439. Succis#, Devil’s-Bit, 
diftinguifhed — vulgaris flore purpus 
reo, by Parkinfon, and — Glabra by 
Cajpar Baubine. It grows in Mea- 
dows and Pafture Grounds, and is 
a Species of the Scabious; but al. 
tho’ it is rank’d by many amougtt- 
the Alexipharmics, it is in few 
Shop-Compolitions, and but feldom 
prefcribed in common Praétice. 

440. VALERIAN A, Valerian. 
Of this there are feveral kinds; the 
Major bortenfis, which is the Phu 
Olufatri folio of Diofcorides, the — 
Major odorata radice of F. Baubine, 
commonly called P/y in the Shops; 
the =» Minor paluftris of Ca/par, the 
——— Minor pratenfis feu aquatica of 
Fobn Baubines and the — Sylvefiris 
Major foliis anguftioribus 3 the latter 
of which is intended in moft Pre- 
fcriptions, [There are two Species of 
this great wild Valerian ; the ane has 
its Root divided into many white, and 
thick Fibres, growing more downwards, 
and {preading lefs than the others of 
no confiderable Odour when frefo ta- 
ken out of the Ground; but fmelling 
very firong when dry. This grows in 
Woods and dryer Places toan the 
other; which is larger, higher, and 
more [pread in its Roots with bigger, 
and {moother Leaves; and of a deeper 
foining green. The latter grows in 
watry places near Ditches. They both 
flower in May 3 and are ufed for each — 
other.| It is warm and argaetISe 

ut 
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but fomewhat of a fetid Scent. ‘Its 
Efficacy as a Sudorific, is fupported 
by the Teftimony both of the an- 
tient and prefent Practice. It has 
been reckon’d by fome deterfive ;' fo 
much as to make it diuretic ; and 
good in all Obftruétions of the Vi/- 
cera. At is mightily extoll’d  like- 
wife by fome for’ ftrengthning the 
Optic Nerves, and reftoring decayed 
Sisht} but the prefent~Praétice ac- 
knowledges it not in any fuch In- 
tentions. It fometimes does won- 
ders in hyfterical Affections ; efpe- 
cially where Simples of the fetid 
kind are good; and the Spirits are 
too impetuous in their Motions, fo 
as to occafion Convulfions: I have 
known it alfo (affifted with Cam- 
phire, and fome other things-of the 
like nature, which are very power- 
ful in breaking -thro” the “minuteit 
Obftructions) to cure obftinate .4- 
gues. It is likewife' very: efficacious 
in all nervous Cafes 5 and particular- 
ly the Epilepfy. This Virtue in it 
feems firft to have been difcover’d by 
Fabius Columna; who, p. 120. of 
his Phytobafanos, commends it for 
that purpofe, given-in’ Powder. Ri- 
verius celebrates it alfo upon the like 
account ; which makes it a wonder 
that Etmaller fays fo little’ of it; 
who is very diligent in fearching af- 
ter /pecific Qualities, and prolix e- 
nough in their Commendation : for 
he takes no notice of it but as‘an 
Alexipharmic, and a Strengthner of 
the Sight. Monfieur Marchant, in 
the Memoirs of the French Academy 
of Sciences for the Year 1706. has 
confirm’d this Virtue by many In- 
stances within his own Knowledge: 
And what appears very remarkable 
is, that in the two Obfervations he 
enlarges moft upon, the Patients void- 


ed great quantities of Worms. His ; 


Cufiom was always to purge before 
he adminifter’d it. ‘The Radix Phu 
in the Theriaca Andromachi, is the 
Root of the Garden Valerian. 
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441. Cocermry Lay, Cochi- 
neal. ‘This is a mighty Commodi- 
ty from Néw Spain in the Weff-Indies, 
and moftly ufed in the Dying Trade 5 
tho’ it is alfo frequently prefcribed in 
Medicine ;; but there a little of it 
goes a great way. Yet notwithftand- 
ing our acquaintance with it, there 
have been’ great Controverfies about 
its Production; 
Animal or Vegetable ; but moft now 
come into the former Opinion, . and 
agree that it is an Jn/éé, ‘which 
breeds upon the Leaves of Trees 3 
of which we have many. Initances, 
and particularly in the Pop/ar'; and 
that they lay their Eggs, and hatch 
them there, until the increafing Bulk 
breaks thro’ its Confinement in the 
Leaf, and lets out the young Brood. 
We are inform’d by fome ‘Travellers, 
that the way of procuring thefe, is 
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whether. it-be an - 


to: fet fire to fomething under the. 


Trees: whereon they breed ;. the 
Smoke of which fuffocates them, and 
makes them fall offs . Their Wings 
and Legs: feem to be broke, and 
fifted:or pick’d from them; nothing 
but the Trunk of the Infect being 
brought to Market... Levwenhoeck 
has pretended with his Glaffles to 
difcover many Parts in them peculiar 
only to. an Animal; and has ‘been fo 
very particular, as to have defcribed 
their Ovaria. ‘They who defire to 
be informed more concerning thefe 
Infects, may turn to Philof. Tran/ad. 
N°. 176, and 193.

445.BEZOARORIENTALIS, 
Oriental Bexoar. 

446. BEzoaR OccIpDEn- 
TALIS, Occidental Bezoar. 'Thefle 
are both by ‘moft teckoned Animal 
Subftances; but Dr. S/are in’a late 
Book endeavours to prove them Fuc- 
titious.. ‘Their Value is chiefly’ de- 
termin’d by the Colour they give to 
the Gafcoign’s Powder; which makes 
the Oriental by much the moft pre- 
ferable and deareft ; and of that, fuch 
Stones are preferred as are f{mootheft, 
{mall, and ftrike a deep Green upon 
white Paper that has been ruabb’d 
over firft with Chalk; which is a 
fure way of trying them. It is 
wonderful of what Value thefe have 
always been reckon’d; fince it feems 
to be without any good ground. If 
they are factitious, according to Dr. 
Slare, the Art muft be in very few 
Hands ; or the Materials very {earce, 
to keep them up fo dear. But be- 
fore him moft were of opinion that 
they were generated in the Parts of 
an» Animal, in the Indies, like a 
Deer or a Goat. The Oriental is 
called Capra-Cerva, by Ray im his 
Synop. Animal, Gazella Indica cor- 
nubus rectis longiffimis nigris, prope 
caput tantum annulatis 3 and by Fobu- 
Stim, Capra five hircus Bexoarticus» 
The, Occidental comes from the Ca- 
pra-Cerva allo, called Vicuniras five | 
Toraguas by Acofa, Cuguacu by Pi- 
Jo, and Tenththamacame by Hernan- 
dex. Schroder {ays they are Alexi- 
pharmic, and Promoters of Sweat 3 ~ 
that they are good in Epilepfies, Pal- 

Na pitation 
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pitation of the Heart, Jaundice, Dy- 
fenteries, Stone, and Obftruétions of 
the Menjess as alfo that they cure 
Melancholy, and forward Delivery : 
and in thefe important Intentions, 
he affigns the Dole from three Grains 
to twelve. But we have no Inftan- 
ces from Experience to fupport any 
fuch Praétice. They have neither 
Smell nor 'Tafte ; and upon taking 
into the Stomach, give no Senfation, 
nor produce the leaft perceivable 
Eifect ; which is ground enough to 
fufpeét them good for nothing ; al- 
tho’ our Phyficians: prefcribe them 
in much larger Dofes than what Schro- 
der mentions; and others have ven- 
turd halfa Dram or a Dram at a 
time. The Shops ufé it only in the 
‘Pulvis 2 Chelis compofitus, common- 
ly called Gafcoign’s Powder; which, 
tho’ it be a dear Medicine, feems 
to be of no virtue as an Alexiphar- 
mic 3 yet as it has often been joined 
in Prefcription with fome Alexiphar- 
mics of Efficacy, it has the Credit, 
amongft the Ignorant, of doing what 
it never had any fhare in. 


Of Minerals. 
447. Lapis Hrire s, Eaghe- 


Stone. Some Naturalifts give itrange 
Accounts of what goes under this 


Name; and tho’ we have placed it 
here asa Mineral, yet "tis difficult 
to afcertain which of the three King- 
doms it belongs to. That it is found 
in an Eagle’s Neft, from whence it 
has its Name, moft agree; but not 
how it came there. It is about the 
bignefs of a Chefnut, and is hollow, 
with fomewhat in it that rattles 
upon fhaking. This has occafion’d 
fome very odd Conceits; it being 
for this reafon termed by fome, La= 
pis veluti pregnans, alio in utero fo- 
mante, that is, a Stone pregnant with 
another in its Womb. And upon 
this chimerical Foundation, it feems 
to have afcribed to it the Power of 
influencing the Fetus in Women. 
The Efpoufers of this Delufion fay, 
that if it be wore about the Arm, it 
prevents Abortion; and about the~ 
Thigh, that it helps Delivery: but 
in the latter Cafe it is very gravely 
advifed not to be wore too long, left 
it draw out alfo the Womé itfelf. 
Even Galen and Pliny, with many 
others, have much given into thefe 
Superftitions ; and Wormius pretends 
to give Initances of its drawing down 
the Womb. Valeriola likewife at- 
tefts the fame in his Obfervations ; 
but a true Knowledge in Anatomy, 
will not allow of any Affent to fuch 
Reports.

HAT Part of the Materia 


Medica which comes under 


this Head, altho’ it is not fo exten-. 


five as fome of the precedent Divi- 


fions; yet it is of that Efficacy, as to 


require the utmoft Skill and Caution 
in the Management. For a Vomit 
eannot be given without doing ei- 
ther good or harm: it is not there- 
fore to be indifferently regarded as 


the Operation of fome Alteratives, 
which are frequently prefcribed only 
to keep the Patient eafy under fome 
Expectation, until a Phyfician moré 
clearly fees what Nature indicates to 
be done. 

Vomits and Purges are fo much 
alike in their Operations, that one 
cannot be well apprehended with- 


‘out the other ; ‘thue much therefore

Medicine which fo far vellicates the 
Membranes and Coats of the: Sto- 
- mach and Bowels, as to draw them 
into convulfive Twitches, or much 
accelerate their natural Motions, will 
_. be Emetic or Cathartic, and fome- 
times both. But the Aétion of Vo- 
miting is more properly a convulfive 
Motion in the Stomach, than ahy 
which can happen in the Boze/s 5 
unlefs. their, Periftaltic Undulations 
are inverted, as it happens in the 
Paffio Iliaca. Whatloever therefore 
comes into the Stomach, which {fo 
irritates its Fibres, as to make them 
contract’ or draw up with Force, 
will throw .its contents upwards ; 
the Vent being much larger that way 
than through the Py/orus; which 
would fend them down by Stool. 
The Difference therefore between an 
Emetic and a Cathartic, lies only in 
this, that the latter confifts of fuch 
Particles as pafs the Stomach with- 
out any violent Vellications of the 
Fibres; and the former of fuch as 
have that Effect almoft as foon as 
they come there; fo that a Vomit 
Seems ftronger than a Cathartic: and 
this is the reafon why\a Cathartic 
in an increafed Dofe, will prove E- 
metic. 
Some are of opinion, that the Sub- 
ftance itfelf, which procur’d a Vo- 
mit, is thrown up again in the firft 
or fecond Ejection; and that the 
following Solicitations are caufed by 
the Acrimony of. the Juices; which 
the firft Motions pumped as it were, 
- and occafion’d to drain into the Sto- 
mach. It is of no great importance 
whether it be thus or not ; but ’tis 
certain, that the Action of Vomit- 
ing gives the. ftrongeft Shake to all 
the Mufcles and Solids of the Body, 
that any Mation is capable of ; and 
therefore. in all medicinal Intentions 
it may be confider’d as an Ewercife. 
And the laft Reachings do generally 
— difcover a Drain of Humours deriy- 


+ 
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is common to them both, that any 


ed‘into the Stomach from fome con- 
fiderable Diftance ; their Colour fhew- 
ing them to come from the Liver, 
or Parts more remote. But fervice 
is not fo much to be expected from 
what thefe Medicines difcharge up- 
wards, as from what their violent 
Emotions and Concutflions fit for Se- 
paration, and force thro’ other Out- 
lets ; and even that by the Skin is 
prodigioufly increafed by thefeMeans, 
ag is manifeft from the profufe Sweats 
which a Perfon naturally falls into af- 


terwards, upon the leaft Encourage- 


ment thereto. 

Tinctures, Extras, and Rofins, 
are always obferved to operate rough~ 
er this way than more fimple Prepa- 
rations ; and the Reafon feems to be, 
that fuch Management of an Ingre- 
dient divides its Parts too much, and 
makes them too intimately come in- 
to Contact with the Fibres; whence 
they are not fo foon fhook off by 
their convulfive T witches orThrows, 
as more grofs Parts might be. Up- 
on this account therefore, moft of 
the Simples which come under this 
Head, are beft order’d, in their na- 
tural Forms; and the elaborate Pre- 


parations, of the Chymical Pharmacy _ 


efpecially, produce no Vomit fo good 
as we find amongft Nature’s own 
Produétions: and this Opinion the 
prefent Practice fully fupports ; for 
all the Antimonial and Mercurial E- 
metics are almoft quite laid afide, un- 
lefs in very obftinate Cafes; and fome 
Simple generally is now prefcribed, 
only in Powder, as the Ipecacuanha. 
The Emetic Tartar likewile, which 


ufed to be fo much in vogue, is at, 


prefent to be found only in fuch 
hands as are. Strangers to milder and 
fafer Methods. 


Folia, Leaves of, 

448, Enicers, Groundfe/; cal- 
led alfo Senecio, and diftinguifhed by 
Ca/p. Baubine Minor vulgaris. 
This grows moftly upon old Walls, 
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and amongft Rubbifh:; and is much 
known and ufed by the common 
People for a Vomit. ‘They infufe or 
boil it in Whey or Poffet-Drink ; and 
then ftrain the Liquor. It is a good 
and fafe Vomit; but it is not ufed 
in the Shops, nor, as I ever met with, 
prefcribed in extemporaneous Prac- 
tice. . 


Flores, Flowers : 

449. PERstcaRrum, Peach- 
blofims. Thefe are ufed only in a 
Syrup, which is direéted in the Col- 
lege Difpenfatory, It .is.a very pa- 
latable and gentle Medicine, for Chil- 
dren; provoking them to puke with: 
out any manifeft Sicknefs, It alfo 
moft commonly gives a Stool or 
two. + 


Semina, Seeds of, oat »: 

450, CART HAM 1, Bafard-Saft 
Fron, called alfo. by many. Czicus, is 
produced by Culture, 'Thefe are 
faid to purge watry. and vifcid Hu: 
mours, and deterge the Mucus which 
frequently adheres to the inner Coats 
of the Stomach; but they are very 
Jittle ufed in Compofition, and hard- 
ly ever occafionaily preferibed. 


Radices, Roots of, 

4 ob. WSC rately, ate Sca-Onious, or 
Squills; diktinguithed Vulgaris ra- 
dice rubra by Ca/par Baubine. They 
are ufed only in Infufion, generally 
with Vinegar, which ‘they render 
Emetic. It is fometimes boiled in- 
to the Confiftence of a Syrup with 
_ Honey, and called Oxymed Scilliti- 
cum in the Shops’; which retains the 
‘Some Properties. They wonderful- 
ly deterge and fcour off vifcid Ad- 
hefions in the Bowels, .and gently ir- 

ritate the Stomach to Ejection. They 
are allo, as all of the Onion-kind 
are, very diuretic; and therefore 
in great efteem with fome in Drop- 
fies :\ for if their Infufion be mixed 
with Cinnamon-Water, they will 


feldom vomit, but work downwards, 
and very. forcibly by’ Urine. In 
Afikma’s, and all’ Obftruétions and 
Infarétions of the Lungs, which are 
to be removed by Deterfives and 
Expeétoration, there is fearce any 
thing more. effectual. 'Thefe are al- 
fo efleemed Alexipharmic; and up- 
on that account have a place in the 
Lheriaca Andromachie be 

452. Ipecacuan a, Ipecacu- 
anha, or Brajfilian Root. ‘This is 
very differently called and fpelt by 
different Authors; but this is the 
moft received way in Purchas’s Pils 
grim: And by Laet it is called, Jg- 
pecaya five Pygayas by» Mr. Ray, 
Herba Paris Brafiliana’ Polycoceos 3 
and in the Oxford Catalogué, Peri- 
clymenta accedens planta Brafiliana, 
fujculis congeftis albis, Its Root is 
but lately received in Medicine. The 
French, fince their Knowledge of it, 
feem to have been much more-dili- 
gent in learning its Virtues than our 
felves : Monficur Homberg, ‘a’ Chy- 
mift, and Monfieur Bouldué, an A- 
pothecary, have both made Analy- 
tical Inquiries into its Texture. Tt 
willbe worth the Reader’s while to 
be inform'd what the latter fays of 
it, in the Memoirs of the Royal Acax 
deity of Sciences for 1700, He takes 
it for granted, that all allow it to be 


a divine Remedy in Diarrbea’s and . 


Dy/fenteries ; and that it is at the fame . 
time Emetic, Cathartic, and Aftrin- 
gent. He leaves to Botanifes the De- 
{cription of the Plant, of which it is 
the Root-; and contents himfelf to ob- 
ferve, that there are two forts of it, 
the one grey, the: other ‘drcwn, in- 
clining to black ‘on the‘ outfide. 
The grey is more violent in its Ope- 
ration; tho’ the other is more cer- 
tain; as he learned from his own 
Experience, as well as the Report 
of others.

And this he dogs' 
both by Diftillation with a Retort,’ 
and’ by Extraétion with fuch diffe- 
rent Diffolvents° as are proper and 
convenient. By Dittillation he drew 
off a Phlegm, an acid Spirit, and a 
little Oil; and from the black Mais 
that was left at the bottom of the 
Retort, he was able to get but a ve- 
ry little fixed’ Salt by.a violent Fire. 
It was not found worth while to 
take further notice of this Avaly/is 5 
believing the’ other way by Extrac- 
tion to afford more Light into theNa- 
ture of this: Root, ‘The Extraétion 
was begun with’ very well rectify’d 
Spirit of Wine s. by which was drawn 
off its Sulphur or refinous Parts ten 
Drams from’ eight Ounces of the 
“Root. ‘The ‘Remainder, thus depriv’d 
of its refinous Parts, and well dry’, 
weigh’d fix Ounces. From this he 
again drew with diftil’'d Rain-Water, 
two Ounces of an Extraé& as folid as 
the former ; which contain’d nothing 
befides the faline Particles, accompa- 
ny’d with fome terreftrial ones 5 which 
were infeparable from the others: 
This laft was but of a lax Confift- 
ence ; becaufe all the refinous Parts 
were feparated by the preceding Ope- 
ration. The Remainder or Caput 
Mortuum, thus deprived both of its 
refinous and faline Parts, weigh’d 
but four Ounces. Monfieur Bou/duc. 
believ’d this double Extraétion to be 
ufeful; viz. one by the Spirit of 
Wine, the other by the Water: be- 
ing perfuaded that the Virtue of the 
Root did not refide alone in the Ro- 
fin, but likewife in the faline Parts; 
on which the Spirit of Wine did 
not aét ; and whereof the Water is 
the only proper Diffolvent. It hence 
appears that the Root contains much 
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more: faline Parts’ than refinous, in- 
dependent of the terreftrial ones. 
Whence it is inferr’d, that without 
the Help of the Spirit of Wine, both 
its faline and ‘refinous Parts might 
be drawn with Wateralone ; for fince 
the faline more abound in it than 
the refinous Parts, the former will 
attenuate, draw off, refolve and at- 
tract the latter; infomuch that they 
would become one Body, # ¢. make 
a Mafs compos’d of the faline and 
refinous Parts, ‘This is conforma- 
ble to’ Experience ; fince it is the 
known Property of Salts. to diffolve 
the Sulphurs; which is confirm’d by 
Trials made on purpofe. For with 
Rain- Water alone, and the fame quan- 
tity of Root, Monfieur Bou/duc drew 
three Ounces and a‘half of an Ex- 
frat, as folid, and confiftent and unit- 
ed in its Parts, as ‘the former: and 
from the remainder, which, ‘when 
welldry’d, weigh’d five Ounces, and 
whereof the’ Water’ could extract no 
mote, he could draw with Spirit’ of 
Wine but’ a’ Dram -of fomewhat like 
a Rofin. | 

Tn another Differtation  publifhed 
the fame Year,’ Monfieur Boaulduc 
gives his Obfervations on the brown 
Zpecacuanha. By Diftillation, he re- 
marks, that it yielded lefs Oil than 
the grey ; and that the lait Portion of 
Spirit which comes away with its 
Oil upon the greateft Violence of 
Fire, altho’ confiderably acid, appear- 
éd to him to have more volatile Parts, 
than the fame Portion of Spirit in the 
former. He fays, that by trial wit 
Salt of ‘Tartar, the Particles of the 
brown efcaped with the greater brisk- 
nefs, and ftruck the Senfe of Sinel- 
ling more powerfully. Hence he con- 
cluded beforehand, that as the brown 
contains lefs oily Parts than the grey, > 
fo it contains fewer refinous; and in 


‘the fecond place, that this lat Por- 


tion of Spirit feems to contain more 
volatile Parts; which’ is.the reafon 
that it is more violent: in its Effects. 

N 4 This 
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This Obfervation may countenance 
the Opinion of fuch as believe the 
purgative Virtues of Medicines to be 
exalted by means of a certain volatile 
Salt; and that they are more or lefs 
volatile, in proportion to the quan- 
tity of volatile Salt contain’d in them. 
By Extraction, both by Spirit of 
Wine and by Water, that of the 
brown weigh’d. lefs than: the grey. 
The Proportions are thefe; from 
cight Ounces of the grey, he had, by 
Spirit of Wine, ten Drams of -a re- 
finous Extraét; but from the fame 
quantity of the ‘brown, only fix 
Drams. From the Remainder thus 
freed of its refinous Parts, by an a- 
queous Menfiruum, he drew from the 
grey two Ounces of a faline Extra& ; 
but from the brown only between 
five or fix Drams. . The Remainder 
of the grey, after it had been thus 
. depriv’d of its refinous Parts by the 
Spirit. of Wine, and of its faline 
ones by the Water, weigh'’d four 
Ounces; but that of the: brown 
weigh’d near fix Ounces; which fhews 
that the aétivePrinciples abound more 
in the grey than in the brown; 
which is farther confirm’d by the fol- 
lowing Way of Extra@tion, In the 
former he began with the Spirit of 
Wine, and then ufed Water; but 
here he extracted fir’ with Water, 
and afterwards with Spirit of Wine ; 
and obferv’d that eight Ounces of 
the brown yielded, by a watry Men- 
frum, one Ounce. three Drams of 
an Extract very folid and compact: 
and the Remainder well dried, yield- 
ed by means of Spirit.of Wine, but 
twenty four Grains of a refinous Ex- 
tract; whereas the like quantity of 
Srey aftorded, by an aqueous Mcr- 
firuum, three Ounces and an half 
of Extraét; aud its Remainder by 
Spirit of Wine, thirty fix Grains of 
a refinous Extraét. Whence Mon- 
fieur Boulduc thinks. it ealy to con- 
clude, that the brown contains lefs 
of principal Parts, and more of ter-

reftrial ones, than. the grey. It is 

however certain, that. the brown is 

more efficacious, which feems a fort. 
of Paradox: The reafon of which 

is conjectur’d to be, that active Vir- 

tues are not to be efteem’d according 

to the Meafure or Weight of their 

Thofe of lefs Bulk have of- 

ten more Force ahd Energy: Vis 
Maxima in minima mole, isa Maxim 

which holds good in many Inftances. . 
It has been obferved, that the Spi- 

rits drawn laft from the brown were 

more piquant, and ftruck the Senfes 
more briskly than thofe of the grey 5 
why then may they not have the 
fame Activity in our Bodies, to irri- 
tate the interiour Parts, and agitate 
the Humours more violently ? The © 
Extraéts of the brown are indeed lefs 
in quantity ; but their Virtues may 
be more concentrated, and by confe- 
quence more attive, 

In the Memoirs for 1701, this 
fame Inquirer difcourfes farther on 
the Jpecacuanha; and fays, he has 
found means to deprive this Root of 
its emetic Quality, The Difference 
that is between this and other vio- 
lent Purgers, he fays, encouraged 
him in this Search. “The other vio- 
lent Cathartics, as Scammony and Co- 
Locynth, however prepared and cor- 
rected, leave toa often fatal Marks 
of their Aétion; but Ipecacuanha, 
tho’ it appears very brisk in its O- 
peration, leaves generally behind it 
an Aftriction of the Parts it had 
before open’d and fatigued. He 
made a refinous Extraé with Spirit 
of Wine, and then drew out the fa- 
line Part with Rain-Water, and 
found by Experience, that its Vio- 
lence, as in moft other Purgers, was 
owing to its Rofin. For the Effeéts 
of the Rofin were more violent than 
of the Root itfelf; leaving little or 
no Aftriétion afterward ; but the fa- 
jine Extraét was diuretic, purg’d gent- 
ly, without any or little Naufeouf 
nels; and in Mhort, had the fpecific

Quality of the Root, that is, to cure 
Dy‘fenteries. " 
Thus far we thought proper to fol- 
low our French Guide ; whofe Expe- 
‘riments give a good infight into the 
’ Contexture and Virtues of this Root. 
_ But the common Praétice here makes 
any Preparations of it little needed ; 
it being moft efteem’d and prefcrib’d 
in Subftance. Its Dofe is from ten 
Grains to two Scruples; fome give 
a Dram, but it will not fail to work 
in a lefs quantity with proper Ma- 
nagement, 
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453» Borax, Borace, is the 
Santerna of Pliny; and we have of 
jt two kinds, Native and Factitious. 
The Native is only the Chry/ocolla 
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or Tincal, calcined, diffolved, and 


> eryftallized. [But the Manner of do- 


ing it is extremely. difficult and kept 
as a great Secret in few Hands; whe 
make a Profit thereof} ‘There are 
alfo two kinds of the Factitious, one 
made of Nitre and Urine, and the 
other with. an addition of more 
things, which may, be feen in Schyo- 
der, but it is now neglected. Its 
ufe in Medicine is but little. ‘Taken 
alone in Powder, -it provokes to vo- 
mit; but *tis feldom us’d for that 
purpofe, Mixed with any warm A- 
romatic, it has no fuch Effect in the 
Stomach ; but is reckon’d of fome 
Efficacy in aflifting Delivery : and is 
by our Midwives frequently admini- 
fter’'d, with a drop or two of Oil of 
Cinnamon, for that end. It is alfo 
fometimes ufed in Gargarifms.

Of Cathartics. 


Omewhat may be underftood con- 
S cerning the Operations of Ca- 
thartics, from what has been already 
faid about Emetics ; the Vellication 
or Irritation of the Fibres and Mem- 
branes being the fame inboth. But 
as the Difference ‘of the Parts in 
which their Scenes of Aétion-are, 
makes a great deal of Difference in 
the Confequences of their Operation, 
on many accounts ; therefore it may 
be further neceflary to know whata 
Stimulus will do, in the Intelftines 
particularly. | 
_ The Periftaltic, or Vermicular Mo- 
tion of the Guts, is fuch as continu- 
ally propels forwards their Contents, 
from the Py/orus down to the Rec- 
tum. Now every Irritation either 
quickens that Motion in its natural 
Order; or occafions fome little In- 
verfion of it. In both, what but 
flightly adhered to the Coats, or 
jyner Membranes, will be loofen’d 


and fhook off, and carried forward 
with their Contents ; and they will 
alfo be more.agitated, and thus ren 
der’d more fluid. By this only it ts 
manifeft, how a Cathartic haftens 
and increafes the Difcharges by Stool. 
But the fame manner of Operation 
alfo carries its Effeéts much further, 
in proportion to the Force of the 
Stimulus. For where it is great, all 
4the Appendices of the Bowels, and 
even all the Vifcera in the Abdomen, 
will by a Confent of Parts, that is, 
a Communication of Nerves, be pul- 
led or twitched ; fo as to affect their 
refpective Juices in the fame manner 
as the Inteftines themfelves affect their 
Contents. The Confequences of 
which muft be, that a great deal will 
be drain’d back into the Inteftines ; 
and make a Part of what they dif- 
charge. And when we coniider the 
valt number of Glands in the Intef- 
tines, with the Outlets of thofe Vil- 

! cera 
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cera opening thereinto, and particu- 
farly of the Pancreas and Liver} it 
will be no wonder if vaft quantities, 
eipecially in full Conftitutions, may 
be carried off by one {mart Purge. ° 
It has been a prevailing Notion, 
that there is fome Specific, or Elec- 
tive Quality in Cathartics, by which 
fome are fuited to dtaw off, and ex- 
pel fuch particular Humours, and will 
not meddle with, or affect any other; 
and upon this Notion it is, that they 
are fo conftantly diftinguifhed in Phy- 
fical Writers, by peculiar Names ex- 
preilive of their refpeCtive Properties’ 
Hence fuch an one is call’d a Chala- 


gogie, a Purger of Choler; this'a Hy- 


dragogue, a Purger of Water; and 
another a Phlegmavasue, 4 Purver of 
Phlegm. But our'Tkeory in the fr 
Part will not admit of any futh Con- 
elufion ; becaufe no Medicine under 
this Denomination, how efficacious 
and {urprizing feever in, its Opera- 
tion, can aét but mechanically ; ac- 


cording to thofe Laws of .Motion,. 


which all other Bodies are fubje€.to ; 
and therefore when the Difcharges 
by Stool difcover an over-propor- 
tion of any particular Humours; the 
Purge, to whofe Efiicac y it is afcrib’d, 
is not to be fuppos’d to have done 
it by any fuch Eleétion ; but that 
there was cither a Redundancy of 
duch a Humour, whofe Difcharge any 
common Irritation would oceafion ; 
‘or that there was fome peculiar Ap- 
titude from the Fibres ‘and Bulks of 
the Medicine, to deterge thofe Parts 
Where they were lodg’d, and fet 
them in fufion. ‘Thus in proportion 
to the Proximity of fome Humours 
«0 the inteftinal Tube, and the Dif- 
polition of the Paffages to convey 
them that way, they require greater 
or lefler Vibrations, or fhakes of the 
Fibres, from a Cathartic, to fetch 
them out. For this reafon, the brisk- 
er Cathartics, which vellicate the 
Membranes moft of all, pump out, 
as it were, from all the Me/cnteriae 
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Glands, and neighbouring Parts) their 
Contents; which Parts, becaufe they 
abound fo much with’ Lympbhatics,. 
and -vifcid watry Humours, ’ make 
the Difcharges thin and’ watry.'’ 
Thofe which aét in a fomtwhat lower 
degree, yet irritate enough to deterge 
and draw out a great deal of mucous’ 
and vifcid Matter; which fometimes 
by Lodgment, and want of due Mo- 
tion, changing into variousColours,oc- 
cafions the differentNames of Phiegms 
or Choler. - As the former therefore 
pats for Hydragogues; fo do the latter 


for Purgers of Phlegm.and Choler. 


Dr. Keil, inhis Account of Animal 
Secretion, feems to favour this Opi- 
nion of the Antients about elective 
Purgers, becaufe it appear’d to him 
folvable by his Theory of Attraétion ; 
but it is to be fear’d he tranfgrefs’d 
his own ‘Laws when he makes the 
Particles of Fa/ap attract the aqueous 
Particles out of the Blood as it wafhes 
thro’. the inteftinal Glands, by any 
other Power than the Particles of any 
other Medicine would do it, in the \ 
like Circumftances, that is endu’d 
with the fame mechanical Properties. - 
Whatfoever therefore has the fame 
Properties, as by the Effects it appears 
feveral Medicines have, as Falap, ‘it 
will purge Water as much‘as Fa/ap’s , 
and confequently deferve as much 
the Name of a Specific. But if it 
can be explain’d, as here it is hoped 
to be done, how fuch Medicines are 
fitted by their manifeft and mecha- 
nical Properties to produce fuch an 
Effect ; “then it muft be much ‘more 
inftructive to rely upon’ fuch Proce- 
dure, than to have recourfe'to an 
imaginary Agency, which puts the 
Underftanding in Confulion. 

Upon another Account alfo, be- 
fides that of a Stimulus, a Cathartie 
anfwers its Intention ; and that is by 
fuling the Humours, or rendring them 
more fluid than they were before ; 
whereby they are better fitted to pafs 
off at their proper Emunétories. i

the Glands; infomuch, ‘that every 
Pulfation throws fomething thro’ the 
inteftinal’Glands; which goes off by 
Stool, and which the refluent Blood 
wathed away, and brought back'from 
all Parts of the Body. | Of this kind 
are all\'thofe Cathartics which are 
faid to. purge the Joints,’ ‘and are 


_ prefcribed in Rheumatifms and Ar- 


_ thritic Pains ; as the Radix Turpethi, 


and all'the Alsetics. It may not be 
amifs here to obferve, that the reafon 
why Cathartics of this fort are’ fo 
eafily chang’d into the moft efficaci- 
ous Alteratives, is becaufe an Altera- 
tive is-a°Cathartic, in this Senfe, in’a 
lower Degree, or of a more remifs 
Operation. Whatfoever brings fuch 


~ Particlesito a fecretory Office, asare 


fitted for pafling it, oftner than‘ ufual, 
either by accelerating the Blood’s Mo- 
tion, or breaking it into more’ Parti- 
cles of that particular Size and Incli- 
nation, will increafe that Secretion, 
According therefore to the difference 


of the Parts, where fuch Secretions 


are enlarg’d, asin the Glands of the 
Inteftines, Kidneys, or Skin, aré. the 


_ Medicines’ which are inftrumental 


therein, term’d either Cathartics, 
Diuretics, or Diaphoretics. 
Farther, another way of promot- 


ing the Difcharges by Stool from F'u- 
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fion, or rendring the Humours more 
Fluid; is to mix fuch Particles with 
them, as prevent their running into 
vifcid®'Cohefions; and by’ degrees 
divide and break them when in Con- 
tact 5’ whence they are render’d fitter 
to run “off by the moft convenient 
Outlets. ‘This is done by Subftances 
which have Parts rigid, grofs, and 
full of Afperities ; and thefe are ma- 


ny kinds of Sa/ts, and tartarous Me- 


dicines)’ For by Experiments eafy 
to be tried; :thofe Bodies being: mix- 
ed with any thing tenacious and ad+ 
hefive; will deflroy fuch Properties, 
Thus, let any one mix afew Grains 
of Salt of Tartar with the Bxtractum 
Radii; which'of: itfelf is fo. tenaci- 
ous as to draw out into any Figure; 
and it’ will immediately run “into al- 
moft a dry Powder ;.and‘crumble fo 
as not’ tobe’ capable of being made 
into Pills. To the quantity of this 


‘Salt alfo'in the Matthew's Pill, as it 


is commonly‘ called, is ‘owing, that 
the Mats is fo difficultly made up in- 
to Pills, ‘Likewife all tenacious and 
mucilaginous Bodies of much thinner 
Confiftence, ‘will by the like ‘means 


be‘render’d’ much lefs adhefive, and 


more difpos’d to Fluidity. Catharties 
of this fort'are generally 'too grofs to 
pafs'the Laétea/s and therefore their 
Influence’extends no farther than the 
Prima Vie; that is, the Stomach 
and. Bowels; - After this manner 
Cream of Tartar, with its Cryftals, 
which differ not much from the for- 
mer Manna, and all the milder Pur- 
gers, operate; that is, by feparating 
and keeping from’Contaét and Co- 
hefion,. the ‘feveral Contents of thofe 
Parts, ‘which render them fo fluid, 
as to run off fooner, and in larger 
quantities by Stool, than otherwiie 
they would do. |

Folia, Leaves of, 

454. Sen am, Sena. The bef 
comes from Alexandria, and is the 
fharpeft leaved of any of the forts, 
and {mells brisk, if it be not old. 
‘Fhe brightnefs of its Colour, and 
Quicknels of its Flavour, are Indi- 
cations of its Geodnefs; for when it 
has loft its Seent, and. grows dusky, 
it is good for little. It. is one of the 
moft common Purgers in the Shops, 
and in extemporaneous Prefcription. 
Altho’ it is here placed, amongft the 
milder fort, yet in fome Circum- 
ftances, and e/pecially in an increafed 
Dofe, it will work fmartly enough. 
Its Dofe in Powder is from half a 
Scruple to half a Dram; but it is 
feldom given in that manner by it- 
felf; altho’ it is in feveral of the 
College Compofitions of Species ; 
and one has the Name from it of 
Pulvis Sene compofitus 3. of which 
there are the lefler and greater ;. but 
in beth, the Proportions of Seva are 
near the Dofe here affign’d 3 as .alfo 
m the Pulvis Diafene; allowing for 
the addition of Diagrydium. In com- 
mon Prefcription it 1s generally or- 
der’d in Infufion, from one Dram to 
half an Ounce. Its common Cor- 
reCiors are Liquorice, fome of the 
Carminative Seed, or; Salt of .Tar- 
tar: the latter gives a much high- 
ex Colour to the Infufion; and feems 
a very agreeable Ingredientias a Cor- 
retor 5 for ail lixivious Salts divide 
the fulphureous Parts of a Cathartic, 
whence they are not fo apt to adhere 
zo the Coats of the Bowels, which 
often nrakes their Vellications too 
fenfible ; and they alfo affift in attenu- 
ating thofe Viicidities, which a Ca- 
ihartic 1s intended to carry off, and 
therefore make them pafs away more 
eafily. This Drug is apt at firft 
taking to naufeate the Stomach; and 
therefore in its Infufion, or to the 
ttrain’d Liquor, if a little Cinnamon, 
or a Dram or twa of its ditill’d 


Water be added, it paffes thro’ with 
lefs Sicknefs, and will afterwards o- 
perate as well. This is exaétly con- 
formable to the Sentiments of Lz- 
dovicus 3 who fays, the purgative 
Quality of this Herb refides in its 
mucilaginous or gummy Juice, which 
the more it is divided, makes it 
gripe the lefs in its Operation; and 
therefore he orders its Infufion in 
Water, or {mall Wine, with half a 
Dram of Salt of Tartar toa Dofe; 
and fome Cinnamon or.Ginger, But 
the Dofe he determines by the quan- 
tity of the Mex/fruum, upon a Con- 
jecture that it cannot be fated under 
a certain Degree ; {o that if the quan- 
tity of Senza exceeds the Proportion 
which will do that, it makes it never 
the ftronger ; the Men/ffruum being ca- 
pable of receiving no more..Ru/andus 
imagin’d a fudorific Quality to be in 
it; and accordingly order’d it in 
fome Compofitions of that Inten- 
tion. ‘This is fo antient in Medicine, 
that Schroder fays, Serapion firft de- 
fcribed it. There are {carce any 
Forms of Cathartics in which this 
is not an Ingredient; and it is ge- 
nerally the) principal in purgative 
Diet-Drinks and medicated Ales. 
455. Funeus Acaricy, 
Agaric, This isa Fungus or Mufh- 
room, growing on the Larch-Tree, 
which produces the Vewice-Turpen- 
tine. ‘That is accounted beft which 
is light, fpongy and white; tho’ the 
beft rather makes People fick, than 
purges them ; for it is extremely 
naufeous to the Stomach; and with- 
out the help of other Purgers, is not 
ftrong enough to work of itfelf, 
There are many Correétors mention- 
ed by fome Authors for this Cathars 
tic, generally of the Aromatic kind; 
as it has been in great efteem here- 
tofore; but much the beft way is- 
quite to expunge it the Shops ; which 
the prefent Practice has almoft done.

A purging Pill in the College Dif- 

“penfatory has indeed its Name from 

it; but it is hardly at all in ufe, or to 
be met with in Prefcription. 


Flores, Flowers of, 
— 456.Rosarum DAMASCE- 
‘NARUM, Damask Rofes. ‘They 
“blow in May and Fune; and are 
“much ufed both in the Shops and a- 
mongift the common People, who are 
‘well enough: acquainted with them 
as a Purge. They work gently, fo 
as to be fafe to Infants in a proper 
“Dofe; but it may be increafed fo as 
to make it very ruffling and ftrong. 
From half a Dram to two Drams of 
‘the Leaves well dry’d, is the ufual 
‘quantity in Infufion; and of the Sy- 
‘rup made of them in the Shops, from 
‘two Drams to two Ounces. In 
“making this laft, the Infufion of 
them when dry, is much better than 
the expreffed Juice; for in the Re- 
“mainder, tho’ prefs’d ever fo hard, 
there is a great deal of the purgative 
Quality left behind, which Infufion 
would draw out. The diftill’d Wa- 
ter therefore which is made from 
them, and is a good Cordial, as was 
before taken notice, Seé#. 1. Cla/s 1. 
fhould be made by the or Sti/7 ; and 
the ftrain’d Liquor of what remains 
will have all the purgative Quality ; 
‘which may be conveniently made 
into a Syrup. 

457-5 ViowraruM, Violets. 
_“Thefe blow early in the Spring, and 
“are in every one’s acquaintance, for 
‘their ufe in Medicine. ‘The Syrup 
made of them is the only Preparation 
“in the Shops; but itis not by much 
fo often prefcribed as formerly ; al- 
‘tho’, amongft the Nurfes, it itill re- 
“Mains in its wonted Efteem, fora 

fafe and gentle Purger of young Chil- 
dren. Its Dofe is from a quarter 
of an Ounce to one Ounce. It is 
‘Never given to grown Perfons ;_be- 
caufe no Dofe is fufficient to make it 
‘a proper Purge to them. Some have 
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got the Art of levigating the tefta- 
ceous Powders for the Px/vis é Che- 
lis compofitus, with the expreffed Li- 
quor which is made for the Syrup; 
for that changes them green, very 
much refembling the Bezoar Colour, 
fo as to fave out a great deal, if not 
all, of that coftly Ingredient. 


Fru&us, Fruits: 

458. Cass1H®FisTuLaRtiyy 
Caffia, or the Pudding-Pipe Tree. 
This isa kind of Pod or Cane, which 
grows upon a large Tree in fome 
Parts of Brafils not greatly unlike 
our Walnut. ‘The Part ufed in Me- 
dicine is the Pulp which grows with- 
in-fide, and is black, and extremely 
fweet; which makes fome call it 
Wild Honey. ‘That is beft which is 
bright, black, and*heavy, and does 
not rattle when fhaked ; becaufe when 
the Pulp decays with too much dry- 


‘ing, the Seeds, which lie in certain 


Interftices, have room enough to 
ftrike againft the fide, and fo be 
heard upon fhaking. ‘This Pulp is 
a gentle Purge, not much ftronger 
than Syrup of Violets; and therefore 
is more ufed to procure a convenient 
Laxnefs in fome coftive Habits, than 
asa Purge to difcharge any Over- 
load of Humours. This Pulp, or 
Extraét, is kept in the Shops by it- 
felf, chiefly for G/yfers; but it is 
feldom boil’d up high enough to 
ake it keep long without Fermen- 
tation and Souring. Ermuller had 
an odd Notion of its purgative Pro- 
perty confifting in fome fermentative 
Quality ; which made him forbid it 
to hypochondriacal Perfons, and Wo- 
men big with Child; as alfo at the 
beginning of a Fevers left it fhould | 
add to the febrile Ferment: But fuch 
ways of reafoning have now loft their 
Credit too much to be regarded. Its — 
principal Ufe is in the Lenitive E- 
leftuary of the College s in which it 
is a chief Ingredient. | 
459. MyroBpaLawnti, Myroba- 
lans. 
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fans, Thefe are a kind of dry. fo- 
reign Plumbs. They were not known 
to the Greek Phyficianss : but are 
much in the Arabian Pharmacy. 
Scnnertus often ufed them, and fre- 
quently.in Diarrb@a’s and Dyfente- 
ries, for fome Aftringency.\which at- 
tended their purgative Quality, They 
are in fome Officinal Compolfitions ; 
but not regarded in common Pre- 
Acription.. "The medicinal Catalogues 
take notice of feveral kinds of thefe ; 
and even the new one of our College 
does fa: but the beft of them are 
not. worth. any regard, -and rather 
clog than aflilt: in any Compofition. 

-460.. Pru wia,) Prunes. ..The 
medicinal Ufe of thefe, almoft every 
one is acquainted with.. They are 
gently, laxative and cooling 3.and are 
an Ingredient in the Levitive Elec- 


61. TaMaRINDI,,Tama- 
rinds. .'This is the Fruit of an. [n- 
dian ‘ree of the Palm kind,. and 
not greatly unlike the Exglifh Afb 
in manner of Growth. _ It is called 
Siligua Arabica by C. Baubine; and 
Intay five Tamarindus by Pifo.. The 
Fruit is by fome Writers called Zy- 

‘dian Datés, and by others Indian 
Acacia... 'They now come to us from 
both the Zzdies, and are either black- 
ifh or red. The former are ufually 
preferr’d. The Sailors are apt to 
enlarge their Bulk with too much 
Sugar; for a little does not. hurt 
them. ‘I'hey are acid, pleafant, and 
cooling; and gently relax the Bow- 
els. For this reafon they are in. the 
Lenitive Eleciuary; and alfo  pre- 
{cribed in burning Fevers, to moif 
ten and cool the Mouth, by fucking 
and.gradually {wallowing them. 

462. ALogs, Id. It is the in- 
{piffated Juice of a ferulaceous Plant. 
‘The extreme Bitterne(s of this Drug 
has occafion’d fome Writers to call 
it Fel Nature. ‘There are three 
principal kinds of this taken notice 


Of 3, The —- / ulgaris of C. Baubine, 


which is the Sempervivum Rear inure 
of Gerhard and Parkinfon;. The —< 
Guineenfis Caballina vulgari fimilis, 
Jed tota maculata, of Commeline; and 
the —Succotrina anguftifolia fpinofa, 

fiore purpureo, of Breynius.; ‘The fe- 
cond kind is;called Hepatic, from its 
Liver-colour, and Caballine,, from 
its Strength, .and cuftomary Ufage 
for Horfes; and the third fort hath 
its Name from the Place it chiefly 
comes, from. Many are of opinion; 

that they all differ only in degree of 
Finenefs and Purity ; but the obfti- | 
nate Smell of the Caballine fort, 

which cannot by any Ablutions bé 
deilroyed, makes Commeline, Dales 

and fome others, think them ‘fpeci- 
fically different. The Hep stic comes 

from Barbadoes in great Shells like 
Gourds, from which Place it like- 


-wife fometimés. takes its Name; and 


the Succotrine is brought in Skins; 
being of a fhining golden Hue, and 
of no ill Smell: and-this fort is al- 
Ways intended for inward ufe; be- 
ing mild and fafe: ‘The other is fo 
naufeous and offenfive to the Sto- 
mach, that it is- ufed for little elfe 
but Cattle, and is a mighty Purge 
for Horles in England.  Ludovicus, 
Etmuller, and many others, will 
have this compos’d of two forts of 
Subftances ; the one refizous, which © 
is fooneit diffolv’d and taken up by a 
{pirituous Men/fruum and the other 
mucilaginous or gummy, which foon- 
eft joins with Water, and. Menffru- 


ums of that kind. Hence the Dif- 


folvent in this cafe is to be more or 
lefs {pirituous, as the Intention is for 
brisker or milder Purgation. In the 
refinous Parts likewife, which mix 
with a {pirituous Liquor, is fuppof- 
ed to confift the Quality which makes 
it fo good a Vulnerary. Its Bitter- 
nefs renders it fo naufeous, that it 
is not much ufed in liquid Forms; © 
but generally made into Pills, where » 
half a Dram isa mean Dofe. Sa/t 
of Tartar is the beft Corrector; and 
: Ete 


Etmuller® infinuates, that. fo much 


_ may be mixed with it, as will quite 


deftroy its. purgative Quality. There 


_ are hardly any of the officinal purg- 
ing Pills without this in their ‘Com-, 


pofition.. ‘There is certainly a dex- 
terity in bringing it to be little more 


‘than an Alterative ; and Tiné&ura Sa- 


cras which is an Infufion of the Spe- 
cies Hiere Picre, of which this is 
the chief Ingredient, as it is order’d 
ufually, in the Shops, with many 
will not operate until a long time af- 
ter taking: and I have known In- 
ftances, where it has been fo. ma- 
nag’d, as not to work fenfibly till af- 
tera third or fourth Dofe. It ap- 

ears that many antient Phyficians 
had the Skill to ufe it thus; and in 


cafes where the Veffels are ftuffed,, 
and as it were almoft glued up with, 


Vilcidities, if this be fo order’d-as-not 
to go off by the firft Difcharges, but 
gradually to mix with the Blood, it 
cannot but very powerfully break 
and deterge the Humours:in the {mal- 
left Veffels, {fo as to fit them for fome 
Evacuation. ..And this is the reafon, 
that frequently after repeated Doles, 
when it once begins to operate, it 


continues to do fo long together ; for 


having in its many Circulations at 


~ Jaft fo much fufed the Juices, they 


flow thro’ the inteftinal Glands in 
great quantities,-and run off by Stool. 
But in thefe cafes great Caution muft 
be had, that the Evacuation, when 
it once begins, does not continue 
long enough to make a Wafte of the 
neceflary Fluids; which the Strength 
of the Patient is the fureft Rule to 
know by. It is a good Cathartic, 
in watry, cold, corpulent Conftitu- 
tions 3 as it heats and attenuates very 
much. but ’tis bad for thin and hec- 
tical Perfons. . It is accounted very 
efficacious in. promoting the men/tru- 
al Dilcharges ; and is very proper 
to be interpos’d in Stee/ Courses. | It 
is alfo good to deftroy Worms, and 
{cour away thofe ropid vifcid Hu- 
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mours apt to breed them in the Bow- 
els of Children, The Hypatic Aloes 
is, fo penetrating in its Scent, as to 
purge, and kill Worms, apply’d only 
to the Belly in a Plaifter, It is of 
great account amongft Surgeons in 
the Tindure of Myrrh, for external 
Intentions.. In fhort, there is not 
any one Drug of more univerfal ufe 
in Medicine than this; or of greater 
Efficacy for many important Ends. 
463. Manna. Thisisa Drug 
in great ufe now ; but does not ap- 
pear to have been very long io, by 
the filence of antient Authors about 
it. Itis thought by fome to be a 
kind of Honey Dew, that falls in the 
Night, gathers upon certain Trees, 
and hardens with the Sun; but this 
Opinion does not obtain, becaufe 
fuch Dew melts in the Suns; where- 
as Manna whitens and hardens in it : 
for fuch Dew is found only on the 
Tops and Extremities of the Leaves 
whereas Manna is obferved to lodge 
neareft the Trunks of the. Branches 3 
and becaufe the Honey-Dews fall only 
upon Trees open to the Air ;_ where- 
‘as Manna abounds on thofe ‘Trees 
that are under Cover, as hath been 
experienced by Dr. Cornelius, who 
hath gathered Afanza from Branches 
covered on purpofe with Cloths : 
and Lobelius, with fome others, af- 
firm Manna to have been colleéted 
from Branches of the 4/2, which 
had been thrown the Day before in- 
to a Cellar ; none being then vifible 
upon them. Befides which Confide- 
rations, this comes only from a par- 
ticular Tree (in Calabria, and fome 
few other Parts of Jta/y) which is 
the true Fraxinus : but why itis not 
produced from it in other Countries, 
is accounted for from the difference 
of Soil, Climate, &’c, which occaftons. 
as great Changes in other Plants. 
Dr. Tancred Robinfon,. in his ‘Travels 
about Naples, obierved certain Ani- 
mals to. feed upon this Ath : and 
conjectures the Mana ta flow out 
at 


Ty2 
at thofe little Holes thefe Creatures 
made to draw out their Nourifhment. 


Tt iffues moft about Midfummer, and 


before the Autumnal Rains fall, and 
then ceafes till the following Year, 
It is as {weet as Sugar, and, like it, 
diffolves in any warm Liquor. Itis 
given to Children, from two Drams 
to an Ounce; and to grown Perfons 
from one Ounce to two, or upwards. 
It is reckon’d only to deterge the 
Prima Vie, and carry its Influences 
no farther than the Stomach and 
Bowels. It is therefore not to be 
depended on in any Cafes of obftina- 
cy. Thatis now accounted the beft, 
which comes from Calabria in Italy 3 
and is in white large Flakes : tho’ for- 
merly the Syrian Manna was in the 
greateft efteem, which granulated 
like Maftich. Some have imagined 
firange Properties in a Spirit to be 
made of it, from its wonderful Vo- 
Jatility and penetrating nature, which 
it receives from the fubtile Salts of 
the Air, as May-Dew3 and pretend 
great things from it in extracting 
the Su/phur of Gold. But thefe are 
fitter for Amufement, than reducible 
into any ufeftil Practice. 


Radices, Roots of, 

464. He RmMovdacrytt, Her- 
modactyls. Cafp. Baubine calls this 
Colchium radice ficcaté alba, which 
is the Meadow-Saffron; but many dif- 
pute whether it be of this kind, or 
not ; fome taking it to be a Species 
of the Dens Caninus, others of the 
tris tuberofa, amongft whom is Ma- 
thiolus; and others of the Cyc/a- 
men: However, this ftands fo much 
in the efteem of fome Writers, as to 
be dignify’d with the Name of 4- 
nia Articulorum, the Soul of the 
Joints  becaufe they believ’d it to 
be very efficacious in fcouring the 
imucilaginous Glands, and preferving 
them from the Lodgment of fuch 
gritty Matter, as occafions the Gout 
and Arthritic Complaints. | This is 


further. 
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of that kind of Cathartics, which 
exert not themfelves but in the fmal- 
left Paffages ; and therefore are flow 
in Operation ; altho’ of great confe- 
quence in their Effects, The Az- 
giftan Difpenfatory has a compound 
Pill that takes its Name from it ; 
and it is a principal Ingredient in the 
Pulvis Arthriticus Turneri, as like- 
wile in fome Recipes of the Extrac- 
tum Rudii, and other Officinal Com- 
pofitions of the like Intentions. 

465. MecHOACANN&, White 
Falap. ‘This is brought chiefly from 
a Province in New Spain, called Me- 
choacan, whence it has its Name. 
Some indeed call it Indian Rhubarb, 
but improperly. Monardas will have 
it.a Species of exotic Bryony; and 
C. Baubine calls it Bryonia Mechoa- 
canna alba3 and Ray, Convolvulus 
Americanus. It is defcribed under 
the Title of Fetucu by Pifo; and it 
is by moft fuppofed the Tacuache feu 
Radix Michuacanica of Hernandez. 
This is reckon’d, as the former, a 
very efficacious Purge, but of flow 
Operation; the Seat of its Aétion 
being chiefly in the extreme Parts ; 
and therefore accounted good in all 
arthritic Pains: for which Purpofe 
it ftands in great commendation a- 
mongit the Antients; altho’ it is al- 
moft reje€ted in modern Praétice. 

466. RHABARBARI, Rhy- 
barb. ‘This isa Species of the La- 
pathum, and comes to us of two forts; 
one from China, entitled amongtt 
Botanifts Lapathum Chinenfe longifo- 
lium, which is of a fine Nutmeg- 
Grain ; and another from Mu/covy, 
that is heavier, and of a more dusky 
Colours; tho’ Garcias and Acofta be- 
lieve it all to grow naturally in CAi- 
na only ; and that what is met with 
in Mufcovy, is brought thither by the 
way of Tartary to Aleppo, and thence 
It is certain this Root was 
hot known to Diofcorides or Galen $ 
fo shat fome injudicioufly confound it 
with their Rhapontic ; tho’ they differ 

in 
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inmoft of their manifeft Properties : 
and the prefent Officinal Rhubard is 
accurately defcribed by br. Mun- 
tingius; which fhews the Miftake of 
Amanhus, who denies it ever to have 
been fo. That which is accounted 
the fineft of all, is very little purga- 
tive; but is much preferable in all 
the Intentions of a Reftringent ; and 
therefore is beft in Fluxes of all kinds. 
‘The purgative Quality of this Root 
feems to confift moft in its gummy 
Parts ; by reafon it is beft drawn out 
with aqueous Men/frua, impregnated 
with a lixivial Salt, Extreme: dry- 
ing deftroys its purgative Virtues 
wherefore it is frequently order’d to 
be toafted, on purpofe to make it lefs 
purgative and more aftringing. It is 
infufed from one Dram to three, for 
a Dofe; and given in Powder from 
ten Grains to two Scruples. It great- 
ly ftrengthens the Stomach and Bow- 
els, and is an excellent Medicine a- 
gainit Choler, and other diftemper’d 
Contents ofthe Inteftinal and Mefen- 
teriac Glands. It is accounted by 
fome to be fo great a Purger of the 
‘Liver, as to have deferv’d the Name 
of Cor Hepatis, or Heart of the Liver. 
The Kidneys do not lie too remote 
from its Influences ; for it frequently 
paffes fo much that way, as to difco- 
ver itfelf in the Colour of the Urine. 
It therefore. is very good in Obftruc- 
tions of the Reins and Ureters. But 
in the Jaundice it almoft paffes for 
infallible. Parace/fus pretended to a 
Tin€ture from it, which had not its 
purgative Quality, but only operated 
by Urine, and purged away Gravel 
_ and fabulous Concretions, It is good 
againft Worms in Children; and is 
the beft Purge that can ‘be given 
them, to clear away thofe Crudities 
in the Bowels, which are apt to breed 
Worms. Italfo givesa Firmnefs to 
the Fibres, which from the Slipperi- 
nefs of Childrens Diet are generally 
too lax ; fo that its Repetition to them 
can hardly be too frequent. This 
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is of great ufe in extemporaneous 
Prefcription ; and is alfo in many of- 
ficinal Compofitions ; particularly in 
Syrups and Tindtures: altho’ none of » 
them are fo good as the Root pow- 
der’d and given in Subftance. 

467. Turretut, Turbith. It 
is not agreed, of what this is properly 
the Root: Some will have it of the 
Thlafpia, which Schroder is pofitive 
in.3 and C/lufias, of the Scammony. 
We find it however defcribed by C. 
Baubinemmrepens foliis Althee 3 and 
by Rayand Herman, Conveloulus In- 
dicus, alatus, maximus, foliis Tbifco 
nonnibil fimilibus angulofis. Itis much 
of the Nature of Hermodaétyls and 
Mechoacan but more efficacious. It 
yields good ftore of refinous Particles 
to a {pirituous Men/truum, whichvaf- 
feé&t not much the larger Paflages ; 
but are very active and brisk in the 
{maller Veffels, and glandulous Con- 
tortions ; which this Root wonder- 
fully clears of all vifcid Adhefions. 
The Antients had a Notion, that 
where Agaric fail’d, Turbith took ef- 
fe& ; and when that was not fuffi- 
cient, Cologuintida was the furthett 
they could proceed with fuch kind 
of Inftruments, This is not much 
in extemporaneous Prefcription, but 
in pretty many of the officinal Com- 
pofitions; the Extradétum Rudii par- 
ticularly.  Hor/tivs relates fomewhat 
almoft incredible, in his Obfervations, 
of bringing away from a Country 
Perfon fomewhat like Toads with 
the Species Diaturbith cum Rhabar- 
bara; in which this is a principal 
Ingredient. ‘The Compofition is in 
Schroder, and fome other German 
Difpenfatory- Writers; but is not in 
our Shops or Praétice, 

This Simple is hardly ever given 
alone; or to any but grown Per- 
fons: its Dofe is from half a Dram 
to a Dram, in Powder ; and frona 
one Dram to half an Ounce, in In- 
fufion. Some commend. it in ob- 
ftinate {corbutic Cafes; and even ia 
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the moft aggravated Symptoms of 
the Venereal Diftemper; but com- 
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Folia, Werbs or Leaves of, 

468. CHAMADAPHNES, 
Spurge-Laurel, is the Laureola of 
Gerbardand Parkinfon; dittinguifhed 
by C. Baubine, Semper virens flore 
wiridis and by F, Raubine, 

ore lutcolo. It grows in Woods 
and Hedges, and flowers in February. 
It is very hot, and vehemently purges 
bilious and watry Humours, Ano- 
ther Species of the Laureola is called 
Chamealea, or Mexereon, the Spurge- 
O/ive, and accounted of the Female 
kind, as the preceding is the Male. 
This is cultivated in Gardens, and 
hath the fame Virtues as the former. 
The Thymelea, Spurge-Flax, is alfo 
of the fame Clafs, and to be met 
with in the Phyfic Gardens.. The 
Berries of this laft have the fame 
Virtues, and are the Grana Cnidia of 
_the Shops, according to the Opini- 
on of the moft skilful Botanifts a- 
mongft the Antients; but Cordus 
and Schroder will have the officinal 
Grana Cnidia to be the Berries of 
the Mezereon: but none of thefe are 
now much ufed in Medicine. 

46g. Lint CaTHarRTicy, 
Purging Flax, entitled —— Sylveftre, 
by fome; and Pratenfe flofeulis 
exiguis, by C, Baubines by Clufius, 
Coamelinum fore alba; and by F, 
Baubiue, Aline Verna glabra flofeu- 
fis albis, feu potius Linum minimum. 
This is own’d in Medicine only by 
the common People, .It isa rough 
harfh Purge, and) powerfully deterges 
and evacuates vilcid and watry Hu- 
mours, from the moft remote Lodg- 
ments. ‘This makes them fond of 
itin Rheumatifms; but it is only it 
for very robuft ftrong Conttitutions, 
Zt is uiually infus’d or boil’d in Ale 
o: Wines what they call a {mall 
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‘mon’ Practice does’ not much »ow1y 


it in thofe Intentions.

470. CaTaPputTiaz, There 
are two forts of this; the Cataputia 
major, Which 1s the Ricinus Ameri- 
canus of Pifo, and by fome called 
Palma Chrifti; andthe — Minor or 
Lachyris, which is a Species of Ti+ 
thynal, or Spurge: but both thefe 
agree In a violent purgative Quality. 
The laft of thefe is by fome, tho’ 
falfely fays C. Baubine, called Gra- 
nadilla. Thee are violent Purgers, 
both by Vomit and Stool; and 
therefore hardly ever met with in . 
Practice, unlefs amongit Empirics, 
and Perfons of no Credit. 


Fru&us, Fruits of, . 

471. COLOCYNTHIDIS, Bit- 
ter- Apple; diftinguifhed Frudu ro- 
tundo minor, by C. Bauhine. This 
has been a Drug of mighty account 
in Medicine for many Ages. Its 
Roughnefs and Violence of Opera- 
tion has always tortured the feveral 
Hands it has pafs’d thro’, to deter- 
mine in what part of its Compofi- 
tion this Quality refided ; that they 
might the better know how to cor- 
rect and mitigate it. According ta 
fome, it feems to refide in certain re- 
finous Particles, which foonelft join 
with a fpirituous Menffruum, and 
therefore make fuch Infufion too vio- 
lent ; for which reafon they direc 
more aqueous Diffolvents, and fuch 
as are capable of uniting with Salt 
of Tartar, which would feparate the 
Rofin, and makes its Efficacies upon 
the Fibres more moderate. Schroder 
and Ludovicus {peak much of this 
Management, and commend the Ex- 

track 
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tract made by Evaporation of the Li- 
quor, with Salt of Tartar for its Cor- 
rector;. ‘They direét it from -three 
to eight Grains. Others conjecture 
its Cathartic Property to be more. 
in its flimy and mucilaginous Parts,. 
which are beft drawn out and, dif- 
folv’d by plain Water; but moft af- 


fign it to a penetrating yolatile Salt.’ 


And this latter feems to have been 
the opinion of the Antients,  particu- 
larly of the Arabians; for which 
reafon, in the Trochifti Albandale 
{for Handala, or Albandola, was the 
Name by which this Drug was 
known to them) it ftands corrected 
with gummy and mucilaginous. Bo- 
dies; as they are moft. proper to 
blunt the Violence of thofe Spicule, 
and prevent atoo great Irritation of 
the Membranes. Van Helmont {peaks 
of this as a thing which might ea- 
fily be divefted of its purgative Qua- 
lity, and reduced into an extraordi- 
nary Alterative in fome chronic 
Cafes; but this is a Secret not yet 
foundout, 3 
In the Memairs of the French 4- 
cademy for 1 701, the above-mention’d 
Moniieur Bou/duc has given his Ob- 
fervations and Experiments on this 
Drug; which are worth our notice. 
Hie tells us that it is the Fruit of 
a Plant of the nature of a wild 
Gourd, and is very purgative ; info- 
much that its Operation is fometimes 
attended with Excoriations of the 
Membranes and Blood. Whence 
many have conjecturd, that Codo- 
guintida, by its volatile Salts, would 
render the Blood more Auid: bet 
our Author did not find this true by 
his own Experience; for he put.a 
good quantity of it in Powder to 
new-drawn Blood; which did not 
prevent it from running into its ufual 
Coagulations, The little Succefs of 
the Means hitherto attempted to cor- 


rect this Remedy, has not hinder’d | 


Monfieur Boulduc from trying others. 
He fermented four Ounces of its 
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Pulp with fix. Pounds of good Muft 
of Wine, for ten or twelve Days 
together; then he diftill’d this 
Mixture iz Balneo Vaporis, by de- 
grees, ‘The firft Portion, of ¢ight 
Ounces, was very clear, moderately 
{pirituous, and exceffively bitter; the 
other Portions gradually decreafed in 
their Qualities; and when the Li- 
quor came altogether infipid, he put 
an end to the Diftillation, and eva- 
porated the Remainder into an Ex. 
tra& ; which was of a fufficiently 
folid Confiftence, and weighed two 
Ounces and an half. i 

With thefe, Experiments were 
made upon the Sick with all neceffary 
Precaution. An Ounce of what came 
away firlt in the Diftillation, caufed 
great Naw/eas and feyere Colics, with- 
out Effeét; which were obliged to 
be appeas'd by other Remedies ; tho” 
two Ounces of the fame, upon ano- 
ther ‘T'rial, had its Effect, but with 
Gripings. Of the Extraé&t made af- 
ter Diftillation, he gave ten Grains, 
Which operated without Violence or 
Irritation; which he attributed to 
the eflential Salts of the Wine, 
whofe Acids had fupprefs’d, and as 
it Were fix’d the Volatile Salt of the 
Coloquintida. 

Next, inftead of Muft, Monfieur 
Boulduc made ufe of Water; and put 
in digeftion for fifteen Days, fixteen 
Ounces of the Pulp, with two Quarts 
of boiling Water ; after which he 
diftil’d the whole,, The Liquors 
which came away, had nothing in 
them penetrating and volatile; had 
no Taite, and if taken inwardly, had 
no Effect. But the Extraét made of 
what remain’d after Diftillation, he 
found to be very efficacious. It was 
a gentle Purger, and of fufficient 
force, given in but little quantity. 
Perhaps, fays he, as the Subitance of 
the Co/oquintida is extremely {fpungy, 
its mucilaginous Parts, which are in 
great number, are the moft offenfive 3. 
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tity of Water may fo attenuate, fub- 
tilize, and diffolve them, that an Ex- 
tract made in this manner may be a 
good Preparation: and he believes 
the following Experiments confirm 
this Opinion. He drew from the 
Coloquintida all the 'Tin&tures pofhi- 
ble with Water; and by Filtration 
feparated the clear from the mucila- 
ginous: of each of thefe he made a 
folid Extraét, of which the former 
was a more efficacious, tho’ a more 
gents Purger, than the latter. The 
aft ‘Trial he made,* was with Spirit 
of Wine ; from eight Ounces was ob- 
tain’d but half an Ounce of a refinous 
Fxtraét; whereas he had from the 
fame weight, by the means of Water, 
near three Ounces of a faline one 3 
reckoning both its clear and mucila- 
ginous Parts. Whence he concludes, 
that the Colocyxth contains much 
more Sa/t than Oi/ or Su/phur; and 
that itis probable the Salts, particu- 
Jarly the more grofs, enveloped in 
the mucilaginous Parts, are the occa- 
fion of its violent Operation, 

I fhall leave the Reader to make 
the beft Application of this Account 
to his own Practice he can; and only 
obferve, that the common way of 
making the Euftachiam Extraé, that 
is Extraétum Rudji, contradiéts Mon- 
fieur Boulduc’s firft Experiment, of 
the Spirits coming over exceflively 
bitter and purgative: for the Liquor 
in which the Ingredients of this 
Compofition, the chief being Co/s- 
eyuth, are infufed, when it is drawn 
off by Diftillation (which moft do 
only for good Husbandry, as it ma 
ferve for the fame ufe again) has nei- 
ther Colour, Taite, or purgative 
Quality ; any more than common 
Spirit of Wine. So that Monfieur 
Bouldue {eems to have made a Mif- 
take in the Experiment, by letting 
fome fmall quantity of the Infufion 
inadvertently pafs over into the Re- 
ceiver ; which, in the leaft quantity, 
would give an extreme Bitternefs to 


the whole that came over by Va- 
pour. | | 
This Drug is yet much in the of- 
ficinal Compofitions, but hardly ever 
met with in extemporaneous Pre- 
{cription; its naufeous Tate not 
making it tolerable in any Form but 
Pills; where it can be cover’d. It 
is fo fmart a Purger, as not to be 
fafe but to athletic Conftitutions, and: 
fuch full Habits where the Fibres 
are fufficiently guarded, by a Sabur- 
ra Humorum, from its vehement Vel- 
lications, It is by all efteemed ver 
efficacious againft Worms; but its 
Roughnefs of Operation makes it 
hardly fafe to give to Children, wha 


-moftly want it upon that account, 


unlefs in Giyfers. “The Confectio 
Hamech, which our College retain 
in their Difpenfatory, is never pre- 
{cribed ; becaufe it is fo irkfome in 
taking, from the Tafte it has of this 
Ingredient, 

472, RHAMNI Bacca, feu 
Spine Cervine, Buckthorn Berries. 


Thefe are too well known to want” 


defcription. [Tho/e not well acquaint- 
ed with them may diftinguifh them 
Srom other common Berries, (1.) dy 
the Tree they grow upon, which is an 
Hedge-Tree or Bufb, with its Branches 
full of long fiff Thorns; (2.) by tbe 
Leaves, which are of a yellowifb green, 
about the fize of thofe of the Sloe-Tree, 
but more clegantly ferrated about the 
Edges; (3.) by the Flowers, which 
grow feveral together; being /mall, 
four-leaved and yellows; (4.) by the 
Berries themfelves ; which are a lit- 
tle larger than Elder-Berries, round 
and black; yielding a bitter purple 
Fuice, dafbed with greens and hold- 
ing three or four corner’d Seeds. The 
Tree grows in Woods and Hedges, flow- 
ers in June 3 and the Berries are ripe 
tewards the End of September.

tifms. 
to be powerful and fearching enough ; 
fo as to fetch bad Humours from the 
Extremities, and to do fervice in the 
Gout. Weare told, that one of the 
German Emperors made it his con- 
ftant Medicine in that Diftemper, 
and with good Succefs. It is fre- 
quently given by the poorer fort to 
purge their Children ; but it is too 
rough for fuch tender Conftitutions. 
They give of it from two Drams to 
an Ounce; and to grown Perfons 
two Ounces. It is frequently in ex- 
temporaneous Prefcriptions ordered 
in Cathartic Draughts ; which are 
made of other purgative Ingredients 
by Infufion, in proportion to their 
Strength, to quicken their Operation. 


Gummi, Gums: 

73. GamBoci2z, Gamboges 
called all Gutta Gamba, Gamandra 
and Femou, comes from the Carca- 
puli of Parkinfon, and the Bauhbines; 
defcribed by Ray, Fructu malo aureo 
emulo, which grows in Ma/aéar. It 
hath indeed. been ‘difputed of what 
this is the Gum, and whether it be 
natural or factitious : fome will have 
it from Spurge, as Bontius; others 
from a Ricinus ; and others again from: 
a Convolvulus, not unlike what pro- 
duces the Scammony : But fuch Con- 
troverfies are of no great moment 
here. This Gum hath been longet 
known in Painting than in Medicine, 
_ for its yellow Colour. The Violence 
of its Operation, both by Vomit and 
Stool, has occafion’d abundance of 
Search for fome proper Corrector 3 
but none has yet been found better 
than the lixivious Salts, and particu- 
larly Salt of Tartar. Monfieur Boul- 
duc, Who has been induftrious this 
‘way, and communicated his Experi-

ments to the Academy of Sciences up- 
on many of the moit efficacious me- 


‘dicinal Simples, in. the Memoirs for 


1701, has a Differtation upon Gam- 
oge. He fays that it ought to \be 
reckon’d amongft the réfinous Juices, 
fincé it is inflammable and will flow 


-in the Fire, and be alinoft intirely dif- 


folved in Spirit of Wines but on the 
contrary, that in aqueous Men/fruums 


it {preads itfelf. into a milky Sub- 


ftance like Scammony, and afterwards 
precipitates. It feems at firft to be 
infipid upon the Tongue, but foon 
after becomes fenfible in the ‘Throat 
by its Acrimony, and an infupporta- 
ble Drought. It is a powerful Hy; 
dragogue and Emetic ; but ought to 
be ufed with caution, and ‘not until 
it has been. corrected. Monfieur 
Bouldue {ays he endeavour’d to get 
Flowers from this refinous Juice; like 
thofe from Benjamin, but without 
Succefs. He made trial on it with 
Spirit of Wine, a Lay of alkalious 
Salts, and Water: The Spirit of 
Wine diffolv’d all, except about a 
fixth Part : the remainder, which the 
Spirit would not touch, was eafily 
diffolv’d by a Solution of Salt of Tar- 
tar. This, fays he, may be eiteem- 
ed the faline Part of Gamboge; and 
tho’ ithad no purgative Virtue, it 
was very diuretic. The Rofin, which 
was made by the Spirit of Wine, 
purged more violently, and with 
greater Irritation, than the Gamboge 
itfelf. 4h 

This Gum was entirely diffolved 
by an equal quantity of Sa/t of Tar- 
tar, and a fuflicient one of boiling 
Water; excepting fome few terrel- 
trial Parts.. The Liquor filtred and 
evaporated by a gentle Fire, gavea 
fort of grey Salt, which eafily fow’d 
in the Air, if not kept clofe ftopt in 


a Phial. This falinie: Extra purg- 
.ed with lefs Irritation, and in a {mal- 


Jer Dofe than the Gum; but caufed 


-a great Acrimony and Heat in the 
‘Throat; infomuch that it was intole- 


oO: rable ; 
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rable; and ought therefore to be: 
enveloped in fome other convenient 
Subftance when it is given. 


This Gentleman obferv’d before; _ 


that Water would not diffolve it 
but only made it flow into a milky 
Subftance of 4 yellow Colour, which 
foon precipitated, and left the Water 
clear above it. ‘This Refidence dry’d 
differ’d in nothing from the Gum ; 
only it was more pure. By cafting 
diftill’d Vinegar.on this milky Sub- 
flance, it became clear; Oil of Vi. 
triol, on the contrary, made it again 
turbid; and Spirit of Wine gave it 
a golden Colour. ‘There are many 
ways, this Author obferves, of cor- 
recting it; but he thinks that by a/- 
kalious Salts the belt. However, he 
gives one of his own, which as it is 
‘different from any other hitherto ufed, 
he hasalfo continually praétis’d it with 
Succefs. The manner is by tying 
the Gum in a Rag, and putting it in- 
‘toa hot Loaf, as it comes out of the 
Oven, where it muft remain for twen- 
ty-four Hours: Afterwards it is to 
‘be powder’d; and this muft be re- 
peated four or five times. By this 
Management, ‘he fays, he always 
found it freed from its great Vio- 
Jence, as well Purgative as Emetic, 
He farther obferv’d the Crumb of the 
Loaves thus ufed,.to“have both a 
Purgative and Emetic Quality. 
From this account itis not very 
difficult to determine the Qualities of 
this Drug, wherein its Efficacy con- 
fifts, and the moft advantageous means 
of managing it in Prefcription ; tho’ 
it does not clearly- appear what way 
of reafoning direéted the Author to 
the Loaf of Bread; becaufe it has no 
relation to the means made ule of in 
other Trials; nor is it eafily to be 
accounted for, how fuch a Method 
made it of a milder Operation. It 
is a powerful Hydragoguc, and there- 
fore good in Dropfies, and all watry 
Corpulency tending thereunto. But 
its Roughnefs requires the utmoft 


Caution and Skill in. its Exhibition, 
It is a: fit Purge only for grown Per- 
fons, and thofe of a flrong Conftitu- 
tion; and to fuch, a Scruple is an 
outfide Dofe, With all the Care pof- 


_fible to: prevent it, it will frequently’ 


vomit, before it pafles downward. 
The moft convenient Form to give 
it in is a Bole, or Pills; for no Mer- 
Jiruum will equally draw. out all its 
Qualities by Diffolution, It will not 
well powder: without fome Portion 
of a lixivious Salt, or fine Sugar 5 
and fuch are its beft Correétors, by 
dividing its refinous Parts, and pre- 
venting their Adhefion to the Mem- 
branes in too forcible a manner. In 
feveral Intentions which are moft con- 
veniently anfwer’d by the Urinary 
Difcharges, that particular. manage- 
ment of Monfieur Bou/duc’s, which 
divefted it of its purgative Parts, and 
left only the faline, which were very 
diuretic, ‘may be worth putting in 
practice. 

474. ELATERI Thisis an 
infpifiated Juice, or Extract, made 
of the Wild Cucumber, called Cucu- 
mis Afininus. It is the moft violent 
in Operation of any of the Hydra- 
gogues ; and therefore is feldom pre- 
{cribed, but where the Cafe is ftub- 
born and defperate; and then only 
from two to four or five Grains, But 
with all the Caution imaginable, it 
will be fo violent, that few care to 
truft their Reputation in its Preferip- 
tion, unlefs fuch “Empirics as have. 
none to lofe. nv 

475. SCamMMONT?, Scammony. 
This is the infpiffated Juice of a Root 
called’ by many Scammonium, of the 
Convolvulus kind. ‘That which we 


have now in the Shops, miuft be dif- 


ferent from the Scammony of the An- 
tients ; becaufe they gave it in much 
larger Dofes, theirs being frequently 
an whole Dram; whereas ours can- 
not be trufted in the moft robuft, be- 
yond a third of that quantity: and 
this makes Fa//opius, and many 1 aa 
Q 
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of opinion, that the prefent Scam- 
mony is adulterated with the ordinary 
Spurge. This Drug ‘is greatly e- 
fteem’d in Medicine; and enters al- 
moft all the officinal Purgers, whofe 
Forms are fuitable for its Reception ; 
- becaufe it is not convenient inany 

that are more liquid than an Bleft- 
ary, as the Caryocoftinum. That is 
_ reckon’d beft which is lightand grey s 
the heavy and black is not much e- 
fteem’d. It is fo adhefive that it 
will not powder, unlefs the Mortar 
be fometimes rubbed with a little 
Oi/: and in the powdering, Care 
fhould be taken, that it does not get 
up the Nofe; for it will purge the 
Head fo violently, as oftentimes to 
occafion a great deal: of Mifchief. 
Loaf-Sugar, and any a/ka/ious Salts, 
are alfo very convenient to rub it 
into Powder with; for they divide 
its Parts, and make it operate more 
ently; as they do all other refinous 

urgers. It wonderfully deterges 
the Paflages and Glands of mucous 
and vifcid Humours; and therefore 
is a good Ingredient in all Compo- 
fitions intended againft thofe Diftem- 
pers; which have fuch Humours 
for their Caufe. It is reckon’d a 
good deftroyer of Worms; but great 
Care is to be taken how it be given 
to Children: altho’ fome Empirics 
- put off Sugar-Plumbs and Lozenges 
for fuch Intentions, where this is the 
only purgative Ingredient; as its 
quantity ina Dofe is but fmall. But 
fach things, altho’ they chance to 


work off well with fome ftrong Chil- 
dren, yet they often doa great deal 


of Mifchief, and occafion Convul- 
fions, by their infupportable Vellica- 
tions of the tender Membranes and 
Fibres.

476. Atnus Nicera@, the 
Black Alder, called alfo Frangula; 
the Arbor fetida, or Stinking Tree, 
of fome Writers, is the fame; and 
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the Alnus nigra bactifera, the Black. 
berry-bearing Alder of C, Baubine, is 
the fort referred to by our officinal 
Prefcriptions ; tho’ indeed it is but 
feldom met with in them, It is a 
very ftrong Cathartic, and ufed there- 
fore to be given in Dropfies, and 
wherea great Load of Humours is 
tobe purged away. ‘The Antients 
accuftomed themfelves to. correct it 
with Cinnamon, Ginger, and the 
Carminative Seeds 5 but it is now ve- 
ry little in ufe. 


Radices, Roots of; | 
477, ELLEBOR!Y Nicrkty 
Black Hellebore, called allo Veratrum 
nigrum. This has been a medicinal 
Drug of the greateft efleem among 
the Antients, in the moft obftinate 
chronic Cafes; but grows neglected 
now, either thro’ our unacquaintance 
with its Virtues; or the Sort which 
comes to us,not having the efficacy 
of that whichthey made ufe of. ‘The 
latter may.be our Unhappinels; for 
Botanic and Difpenfatory Writers 
differ much in determining which is 
the true officinal He//ebore. Mathio- 
Jus tells us, that is the right which 
flowers like a Rofe; others, that it . 
has asky-colour’d Flower; and Bay- 
bine takes it to. be the Elleborus ni- 
gery tenui folio, Buphthalmi flore. 
And by the ftrength and manner of 
the Operation of that they {peak of, 
ours feems to be of the fame Species, 
but much weaker in Efficacy. What 
comes to us now, will not operate 
much by Stool; but is a powerful 
Alterative, and wonderfully affects 
the Juices in the moft remote Recel- 
fes, For this reafon it greatly pro- 
motes all the thinner Secretions 5 and 
particularly that by Sweat, efpecially 
if join’d with any convenient Vola- 
tiles. This Root is almoft, infallible 
in Obftruétions of the Menjes; and 
where Steel is not only ineffectual, 
but improper; ‘as in Plethoric Ha- 
bits: for in fuch, Steel will fome- 
O 4 "times 
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times raife. hyfteric Commotions, 
Convulfions, and a fort of Uterine Fu- 
ror; whereas this fo thins the Blood, 
as to difpofe it for that Difcharge, 
without making it more impetuous. 
So that tho’ Stee/ and He//ebore both 
promote the Menfes, yet they do it 
different ways one by increafing the 
Blood’s Velocity, and giving ‘it a 
greater Momentum in the Uterine Ar- 
teries $ and the other by dividing it, 
and rendring it more fluid. In all 
nervous Cafes the more antient Prac- 
tice confirms its Efficacy but efpe- 
cially in a Mania or Diftra@tion. In 
this lait Intention it has been fo fa- 
mous as to make it even Proverbial, 
Lo fend fuch an one to Anticyra, whom 
they would infinuate to be mad; be- 
caufe that Country produced the 
greated quantities of this Drug. Pa- 
racelfus commends it as inftrumental 
to procure long Life ; to which pur- 
pofe one Zachius made trial of it up- 
on himéelf. 

Monfieur Bou/duc, to whofe Induf- 
try in Experiments of this kind we 
have been much beholden already, 
gives us fome which he made upon 
this Root alfo, in the Memoirs of the 
Academy of Sciences for the Year 1701. 
We fhall not take notice of thofe made 


by Dittillation ; becaufe he himfelf~ 


believ’d them to be of no confequence. 
_ ‘The Extraét which he procured with 
Spirit of Wine, was very little in 
quantity ; becaufe this Root contains 
few refinous Parts ; and Iam, fays he, 
the more confirm’d in this, fince 
from what remain’d I was able to get 
a great quantity of an Extract with 
Water. 

He alfo made an Extra& of the 
Root with Water, wherewith was 
drawn all that could be extraéted ; for 
from the Refidue there was nothing 
to be got by means of Spirit of Wine. 
Whence it feems reafonable to con- 
clude, that the faline Parts are able fo 
to diffolve its few refinous ones, that 
both may be drawn out by Water, 


without the aid of Spirit of Wine.’ 
He further remark’d, that the firft 
Extra&, which was purely refinous, 
and made with Spirit of Wine, purg.: 
ed little, and with Irritation ; that’ 
the Extraét made of the remainder 
with Water, purged not at all, but 
was very diuretic 3 and that, on the 
other hand,theExtra@ made firft with. 
Water, ‘and without Spirit of Wine,: 
purged well and gently. And this,’ 
he fays; he has obferv’d of moft Pur- 
gatives ; whence he thinks that the’ 
Extract made by Spirit of Wine alone, 
ought to be fufpected; fince being 
depriv’d of its proper Salts, which: 
when join’d to the Ferment of the 
Stomach, open, divide, and attenu- 
ate the Rofin; it happens that its: 
thick and fulphureous Parts do adhere 
to the Fibres of the Stomach, and 
caufe Gripings, and by remaining 
undiffolv’d fome time, excite a Te- 
nefmus. And this is confirm’d by 
Experience ; for the moft able praéti- 
cal Phyficians are wont to correét 
the Rofin with Salt of Tartar. | He 
confefles that to be a good method 
in thefe Cafes; but fuppofes, one 
may do without it by leaving to thofe 
refinous Extracts the proper Salts 
which Nature has endued them with. 
Whence he affirms, that the way of 
making the Extract with Water, is 
preferable to the common way of do- 
ing it by a fulphureous Men/truum 3. 
fince thereby the Subftance is freed 
from its terreftrial Parts without de- 
priving it of any of its natural Prin- 
ciples. He takes notice that the He/= 
lebore which is brought from Swit- 
xerland, is preferable to that which 
comes by the way of Exg/and. This 
latter, whether it is fpoil’d by keep- 
ing, or lofes its Virtue by Tranfpor- 
tation, he found to have little or no 
effect. ! | 

So that by this Author’s Account, 
as well as the Reafons above given, 
there is ground to fufpect very much, 
that our Hes/ebore falls greatly os 

\ Q 
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of the Goodnefs of that ufed by the 
_Antients; fince we find there is fo 
_ great a difference between it, and 
what fo near. Neighbours as the 
French have in ufe among them at this 
‘time. Of ours [have frequently given 
fifteen or twenty Grains in Powder, 
as an Alterative and a Sudorific; and 
in Tinéture, where the Root has been 
one Part, and the Men/ruum three, 
it may be given to fixty or one hun- 
dred Drops toa Dofe. * I have found 
its Virtues beft drawn, by rubbing 
alittle Salt of Tartar with it in a 
grofs Powder, and letting it lie un- 
til the Air runs it; for that fo pene- 
trates into the very Subftance of the 
Root, that its Parts immediately join 
with the Menffruum, as foon almott 
as put into it. Small Wine I have 
imagin’d the beft, as moft likely to 
take up all its Parts of any medici- 
nal efficacy. 

478. Javarpri, Falap. Thisis 
the Root of a Plant not unlike our 
Bryony, and is therefore by fome 
eall’d Bryonia Peruvianas for it is 
brought to us chiefly from Pery and 
New Spain. The Mechoacan and 
this are both reckon’d Species of the 
Convolvulus ; and therefore as this is 
fometimes call’d Mechoacanna nigra, 
fo that goes as often’ by the name of 
Salapium Album. As this does not 
‘appear to have been known to the 
Antients, it has its place in Medicine, 
only fince thofe Parts of America 
have been traded to by the Exropeans, 
which now produce it. That which 
breaks blackeft, moft brittle, found, 
and: fhining withinfide, -is bet; by 
reafon the refinous Parts, which give 
it thofe Properties, are fuppos’d to 
contain its'medicinal Virtues. Some 
take great pains to extract its Rofizn, 
which is to be done with any fpiritu- 
ous Menfiruum; but afterwards Cor- 
rectors are wanted for it. ‘The moft 
common one is Sa/t of Tartar, or 
Loaf-Sugar; for its being rubbed 
amuch with the latter, makes it ope- 
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rate milder; for the fame Reafons as. 
the Sa/t of Tartar does: But if cor- 


reCting it confifts in feparating its 
Parts, what occafion was there for’ 
the pains of drawing them from the 
Root, and joining them in the Forna 
of a Rofiz? And therefore that O- 
peration feems to have been very 
Monfieur Bow/duc has like- 
wife upon this Drug made fome Ex- 
periments very ufeful to inform us 
in its true Virtues: which we fhall 
therefore abridge from the Memoirs 
of the Royal Academy of Sciences in 
France, for 1701. 

He fays it is one of the beft Ca- . 
thartics we have. He has found it 
fo by Experience, and wonders that 
it is fo little ufed at prefent: for as it 
is fo gentle, that it ftands in need of 
no Correétor 3 on the other hand, it 
wants nothing to promote its Opera- 
tion: which can be hardly faid of 
any other Purgative Simple. Yet he 
obferves,that there are many Methods 
given to correét it, which rather fpoil 
than meliorate it. Some have ob- 
ferv’d, to its difadvantage, that. it 
binds the Body too much after its 
Operation is over ; but this he thinks 
of no force, becaufe that effect 1s com- 
mon to other Purgers, efpecially the 
Hydragogues, His Experiments were 
made by Extraction with Spirit of 
Wine, and common Water. ‘Twelve 
Ounces of the Root yielded, with 
Spirit of Wine, two Ounces of a re- 
finous Extract well dry’d; the re- 
mainder being likewife well dry’d, 
weigh’d nine Ounces and fix Drams. 
Out of this remainder, by Water he 
got four Ounces of a very folid and 
pure Extract. He took twelve Ounces 
more of the fame Root, and digefted - 
it in common Water, with a gentle 
Fire; then by Evaporation he got 
an Extract well condition’d, which 
weigh’d fix Ounces and an half; the 
thick and: mucilaginous Parts which 
he feparated by Filtration, being well 
dry’d, weigh’d one Ounce nt 

nalf; 
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half; and the Refidue weigh’d but 
four Ounces and a half. 

Hence he obferv’d, that the Ex- 
tract made by Water, if given from 
four and twenty Grains to thirty fix, 
purged gently; but was very diure- 
tic; as he had-experienc’d in many 
Hydropical Cafes: That the Refi- 

‘due, which yet contain’d a little of 
what was refinous, purged reafona- 
bly, but with Gripings; that the re- 
mainder, depriv’d of its faline and 


refinous Parts, purg’d very little, but } 


was extremely diuretic. Whence he 
takes the liberty to conclude, that 
Extracts to purge to the purpofe, and 
without Irritation, ought to contain 
both the faline and refinous Parts, 
For the former only pafs by Urine, 
and the other always, if taken alone, 
.occafion Diforders; but both join’d 
together, their Effects are laudable : 
for the faline opening the refinous 
Parts,:and diffolving and: accelerat- 
ing their Diftribution, do: thereby 
hinder them from adhering to, and 
inflaming the Parts they pafs thro’. 


According to. the Opinion and 


Experience of this Perfon, both con- 
cerning this and ether Drugs of the 
like nature, the more Pains is taken 
in their Preparation, the worfe they 
are 3 becaufe Nature feems to have 


furnifh’d them with the belt Correc- 
tors in their Production. The Fz- 
Jap Root itfelf therefore fimply pow- 
der’d, is the beft way. of taking it; 
and may be mix’d into a Draught, 
ora Bole, It may be given to adult 
Perfons from half a, Dram to one 
Dram; and to Children fome make 
the mean Rule, to give fo many. 
Grains as they are years old ; but that 
is fomewhat in too fmalla quantity, 
efpecially when they are advanced a- 
bove ten Years. The only Reafon 
that can poflibly be affign’d for ufing 
the Rofin is, that of the Root it- 
felf, one Parcel abounds with more, 
another with lefs of the purgative 
Parts, which refide in the Rofin: 
Hence the Dofe of the Root will 
become uncertain; but thofe of the 
Rofin, being thought to be all of 
the fame Efficacy, may have its Dofe 
determin’d very exactly ; and its grip- 
ing Quality may be certainly correét- 
ed by fix’d Salts, or Loaf-Sugar. 

479. Tuarpsia@, Deadly Car- 
rot, diftinguifh’d by C. Baubine, 
Carrote folio; and by F. Baubine; 
— five Turbith Garganicum, femine 
latifimo. It grows in fome Gar- 
dens; and the Juice. of its Root isa 
violent Purger ; but the prefent Prac- 
tice makes no ule of it. 
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T ELIS is a way of Application 


in Medicine feldom made ufe 
of, but to loofen and drain away 
fuch Humours by the Nofe, as are 
not well to be come at by other 
Means. A very little Part therefore 
of the Materia Medica falls under 
this Divifion ; altho’ many Volatiles 
and Aromatics are ufed for this In- 
tention ; which by reafon of other 
more important Properties are rank- 


ed under other Heads: what we have 

fubjoin’d here, being hardly made 

ufe of in Medicine for any other pur- 
ofe. 

How a Medicine occafions Sneez- 
ing, is not at all difficult to under- 
ftand, to one who has confider’d well 
the manner by which Emetics draw 
the Stomach, and its Appendices, in- 
to that Motion which is obferv’d in. 
Vomiting. The Fibres and Mem-

~ extremely fenfible ; whatfoever there-

fore ftimulates them, makes them 
contraét, and thereby twitches thofe 


Parts they have any Communication 


with; which by degrees brings on 


that general convulfive Shake, . that: 


E- 


very one’s own Experience demon-. 


- ftrates, and beft explains. to himfelf 


how this is produced ; and likewife : 
_ manifefts the great Influences which 
~ may be communicated over the whole 
- Body, by the Communication of Fi- 


bres from an almoft unheeded Senfa- 


tion upon theleaft part. 


The falutary Effects of this, farei 


: ble Concuffion of the whole Body, 


are very: confiderable. There are 
many Glands about the Head, deftin’d 


_ for the Separation of very vifcid and 
mucous Subftances; by.which means 


many Sinus’s or Cavities, of fervice 
in the Occonomy, are frequently 
ftuffed fo with fuch Matter, asinot to, 
give that room to fome of the Veffels, 
as itis their.Office to do; whereby 
the circulating Fluid in fome. Parts 
makes them:too turgid: which upon 
many accounts will occafion uneafy 
Senfations, Pain, Giddinefs, and o- 


. ther Diftempers, ‘frequently experi-

enc’d in the Head. By a particular 
Conformation, the Nofe receives and 
difcharges many fuch fuperfluous 
Therefore a Stimulus, 
from what we call Stermutatories, or 
common Snuff, will provoke thofe 
Parts to increafe thofe Difcharges ; 


whereby a troublefome Load is drawn 


off, and the Head render’d brisk and 
lightfome. | . 
. But, befides the Benefit .which 
the Head immediately receives from 
fuch a Difcharge, the whole Con- 
flitution is likewife fo fenfibly affect- 
ed, that in many. Cafes it is of ufe as 
an Exercife. There: is no Motion 
whatfoever, even not that of Vomit- 
ing, which fo fuddenly and forcibly 
fhakes the whole nervous Syftem; fo 
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that in all Obftruétions of the fine* 
Pafflages, and particularly of the ner”. 
vous Fluid, swhatfoever produce’ 

{neezing mult be of great Advantage. 

And common Experience in Prac- 
tice confirms this in many Inftances 
of Paralytic, Apoplectic, and Lethar- 

gic Cafes; where this Motion roufes 

and enlivens, as it were, the Spirits 5 

and by fhaking the moft remote Fi- 

bres, aflifts. their proper Juices. in 

Circulation, which before feem’d to 

ftagnate, or not to irritate the Fibres 
enough to maintain their natural 

Elafticity.. And of fuch great effi- 
cacy is this Convulfion, that it is 
fometimes..procur’d on purpole to 

affift the Expulfion of the Fetus ; and 
with good Succels. 

How far the Cuftom of taking 
Snuff, as it now prevails, is fervice- 
able or detrimental, is not dire@ly 
to our purpofe to determines but 
thus. far it miay not be amifs to-in- 
form thofe whe comply fo much with 
it as a Fafhion, that they put it out 
of their power to receive any Bene- 
fit from it as a Medicine; whenf{o- 
ever there may be occafion for fuch 
helps: »for continually ftimulating 
thofe Parts with hot pungent Snuffs, 
makes them by degrees grow as it 
were callous, and much lefs fenfi- 
ble; which all Snuff-takers experi- 
ence, being not provok’d to {neezing, 
if they take ever fo much; when one 
Pinch of the fame would immediately 
operate upon a Stranger toxit. There 
is another inconvenience alfo. from 
this Praétice 5 and that is {poiling 
their Appetite: for moft of the com- 
mon Snuffs are Tobacco, of one kind 
or other ; whereof fome will pafs 
down the Throat into the Stomach ; 
efpecially in thofe who take much 3 
which deftroys the natural Appetite, 
as many confefs they find by Expe- 
rience, altho’. they cannot be pre- 
vailed with to leave it off. For fuch 
who imagine the continual taking of 
Snuff to be neceflary, or beneficial, to 
them, 
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them, many things in liquid Forms 
would much more properly anfwer 
their Intention ; fuch as Sa/ Volatile 
Oleofum, diluted with fomething pro- 
per, where it is too ftrong by itfelf. 
But "tis to be fear’d no falutary re- 
gard can obtain fuch a Reformation, 
unlefs that Idol, Fafbion, would 
. vouchfafe its Sanétion, 


Flores, Herbs or Leaves of, 

480. PRimuLm VeERISs, 
Primrofes called Verbafculum Sylva- 
rum majus, fingulari flore, by Ca/p. 
Baubine. This flowers very early 
in the Spring. Both the Flowers, 
Leaves, and Roots, are mention’d by 
Schroder in feveral Forms for fome 
medicinal Intentions, but chiefly Pa- 
ralytic and = Arthritic Complaints ; 
but the Roots only are in any ufe 
now, and thofe but feldom. Their 
Juice is generally expreffed; and af- 
ter it is fined per Subfidentiam, made 
ufe of to provoke Sneezing, in fuch 
Cafes as the Drain which that pro- 
cures, is imagin’d to do fervice. 

481. Asari, Afarabaca. This 
is become a mighty Snuff of Jate. 
The Leaves are common in the Phy- 
~ fic Markets; and to dry and reduce 
them to Powder, is all that is requir’d 
in making them into Snuff. Some 
Empirics, or Traders in phyfical 
Matters, have put off a Snuff by the 
_Name of Roya/ at a good round 
Price, which is little elfe but this, 
decorated with fome Leaf-Gold. This 
has antiently been much in ufe, as an 
Emetic and a Cathartic; and in fome 
Authors we find a Superftition in ga- 
thering it: for they alledge that pul- 
Ting forward makes it work moft by 
Vomit; but pulling*backward, mott 
by Stool. Ruzlandus frequently pre- 
{cribes the Root as a diuretic : as alfo 
does Fernelius; in whofe Works we 
meet with an Electuary, in which 
that is the chief Ingredient. Its Ope- 
ration is very brisk, and therefore 
commended in Conititutions that are 


moift and cold, and fubject to gene- 
tate Vifcidities, and what obftruéts 

and fouls the Vi/cera, and retards the 

contractile Force of the Fibres; but 

in none of thefe Cafes does the pre- 

fent Practice acknowledge it. Asa 

Sternutatory, it frequently does good. 
fervice ; for it powerfully drains mu- 

cous Humours out of the Head. It 

is not fo pungent as to be immediate- » 
ly felt upon taking, like the Tobacco- 

Snuffs ; but after fome time it makes 

the Nofe run very much, and not 
unfrequently Blood itfelf ; if its ufe 
be long continu’d. The ufual way is 
to take near a Scruple going to bed, 

for three or four Nights together ; 

and by the next Morning its Opera-_ 
tion will be very fenfible; tho’ it 
occafions little or no fneezing, unlefs 
by the Acrimony of the Humours 
which drain off, and irritate the Fi- 
bres in their Paffage. 

482. Eupuoresit, Exphordi- 
um. ‘This is a Gum, or rather in- 
{piffated Juice of a Tree, which Au- 
thors much differ about. Dodoneus 
defcribes it as a Plant 3 but Dio/zo- 
rides mentions itas a Tree. Etmul- 
ler fays, the Euphorbium of the An- 
tients is not known to us; and that 
the Vegetable which produces it, is 
not in the acquaintance of the mo- 
dern Botanifts. Moft make it a fe- 
rulaceous Plant; and fome of our 
Gardens fhew Specimens of that kind. 
Hoffman, who was no incurious Wri-. 
ter, fays it is an infpiffated, or ra- 
ther indurated Juice of an Indian 
Tithymal; and we find it entitled in 
Herman's Catalogue, Tithymalus Mau- 
ritanicus, aphyllos, angulofus, &F /pi- 
nofus, ex quo Euphorbium officinarum. 
It is fo extremely hot and penetrat- 
ing, as to prove even Cauftic : where- 
fore, altho’ it is mention’d as a Purge 
in many Authors againft ferous and 
vifcous Humours, and its Dofe af- 
fign’d from half a Scruple to a whole 
one; yet it is now never given in- 
wardly, becaufe its violence tears r 

the 


the neceflary Mucus, or Covering of 
the Stomach and Bowels, and occa- 


- fions Dyfenteries. As a Sternutatory, 


it isto be ufed very cautioufly, and 


never to be taken alone, but mixed 


in a fmall quantity with fome other 
Powders, proper to foften the Fibres, 
and guard them againft the intolerable 
Heat of the Euphorbium. In pound- 
ing it there may be much danger ; 


 becaufe without great care, fo much 
will fly up the Noftrils, as to do mif- 


a Pe 


chief. It is of good ufe in Chirur- 
gery; in cleanfing very foul Ulcers, 
and exfoliating of carious Bones. Et- 
muller’s Reafon for this is, becaufe 
its alkaline Qualities deftroy the A- 
cids which erode Ulcers, and even 
the Bones themfelves, fo as to induce 
Rottennefs. Hi/danus greatly re- 
commends it in the like Intentions. 

83. ELLEBORI ALBI. 
White Helledore, called alfo Veratrum 
album. t grows on fome Mountains 
in Germany. The Antients gave this 
inwardly asa Purger of Phlegm and 
vifcid Humours ; but its violent Ope- 
ration has expell’d it now from in- 
ternal ufe: and it remains at prefent 
in Medicine, little othertwife than as.an 
Errhine. And even thus, its lrri- 
tations are fo great, as to make it not 


_ prudent to venture it alone; and 


therefore it is join’d with other things 
which abate its Vehemence. It is 


alfo prepar’d in fome Lotions for cu- 
taneous Foulneffes ; and is oftentimes 
fuccefsful in deterging thofe little 
Ulcerations which blotch and deform 
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tious, or what the common People 
call catching. ) | 

484. Nicori1ana, Tobacco, 
called alfo Petum and Tabacum; by 
Gerhard, Hyofeyamus Peruvianus 3 by 
Pifo, Petum; and by Hernandez, Py~ 
cielt fez Tabaco; diftinguifhed by C. 
Baubine—Major latifolia. But there 
is no occafion for fearching Natural 
Hiftory for any Information con- 
cerning this» Plant; becaufe Com- 
merce, and its continual Ufe, makes 
us fufficiently acquainted with it. 
Its Effect likewife upon the whole 
Conttitution at firft- Ufe, as it is 
{moaked, is enough in every one’s 
knowledge. Ifit be infus’d, and the 
Liquor drank, it produces Sicknefs, 


‘Vomiting, and afterwards dofing Stu- 
pidity. And therefore, altho’ it has 


been ufed as an Emetic amongtt 
fome mean ignorant People; yet 
common Prudence has hitherto kept 
it out of juftifiable Practice. How 
its conftant ufe comes to make it fo 
familiar to Perfons, as not to have 
any of thofe ftrange effects upon them 
as it has at firft, is not properly our 
bufinefs to explain here; aJtho’ the 
Fact is in every one’s knowledge. 
Some Hints of this may be collected 
from what will be faid hereafter, in 
our Explication of the Simples under 
the next Section. What we place it for 
here, is asa Sternutatory ; fince it is 
the Bafis of all the Snuffs now in ules 
in which manner of taking it, Peo- 
ple are as well acquainted with it, as 
in Smoaking. See below pag. 212.

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N DER this Head we include 
all that Part of the Materia 
Medica which any way produces 
Sleep: whether called Narcotics, Hyp- 


Va 


notics, or Opiates. But altho’ many 
of this Tribe ftand with fome Au- 
thors in the rank of Poifons; yet we 
fhall not here enter into the Contro- 

verly, 
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medicinal, or whether a Medicine 
can poifon > becaufe it is certain there 
is Truth on both fides of the Debate, 
Thefe are Inftruments whofe Agen- 
cy lies very remote from the reach 
of our Senfes ; as wonderful Effeés 
are often produced almoft-from un- 
heeded Caufes. But the difficulty 
here is very much remov’d, by what 
has been publifh’d by one, whofe true 
Merit has now fet him at the head 
ef his Profeflion,in the opinion of 
all the beft Judges, as well as the 
common Vogue :) the Reader need 
not be inform’d that hereby is meant 
Dr. Mead; who in his fourth Effay 
an Poisons, has taught us how to rea- 
fon'in. thefe abftrufe Matters. And 
therefore what we there find for our 
prefent Purpofe fhall be tran{cribed, 
as near /as conveniently can be, in 
the Doétor’s own words, 

Fo underftand the manner of O- 
peration of thefe medicinal Simples, 
and to help us to afcertain their Ufes 
in many Cafes, we fhould beforehand 
be rightly appriz’d of their Natures 
and Way of aéting. And in order 
hereunto, it is neceflary, befides fome 
other Pracognita, to define dittin@ly 
what Slecp is; or rather (to avoid 
Confufion and Difpute about Words) 
what difference there is between an 
animal Body when afleep and when 
awake. 

Firft then, there is no one but 
knows that in Sleep there’is a Cefla- 
tion from Aétion. When waking, we 
walk, difpute, move this or, that 
Limb, €s¢. but in natural or undif- 

‘turbed Reft, there is nothing of all 
thefe : that is, whereas being awake 
we do perform feveral Motions by 
the voluntary Contraétions of our 
Mafcles ; when afleep, thofe Mutcles 
only are contracted, whole ‘Aion is 
in a manner involuntary, or to which 
the Mind has fo conftantly determin’d 
the Spirits, that it does it by Habit, 
without the Intervention of the rea- 


‘ 
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verfy, whether fuch things can be. 


foning Faculty : fuch’ are thole of the 
Heart and Breaft.' So that thete is 
at this time a kind of Relaxation, or 
Loofenefs. of the moving Fibres of 
the feveral Members; or at leaft {uch 
a quiet Pofition and State ‘of them, 
by which all the antagonift. Mutcles 
are in an Equilibrium and Equality 
ef A&ion, not overpowering one ano- 
ther. For indeed it feems to be one 
great Defign of Sleep, to recover to 
the Parts overftretch’d by Labour, 
their former Force: and therefore 
we do naturally, when compofing 
our felves to Reit, put our Body in- 
to that Pofture, which moft favours 
the bl ad weary’d Limbs, and 
conduces to this End... 6° 
--In the next place, it is very plain, 


that there is in Sleep, not only a Reft, 


and a Sufpenfion from: A@ion in mott 
of our bodily Organs, but even of our 
thinking’ Faculty too ; that is; a Cefz 
{ation from {uch Thoughts, as. when 
waking we are exercifed about, which 
we do reflef upon and zi// to em- 
ploy our Mind with, For though 
Dreams are Thoughts, yet they aré 
imperfeét and incoherent ones 3 and 
are indeed either fuch faint and Jan- 
guid Reprefentations, as to be confi. 
tent with our Sleep, as fome may be ; 
or elle, if they be itrong and lively, 
they are, as every one knows, the In- 
terruption and Difturbance of it.- 
From hence it will follow, that the 
Motion of the arterial Fluid mut be, 


: 


ce@teris paribus, more fedate, even, © 


and regular, in the time of fleeping 
than waking. For befides the various 
Alterations which in the latter State 
this receives from the feveral Paffions 
of the Mind, the very Contraétions 
of the Mufcles themfelves in Exerci- 
fes of the Body do differently for- 
ward its Courfe ; whereas in Sleep, 
the Force of the Heart and peétoral 
Mutcles, being more conftant and uni- 
form, gives ita more calm and equal- 


ly continu’d Impulfe. Hence alfo it: 


will come to pa{s, that the Influx ‘el 
. the 
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the Liquor of the Nerves into the 
Organs of the Body, as alfo its Reflux 
towards the Brain, is in Sleep either 
none, or very inconfiderable: that ts, 
_ that this Fluid has at this time but 
little or no Motion. For ’tis mufcu- 
lar Action and Senfation that require 
it to be thus determin’d, this way 
or that, which are now hardly any. 
And yet by the Arrival of Blood at 
the Brain, this Juice will ftill be fepa- 
rated there, fit to be derived into its 
Canals or Tubes. So that by this 
means there will be a kind of Accu- 
mulation, or laying up in ftore, of 
Spirits, for the Offices and Require- 
ments of Waking. 

Thus we may, in fhort, look upon 
the time of Watching as the time of 
wearing out, or the Deftruction of 
the animal Fabric; and: the time of 
Sleep, as that.in which it is repair’d 
and recruited; not only upon account 
of what we have juft mentioned con- 
cerning the nervous Liquor, but alfo 


with refpect to all other Parts, as well. 


fluid as folid.. For Aétion does ne- 
ceflarily, by degrees, impair the 
Springs and Organs; and in Motion 
fomething is continually abraded, and 
ftruck off from the diftraétile Fibres, 
which cannot otherwife, be reftored, 
than by their being at reft from Ten- 
fion. Befides that {uch a regular and 
fteady Courfe of the Blood, as has 
been obferved to be in Sleep, is by 
far more fit and proper for Nutrition, 
or an Appofition of Parts to the Vef- 
fels; which an uneven Hurry of it 
is more apt to tear off and wafh away. 

The Cafe being thus, it is very 
plain, that whatfoever can induce 
fuch a Difpofition of the Fluids and 
mufcular Parts of the Body, as we 
have defcribed, will cauie Sleepineds. 
And in like manner, when any thing 
interpofes and hinders this Compof- 
ednefs and ‘Tranquillity, the remov- 
ing the Impediment will be the cauf- 
ing of Sleep; inafmuch as this is on- 
ly seducing the animal Occonomy to 
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its-right State; in which, by natural 
Order, there mult, be a Succeffion of 
Sleeping and Waking. Thus it ap- 
pears how neceffarily continu’d Ex- 
ercifes caufe Sleep, fince .thefe ex- 
hauft the Juice of the Nerves; that 
is, both leffen its Influx into the Or- 
gans of Motion, and incline the Mind 
not to determine it any longer that 
way, upen the account of the Pain’ 
and Uneafinefs with which too vio~ 
lent a Tenfion of the Parts is always 
attended ; which therefore we muit 
defire to relax, or laf to reft. 

That Sleepinefs which follows up- 
on a Fulnefs of the, Stomach after 
eating or drinking, is owing toa dif- 
ferent Caufe; and does indeed fo 
nearly fall in with the Effects of O- 
piate Medicines, that it requires a 
particular Confideration. 

As Hunger, or the Emptinefs of 
the Stomach, isa painful Senfation ; 
fo the fatisfying or removing of this, 
is a pleafing and agreeable one. Now 
all Pain is a Stimulus upon the Part 
affected ; and this, we.all know, be- 
ing attended with Contraétions of 
the pain’d Membranes, caufes a great- 
er Afflux than ordinary of the ner- _ 
vous Juice that way. On the other 
hand, Pleafure, or a delightful Sen- 
fation in any Part, is accompany'’d 
with a {mooth Undulation, and eafy 
Reflux ofthe Liquor of the Nerves 
towards the Brain. This is, as it were, 


- the Entertainment of the Mind, with 


which being. taken up, it does not 
determine the Spirits to the Organs 
of Motion: That is, there is fucha 
Relaxation of the mufcular Fibres,and 
fuch a Difpofition of the nervous 
Fluid, as we have obferved to be ne- 
ceflary to Sleep. And this is the 
reafon of that C4i//ine/s in the Limbs, 
which. is commonly complain’d of 
after a good Meal... 

If it feems firange that a Pleafure 
in the Stomach fhould fo powerfully 
influence the Mind, let it be confi- 
der’d on the other hand, what sige 
ent 
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lent Effects an uneafy and difagreea- 
ble Senfation in the fame Parts produ- 
ces; what a terrible Agony two or 
three Grains of Crocus Metallorum 
throws the whole Fabric into; how 
readily the Fluid of the Nerves is 
with amore than ordinary Impetus 
determin’d and commanded into the 
Maufcles of the Stomach and Abdo- 
men, inorder to throw off the Ene- 
my, and remove the ‘ungrateful Sen- 
fation. 

Now the Confequences which are 
aferibed to a pleafing Senfe of this 
Part, are only juft the contrary of 
thefe which the oppofite Affection 
of Pain induces. And indeed, Plea- 
fure and Pain are two great Springs 
of Action in the Animal Oeconomy. 
The Changes they make in the Fa- 
bric, are the Caufes of many Effects 
which feem furprizing ;- becaufe we 
do not regard the Mechanifm by 
which they are produced: but thefe 
muft be more confiderable in the Sto- 
mach, than any where elfe; this Part 
bemg, for many wife Purpofes, of fo 
acute a Feeling, that fome Philofo- 
phers have, for this Reafon, thought 
it to be the Seat of the Soul. 

Befides thefe Confiderations, it 
may be taken notice, that the Sto- 
mach being diftended with Food, 
prefies upon the defcending ‘Trunk 
of the 4orta, and thus caufes a great- 
er Fulnefs of the Veflels in the upper 
Parts; whereupon the Brain is load- 
ed, or the Derivation of Spirits in- 
to the Nerves diminifhed ; upon” 
which Unactivity or Drowfinefs en- 
fues. From hence proceeds thofe 
Flufhings in the Face, Rednefs, &7c. 
after plentiful eating and drinking, 
moft vifible in thofe whofe Veffels 
are Jax and weak; as in exhautted 
and hettic Perfons they more efpe- 
cially are. ‘Thus we may, without 
the affiftance of the mew Chyle enter- 
ing into the Veffels, account for that 
inclination to Sleep, which follows 
upon a full Stomach; tho’ we muk

alfo allow the Diftenfion from this,’ 
to be a confiderable Caufe of the 
fame Effect. But this does not hap- 
pen immediately, nay fometimes per-’ 
haps not within two or three Hours, 
after eating ; and the fudden Drowfi- 
nefs muft (as well as the prefent Re- 
frefhment and Reviving which Meat 
gives) be chiefly owing to fome more 
{peedy Alteration. | 
-. Now to apply this more ftri€tly to 
the Contents of this Scion ; it may" 
be neceflary to confider yet more 
nearly the Effects of an Opiate or 
Narcotic; firft upon the Stomach, 
and afterwards when they have paff- 
ed the Prime Via, upon the artes 
rial Fluid itfelf. 
An agreeable Senfation produced 
in the Stomach, together with a Dif 
tenfion of its Membranes, has been 
already obferv’d to be the Caufe of 
that Sleepinefs, to which we are fo 
inclineable after eating. The one of 
thefe engages the Mind; the other 
aéts upon the Body. For Pleafure 
amufes the Soul as it were, fo that 
it does not think or exercife itfelf 
about any outward Objeéts; that is, 
it is inclined to Reit: and the Ful- 
nefs of the Veffels in the Brain checks 
and hinders, in fome meafure, the 
Derivation of the nervous Juice into 
the Organs. Now they who take a 
moderate Dofe of an Opiate, efpeci- 
ally if not long accuftom’d to it, are 
{o tranfported with the pleafing Senfe 
it induces, that they are, as they of- 
ten exprefs themfelves, in Heaven ; 
tho’ they do not always fleep; (which 
proceeds from the Prefentation of 
pleafing Images to the Mind being 


fo ftrong, that like Dreams they over- 


engage the Fancy, and {fo interrupt 
the State of Reft) yet they however 
enjoy fo perfeét an Indolence and 
Quiet, that no Happinefs in the 
World can furpafs the Charms of fa 

agreeable an Extafy. 
Thus we have from thefe Medi- 
eines, but in a far more eminent de- 
gree, 
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gree, all thofe Effeéts which were ob- 
ferv’d to follow upon that grateful 
Senfe in the Stomach, which a mo- 
derate Fulnefs produces. Forno Bo- 


_ dies are fo fit and able pleafingly to 
_affeét our fenfible Membranes, as 


thofe which confift of volatile Parts ;. 


whofe Aétivity is temper’d, and al- 
lay’d, by the Smoothnefs of fome 
which are lubricating and oily ; for 


' they lightly rarify the Juices of the 


Stomach, and caufe a pleafant Ti- 


_ tillation of its nervous Coat ; where- 


by there is induced an agreeable Ple- 


‘nitude, and the Mind is entertain’d 


light. 


with Ideas of Satisfaction and De- 
And thus we eafily fee upon 


~ what Mechani{m the other Virtues of 


Opiates depend: for their eafing 


_ Pains, checking Evacuations, €%c. 


proceed not only from the Mind’s 
being: taken up with a pleafing Senfe; 


whereby it is diverted from a difa- 


greeable one ; but all Pain being at- 


tended with a Contraction of the 


Part; the Relaxation of the Fibres, 
which they caufe, eludes and deftroys 
the Force of the Stimulus. 

In like manner, in immoderate. 
Secretions there is moft commonly an 


Irritation of the Organs; the Remo- 


val of which will abate the Dif 
charge. And herein lies the incraffat- 
ing Quality of thefe Medicines, in 
that the twitching Senfe upon the 
Membranes of the Lungs, Bowels, 
€%¢. being leffen’d, the fharp Hu- 
mour is fuffer’d to lodge there in a 
greater quantity, before it is fo trou- 
blefome as to be thrown off and ex- 
pell’d; it being all one as if there 
were no Irritation of the Part, if the 


_uneafy Senfe thereof be not regarded 


by the Mind. Thefe Effects will all 
be heighten’d by the Mixture of the 
Narcotic Particles with the Blood; 
which is hereupon rarify’d, and dif- 
tends its Veffels, efpecially thofe of 


the Brain; and this does ftill to a 


greater degree leffen the Influx of the 
nervous Fluid to the Parts, by pre{- 
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fing upon the Tzdu/#, or little Ca- 
nals, thro’ which it is derived. This 
is the reafon of that Difficulty of — 
Breathing, which they do fora time 
experience who take this kind of Me- 
dicines ; this Symptom being infepa- 
rable from the Rarifaction of the 
Blood in the Lungs. 

From hence it appears, that the 
Aétion of thefe Medicines, and parti- — 
cularly that of Opium, is very analo- 
gous to that of other volatile Spirits ; 
only that a {mall Portion of the fore 
mer, has a Force equal to that of a 
greater quantity of the latter. And 
this is very evident in thofe who ac- 
cuftom themfelves to take large Dofes’ 
of Opium, as the Turks and Perfians 
do, to fuch a degree, that it is no un= 
common thing there to eata Dram 
or twoata time; for the Effedts of 
it in them are no other than downright 
Drunkenne/s : wpon which account it 
is a common Saying with them, and 
on the fame Occafion, He has cat 
Opium; as with us, He has drank too 
much Wine. Neither indeed do they 
bear fuch large quantities of it other- 
wife than Tipplers will a great deal 
of Brandy; that is, by habituating 
themfelves to it by degrees; begin- 
ning with {mall Dofes, and requiring 
ftill more and more, to raife them- 


felves to the fame pitch. Juft as Ga- 


Jen tells of a Woman at Athens, who 
by a gradual Ufe had brought her 
{elf to take, without any hurt, acon- 
fiderable quantity of Hemlock : which 
Inftance is the more to our purpofe, 
becaule Nicolas Fontanus knew one, 
who being recover’d of the Plague, 
and wanting Sleep, did, with very 
good effect, eat Hemlock for fome ° 
time ; till falling ill again of a Fever, 
and having left off the Ufe of this 
Remedy, he endeavour’d to procure 
Reft by repeated Dofes of Opium, 
which (Nature having been accuf- 
toin’d to a ftronger Alterative) had 
no Operation, until the help of Hem- 

g lock 
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Jock was again eall’d in, with the de- 
fired Suecefs,.’ Ug 
It'is a fafficient Confirmation of 
all this Reafoning, that Pro/per Alpi- 
nus obferved among the Esyptians, 
thofe who had been accuftomed to 
Opium, and.-were faint and. languid 
for want of it, (as Drinkers are, if 
they have not their fpirituous Li- 
qutors) to be recover’d, and put into 
the fame ftate of Indolence and Pleéa. 
fare, by large Dofes of Cretic Wine, 
made hotter by the Infufion of Pep- 
_per, and the like flrong, Aromatics. 
~ Nor-is it perhaps amifs to remark, 
that in maniacal Perfons, as is fre- 
quently obferv’d, a quadruple Dofe 
of an Opiate will {carce produce any 
confiderable Effe&t. Now in Perfons 
fo affected, the Mind is deeply engag- 
ed, and taken up with fome Image 
or other, as Love, Anger, &c. fo that 
_ itis not to be eafily moved or divert- 
ed by thofe pleafing Reprefentations 


which it would attend to at another® 


time ; and upon which the Virtues of. 
thefe Medicines do in agreat meafure 

depend. Befides this, thofe who are 

maniacal, do to a wonder bear the In- 

juries of Cold, Hunger, é’¢. and have 
a prodigious degree of mufcular 

Force; which argues the Texture of ' 
their Blood to be very ftrong, and 

the Cohefion of its G/obules great 3 fo 

that the {pirituous Parts of an Opiate 

cannot make that Difanion and Rari- 

faction of this Fluid in them, which 

it does in ordinary Bodies and Con- 

ftitutions. | 

+ How far this Theory is improve- 

able into Praétice, all fuch are com- 

petent Judges, who have a true ac- 

quaintance with the Aninral Oecono- 

my. And becaufe many medicinal 

Simples under this Divifion, have of- 

ten Effects which are term’d de/ete- 


rious and poifonous, -infomuch as to’ 


kill,, and that very fuddenly ; it may 
be worth while to inform our felves, 
from the fame Inftru€tor who. has 
conducted us hitherto on this head, 


how fuch Inftruments a& in bring. 
ing about thofe fatal Confequences. 
For the moft gentle of this Tribe in 
an Over-Dofe, have the fame Effects 
as a Poifon; and prove equally de- 
ftructive. Opium in too great a 
quantity will inflame the Stomach, 
and rarify the Blood to fuch a de- 
gree, that the Veffels cannot again 
recover their Tone ;° whereupon A- 
poplectic Symptoms, &%¥¢, enfue. 
To be convine’d of this, Dr. Mead 
tells us, that he forced into the Sto- 
mach of a {mall Dog about half a 
Dram of crude Opium, diffolved in 
boiling Water. He quickly vomited 
it up with a great quantity of frothy 
Spittle; but repeating the T'rial, by 
holding up his Head and beating him, 
the Doétor made him fetain three or 
four Dofes, intermitting between 


each about a quarter of an Hour. 


When the Dog had thus taken, as 
near as he could guefs, about two 
Drams, he watch’d him an Hour; 
when he began to fleep, but prefent- 
ly ftarted up with Convulfions, fell 
into univerfal ‘Tremblings, his Head 
conitantly twitch’d and fhook, he 
breath’d fhort,and with labour; and at 
length loft entirely the ufe firft of his 
hinder Legs, and then of the fore 
ones; which were itiff and rigid like 
Sticks. As he lay fnorting, the Doc- 
tor, to haften his End, was giving 
him more of the Solution ; but on a 
fudden his Limbs grew limber, and 
he died. Upon opening his Stomach, 
it was found wonderfully diftended ; 
tho” empty of every thing but fome 
Water and Opium ; together with 


. fome Parcels of frothy Mucus {wim- 


ming in it; the infide-was as clean 
as it feraped, and wafh’d from all 
the Slime of the Glands; and fome 
Rednefs here and there, as ina be- 


ginning Inflammation: The Py/orus. 


was contracted ; the Blood-veffels of 
the Brain were very full; and he 
took out a large Grume of concret- 
ed Blood from the upper Part of “i

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by cutting into the Sinus Longitudi- 


_ galis, as is hot uncommon in Apo- 
| ple@ic Carcafes: but found no ex- 
 travafated Serum in the Ventricles, 
_ nor atnong any of the Membranes. 

_ _ And thus from the Effects of an 
"Over Dot of an Opiate, we may 
- conceive how many under this Clafs 
are fo powerful in their Narcotic 
Qualities, as to prove deadly in very 
- fmall quantities ; and are therefore 
‘not fafely admitted into Praétice. 
Some of them confift of fuch hot, 


acrid, and corrofive Parts, as by rari- 


fying the Juices of the Stomach, and 
wounding its nervous Membranes, 
are the Caufe-of all thofe Diforders 
_which immediately follow. For up-

on the Senfe of a violent Trritation’ 


and Pain, the Fluid of the Nerves is 
immediately in large quantities deter- 
_min’d to the Part affeled; and this, 
_ if the Stimulus is not over-great; will 
be only to fuch a degree as is fuffi- 
_ cient, by contracting the Fibres of 
the Stomach, and Mufcles of the 44- 
domen, to throw off the Caufe of the 


difagreeable Senfation: but the un- 


ealy ‘Twitching being too ftrong to 
be endured, the Mind, by a kind of 
 Surprize, does with hafte and Fury 
as it were, command the Spirits thi- 
ther. ‘hus the Bufinefs is over- 
done, and the Aétion of the Fibres 
becomes fo violent, that the Orifices 
of the Stomach are quite clofed; fo 
that inftead of difcharging the noxi- 
ous Matter, the Torment is made 
greater, and the whole Oeconomy put 
into confution, 
Child in Wepfer, which in fach an 
Agony made water to the height of 


five or fix Foot, with a furprizing’ 


Strength and Violence, is a Demon- 
{tration of this forcible Contraction of 
the Mulcles. Nor is it any wonder, 
if in thefe Circumftances all Senle be 
loft, and Blood gufh out at the Ears, 
Nottrils, &¢. the Parts being all torn 
and broke by the Violence of the 
Convulfions ; which tho’ they begin 
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in the Mufcles of the Belly, muit at 
laft prevail in the Members too, till 


-the whole Fabric is fhock’d and over- 


turn’d; and fome cétrofive Salts per- 


| haps getting into thé Blood, and by 


the Rarifaétion of it diftending the 
Veffels, the membranous Coats of 
them being already over-ftretch’d, 
will the more eafily give way, and 
let out their Fluid. 

~ And befides the irtitating faline 
Particles in the Compofition of fome 
of this kind, many of them abound 
with an extremely fetid and offenfive 
Sulphur 5 which ‘gives fuch a difa- 
greeable and uneafy Senfation to the 
Nerves, as fuffocates in a manner the 
Spirits, and deadens their Motions. 
But thofe who defire yet further Sa- 
tistfaétion concerning the Operations 
of thefe Parts of the Materia Medica, 
may turn to the learned Baccius de 
Venenis, and Dr. Medd’s Effays on 
Poifoas, from whence this has been 
principally tranfcribed, 


Folia; Herbs of, 

485. Cicut m, Hemlock. This 
Plant grows much like Parfley; and 
it is fo difficult to diftinguify them 
when young, that in all probability 
they have iometimes been gather’d 
and ‘fold together. For there have 
been many Inflances of Perfons, and 
fometimes whole Families, being 
fuddenly takenill; {0 as to occafion 
fufpicion of Poifon, when they had 
reaion to fufpeétit in the Parfley, by 
having eat {tuff’d Beef, as is common, 
or fome other Food where that had 
been ufed. Jt has fo much the Dif- 
repute of being poifonous, that it is 
never taken inwardly ; unlefs by fuch 
accidental Mittakes as above-mention- 
ed; but I never heard of an Inftancé 
where it has prov’d deadly, tho’ ma- 
ny aré fo caught with it. It firit. 
atfe€ts Perfons with a Giddinels of 
the Head, and Dimnefs of Sight; 
and afterwards operates violently by 
Vomit and Stool, Fat Broths and 

ae 6 oily 
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oily foftning Liquors are good in fuch 
Accidents, to defend the Stomach 
and Bowels againft its Vellications. 
After its Fury is over, which lafts 
not long, it fometimes leaves, a Dofi- 
nefs or Heavinels to Sleep; and goes 
off without any further Mifchief. 
The Ocnanthe, which Wepfer de- 
{cribes under the Name of Cicuta A- 
‘gyatica, Dr. Mead thinks to be very 
probably the Poifon which was ufed 
{o much of old; efpecially at Athens, 
for killing Malefaétors: But the com- 
mon Hemlock, he fays, is not by 
much fo malignant. £¢mu//er men- 
tions a Perfon who took the Root 
inwardly, to the quantity ofa Dram; 
which cured him of a /chirrous Liver 
and Spleen ; and recommends us for 
further Knowledge of its Properties, 
to Kircher, Simon Pauli, and Amatus 
Lufitanus. But we have butan in- 
different warrant for fuch Praétice ; 
and as antiently as Diofcorides, it 
ftands rejeCted from all inward Ufe, 
for its poifonous Qualities. How- 
ever, it is by many in efteem exter- 
nally, for the Spleen and Hypochon- 
adriac Inflations. Its Juice 1s boil’d 
up with Gums, and fuch convenient 
Ingredients, as are neceflary for the 
Form of an Emplafter. Our Col- 
Jege has one which bears its Name, 
and is pretty much pretcrib’d in the 
above-mention’d Cafe; as likewife to 
difcufs hard, flatulent, or cold Tu- 
mours, in other Parts. 

, 486. Mannracora, Mapr- 
drake; diftinguifhedmFrudu rotund 
by C. Bauhine. This is of a ftrong 
Narcotic Quality, and is mention’d 
in fome antient Writers as convenient 

‘to be given before an Amputation, 
to deaden the Senfe of Pain by jtupi- 
fying the Patient ; but modern Prac- 
tice owns it not for any fuch ufe. It 
is reckon’d cooling in external Ap- 
plications, and therefore commended 
in Inflammations of the Eyes, orany 
Eryfipelas 3 upon which foot it ftands 
in the Unguentum Populneum of the 
Shops in prefent Ufe. | 


487. NicoTirana, Tobacco. 
See the preceding Clafs. Common 
Experience manifefts, upon the firft 
Ufe of this, its Narcotic Properties = 
and altho’ it be only fmoak’d accord- 
ing to ufual Cuftom, or chew’d, as 
fome take it, or adminifter’d in Suuff> 
it has always the fame Effect: But 
upon long Prattice, like many other 
things of this kind, it grows lefs per- 
ceivable im fuch Qualities; and with 
fome feems to have no Influence at 
all, Its inward Ufe is no way prac- 
tis'd, but amongft fome poor People 
for Cheapnefs fake, asa Vomit; un- 
Jefs in thofe unnatural Ways which In- 
vention has found out, of {moaking, 
chewing, or taking it in Snuff. [But 
the College Di/penfatory of Edinburgh 
hasaSyrup made with it, under the 
Name of Sytupus é@ Peto, five Ni- 
cotiana. | 

488. Souvant, Nightfade. OF 
this there are various kinds defcribed 
by Botanifts; the chief of which are 
the Sclanum Lignofum, the fame as 
Dulcamara, or Amara Dulcis, Bit- 
ter-{weet; and the Pomiferum — 
frutia rotund firiato molli, of Calfp. - 
Baubine; or Mala aurea odore feetide 
quibufdam Lycoperficon, of F. Bau- 
hines Love-Apples. But the ——~ 
Fulgare of Parkinfon is the only of.- 
ficinal kind ; which is reckoned ve- 
ry cooling; infomuch as not to be 
fafe in inward Ufe; being deadly in 
its Confequences. * Some Authors 
commend its -external Application 
to the Temples, againft the Head- 
ach, and in Inflammations of the 
Eyes; and to the Feet, in burning 
Fevers: but it is little ufed now

489. STRAMMONEI, Thorn- 
Apple, is the Solanum fretidum pome 
Spinofo oblongo, of C. Baubine. It

490. PaPavERisERRATI- 
ci, Wild Poppies; is the potas of 
Diofcorides, Theophrafius, and Pliny ; 
and the Rh@as of Gerhard; and the 
Erraticum rubrum campeffre of F. 
Bauhine the Coruz Rofe. 'The Flow- 
ers blow in Fune,and have a fetid 
faint Scent ; but make a Syrwp pleafant- 


_ enough, which is much ufed in the 


Shops. ‘They are gently Anodyne 
and Narcotic; fo that they are given 
fafely to. young Children ; two 
Drams to half an Ounce of the Sy- 
rup in a Dofe very moderately inclin- 


| ing to Sleep; and alfo promoting a 


Diaphorefis. ‘There is an Infufion 
made of them in a low Spirit, in fome 
Shops; which being dulcify’d and 
~warm’d with a few proper Aroma- 
tics, makes a very toothfome Dram ; 
and is much ufed by fome with good 
fuccefs, under the Title of Agua Papa- 


_ wveris rubra, in colic Pains and Flatu- 


Jencies at the Stomach. And thefe 
are the principal Ingredient in many 


. of thofe Waters, which are fold in 


the Diftillers Shops, by the name of 
Colic Waters ; and anfwer their End 
in giving prefent Eafe, by their fo- 
porific Properties. This Quality does 
not reftrain fomewhat which is de- 
tergent in their Compofition; for 
they help Expeétoration, and are 
food in many Diftempers of the 
reaft ; more particularly the Pleuri- 
Js inwhich fome will have them to 
be a Specific, efpecially Van Helmont. 
The fimple Syrup which is common- 
ly made with them, has a beautiful 
red Colour ; and isnot only a good 
Sweetner of Alexipharmic Fuleps ; 
but makes them pleafant both to the 
Eye and Palate. | 
491.PaARALYSEOS, Cow/flips, 
are the Primula veris major ot Ger- 


fard; and the Verbafculum pratenfe 
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odoratum, of Herman and C. Baubine- 
The Flowers are commonly enough 
known, and reckon’d of the fame 
Virtues as the former; but ina lefs 
degree. They are very little in ufe, 
but for a Syrup, a fimple Water, and 
a Conferve. ‘The Syrup is well e- 
nough to fweeten Juleps for Chil- 
dren; but is not fo effectual in any 
refpect, as to deferve an Affignment 
of its Dofe; there being no fear of 
Error in Quantity, The Water is 
good for nothing; and the Con/erve 
for little elfe than to give a conveni- 
ent Confiftence and Bulk to Electua- 
ries or Boles, amongft Ingredients 
of more Efficacy. 


FruGus, Fruits: 

492. Nux Vomrica, @d. This 
is the Fruit of the Solanum arboref- 
cens Indicum, according to Breyne- 
rus; the Wood of which is the Lig- 
num Colubrinum. Its principal Ufe 
is to do Mifchief with, by killing 
Dogs or Cats. It has all the Opera- 
tions of a violent Poifon. The Se- 
mina Hyofcyami, Cocculé Indice, and 
Staphidis agria, are all fo much of 
the fame nature, that we have for- 
bore to give them diftinét places. 
They are commended for deftroying 
fuch Vermine as are apt to breed in 
uncleanly People. Riverius prefcribes 
the Coccule in a Cataplafm, againft 
the Gout. Some Poachers have 
learnt a Trick of making thefe up in- 
toa Pafte, to intoxicate Fith with; fo 
that they may be taken out of the 
Water with one’s Hand. And this 
appears to have been an old Practice s 
as we find them for this reafon in. 
fome Authors diftinguifhed by the 
name of Bacce Piftatorie. 

“493. CapiTaPAPAVERIS 
Atst, White Poppy Heads. ‘Thefe 
are cultivated in Gardens ; and con- 
tain a great deal of a Juice, which may 
be extracted into an Opium’ being 
of the fame Virtues. [But mot /o 
Prong as the Tarkuh Opium 3 whence 
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tt requires to be given in adguble Dofe. 
See the next Article but one, viz. 
Meconium, Of the/e the Syrupus 
de Meconio és mow made] 

494. Capita Papaveris 
Nicrui, Black Poppy Heads. Thefe 
grow not as the former; but wild 
amongft the Corn; and are reckon’d 


ftronger. Thefe were formerly an 


Ingredient in the Syrupys de Meconia. 


They are fo Narcotic, that their Scent - 


will even affeét Perfons with Droufi- 


nels. Of this I once knew an odd In- 
ilance: A whole Family infenfibly fell 


into fuch an Inclination to Sleep and 
Heavineis, as for twoor three Days to 
be fearce able to keep awake; until 


at length imagining the Caufe to be 


fom a great many green Poppies 
which were hung almoft in all the 


Rooms to dry, the Poppies were re-. 


mov'd,. and the Lethargy wore off.

495. Meconium, Jd. Thisis 


the Extract of our Englifh Poppies, 
and has all the Virtues of the Fo- 
reign Opium; but in fomewhat a 
lower degree.” 

496. Oprum, Jd. This is the 
infpiffated Juice of the Yurky Pop-

pies; and very much in the acquain- 
tance of all concern’d in Medicine. 
This Drug is of fo great Confe- 
quénee, that there is no following 
the Notions‘of all Authors concern- 
ing it; many T'reatiies having been 
wrote profefledly about it. The mott 
worth the Reader’s while to confult, 
is Hartman. Some have been fear- 
ful in meddling with it; but others 
again are very bold in its Ufe. Pye 
terus extols it prodigioufly ; and Sy/- 
vius ufed to fay, if it was not for 
Opium, he would not praétife. Its 
moft difficult Ufe is in Deliriums; 
which fometimes it does mighty Ser- 
vice in, and fometimes much Mit- 
chief. Van Helmont forbids it at fuch 
times ; but fo much Skill in a Phyfi- 
clan is required in this Cafe, that 
the room we have here for Hints 
only, cannot teach any Perfon its 
Ufe, who is not fo qualify’d. What 
concerns its Principles and Prepara- 
tions, we fhall be as large upon as. 
poffible in the latter end of this Part. 
For further Acquaintance herewith, 
Jet the Reader confult Dr. Mead’s

"HE SE areas little regarded in 
_ Medicine as any Clals of Siz- 
pless being of flight Efficacy, and 
us’d for no important Intention ; and 
feldom prefcrib’d any otherwife than 


as Palliatives, or to mitigate the un- 


eafy Senfation of fome particular 
Symptoms, more than to cure the 
Difeafe whence they arife. 

All of this Rank may be confider’d 
under the two following Divifions : 
The firft are fuch as immediately pro- 
duce a prefent Senfe of Cold. Thefe 


are chiefly Fraits-and Acid Fuices ; 
and are moft commonly order’d to 
cool the Mouth and Stomach, and 
allay that extreme Thirft, which ° 
an inflammatory Fever is apt to occa- 
fion. What comes under this Inten- 
tion, feldom has any further Effeét, 
than giving a grateful Senfation to 
thofe Parts, (which were before un- 
eafy with Heat and Drought) unlefs 
they are taken down in large Quanti- 
ties; and then they may, from a 
fudden Chilnefs, make {uch an Alte- 
ration:

ration in the Pulfation of the Fibres, 
as will fhock the whole Conftitution. 
And this isin Effect fo much in the 
Experience of every Body from fuch 


things one time or another, that it 


needs no large Explications; only 
thefe two Confequences are moft like- 
‘Jy.to happens viz. fuch conyulfive 
Contraétions of the Veffels may éi- 
ther obftru@ their Contents, and 
thence caufe Stitches and Inflamma- 
tions; or may fo fuddenly retard the 
circulating]uices, as will difpofe them 
to undue Cohefions and Confiften- 
cles. ive 

The other kind of Coolers are fuch, 
as by their Vifcidity are difpos’d to 
communicate the fame Quality to the 
Animal Fluids, with which they are 
mixed. Thefe can be prefcribed in 
no falutary Intention, unlefs to check 
the inordinate Celerity of the Blood, 
which arifes from a Debauch with 
{piritaous Eiquors; or to give a 
thicker Confiftence to that of heétic 
Conftitutions; whereby it may be 
reftrain’d from flowing too faft. But 
in both Cafes there is a great deal of 


-hazard from the fame Means; be- 


caufe the Diminution of the Blood’s 
Velocity cannot fo exaétly be re- 
ftrain’d, but it may be carried too 
far, and prove too great: Whereup- 
on fuch Subitances, for want of due 
Motion from Circulation, will fall 
into one which is fermentative; and 
{o by allaying one Heat, raife another 
of much worfe Confequence. Thro’ 
this Error, Coolers .in the Hands of 
injudiciousPerfons, frequently change 
fimple Inflammatory Fevers, which 
would perhaps foon go off by a cri- 
tical Diaphorefis, into putrid and ma- 
lignant ones, which often terminate 
in Death. . 


Folia, Herbs or Leaves of, 
497.AcET03sm@, Sorre/s called 
alfo Oxalis. It is diltinguifhed into 
e~ Pratenfis, and— Vulgaris folio 
longo, by the Baybines, It grows in 
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Meadows and Pafture-Grounds, as 
well as. by Culture in Gardens, and 
flowers in May. It is well known in 
our common. Sal/eds 3. and is little 
otherwifeus’d. Itis acid, and grate- 
ful to the Stomach, quenches Thirft, 
allays the Heat of Choler; and, as 
Schroder, with many others, fays, 
refifis Putrefaction; and is of great 
ufe in Peftilential Fevers. Buta 
better Theory, and Experience now_ 
renounces fuch Praétice, and con- 
vinces us that fuch things by retard- 
ing and chilling the Juices too much, 
give them an Opportunity of ferment- | 
ing, and running into Corruption 
and Putrefaction. It is a grateful 
and falutary Ingredient in a Summer 
Sallad, if eat in Moderation: But it is 
little taken notice of in medicinal Pre- 
{cription. 

498. Acni Casti, Agnus 
Caffus, the Chaffe-Trees called alfo 
Vitex by Gerhard, and fome others 3 
and diftinguifhed —— Fuliis angufti- 
oribus, canabis modo difpofitis, by 
C. Baubine: and Agnus folio non fer- 
rato, by F. Baubine. This has got 
a Name for a Cooler, and particular- 
ly of the genital Parts, fo as to have 
been preferib’d to allay thofe inordi- 
nate Emotions and Defires, which 
arife from Seminal Turgefcency: 
for which Intentions many Authors 
have Compofitions, wherein this is 
a principal Ingredient ;, and from 
whence they take their Names. But 
they are not now in any efteem, or 
{carce ever made or us’d in the Shops. 

499: ALSINES, called alfoM o r- 
sus GALLINA, Chickweed, or 
Hen-Bit. ‘There are many forts of 
it defcribed by Botanic Writers 5 
but the /fine Media, the middle 
kind, of C, Baubine, is the Chick- 
It grows in 
Gardens, and almoft all manured 
Grounds, It comes out in the 
Winter, and flowers until Mid/um- 
mer. The whole is in ule, and is 
accounted a Cooler, much of the 

4 fame 
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fame Virtues as Pellitory of the 
Wall; but it is now rarely ufed in 
Medicine. 

500. ANCHUsS a», AVhanet. 
Some make this a Species of the Bug- 
Jofs, and afcribe to it the fame Vir- 
tues ; particularly of its being mode- 
rately cooling, Butit is very feldom 
ufed in Compofitions. [its princi- 
pal Uje is to tinge Oil and un@uous 
Matters of a red Colour 3 as it does 
very beautifully, by warm Infufion. 
Hence fome tinge the Lucatellus’s 
Balfam with it.] 

501, Crew OR B41, Succory, is 
diftinguifhed by Botanifts into a Gar- 
den, and a wild fort; but they dif- 
fer not. This Plant has generally 
pafs’d for a Cooler; but Schroder, 
and after him Mr. Ray, from its 
Bitternefs, pronounce it rather on 
the contrary fide, and will have it to 
be a good Detergent; and upon that 
foot, of fervice in all Obftrudions of 
the Vifeera, and particularly of the 
Liver; which makes it in their ac- 
count,an excellent Hepatic :and indeed 
in this View itis regarded in thofe 
Shop-Compofitions where it is con- 
cern’d. Almoft all Authors extolling 
it in Cafes proceeding from a Redun- 
dance of Cho/er, may have occafion’d 
it to pafs for a Refrigerant. Et- 
muller greatly commends the Syrupus 
de Cichoreo cum Rbabarbaro,which the 
College yet retain in their Difpenfa- 
tory, for Children. Panciro/us much 
commends this Herb in all Intempe- 
ratures of the Vifcera; and Spigelius 
mentions it as an Aptiartbritic. In 
extemporaneous Prefcription we {el- 
dom meet with it, unlefS ina few 
medicated Ales. 


502. Cuscut a, Dodder. This’ 


grows out of, or fo clofely adheres.to 
{ome Plants, (from whence itis rec+ 
kon’d to have its Nourifhment) that 
fome have difgrac’d it with the names 
of Herba inferni, and Diaboli inteftina. 
i.e. Hell-weed and Devils-guts. Some 
Queftion whether it be properly a 


‘Plant, or rather an Excrefcence of 
another. It is fomewhat Aperitive ; 


and therefore reckoned amongft He- 
patics, and other Deterfives. Hoff- 
man obferves all Plants of the like 
manner and Produétion to be, of 
the fame Virtues. And fome fuppofe 
it to derive thofe Properties from the 
Signature which is taken from its 
fhape. It isnow hardly ever met with 
in any kind of Compofition, either 
officinal or extemporaneous; altho” 
taken notice of by moft Difpenfatory 
Writers. | ‘ 

503. Envivia, Endive. This 
flowers in Fly and Auguft. It is 
very much like the Succory ; and pre- 
{crib’d for all the fame Intentions ; 
but reckon’d rather more cooling. 

504. Luyuta, Wood-forrel. 
This 1s alfo called Acetofella; Trifo- 
liuni acetofum vulgare by C. Baubine 
and Parkinfon : Oxys alba by Gerhard, 
and Trifolium acidum ae alba &F 
parpuracente,by F. Baubine. It grows 
in Woods and fhady Places ; and‘flow- 
ers in April and the beginning of 
May.  Itis reckon’d much of the na- 
ture of common Sorre/; but it is not 
quite fo fharp ; and it feems fomewhat 
more of the Balfamic kind. It has 
pafs’d with many for a Cordial from 
its Signature, its Leaf refembling a 
Heart; but fuch Conceits are not 
now regarded. ‘The Syrup which is 
made of it in the Shops is very plea- 
fants and a good Sweetner of Fuleps 
and Apozems prefcrib’d as Cleanfers. 
Its Conferve alfo is much ufed in E- 
lectuaries, and. to mix Alexipharmic 
Species into the Form and Confiftence

505. Lens Parustreres, 
Duck-meat called alfo Lens Aquatica. 


It grows upon Ponds. and:ftagnant » 


Waters; and by fome, particularly 
Mathiolus, it is recommended to cool 
Inflammations ;:but the prefent Prac: 

tice takes noNotice.of ites~ 
5060. Popwuwt,, Paplar. The 
Leaves of this. Tree-are ufed for the 
Ornk- 
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Ointment in the Shops,which borrows 
its Name of Popu/neum from it, they 
are accounted cooling in that Compo- 
fition : but they are of no other Ufe. 

507. PORTULACA, Purflain. 
This flowers in Fume. It is very lit- 
tle ufed befides in Sallads; tho’ for- 
merly it ftood recommended for a 
great aflwager of choleric Heat. It is 
alfo accounted good in the Scurvy, 
and all cutaneous Eruptions. 
- 508. Lactruca, Lettuce. This 
is alfo much more ufed in Sallads than 
in Medicines ; and is found fufficient- 
ly in the Gardens. It is reckon’d 
pretty much of the Nature of Suc- 
cory; but more cooling; whereby 
it inclines to fleep: Upon which ac- 
count it procures eafe in Pains; both 
taken inwardly, and externally ap- 
ply’d. . Schroder fays it affords great 
Nourifhment, and. much _ increafes 
Milk in the Breafts of fuch as give 
Suck; as likewife that it cools the 
Urine; and upon that account does 
Service in Gonorrhaa’s. 
-» 609. Saticis, Willow. There 
are feveral kinds of this ; but none of 
them have any Credit in the prefent 
Pharmacy ; however it comes about 
that the College have given it a place 
jn their new Catalogue. 

s10. Sev, Houfe-Leek. This 
flands commended, by fome Wri- 
ters, as a convenient Cooler in Fe- 
vers; but the prefent Practice knows 
it not in any {uch Intention. It is ufed 
in the Populneum ; and in fome other 
outward Applications for Burns and 
Inflammations. © 

srr. SoncniLavts, Smooth 
Sow-Thiftle. There is alfo a Sonchus 
Afper, the Prickly Sow-Thiftle: but 
neither of them are of any ufe in Me- 
dicine ; and therefore deferve no far- 
ther Defcription or Notice. = 

512. SPINACHIA, Spinage. 
This is well enough known in Food ; 
but has nothing to do in Medicine, 
except in counterfeiting the Colours 
ef fome things of Value. [4s parti- 
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cularly giving to Gafcoign’s Powder, 
the fame Colour as is given by Bezoar.} 

513. ARAXACI, Dandeli- 
on. ‘This is much like the Ezxdive 
and Succory; tho’ fomewhat more 
cooling. It flowers in 4pri/ and 
May. . It abfterges, opens, and is a 
good Hepatic. Etmuller fays it is 
not a defpicable Medicine in Pleuri- 
fies, and other Obitruétions from gru- 
mous Blood. It is alfo accounted 
outwardly a good Abfterger, and 
Cleanfer of foul Ulcers, Some have 
foolifh Superftitions in gathering its 
Root, and wearing it as an Amulet 
againft fome Diftempers of the Eyes ; 
and alfo againit Tertian Agues. 

514. UmMBriLicrMuRattis, 
Wall Navel-Wort. 'Thisis not known 
of late in Medicine, except in the 
Populneum ; and is the true and only 
fort which ought to be in that Com- 
pofition; the other, Umbilicus Ve- 
neris, being of a contrary Quality : 
Altho’, as the Ingredients for that 
Ointment are generally difpers’d in 
the Markets and Phyfic- Gardens ; 
the rough fort is put for both, that 
being in moft plenty, and few being 
curious enough to diftinguifh one 
from the other. 

515. SEMINACANNABIS, 
Hemp-Seed. 'This is very rarely met 
with in ufe, They are faid to have 
the fame Virtues as the Agnus Caftus 5 
and to abate Venereal Defires. Some 
commend them alfo in the Faundice 3 
but not hitherto with Authority e- 
nough to bring them into Prefcrip- 
tions of any kind. .

516. AGREST.#, unripe Wild 
Grapes. The Juice of thele is the 
Omphacinum of the Antients; as 
their Oleum Omphacinum was the 
exprefied Oil from unripe Olives. 
They ufed to expofe the Grapes to 
the Sun fome Days, and then prefs 
out their Juice into large Vats; and 
in the time of Déo/corides they a 

i ma air -} 
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let it ftand open in them, expofed to 
the Sun, till moft of the Humidity 
was exhaled, and the Remainder in- 
fpiffated into a Rod; a Form much 
ufed amongft the Antients. ‘This is 
reckoned a Cooler; but hath little or 
no place in our prefent Pharmacy.

Les. : 
518 Lrmonum, Lemons. 
19. C17 R1, Citrons. Thefe are 
well enough known to all People: 
They very much agree in their me- 
dicinal Virtues; only #he Lemons 
are fomewhat the fharpeft and mott 
efficacious. Their Juices are won- 
-derfully grateful to the Stomach ; and 
very proper to allay Drought in Fe- 
vers, and any Diforders attended 
- With that Symptom, where common 
Drinks are not proper; and particu- 
Jarly in Diarrhbeas. They. are very 
good to take Naw/eas from the Sto- 
mach; and ftop Vomiting, which 
proceeds from a Redundance of Cho- 
fer. “Lhe Lemon-Juice wonderfully 
aftringes and hardens the Fibres in the 
Stomach 3 which makes it greatly af- 
fifting in Digeflion: and there is 
hardly any one thing, which better 
enables it to retain its Food without 
Regurgitation, after hearty eating. 
§z0. CUCUMERUM, Cucum- 

bers. Thefe are fufficiently known 
in Food, both Raw and in Pick. 
They are. very cooling and vifcid ; 
and therefore apt to difpofe the Blood 
to putrid Fermentations ; infomuch, 
that it is to be fear’d thefe have no 
{mall fhare in occafioning tho ugly 
Fevers which appear at the latter end 
of the Year, and are often of a malig- 
nant kind, ‘They do well therefore, 
who drefs them with a good quantity 
of Vinegar and Pepper; for as the 
former helps to keep up the\due Ten- 


fity and Contraétion of the Solids ;' 


the other prefetves the proper Flui- 
dity of the Juices, and prevents them 
from running into morbid Cohefions. 
They are likewife pretty well fecured 


againft the'abovemention’d Mifchiefs 
by Pickling, with the like Ingredi- 
ents. ‘They are of little or no ufe in 
any officinal Compofitions, or occa= 
fional Prefcriptions; only as their 
Seeds are fometimes in Emulfions) 
and ftand the firft amongft the four 
greater told Seeds. | coe 
-g2t. Cucursita, Gourd. 
This Fruit feems to be of ‘the fame~ 
Species with the former ; and grows 
in the fame manner, but larger. Ie 
is of no ufe in Medicine, unlefs for 
the Seeds, ‘which are alfo of the four 


greater cold ones. : 


522:GRossuLaRiIR, Goofe- 
berries. ~ Thefe are by all known to 
be a grateful cooling Fruit, and very 
wholefome, if eat in moderation. 
There is a great deal of difference be+ 
tween what they are when grees, at 
which time they are ufed for baking, 
€c, and when ripe enough to eat as 
they come from the Tree: The for- 
mer are much more acid, cooliig, 
and aftringent; and the latter more 
inclining to Vifcidity, likelier to pro- 
duce Diforders, and what the com: 
mon People call Surfeits. There is 
a fine pleafant Wine which many 
make of this Fruit, little inferior to 
fome foreign Wines. Hott na 
523-- Matt ARMENIACA, 
Apricocks. 'Thisis a fine Fruit, and 
if not too ripe, or too mellow, as 
it is ufually called, agreeably aftrin- 
ges and ftrengthens the Stomtach. © 
524. Mati Persica, Peas 
ches. This is much of the nature 
with the former, but hardly fo re- 
firingent. / Of the fame kind is’ alfo 
the Nectarine, a Fruit now much 
known in our Gardens. “wis 
525. Matorum HorTen- 
stum omnium, all Orchard Apples. 
Thefe generally agree in the common 
Property of cooling and aflwaging 
Thirtt ; tho’ they fomewhat differ in 
degree, as they are more or lefs acid 
or auflere. ‘Thofe are moft whole- 
fome,. which moft abound with yin

laft Property ; becaufe that maintains 
the due Tenfity of the Fibres; and 
prevents their corrupting with the 
animal Juices. Thefe make a very 
good Part of our Food in the Sum- 
mer time, when the Heat evaporates 
fo much of the animal Moifture, as 
would be infupportable to the Con- 
ftitution, were it not frequently re- 
frefhed with the grateful Senfations 
which fuch Coolers produce, 

526. Mati SyLvesTRis, 
Crabs: 'Thefe are fo extremely four, 
and reftringent upon the Palate, as 
not to be eaten raw; they are there- 
fore ufed only for their expreffed 
Juice, which ferves in fome Coun- 
tries inflead of Vinegar, and is much 
of the fame Virtue. It is fold by the 
Name of Verjuice ; and makes, in 
many cafes, a very good Gargarifm. 


527.MEeEvones, Melons, Thee 


differ not much from the Cucumber, 
either in Property or manner of Pro- 
duction ; only as they are a larger 
Fruit, and fomewhat more delicate. 
The Seeds alfo are another of the 
Sour greater cold Seeds. 

528. Mort, Mulberries. Thefe 
afford a grateful auftere Juice, and are 
uled pretty much in the Shops for 
the Syrup which is made of them, 
and bears their Name. It both cools

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and aftringes the Stomach ; and is of- 
ten an Ingredient in Gargarifms, for 


its deterfive Roughnefs, Ifthe Fruit 


hangs until it is too mellow, it grows 
more flimy, and isnot fo good. 
529. OLivea, Olives. Thele 
are not the Produce of our own Coun- 
try ; but come to us in Pickle, chief- 
ly in Salt Water. They are very 
oily and {mooth ; and are therefore 
not fo good for the Stomach ; being 
apt to pall and relax it too much, as 
moft things of the like Properties ge- 
nerally do. It is from the fame Fruit 
we have the O7/ of Olives, fo much 
in ufe ; the Virtues of which we fhall 
confider in the thirteenth Sed#ion. 
530.Ripesi a, Currants. Thefe 
are of many forts; but the red and 
white only are in ufe; unlefs for fome 
very fingular Purpofes. For the 
black, and chiefly the Leaves upon 
firit coming out, are ufed by fome to 
flavour Englifp Spirits, and counter- 
feit French Brandy, The red and 
white are very tioeat | acid, and 
accounted as wholefome Fruit as any 
we have of our own Growth. They 
greatly affwage Drought, cool and 
fortify the Stomach, and help Di- 
geftion.. They may indeed be eat. 
in too great quantities; otherwife no 
harm can be received from them.

TO underftand rightly the Ope- 


ration of fuch Simples as will occur 
under this Head, it may be necef- 
fary to obferve, that by Repelling is 
meant thofe Means which prevent 
fuch an Afflux of a Fluid to any par- 
ticular Part, as would raife it into a 
Tumour : But to know how this may 
be effected, it will be convenient to 
attend to the feveral Caufes which 
can produce a Swelling, or force out 
of the Veffels any of their Auid Con- 
tents by fome unnatural Difcharge. 
All Tumours have neceffarily one 
of thefe in their Caufe; either an In- 
ereafe in the Velocity or Quantity of 
the Fluids; or a Weaknefs in fome 
particular Part ; and fometimes both 
concur. An Increafe in the Veloci- 
ty of the Fluids makes them more 
forcibly puth againft, and diftend all 
the Parts in their Circuit: if there- 
fore any Part be unequally preffed, or 
relax’d, by external Injuries, that 
will be more elevated than any other ; 
and for want of equal Refiftance with 
the reft of the Body, will at length 


receive fuch a quantity of Fluid, as 


will raife it intoa Tumour; elpeci- 
ally if any of its Veffels be obftrué- 
ed: Becaufe the Protrufion of freth 
Matter @ tergo will continue to add 
thereto, until the Part is upon the 
utmoft ftretch, and can hold no more. 
In this cafe all thofe means are {aid 
to be repellent, which’ check the 
growth of the Tumour ; and affitt the 


refluent Blood in taking up the ob- | 


firucted Matter, and wafhin g it again 
into the common Stream. ‘I‘his In- 
tention is chiefly favour’d by Evacu- 
ation and Revulfion; for whatfoever 
feffens the quantity of the Fluid, will 
diminifh the Farce upon the tume.

Of Repellents, 


Now a Medicine comes to be a 
Repellent in this cafe, by confifting of 


fuch fubtile Parts, as may tranfmit — 


fome of them thro’ the Pores,and help 
to render the obftruéted Matter more 
fluid; fo that it becomes the more 
eafy to be loofen’d and fall again into 
the circulating Current. But in this 
cafe there isa hazard of fuch ‘things 
likewife putting the obftru@ed Hu- 
mour into a Ferment; whereby it 
fooner turns into Pys, and then they 
come under the Denomination of Sup- 
puratives or Ripeners. What there- 
fore, in the moft ftri&t Senfe, is to be 
reputed a Repeller, is that which a- 
ftringes and itrengthens the Part, fo 
as to make it refift fuch Lodgments. 
Thefe are fuch, whole Virtues refide 
in their Coldnefs, and drying Proper- 
ties. But there are fo very few In- 


ftances wherein Bandage is not better 


than fuch Application, that very lit- 


tle comes to be ufed for that purpofe,’ 


In Hemorrhages and Ouzings out of 
Serum, fo as to deform the Skin, Siz- 


ples of this nature moftly take place; 


which anfwer their Ends by aftring- 
ing the Fibres; whence thofe Aper- 
tures are {o clos’d, as not afterwards 
to admit thro’ them any fuch Fluid.

_ Difcharge upon laying open the’Part 
by a Cauftic ot Incifion. Now in 
many Inftances, as the Matter by this 
means rarifies and grows more fluid,:

a great deal of Mifchief; or by mak- 
ing it. take up more room upon its 
Rarifaétion, occafions it more to dif-

for if we may judge of the Nature of 
this, from that of the Bird of which 
it is the Produce, (which by the 
way is no ill Rule) it certainly con- 
fifts of fubtile hot Parts, which open 
the Pores where it is apply’d; and 
by rarifying and expanding them, 
occafions a greater Flux of Fluid that’ 
way.

‘This feems to be of a hot pe- 
netrating Nature; and is experienc’d 
to do good in Ery/ipelatous Swel- 
lings: which it feems to do, by dif- 
cuffing the beginning Obftructions in 
the Capillaries, and breathing them 
away by Tranfpiration. Itis ufed 
in the Form of a Catapla/m, with 
the Mixture of enough of fome un@u- 
ous Matter to prevent its hardening 
upon the Part. And here it may not 
be amifs to take notice of the diffe- 
rence between allaying an Inflamma- 
tion by Coolers, and curing of them 
by Tranfpiration with things of this 
kind. ‘The former rather pailiate 
than cure; and feem to give only a 
more agreeable Senfation to the Part, 
by affwaging, for the prefent, the 
troublefome one of Heat; in which 
there is often danger of fixing either 
the Humours more obftinately upon 
the Part affected, or fending them 
back into the common Mafs; both 
which may be attended with bad 
Confequences: whereas the latter 
way difcharges, in a little time, the 
offending Humours, not only from 
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the Part affected, but from the whole 
Body. This Cataplafm is highly

Humours, they occafion fuch a De- 
rivation to the Part fuck’d, as to 
raife great Swellings, and fometimes 
an Ery/ipelas.

554. Metritrorus, Melilot.

count; proving fo only by relaxing 
the tumefy’d Part; and. thereby giv- 
ing more room for the inclofed Hu- 
mours to expand and rarify; upon 
which they fooner come to Matura- 
tion.

acceptable to acquaint the Reader, 
that our New England Traders have 
found out ways to imitate, or come 
up very near to the fineft Turpen- 
tines and Balfams of the Ea/?, from 
Trees of their own Growth; info- 
much that not many have Skill e- 
nough to diftinguifh them; tho’ the 
true Balm of Gilead, the Chis, and 
Strasburg Turpentines, are yet fingular 
in their chief Charaéteriftics ; par- 
ticularly their Delicacy of Flavour. 
The Counterfeits which fome make 
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here, are knowable in a little time 
keeping, by a Separation of them 
into thinner Parts, almoft like an Oil, 
and thicker like a Coagulum. All 
the Turpentine of late vended for the 
Venice fort, hath been thus manu- 
fa&tured from the common Turpen- 
tine; but that from Strasburg will | 
not eafily admit of fuch Adulteration, 
without being difcovered at firft 
fight ; its greenifh Colour, and. pe- 
culiar Fragrancy, being almoft inimit- 
able, 


Cla 1. Of Can/tics. 


THESE are fuch things as by 
their violent Activity, and Heat 
thence occafioned, deftroy the Tex- 
_ ture of the Part itfelf to which they 
are apply’d; and eat it away, as we 
commonly exprefs it, or burn it into 
an Efcar. And they differ from the 
former pretty much, as the Piperine 
Volatiles do from thofe of the Garlick 
or Oxion kind ; as was before ob- 


ferv’'d.. Ripeners and Detergers have - 


fomething foft and fmooth in their 
Compofition, which guards them a- 
gainft wounding theFibresthemfelves, 
tho’ it does not hinder their Volati- 
_ lity; but in thofe we call Caw/ics, 
_the volatile Parts are altogether un- 
guarded by any thing of that kind; 
_ and by their extreme Minutenefs, Af 
perity, and Quantity of Motion, 
like thofe of Fire itfelf, tear afunder 
all Obftacles, deftroy the Texture of 
the very Solids themfelves, and 
change what they are applied to, in- 
toa Subftance like burnt Flefh ; which 
in a little time, with detergent Drel- 
fings, falls quite off, and leaves a 
Vacuity in the Subftance of the Part. 
‘Thefe are of ufe generally in 4b/ceffes 
and Impofibumations, to eat thro’ to 
the fuppurated Matter, and give it 
vent ; and alfo to make Iifues in Parts 
where cutting is difficult or inconve- 


nient. We have ranked fome things 
under this Head which do not come 
up to fo great a Degree of Efficacy as 
to make an E/fcar; but becaufe they 


‘are able to raife the Flefh into Blifters, 


and make confiderable Changes by 
the fame manner of Operation, in a 
more remifs degree, we thought it 
moft proper to give them a place 
here. . 
570. CaLtx Viva, Qhick- 
Lime. ‘This comes by thofe Quali. 
ties which intitle it to this Clafs from 
the Fire; for before Burning, there 
is nothing in the Stone which has 
any fuch Properties. . Thofe who 
are acquainted with the manner how 
this is burnt in Kilns from Pit-{tone 
into this Subftance, will not wonder 
that fuch a number of igneous Par- 
ticles are lodg’d in it: but however 
the Commotion and Heat, which a- 
rife from its being firft wetted with 
common Water, fufficiently demon- 
ftrates what it has in its Compofition. 
Whenever therefore this is ufed as a 
Cauftic, its Operation is to be ac- 
counted for in the fame manner as 


‘that of Fire itfelf; which ‘is to be 


underitood from the preceding Ex- 
plication. This is, alfo ufed for 
many medicinal purpofes, befides 
that of a Cauffic. ‘Vhe Water in 

| which 
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which it is flaked, as the ufual term 
is, partakes fo much of its hot dry- 
ing nature, as to be wonderfully good 
in wafhing and cleanfing fome floughy 
foul Ulcers, as alfo tetterous Erup- 


tions; its A/kaline Salts, made fo. 


by Calcination, greatly deftroying 
 thofe Acidities which ouze out and 
deform the Skin. It is alfo in in- 
ternal Prefcription, as a Dryer or an 
Abforbent; on account of the fame 
Qualities. ‘The Ingredients. there- 
fore for Diet-Drinks of the Woods, 
ate frequently boil’d in it. It is 
likewife accounted one of the beft Re- 
medies in a Diabetes; for Reafons 
which the Reader may find in Dr. 
_ Keil’s Book of Animal Secretion, too 
_ long to be inferted here. 

571. CANTHARIDES, Sfa- 
nifo Flies. ‘The external Ufe of 
thefe is fufficiently known to all. 
They raife Blifters by their Pungen- 
cy and Adtivity ; for ftimulating the 
_cutaneous Fibres, they occafion a 
_ greater Derivation of Fluids to that 
part; which paffing the Skin, and 
not being able to penetrate the Cu- 
ticle, they divide them, and elevate 
the latter up into a Blifter, as has been 
already hinted, Pag. 167, 168. The 
Subtility of this is manifeft from their 
~ entring into the Blood in fuch Quan- 
tities, when only externally apply’d, 
as are fufliciently felt beyond the Kid- 
neys, and often occafion Stranguries, 
and great Heat of Urine. ‘Thefe are 
fometimes managed fo as to open 
_ Ifwes, but it is a painful and uncer- 
tain Way. ‘The perpetual B/i/er- 
Plaifters, which are fo much adver- 
tiled, are nothing elfe but the com- 
mon Epi/pafiic, dreft with an Un- 
guent, in which the Cantharides are 
fingly powder’d and mix’d: there- 
fore thofe who value themfelves upon 
it asa Secret, either abufe themfelves 
or other People. By the fame ma- 
nagement //Jues may be provoked to 
make the greater Difcharges ; the leaft 
Particle being put at the Bottom of 
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the Pea; or touching the Pea with 
an Unguent, that has fome of them 
in its Compofition. 

is7z. CATAPUTIA, Spurge. 
The Juice of this Plant, which looks 
white like Milk, will, apply’d to the” 
Skin, corrode it into an Efcar; but 
it is feldom ufed in any medicinal 
Forms. The common People ufe. 
the ordinary Tithymal, or Spurge, to 
eat off Warts; which it will do by 
frequent Application ; if the Cruft 
which hardens upon them be pared 
off between whiles. 5 

$73. LEPipeEuM, Dittander; 
called alfo Piperitis ; and diftinguifh- 
ed Latifolium. It grows on the Banks 
of Rivers; and Diofcorides affirms, 
that it is good externally applied in 
V(ehiadic, Pains; but the prefent 
Pharmacy knows nothing of it. 

$74. UPHORBIUM,/Jd. We 
mention’d this amongit the Sternz- 
tatories, Se&.g. But its wonderful 
Subtility and Heat fometimes give 
it a place in external Compofitions, 
which are. intended for powerful 
Stimuli, and to make a Derivation 
of ferous Humours to the Parts 
where it is apply'd. Upon. this 
foot it is an Ingredient in the Em- 
plaftrum Cephalicum, of the College 
Difpenfatory ;» which is laid upon 
the Head to draw out ferous Hu- 
mours, and make a Revulfion from 
thofe Glands which fuffer by the 
continual Drain of Rheum, in com- 
mon Defluxions and Catarrhs. The 
fame Compound is alfo prefcribed: 
to be apply’d to the Feet in Fevers, 
for the like Property. 

575- GossipiuM, Cotton. 
This in-no»refpect has a claim to 
this C/a/s for any medicinal Virtues 5 
but it is fometimes order’d to be 
burnt upon the Parts affli€ted with 
the Gout ; in which cafes its Opera- 
tion is to be accounted for in the 
fame Manner as ,that, of Fire oy. 
Quick-Lime ; it having no Efficacy 
hut from its burning. Of the Ei. 

as fecta 
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feéts of Uftion you will find a good 


account, at pag. 143. of Van Horne’s) 


Microtechne; which has been lately 
very well tranflated into Exglifh by 
Mr. Banyer; a Surgeon. The Seeds 
are indeed order’d in fome officinal 
Compofitions ; but they feem of no 
great effect. 

576. Moxa. This isalfoa par- 
ticular fort of Cottox, put to the fame 
ufe as the former ; and operating by 
the fame means only. The notice 
Sir William Temple has taken of this 
in one of his Effays, gave it credit 
enough to be talk’d of for fome 
time; but I cannot find that any 
Succefs from trial made with it has 
yet encourag’d it to be brought into 
Practice. See ARTEMISIA. 

577. Strtqua Hirsuta, 
Cow-Itch. ‘This ftands in fome Ca- 
talogues of medicinal Simples; but 
feems good for nothing; and is of 
no ufe but to gratify wanton People 
in playing Tricks with it. It is 
brought to us from the Ea/-Indies 3 
and is a Down, or hairy Subftance, 
growing on the outfide of the Pod of 
the Phafeolus Zurratenfis filiqua hir- 
futa. It is fo pointed, as like a Net- 
tle to fting the Flefh, but not with 
fo painful a Senfation; this canfing 
only an Itching; which continues fo 
Jong, and at laft will grow fo trou- 
blefome, as to excite much Pain in 
rubbing to allay it; fo that it fre- 
quently occafions a Flux of Humours 
to the Parts. 

578. TitTHYMALUS, Spurge. 
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This differs not in Species from the 
Cataputia, nor in its phyfical Proper- 
ties ; and therefore needs no further © 
Explication than what is to be met 
with under that. , 

579. Sapo, Soap. What we 
mean here, is the black Ssap 3 which 
has fo much of the Pot-Ath Lixivium 
in it, that it is extremely penetrating ; : 
and this makes it much order’d in - 
Cataplafms, to be apply’d to the Soles . 
of the Feet in Fevers, It is fo very: 
fearching alfo, as to reach even the 
Seat of the Gout in the Joints; and - 
caufe fometimes the Exudation of a 
great deal of ferous Matter. But the 
Severity of its Operation in fuch cafes, 
renders it hardly to be born; and 
therefore fome have procured Skill 
to allay it with a convenient Mixture 
of Opium, and fuch Unguents as the 
Populneum; but this is not for un- 
skilful Perfons to meddle with. 

580. Sponcia, Spunge. We 
have rather fubjoin’d this to the C/a/s 
of Cauftics, than made it a part of 
them. Its ufe in Chirurgery thus far 
agreeing with the former, that they 
are all defign’d to drain, or make dif- 
charge of fome Humours. This is 
ufed for fuch Purpofes asa Tent, to 
dilate the Orifices of Fifula’s, or of 
any Abfcefles which are too narrow 
to make a proper Evacuation, And 
this it does by being put in dry; be- 
caufe filling with the Moifture of the. 
Part, it fwells, and gradually thrutts 
wider the Place it was put into.

The Shops fhew two kinds of Seed, 
having the fame Title ; one of which 
is larger, blackifh, and round, like 
Pepper, or Cubebs, with a biting 
Tafte ; and feems to have been the 
Sifon, or Sinon, of the Antients ; the 
other is {mall and paler: but they 
are both very little ufed; and moft 
fubftitute Acorws, or fweet Flag-Roots 
in their rodm. C. Bauhine indeed 
defcribes the Ba/fard Stone-Parfley 
under the Name of Amomum Vulgare, 
the common Amomum, and Sifon off- 
cinarum, the Sifon of the Shops; and 
F. Baubine detcribes the Amomum 
verum Cardamomi Vulgaris facie, hav- 
ing the Appearance of common Car- 
damoms ; and by that we are to be 
guided, in conformity to the prefent 
officinal Compofitions where it is re- 
tained. 

582. AMoris Pomum, Love- 
Apple. This is diftinguifhed by 7. 
Baubine, Malum Aureum odore fa- 
tido, the ftinking golden Apple; and 
is the fame as-others call Lycoper/icon, 
the Wolf's Peach. But it is now, 
fo little, if at all ufed in Medicine, 
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little, that it is of no confequence to 
know more about it. f 

585. ARECAa, the Indian Nuts 
diftinguifhed by C. Baubine, Palma 
cujus frudtus fefilis Faufel dicitur 5 
the Palm-Tree, whofe fquat Fruit is 
called Faufe/. . But it is altogether 
neglected by the prefent Pharmacy.) 

586. Aruwnpo, the Reed. The 
Arundo vulgaris Paluftris, common 
Marth Reed of .¥. Baubine, is the 
kind referred to in the new Catalogue 
of our Londen Difpenfatory ; but it is 
not ufed either in oficinal or extem- 
poraneous Prefcription. © 

587. AsPHoDELUS VERUS 
Asus, the true white Afphodel, 
or Dafidil. Another Diftinétion 1s © 
made by C. Baubine of the Albus 
ramofus' Mas, the white branched 
Male Afphodel. ‘The———Verus lu- 
teus, is the Hafta Regia,King’s-Spear 
and is diftinguifhed by the fame 
Author, Luteus &F flere {FP ra- 
dice, with a yellow Root and Flower. 
But none of thele kinds are ufed e- 
nough in Medicine to deferve any 
Inquiry after their Medicinal Virtues. 

588. [BaLSaMITA Mass 


that it deferves no further notice of feu Coftus Hortorum, Coftmary, or 


its Diftinétions or Virtues. 

¥** Amytumn, Starch, is a 
commonly known thing, made from 
Wheat-Bran : but tho’ it is ufed in 
fome few officinal.'Prefcriptions, its 
medicinal Virtues are of fo little 


-confequence, as to deferve no farther 


notice, than that it is chiefly ufed a- 
mongtt Afringents and Agglutinants, 
583. AnBor Vita, the Tree 
of Life. ‘This, according to C. Baw- 
bine, is the Thuya of Theophbraftus ; 
but is fo little known in modern 
Pharmacy, as to require no farther 
notice of it. 

584. Aucea, Vervain Mallow. 
Of the feveral kinds of this, that re- 
ferred to by our officinal Prefcrip- 
tions, is the Vulgaris Major, the 
greater common Vervain Mallow of 


°C. Baubine: But it is ufed fo very 


minative, and Deobftruent. 


Alecoalt; called uljo by Cafp. Bau- 
hine, Mentha hortenfis Corymbife- 
ra, Corymbiferous Garden Mint. This 
Plant bas a grateful Odour; it 1s 
planted in Gardens, add flowers in 
July. Its Roots are hard, long, firin- 
gys and creep in the Ground. Its low- 


‘er Leaves are about the fize of thofe of 


Garden Mint, of a palifh or yellow 
green Colour 3 and elegantly Serrated 
about the Edges. The Leaves chiefly 
are ufed as Stomachic, Cephalic, Car- 
They are 
aljo externally applied-in the way of 
Fomentation and Bathing, to frengthen 
the Ffoints.)  Mathiolus defcribes a 
Baljamita, by others called Momor- 
dica, Pomum Miradile; and by C.

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Which was antiently ufed in Pharma- 
cy, but is loft tous. A Species of 


the Mint is alfo called Bal/famita, by 


the Diftinction of Mentha rotundifo- 
lia, flore {picata; as likewife is one 
kind of the Maudlin, diftinguifhed 
by Balfamita minor, which is the 
Coftus minor hortenfis, the leffer Gar- 
den Coftmary; and agrees with Her- 
man’s Balfamita mas, feu tanacetum 
hortenfe foliis &F odore Menthe, in- 
ferted in the Catalogue of the new 
London Dilpenfatory. But none of 
thefe are enough ufed in Medicine to 
deferve much Inquiry about their 
Virtues. 

89. Bamra Moscuartra, 
Musk-mallow,: or Mofch-Seed, is a 
Species of the Alcea, or Vervain- 
Mallow. It is called Bamia Agyp- 
tiaca Mofchata, by Parkinfon; —— 
LE gyptiaca villofa, by C.Baubine; and 
Althea Agyptiaca villofa, in the Ox- 
ford Catalogue. The Egyptians were 
faid to ufe it to ftrengthen the Brain, 
-and.as a great Cordial. Mott Bota. 
nifts agree, that the Bang, with which 


the Indians intoxicate themfelves, and , 


play ftrange Tricks under its Influ- 
ence, is a Species alfo of the A/rea; 
being called Alcea Indica Cannabine 
folio, by Dr. Paul Herman, who liv- 
ed a great while in Jzdia. . But Dr. 
Tancred Robinfon will have it a. ge- 
nuine Species of the Casnabis, or 
Hemp: However, none of thefe Dif- 
tinctions enter into our Pharmacy. 

~ $90. BEHEN; Ben. There are 
of this two kinds taken notice of 3 
the ——— Album, Spatling Poppy, or 
the white Ben, {aid to be a Species of 
the Lychnis Sylveftris 3 and the — 
Rubrum, called Sea Lavender, be- 
longing to the Limanium Herbariis: 
and it hath been a Difpute, whether 
either of thefe were the Bex of the 
Arabians; moft inclining . to think 
not. Some make the firft of thefe 
to belong to the 4nge/ica; others the 
Eryngo, others the Zedoary, and o- 
thers again the Wild Parfnip: but 


its ufe in Medicine is fo little, as not 
to deferve much Inquiry about either 
its Tribe or Virtues. The Saponaria, 
Soap-wort, is of the fame kind. 
sot. Buryruo, Butter. This 
is feldom met with in medicinal Pre- 
{cription. Every one knows the ufe 
of it in Food. By the Texture and 
Nature of its Subftance, it tends to 
relax the Solids; and fupplies the 
Juices with Particles. light and ad- 
hefive. Upon the firft account, it 
may be good in dry and coftive Con- 
ftitutions; but muft bé -hurtful in 
Jax, moift, and corpulent ones. By 
the Levity and Tenacity of its Parts, 
it is alfo very apt. to ftop in the 
Glands and Capillaries; whereby it 
fouls the Vi/cera, but particularly the 
{mall Glands of the Skin: hence it 
is apt. to produce Blotches, and all 
cutaneous Deformities. And this 
Opinion is ‘much confirm’d by the 
Experience of all whofe Bufinefs has 
made them converfant with young 
Children ; they having much of this 
in their Diet; whereby they have 
been obferv’d to grow weakly, cor- 
pulent,; big-belly’d, and very fubje& 
to Breaking-out, and to breed Lice, 
and fuch like Uncleanlineffes; but 
upon reftraining them from it, with- 
out any other vifible means, they 
have. out-grown all thofe Inconveni- 
encies. Oil of Olives is much of 
the fame nature as Butter; and is 
ufed in Countries which abound with 
it for the fame purpofe. 
592..Caszus, Cheefe. This 
is fomewhat of the fame nature as the 
former; confifting: of light, tough, 
vifcid Parts ; which for the fame rea- 
fon, as given before, will occafion 
Obftruétions, with their Confequen- 
ces: butin this refpett Chee/e is not 
fo liable to thofe Inconveniencies as 
the other ; becaufe of ‘the fubtile 4 
cid which it has from the Renunet, 
that gives it a warm biting Tafte, 
and makes it more eafy of Digeftion 
and Comminution. However che) 
ore 
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fore the Palate may be: prejudic'd, 
yet without doubt that is the whol- 
fomeft which is the ftrongeft, as we 
ufually fay, of the Renznet. ‘Tho’ in- 
deed all the forts tend to Vifcidities ; 
and are therefore bad in all Cafes 
which arife from fuch a ftate of 
Blood; but particularly in Diforders 
of the Brealt, as Pleurifies and 
Afithmas. 

593. Conysa, called alfo Puz- 
Jicaria, Flea-bane. It is divided by 
Botanifts into three kinds; the — 
Major, —~Media, and — Minor; and 
diftinguifhed by different Characte- 
riftics, which are not worth recital 
here ; becaufe its ufe now in Medi- 
cine is fo little; altho’ antiently re- 
commended for driving away poifon- 
ous Animals, and killing Vermine. 

594. Corau, This is the Gum 
of the Rhus Ob/oniorum, or Officinal 
Sumach. The Antients had this 
Plant much in efteem for its medi- 
cinal Qualities: but altho’ the pre- 
fent Difpenfatory of our Co/lege re- 
tains a Compofition which receives 
its Name from it, yet it is now hard- 
ly ever prefcribed. The many Dif- 
tinctions of this therefore made by. 


Botanic Writers, are not worth reci- 


tal ; nor an Enumeration of its Vir- 
tues. ‘The Gum, called Copa/, weeps 
from it when cut; and is chiefly 
brought from. New Spain, and other 
parts of the We/?-Indies: Altho’ in- 
deed, according to Pz/o, all odorous 
Gums are in common called Copal 
amongtt the Jadians; and Hernandez 
defcribes eight kinds of Trees pro- 
ducing Copa/: but without doubt, 
the officinal Gum under this ‘name 


is from the Copallifera fecunda five» 


Copalli quabuith patlahoca of Hernan- 
dex, andis very probably the Rhoes 
Virginiana Lentifci foliis of Ray 3 no 
ways differing in Species, but acci- 
dentally, from the different Soils and 
Climates, as is common’ to many 
Plants of the fame kind; and Dr. 
Leonard P/luckenet aflirms, that he 
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hath himfelf gather’d a white Gum, 
not unlike the officinal Copa/, from 
it. Monardes feems to have defcrib- 
edthe Gum Anime under this name 3 
nor is this the Produétion of Pi/o’s 
Copaiba, as Paulus Ammianus conjec- 
tures; for that fupplies the true offi- 
cinal Balfamum Capivi, as may be 
feen under that Name. But thefe 
are Difputes of no great moment. — 

595. Cr ant, Bluc-bottle. ‘The 
moft confiderable. Diftinétion, a-. 
mongit many others, of this, is into. 
—Major, feu montanus latifolius, and 
Minor fegetum: but they are both fo 
little regarded by the prefent Phar- 
macy, as not to deferve any notice of 
their medicinal ‘Virtues, 

596. Cerevista, Ale. Un- 
der this Article is intended all that 
belongs to potable Malt Liquors :.and. 
thefe may be confider’d under the 
following: Divifions ; 1. Hopp’d and 
Unhopp’d Drinks. 2. Small. or 
Strong. 3. Pale or Brown: and, 
4. New and Old. 

1. The difference made by Hops is 
beft difcover’d from the nature of the 
Hops themfelves. Thefe are known. 
to be a fubtile grateful Bitter. In 
their. Compofition, therefore, with 
this Liquor, they add fomewhat of 
an alkaline Nature, thatis, Particles 
which are fubtile, active and rigid. 
By this means the ramous vifcid Parts’ 
of the Ma/t are more divided and 
{piritualiz’d, if we may ufe thatTerm$ 
and therefore not only more eafy of 
Digeftion and Secretion in the Body 5 
but alfo while in the Liquor, prevent 
it from running into fuch Cohefions, 
as would make it ropy, vapid, and 
four. But for want of this in un- 
hopp’d Drinks, that clammy Sweet- 
nefs which they retain after Work- 
ing, feon turns them acid,‘ and unfit 
for ufeé; which is fooner or later, in 
proportion to the Strength they re- 
ceive from the Ma/t, and the Com- 
minution it has undergone by Fer- 
mentation, It ismuch in the Opi- 

nion 
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nion of fome, that 4/e is more diu- 
retic than Beer; that is, unbopp'd Li- 
quor more than that which has Hops 
in it. In fome particular Conititu- 
tions it may fo happen; becaufe Ale 
is more fmooth, foftening, and re- 
laxing ; and therefore where Urine is 
to be promoted by enlarging the 
Paffage, that is moft likely to do it: 
and this is moftly the cafe of thin dry 
Conttitutions. But where the Pro- 
motion of Urine is to be made by 
attenuating and breaking the Juices, 
and rendering them more fluid, it is 
certainly beft anfwer’d by thofeDrinks 
which are well Sopp’d. As to the 
Controverfy, whether Hops tend to 
breed the Stoue, it is too long to en- 
ter into here; and feems to have 
jittle Foundation on the affirmative 
fide: But thus far we may venture 
to fay, where one Inftance can be 
produced, of any probability for fuch 
an Effect from this Caufe, there may 
many more be brought, which can 
admit of no doubt, where Confti- 
tutions have been fpoiled by 4/e, on 
the contrary Extreme. For that 
manifeftly fouls the Glands, ftuffs the 
Veffels with Slime and Vilcidity, 
snakes the Body unweildy and cor- 
pulent, and paves the way for Cache- 
xies, the Faundice, Afthma’s, and at 
Jaft incurable Dropfies. ‘The Urina- 
ry Paflages, which likewife it is ima- 
gin’d to clear, it will by degrees fill 
with Slough, and Matter of as bad 
confequence as Gravel. | 

z. The Strength of thefe Liquors, 
makes them of different Efficacies, as 
to any medicinal regards. The ftron- 
ger they are, the more vifcid Parts 
they carry into the Blood; and altho” 
the {pirituous Parts make thefe im- 
perceptible at firfts yet when they 
are. evaporated or gone off, which 
will be in afew Hours, the other will 
be fenfibly enough felt by Pains in 
the Head, Naufeoufnels at the S¢o- 
mach, and Laflitude, or Liftlefnefs 
to Motion. ‘This thofe are much 


the beft Judges of, who have experi- 
enced the Extremes of drinking thefe 
Liquors, and Wines : fora Debauch 
of Wine, they find much fooner wear 
off; and they are more lively and 
brisk afterwards, than upon over- 
tipling of Ma/t-Liguors; whofe vif- 
cid Remains will be long before they 
can be fhook away. 'Thefe Liquors 
therefore are much the more whole- 
fome for being Small ; that is, of fuch 
a Strength as to carry fome {mall de- 
gree of warmth into the Stomach; 
but not fo as to prevent their being 
proper Diluters of our neceflary Food. 
People of robuft Conftitutions, who 
labour very hard, may difpenfe with 
reafonable quantities of the ftrongeft 
efpecially as their Food is frequently 
poor and flender enough, the Defici- 
encies of which this fupplies; and 
their continual Exercife and ftrength 
of Body, digefts and breaks the Vilci- 
dities of the Drink into convenient 
Nourifhment: altho” in Perfons of 
another Habit, and way of Living, 
they would only produce Obftruc- 
tions and ill Humours. 

3. Malt Drinks are diftinguifhed 
into. Pale or Brown, from the Ma/t 
they are brewed with. That which 
is flendereft dry’d, makes it lefs tinge 
the Liquor in Brewing ; and there- 
fore is called Pa/e; whereas that 
which is higher dry’d, or roafted as 
it were in comparifon of the other, 
makes it of a high Colour; and a 
mixture of both, ofan Amer : which 
Name likewife feveral of thofe Li- 
quors bear. ‘The Pale Ma/t has cer- 
tainly moit of the Grain in it; and 
is therefore moft nourifhing ; but al- 
fo for that very reafon it requires a 
{trong Conftitution, fufficient to di- 
geft it. "Thofe who drink much of it, 
are generally fleek and fat in theBloom 
of their Age: but if they are not fud- 
denly cutoff by Fevers, as they ge- 
nerally are, they fall very early intoa 
diftemper’d old Age; and _ hardly 
fupport the Burden of Life, with a 

; Retinue 
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Retinue of Difeafes. The Brownz 
makes a Drink much lefs vifcid, and 
fitter to pafs the feveral Strainers of 
the Body; but what is very ftrong 
of it may be ufed in excefs enough 


to bring on the Inconveniencies of - 


the former; tho’ a fingle Debauch 
with it much more eafily wears off. 


How far it may be an uleful Hint to 


thofe who find their accounts only in 
the Profits of Brewing, I cannot be 
a Judge; but for the Health of the 
Confumer, I can venture to affure 
him, that the Pa/e Ma/t brew’d with 
hard Waters, fuch as thofe of Springs 
and Wells, is the beft: becaufe the 
Mineral Particles, with which they 
are impregnated, will help to pre- 
vent the Cohefions of thofe drawn 
from the Grain ; and enable them to 
pafs the proper Secretions the better : 
as the vifcid Particles of the Grain 
will likewife defend them from do- 
ing the Mifchief, which otherwife 
they might occafioh. But fofter Wa- 
ters, as River and Rain Waters, feem 
mott fuited to draw out the Subftance 
of high dry’d Ma/ts; which retain 
many igneous Particles in their Con- 
texture; and are therefore beft loft 
in a fmooth Vehicle. _ 

4. The Age of thefe Liquors. is 
the laft thing we are to confider, by 
which they become more or lefs 
wholefome. And this feems todo 
fomewhat the fame as Hops: for 
thofe Liquors which are longeft kept, 
are certainly leaft vilcid; Age by de- 
grees breaking the vifcid Parts, and, 
rendering them {maller, makes them 
fitter for Secretion. But this is al- 
ways to be determin’d by their 
Strength; becaufe in proportion to 
that, they will fooner or later come 
to their full Perfegtion, and likewife 
to their Decay. But when J/e or 
Beer is kept until its Particles are 
broke and comminuted, as far as they 
are capable; then it is always the 
beit ; but beyond that it will continu- 
ally be upon the Decay 3 until the 
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Ase 
finer Spirits quite make their efcape, 
and the remainder becomes vapid and 
four. By what therefore has been 
already faid, it will appear, that the 
older Drinks are, the more whole- 
fome3s provided they be kept up to 
this Standard, but not beyond it. 

There. is fo much of ufe might 
be faid upon this Head, (becaufe 
thefe Liquors have the greateft fhare 
in our way of living) that it would 
exceed the Bounds we have fet our 
felves. We fhall therefore only make 
this further Obfervation, that thofe 
whofe Fortunes permit them to inter- 
mix Wine with their common Drink, 
are not fo fubject to Coughs, with 
other Diftempers of the Breaft, and 
Dropfies; yet they are moreafflifted 
with Gravel, and arthritic Pains; fo 
that altho’ the French may be merry 
(as what. is not the Subject of Mirth 
to them?) with the Exgli/b cough- 
ing at Church; yet we can return it, 
that the Exg/i/b do not fo often cry 
out under the Torments of the Stone 
and Gout; unlefs it be the unattive 
Drinkers of their Wines. 

We have not here given Wine a 
diftin& Article; becaufe it is a foreign 
Liquor ; and this Work is profeffediy 
calculated for our own Country : 
However, as it is fo much in our 
common Drink, amongft the higher — 
Order of People efpecially 5 it may 
not be amifs to obferve, that the 
fironger Wines feem much _ the 
more agreeable to Englifb Conftitu- 
tions; but where they are too ftrong 
when neat, they may be diluted with 
Water. ‘Thefe, by their Spirituout- 
nefs, wonderfully conduce to the Di- 
geftion of the grofs Food of our 
Country ; efpecially the great Quan- 
tities of Flefh we eat; and are the 
more neceflary, by reafon we eat but 
little Herbs. But the thinner Wines, 
tho’ they are moft grateful to the 
Stomach, and lefs diforder the Head ; 
yet they carry a Tartar with them 
into the Blood, which they a 
aind 
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hind in the mucilaginous Glands ef 
the Joints ; where it occafions thofe 
racking Pains of the Gow, and fome- 
times by degrees takes away the Ufe 
of the Limbs, fo far as to reduce Per- 
fons to the ftate of Cripples. 

597» Met, Honey. Monf. Le- 
mery the Younger has a Differtation 
on Honey, in the Memoirs of the A- 
cademy tor1706. He fays, that the 
Spring-Honey is the beft; becaufe 
the Bees are then in their Vigour. 
He efteems that which is made in 
Languedoc and Dauphiny; but that of 
Corbiere, three Leagues diftant from 
Narboune, is preferable to all; and 
they therefore call it Honey cf Nar- 
bonne.’ ‘The Excellency of this is 
thought owing to the abundance of 
Rofemary that is to be met with 
thereabouts; but when he was in 
thofe Parts, notwithftanding all the 
Rosemary was deftroy’d by the Seve- 
rity of the preceding Winter, yet he 
obierv’d the Honcy to be as good as 
ever was known. In our Country, 
Hampfbire-Honey has the greateit 
Name; but I cannot fay, whether 
for its greater Excellency, or the 
quantity which that Country affords. 
That which is whiteit and hardeft is 
moft preferr'’d ; but the browner and 
{mootheft fort is beft in Medicine; 
becaufe it is not fo apt to candy, 
which deforms and {poils it: befides, 
Lemery the Elder, in his Chymiftry, 
fays it is more {pirituous ; which ve- 
ry well agrees with its keeping more 
fluid. And that certainly muit moft 
abound with faline Parts, which 
fhoots fooneft into what is common- 
ly called Candy.  Schroder’s Autho- 
rity alfo juftifies the Choice of Monf. 
Lemerys for he prefers the Me/ fila- 
vums; and next to that, the Mé/ a/- 
bum. Some Naturaliits and Phyfical 
Writers, {peak of Honey being found 
im many Places where there are no 
Bees; and it is by them therefore cal- 
led Ros, and Cibus Caleftis. Pliny, 
Book 21. Ch. 14. mentions a Moun- 
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tain in Crete, where there was found 
great plenty of Howey; but where 
never were feen any Bees. And Ga- 
Jen affirms, Lib. 11. de fimp. Medic. 
Facu/t, that he found Honey perfectly 
form’d upon divers Trees and Plants. 
His words are to this purpofe; J re- 
member I have fometimes in the Sum- 
mer obferved Honey upon the Leaves of 
Trees and Plants; infomuch that the 
Hinds have with Foy cryd out, Jupi- 
ter rains Honey. 

The medicinal Virtues of this are 
many and great ; infomuch that there 
isno Author, from the moft antient 
Times, but makes mention of them 3 
efpecially from the divine Hippocra=: 
tes, down to this Age. It is very 
penetrating and deterging; and is 
therefore good in all Obftrudtions, 
efpecially from  vifcid and tough Hu- 
mours. In Infarétions and Stuffing 
of the Breait, itis of great efficacy 5 
and wonderfully promotes Expeéto-’ 
ration. In fhort, there is no Difor- 
der from Ph/egm, or any thing which 
is the Produce of a cold Conftitution,. 
which it is not of fervice in. But: 
in thin and hot Habits it is not-good.: 
It was antiently-ufed as Sugar is now; 
and great pity it is, that it is not at 
prefent more ufed. It does great: 
fervice to fuch as are troubled in a 
Morning with thick tough Phlegm = 
with which they cannot be eafy, un- 
til it ishawk’d up; tho’ it gives a 
great deal of Ditliculty and ftraining 
to doit. For this purpofe it is very 
conveniently eat over-night upon a 
‘Toait ; or diffolved in any warm Li- 
quor, Some affirm it will deftroy 
Worms, drank in Milk: but the rea- 
fon given for fuch an Effect, feems 
to be very odd; becaufe they do not 
fuppofe it difagreeable. to them; but: 
that on the contrary they like it fo 
well, as to feed upon it till it kills - 
them by excefs. This has been much, 
ufed in Chirurgery to cleanfe foul Ul 
cers; either by immediate, Applica-. 

tions 
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tion, or wafhing them in Liquors in 
which it had been diffolv’d. 

598. Ova, Eggs. The medici- 
nal Ufes of thefe have been already 
taken notice of under the preceding 
Seéion in Clafs 1. and C/afs3. Here 
therefore we have to do with them 
only as a part of our Food; in which 
refpeét all know them to be of good 
Nourifhment, and warm; but fub- 


ject not to pafs well thro’ the Sto- » 


mach with fome People; which may 
arife from their foftening and relax- 
ing the Membranes; and alfo their 
Tenacity and Difficulty of Commi- 
nution; efpecially if they are made 
hard in the Drefling. ‘The belt way 
‘of remedying this Inconvenience is 
with Vinegar, or Pepper, or both, as 
the ufual Cuftom is; becaufe fuch 
things aftringe the Ccats of the Sto- 
mach; and make them perform their 
Attritions more forcibly, whereby 
Digeftion is fooner perform’d. 

{PaumMa OLeEosa, the Palm 
Oil Tree. This is a kind of Palm 
Tree growing upon the Coafts of Gui- 
nea; and bearing a flat Fruit, that 
by exprefion affords jthe Palm Oil, 
which when frefo is of a beautiful 
Orange-Colour, of a pleafant fweet 
Scent, little Tafte, and of the Con/i/- 
tence of Butter. The Natives ufe-it 
inflead of Butter; but we apply it on- 
ly externally, as a Strengthner and 
‘Emollient, in all kinds of W eaknels of 
the Limbs ; in Pains, Cramps, Bruifes, 
‘Strains, and Swellings.] 

599. Panis, Bread. Mott of 
what concerns this Article may be 
found under Seé#. 4. C/a/s 2. concern- 
ing Barley, and all kinds of Bread- 
Corn. Only here we fhall juft ob- 
ferve, that the Bread which is mott 
baked, is eafieft of Digeition ; be- 
* eaufe what the Heat does in baking, 
‘forwards that Comminution of the 
more vifcid Parts, which is to be 
‘finifhed in the Stomach. ‘The Sa/t 
and Yea/f, or what is added to it as 
‘ Leaven, to give it a gentle Ferment,

very much affifts to the fame end; the 
lighter therefore it is, the better. 
The coarfe Bread which the Coun- 
try People feed on, makes a good 
Change of Diet with fome Citizens, 
who live upon Meats too nourifhing 5 
and for want of fufficient Exercile, 
grow corpulent: becaufe it is deter- 
five, and will gently purge them at 
firft, 1 

600. SAccCHARUM, Sugar. 
The Plant which produces this, is 
called Arundo Saccharifera, or Cala- 
mus Saccharinus, the Sugar-Reed, or 
Cane. It has been adifpute whether 
this was known or not to the An- 
tients. Qwercetan is of opinion, that 
AB gineta was the firft Phyfician who 
mentions it; altho’ Schroder is per- 
{waded; that both Hippocrates and 
Galen are to be underftood to mean 
Sugar, when they fpeak of Honey 
concreted in Canes, and Honey 
found in Reeds: and indeed Pau/us 
ZEgineta, whom all fides agree to 
have known it, calls it fometimes 
Indian Salt, indurated by the Heat 
of the Sun. But this is not greatly 
to our purpofe; fince we are now 
fufficiently acquainted with its Pro- 
duétion. Its medicinal Effects vary 
fomething, according to its different 
degrees of Finenefs: the browneft is 
moit fweet, becaufe there is moft of 
an oi/y nature in its Compolition ; 
which makes it more adhere to, and 
abide longer upon the Palate. It is 
alfo mo& opening, and therefore beft 
to ufe in purgative Syrups, as alfo in 
Giyfers. The finer has more of a 
binding Quality; but the fineft of all 
has a deterfive one; and is therefore 
ufeful where PA/egm abounds; for 
it cuts and attenuates vifcid Humours, 
and promotes Expectoration. ‘The 
common Sugars have fo much in 


them that is grofs ahd vilcid, that if 


much ufed they foul the Glands; 
particularly thole of the Skin; and 
occafion many fcorbutic Symptoms, 
Many Authors too have a N hh of 

their 
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their being hurtful to hyfterical and 
hypochondriacal People; becaufe of 
their fermentative Nature: and for 
the fame Reafon alfo forbid them in 
Fevers. The Arabians firft brought 
them fo much into Medicine; and 
contrived a great many Syrups, which 
were to have their Confiftence from 
them. 

[Satov. This is an oblong and 
Somewhat tranfparent Root, of a yel- 
lowifo white Colours; of little Smell, 
and a flimy Tafte. °Tis brought from 
Turky; and feems a Species of the 
Orchis. Tis made into a Decoéion, 
and drank as Tea; as a Reftorative, 
and a Strengthner 3 being alfo faid to 
prevent Mifcarriage, and excite ta 
Fenery. | 

601.Sprritrus Vint, Bran- 
@y. What is ftriftly a Spirit of 
Wine, is only a Vegetable highly ex- 
alted by volatile Salts3 as was be- 
fore hinted in the Firft Part, con- 
cerning Principles : but here we mean 
that which is in common ufe in pota- 
ble Liquors; which is the former, 
with a large fhare of Ph/egm:) for 
what comes up to that Standard, 
which the Diffillers call Proof, con- 
tains near feven parts of Ph/egm to 
nine of Spirit. Upon the exadteft 
Trial I have known made, | thirty 
two Ounces of Brandy of common 
Proof, would raife. over nineteen 
Ounces, or very near, of Spirit, 
which. would all burn away, but no 
more; the reft being mere Phi/egm. 
The medicinal Effects of this may 
be found in the Explanation of the 
firft Cla/s of the firft Se4ion of this 
Part. 

602. Serum, Whey. This is 
accounted a good Cooler and Sweet- 
ner of the Blood. By taking away 
the Curd from the M/A, the moit 
vifcid and grumous Part is gone ; and 
the Whey which remains is thereby 
left thinner and fitter to pafs the fe- 
veral Strainers of the Body: and for 
this reafon,. where it does not too 
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much chill the Stomach, it is very. 
good to drink in large quantities, to 
rinfe the Vi/cera, and particularly the 
Kidneys, by which it is very apt to 
pais off. The Cuftom of infufing 
Fumitory in it, to drink for many 
Mornings together fafting, is of long 
ftanding ; and is greatly approv’d of 
by many antient Phyficians. Where 
it is not too naufeous (for the Fumi- 
tory is very bitter) it cannot but be 
an extraordinary good Medicine for 
moderately deterging, cleanfing, and 
rengthening the Inwards. 

603. SPermMA RanaRum, 
Frog's Spawn. This was forgot un- 
der the Divifion of Coolers; and in- 
deed there will be no great damage 
was it quite loft, and expung’d the 
Materia Medica: for there is only a 
Simple Water made with it, which 
ftands in the account of fome for 
many good Purpofes; but it’s an in- 
fipid Phlegm, and good for nothing 
more than common Rain-water; and 
will not keep long without mother- 
ing and ftinking. 

604, TaRTARUM, Tartar. 
This is what is found. fticking to 
Wine-Casks, like a hard Stone; and 
is either white or red, according to 
the Colour of the Wine from whence 
it comes. The white is preferable; 
as containing Jefs.Drofs or earthy 
Parts. The beft comes from Germa- 
mys and is the Tartar of the Rhenifh 
Wines. It is not ufed but after Pre- 
paration. We fhall mention its Vir- 
tues in their proper Place. 

505. Vinum, Wine. So faras 
is neceflary to take notice of this; 
may be already found under CER E- 


-VISta, in this Se&ion. 


606. Urina Hominis,U- 
rine of a Man. Some have got a 
Notion of this being good for the 
Scurvy; and drink their own Water 
for that end: but I cannot fee with 
what reafon. Some commend it 
boil’d to the Confiftence of Honey, 
for Rheumatic Pains; rubbing it in- 

to 
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it may do good; becaufe it.cannot 
but be very penetrating. 

- 607, Urina Vacca, Cow's 

Pifs, Some drink this asa Purge. 
It will operate violently: but it is 

raétis’d- only amongit the ordinary 

People ; and has nothing in its Vir- 
-tues to prefer it to more convenient 
and cleanly Medicines, any more 
than the former. 

608. TrisutrAQuaTicl, 
Water Caltrops; diftinguifhed by Par- 
hinfon,—Aguaticus major. It grows 
in watry Places, and flowers in ‘Fune : 
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to the Parts affected ; in which cafe. 
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but at prefent it is an utter ftranger 
to Pharmacy ; altho’ receiv’d into the 
new Catalogue of the Co//ege. | 
[ZispeTHuM, Civet. This is 
an unctuous. Subfiance of the Confif- 
tence of Honey, taken out of a pecu- 
liar Bag both of the Male and Fe- 
male Civet-Cat. It 7s a high Per- 


fume, and ufually mixed with Musk 


and Ambergreafe. It is fometimes ufed 
alone to the Ears againf? Deafnefs; 
a little of it being lodged on a bit of 
Cotton. °Tis aljo reckon’d anodynes 
and fometimes mixed with Unguents, 
&c. of that Intention.] 


eS BO T. RIV: 


Of Waters. 


SERTATER is fo ufeful and ne- 
ceflary a Part of all that we 
-are concerned in, with regard either 
to Diet or Medicine, that we cannot 
be too inquifitive into its Nature and 
ifference; nor too folicitous and 
hice in our Choice of it. It is the 
‘main Diluter of our Food; and is 
the better for that purpofe, the freer 
it is from the Mixture of any foreign 
‘Particles. By this Element, or Di- 
 vifion of Matter, we underftand no- 
thing but a fimple unmix’d Fluid; 
-and Water, asfuch, is not manage- 
- able by Pharmacy, to alter it for the 
better, But as itis not to be met 
with unmixed with fome heteroge- 
neous Particles, we fhall be better in- 
ftruéted how to ufe and chufe it for 
the Purpofes of Life, by inquiring 
how it is alter’'d and affected by the 
Mixtures it receives of fuch foreign 
Matters, in the feveral Conditions we 
meet with it. 

In this Search we find again the 
beft Helps from fome fhort Hints 
{and fuch only we have room for) 
of Dr. Mead in his laf. Effay on 
Poifous.

Water is of fo conftanta fervice, 
not only for our Drinks, but alfo in 
preparing our Flefh and Bread, that 
it may juftly be faid to be the Vebicle 
of all our Nourifhment: fo that 


whenever this happens to put on o- 


ther Properties than are neceflary to 
fit it for this purpofe ; it is no won- 
der if in its Paffage, thro’ the Body, 
thefe do make fuitable Impreflions 
there. Thus at Paris, where the 
Water of the River Seine is fo full of 
ftony Corpufcles, that even the Pipes 
thro’ which it is carried, in time are - 
incrufted and ftopt up by them; the 
Inhabitants are more fubje& to the 
Stone in the Bladder, than in moft o- 
ther Cities. The fame has been ob- 
ferved in the Baths of Abona, a few 
Miles from Padyva, to that degree, 
that it is frequently neceffary to clear 
the Wheel of a Mill driven by the 
Current of thofe Springs, from the 
great quantity of petrifyd Matter, 
with which it is from time to time 
incumber’d, Naturalifts give us ma- 
ny Hiftories of fuch Waters; and one 
Inftance I have my felf feen in Nor- 
thamptonfbire, in the Parith of Roth- 
well, 
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well, or our of the fame kind the 
Doctor mentions near Padua. It is 
what the Country People there call 
an Over/bot Mill, where the Water 
turns the Wheel by its Weight, fal- 
ling upon it in little Buckets, placed 


round the Periphery at convenient . 


diftances : which Contrivance in moft 
places wears away, and widens the 
Paffage in which the Wheel moves ; 
but fuch is the petrifying nature of 
this Water, which comes from a 
Spring but a little above, that they 
are forced, with convenient Inftru- 
ments, in no-great diftances of time, 
to cut a Way for its Motion. 

In like manner, let the grofs Par- 
ticles with which the Water is fatu- 
rated, be of any other nature, Me- 
tallic, Saline, &c. thefe, according 
to their various Gravity, the Capa- 
city of the Canals, and fuch like 
Circumftances, will, when they come 
to circulate in the animal Body, be by 
the Laws of Motion depofited in one 
part or other. So thofe mineral Bo- 
dies and nitrous Salts, which abound 
in the Snowy Waters of the 4/ps, 
do fo certainly ftuff and enlarge the 
Glands of the Throat in thofe who 
drink them; that fcarce any who 
live there are exempt from this In- 
convenience, 


Quis tumidum Guttur miratur in 
Alpibus ? Juv. Sat. 13. 


For this reafon, the Choice of Wa- 
ter for Drink amongft the Antients 
was made by weight; the lighteft 
being preferr’d, as moft free from all 
heterogeneous Bodies. 

A great Neglect in this refpeét the 
Doétor charges upon the Inhabitants 


of this City 5 ; and that is, in chufing - 


ftagnating impure Well-Water for the 
brewing of Beer, and making other 
Drinks. Such a Fluid indeed has a 
greater Force and Aptnefs to extract 
the Fluid out of the Ma/?, than is to 

be had in the more innocent and {oft 
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Liquor of Rivers: but for this very 
reafon if ought not, unlefs upon mere 
Neceflity, to be made ufe of; this 
Quality being owing to the mineral 
Particles and aluminous Salts with 
which it is impregnated. 

A late Author, Dr. ¥. H. ina Book 
called Seelera Aquarum, or A Supple- 
ment to Mr. Graunt on the Bills of 
Mortality, by fearching into the firft 
Accounts of the Diftemper we call 
the Scurvy, defcribed by Plizy and 
Strabo under the promifcuous names 
of Stomacace and Sceloturbe ; and ex- 


amining the authentic Hiftories of it 


in later Years, made by the moft ob- 
ferving Phyficians i in thofe Countries 
where it was unhappily reviv’d, as 
Olaus Magnus, Balduinus, Ronfeus, 
F.Weierius, Solomon Albertus, &c. 
finds that the Origin of it was in 
all ‘Times and Places charged upon 
the ufe of unwholefome ftagnating 
Waters. ‘Then by comparing toge- 
ther the Clayey Strata of the Earth 
about the Cities of London, Paris, 
and Am/ferdam, he fhews, that where 
the Water is worft, there this Mala- 
dy is moft rife. So that he has put 
it out of all doubt, that moft of the 
perplex’d and complicated Symptoms 
which are rang’d under this one ge- 
neral Name, if they do not entirely 


-owe their Birth to the Malignity of 


this Element, do however acknow- 
ledge it to be their main and princi- 
pal Caufe. 

And indeed Hippocrates himfelf, 
as he has very plainly decypher’d this 
Difeafe by the Title of sa@atves ws- 
gerot, or great Milts; fo he does 
very particularly in another.Treatife 
take notice, that drinking of /agnat- 
ing Well Waters mutt neceffarily in- 
duce an ill Difpofition both of the 
Milt and Belly. 

If we enquire into the Reafon of 


fuch ill Effeéts, we mutt confider, that 


Clay is a mineral Glebe; and that the 
grofs Particles and metallic Salts with 
which Waters pafling thro’ fuch.a

bottom do abound, are, as Dr. Li/- 
ter obferves, not to be maftered ; that 
is, they are indigeftible in the hu- 
man Body. Not only therefore will 
thefe caufe, as he very well argues, 
calculous Concretions in the Kid- 
neys, Bladder, and Joints; and, as 
Hippocrates experienc’d, hard Swel- 
lings in the Sp/eex; but they muftne- 
ceffarily oftentimes, by their corrofive 
Quality, twitch and irritate the fen- 


fible Membranes of the Stomach and 


Bowels. Nay, befides all this, when 
they come into the Blood, it is, no 
wonder if the {mall Canals of infen- 
fibleTranfpiration are frequently ftopt 
up and obitructed by them : for it is 
upon this Score thatSanéorius teaches 
us,'in his Medicina Statica, Sect. 2. 
Aphor. 2. that beavy Water converts. 


tthe Matter of ‘Tranfpiration into an 


Ichor; which: being retain’d, induces 
a Cachexy. 

What Mifchiefs will enfue hereup- 
on, every one fees; not only Pains in 
the Limbs, livid Spots in the Surface 
of the Body, Ulcers, &c¢. from the 


_ Acrimony of the undifcharged Moif- 


ture; but many alfoof thofe perplex- 
ing Symptoms, which go by the 
Name of Hy/ferical and Hypochondria- 


cal, may take their Rife from the 


fame Source: For the before-cited 
Sanéorius has, remark’d in Sed. 3. 


~ Aphir. 13. that the F/atus or Wind, 
fo infeparable from thofe Cafes, is no 


other than rhe Fluid of Perfpiration, 
If the Incon- 
veniencies are oftentimes not felt, at 
leaft not till towards a declining Age, 
in ftrong and aétive Habits of Body ; 
yet lam from very good Experience 
affured, that they deferve Confidera- 
tion in weaker Conftitutions and a 
fedentary Life ; efpecially of the 
more tender Sex. I have the Honour 
to be nearly related to a worthy Per- 
fon, who had formerly an afflicted 


| Life, from the frequent Returns of 


violent Colic Pains; till fhe was with 


happy Succefs advifed by the Noble 
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Van Helmont not to drink, as fhe then 
did, Beer brew’d with Well Water ; 
and her Health is even now fo far 
owing to this Management, that an 
Error in it is unavoidably followed 
with the wonted Complaints. 

For thefe Reafons Péiny tells us, 
that thofe Waters are condemned in 
the firft. Place, which when boiled 
do encruft the fides of the Veffels: 
and that our Well-Waters do this, no 
body who looks into the Tea-Ket- 
tles of our Gentlewomen,. can be ig- 
norant. And indeed in antient Times, 
when Phyfic was more a Science, 
which is now more a Trade; as that 
part of it which relates to Diet was 
more carefully ftudy’d than it isnow- 
a-days; fo this point particularly, of 
which we are treating, was of-fo 
great moment, that Hippocrates, who 
wrote the beft Book on the Subject 
that ever was publifhed, has in a 
great meafure accounted not only for 
the. Difeafe, but even for the Tem- 
per and Difpofition of the People of 
feveral Countries, from this diffe- 
rence of the Waters with which Na- 
ture has fupply’d them. 


609. AquaFonrTana,Spring- 
Water. By the Courfe of this, we 
are liable to a Mixture, in one fort 
or other, of all the metalline or mi- 
neral Particles which lie conceal’d in 
the Earth. For the Water of all 
Springs (that is, all Waters which 
are circulated or ftrain’d thro’ the 
Earth, and which we call Springs, 
when they break out upon the Sur- 
face) wath off and carry along with 
them fome Particles of the Soil they 
travel thro’; fo that they become fa- 
lubrious or mifchievous, according to 
the Nature of the mineral Matter 
which they have taken up, and joined 
with, in their Courfe. So far as 
this anfwers any medicinal Purpofes, 
and makes the Water in any refpec 
purgative, will come under Inquiry 
in the Article of ActipuLa. Here

_therefore we have only occafion to be 
fatisfy’d what are beft for the com- 
mori Occafions of Life, as they mutt 
heceflarily make a part of our Diet; 
and thefe are the lighteft, as the pre- 
ceding Reafonings demonftrate, and 
fuch as are freeft from: Mineral Mix- 
tures. 

' ‘That Spring-Waters are thus load- 
ed in their Current, cannot be doubt- 
ed by thofe who have ever experi- 
‘ence’d the Tafte and Efficacy of our 
ordinary medicinal Springs ; and tho’ 
our own Country furnifhes us not 
with any fuch Inftances, unqueftion- 
able Authority informs us of fome 
Springs which bring along with them 
poifonous and deadly Companions ; 
which muft be corrofive Corpufcles 
mix’d with their Water, that cannot 
fail (when forfaken, in the Canals of 
the Body, by their Vehicle) to do 
the fame Mifchief as they would if 
taken by themfelves undiluted; only 
with this difference, that they may 
in this Form be carry’d fometimes 
farther into the animal Frame ; and 
fo difcover their Malignity in fome 
of the inmoft Receffes. ‘Thus the 
Fons Ruber in Ethiopia, mentioned 
by Pliny, about which abundance of 
native Minium or Cinnabar was 
found, fhew’d its ill Effects chiefiy on 
the Brain : which gave occafion for 
Ovid to fay of it, | 


a—— Si guis faucibus haufit, 
Aut furit, aut patitur mirum gra- 
vitate foporemm. 


But there is no need of enlarging 
further on this Head; fince any m7- 
neral Poifon may impart its deadly 
Quality to perfluent Streams: and 
accordingly there are Inftances of 4r- 
fenical, Mercurial, and other Foun- 
tains, of which the Hiftories may be 
feen in the Collections of Baccius de 
Thermis, lib. 6, and a very remarka- 
ble one in the Philofophical Tranfac- 
tions, N®%. 8. 


of good fervice drank alone. 
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We are taught many curious Ways 
of trying what are the principal Mix 
tures in thefe Waters: which muft 
be of great ufe to fuch as travel in 
unfrequented Countries ; and where 
Neceflity often forces them to unex- 
perienc’d Springs: but that would 
be too long for us here; we fhall 
therefore only drop this general Rule, 
That thofe Waters are beft for ufe | 
which are lighteft: and this may be 
determin’d with the utmoft exact- 
nefs, by weighing other convenient 
Bodies in them; which we are 
taught by the common Hydroftatical 
Scales, now any where to be had in 
the Shops. The common Experi- 
ment of trying them with Soap is 


alfo ufeful ; for the more remote they 


are from lathering with that ; the 
more unfit they are for ufe. Thofe 
Springs which arife from a chalky 
Earth, are generally accounted beft s 
which may be either for their not 
giving to the perfluent Waters any 
thing unwholfome; or their abforb- 
ing many mineral Particles from them 
in their Percolation. 

There may Circumftances happen, 
where Spring-Waters fhall be found 
In 
fome Stomachs relaxed from Intem- 
perance, thefe drank in a Morning, 
not only help to wafh off a great 
deal of flimy Filth, the Remains of 


‘a Debauch ; but alfo to aftringe the 


Fibres, and draw up the Membranes 
to a due Tenfity.- And the more 
loaded fuch Waters are with fome 
mineral Particles, efpecially of the a- 
luminous or nitrous kind; the more 
abfterfive and more reftringing will 
they be, and the better aniwer thofe 
Intentions. . 
610,——-F puviattrs, River- 
Water. ‘This likewife has its various 
Qualities from the different Soils it 
travels thro’; tho’ not fo much as 
that of Springs, River-Water may 
be reckon’d a Compofition of Spring 
and Rain- Waters together ; néar the 
-Head 
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Head therefore of any confiderable 


_ Spring, that may partake much of 


the Ore or Mineral,which the Spring 
wafhes along with it; but ata great- 
er diftance it may be affeéted and 
charged with its proper Soil. For 


 inits progrefs the mineral Particles 
' will fall, or be entangled and loft in 


the ouzy and clayey Mixtures they 
pafs thro’, As the Spring-Waters 
take up in their Meanders many hea- 
vy mineral Particles ; fo thefe either 
wath up from ouzy Bottoms, or have 
fo much Filth drain’d into them, e- 
{pecially near large Towns, that they 
abound with a foreign Matter of a 
very different nature; and which 
fometimes will ferment : as is mani- 
feft in that of the Thames; tho’ fome 
Travellers afirm no other Waters do 
the fame. Of this kind therefore 
thofe which come into ule with fuch 
Mixture, may be more or lefs con- 
venient in particular Cafes and Con- 
ftitutions; according to the Nature 
of what they have got fo mixed, 
But. in general, thefeWaters are much 
fofter than fuch as travel under- 
ground; and therefore are fitter for 
ufe, where hard Waters are con- 
demned. 

611, ee PLuVIALIS, Rain- 
Water. 'This.is reckon’d the moft 
fimple of all; and to come neareft a 
homogeneous Fluid; and therefore, 


-as.a Diluter, it is to be preferr’d. 


Quercetan, and many others, lay 
firefs upon the Circumitances of thele 
falling, whether. fuddenly or more 
flow, and from what quarter of the 
Heavens the Clouds bring them: 
but this feems to be as little to the 
purpofe, as under the former Articles 
what Parts Springs or Rivers run 
from; as to the Divifions of the 
Globe, and their Pofition to the Sun. 
Some are of Opinion, that Rain- 
Water brings fomewhat of a mitrous 
volatile Salt along with it; and think, 
by that means, it gives Fertility to 
the Earth: but if it does fo, they 
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mutt be too fine to injure any of the 
fecretory Strainers, by obitructing 
them; and too active or fufceptible 
of Motion to draw into Contaét, and 
form hurtful Concretions: and in- 
deed, in many Inftances, fuch a Mix- 
ture might be of fervice. ‘Therefore 
whatfoever Rain-Water brings along 
with it, it is notwithftanding cer- 
tainly the moft fimple and elementa- 
ry of any; and the propereft Diluter 
or Vehicle that we can be fupply’d 
with, ; 

612. ———e PUTEALIS, Well- 
Water. This is fubjeé& to all the 
Inconveniencies of Spring-Water ; 
with this additional Mifchief, that 
ftagnating fo long inthe Well, it may 
there take up from, the Bed. it lies 
upon, fuch Particles, further than 
what it brought along with it thi- 
ther, as to render it ftill more un- 
wholefome ; Whereas that which 
breaks out in Springs, is preferved 
higher than fuch heavy Matter is 
ufually lodg’d. Of all Waters there- 
fore whatfoever, Wel/-Waters are the 
molt to be diftrufted ; and of thofe, 
fuch chiefly as come out of the deep. 
eit Wells. 

613.—— PatrustTRis, Pond- 
Water. This may include all ftag- 
nant Waters, which are generally 
from Rain only ; for here we do not 
fuppofe any Springs concern’d. To 
this therefore no more can be faid 
than, That where it is upon a clean 
Bottom, it comes fo near to Raiz- 
Water, as not to be diftinguifhed 
from it; but generally even the Mo- 
tions of Wind, or fome other Cau- 
fes, as the treading of Cattle, fo dif- 
turb thefe, as to force up with them 
fuch Filth, as there corrupts and fer- 
ments; which makes fuch Waters 
the moft uncleanly and difagreeable 
of any. 

614.-——- Nivegauts, Snow- 
Water. ‘This undoubtedly brings a 
confiderable Portion of Nitre along 
with it; fo as to make it deterfive 
2 and 


¢ . 
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and diuretic. But it comes fo little 
either into our Diet or Medicine, 
that we need not be very folicitous 
about it. As for what wafhes into 
the Rivers, and accidentally comes 
to us that way, after the Fall of 
great Sxows, it is loft fo much, that 
it can hardly be imagin’d to com- 
municate any Efficacy to the fhare 
we have of it. ; 

615.——Mariwna, Sea-Wa- 
ter. ‘The Saltnefs of this is fufficient- 
ly known; and how upon that ac- 
count it is both difagreeable and un- 
wholefome in our Food; and 'there- 
fore never experienc’d but in Extre- 
Mities. 
616. Ros Mayarts,: May- 
Dew. This is what falls inthe Night, 
and hangs upon the Grafs next Morn- 
ing in {mall Drops. It is extremely 
fubtile and penetrating, from ‘a wo- 
latile Nitre of the Air, with which 
it abounds. Etmuller fays, in Di- 
geftion it will, as it were, ferment ; 
and in Diftillation afforda Spirit, of 
a fulphureous empyreumatical Smell 
and that the Refidue will fwell and 
ferment of itfelf.° Several People 
have ftrange Notions of the Subtility 
of this; and have flatter’d themfelves 
with obtaining from it an univerfal 
Diffolvent. Fobannes Faber {eem’d 
to take great pleafure in contriving 
an inflammable Spirit to be drawn 
from Rain-Water: and as this is yet 
of a more volatile nature, Expecta- 
tions have been raifed of doing 
ftrange Feats with it. But all that 
thefe great Promifers have hitherto 
done, it is not worth our notice ; fince 
they have not been able to preferve 
to us one Medicine out of all their 
Pretenfions. Some Country People 
have learnt a way of mjxing it with 
Powder of Brimitone/ for the /¢ch, 
to be ufed outwardly M and many In- 
{tances they give of its Succefs in 
fuch Cafes. It has the repute too, 
amongft the Women, of being a Co/- 
metic. 


AciputaA, Medicinal Waters. ° 

Thefe have been taken notice of 
in all Ages and Countries, and have 
gone thro’ various Opinions, in ac- 
counting for their Virtues and Effi- 
cacies, according as the Humour of 
Philofophizing. has happen’d to run. 
Helmont and his .Difciples . have. 
{trangely fpiritualiz’d upon this head, 
as on moft others; and talk much of 
a Gasand Aporrea of the Earth in 
their Compofition.. But we muft con- 
tent our felves to keep within. the 
compafs of fenfible Qualities, and 
pretend to know no farther than they 
will conduét us: and. thefe: we are 
pretty well inform’d of, from the vi- 
fible’ Mixture of mineral Matter, 
which: medicinal, Waters... difcover, 


Some are very) needlefly elaborate in 


the Diftin¢étions of fuch ; we fhall 
therefore confider them. under. thefe 
two: Divifions only, of Aluminofe, 
and Ferruginee. , Se 

617, Aquz ALU MINOS&, 
Purging Waters. ‘There is no Coun- 
ty fcarce in England, but. difcovers 
fome of thefe Springs. Thofe about 
London, are chiefly Epjom, Dulwich, 
Aton, ‘and North- Hall; tho’. there 
are many others, and. perhaps as 
good, but of inferior note. They 
all agree in) this, that they abound 
with a Sa/t of an aluminous and ni- 
trows natures which they. take up, 
and wafh along with them ‘in their 
Paflages. This) is not only manifeft 


to the Tafte.; but upon Evaporation 


they. leave it in confiderable Quan- _ 
tities behind. It is not of moment 
enough to diftinguifh the feveral kinds ~ 
of thefe Salts, which. fome Perfons 
of great leifure have done; fuch as 
are therefore very inquifitive, may 
confult: Mr. 4//en’s Natural Hiftory 
of Mineral Waters, where they will 
meet with Nicety and Perplexity e- 
nough. By this faline Mixture, thefe 
Waters greatly deterge the Stomach 
and ‘Bowels, and carry along with 
them by Stool a great deal which it 

may 
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may be beneficial to have well dif- 
charged. ‘They do often therefore 
good fervice where the Prime Vie 
want cleanfing ; and this is to be 
done with a few Repetitions: but 
if Perfons go on longer, (as it is too 
cuftomary ; fome thinking the more 
they purge, the further they are 
from being~fick) the Salts’ will too 
‘much get mto the Blood 3 which by. 
their Groffhefs will gradually be col- 
leéted'in ‘quantity enough in’ the Ca- 
pillaries and “Glands, 
them, and ‘occafion “Fevers peffimi 
moris. For all thofe Fevers which 
come after long Purging, efpecially 
_ after the Waters, are of the wortt 
kind, and often fatal. \ Some foften 
- thefe Waters by boiling up enough 
Milk with them to’ make a kind of 
Whey, which is agreeable ‘to fome 
tender Perfons, who might be too 
much chill’d with the Water raw. 
Thefe fometimes do great fervice in 
fuch. Colics as invert the Periftaltic 
Motion of the Inteftines; and, .as 


People commonly exprefs it, . rij? - 


the Guts; where the Patient -can 
walk about, or be kept conveniently 


* jnan erect Pofture: for their Weight 


prefling downwards, and their Moif- 
ture foftening and relaxing. the Fi-

But it-is here 
fuppos’d, that they are boil’d with

~ It is difficult to pafs this Article, 
without fetting a Mark upon that 
abominable Cheat which is now fold 
by the name of the Salt of Ep/om 
Waters. Dr. Grew, who was a mott 
worthy Phyfician, and an induitri- 
ous Experimenter himfelf, made trial 
how much Salt thefe Waters would 
leave upon Evaporation: and found 
that a Gallon left about two Drams, 
er near, according to my beft remem- 


« . 
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brance; for I have not his Writings 
by me. He likewife found the Salt ' 
thus procur’d, an{fwer’d the Virtues 
of the Water in its Cathartic Quali- 
ties. Of this an account was given 
before the Royal Society, in a Latin 
Differtation, or Leéure. But the 
avaritious Craft of a certain Furnace- 
Philofopher, could not let this ufeful 
Difcovery in natural Knowledge reit 
under the Improvement and proper 
Ufe-of Perfons of Integrity ; but he 
pretended to make a great quantity 
for Sale: and to recommend his Salt, 
tranflated the Doétor’s Ledture upon 
it into Exg/i/b ; in order to give a- 
way in his Shops as a Quack-Bill. 
The Do@or not fufpecting fo vile a 
Fraud, interrupted him not in that ; 
but was forced to tranflate his own 
Latin, to refcue it from the Blunders 
of the Chymift, And thus went off 
fomewhat for the true Sa/t of the 
Purging Waters; until Competitors 
in fuch fraudulent, Pra€tices forced 
the Price to be lower’d : fo» that 
what was fold at one Shilling an 
Ounce, and could not honefily be 
made under, is now come to be fold 
for not much above thirty Shillings 
per Hundred -weight 3 which does 
not much exceed Three-pence per 
Pound. [This Salt is prepared from 
that bitter Liguor called Bittern ; 
which runs from common Salt in. the 
making.| Wefhould not have took 
up fo much room about fuch a Tri- 
fle as this, but becaufe it ftill conti- 
nues to be put upon the ignorant for 
genuine; and is of pernicious.Con- 
fequence to thofe who take much of 
it. Common Salt diffolved would 
work as well in the fame Quantity 
of Liquor, as this is generally taken 
with ; and would not bring a worte 
Drought along with it. But this is 
not the only Fraud by many, which 
we fuffer by thofe People, who from 
Philofophers by Fire and Enthufiatts, 
are funk down into mere Cheats ; as 
we fhall tao often have occafion ta 
R 3 : obierve

obferve in the fubfequent Part of this 
Work. é 

This Counterfeit indeed is of fome 
fervice in Cathartic Infufions ; for a 
Dram in an Infufion of Seza, Rhu- 


barb, and fuch like things, helps to~ 


extract their purgative Virtues the bet- 
ter, and afhifts their Operation; but 
this, Sa/t of Tartar did before as well. 

Of the Waters above-named, the 
Strength is much. the fame; if there 
be any difference, thofe of Du/wich 
feem to be the quickeit in Operation. 
They are all of them beft at the Well- 
head; tho’ they are ufed in Town 
fome Days after they’ are taken up: 
for by ftlanding they let fall fome mi- 
neral Particles, which feem neceflary 
in their Operation. 

G:i8 AQuHPERRUGINER, 
Steel-Waters. 'Thefe- are likewife in 
many parts of England. Thole of 
moft note are of Tunbridge, Scarbo- 
rough, Hampftead, and Ifington.'The 
{mall differences of Ore, or Mineral 
Mixtures, are not here alfo worth 
our while to take up room about : it 
fafficeth, that it is out of all doubt 
that the Quality, to which they owe 
their ufe. in Medicine, is received 
from Jron ; for of this their Tale, 
and what they let fall upon ftanding, 
as well as the Kuil they fur the Bor- 
ders of their Springs with, befides 
the known Experiment of Ga//s, put 
out of all difpute. In confidering 
therefore the medicinal: Efficacy of 
thefe Waters, we are to regard them 
as an frog diffolv’d in an aqueous 
Menfiruam. And becaufe that Mi- 
neral, with the many Preparations 
made of it, will prefently, come in 
aur way to examine in this Light, 
we fhall fay the lefs of thefe here; 
only obferving what is neceflary of a 
Chalybeate Medicine in this forme 

There is perhaps not any one A/- 
terative of greater Efficacy, than 
thofe from this Mineral; and yet 
with how little Care or due Confide+ 
ration do many run into.a Courfe of; 
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the Waters imptegnated with them ? 
For they are not of the number of 
fuch things which may be ufed in 
wantonnefs or diverfion. It. may 
be depended on, whofoever meddles 
with théfe, is much the better or 
worfe for them afterwards. Whofo- 
ever takes Jron in Medicine, if it 
paffes the firit Digeftions, and mixes 
with the Blood, will find it to warm 
him, and make his Veins full and 
turgid. In Plethorie Habits, there- 
fore, thefe Waters are tobe forbid: 
and how many Fevers are obferved 
after drinking them; (which are ma- 
nifeftly from that Extreme ;) as alfo 
Vertigocs, Epilepfies, and Apoplexies ? 
For raifing the Blood too high, 
crouds the Veffels, and makes thofe 
in the Brain prefs upon the Convey- 
ances of the nervous Fluid; where- 
by they put the whole Syftem into 
Diforder, and:occafion the foregoing 
Mifchiefs. In moft young Perfons | 


. proper Evacuations ought to be made 


while they are drinking 3: and efpeci- 
ally if, as with many, they: render 
them more coftive. ’ Pa 

To fuch as by-long Hnefs, or any 
other Caufe, have their» Blood ren- 
der’d thin, poor, cold and watry, 
thefe Waters will give wonderful Af- 
fiftance. In a Chlorofis, which is 
commonly called the Greem-ficknefs, 
and in all Obftruétions of the Vif- 
cera; e{pecially. of the Kidneys and 
Uterus, they do great'fervice. Ina 
relaxed Tone of the Stomach like- 
wile, from Crapula’s, or any other 
Caufe, they greatly aftringe the Fi- 
bres, and bring them to a due Ten- 
fity; altho’ at firft their Roughnefg 
occafions them to be, thrown up a- 
gain by Vomit. qe

we have of this kind in our Coun-

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try, is that famous one near! Wells 
in Somerfetfbires another there’ is of 
inferior Note at Buxton. We hhall 
leave it to Naturalifts and Philofo- 
phers, to account for the Produétion 
of thefe Waters; and content our- 
felves with obferving, that they 
greatly abound with a mineral Sul- 
phur; which appears beyond all 
. doubt, from its turning Silver or 
Copper blackifh. The Bath-Mad, 
tubb’d upon Silver, is what the 
Gilders ufe to gild it with of a gold 
Colour. And*fome, who have been 
fo curious as to boil it in Oil, affirm 
it to have made a good Balfam of 
Sulphur. 

_ From the principal Mineral Ingre- 
dients then, with which this Water 
is impregnated, we may pronounce 
it a folt healing Subaffringent Balfa- 
mic. Weadd Subaftringent, becaufe 
we never meet with Sulphur, even 
in the {ublimed Flowers, which had 
not fome Portion of Salt in its Com- 
pofition 5 which when boil’d in Oil, 
as in making the Baljamum Sulpburis, 
fhoots like Needles, or the Branches 
of Sal Armoniac: {0 that tis very 
improbable thefe Waters fhould take 
up any Sulphur in their fubterrancous 
Current, without bringing alfo fome 
éf that faline Part along with them ; 
which it is never found without a- 
bove-ground ; and efpecially when 

we confider, how much more it is 
‘ $n the Nature of Water to attraét and 
join with fuch Particles, than thofe 
which are purely fulphureous. 

_. From thefe Premifes, we are very 
‘naturally dire€ted to the Cafes where- 
in thefe Waters, and bathing in them, 
“muft be of Service. And firft of all, 
in Languors, Debility, and any Watte 

of the Conftitution, that is not out 
of a Poffibility of Repair, they are 

like a Fomentation, which both fup- 

plies and ftrengthens the Parts all o- 
ver the Body at once; and by gent- 
ly fhaking and undulating the Fibres, 
helps forward thofe animal Motions, 
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which are ready to be at a ftand: 
In old Pains and Aches, which have 
been the Remains of nervous Dif- 
tempers, and where fome particular 
Part continues contraéted, or has 
any Humours fix’d upon it, which 
it cannot diflodge; thefe Waters 
pump’d upon fuch Parts hot from the 
Spring, do more towarda Cure, than 
all the Compofitions of Pharmacy. 
General Bathing in thefe Springs, 
cannot but wonderfully open that 
almoft infinite number of fecretory 
Orifices upon the furface of the Skin, 
and clear the cutaneous Duéts of 
Matter which is apt to ftick in them : 
by the Aperture of which Spiracula, 
the Fluids of the whole Body have 
more room to flow, and proper Vents 
given them to reek out a great deal, 
which it is of fervice to the Qecono- 
my ‘to get rid of. Thus are Rbew- 
matifms of many kinds, arthritic Pains; 
contracted and paralytic Limbs, with 
all the deplorable Attendance of 
Aches and Lamenefs, cured by what 
is more a Pleafure and Enjoyment 
than a Medicine. 

Thefe Sulphur Fountains, like- 
wife, inwardly ufed, toamazement, 
warm and itrengthen a decay’d Sto- 
mach; efpecially if relaxed and _al- 
moft worn out with Luxury and De- 
bauch. The moft grievous Naufeas 
and Vomitings, from thefe Caufes, 
have been remov'd by them. For 
they both foften again with proper 
Moifture the Fibres which have been 
render’d incapable to vibrate by the 
ufe of hot burning fpirituous Li- 
quors; and at the Jame time draw 
them into a greater Tenfity ; as a 
Cord which relaxes with over-drys 
ing, fills up and ftraitens upon the 
Contaét and Attraétion of a conveni- 
ent Moifture. The fmall thare of a 
fine Salt, which likewife attends, 
and is as it were wrapt up in the Par- 
ticles of Su/phur, cannot but contris 
bute fomewhat in reftoring the Tone 
of fuch decay’d Parts, But befides 
R 4 the 
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the Benefit thefe particularly dotto the 
Stomach, they alfo carry along with 
them into the moft remote Recefles, 
a Balfamic of Nature’s own, Prepa- 
ration; whereby fuch,Decays, as 
we have been {peaking of, in the Sto- 
mach, or in any of the Vifcera,, from 
Abjceffes, Ulcerations, or any. the 
like Caufes, are with great fuccefs re- 
liev’d. And particularly, if they be 
of the Kidneys or Urizary Pallages ; 
becaufe they wath thro’ them in 
greater plenty, than where they. come 
only by the ordinary Courfe of Cir- 
culation. Indeed. the Excellencies 
of thefe Springs deferve a Volume to 
do them Juftice ; but we have room 
here only for fhort:-Hints., Such_as 
defire more, . may. confult Guidoit 
Pierce’s Bath Memoirs, and. O/iger 
on Bath-Waters.

The Antients had them 
in the greateft elteem ; and by good 
luck fome Improveménts of Reafon- 
ing in Phyfic, from Geometry and 
Mechanics, have brought them into 
tolerable good Countenance again : 
And the prefent Age can furnith us 
with abundance of noble Cures per- 
form’d by Cold-Bathing, which were 
long, in vain, attempted. by the 
molt efficacious Medicines. “What 
a delightful fight is it to a Perfon of 
Humanity and 'Tendernefs towards his 
Fellow-Creatures, to fee the number 
of Crutches, and other artificial Aids 
of a Cripple, hang up, as Certifi- 
cates of the Benefit fo many poor 
Wretches have had from the Bathing 
only in cold Water, in the Apart- 
ments where thefe 
tain'd? ; | 

This Branch of the Means of Cure 
comes under Jemonftration,. both 
as to the Manner and Quantity of its 
Efficacy, as much as any thing in 


Springs are. main-. 
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the whole, Compafs. of Phyfic. The 
Gravitation. of Fluids, the Preffure 
of the Atmofphere, and its Differ- 
ences; and that. of Water, with its 
different. Weights upon ahy given 
Surface ; come.into Calculation with 
as much eafe and plainnefs, as any 
thing that..can be ftated in common 
Arithmetic. And, the Alterations 
which. the animal Fluids are fubject- 
ed to, under.fuch different Weights, 
is as eafy to. apprehend, For the 
Theory . of this Affair,. the Reader 
may, fludy Dr. Mead de Lmperio Solis 
4¢ Lune; Wainwright of the Non- 
naturals; and alate.Edition of Sanc- 
torius’s Medicina Statica, with Ex- 
planations. ; 
There are hardly any chronic Dif. 
eafes. but the Cald Bath may be made 
ufe of to Advantage, if the Confti- 
tution -has-not-fomewhat particular 
that forbids its Ufe ; which are chief. 
ly..Corpulency, and unfound Vifcera. 
In very fat Perfons, the Fibres are 
{o fluffed round, and as it were bol- 
fter’d up, that they have not room to 
vibrate. or, contract with the fudden 
Squeeze of the Bath : inftead there- 
fore of enforcing their Springs, and 
fhaking off any. unneceflary Incum- 
brances,.. they will only be ftrain’d 
to. no. .purpofe, and . confequently 
weaken’d ;. for wherefoever.an effort 
is made to remove any thing by an 
elaftic Body, if the firft Exertion fails, 
every Impetus afterwards languithes, 
and the Spring: is {poiled.. And in. 
unfound Wi/cerz, or where any Part. 
is much weaker. than the reft, fuch 
an additional Force, «as the, fudden 
Contraction the Bath gives to the So-- 
lids, will. prefs, the. Fluids on that 
Part, very much to its Damage ; 
which may occafion either the burft- 
ing of the, Veffels, or promote the. 
Difcharge of fome ill Humours upon 
that Part, which. otherwife might 
drain off elfewhere, 
But where nothing of this nature 
forbids the Ufe of the Co/d Bath, 
what-

whatfoever is to be effected by bracing 
the Solids, invigorating their Vibra-, 
_ tions, and accelerating the Blood’s 
- Motion, is with certainty to be had 
from hence. All Difeafes therefore 
from a fizy Blood, anda Lentor in 
the animal Juices, if the Elafticity 
of the Veflels is not wore out with 
Age or Debauchgs, will find Relief 
from the Cold Bath: as Rheumati/ms 
of the moft obftinate kind, Aypochon- 
driacal Affections, and Debility, 
from too tender, indulgent, and in- 
- active Ways of Life. Whatfoever 
Inconveniencies likewife proceed 
from a bad Tranfpiration, or when 
Humours are thrown upon the Sur- 
face, which cannot get thro’, but 
ulcerate, blotch, and deform the 
- Skin, this Remedy will be of fervice 
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in. Forupon Immerfion, the whole 
nervous Syftem is fo fhook, that the 
very Capillaries feel the Influence ; 
and the minuteft Paffages are forc’d 
open by an encreas’d Velocity of the 
circulating Fluids; whereby . the 
Skin will ‘be clear’d, and initead of 
entertaining grofs acrimonious Hu- 
mours, tranfmit only the impercepti-. 
ble Matter of Perfpiration, But in 
a Work defign’d to improve and re- 
commend Medicine, it may not be 
well perhaps to launch out too far 
in Commendation of cold Waters 
we fhall therefore refer, for more In- 
formation upon this Head, to the 
learned Letters of Sir Fobnu Floyer 
upon the Cold Bath ; and what in 
late Editions is annexed thereunto by 
Dr. Baynard.

SECT. XV. 


Of Metals. 


T isa much harder Task in this 

Part, not to fay too much, than 
to fay what is neceflary. Many Per- 
fons, who have chiefly given them- 
felves up to the Chymical Pharma- 
cy, have entertained fuch Notions of 
Mercuries, Sulpburs, and other ima- 
ginary. Exiftences in the, Compo- 
fitions of Meta/s, that their Shops 
are loaded with their Volumes. And 
a ferious purfuit of their Reafonings 
would not only be the Bufinefs of 
one’s Life, according to the ufual 
Age of Man; but would alfo run a 
Perfon into Enthufiafms, if not Dif- 
traction. _And this Contagion has 
raged ever fince the Expulfion of 
Mechanical Knowledge, and the U- 
{urpation of a Spiritual. kind of Phi- 
lofophy, propagated by the Sous of 
Fire: For by this Title have the 
Furnace-Sages thought fit to diftin- 
guifh themfelves, until very lately. 
The lait Exglifo Difpenfatory Wri- 


ter has very injudicioufly amafs’d 
together the worft and moft infigni- 
ficant, with the beit and motft effica- 
cious Preparations. We fhall there- 
fore in this Part difmifs all that is 
not of prefent Ufe, and real Service 
in Medicine ;, how pompoully foever 
dignified with Names: And what is 
ef true Efficacy, we fhall endeavour 
to account for; both as‘to their man- 
ner of Preparation and Phyfical Vir- 
tues, upon fuch Principles as are in- 
telligible and convincing. | 


621. AuRrum, Gold. What 
fhould have been the principal In- 
ducement to torture this Metal with 
fo much Violence, to obtain from it 
fome Medicinal Virtues, is not eafily 
to be guefs’d: Unlefs it was to keep 
up the Authority of an ill deferved 
Regard; and_a Jealoufy that they ~ 
could not be well in the common O- 
pinion forPhy ficians,who could not da 

eX 
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- €xtraordinary things in their Profef- 
fion, with a Metal which had fuch a 
prodigious Influence almoft on every 
other account. Many indeed there 
have been, who have honeftly op- 
_ pos’d this Artifice; but the contra- 
ry fide has a long time prevailed ; 
and to fuch a degree, that this Me- 
tal itfelf has not only been transform’d 
into, all the Shapes imaginable for 
Medicinal Purpofes; but even its 
Name has been transferr’d to do ho- 
nour to, and enhance the Price of 
many other worthlefs Preparations, 
that bore but any Refemblance to its 
fenfible Qualities. Hence many 
Tin@tures of a yellow Colour, are 
prefently the Golden 'Tinéture of 
fomething or other. Moft indeed 
acknowledge, that Gold in Sub- 
flance, or reduced into the {malleft 
Particles by the Hammer, as in the 
Leaf-Gold, is not digettible in the 
Stomach; fo as to be tranfinitted into 
the Blood, and to be there of any 
Efficacy. But there are nevertheleis 
many whoare confident of its doing 
extraordinary Matters, if reduced in- 
toa Powder, by Amalgamation with 
Mercury, and evaporating the Mer- 
curyatterward. Zacutus Lufitanus is 
one of the fmarteft Pleaders on this 
fide the Controverfy, again Mu/a, 
Picas Mirandula, and Platerus 3; who, 
befides many Inftances of its Effica- 
cy, urges the Authority of Avicen, 
Serapion, Geber, and many of the 
Arabian Phyficians, with thofe of 
other Countries, and of later Date. 
Quercetan, Schroder, Zwelfer, and 
Etmuller,. with many other more 
modern practical Phyficians, fell in- 
to the ne Opinion. But which 
fide foever the Truth lies on, the 
Modern Praétice reje&ting all Prepa+ 
rations of it, will be a fufhicient Juftifi- 
cation for our retaining fo few’ of 
them. When I mention Modern 
Practice, that only is meant which 
is by regular bred Phyficians ; for 
there are ftill Fagelers and Quack, 


who amufe and impofe upon weak 
People with their Golden Medica- 
ments. Its only juftifiable ufe is to 
beautify fome Medicines to the Eye ; 
and guard the Palate againft the Nau- 
feoufnefs of fome~ others which are 
made into Pills. | 

Monfieur Lemery has been very 
honeft, in expofing the Knavery of 
the Chymifts and Empirics in this 
refpect ; what therefore we find in 
him retain’d of the Preparations, for 
any medicinal Ufe, we fhall venture 
to infert, and no further. In the 
Purification of Gold, there happens 
nothing of any ufe but to the Refiner 
and ‘manual Artificer; and therefore 
we fhall begin with, 


The Preparation of Gold. 


be Amalgamation of Gold with 
Mercury ; and its Reduction into 
an impalpable Powder. 


Take a Dram of Gold beat into 
thin Plates, which muft be heated 
in a Crucible red-hot im a large Fire ; 
then pour upon it an Ounce of Quick- 
Silvers Stir it-with an Iron Rod; 
and when it begins to raifeia Fume, 
throw it into an earthen: Pan, filled 
with Water; where it will coagulate 
and become. traétable.. The black- 
nefs may be wafhed away with Wa- 
ter; anda great deal of the Mercy- 
ry prefled out thro’ a Linnen Rag; 
the reft muft be evaporated inia Crus 
cible, and the Gold. will remain be- 
hind. in an'impalpable Powder. .. 

This is the fureft Way of reducing 
Gold intoa form to be taken in Sub- 
ftance, for thofe who have an Opi- 
nion of it; but the Gi/ders may make 
abetter Wievof-its becaufe it. may 
be eafily: extended upon their Work, 


Aurum. Falminans, or Saffron. of 
rise Gold. 
Take any Quantity of Gold beat 
into thin little Plates; put it into a 
Phial, 
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Phial, and pour gradually upon it 
‘three or four times as much ua 
Regia: fet itin Sand a, little heated, 
until the Agua Regia is fated with as 
much Gold as it can take up;, which 
may be known by the Ebullition 
ceafing. Afterwards pour the Solu- 
tion into a Glafs Veffel of five or fix 
times as much common Water; and 
drop into it by Degrees the Oil of 
Tartar made per Deliquium, and the 
Gold will fall to the bottom: after 
which pour off the clean Water, and 
wath it with frefh warm Water, till 
it grows infipid ; then dry it on: Pa- 
per by a gentle Fire, left it explode: 
and from half a Dram of Gold there 
will be about two Scruples of Cro- 


cus. 

This is faid to caufe Sweat and drive 
out noxious Humours by 'Tranfpira- 
tion. Jt may be given in the Smal/- 
Pox and Mea/les ; and is alfo reported 
to ftop Vomiting, and check the Ac- 
tivity of Mercury; fo as to be ufeful 
in lowering a Salivation, when there 
js occafion. Its Dofe is from two to 
fix Grains. The wafhing will not 
take out all the Points of the Agua 
Regia; fo that if it has the Proper- 
ties aforefaid, there is a great deal 
of Reafon to fufpect them to arife 
from thofe, more than from the Me- 
talline Particles. And. the Opera- 
tions of many Mercurial Prepara- 
tions are thus accounted for. The 
Aurum Potabile, which fome have fo 
many ways of making, has no. claim 
to any medicinal Virtues, but upon 
the fame Account: tho’ moft. Prepa- 
rations under that Name are Impofi- 
tions ; as may be feen at large in Le- 
mery s Chymifiry. 


622. Arcentumn, Szlver, 
Many medicinal Virtues are attribu- 
ted to this Metal in the Difeafes of 
the Head, as to the preceding, in 
thofe of the Heart: but they feem to 
have no Foundation, befides. the I- 
magination of Afrologers and Furnace- 


Of Metals. “a 
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Philofophers 3 who fancied that the 
Moon, whofe Influence they place, 
this Metal under, held a very friend- 
ly Correfpondence with the Head ; 
as the Sun..does with the Heart 5 
which therefore they make. to be 
comforted by the Solar Metal, Gold. 
But it is better to be contented with 
what is known, and of Ufe, than to 
advance ftrange Notions, and form 
grand Ideas of what we don’t under-, 
itand. : 


Purification of Silver. 
This is done by the Cappel, which is 
an earthen Veffel that refifts the Fire, 
fafhioned like a Difh. It is fill’d with 
a Pafte made of . Afhes,. which have. 
loft their. Salt ;.fuch as thofe .of. 
Bones, (for their, Salt, while they 
are burning, evaporates :) a Hole is 
made in the middle to let in the Mat- 
ter that is to be coppelled; and fo the 
Veffel is fet a drying... This Procefs 
is only to. give. the Reader a Know-. 
ledge of Litharge, which arifes there- 
in; becaufe that is much ufed in ex- 
ternal Remedies. 
Heat .a.Coppel, covered over in 
the Coals, until it grows red hot: 
then throw into it four or five times, 
as much Lead, as the Silver intended 
to be purified; after the Lead is 
melted, and the fides of the Cappel 
filled, which will foon be done, caft. 
the Silver into the middle; and it 
will prefently run. Pile Wood up 
round avout, that.the Flame may re- 
verberate upon the Matter; and the 
Impurities will mix with the Lead, 
and the Silver remain pure in the 
middle. mit 
The Lead being filled with the 
droffy. Parts of Silver, will lie on 
the. fides like a Scum, that may be 
gathered up with a Spoon; and this 
is that call’d Litharges which, ac- 
cording to the Degree of Calcina- 
tion, becomes of divers Colours ; and 
is fometimes called Litharge of Gold, 
and fometimes Litharge of Silver. 
The 
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The Virtues therefore of this L7- 
tharge may be pretty well guefs’d 


at by the manner of its Production ;_ 


it appearing to confit moftly of Sa- 
turnine Particles; and therefore to 
be cold and drying. 


Preparations of Silver. 
Caufticum Lunare, the Lunar Cau/tic, 


Diffolve in a Phial any quantity 
of Silver, with three times as much 
Spirit of Nitre: Set the Phial ina 
Sand-Heat, and evaporate about two 
thirds of the Moifture ; pour the reft, 
while it ishct, intoa good Crucible, 
that mutt be large, by reafon of the 
Ebullition it will make. Place it o- 
ver a gentle Fire, and let it alone 
till the boiling Matter finks quietly 
to the bottom of the Crucible. Then 
increafe the Fire till it’comes to be 
like O77; and pour it out into an 
~ Tron Mould, a little oil’d and heat- 
ed; and it will prefently harden. It 
mutt be kept clofe ftopp’d; elfe the 
Air will run it, and deftroy its Ef 
ficacy ; but as directed, it will laft for 
ever. 

- This Stone may be made of Cop- 
pers but it will not keep fo well ; 
becaufe that Metal being more po- 
rous, ‘fooner admits the Air into it. 
There are many other Preparations 
of Silver ; but they are of no ufe, un- 
lefs for Amufement, and to make 3 
fhew to no purpote. My 


623. Ferrum, Iron. If our 
regard of the P/amets was to be pro- 
portioned to the Medicinal Eflicacies 
of thofe Metals which the Chymifts 
have imagin’d them to influence ; 
Mars ought to be more in our efteem 
than the Suz or Moon; as Iron is 
vaftly preferable in Medicine to el- 
\ ther Gold or Silver s tho’ foppofed 
to be under the Dominion of thole 
great Luminaries, 
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Naturalifts abundantly inform us 
concerning the Produétion of this 
Metal ; and Phyfical Writers fufi- 
ciently prove how much it is prefer- 
able, for all. Medicinal Purpofes, to 
Steel; which is only a more harden’d 
compact Jrom, made fo by Art; 
whereby it is render’d more unfit to 
yield thofe Principles, or Parts in” 
Preparation, which the Phyfician re- ’ 
quires to be drawn out. “ What con- 
cerns the Controverfy of its being an 
Acid or Alkali, is too trifling for 
our Notice here ; we fhall only there- 
fore inquire, by what manifeft Pro- 
perties this Metal comes to afford’ fo 
much of moment in medical Prepa- 
rations. vies 

And to this Purpofe, thus far in» 
common may be concluded, as from 
all other metalline Particles ;_ That’ 
fuch as can be mixed with the Blood, 
and made part of ‘the circulating 
Fluid, muft of courfe, “by ‘the ne- 
ceffary Laws of Motion, from’ their 
fuperior Gravities, be of great force 
to’ break their way, where Particles 
of ‘lefs Gravities ‘cannot get thro’. 
For Mechanics teach’ nothing ‘more 
plainly, than that the Momenta of alf 
Percuffions are as the Reftangles un- 
der the Gravities and Celerities of 


the moving Bodies. “By how’ much. . iy 


more Gravity then, a metalline Par- 
ticle has, more than any other Par- 
ticle in the Blood, if their Celerities 
are equals by fo much the greater 
will the ftroke of the metalline Parti- 
cle be, againft every thing that ftands 
in its way, than of any other not fo 
heavy: and therefore any Obftruc- 
tion in the Glands and Capillaries ° 
will be fooner removed by’ fuch Par- 
ticles, than by thofe which are light- 
er. This’ is a way of Reafoning, 
that is plain to the meaneft Capacity ; 
and altho’ it may be called Mathe- 
matical, a Name terrible to fome in 
Phyfic, yet it has no Conjuration 
in it; unlefs to force Affent by De- 
monftration, ' 
But

But if Stee, or Iron, has this Pro- 
perty; by virtue of the Solidity and 
{pecific. Weight of its. Particles, in 
common with fome other Metals ; 
it has alfo.a fomewhat further advan- 
tage of being a powerful Deobftru- 
ent, from the fhape of its component 
Parts; for both our T'afte and Sight 
convince us of their pointed angular 
Forms, efpecially if we view them 
in their Shoots. or Cryftals, in mak- 
ing the Vitriol or Salt of Iron. For 
another reafon therefore, that is, the 
fharp and pointed Figures’ of the 
Particles of Iron, will they be efti- 
cacious to cut their way thro’ many 
hindrances: So that, upon a double 
account, we fee how this Metal de- 
ferves its efteem of being a very no- 
ble Deobftruent. What was before 
obferv’d likewife in the Firft Part, 
concerning Fermentation, or inteftine 
Motion being increas’d by elaftic Par- 
ticles, does as plainly account how 
this Medicine. comes fo much to heat 
the Blood. For the Refilition of an 
elaftic. Particle upon its Occurfion ae 
gainft any. thing that ftops it, .con- 
tributes to increafe another, kind, of 
Motion ina circulating Fluid, befides 
that which is parallel to the Axis 
of the Veffel thro’ which it is pro- 
pelleds and it is this mixed Motion 
upon which the Fluidity and Heat 


of the Blood. depends. So that the. 


Chalybeate Particles being alfo elaftic, 
they heat and thin the Blood, by pro- 
moting its inteftine Motion; as well 
as help. it thro’ Pafflages, by increaf- 
ing. its. Weight and Force againit 
theme. 5." | 


_ There is another obvious Property 
of Iron, and mahy of its Preparations, 
which we have not yet found tole- 
rably accounted for; and that. is its 
aftringency in the Bowels, and its 
promoting of Urine 3 which may to 
fome, at firft fight, appear contrary 
Effects from the fame Caufe. But 


this will not feem ftrange, if we con- 
fider its fyptic corrugating Tatte up- 
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on the Tongue; which cannot but 
arife from the Points and Angles of 
its Particles. When therefore it comes 
into the Bowels, as often as thofe 
Particles touch any of the Fibres of 
their inner Coat, thofe Fibres, by the 
fame Mechanifm, will contraét; and 
fo, by the Paflage of a Chalybeate 
thro’ the Inteftines, they will be gent- 
ly drawn into fuch Corrugations, as 
to retain their Contents longer, by 
the Paffages being made ftraiter. And 
that thefe Megicines have this Effect - 
in the Bowels by this means, is fur- 
ther evident from the T'witches they 
give the Stomach fometimes, at their 
firft admiffion ; infomuch as to draw 
it frequently into a general Contrac- 
tion, and occafion their Ejectment by 
Vomit. 

Upon. another account alfo does 
Tron aktringe in thofe Parts; and 
that is, hardening the Feces them- 
felves; whereby they are longer re- 
tain’d. In the crude Contents of the 
Bowels, there are many Particles, 
grofs and large in their Surfaces, 
which may be the fibrous Parts of the 
Food not digefted enough to go off 
any otherwife than by Stool.’ Now 
thefe Filaments, or little Shreds of 
Fibres, tho’ in themfelves inanimate, 
are capable of Contraétion, or rather 
Corrugation, upon the Contaét and 
Impulie of a fharp-pointed ‘Particle; 
as we fee in Leather, Vellum, and any 
membranous Subftances, how they 
fhrink up at the Contaét of the Par- 
ticles of Fire, or any fubtile cid. 
So that, befides hardening the Coats 
of the Inteftines, the Particles of 
Chalybeate Medicines aftringe ; that 
is, occafion more confiflent and lefs 
frequent’ Stools, by hardening the 
Contents of the Bowels, and render- 
ing them more flow of Expulfion. 
But the Café is very different, when 
thefe Particles are ftrained into a Fluid 
as fine as themfelves ; and they_are 
propelled in Canals witha great Ve- 
locity. The {mart and frequently re- 

peated 
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peated Vibration of an “Artery, pre- 
vents any fuch Contaét as was ad- 


mitted of in the Bowels; and only 


ferves to propagate their Motions 3 
fo that they can do nothing here, 
but go on with the Current, until 
their Force ftrikes them thro’ fome 
fecretory Outlets: but by their Ra- 
pidity, and more forcible Refilitions 
upon all Occurfions, they cannot in 
this Scene but greatly.contribute to 
thin the Fluid, of which they make 
a part, and difpofe it more to fupply 
the thinner Secretions, of which that 
by Urine is the chief. As alfo does 
the Gravity of their Parts, fo far as 
the circulating Force will admit its 
influence, more difpofe them to go 
off that way; as it does moft of a fa- 
line Nature, and fuch as are akin 
thereto. 

After this, there can need but lit. 
tle to explain how Chalydeate Medi- 
cines an{wer fo effe€tually that known 
Intention of promoting the menfirual 
Difcbarges. For by heating the 
Blood, that is, rendering it more 
fwift and fluid, the Blood muft take 
up more room, and prefS harder a- 
gainft the fides of the Veffels ; and 
by increafing its quantity of Impulfe, 
it alfo prefles or ftrikes harder againit 
whatloever oppofes it; infomuch as 
‘fometimes to break the Veflels them- 
felves. And thefe Effeés it is moft 
likely to have, of breaking the. Vef- 
fels,, where their Contortions or Ob- 
liquities are greateft, in proportion to 
their Capacities and Diftances from 
the Heart. Wherefoever therefore 
they turn off neareit to Right An- 
gles, and their Capacities are greatett, 
at fuch a place the Blood is mof 
likely to break thro’: and fuch-is the 
Conftru€ture of the Uterine Blood- 
veffels.. For further Satisfagion on 
this Head, the Reader will be great- 
ly pleafed with Dr. Freind’s Emme- 
nologia. 
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Preparations of Iron... 
Dr. Willis’s Preparation of Steel. 


Take clean Filings of Iron, and 

Cream of Tartar in fine Powder, of 
each a like Quantity ; mix them well, 
and make them into a Pafte, with 
white Wine. Then fet them to dry 
in the Sun, or other gentle Heat ; 
break the Mafs, and if it has not 
acquired a greenifh Colour, powder 
it, moiiten and dry it, as before. _ 
_ This Preparation is as opening as 
any which are made of this Mineral 3 
and is conveniently enough adminif- 
tred in Boles or Ele&tuaries; for 
thefe Preparations. render Pills fo 
bulky, as to make a Dofe irkfome. 
It alfo yields its Virtues very readily 
in ‘Tinéture, with Wine or any pro- 
per Liquor. dts Dofe is from 10 to 
30 Grains, 


Mars cum Saccharo Preeparatus, / 
Another Preparation of Steel with 
Sugar. 


Take Filings of Steel 3 Ounces, 
and brown,.Sugar Candy 2 Ounces 
Jet them be rubbed together in a dry 
Mortar, to a fine Powder. 

This will certainly require great 
Labour before the Steel will be fine; 
tho’ the Sugar will help to break it, 
and is of much the fame effet here 
as the Swlt of Tartar; but may make 
it more pleafant to. take in fome 
Forms. It is faid to be thus pre- 
pared in our Hofpitals. | 


Crocus -Martis Aperiens, Opening , 
Sagron of Iron. 


Let thin Plates, or Filings, of Jroz 
be expofed to the Air in dewy 
Nights, and Rain, until they be- 
come very ruily; then clear off the 
Rufi, and do as before, until the 
whole is fo changed ; let all be fae 

] € 
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bed in the Mortar, and pafs’d thro’ 
‘@fine Sieve." * Bah. hs 

This is the moft proper aperient 
Preparation of all that are in ule ; 
becaufe the Acids, whichare in moft 
others made ufe of ‘to diffolve the J- 
ron, vender it rather aftringent, efpe- 
cially in the Prime Vie. And what 
the College order under this ‘Title 
with Sw/pbur, is rather -aftringent 
than aperient ; as may be feen under 
fome of the fubfequent Preparations. 


Mars cum Tartaro Przparatus, 
Iron prepared with Tartar. 


Take equal quantities of Filings of 
Tron, and of common white Tartar ; 
put them into a Crucible, and fet it 
in a Fire ftrong enough to make the 
Materials red-hot’; in which condi- 
tion let them continue fome time. 
Afterwards remove it, and when 
they» are cool, powder them in a 
Mortar; and what will not pafs a 
fine Sieve, heat fo again, and again 
powder: And -this repeat until all 
goes thro’. Mix the feveral Siftings; 
and keep them in a Veffel clofe ftopt 
from the Air. e 

This is indeed more aperient than 
the former Preparations; but that 
Quality it receives from the Tartar. 
The laft Burnings and Siftings will 
be more difficult to perform than the 
firft; becaufe moft of the Tartar goes 
off then. It muft be kept from the 
Air, elfe it will run like the /ixivial 
Salts, on account of the Tartar which 
is amongft it ; and for this reafon it 
is not fit to be prefcribed in any dry 
Forms, as Powders. There are o- 
ther ways of preparing this with 
Tartar; but that here deliver’d feems 
moft fuited to anfwer the Intention 

of an Opener. 


Mars eum Sulphure Prezparatus, 
Tron prepared with Sulphur. 


Take equal quantities of the Fil- 
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ings of Steel, and Flowers of Sul. 
phur ; mix them together, and make 
them into.a Pafte with Water; and 
leave it to’ ferment for four or’ five 
Hours: after which, put it into a 
Crucible over a good Fire, and ftir 
the Matter with an Iron Spatula. It 
will flame, and when the Sulphur 
is burnt, it will appear black: bue 
by raifing and continuing the Heat, 
it will change to'a red Colours. which 
fhews when it is enough. 

That which the Co//ege have lately 
given under this Title, is little’elfe 
but Sulphur it being only common 
Brimftone melted by a hot Iron. 

This is called.alfo an aperient Saf- 


fron of Mars: but the Salts it receives 


from the Sulphur, make it more fix- 
ed, and lefs opening than the former: 
And indeed there is not much dif- 
ference between this and the aftrin- 
gent Crocus which follows. | ' 


Crocus Martis Aftringens, 
Afiringent Saffron of Iron. 


Take Jrow prepared with Sulphur, 
and wafh it five or fix times with 
ftrong Vinegar, leaving it to fteep an 
Hour ata time; then calcine it in a 
Crucible, and after it has been red- 
hot, let it cool, and keep it for ufe. 

In this the Salts of the Vinegar 
make it yet more reftrictive ; inio- 
much as to give it the name it here 
bears in the Shops, and common 
Prefeription. And fome fay it will, 
contrary to the former, ftop all He- 
morrhages ; but-in that they are much 
miftaken. However they err not 
who preferibe it in Diarrbaa’ss in 
which it is of good fervice. This 
is near the fame as the College di- 
ret under the Title of Mars cum 
aceto preparatus. But that which 
bears this T'itle. amongft them, ‘is 
only Jron burnt toa Ra/. 

There is alfo another way of pre- 
paring Jrow with Sulphur 3 which 
gives it a Reftringency ; and exhi- 

bits 
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bits fome Phenomena in the Procefs, 
which are very furprizing and enter- 
taining. This way I firft learnt from 
fome Experiments made before the 
Royal Society, more with a View to 
fome Philofophical Inquiries, than to 
make any Difcovery in» Medicine. 
The Procefs is as follows. 


Another Aftringent Saffron of Iron. 


Take Filings of Jron one part, of 
Flowers of Sz/phur three parts, mix 
them into a Pafte with diftill’d 7}. 
megar; then with ftrong Cap-Paper 
wrap it round eight or ten times 
thick, like a Ball, and tie it clofe 
on all fides with ftrong Pack-thread; 
lay it before the Fire, near enough 
to warm thro’ by degrees. In a lit- 
tle time it will reek, and fend forth 
fach a penetrating Steam, as will al- 
moft fuffocate; and at length burft 
out into actual Fire in feveral Places, 
And thus it will continue a perfea 
Ball of Fire, until the Sulphur; or 
the combuttible -parts of it are {pent ; 
when it will go out, and cool into a 
Powder of a fine red Colour. 

This differs not from. the’ former 
in Virtues, All the foregoing Pre- 


parations are good to raife the Blgod 


in poor weakly Conftitutions ; if 
there be but ftrength enough to pafs 
it, without Diforders, thro’ the firft 
Digeftions. There is no kind of 
Medicine more efficacious than thefe 
in Cachexies, Faundice, and Drop- 
fies s efpecially. the more -aperient 
forts. In many hyfterical and hy- 
“pochondriacal Cafes likewife, they 
are very effectual. They are con- 
venient almoft in any forms, parti- 
cularly in Boles, Ele&uaries, and 
Pills. Their Dofes are from ten 
Grains to half a Dram, if not taken 
above once a Day ; but lefs, if oft- 
ner. 
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4 Reftringent Preparation of Tron, 
Jold by the Name of Colbatch’s 
Styptic Powder, | 


Take any quantity of Filings of 
Iron, and pour upon them Spirit 
of Salt, to the Height of three or 
four Fingers above them ; let them 
ftand in a gentle Digeftion till the 
Fermentation is over, and the Spirit 
of Salt is become fweet: Then pour 
off what is liquid, and evaporate it 
in an Iron or Glafs Veffel until half 
is confumed; at which time put to 
it an equal Quantity of Saccharum 
Saturni, and evaporate to a ‘dry 
Powder, If upon its firft becoming 
dry, the Operation be ftopt, it has 
exactly the Appearance of Co/barch’s 
Powder ; but if it be continued long- 
er, and the Heat rais’d, it will turn 


red, like the preceding Preparation. 


It muft be kept clofe ftopt from the 
Air. 

If this is not kept clofe ftopt, it 
will imbibe the Air, and flow fo as 
to lofe its Efficacy. . I have been in. 
form’d from very good Hands, that 
this is the Szyptic with which there 
was fo much Noife made fome time 
ago, by the-Author of the Novum 
Lumen Chirurgicum; and for the 
Sale of which a Patent was pro- 
cured; only in that was ufed Oil of 
Vitriol, initead of the Spirit of Salt in 
this: But that Difference is infigni- 
ficant. This is a Preparation of 
Maets, once Profeffor at Leyden; and 
ds in the ColleGanea Chymica Ley- 
denfia; how much foever fome have 
pretended to make a Secret of it 
fince. It is recommended as a Re- 
{tringent in moft kinds of Fluxes in- 
wardly ; and particularly in Hemor- 
rhages. Its Dofe is from four Grains 
to twelve; and is conveniently gi- 
ven in any forms, but Powders and 


Pills, 


Sal 
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Sal Martis, Salt of Iron. 


Take eight Ounces of Filings of 
Tron, put it intoa Glafs with along 
_ Neck; and pour upon it two Pounds 

of common Water a little warm, 
_ anda Pound of good Spirit of Vi- 
triol; ftir it, and fet the Veffel in 
hot Sand twenty four Hours; then 
feparate the Liquor and filtre it. 

Gently evaporate this Liquor until 
there appear a Skin at top, of various 
fhining Colours, like the Rain-Bow: 
then fet itin a cool place, and ina 
Night’s time there will be all round 
the Veflel beautiful green Cryftals. 
‘The. Remainder of the Liquor mutt 
be again evaporated to the fame 
Standard, and will then fhoot again. 
And this may be repeated till all 
the Salt is obtained. The firft Shoots 
are largeit and moft regular ; but the 
Jatter will be the better for adding 
every time a few Drops of freth Spi- 
rit of Vitriol; the frequent Evapora- 
tion abating the Acidity, and making 
it fhoot fainter. 

There is another way likewife of 
making this, with Spirit of Wine 
and Spirit of Vitriol, of each equal 
parts, by ftanding in an Iron Veffel 
fo long, that it diflolves enough to 
fhoot into Cryfals; but this is not 
fo convenient upon many accounts, 
altho’ directed by the College. [J+ 
is ufual with the trading Chymifts to 
Sell common Copperas for Salt of Iron, 
nor can the Difference eafily be dif- 
covered tho the Difference in Price 
is confiderable.| ‘This is much pre- 
{cribed, fometimes by the Name of 
Vitriolum Martis, and alfo that of 
Anima Hepatis ; of {uch account has 
it been with fome for its Efficacy 
upon the Liver, as to be called the 
Soul of the Liver. It is good in all 
the Intentions of other Chalybeate 
_ Preparations ; and is more conveni- 
ently introduced into fome Forms by 
reafon of the Smallnefs of the Dofe, 


a 
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being from three Grains to half a 
Scruple; tho’ its T'afte is rather more 
difcoverable. Lemery orders fome 
Spirit of Wine in the Preparation 
of this Salt, and alfo draws from it 
the following. 


Spiritus Salis Martis, Spirit of the 
Salt of Iron. 


Put into a Retort of Stone, or of 
Glafs coated, eight Ounces of the 
Salt of Iron, made with the Oil of 
Vitriol and Spirit of Wine: Place 
the fame in a Reverberatory ; clofe 
the Junctures exaétly with Luting, 
and make a {mall Fire of the firft De- _ 
gree, in order to heat the Veffel 
gently : augment the Fire tothe fe- 
cond Degree; when nothing more 
comes over, augment the Fire to 
the third Degree; and white Va- 
pours will arife, fo as to fill the Re- 
ceiver: Continue this Fire till thefe 
Vapours clear up; then augment it 
to the fourth Degree, and continue 
the fame till nothing more comes out 
from the Retort. ‘I'he Operation or- 
dinarily lafts twelve Hours. Let the 
Veffels cool, and take the Luting 
from them; and there will come out 
of the Receiver a very ftrong Smell ° 
of Sulphur; and you will find five 
Ounces and five Drams of a clear 
Spirit, having an acid Tafte, almott 
like the ordinary Spirit of Vitriol, 
but more Styptic, and participating 
much of the Spirit of Steel. Keep 


‘it ina Glafs-bottle well ftopt. 


This is a very good Contrivance 
for thofe who cannot take the for- 
mer in Subftance; and it will have 
much the fame Effe&.. The Au- 
thor of it fays, the Iron will not rife 
fo well without a Mixture of Spirit 
of Wine in its Preparation ; but it is 
the Degree of Fire to which fuch 
Rife is rather to be attributed. It 
may be given from four Drops to 
twelve, in any convenient Liquor. 


hae Flores 
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Flores Martis, Flowers of Iron. 


Take equal Quantities of ’ Iron 
and Sal Armoniac, and fublime them 
in an earthen Cucurdit over an open 
Fire, into a Glafs: Head, as long as 
any thing will rifle. The Flowers 
will be between a red and yellow 
Colour. 

Thefe are alfo fometimes entitled 
in the Shops Flores Salis Ammoniact 
Martiales. ‘They are reckoned very 
attenuating and aperient; and there- 
fore are prefcribed in many obftinate 
chronic Difeafes, from Obitru€tions 5 
and in Afbmas. From the Refidu- 
um in the Cucurbit fome draw a 
Tinéture with Spirit of Wine; and 
this is called, in the New London 
Difpenfatory, Tinura Martis cum 
Sale Ammoniaco. From the Flowers 
alfo diffolved in warm Water, and 
precipitated with O/. Tartari per de- 
liquium, is produced that Powder 
which is called Mars Diaphoreticus; 
and by Zwelfer, Sulphur Vitrioli 
Anodynum Martiale. 'Thefe Flowers 
‘diffolved in Spirit of Wine, make 
the Sedativum Archei, which Bates 
retains. But they are little uled in 
the prefent Piaétice. 


. Ens Veneris. 


Take Salt of Steel one Part, S2/ 
Armoniac two Parts, and fublime as 
in making the Flores Ammoniaci 
Martiales preceding; and there will 
be at the top a Collection of yellow 
Flowers. 

This is direfted by the College 
with blue Vitriol inftead of the Salt 
of Steel; but by the mott experienc- 
ed inchymical Pharmacy, the latter 
is accounted much preferable. 

It may feem mighty ftrange, that 
# Preparation of Steel or Iron fhould 
derive its Name from Copper; but 
perhaps it being ufeful in Ditempers 
which Women are very fubject to, 


-might influence its Inventor to give 


it the Appellation it bears, How- 
ever that may be, it is certainly a 
wonderful good Medicines not only 
in all Intentions where Chalybeates 
are prefcribed, but alfo in Hy/ferical 
Affections, and all nervous Diforders. 
It is much in extemporaneous Pre- 
{criptions, from 6 Grains to 1Scruple, 
and fuits the Form of a Bole beft ; 
for it is naufeous in a Liquid, and 
makes Pills fwell and crumble, except 
fuch are made ofthe Gums. Lemery 
hath alfo given us the following Ex- 
traéts, which may be worth making 
for many Purpofes. 


ExtraG@tum Martis aperiens, Open- 
ing Extract of Iron. 


Take eight Ounces of the Ruft of 
Tron, put it into an Iron Pot, and 
pour upon it three Pounds of the 
Water of Honey, and four Pounds 
of Muft, or the Juice of white 
Grapes perfe€tly ripe; add to it 
four Ounces of the Juice of Lemons: 
cover it with an Jron Cover, and 
fet it in a Furnace’ with a little 
Fire ; leave the Matter in Digeftion 
three Days; then boil it gently for © 
three or four Hours, uncovering the 
Pot every now and then, to fiir up 


_ the Bottom with an Iron Slice; then 


cover it again, that the Moifture 
may not evaporate too faft. When 
you perceive the Liquor to be black, 
you muft take away the Fire, and 
leave it a while to fettle: Pafs warm 
thro’ a Cloth that which is clear, and 
evaporate the Liquor in a Sand-heat, 
in an earthen. Pan, or glafs Veffel, 
to the Confiltence ofan Extract. 
This may very conveniently be 
contrived to make other proper In- 
gredients into Pills; or may by itfelf 
be made into that Form, and taken 
from ten Grains to half a Dram, in 
cafe of Obftructions, or where the 
opening Preparations of Steel are re- 
quired. . 
Ex- 
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yy Extraétum Martis Aftringens, . 
Aftringent Extrad of fron. 


Take eight Ounces of the Ruit of 
Iron powdered very fine ; put it in- 
to an Iron Pot, and pour upon it 
four Pints of a ftrong red Wine; fet 
the Pot over the Fire; and having 
covered it, make the Matter boil ; 
ftir it, from time to time, with an 
Iron Slice, till two thirds of it be 
confimed ;. pafs the Liquor warm 
thro’. a Cloth; and evaporate it to 
the Confiftence of an Extract. 

_. This alfo may be taken as the fore- 
going, and in the fame Quantity, in 
languid Habits, and where the Blood 

-wants Warmth and Invigoration ; as 
alfo in Hemorrhages, and all kinds 
of Fluxes. 


Vinum Chalybeatum, Steel Wine. 


Take an Ounce of Filings of Iron, 
of Saffron two Drams; intufe them 
in one Pint of white Spani/> Wine, 
cold, for three Days, and ftrain for 
Ue. ; 

This is prefcribed from two Drams 
to half an Ounce in fome convenient 
Vehicle. It is often given ina Chh- 
rofis, 1. e. Green-ficknefs, with good 
Succefs. It is alfo.of Service in 
all Cachexies and Decays of natu- 
ral Heat in the Blood; and is very 
fuitably join’d with the Stomachic 
Bitters in fuch Cafes. 


Tin@ura Martis cum Spiritu Salis, 
Tinéture of Iron with Spirit of Salt. 


Take an Ounce of Filings of Iron, 
and infufe them in four Ounces of 
Spirit of Salt for two Hours, ftirring 
them often: then add four Ounces 
of rectify’d Spirit; and digelt for 
three or four Hours longer. ‘Fhen 
filter it ina Glafs. Funnel, (for it will 
corrode any. Metal) and there will 
be a beautiful yellow Tin@ure. 
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‘This is very convenient for keep- 
ing in the Shops, as well as makings 
and is agreeably prefcribed in 
Draughts, or any liquid Form, for 
prefent taking, from ten to thirty or 
forty Drops for a Dofe ; and has all 
the Virtues of the Metal. The College 
have borrowed this from Bates, 
where it ftands under the Title of 
Tinéura Martis Aurea. [But in 
the laft Edition of the College Dif- 
penfatory, the Proce/s 7s this. Take 
of the Ruft of Iron, an Ounces Spirit 
of Salt half a Pound; infufe them 
told, fo as to extra a Tindure 5 
which being clarified by fianding, di- 
fiil to two thirds; and to the Re- 
mainder add half a Pound of Spirit 
of Wines and diget for a Tinéture.] 


Tin@ura Martis Glauberi, Glauber’s 
Tincture of Steel. 


Take of Rhenifh Tartar, and Fi- 
lings of Steel, ana 4 Ounces;  re- 
duce them into a fine Powder, and 
boil them in a fufficient Quantity of 
Spring Water, in an Iron Pot, that 
two Gallons may remain after fix 
Hours boiling: filter that hot, and 
then evaporate it to five Pints. 

This hath now its firft Appearance 
in the College Difpenfatory ; but 
what is intended to be done with it, 
cannot well be gueffed; for it will 
neither keep, on feveral accounts 5 
nor is it fit to take becaufe of its 
Naufeoufhefs.. [The Preparation of 
this Tinéure is remarkably improved 
by the College of Phyficians at Edin- 
burgh, zoho direct tt thus. 

Take the Filings of Iron and white 
Tartar, of each two Ounces; mix 
them together, lightly /prinkle them 
with Spring-Water 3 and expofe them 
for fome Days to a moift Air: then add 
thereto a Gallon of Spring-Water 3 
and boil the whole in an Iron Pot, to 
the Conjfiftence of Honeys obferving 
to keep the Matter frequently ftirring. 
Now put the Ma/s into a Matra/s, and 

S 2 peur 
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- pour thereto a Quart of French white 
Wine: Then digeft in a gentle Heat, 
and lafily filter the Tinéture: 


Tinétura Anti-Phthifica, 


Take Salt of Steel and Saccharum 
Saturni, ana 4 Ounces, put them 
into a Matrafs with good French 
Brandy 2 Pound. Twenty Hours 
Digeftion will make a beautiful Tinc- 
ture. 

This is by fome accounted a Spe- 
cific in Heétic Fevers: And it is not 
an unlikely Medicine in fuch Cafes ; 
becaufe it will aftringe and draw up 
their Fibres, whereby their Tone 
will be rendered more rigid, and 
the Pores and fecretory Paflages 
{traitned ; fo that the Juices and Nou- 
tifhment itfelf will not fo foon run 
off by thofe Ways. It will alfo 
procure a firmer Texture to the 
Blood itfelf; which in thofe Difeafes 
is almoft fufed and broke. It is al- 
fo good in many hyfterical Affecti- 
ons. 


Thefe are all the Preparations of 
Tron now in ufe; and the beft both 
for their Efficacies, and Conveniency 
of keeping and Prefcription. They. 
who would fee more, may meet with 
choice in Schroder, and many other 
Authors ; particularly the Co//efanea 
Chymica Leydenfia. 


624. CurruM, Coffer. This 
is of fo little fervice as to any medi- 
cinal Purpofes, efpecially in inward 


Ufes, that great Care is taken, that 


the Veffels made of it are not ufed 


about fuch Medicines as are like to. 


take any Impreffions from it; left 
they fhould thereby become offenfive 
to the Stomach, and occafion Vomit- 
ings. All Acids therefore, and things 
of a corrofive and penetrating Na- 
ture, are fludioufly kept from it. 
‘There are only two or three external 


Preparations which deferve any men- 
tion here. The firft is 


firugo Airis, Verdigreafe. 


This is made much after the 
manner of the feveral Safrons of I- 
ron: for it is no other than Copper 
turn’d into a Ruft by the Corrofion 
of an Acid that is in the Grape ; the 
Preflings of which are made to ferve, 
by laying them between Copper- 
Plates : when the firft Rutt is fcraped 
off, frefh Husks are laid upon the 
Plates, till all the Metal is fo chang’d. 

What of this Commodity comes 
from France is much the bett. It 
enters many external Compofitions, 
and is a good Cleanfer of floughy 
and foul Ulcers. Italfo keeps down 
proud Flefh; and is very fervice. 
able in deftroying thofe cankerous 
Specks, as the Nurfes call them, fo 
apt to be troublefome in Children’s 
Mouths ; for which Purpofe, a little 
of it is mixed with Honey, and 
gently rubbed upon the Parts affect- 
ed. 


Le Mort made a Tinéture of Cop- 
per, which fome Perfons value them- 
felves greatly upon; and many have 
pretended to be Authors of a Specific 
in Gonorrhaa’s, which is nothing elfe. 
It is as follows : 


Tin&ura Veneris, Tin&ure of Cope 
per. 


Take Verdigreafe one Dram, Spi- 
rit of Sal Armoniac, and reétify’d 
Spirit of Wine, each half an Ounce: 
let them ftand until they are of a 
deep sky-blue Colour, 

This is not fit for any inward 
Ufe ; becaufe it offends the Stomach, 
and provokes vomiting : but it makes 
an admirable Injection for a Goxor- 
rbwa; and if Care be taken, and 
Skill enough acquired to. know 
when the Infection is only in the U- 


ae rethray 
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rethra, a Perfon may, be foon and 
infallibly cured by it, But °tis ad- 
vifeable that Beginners be not too bufy 
with it. 

625. PuumsumM, Lead. This 
is called Saturn, from the Planet un- 
der whofe Influence it is imagined to 
be. It is of acold, drying Quality, 
which makes thofe who work in it 


apt to be paralytic, and troubled with . 


a ftrange kind of Colic. 

_Lemery obferves, that Lead ferves 
to purify Gold and Silvers (as was 
before taken’ notice of, concerning 
the Production of Litharge 5) as the 
White of Eggs does Syrups: that is, 
by joining with the grofs and im- 
pure Parts of thofe Metals, and fepa- 
rating them. This Metal by itfelf is 
of no inward Ufe in Medicine ; but 
in fome Preparations, and moft of 
them too, have a Place only among 
the Topics. 


Minium, Red-Lead. 


This is made by melting Lead in 
an earthen unglazed Pan, and ftir- 
‘ring it over the Fire, till it is reduced 
to a Powder; when it is called cal- 
cined Lead, But when it is put in- 
to a reverberatory Fire for three or 
four Hours, it will turn red, and is 
then Minium. 


Ceruffa, White-Lead. 


This is a Corrofion of Lead by 
Vinegar, which turns it into a white 
Calx, that is kept in Cakes or Lumps, 
and is then called Ceru/e. 


Plumbum Uftum, Barat- Lead. 


Take two Parts of Lead, and one 
of Sulphur, and fet the Sulphur on 
fire ; when it is burnt away, it will 
leave the other in a black Powder. 

Thefe are all of a drying Nature, 
-and mixed with many of the officinal 
Unguents and Emplaifters of that In- 
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tention; with which. they eafily u- 
nite, and give them their chief Con- 
fiftence. The College order rather 
to melt the Lead, and ftir it about till 
reduced to a Calx; which is much 
the better Way. 


Saccharum Saturni, Sa/t or Sugar | 
of Lead. 


Take three or four Pounds of any 
of the above-mentioned Preparati- 
ons, fuppofe Cerufe, powder it, and 
put it into a large glafs or earthen 
Veflel: pour upon it diftilled, Vine- 
gar, four Fingers high; fet it in Di- 
geftion, in hot Sand, for two or ~ 
three Days; ftirring about the Mat- 
ter every now and then: let it at laft 
fettle, and pour off the Liquor by 
Inclination. Put new diftilled Vine- 
gar on the Remainder, and con- 
tinue fo to do, and feparate it, until 
about half the Matter is diffolved. 
Mix all the Impregnations together, 
in an earthen-or glafs Veffel, and e- 
vaporate ina Sand Heat about two 
thirds of the Moifture, or till there 
arifes a Skin over it; then fet the 
Veffel in a Cellar, or any cool place ; 
where there will fhoot white Cry{- 
tals; which muft be feparated, and 
the Liquor again evaporated to the 
fame Standard and placed to fhoot 
again, until al] that can be got is ob- 
tained. 

This is very drying and aftrin- 
gent: It is mixed with Pomatums 


-and other Unguents, for hot tette- — 


rous Humours, and many Difeafes 
of the Skin. It turns milky with 
Water; and makes what goes by 
the Name of Lac Virginale. It is 


. alfo ufed in Col/yriums for the Eyes. 


Some venture upon it inwardly a- 
gainft Fluxes; and there are not 
wanting thofe who commend iteven _ 
for Expeétoration ; but the common 
Praétice does not warrant any fuch 
Ufe. Lemery gives fome other Pre- 
parations of Lead ; and amongft 

S 3 them 
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them, a Spirit by Dittillation from 
its Salt; but they do not feem to be 
worth Recommendation; and are 
not of any ufe in modern Praétice. 


626. Stannum, Jin. This 
has Fupiter for its Governour, ac- 
cording to the old chymical Enthu- 
fiafm, It is very rarely or never ufed 
in Medicine unprepared ; and there 
are but two Inftances wherein that 
Management makes it taken notice 
of in the prefent Praétice. 


To reduce Tin into a Powder. 


Melt half a Pound of Tiz in a 
Crucible, and pour it into a round 
‘wooden Box; cover it clofe, and fhake 
it about till it is cold; fome part of 
it will be ina grey Powder: that part 
which remains in folid Metal, melt 
again, and put it in the Box; fhak- 
ing it as before. Repeat the fame 
Operation, till there is as much pul- 
verized as is required. 

This with fome is a Secret againft 
Worms; and is particularly deftruc- 
tive to them., They give half a Dram 
of itin Conferve of Roman Wormwood 
made into a Bole, after the ufe of 
Mercurials, againft the Joint-Worm. 


Sal Jovis, Sa/t of Tin. 


Take any quantity of ca/cin’d Tin, 
(which is done exactly as Lead) and 
put it into a Matra/s, with as much 
dittilld Vinegar as will rife four Fin- 
gers breadth above it; let it digeft 
three or four days, and ftir itin that 
time often. ‘Then pour off the Li- 
quor, and put on more, three or four 
times. Filter all the Liquors toge- 
_ ther, and evaporate about two thirds : 
_ Then let it fland in a cool place, and 
it will fhoot into Salt on the fides of 
the Veflel. Evaporate the Liquor 
again, and continue to repeat the 
fame Operation until all is obtain’d, 
juit as in making the Sugar of Lead. 


[N. B. The true Salt of Tin és ex- 
tremely dificult and chargeable to 
make; that commonly fold for it by 
the Chymifts being prepared from Pot- 
ters Glazing s and not differing much 
from Sugar of Lead.]} 

This is alfo commended chiefly as 
a Cofmetic in Pomatums; but it is 
often given inwardly in Nervous Ca- 
fes, and particularly in Convulfinas 
and Epilepfies, from two Grains to 
eight. I have known two or thtee 
extraordinary Inftances, where the: 
Succefs could be afcribed to nothing 
befides this Medicine. To young 
Children it is apt to give a Puke, 
which 1s never the worfe. There is 
not a more efficacious Anti-Epileptic. 
It isnot indeed agreeable in any Li- 
quids, but paffes down conveniently 
enough ina Bole. 


Antihedticum Poterii. 


| 4 
Take equal quantities of Tin and 
Martial Regulus of Antimony, melt 
them in a large Crucible; then put 
to them by little and little, three 
times their quantity of Nitre: After 
the Detonation and Noife is over,. 
wafh the whole with warm Water, 
till no Saltnefs remains. 
This is accounted a forcible pene- 
trating Medicine, infomuch as to 
make way thro’ the minuteft Paffa- 
ges, and fearch even the nervous 
Cells; whereupon, in all Diforders 
from that Original, it is reckon’d ve- 
ry effe€tual. In thofe Heavineffes of 
the Head, Giddinefs, and Dimnefs 
of Sight, whence proceed Apoplexies 
and Epilepfies, it does great fervice. 
And in all AffeGions and Foulneifes 
of the Vi/cera of the lower Belly, it 
is reckon’d inferior to nothing, in 
cleanfing away and difcharging their 
Impurities. ‘Thus it obtains in the 
Jaundice, Dropfies, and all kinds of 
Cachexies.. It is likewife efteemed 
of great fervice even in obitinate Ve- 
nereal Cafes; in clearing the Blood 
from 
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from all impreffions of. Contagion ; 
and cleanfing the Glands from thofe 
 corrofive Recrements which fuch 
Diftempers frequently lodge upon 
them, and occafion Blotches and ul- 
cerous Deformities. In fhort, there 
is hardly a Preparation in the Chymi- 
chl Pharmacy of greater efiicacy in 
moft obftinate chronic Diftempers: 
But it is not often met with in Pre- 
{cription; altho’ conitantly kept in 
the Shops. The Dofe is from fix 
Grains’ to a Scruple, in grown Per- 
fons : for it is feldom given to Chil- 
dren; their tender Veffels not well 
bearing the force of fuch Medicines. 


Arcanum Joviale. 


Make an Amalgama with equal 
quantities of Quickfilver and Tin. 
Powder it, and pour upon it Spirié 
of Nitre, till it fomewhat more than 
covers it; let it ftand in a gentle Di- 
geftion for fome Hours; then by a 


Retort draw off the Spirit of Nitre. 


‘Take out the remaining Matter, and 
wet it with rectify’d Spirit of Wine s 


which burn away. This repeat five 


or fix times, until the pungent Taite 
is worn off. 

This is not greatly different from 
the preceding Preparation ; but more 
rugged; and is not therefore much 
ufed. It is recommended in Bates’s 
Difpenfatory for a powerful Sudori- 
fie. Its Dofe is from three to eight 
Grains. 


Aurum Mofaicum. 


Take of Mercury, Tin, Sal Ar- 
moniac, and Flowers of Sulphur,’ ana 
4 Ounces; let them all be made 
clean, and grind them in a Marble 
Mortar, till they are perfectly mixed : 
then put them into a Bolt-head. 
Set it in a Sand-Furnace, give ita 

radual Fire to the third degree, in 
which keep it two Hours; then in- 
creafe the Fire to the fourth degree 5 
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and keep it fo for an Hour longer: 
when all is cold, break the Glafs, 
and there will bea dirty Sublimate, 
which muft be put away; and the 
Aurum Mofaicum willbe found at the 
bottom of the Matrafs. ; 

The’ Tin and Mercury mutt be firft 
amalgamated together, to grind with 
the Sulphur and Sal Armoniac. Its 
Operation is fudorific, it is good in 
all chronical and nervous Cafes, and 
particularly in Convulfions of young 
Children. Its Dofe is from 4 Grains ~ 
to 1 Scruple. 


627.Mercurivs,Quickilver. 
This Metal has long had a large fhare 
in Medicinal Compofitions ; but does 
not feem to be rightly underftood, 
either as to the true manner of its 
Preparation, or its Operation in the 
Body, ‘till lately. In this we have a 
remarkable Inftance of the ufefulnefs 
of Mechanical Knowledge in Phyfi- 
cal Searches ; which an ordinary Rea- 
der may foon be convinced of, who 
will but compare the Reafonings of 
Monfieur Lemery, who is the lateft 
and beft Improver of Chymiffry 3 and 
Dr. Cheyne, in his Neeo Theory of ° 
Fevers, wpon the Properties of this 
Métal. The former is abfurd, ob- 
fcure, and unintelligible; but the 
latter inftru@ting and demonttrative. 
His Method therefore we fhall fol- 
low in explaining the hitherto fur- 
prizing Qualities of this Drugs fo 


far as it may turn to ufe, either as to 


ts Preparations, or Operations upon 


our Bodies. 

The Fluidity of Mercury is eafily 
enough underitood from the Spheri- 
city of its Parts, which makes them 
fo readily roll over one another 5 and 
its Gravity, from the Solidity of thofe 
Parts, containing fo much Matter in 
proportion to their Surface: for a 
Sphere, of all Figures, has the leaft 
Surface, with refpect to the Matter 
it contains. The only difficulty there- 
fore is to know how it comes about, 
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that a Body fo extremely heavy, will 
be fooner raifed by Fire than thofe 
which are much lighter. And this 
we are foon taught to underftand by 
the help which Geometry affords us : 
which teaches that upon the Divi- 
fion of folid Spheres, pheir Gravities 
decrease in a triplicate Proportion of 
their Diameters; but their Super ficies 
only in a duplicate. So thata Body 
circumftanced as Mercury is, if it be 
divifible into very {mall Parts, may 
be render’d prodigioufly light, 3. 2. 
Specifically light: For the further it 
is divided, it muft be comparatively 
lighter; as the fame quantity of Mat- 
ter, which determines its absolute 
Weight comes to exift, upon fuch di- 
vifion, under much more Surface, 
which determines its relativeWeight ; 
and if this Divifion be continued un. 
til it become {pecifically lighter than 
Air; then will it rife in Air by the 
known Laws of Gravitation. ‘There. 
fore becaufe the Sphericity of Mer- 
curial Particles, gives them lefs Con- 
tact with one another; and that by 
the Force of fo minute and a@tive an 
Agent as Fire, its Globules are to be 
broken almoft into an infinite Num- 
ber of other Globules ; their {pecific 
Gravities will foon be render’d {o 
much lefs than thofe of Air, that they 
cannot but fly upwards in impercep- 
tible Vapour; when other Bodies 
{pecifically lighter, in larger Coalef- 
-céncies, (becaufe they are not fo divi- 
fible, and their Figures admit not of 
fuch a decreafe of Subftanice fo much 
fafter than their Surfaces, as thofe of 
Mercury do) cannot be render’d {o 
much /pecifically lighter ; and there- 
fore they cannot {o foon rife in Va- 
pour. 

This Solution would not be to our 
purpofe, did it not give light into 
tome Effeéts of this Metal, when it 
comes into Medicine. For which 
very reafon it may be alfo neceffary 
to examine into thofe Properties 
which arife from its Gravity ; where- 
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by it occafions fuch prodigious Alte- 
rations, in rendering the animal Flu- 
ids thinner ; and breaking open the 
fecretory Paffages. But what it does 
by its Gravity, in common only © 
with other metalline Subftances of 
the like Properties, may be colleéted 
from what has been faid in explaining 
the Operation of Chalybeates, N°. 
623. and what in this refpect is pe- 
culiar to Mercury, willbe better un- 
derftood when we have feen how 
froma harmlefs,inoffenfive Subftance, 
it is changed into the mof deadly 
Poifon ; and how that Poifon is again 
reduced into a fafe Medicine, which. 
may prove a'mild Vomit or Purge: 
and this concerns only two of its Pre- 
parations. The firftis, 


Mercurius Sublimatus Corrofivus, 
Corrofive Sublimate of Mercury. 


Take of the beft Vitriol, calcined» 
to a rednefs, 1 Pound; of common 
Salt and purify’d Nitre, ana half a, 
Pound ; of crude Mercury cleanfed, 
by ftraining thro’ Leather, 1 Pound: 
Rub all together in a wooden Mor. 
tar, with a wooden Peftle, until the 
Salts are reduced into Powder, and 
not the leaft Globule of Mercury ap- 
pears ; which may the more conve- 
niently be done, if this Incorpora- 
tion be made in Parcels at feveral 
times ; taking, for inftance, of the 
Vitriol and Mercury each 1 Ounce; 
of Salt and Nitre each half an Ounce 
at a time; and managing the Remain- 
der till the whole is reduced. and mix- 
ed. Let then this Mixture be put 
into. a Matrafs, fo big that above half 
of it may not be filled: Put the 
Veflel above half its height, in a 
convenient Sand- Furnace; under. 
which a Fire being kindled, and raif- 
ed to the higheft degree, after twelve 
or fixteen Hours, the Mercury will 
be fublimed, and ftick to the top of 
the Veflel. ;

This Procefs is extraéted from Be- 
g#inus, which 1s much the belt. Le- 
mery’s differs only in ufing Spirit of 
Nitre in the room of Agua Fortis. 
Our Countryman W7//on’s Method is 
much ‘more perplexed. [The Col- 
lege of Edinburgh dire& this Procefs 
in avery compendious manner, thus. 

Take of the Calx of Quickfilver, and 
of decrepitated Sea-Salt, each a like 
quantity; reduce them to powder, mix 
them; and put them into a Vial, 
whereof they may poffefs near a 
half; and in a Sand-Furnace, fir 
with a foft Fire, then gradually in- 
creafing it, a white cryftalline Majs 
will fublime ; which is afterwards to 
be feparated from the red Scorize 3; 
and to be purified by repeated Subli- 
mation, if there be occafion.} ‘This 
Sublimate is a violent Efcarotic, and 
eats away proud Flefh: half a Dram 
of it diffolved in a Pound of Lime- 
Water, turns it yellow ; and is called 
Phagedenic-Water ; which is ufed to 
wath Ulcers, and fome tetterous E- 
ruptions. . 


Mercurius Sublimatus Dulcis, ca//ed 


alfo Aquila alba, or the white Eagle. . 


Take of the above Corrofive Sub- 
limate 4 Ounces, crude Mercury 3 
Ounces ; grind them in a Glafs or 
Marble Mortar till no Quick/ilver ap- 
pears; then fill one third of a Bolt- 
head with it. Set it ina Sand-Fur- 
nace; let the Sand lie half an Inch 
thick between the bottom of the Bolt- 
head and the Pot; filling it up with 
Sand within an Inch of the Neck ; 
ftop the Mouth of the Glafs with a 
little Paper, or Cotton-Wool ; then 
give a gentle Fire for about two 
Hours ; increafe it for about three 
Hours; and then make it very ftrong 
for as much longer. When it is 
cold, break the Glafs over a clean 
Sheet of Paper, and feparate the Sub- 
limate from the light Flowers at the 
top, and the Duft which lies at the 
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bottom. , Powder it again, and re- 
peat the Sublimation after the fame 
manner to the third time. If it be 
further repeated to the fixth time, it 
is called Calomel. 

This by fome Authors is called 
Draco mitigatus ; and is the Panchy- 
magogum of Quercetan.  Beguinus 
teaches another manner of making it, 
with fome Portion of Jizz: but this 
here deliver’d is the beft and moft 
ufual way. This is given to young | 
Children from z to 8 Grains; and 
to grown Perfons to1 Scruple. It 
is reckon’d very effectual againft 
Worms in Children ; and purges thole 
flimy Humours from whence arife fo 
many of their Diforders, | 

Now, to underftand diftin@ly how ~ 
a Simple of no remarkable efficacy, as 
crude Mercury, in the firft Prepara- 
tion, is changed into a Poifon, and in 
the latter into a fafe Cathartic; “tis 
neceffary to attend diligently toevery 
ftep of the Proceffes. In making the 
Sublimate, the Mercurial Globuli are 
as it were ftuck full of fharp Salts 
from the Agua Fortis, fo that each 
Particle comes to be like a Ball ftuck 
round with fharp Needles. "The firft 
manifeft Quality or Alteration made 
hereby, is the lofs of Fluidity in the 
Mercury; for their rolling about in 
fuch an acid Menffruum, until they 
become full of thofe Spicule, changes 
their {mooth into a very unequal Sur- 
face 3 whereby they will not flide 
over one another; but become per- 
manent and fixed. In this, there- 


‘fore, thefe two Circumftances feerm 


to concur to change thofe Particles in- 
to mifchievous Difpofitions, which 
feparately had none. The Sa/t be- 
ing fo drove into the Mercurial Glo- 
bules, gives them Points which they 
had not before; and the mercurial 
Globules add. to the faline Particles a 
Gravity and Force, which they hath: * 
not without them; that is, crude 
Mercury, by its weight, when in Cir- 
culation in the Juices, would sien! 
oe 
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hard upon whatfoeverit met with ; 
but for want of Angles or Points, 
could not vellicate the Parts; and 
‘the faline Particles, tho’ they had 
Points, have not force enough to 
drive them into the Membranes, fo 
as to do much harm. But when, by 
this Procefs, they are joined toge- 
‘ther, the weight of the Mercury 
drives in the faline Spicule, like 
Wedges; and makes them cut and 
tear to pieces whatfoever comes in 
their way. 

The Confequences alfo of this Poi- 
fon manifeft fomewhat like this to be 
the Texture of its Parts; for it oc- 
eafions violent Gripings, Diftenfions 
of the Belly, a flimy Froth by Vo- 
mit, bloody Stools, and an intolera- 
ble Heat and Thirft; with cold 
Sweats, Tremblings, and Convul- 


fions : which Symptoms demonftrate © 


uncommon T'witchings and Vellica- 
tions upon the fibrous and membra- 
nous Parts. And thus thefe Cryftals, 
or arm’d Balls, as fo many Knives 
and Daggers, wound and ftab the 
tender Coats of the Stomach, and all 
the Parts they pafs thro’; whereby 
they abrade the natural Mucus, tear 
off the Extremities of the Veflels, 
and draw Blood itfelf: and if they 
get fo far as the Capillaries in the 
ordinary Circulation, they muft of 
neceflity ftick there ; whereupon the 
Blood ftops, and the Part inflames ; 
until it terminates in a Gangrene. 
And altho’ thefe Inftruments are fin- 
gly {mall ; yet being many in num- 
ber, they all together make up one 
continued and incurable Mortifica- 
tion. This being the nature of the 
crude Sublimate 3 from fach a Con- 
texture of Parts, it will not be dif. 
heult to apprehend how, in the lat 
Procefs, this fame Compound re-fub- 
limed with Afercury, efpecially if it 
be repeated three or four times, lofes 
its Corrofivenefs to ‘fuch a degree, 
that it not only becomes a very fafe, 
but in many cafes a noble Medicine. 


To this purpofe it is to be confi- 
der’d, that the Aétion of thefe faline 
Spicule depending upon their Gra- 
vities and Largenefs, they muft ne- 
ceflarily, by every fubfequent Subli- 
mation, be broken into {maller and 
{maller Parts; whereby thofe Dag 
gers which were before fo fharp, will 
be near loft; fo as not to make 
Wounds deep enough to be mifche: 
vous and deadly ; and therefore will 
only vellicate and twitch the fenfible 
Membranes of the Stomach to that 
degree, as to excite them to an Ex- 
cretion of their Contents and glandu- 
Jar Juices, upwards or downwards, 
according as the Force of the Irrita- 
tion is greater or lefs. 

Thus a violent Poifon is mitigat- 
ed into a Vomit or Purge; nay, it 
may eafily happen (efpecially in ro- 
buit Conftitutions, and if the Bowels 
be at the fame time, by any means, 
defended againft the {timulating Pow- 
er of the Medicine) that this twitch- 
ing may be fo flight as to be almoft 
infenfible, and hardly troublefome ; 
and then the Mercurial Globules be- 
ing freed indeed from moft of the 
faline Parts, in their paffage thro’ the 
Prime Vie, but ftill having a mix- 
ture of fome few of them, are quick- 
ly convey’d into the Blood ; where, 
by their Motion and Weight, they 
muft neceflarily diffolve the preter- 
natural Cohefions of al] the Fluids; 
particularly of thofe which circulate 
in the {malleft Canals, and are more 


~vilcid and tenacious ; making them 


more fluxile and thins; or of more 
ealy Secretion. Whereupon all the 
Glands of the Body are, as it were, 
fet to work, and f{cour’d of their 
Contents; but the Salival ones efpe- 
cially ; being many in number, very 
large and wide, and the Juice they fe- 
parate of a tough and ropy Subftance ; 
fo that a confiderable quantity of it 
is accumulated, before it is forced 
out at the Orifices of the Du@s: 
thefe Efeéts will be moft remarkable 
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jn them: and. hence a Salivation or 
Spitting muft continue fo long, till 


_ the aétive Mineral Particles are, thro’ 
 thefe and other Paflages, difcharged 


uite out of the Body. 

As the difference between corrofive 
and dulcify'd Mercury, lies in a great- 
er or lefler degree of Operation and 
Force; fo this fame Confideration dif- 


tinguifhes the feveral Preparations of 


this Mineral from each’ other ; which 
tho’ very many, do all vary their 
Effeéts in the Body, only as the Mer- 
curial Globules ave difterently combin- 
ed with Salts, and the Points of thefe 
more or lefs broken by the Action 
of Fire, in the burning of Spirits up- 
on them, or fuch like Management. 
And therefore, however dignified 
with the great Names of Arcana, Pa- 


~ nacea, &c. they do not afford any 


thing fingular or extraordinary, be- 
yond what we may, with equal ad- 


vantage, promife our felves from fome 


or other of the moft common and 
ufual Proceffes. 

And now we are thus far enter’d 
into thefe Matters, under the Conduct 
of Dr. Mead, in his third Efay on 


Poifons, it may not be difpleafing to 
’ explain further, by the fame help, 


the Operations of thefe Medicines in 
Salivation; and point out the Ha- 
gards of being too bufy with them 
in Unguents, and external Applica- 


tions ; which will leave us little to 


add under the fubfequent Preparations 
of this Mineral. ' From this way of 
reafoning it may be concluded, that 
the fafeit way of raifing a Salivation 
is by internal Medicines ; fince what- 


ever Mifchiefs can be apprehended 


from thefe, may in a greater degree 
follow the external ufe of Mercury; 
not only becaufe, as has been already 
hinted, the Minergl Globules being 


_ intimately combined with Salts in 
_ the feveral Preparations given inward- 


ly, will, by the Irritation of thefe, 
be eafily and fully thrown out at the 


_ Organs of Secretion, till the Blood is 
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quite difcharged of its Load: where- 
as in all the Daubings with Merca- 
rial Ointments, we can never be cer- 
tain, that none of the heavy Particles 
are not lodged in the Interftices or 
the Fibres or Cells of the Bones:. 
but alfo inafmuch as by computing 
the Proportion of Mercury, in all the 
Dofes neceflary to promote a Spit- 
ting, and the weight of the fame Mi- 
neral wfually apply’d, when this is 
done by Unétion ; it will appear that’ 
the quantity in the latter cafe vaftly 
exceeds that in the former; and con- 
fequently that the Inconveniencies to 
be feared will be in the fame Propor- 
tion. Therefore this external Ma- 
nagement of Mercury is only to be 
allowed of, where either the Cafe 
will bear the Violence of fuch a Me- 
thod; or outward Uscers and Tu- 
mours vequire a particular Cure by — 
Liniments, €%c. 

Nor is it improper to remark, that 
we do hereby fee, how this ule of 
Mercury comes to produce that Ef- 
feét fo often complained of, (tho’ not 
always with reafon) of making the ~ 
Bones foul or carious. For if the 
Lamine or Fibres of thefe are already 


_fo much broken, and fpoiled by a 


Difeafe, as that the Circulation of the 
Fluids thro’ them cannot be main- 
tain’d, they muft neceflarily be more 
corrupted by the Weight of the Mer- 
curial Globules ; Tho’ here alfo it is 
plain, that the outward Ufe of this 
Remedy will be more to be blamed 
than the inward. 

And indeed as the earlieft ufe of 
Mercury was in Unguents and Em-- 
plafters 3 fo moft of the Prejudices 
and Outcries about it are owing to 
Effeéts produced this way. For the 
firft Attempts of the Cure of Vene- 
real Maladies by this Remedy were 
learned from the Arabians ; who hav- 
ing recommended Mercurial Oint- 
ments in the Lepra and Scabies, gave 
a handle to the Jta/ian Phyficians to 
try their Efficacy in removing the 
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Foulntefs of the Skin from a new and 
terrible Contagion: neither were 
they fparing of their Liniments ; 
which they continued to rub in, 
twelve or fifteen, nay, fometimes for 
above thirty Days together; fo that 
It is no wonder if they often met 
with very untoward Symptoms from 
fo fevere a Treatment: and if (as 
fome of them do affirm) they now 
and then found Mercury in the rot- 
ten Bones of the Patient ; who had, 
it may be, fuffer’d too much, both 
from the Difeafe and the Phyfician, 

After thus much of the Operation 
and Effects of Mercury, in thefe two 
Preparations; little need be added 
under any other ; nor in what Cafes 
the Mereurius Dulcis is to be pre- 
fcribed. There is hardly a Cafe or 
Conftitution wherein it can be hurt- 
ful, unlefs in thofe who are inclina- 
ble to be heétical ; for as that Ha- 
bit arifes from the Secretions being 
too large, (I mean the Glandular, 
and not the Difcharges of the Prime 
Viz) and the Fluids thereby wath- 
ing off too faft, and being render’d 
too thin; this Medicine would in- 
creafe that Milchief rather than re- 
drefsit. For further Light herein, 
confult Dr. Cheyne’s new Theory of 
Fevers. But altho’ thefe Remedies 
ftand here fo much extoll’d; yet they 
- are too much like edg’d Tools to be 
trufted in childifh Hands. It is not 
therefore every Empiric, or Preten- 
der in Medicine from Infpiration, that 
is to be ventured with their Direc- 
tion ; but fuch only whofe Genius 
and Education affift’ to accomplith 
them in the true Knowledge of Na- 
ture, and the mechanical Agency of 
Phylical Caufes. Mas eo 


Cinnabar Faétitium, Artificial Cin- 
nabar. 


Take Sz/phur one Pound, melt it 
in an earthen Pan; then put to it by 


; 


crude Mercury; ftirring them until 
no Mercury appears ; then let them 
cool: powder the Mixture, and put 
it into an oval Bolt-head, and lute 
it. Place it over a naked Fire ; 
which increafe gradually to the fourth 
degree; and the Cinnabar will be 
feparated above the Feces. ; 
This makes the common Vermilion 
of the Shops, uled chiefly in Paint- 
ing. [There is a Secret in making 
this to Perfeétions and it lies chiefly 
in contriving the Subliming-Veffel of 
a proper beight, and working very ex- 
peditioufly with a quick Fire. 


Mercurius refu(citatus, Mercury re- 
vived from Cinnabar. 


Take Cianabar one Pound, calcin- 
ed Tartar or Pot-Afbes one Pound, 
Calx Vivatwo Pounds; grind thefe | 
well together, and put them intoa 
Retort; leaving, at leaft, one part in 
three empty. Place it ina Rever- 
beratory Furnace, and fit toit a Re- 
ceiver: Jet it ftand twelve Hours ; 
and then kindle a Fire; increafing 
it gradually to the fourth degree ;. 
keep it fo till the Mercury is all come 
over into the Receiver; which will 
be in feven or eight Hours time : 


-Then wafh away the Filth, and ftrain 


the clean Mercury thro’ a clean Nap- 
kin into an earthen Difh. 

Thefe two Proceffes are not of any 
great moment in themfelves; the firft 
being not ufed, or very little, in any 
Prefcription ; and the other defigned 
for the higheft Purification of Mer- 
cury ; Which thus revived, is prefer- 
able to any other for many Purpofes. 


“The Mercury joining fo with the fa- 


line Parts in the Sa/phur, and rifing 
with them in a Ciunabar, depends 
upon the fame Difpofition and Me- 
chanifm of Parts, as was before taken 
notice of in Swblimate. In the firft

Mercurius Pracipitatus corrofivus ru- 
ber, Red corrofive Precipitate of 
Mercury. 


Take crude Mercury 1 Pound, 4- 
ua Fortis 2 Pound; let thefe ftand 
in the heat of Afhes, in an open up- 
right Glafs, fhaped like the Hungary- 


_ Water Phials, until the Flowers be- 


‘gin toappear, andthe Mercury feems 
all diffolved into a white Mafs: Then 
gradually increafe the Fire to the third 
degree, and fo keep it till it turns of 
a deep red: then take it away ; let 


- it cool, and break the Phial to get out 


the Precipitate, which will look of a” 


moft beautiful bright Colour. [This 
Proce/s is foortcned and render’d much 
more commodious in the Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory 3 where it is ordered 
barely to reverberate the Calx of 
Quickfilver (already prepared) in a 
Crucible to an exceeding red Powder 3 
which is afterwards to be well wafbed.] 

The Precipitate thus made (tho’ 


__ very improperly fo called) will weigh 


18 Ounces ; fo that the Mercury gains 


z Ounces by the addition of the fa- 
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line Parts of the Agua Fortis. This 
is rarely given inwardly, but by Em- 
pirics, and ignorant bold Perfons, It 
is a good Efcarotic, and much ufed 
among the Surgeons for that purpofe. 
in Baflicon, and other Dreffings, It 
is allo in Unguents for the /tch, and 
other cutaneous Foulneffes; but it is 
to be ufed with Caution. 


Pulvis Principis, Prince’s Potuder. 


Take of the foregoing Precipitate 
half a Pound; grind it very well up- 
ona Marble or Porphire Stone; put 
it into a Cucurbit with two Quarts of 
Water ; place it ina Sand-Furnace ; 
and give it a Fire to make it fcalding 
hot; let it ftand fo twelve Hours 5 
ftirring it about once in two Hours : 
then Jet it cool, and decant the Wa- 
ter. Put this Precipitate into Wa- 
ter a fecond time anda third, re- 
peating the Operation as before. 
Then dry the Precipitate, and grind 
it with double its weight of the Salt 
extracted from the Refidence of the 
Tin&ura Metallorum: put them into 
a Cucurbit with Water ; proceeding 
in all things as above; till the Preci- 
pitate remains infipids; then dry it, 
and boil it in Spirit of Wine ; de- 
cant the Spirit when cool, and dry 
the Precipitate. 

This is Emetic and Cathartic 3 and 
is prefcribed in Venereal and Chronic 
Cafes. The Dofe is from 3 Grains 
tohalfa Scruple. The feveral Ab/u- 
tions ferve only to leffen the Quantity- 
and Pungency of the Salts, which the 
Precipitate received, in making, from 
the Aqua Fortis; and fo to render it 
milder in its Operation. 


Panacea Mercurii rubra. 


Take any quantity of red Precipt- 
tate ; put it into a Cucurbit, with , 
eight times its weight of Spring-Wa- 
ter; Jet it ftand in a heat of Sand 
twenty four Hours ;' fhaking it three 

or 
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or four times; pour off the Water, 
‘and keep it for ufe.. Then dry the 
Precipitate, and pour toit eight times 
Its weight of Spirit of Wine; fit a 
. Glafsto the Mouth of the Cucurbit ; 
lute it well, and fet it in a gentle heat. 
Let it continue there fifteen Days ; 
fhake it often, and after it is cool, 
pour off the Spirit of Wine, by De- 
cantation. Then take the Precipi- 
tate,. and put it in a China Dif, 
with twice its weight of Tin@ture of 
Sulphur: {et it.on fire, and burn off 
the Tinéture; and then put on frefh 
Spirit of Wine ; let it ftand in a very 
~ gentle heat two or three Hours ; and 
after it is fettled, decant: dry the 
Precipitate, and put it up for ule. 

This is by fome mightily efteemed 
in Venereal Cafes, It works by Stool, 
but will fometimes vomit. Its Dofe 
is from 3 to 12 or 15 Grains. 


Panacea Mercurii alba. 


Grind Calome/ to a very fine Pow- 
der, and put it into a Cucurbit, with 
- eight times its weight of Spirit ~of 

Wine ; place it in warm Sand; let it 

“ftand fifteen or twenty Days, and 
fhake it every Day two or three 
times, Then fita Glafs to the Mouth 
ef the Cucurbit, and make it a cir- 
culating Glafs. Separate the: Spirit 
either by Decantation or Diftillation ; 
and dry the Powder in a gentle 
heat. 

Thisis yet milder than Ca/ome/ ; 
and therefore may be ventured in 
larger Dofes as a Cathartic 3 efpeci- 
ally to Children: it has the fame 
’ Virtues with that. 

Lemery gives us a mercurial Pana- 
cea in the laft Edition of his Courfe 
of Chymiftry ; which he calls Violet 
Mercury : but it feems too tedious 
to be worth making ; and is after all 
little other than an £¢hiops 3 being 
Quickfilver incorporated with Sa/ 
Armoniac and Sulphur. The fame 
Author alfo preferibes a Panacea not 


much unlike the preceding, but more 
elaborate; and no ways excelling it 
in Virtue. He has alfo multiply’d — 
his Precipitates; but I cannot {ee it 
worth the while to follow him in 
any of them: and the Shops feem 
already fufficiently fupply’d with fuch 
Medicines, . 


Mercurius Dulcis Precipitatus, Szveet 
Precipitate of Mercury. 


Take of crude Mercury, drove 
over from Sea-Salt in a Retort, or re- 
vived from common Cinnabar, one 
part ; of Agua Fortis two parts: and 
make a Solution §. 4. In the mean 
time prepare a Brine, with Spring- 
Water and Sea-Salt, as firong as can 
be made; which filter thro’ a Cap- 
Paper. Let the Solution of Mercury 
be gradually dropt into this Brine ; 
and there will precipitate a white 
Powder, which is to be wafhed from 
all its» Acrimony with fome fimple 
diftilled Water, or Spring - Water 
warm ; dry it ina gentle Heat, and 
put it up into a Phial for ule. — 

This is the common Precipitate of 
the Shops, that.ufed to pafs under 
the Title of White Precipitate. The 
way here taught is but very little dif- 
ferent from preceding Dz/pen/fatories s 
moft of which allow fome Sa/ Armo- 
niac in the Brine ; but that makes no ~ 
Alteration of any great confequence, . 
Its Operation is moitly by Stool, 
and fometimes by Vomit; and it 
will likewife Salivate, if ordered ac- 
cordingly. Its Dofeis from 5 to15 
Grains. This, for its neatnefs of 
Colour, is often mixed with Poma.- 
tums for the Jtch, and outward Foul- 
neffes of the Skin ; but this way Per- 
fons are often betray’d into a Saliva- 
tion againft their Intention: there- 
fore at {uch times due Care is to be 

‘taken that it get not off that way s 
by keeping the Body laxative, and 
giving fuch things inwardly as lay 
hold on the Mercurial Particles, and

Take Quickfilver 4 Ounces, put it 
into a Retort, and add toit 4 Ounces 


of Spirit of Nitres let it ftand till 


it has done fuming; then add O/. 
Vitriol, half'a Pound: place the Re- 
tort in a Sarid-Furnace; give it a 
gradual Fire to the fourth degree, 
and the Operation will be perform’d 
in fix or feven Hours time; then 
take out the Retort, and break it’: 
pulverize the white Mafs, eitherin a 
Glafs, or Marble Mortar: put it in- 


- to a wide-mouth’d Glafs, and pour 


to it 3 Pound of warm Water. Let 
it ftand two Hours, and fhake it 
three or four times: when it is fet- 
tled, pour off the Water by Inclina- 
tion; and keep it by itfelf: Put more 
Water to the yellow Powder. Stir 


‘jt about well, and when fettled pour 


off as before ; and fo proceed with 
feveral Ablutions till the Powder has 
no tafte. Dry it upon a gentle Sand- 
heat ; and put it up for ule. 

Lemery, inftead of Spirit of Nitre, 
ufes Oil of Vitriol; in which he is 
now followed by the Co//ege in their 


new Di/penfatory; but he added a 


larger quantity: for that is not fo 
ftrong by muchas the Spirit of Nitre. 
Beguinus has a way different from 
both, which is worth inferting. 


Beguinus’s Method. 


Take Mercury 4 Ounces, O77 of 
Sulphur by the Bell 8 Ounces ; mix 
them gradually ina Retort, and digeft 
them in a Sand-heat two Days; then 
raife under it a Fire fufficient to 
throw over the Spirit of Sulphur 
which will require it fierce enough 
to make the Retort red-hot. Then 
take out the white Mafs, and pow- 


der it in a Glafs, or Marble Mortar ; 


yellow : when by this means it is well 
fweetned,wet it with Spirit of Wine, 
which burn away again. 

The Dofe of this is from two to 
fix Grains : it is too rough for Chil- 
dren ; but fafe enough to grown Per- 
fons. This,.as indeed all Preparations 
of the fame kind, which are ponder- 
ous and given in little quantity, ought 
not to be exhibited in Liquors; where 
they fo fuddenly fall to the bottom, 
as to be difficult to take; but in Boles, 
with Conferve of Rofes, or fome fuch 
thing, they are neither inconvenient 
nor unpleafant. The Turbith is ac- 
counted the moft efficacious of all th 
Mercurial Preparations in Venereal 
Cafes ; it works fmartly upwards, and 
will fometimes of itfelf raife a Spit- 
ting ; ifa Cathartic be not given foon 
after it. . In virulent Gonorthea’s, 
and where the Humours fow much 
to the Privy Parts, it is of great fer- 
vice; but muft be ufed with great 
Care, and particularly not to take 
cold. . The moft obftinate Leproffes 
generally yield to it. The Water 
with which it is wafhed, is by fome 
ufed for the Jtch, and other cutane- 
ous Deformities ; in which it does 
much good, if the Patient Is not too 
bufy with it; for it is fo loaded with 
faline Spicale as not to be inferior to 
a Poifon, if much of it fhould get 
into the Pores. ; 


Mercurius Preecipitatus Viridisp 
Green Precipitate. 


Put 4 Ounces of Mercury into 2 
Matrafs; to which add Spirit of Ni- 
tre, or double Agua Fortis, 8 Ounces. 
In another Glais put of fine Copper 
half an Ounce; which diffolve in 
Spirit of Nitre or Agua Fortis one 
Ounce and a half. Put both the 
Solations together; place them in 
Sand, and draw off the 4gua Fortis. 
In the bottom of the Vedffel there 

4 will | 
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will remain a blackifh Mafs, which 
muft be powdered in a Marble or 
Glafs Mortar. This done, “put it 
into a Cucurbit; and pour upon it 
of diftill’d Vinegar 4 Pound. . Set 
it in a Heat of Sand, where let it 
continue forty eight Hours ; fhakin 
it now and then, At laft augment 
the Fire, to make the diftilled Vi- 
negar boil: Let it continue fo at leaft 
one Hour: and when cold, pour off 
the diftilled Vinegar by Inclination, 
and it will be found tinged of a 
green Colour. Put upon that which 
remains more diftill’d Vinegar ; and 
proceed as before: Filter the tinged 
Vinegar; and put it into a Cucur- 
bit: fet it in a Heat of Sand, toe- 
vaporate gently to the Confiftence of 
Honey ; or till it begins to fparkle ; 
then take it from the Fire, and let it 
cool. When it is cold, it will bea 
hard Mafs; which make into fine 
Powder, and keep for ufe, 

This is by many accounted a Spe- 
cific in a Gonorrhea; and indeed 
if any thing does exceed the yellow 
Precipitate in its Efficacy this way, 
itisthe green. Its Dofe is the fame 
as that, from 2 to 6 Grains. 


Arcanum Corallinum. 


Take of red Precipitate 5 Oun- 
ces, put it into a Retort; add to it 
Spirit of Nitre 3 Ounces. Set it in 
a Sand-Furnace,. and draw off the 
Spirit by a gradual Heat raifed to the 
fourth Degree. This Operation 
will be performed in five or fix 

Hours. Return that Spirit of Nitre, 
- with four Qunces of frefh, upon the 
Precipitate, and draw off as before. 
Repeat the fame Operation with 4 
Ounces of new Spirit ; and at laft let 
it continue at leaft two Hours, in 
the fourth Degree of Fire; Then 
let it all cool, and there will be a 
very red and fubtile Powder, which 
put into a Crucible, and fet in a 
Fire of Charcoal; but not exceeding 
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a Worm-red, half a quarter of an 
Hour. Then put it into a Matrafs, 
and add to it 3 Pounds of diftilled 
Fountain or Rain-Water: Set it in > 
a Sand-Furnace, and give it a gra- 
dual Fire till it boils; and fo keep 
it half an Hour. Pour off that Wa- 
ter by Inclination, and dry the Pow- 
der gently: Then putto it of tar- 
tarized Spirit of Wine 12 Ounces, 
and in a gentle Heat draw it off; and 
fo proceed to two Cohobations. 
Then put to it 12 Ounces of frefh 
tartarized Spirit of Wine; fit a Glafs 
to the Mouth of the Cucurbit, to 
make a Circulatory: Let it ftand in 
a gentle Heat of Sand forty eight 
Hours ; and, at the laft of all, let it 
fimmer a little; then let all cool :. 
Decant the Spirit of Wine, and dry 
the Powder. 

This does not greatly differ from 
the Prince’s Powder. Some efteem 
this the beft and fafeft of its Tribe. 
It operates chiefly by Stool. — Its’ 
Dofe is from 3 to 10 Grains. It is 
alfo reckoned good in the Gout, 
Drop/y, Scurvy, and Itch, as wellas 
Venereal Infections,

LEthiops Mineralis. 


Take Flowers of Sulphur, and 
clean crude Mercury, of each equal 
Quantities; grind them together in 
an Iron Mortar, till they are incor- 
porated into a black Powder. 

There are other ways of making 
it by Deflagration ; but this is the 
moft fimple and natural ; and there- 
fore to be preferr’d ; unlefs, for Ex- 
pedition, the Sulphur be melted, 
and the Mercury ftirred into it. The 
rubbing.in the firft way ought to 
be continued five or fix Hours; elfe 
the Mercury will not be fufficient- 
ly mix’d. This is a fafe Medicine, 
and may be given to young Children 
for Worms, and all Crudities and 
Acrimony of the Humours. It is 
infallible againft the Jtcb, and cuta- 
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neous Difeafes. Its Dofe is from 
10 Grains to 1 Dram. 


628.CinnaBAaR Nativum, 
Native Cinnabar. This isa metal- 
line Subftance, or rather a Mercurial 
Ore, which is heavy, brittle, ftriat- 


_ ed, and red. It is found in divers 


Parts of Europes but that from Hu- 
gary is in moft efteem. The Me- 
thod of digging it, and drawing Mer- 
cury from it, is taught in the eh

there are no Preparations of it under 
the Directions of the Chymical Phar- 
macy 3, except the bare reducing it 
to Powder. . For its Virtues, fee 
N%Q94...5 § 
629. ANTIMONIUM; M4niti- 
mony. ‘This is a heavy metalline Sub- 
flance, compacted, as it were, of 
long fhining Needles. It is in many 
Places in Europe ; but what is gene- 
rally in the Shops, is not the true 
mineral Antimony; but has. been 
melted, and caft into pyramidal and 
conical Forms. Its metalline Parts 
approach near to the Nature of Lead ; 
but thofe Virtues which give it fuch 
a large Share in Medicine, altoge- 
ther arife from its fulphureous Parts, 
In crude Subftance it is much ufed 
in Diet-Drinks of the Woods; and 
fuch things as are intended againft 


‘the Senn? ‘and to promote the natu- 


ral T'ran{piration. It is given alfo in 
Subftance, as a Diaphoretic and Deob- 
Jrruent : but itis very apt to change 
with the Humours it meets with in 
the Stomach, into a kind of a Regu- 
us, and prove violently Emetic : 
For by many Preparations of this Mi- 
neral, and a Comparifon of their Ef 


. fets with thofe of crude Antimony, 


it is manifeft that fomewhat very ac- 
tive in its Compofition is inclofed in 
more grofs Parts, which hinder their 
Exertions but when any proper 
Menfiruum, or Difflvent, {ets thofe 
Principles at Liberty, their Power 
is {oon difcovered by their Operation,

And that part in which we fay con- 
fifts thofe medicinal Virtues, is term- 
ed its Sulphur 3 becaufe it is moft 
drawn out, or fet in Exertion by 
thofe Menfiruums, which are belt 
fuited to join with fuch a Subftance : 
Yet this isnot of that grofs kind as 
the common Sz/phurs ; but feems to 
be ofa volatile fort ; and to wrap up 
fome active volatile Salts along with 
it. For after the grofler Su/phurs are 
diflipated in making it'into a Regulus, 
there is a ftrong Emetic Quality to 
be drawn out by an indifferent Men- 
ftruun. 


Regulus Antimonii, Repulis of An- 
timony. 


Take of Antimony 1 Pound, Tar- 
tar 12 Ounces, Nitre 6 Ounces ; 
powder them fine, and mix them 
exactly together; then place a Cru-. 
cible in. a melting Furnace ; let the 
Fire increafe gradually till the Cru- 
cible is red hot, before the Mixture 
is put-in: which is to be done by a 
{mall Spoonful at a time, till all-is 
in: then increafe the Fire, and ftop 
the Door of the Furnace, and there 
let it continue in Fufion, for half or 
three quarters. of an Hour, till its 
fparkling in the Crucible is well 
fpent. ‘Then pour it into a little 
Mortar, being’ firft made clean, and 
afterwards heated and rubbed with a 
little Butter, T'allow, or Wax. Let 
it ftand till cold: and then turn it 
out: Beat off the Scoria, and put 
that by in an earthen Pan, to make 
the Su/phur Auratum withal: Then 
melt theRegu/us again, and throw into 
it of Nitre in Powder 1 Ounce, Let 
it ftand in Fufion a quarter of an 
Hour ; and caft it out into the Mor- 


‘tar heated and greafed as before, and 


it will be more pure, 

This may yet be rendered finer by 
repeating the laft Operation; but 
ftill faving the Scoria for other Ufes. 
It may be cait into any Form of Cups

or Pills, and will give an Emetic 


Quality, in ten. or twelve Hours’ 


time, to Wine; and will have the 
fame Effects as the Crocus Metallorum. 


Sulphur Auratum Antimonii, Golden 
Sulphur of Antimony. 


Boil the Scoria of the Reculus in 
twenty times its Weight of Fountain 
Water, for the Space of one Hour ; 
ftir it often, and whilft hot, run it 
thro’ a fine ftraining Cloth : then 
put diflilPd Vinegar to it, and there 
will precipitate a red Powder. Let 
it ftand to fettle, and drop more 
diftilled Vinegar into it; and if it 
turns the clean Liquor muddy, let it 
fettle;. and drop yet more diftill’d 
Vinegar into it : and fo proceed, till 
the fubfiding Liquor. will not. turn’ 
muddy by putting diftill’d Vinegar 
into.it. Wafh it with many Parcels 
of warm, Water, till it is without 
‘Fafte or Smell; then put it ina Cof- 
fin of Paper, to drain off as much 
Water as can be: And laft of all, 
put it intoa flat earthen Dith; and 
{et it in a gentle Warmth to dry. 

It is Emetic and Cathartic ; as 
many of the Antimonial Prepara- 
tions are. Its Dofe is from 1 to 6 or 
8 Grains. . 


Regulus Antimonii Martialis, Regz- 
lus of Antimony with Steel. 


. Take of fmall Nails a Pound and a 
half, put them into a large Crucible 
placed upon a Tile in a melting Fur- 
nace: let the Fire kindle about them 
gradually, till the Nails are ready to 
melt : then project (by a good Spoon- 
ful at a time) of Antimony 1 Pound, 
Nitre 4 Ounces, and Tartar 2 Oun- 


ces, all powdered and mixed well to- * 


gether. Bury the Crucible in Char- 
coal, fhut the Door of the Furnace, 
and let it ftand in the ftrongeft Fufion, 
till it has done fparkling. ‘Then take 
it from the Fire, and pour the Matter 


‘ 
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into an Iron Mortar, hot and greaf= 
ed as ufual. When it is cold, beat 
off the Scoria ; and melt the Regulus 
again, and put to’ it (by a Spoonful 


_ atatime) of Nitre in grofs Powder 


2 or 3 Ounces. Let it fland in a 
ftrong Fufion, as before, till it ceafe 


to fparkle : then remove it from the’ 


Fire, and pour it into a warm Mor- 
tar as before. . Repeat the fame Ope- 
ration the third and fourth time; al-' 
ways caftiig in 2 Ounces of Nitre > 
but the fourth time let the Regulus 
melt well before the Sa/t-Petre is put 
in. When cold, beat off the Scoria, 
and there will appear a perfeét Star 
upon the Surface of the Regu/us. 

This works more by’ Stool than 
the former, ‘Its Dofe is from, 2 to 
& Grains. Itis given only in ftrong 
Conttitutions, and in obftinate chro- 
nical Diftempers. 


Vitrum Antimonii, Gla/s of Antimony. 


Take a Pound of Antimony, and 
reduce it into fine Powder ; and o- 
ver a gentle Fire calcine it in an 
unglaz’d Pan, till it comes to be of 
an Afh-colour, and ceafes to fume : 
it muft be kept continually ftirring ; 
and if it fhould run into Lumps, they 
muft be powdered again, till the 
Calcination be finifhed. When that 
is done, put the calcin’d Antimony 
into a Crucible: fet it upon a Tile 
in a Wind-Furnace: put a thin’ Tile 
on the Top, and cover it all over 
with Coals; and when it is brought 
to Fufion, keep it fo in a ftrong Fire 
for an Hour: then put into it an 
Tron Rod: and when the melted An- 
timony which adheres to it, is tranf- 


parent, pour it upon a fmooth hot . 


Marble ; and when it is cold put it 
up for Ufe. 

~ This is alfo called Sridium. It is 
the ftrongelt Emeric of any Prepara- 
tion of Antimony. It is too rough 


to take in Subftance, tho” fome allot — 


its Dole from 2 to 8 Grains.

Crocus Metallorum, Saffron of Me- 
tals, 


‘Take of Antimony and Nitre each 
equal Parts, powder them fine, and 
mix them well together. Set a Cru- 
cible in the Fire, and when it is red= 
hot, put in the Mixture by a Spoon- 
ful at a time: When all is in, fhut 
the Door of the Furnace: let the 
Matter ftand in a ftrong Fufion half. 
an Hour; then take it from the fire, 
and caft it into a warm greafed Mor- 
tar. 
The Operation of this is Emetic : 
but the Infufion of it in White-Wine 
or Canary is generally ufed, and is 
the Officinal Vinum Benedictum 3 
1 Ounce of the Crocus being allotted 
to 2 Pound of Wine. Its Dofe is 
from 2 Drams to 1 Ounce for grown 
Perfons; but for Children it is too 
_ftrong: And indeed all thefe 4zti- 
monial Emetics begin to be in neglect, 
upon account of their Roughnefs. 


Antimonium Diaphoreticum, Dia- 
phoretic Antimony. 


Take of Antimony 1 Pound, Salt- 
Petre 3 Pound, powder and mix 
them exaétly ; then put them into a 
red-hot Crucible, by a Spoonful at 
a time’ and let it ftand half an hour: 
Remove it before it is quite cold, and 
_ put it into a large earthen Pan, al- 
moft full either of hot or cold Wa- 
ter. Let it remain there ten or 
twelve Hours, or diffolve the Salt ; 


’_ then take it out: and if any of the 


calcined Antimony adheres to the 
Crucible, {crape it off with a Knife. 
Stir the white Matter about witha 
clean Stick, and when it is fettled, 
decant the Water by Inclination ; 
put on more warm Water; and de- 
cant as before : Thus repeat the 
Ablution, until the Antimony is in- 
fipid. When this is done, put on more 
frefh Water, ftir it about, and pre- 
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fently pour it off into another Pan : 
Put on more, and then pour it off as 
before and fo do till all the finett 
part of the Preparation is wafh’d 


off; and by thismeans it will be fe- 


parated from the groffer dirty parts. 
Having thus feparated the finer. part, 
leave it to fettle; and gently pour 
off the Water by Inclination. Put 
the Antimonium Diaphoreticum upon 
a clean Sheet of whited-brown Pa- 
per; and Jay it upon a Chalk-ftone, 
to fuck up the Moifture.. Remove it 
into a very gentle Heat, to be per- 
fe&tly dry’d ; and keep it for ufe ina 
clofe Vefiel. 

The Operation of this is Diaphore- 
tic, if it be kept clofe from the Airs 
otherwife with keeping, the nitrous 
Particles in the Air will get into it, 
and render it Emetic. Zzoelfer fayss 
it cannot be kept even in the moft 
careful manner long, without con- 
traéting fome mifchievous Qualities 3 
for this is a very antient Procefs, and 
direfted various ways by fome Au~ 
thors, particularly by Schroder. Not- 
withftanding the Expence of this 
Medicine genuinely made is but lit- 
tle, yet the fordid Avarice of fome 
Chymifts amongft us, makes them 
put to it even common Whiting, to 
render their Profits in its Sale the 
greater, and give to it a Colour, 
which without good Care in making, 
it will not otherwife have; as the 
whiteft is moft efteemed. It is fome- 
times given with Alexipharmics 
in malignant Fevers, and in the 
Small-Pox and Meafles ; and. like- 
wife in Scorbutic and Venereal Dil- 
eafes, to fweeten and cleanfe the 
Blood. Its Dofe is generally {mall 
in common Praétice ; being from 
5 Grains to half a Dram. But 
Mr. George Wilfon, an experienc’d 
and faithful Chymift, fays he has 
known it given by half an Ounce at 


‘a Dofe, and repeated two or three 


times a Day ; for fome Days toge-' 
ther without hurt. If the firit Wath-

ings are preferved and evaporated, 
there will be a Sa/ Prunelle; pol- 
fefling the fame Virtues as the Sa/ 
Polychreflum for it is nothing but 
the nitrous Salts, with fome fmall 
Portion of the Antimony along with 
them. 


Tin@ura Antimonii Diaphoretici, 
Tindiure of Diaphoretic Antimony. 


Take of Antimonium Diaphoreti- 
cum 1% Pound, Salt-Petre 3 Pound, 
Jet them be, finely powder’d and well 
mix’d; then by a Spoonful at a time, 
put them into a red-hot, Crucible : 
Jet it ftand half an Hour in a ftrong 
melting Heat, then pour the Matter, 
into a warm Iron Mortar 5 beat it 
to Powder, and before it attraéts 
the Air, return it into a Matrafs, 
and add to it of tartarized Spirit of 
Wine 3 Pound.. Let it digeft three 
Days and Nights; and there will be 
a fine Tinéture, pleafant to the Tafte, 
very fragrant, and far excelling all 
other Antimonial Tingtures. 

The Dofe is from ten, to fixty 
Drops. It is very Diuretic, as well 
as Sudorific, and good in all kinds 
of Cachexies, and chronical Dif- 
tempers. The Cerufe of Antimony is 
made with the Regulus and Nitre, 
in the fame proportions and manner 
as the Antimonium Diaphoreticum : 
It is given in the fame Quantities, 
and is of the fame Virtues; but 
not fo often prefcribed. Or thus : 


Ceruffa Antimonii, Ceru/? of Anti- 
mony. 


Take Regulus of Antimony fine- 
ly powdered four Ounces, put: 
it into a Retort, and add (by an 
Ounce at a time} Spirit of Nitre 
12 Ounces, then fhake it; place it 
in a Sand-Furnace, lute on a Recei- 
ver, and give it a gentle Fire till 
it begins to drop ; then increafe the 


Fire gradually to the fourth Degree; 
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keep it fo till no Drops fall from the 
Nofe of the Retort, or Fumes fly into — 
the Receiver. Let it cool, and take 
out the Remains from the Retort ; 
powder and wafh it fweet as the other 
Cerufe, and dry it. | 

- It is Diaphoretic, and by fome 
reckoned to equal Bezoar Mineral 
in its Virtues. Its Dofe is from 10 
Grains to one Dram. But this meets 
with the fame Fate as the Dia- 
phoretic Antimony, it being adulterat- 
ed with Whiting. - 


Magifterium Antimonii, Magifers 
of Antimony. 

Take of Antimony in-very fine 
Powder 4 Ounces, put it into a large 
Matrafs, pour upon it one Pound of 
Aqua Regia, by 4 Ounees at a time 5 
fet it upon a Sand-heat ina Chimney, 
that the Fumes may afcend without 
offence. Makea fmall Fire, and let 
it ftand in a Heat of Digeftion ten 
or twelve Hours; fhaking it once in 
two or three Hours: then let it 
cool, and put to it a Gallon of 
Fountain Water, which you mutt 
pour off before it fettles. Par torte: ‘ 
more Water, ftir it, and pour it'to 
the other before it fettles; repeat this . 
Operation till nothing remains in the 
Matrafs but a yellowifh Powder ; 
which is the combuftible Sulphur of 
Antimony. Let the white Powder 
fettle; and decant the Water, until\ 
by feveral Ablutions the Magiftery 
becomes infipid: dry and keep it 
for ufe. | 

The Operation of this is more Ca- 
thartic than Emetic; and it fome- 
times operates by Sweat. It is given 
in Apoplexies, Palfies, and all ner- 
vous and hypochondriacal Diftem- 
pers. Its Dofe isfrom 5 to 15 Grains. 


Cardiacum Poterii, Poterius’s Cordial. 
Take Regulus Martis in fine Pow- 


der 4 Ounces, Gold diffolved in 47a 
Regia 


the Aqua Regia be drawn from the 


Sect. Io. , 

Regia an Ounce and a half. Let 
Gold ; and then mix it with the Re- 
gulus. Put to the Gold and Regu- 
lus, of Nitre 12 Ounces, mix all ex- 
aétly, and put it intoa red-hot Cru- 
cible by a Spoonful at a time : let it 
ftand in a melting Heat an Hour; 
then let it cool ; and proceed as be- 
fore in Ceruf/fa Antimonii. 

‘The Operation of this is Diapho- 
retic 3 and it is faid to be a Puri- 
fier of the Blood, a Strengthener of 
the Heart and Stomach, good againft 
malignant Fevers, the Small-Pox, 
and the Plague. Mr. Wilfon fays, 
he has been informed that it has cu- 
red likewife the Venereal Difeafe, the 
Gout, King’s-Evil, and Leprofy. 
He alfo fays, he has made it both 
with Gold and the anodyne Sulphur 
of Mars; and that the latter has been 


‘approv’d of as the better Medicine. 


The Dofe is from half a Scruple to 
2 Scruples. 


Antimonium Catharticum, Purging 
Antimony. 


Take of the Glafs of Antimony 
4 Ounces, finely powdered, put 
to it gradually of Oil of Vitriol 12 
Ounces ; let it digeft forty eight 
Hours; diftil it ina Sand Heat; let 


-it cool, then wath the Powder S. A: 


till all the Acrimony is gone. Dry 
it, and grind with it an equal weight 
of Sal Mirabile, and of Sal Exixum 
a double Quantity. Put this Mix- 
ture into a Crucible, which place in 
a Wind-Furnace; after it has ftood 
a quarter of an Hour in gentle Fu- 
fion, take it from the Fire: when 
cold, wath the Powder, dry it, and 
keep it for ufe. . | 

It is the moft certain Cathartic that 
is made with Antimony; and good 
in all fcorbutic and chronic Diftem- 
pers. Its Dofe is from half a Scruple 
to 2 Scruples. Mr. Wil/on tells us, 
that he knew three confirm’d Poxes 
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cured with this Medicine, in a {mall 
{pace of time. 


Tin@tura Metallorum, Tin&ure of 
. Metals. 


Take of Regulus Martis half a 
Pound, of Spi//-Duf? (which is the 
Scoria that falls from. the Plates of © 
Copper quench’d with Water) 4 Oun- 
ces, (or the like Quantity of Caput 
Mortuum of the Spirit of Verdigreafe) 
of Salt-Petre 2 Pound, of ‘Tartar 
half a Pound. Powder and mix them 
well, and put them into a red-hot 
Crucible by Spoonfuls : after the 
Matter has ftood melting half an 
Hour, remove it ftom the Fire, and 
powder it in a clean warm Mortar. 
Before it attraéts, the Air, return it 
into a Matrafs ; and add two Pounds 
of tartarized Spirit of Wine: makea 
circulating Veffel of the Matrafs, and 
digeft for two Days. When cool 
and fettled, decant the Liquor by 


Tnclination. 


Notwithftanding its founding 
Name, this is not much ufed in the 
prefent Praétice. It is reckoned an 
efficacious Alterative in all chro- 
nic Cafes. The Dofe is from twen- 
ty toan hundred Drops. 


Flores Antimonii, Fvoqwers of Anti- 
mony. 


Prepare a Set of fubliming Pots, and 
let the lowermoft be of the Shape of 
an earthen Body: it muft be twelve 
or fourteen Inches’ high; and _ its 
Mouth three Inches in Diameter. 
In the middle of this Body muft be 
a Perforation of an Inch anda quar- 
ter Diameter 3 exactly fitted with a 
Stopple of good Earth: place this 
upon an Iron Bar in a naked Furnace, 
nine or ten Inches above the Grate 5 
and clofe the Body to the Perforation 
with Lute and Tiles; only leaving 
three or four Regifters of an Inch and 
a quarter Diameter, at an equal di- 

‘ns ftance. | 
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ftance. Then fit to it three or four 
Aludels of Earth, one above another ; 
and upon the uppermoft A/ude/ fit 
a Glafs with a Beak: Lute the Junc- 
tures of the 4/yde/s, Body and Head ; 
and to the Beak fit a {mall Receiver 
_ unluted, Kindle the Fire, and when 
the lower Pot is red-hot, put in of 
Antimony in Powder, about a Spoon- 
ful, with a Latten-Ware Scoop made 
for that Purpofe. Keep up the Fire 
well, and when no more Fume rifes 
into the Head, put in another Spoon- 
ful; and fo continue until there be 
as many Flowers as defired. When 
all is cold, take off the A/ude/s care- 
fully, and with a Feather bruth of 
the Flowers upon a Sheet of Paper, 
and put them up for ufe. 

In this Preparation there feems to 
be the moft active Salts and Sulphur 
that the Antimony contains ; and 
therefore its Operation is very vio- 
“ent, chiefly by Vomit. It is an ex- 
cellent Medicine in Maniacs, who 
_ can bear its Violence; and is the 
Herculean Remedy,, by which fome 
have got fuch great Reputation in 
thofe Cafes: particularly Burton, fome 
time ago, of Norwich. Its Do is 
from 2 to 5 or 6 Grains. : 


Flores Reguli Antimonii cum Sale 
Ammoniaco, Flowers of Regulus 
of Antimony with Sal Armoniac. 


Take Regulus of Antimony, and 
clean -Sa/ Armoniac,. ana half a 
Pound, powder and mix them well; 
and in al] things proceed as in mak- 
ing the other Flowers. When the 


Flowers are {wept from the 4/ude/s, 


put them into clean Water to diffolve 
the Sal Armonige, and wath the Flow- 
ers from the Salt; dry them, and put 
them up for ufe. 

Thefe are good in the fame Cafes 
as the farmer; but operate fomewhat 
gentler. If but a {mall Quantity of 
the Flowers is wanted, the Operation 
may be performed.in.a Sand-Furnace, 


by putting the ‘Matter into a Retort, 
fitting it to a Receiver, and pro- 
ceeding with gradual Fire, as in the 
Preparation of Exs Veneris. 


Antimonium Refufcitatum, 4ztime- 
ny Revived. 


Take the Flowers of Aztimony and 
Sal Armoniac, without. Separation 3 
put them into a Cucurbit; to every 
4 Ounces of thefe Flowers, add of 
diftilled Vinegar 1 Pound. Let them 
ftand upon warm Sand, in Digeftion, 
eight Days : then exhale the diftilled 
Vinegar ; and by Ablution fweeten 
the Flowers, which then will be of 


the Colour of Antimony. 


This works by Vomit, and fome- 
times too by Sweat, It is milder 
than either of the former ; and good 
in the like Cafes. In fhort, there 
are no Medicines in Pharmacy which 
are to be compared to thefe in Ma- 
niacal Affections; for there are no 
Emetics or Cathartics of any other 
Tribe, ftrong enough for fuch Pati- 
ents, unlefs in an Over-Dofe, which » 
would be dangerous. Mercurials 
operate by their Salts, which they 
obtain in Preparation; and therefore 
in an Over-Dofe would be apt to 
deftroy the Textures of the Parts 
themfelves ; as was before explained - 
of Svdlimate. But Antimonials, tho’ 
of prodigious Efficacy to fhake the 
Solids,» yet they~are too foft to 
wound and deftroy their Make ; as 
fome Mercurials loaded with acid 
Salts woulddo. 


Panacea Antimonii. 


Take of Antimony 6 Ounces, Ni- 
ire 10 Ounces, of common Salt one 
Ounce and a half, and of Charcoal 
one Ounce. Let them all be made 
into a fine Powder, and well mixed, 
and be put into ared-hot Crucible, 
by half a Spoonful at a time: ¢onti- 
nue the Fire a quarter of an Hour af- 

: ; ter. 
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ter. Then either pour the Matter 
into a Cone, or let it cool in the Cru- 


‘cible ; and there will be three Sub-— 


ftances; viz. in the bottom a little 
Regulus; above that a compact Mat- 
ter, fomething like the Liver of Anti- 
mony; atid upon the Surface, a more 
fpongy Mafs.. Separate them from 
one anothers and put by the Regu- 
das: Powder the other two; and 
wath them apart, till they have no 
tafte of the Salts: Dry them gently, 
and keep for ufe. 

_ The uppermoft Subftance is count- 
ed the beft; and is ofa fine golden 
Colour, when wafhed: the middle 
Subftance is not of fo pleafant a Co- 
lour, and works more churlifhly. The 
Regulus is equal to the Regulus of An- 
timony. The Operation is Emetic 
and Cathartic; and it is given in the 
Pox, Gout, Dropfy, Scurvy, and 
all obftinate chronic Cafes. The Dofe 
is from 2to 5 or 6 Grains, This 
is the Bafis of Lochyer’s Pills ; which 
have fo long been a celebrated Purge. 
If 1o Grains of the finer fort of this 
Panacea be mixed with white Sugar- 
eandy 1 Ounce, in a fine Powder, 
and made up into a Mafs with the 
Mucilage of Gam T7 ragacanth, it may 
be divided into a hundred fmall Pills 
of which, one, two, or three may 
be taken at a time; and they will 
- gently work by Vomit and Stool. . 


Panacea Antimoniialtera. 


- Take of Antimony 4 Ounces, grind 
it toa moft fubtile Powder; put it 
into a Matrafs, and pour upon it one 
Pound of {trong Capital Lees of the 
Soap-boilers. Set them to digeft on 
warm Sand for four or five Days, 
and fhake them often; then add 
fome warm Fountain- Water: fhake it 
well about, let it ftand for two or 
three Seconds of time; and pour it 
off into a clean Pan: repeat that 
Ablution till all the brown Powder 
is feparated from that which appears 
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like crude Antimony ; to which pat 
mote Capital Lees, and proceed in 
all things as before, till all the 4zti- 


“mony is brought into a fubtile brown 


Powder; which wath well from its 


Salts ; dry, and keep it for ufe. 


This is not diftinguifhable from 
the Ruffel’s Powder in its Operation 5 


‘and as the prefent ftate of the Fluids 


is, it proves either Emetic, Cathar- 
tic, Diaphoretic, or Diuretic. Its 
Dofe is fram 5 to 30 Grains. 

Almoft all the foregoing Prepara- 
tions of Antimony, how fevere foever 
alone, may be fo managed by a skil- 
ful Hand, as to operate little, or not 
at all, in the Prime Vie, nor be 
perceived until they are got into the 
{malleft Veffels. “And then it is that 
mighty things are effefted; as the 
Cure of the Gout, Pox, Evil, and all 
thofe Difeafes which are too much 
the Opprobria Medicorum. And it 
certainly is the want ‘only of this 
knack of converting the moft effica- 
cious Cathartics into Alteratives, 
that makes the common Prattice in 
chronic Cafes fo little to the purpofe. 
There are at this time in the hands 
of fome Empirics, Medicines from 
this Bafis, which are an intolerable 
{candal to Learning and Education. 


Butyrum Antimonii, Butter of 
; Antimony. 


Take of Antimony and Mercury 
Sublimate ana 1 Pound: powder and 
mix them well ; put them into a 
coated Retort, which muft not be 
charged above a third parts fet it 
upon an Iron Bar, in a little flat Difh 
with fome Sand in it, in an open 
Furnace: make a {mall Fire at firit, 
but incréafe gradually to the fecond 
degree ; and the Butter will rife in the 
Neck of the Retort; which melt 
into the Receiver with live Coals, 
Keep the Fire ftill in that degree, 
till the Neck of the Retort is tinged 
red: then change the Receiver, and

increafe the Fire to the third degree; 
in which keep it for two Hours; af- 
ter that give two Hours Fire of the 
fourth, and it will raife the Cinuabar 
into the Neck of the Retort. When 
allis cold, take it off, break the Re- 
tort, and take out the Cinnabar. 

In this Procefs there is both the 
Butter and Cinnabar made at once. 
‘The former is only ufed externally 3 
being very cauftic, It isa mighty 
Secret among fome to itop a Mortif- 
cation, by drawing a Line with it 
round the Part affeéted, which de- 
fines the Bounds of the {preading E- 
vil.. This Cizzabar is feldom to be 
met with in the Shops. . It is Dia- 
phoretic, and a powerful Alterative 
in all chronic Cafes. Its Dofe is from 
6 to 20 Grains. ‘The common Cir- 
wabar of the Shops has a great deal 
ef Sulphur in it; which gives it a 
beautiful Colour ; but makes it not 
fo efficacious. 


Cinnabaris Antimonii, Cisuadar of 
Antimony. 


Take of crude Mercury 15 Ounces, 
of common Sulphur 5 Ounces, Anti- 
gony crude 1 Ounce and a half; mix 
them well together, and. fublime 
‘them ina luted Bolt-head in a naked 
Fire; let the Fire be ftrong enough 
to make the Bolt-head red-hot. 

This may be given ina larger Dofe 
than the former ; and is goodin the 
fame Intentions, from half a Scruple 
to 2 Scruples. 


Mercurius Vita, commonly ¢alled

or four times: Let the remaining | 
Matter be powder’d, and ealcined for 
an Hour in a Crucible; then edulco- 
rate by wafhing, and burn it three 
or four times with Spirit of Wine. 

This feems to have been original- 
ly the Contrivance.of Grolfins 3 tho* 
Quercetan, Sennertus, Hartman, and 
many other praétical Writers, give 
feveral Proceffes for its Preparation ; 
as doth alfo Schroder give one not 
much differing from this. It hath been 
much controverted by fome, whe- 
ther this isa Mercurial, oran Anti- 
monial Medicine 5. but it is not of 
Confequence enough to require any 
notice of the feveral Opinions there- 
upon, ‘The Medicine is however of 
efficacy and ufe enough to tempt fome. 
Chymifts, (and fuch like Artificers, 
who. keep Medicine Warehoufes) to 
fophifticate it: For to make it ge- 
nuine, will coft double (befides the. 
Trouble and Danger of noxious 
Steams) of what thoie Impotftors fre-.

The Fumes of the firft Mixing are 
very noxious; and therefore fhould 
be carefully avoided. Its Operation is

and the moft obftinate Cafes of that 
kind, if rightly managed. Some 
count ita Refifter of Poifons, and 
commend it in Peftilential Diftem- 
pers. Its Dofe is from 10 Grains to 
half a Dram. Some calcine it in a 
Crucible, after it is taken out of the 
Retort: Others think it better to let 
that part of the Spirit of Nitre it 
holds, remain with it; but its Ope- 
ration 1s certainly milder for fuch 


Management. 


Lute not on the Receiver, till the 
Violence of the Fumes are over; left 
when the Fire augments its Motion, 
it break the Retortand Receiver. Do 
not exceed the third degree of Fire ; 
nor let it ftand long after the Spirit 
of Nitre is drawn off ; to prevent dif- 
colouring the Medicine. The Spirit 
of Nitre being now impregnated with 
common Salt which was in the Bz- 
tyrum, isbecome an Agua Regia, and 
will diffolve Gold, and is called Spi- 
ritus Nitri Bexoarticus. 


Tin@ura Antimonii, Tivéure of An- 
timony. } 


Put half a Péund of Salt of Tartar 


into a Crucible ; fet it in a melting 
Furnace, and heat it until it melts; 
then put to it, by a Spoonful at a 
time, of Antimony in Powder five 
Ounces; let it ftandin’a ftrong melt- 
ing Heat for the fpace of an Hour: 
take it from the Fire, and put it into 
a warm Mortar ; beat it toa Powder, 
and whilft warm put it into a Ma- 
trafs. Pour upon it tartarized Spirit 
of Wine 4 Pound and invert.a Glafs 
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into the Mouth of the Matrafs ; lute 


it well, and fet it in Digeftion three 
or four Days; in which time the 


Spirit of Wine. will be tinged ; take 


it from the Heat; fet it on one fide 
to fettle, and decant it into a d 
Phial;, which: keep well ftopt for ufe. 
[The College direct this Tin&ure thus : 
Take of the bef? crude Antimony, an 
Ounce; Salt of Tartar and Nitre, 
each two Qunces and abaif: melt them 
in an ignited Crucible; then pour the 
Mixture into an Iron Mortar pow- 
der it, and when cold pour upon it a 
Sufficient quantity of Spirit of Wines 
to extra a Tiné&ure. 

This lofes its Colour with keeping 
long ; fo that it,will almoft come to 
be limpid as Water. It operates by 
Sweat and Urine, and is reckoned 
a good Deobftruent, efpecially in Hy- 
pochondriacal, Cafes.. It is conveni- 
ently given in any common Liquor. 
Its Dofe is from 10 to $0 or 60 
Drops. 


Tinétura Regalis, the Royal Tinéiure. 


Take of Copper in little pieces 2 
Ounces, put it into a Crucible, and 
fet it in a melting Furnace ; when it 
is red-hot, put toit of Regulus Fovis 
(in grofs Powder) 14 Ounces; let 
them melt well together for the {pace 
of a quarter of an Hour; then cait 
them into a warm greafed Cone; 
when cold, beat them into a Powder, 
which muft be put (by a Spoonful 
at atime) into double its weight of 
melted Salt of Tartar: when it is alf 
in, fhut the Door cf the melting 
Furnace; and keep it in the ftrongeft 
Fire can be given it, for two or three 
Hours. ‘Then take it from the Fire, 
and pour it into a clean warm Mor- 
tar; beat it to Powder whilft warm;

Some are fo fond of this, as to cry 
-it up for an univerfal Medicine: and 
‘indeed its Deferts are great for it is 
-very efficacious in all chronic Dif- 
-eafes. It is fudorific and diuretic. 
-Its Dofe is the fame as of the fore- 
going Tincture. In the room of 2 
Ounces of Copper, there may be 
ufed 2 Ounces anda half of the Szo- 
‘via of Copper, which the Brafiers 
call Spil/-Duffs and the Tin@ure 
will be the more beautiful. Some 
are of opinion, that the emetic qua- 
lity of Antimony is not to be deftroy’d, 
fo as not to return again ; but if thefe 
‘Tindtures are kept ever fo long, they 
will not prove emetic. F 


- Sulphur Metallorum, Sy/pbur of 
; Metals. 


Take of Nitre 4 Ounces, of Salt 
of Tartar 1 Ounce; powder and mix 
them well. ‘Then take of the Regu- 
fus of Mars and Venus (purified by 
repeated Fufions) 4 Ounces: pow- 
der the Regulus alfo very finely, and 
mix it exa¢tly with the other Pow- 
der; put the Mixture intoa red-hot 
Crucible, by a quarter of a §poon- 
ful at atime. When it has ftood half 
a quarter of an Hour in Fufion,  re- 
move it, and when cold reduce it 
into a fine Powder: then-put it into 
a Glafs Body, and add two Quarts 
-of Spring Water; fet it in a Sand- 
heat to diffolve the Sa/tand Sulphur: 
Filter the Diffolution, and precipi- 
tate the Su/phur with any Acid: and 
laftly,. wath and dry it for ufe. 

This is diaphoretic and anodyne.

Monfieur Lemery defcribes a Prepa- 
ration of this Mineral, which he calls 
Mineral Lilly, or metallic Salt; 
which is an Antimony’ impregnated 
with Iron and Copper. He is allo

Glafs of Antimony: But it does not 
feem as if thefe would ever come in- 
to Practice ; both on account of the 
tedioufnefs of their Preparations, and 
the uncertainty of their Operation 
when made: for it may be always de- 
pended upon, that in metalline Sub- 
ftances, the more elaborate and intri- 
cate their Preparations are, the more 
uncertain will be their Effets and 
Virtues; by reafon of the many Ac- 
cidents they are liable to in fuch te- 
dious Proceffes. 


***, BismutTuuM, Bifmuth. 
This is a fylphuregous Marcafite, oy 
metallic Matter ; being fome' mineral 
Subftance impregnated with Tin ; 
and therefore ’tis called Tin-G/a/s. 
But what we have from the Drug- 
gifis now, is faétitious; and com- 
pofed of Tie, Tartar, and Arfenic ; 
made in'the northern Parts of Ger- 
many, from whence it 1s brought to 
England. Itis fmooth, white, brit- 
tle; and breaks in large Flakes, like 
Regulus Martis. , 


Flores Bifmuthi, Flowers of Bifmuth. 


Beat Bi/muth into very fine Pow- 
der, and to 4 Ounces of it, put half 
a Pound of Nitre.alfo in fine Pow- 
der : put the Mixture, by halfa Spoon- 
ful at atime, into an earthen Body 
perforated in the fide, and furnifhed 
with Aludels.:| When the Body is 
red-hot, and the Operation is over, 
take away the Aludels, and {weep off 
the Flowers with a Feather. 

Thefe are very white, and ufed 
as an excellent Fucus, mixed with 
Pomatum, or Rofe-Water : but they 
muft not be too bufy with it, wha 
try it upon their Complexions; for

Put Spirit of Nitre 1 Pound, (made 
with Oil of Vitriol) into a great un- 
cut Body, and add to it,as much 
Powder of Yin-Gla/s, or Bifmuth, 
by an Ounce at a time, as the Spi- 
rit. is capable of diffolving ; which 
will be about 7 or 8 Ounces, Then 
take two Gallons of Water, and dif-

folve in it 4 Ounces of common Salt : 
filter the whole, and put it into a 
clean earthen Pan. Pour upon it 
the Diffolution of Bi/muth, and im- 
mediately it will turn milky, and let 
falla Precipitate. Permit it to fland 
till fettled; and by gentle Inclina- 
tion pour off the Water from the Ma- 
giftery. Pat on more frefh Water, ftir 
it well, and when well fettled pour 
it off; and fo continue the Ablutions 
till the Magi/fery becomes infipid : 
which dry gently, and keep for ufe. | 

This has the fame Virtue as the 
Flowers ; and is ufed only as a Co/- 
metic. The Veffel in which Diffo- 
lution is made, ought to be placed in 
4 Chimney; to avoid the Fumes, 
which are very noxious and fuffo- 
cating. 


Of Salts. 


T has been already obferved in 

the firft Part, that Se/t is the 
main Bafis of all compound Bodies; 
as it chiefly gives them Weight and 
Solidity. In proportion, therefore, 
to thofe Qualities, mult its Eficacies 
be in Medicines ;- as has been already 


-taken notice of in the preceding 


Sefion. 


630. Sau ComMmuNgE, Com- 


mon Salt. This is the principal part 


of Salt Water, viz, of the Seas or 
of Salt-Fountains, which remains af- 


_ ter the Evaporation of the infipid 


Humidity. Of this there are three 


forts; Sal Gem, fo called from its 
Tranfparency and Similitude to pre- 
cious Stones; that made by the Eva- 
poration of the Water of Salt Springs 
and that by Sea-Water. The Sal 
Gem comes from the North-Eal 
Countries, as Poland, &c. where 
there are large Rocks of it; the 
Fountain Salt out-of CJe/bire and 
Worcefterfbire; and that of the Sea 
from all Parts of the World near the 
Sea: and of it are two forts; that 
made by Evaporation with Fuel; and 
that dry’d by the Sun; the laft of 
which is the firongeft. |

S ALT is purified by feparating 
it from its more earthy Part, and ac- 
cidental Dirt, by Diffolution, Filtra-

tion, and Cryftallization. In decre- 
pitating Salt, put what quantity ‘of: 
common Salt you pleafe into a Cru- 
‘i ate cible, 
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cible, or any other earthen Veffel 
which will endure Fire ; give it fuch 
a Heat as will make it crackle, but not 
melt; continue it in that degree of 


Fire ; now and then ftirring it with | 


an Iron Hook, till it cracks no more; 
and this may be done either before or 
after Purification. 


Spiritus Salis, Spirit of Salt. 


‘Take of common Salt a Pound and 

a half, of burnt Tobacco-pipes or Ful- 
Jer’s Earth 4 Pound and a half: let 
the Salt and Earth be well dried, and 
beaten to a very fine Powder ;° then 
mix them exactly, and put them into 
an earthen or glafs Retort luted ; 
which ought not to be quite two 
thirds full. Place the Veffel ina Re- 
verberatory Furnace ; cover the Fur- 
nace with its Dome: fit and lute on 
a Receiver ; make under it a Fire of 
the firft degree ; and continue it a+ 
bout two Hours ; in which time the 
Lute will be dry: then increafe the 
Fire to the fecond degree ; and*con- 
tinue it fo three Hours: then pro- 
ceed to the third; and there keep it 
four Hours: urge it further to the 
fourth, for five Hours longer; in 
which time (the Fire being exaétly 
managed) the Operation will be end: 
ed; which may be perceived by the 
difappearance of the white Clouds in 
the Receiver. Then letall-cool, and 
take off the Spirit. 
Put the Spirit in a clean Cucurbit 
or Retort; place it in a Sand-heat ; 


fit on a Receiver not luted; give it. 


a gentle Fire, to raife the infipid 
Phlegm: when the Drops begin to 
have an acid Tafte, empty the Re- 
ceiver ; then put it on again and lute: 
keep up a Fire of the fecond degree, 
till there isa minute’s Space between 
the falling of each Drop. . Then take 
off the Spirit, and keep it for ufe. 
And thus it is much more grateful 
than before Reétifieation. 

In the Retort will be left the hea- 


vy, Spirit of ‘Salt, improperly called 
its Oils which may alfo be reétify’d, 
and render’d more grateful, by in- 
creafing the Fire to the third or 
fourth degree, till nothing is left in 
the Retort,but a ftyptic yellow Earth. 
The Operation of this is diuretic ; 
and it is ufed in any Vehicle, to 
make it of a pleafant Acidity. It is 
given in Fevers, Obftru€tions of the 
Liver and Spleen, Dropfies, Jaun- 
dice, and to. quench Thirft. Its 
Dofe is from 10 to 60 or 7o Drops. 


Spiritus Salis cum Oleo Vitrioli, 
Spirit of Salt with Oil of Vitriol. 


Take of clean common Salt and 


-Fountain-Water, ana z Pound, Oil 


of Vitriol the fame quantity; and 
mix them thus: Firft, put the Wa- 


ter into an earthen Veflel; then put) 


the Oil to it, by two or three Oun- 
ces ata time; if you put more at 
once, it will endanger the breaking 
of the Vefiel by its violence. Then 
put the Salt into a glafs Retort, and 
put the Oil and Water to it; fet in 
a Sand-Furnace ; fit on a Receiver, 
and make a Fire of the firft degree 
for one Hour ; then advance it toa 
fecond, where keep it three Hours; 
increafe to the third for four Hours; 
and fo to the fourth, till no more 
Fumes or Drops come into the Re- 
ceiver. 

This without any Rettification is 
more grateful than the former; and 
equal to it, if not exceeding in Vir- 
tue. About the middle of the Dif 
tillation, the Matter in the Retort 
will bubble and make a noife: then

631. Sau Fossi Le, Sal Gem. 
This is obferved to be more penetrat- 
ing than common Sea Salt; which 
is afcribed, by Lemery, to its having 
never been diffolved in Water; and 


_ therefore it keeps its native keenneds : 


whereas thofe that have been fo broke, 


‘do, in fome meafure, lofe their Edges. 


There is no Preparation of this in 
ufe, or in any Author worth notice ; 
nor is it per fe, of any account in 
the prefent Practice ; unlefs fome- 
times it is order’d in Glyfters, to af- 
fift their Irritations and Operation. 
632. Nit Ru; Salt-petre. This 
is a Salt extraéted out of the Earth 5 
yet abundantly impregnated with the 
Spirit of the Air. It alfo cleaves to 
Stone-Walls, Rocks, Clefts, and Ca- 
verns under ground, That whichis 
extracted out of fat’ Earth, is made 
in moft Countries in Europe ; but our 
greatelt quantities come from the 
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Eaft-Indies.: It is compofed of near 
an equal quantity of fixed and volatile 
nitrous aerial Salts, bitterifh and pun- 
gent in Tafte. For further Informa- 
tion, the Reader may turn to Dr. 
Mayow’s Tractatus de Spiritu Nitro- 
Atrio, and the Writings of Natural: 
Hiftorians. S¢e pag. 169. 


Nitrum Purificatum, Purification of 
Salt-petres 


Take any quantity of Nitre at 
pleafure ;, diffolve it in warm Water 5 
filter, evaporate, and cryftallize, as 
in other Salts. f 

This is an Operation not abfolute- 
ly necefflary amongft us ; the Refiners 
of Sa/t-petre giving it well purified 
into our Hands. Some efteem the 
cryftalline Nitre beft, and others the 
Lump: but the difference between 
them is not difcernible, efpecially as 
to any medicinal Efficacies; the Cry- 
flals being the top, and the Lump 
the bottom of the Pan; in which 
the nitrous Liquor was put to fhoot. 


Sal Prunelle, Cry/al Mineral. 


Melt any quantity of Sa/t-petre in 
an earthen Pot, or very clean Iron 
Kettle ; when it is well melted, caft a 
little Flowers. of Sulphur upon it; 
when that is burnt, put on more; 
and fo do till the Nitre flows as clear 
as Rock-Water, without any Scum: 
then with a clean Iron or Brafs La- 
dle take it out of the’Pot, and put 
it into a warm Brafs Pan or Mould ; 
when that is coagulated, put it by, 
and with the Ladle take out more; 
and fo do till all the melted Salt is 
caft; which keep for ufe. 

‘If it be yet defired more pure, 
diffolve it in clean warm Water ; fil- 
ter the Diffolution, and. evaporate 
till a thin Skin appears at the top s 
then fet it to cryftallize. It is diu- 
retic and cooling, and often given in 
Fevers; and is very proper where 


if- 
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Difcharge by Urine is to be encou- 
raged. It is likewife very good in 
Gonorrbeas, efpecially when the 
Water fcalds by its Heat 5 for it both 
cleanfes and cools thofé Parts. It is 
alfo of good fervice in fore Throats, 
and Inflammations of the Toonfils; 
being gently melted in thé Mouth, 
and {wallowed, with a little fine Su- 
gar. Its Dofe is from 6 Grains toa 
Dram. ~ See pag, 169. 


Sal Polychreftum, Salt of manyVirtues. 


Mix equal Parts of Sulphur and 
Nitre in fine Powder, and put them 
‘into ared-hot Crucible, by a Spoon- 

ful at a time; as foon as the Flame 
of one Spoonful is over, put in ano- 
ther; and fo Gontinue till all the 
Mixture is in. Put’a Tile on the 
top, cover it all over with Coals, 
and keep it in Fufion four or five 
Hours: then pour it into a warm 
Copper Veffel ; and when cold, pow- 
der, and diffolve it in warm Water: 
filter the Diffolution, and evaporate 
till it is dry. 

If this Salt be not fo white as de- 
fired, put it ina Crucible; and fet 
it ina ftrong Fire for three or four 
Hours longer ; continually ftirring ie 
till it is very white. ‘Then again 
diffolve, filter, amd coagulate; and 
there will be a pure Sa/ Po/ychrefium. 
If to 6 Ounces of this, there be put 
1 Ounce of fublimed Sa/ Armoniac, 
and half an Ounce of Sa/ Mirabile 
G/aubcri; and it be diffolved, filtrat- 
ed, and cryftallized together; the 
Compofition will be much more a- 
grecable ; and better deferve the name 
of Polychreffum than the other. ‘The 
Dofe is from half a Dram to half 

-an Ounce; and its Operation is Ca- 
thartic and Diuretic. 


Nitrum Catharticum, Purging Nitre. 


Put 1 Pound of Nitre into a Cru- 
cible : fet itin a Wind-Furnace, and: 
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give it a gradual Fire till it melts; _ 
then put into it a piece of live Char- 
coal, about a quarter of an Inch dia- 
meter: when it has done flaming; 
put in another; and fo continue to 
do till the Coal caufeth no “flame: 
then the Matter is called Nitrum 
Fixatum. Pour this into a warm 
Mortar ; beat it to Powder, and dif> 
folve it in diftilled Vinegar ; filter 
and evaporate it in a wide-mouth’d 
Glafs ; diffolve it again in frefh dif- 
tilled Vinegar; filter and coagulate 
the third time: then diffolve it in. 
high re@tified Spirit of Wine; which 
afterwards diftil from it; and theré 
will be a Salt “eafy of Diffolution, 
and pleafant in T'afte and Operation. 
- This is Cathartic and Diuretic, 
and accounted a good Opener of all 
inward Obftruétions. - Its Dofe is 
from 2 Scruples, to 4 or 5 Drams. 
Some of the foregoing Prepara- 
tions, and particularly that- of Saf 
Pranelle, our Chymitts have got a 
trick of {poiling with Alum : as they 
{tick at nothing for the Increafe of 
their own Gain ; and as their Prepa- 
rations oftén go thro’ many - hands 
before they are exhibited, they are 
not folicitous about their Succefs 5 
if they have but the external Signs 
of being genuine, while in their own 
hands. And thus a$ A/um gives this 
Preparation a commendable White- 
nefs ; which is valued in the Sa/ Prz- 
nelle ; and becaufe it makes the Me- 
dicine come cheaper, they dafh it, 
without any remorfe or pain for the 
poor Patient who is to take it. The 
fame Sufpicion is but too well ground- 
ed, againit thofe who pafs for whole- 
fale Apothecaries; and all fuch who 
place their Advantage more in the 
prefent Profit, than the Credit of a 
Cure, or the Satisfaction of doing - 
good, :

_ in all ‘the Intentions for which Szac- 
_ charum Saturni is defigned to be gi- 
_ ven : becaufe the Nitre makes it more 
aperient. In Afbmas fome much 
commend it. Its Dofe is 5, 6, or 
; Grains. There-are many other 
mpregnations of Nitre mentioned by 
fome Authors; as with’ Tin, Sulphur, 
and Tartar; which make the Nitrum 
Foviale, Sulphuratum, and Herma- 
_ phroditicum: but thefe are quite out 
of ufe, even in the chymical Shops.

_ Take of Nitre in fine Powder ‘one 

~ Pound, of clean Tobacco-pipes four 

- Pound, or of Fuller’s, Earth, dry’d 
and beaten to a fine Powdet; mix 
them well, and put them into a good 
earthen, or coated’glafs Retort : place 
it in an opewz'urnace ; lute on a Re- 
ceiver, and kindle the Fire; which 
keep inthe firlt degree till fome'red 
Fumes appear in the Recipient; _nei- 
ther augment it till thofe Fumes dif- 
appear; then increafe to the fecond, 
which will raife more red Fumes ; 
when they begin to decreafe, raife it 
to the third, and fo on to the fourth, 
and utmoft degree of Heat, till no 
more Clouds come over: then let 
out the Fire; and as foon as it is cool 
enough, take off the Receiver, and 
put the Spirit mto, a Glafs, with a 
glafs or wax Stopple.

This Spirit anfwers all the Ends of 
the former; and is much better for 
internal Ufe, where it is very diure- 
tic, and a good cleanfer of the Vi/ce- 
ra. Its Dofeis from 10 to 15 Drops; 
in fome foft Vehicle; for thefe cor- 
rofive fharp Diuretics ought to be 
given in fuch things; whereby their 
Points are better guarded from Mif- 
chief; and their Efficacies alfo rather 
promoted than hindered; See the 
Explication of the Operation of Diu- 
retics, Sef. 5. 

This is alfo made with much lefs 
trouble than the former; for in that, 
if the Nitre is not very pure and dry, 
and thoroughly feparated from com- 
mon Salt, which is in all unrefined 


Nitre, it will produce an Agua Re- 


gia. Andif it benot dry, it cannot 
be made into fuch a fine Powder as 
is réquifite to keep it from melting 
together ; by which the Emiffion of 
its Spirits would be hindered. And

This is alfo mentioned in fome 
Authors by the Name of Nitrum Vi- 
triolatum, and Sal Dulcis Holfaties 
and is greatly extolled for a Diuretic, 
Sudorific, and, as the Humours are 
difpos’d, fometimes for a Cathartic 
too: But we hardly ever meet with 
it in Prefcription, Its Dofe is from 
half a Scruple to half a Dram. 


Nitrum fixatum, Fixed Nitre. 


Melt fixteen Ounces of Salt Petre 
in a ftrong and large Crucible a- 
mong burning Coals; throw into it 
a fpoonful of Coals grofly powdered, 
and there will arife a Flame and De- 
tonation; which being over, throw 
inas much more ; and continue to do 
fo until the Matter flames no lon- 
ger; but remains fixed in the bottom 
of the Crucible: then put it into a 
warm Mortar; and when it is cold, 
powder it, and diffelve it in a fufli- 
cient quantity of Water; filter the 
Diffolution thro’ brown Paper; and 
evaporate all the Water in an earthen 
Pan in Sand. There will remain a 
~ very white Salt, which you muft 
keep in a Phial well ftopt. 

This is of no great medical ufe 
but in the following Preparation. . 


Tindura Nitri, .Tin&ure of Nitre. 


Take of the above-defcribed fixed 
Nitre 1 Pound, melt it in a Cruci- 
ble, with a ftrong Heat, for three or 
four hours, then put it into a warm 
Mortar : powder it, and whilft warm, 
pour upon it two Pounds of tartariz- 
ed Spirit of Wine: Set the Mixture 
in a Matrafs upon warm Sand, gra- 
dually increafing the Fire, till the Spi- 
rit of Wine fimmers s and fo continue 
for two or.three hours; in which 
time the fixed Nitre will have com- 
municated its Tin¢éture to the Spirit

Pulvis Fulminans. 


Take Nitre three parts, Salt of 
Tartar two parts, and Sulphur one 
part; mix them well in a warm 
Mottar, with the Peftlea little warm; 
and with all Expedition poffible, 
that it may not attraét the moifture 
of the Air, which the Sa/t of Tartar 
foon does. 

The Operation of this is Diapho- 
retic and Diuretic; but it is hardly 
ever prefcribed: and therefore not 
made, unlefs to play tricks with ; for 
one Dram of this Powder held over 
the Fire in a Spoon or Shovel, will. 
firft melt; and then go off with an 
Explofion, not inferior to that of a 
well-charged Mufquet. _ 

Note, ‘That in the Reétification of 
all the acid Spirits under this Arti- 
cle, the Phlegm comes over firft; 
becaufe it is the lighteft part of the 
whole : Whereas in vinous Spirits the 
Phlegm rifes laft; becaufe it is there 
the heavieft. 


633. ALuMEN, Alem This 
has been’ mentioned under the Clafs 
of Afringents, Se&t. 2. There are 
no Preparations of it in the Shops, 
but the lumen Uftums; which is. 
by melting it in a Fire-fhovel, ora 
Crucible, and letting it bubble until 
it comes to a white hatd Subftance. 
This is ufed as an Ejcherotic. It 
gently eats away proud Flefh; but it 
leaves fuch a Hardnefs upon the 
Part, as makes-it little efteemed in 
that Intention. Many mix a little

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of it with the Sugar they dulcify 
their Cordial Waters with; which 
fines them down, and throws the 
‘“Milkinefs to the bottom ; from which 
they may be poured by Inclination, 
or rack’d off with a Crane. 


Aqua Aluminofa Magiftralis. 


Take of Roch Alum and white Mer- 
cury Sublimate, ana 2 Drams, boil 
them in Rofe and Plantain Water, 
ana 1 Pound, till half is confumed ; 
filter the Remainder, and keep it for 
ufe. 

This is prefcribed againft Defor- 
mities of the Skin; and often for the 
Itch; but it is an uncertain Reme- 
dy, and not to be ufed without Cau- 
tion. 


634. Sat AmMMONIACUM, 
Sal Armoniac. ‘This is brought from 
Alexandria in Egypt, Venice, ' Ant- 
werp, &c. It is either natural or arti- 
ficial: The natural is found in very 
hot Countries, where the Earth -has 
imbib’d' the Urine of Animals ; 
but of this little ‘or none comes to us. 


Sal Ammoniacum Faétitium, Fe4i- 
tious Sal Armoniac. 


Take of Urine ro Pound, of Sea- 
Salt 2 Pound, and Wood-Soot 1 
Pound; boil thefe together into a 
folid Mafs; put it into a Subliming 
Pot with a proper Head, and with 
the due degree of Fire, there will 
rife up what forms thofe Cakes of 
Sal Armoniac we meet with in the 
Shops. 

The marine Salt fo fixes what is 
volatile in the Urine and Soot, that 
this Mafs difcovers nothing to the 
Smell; but taftes fomewhat pungent. 
‘This is purify’d by diffolving it in 
hot Water; which is to be filtered 
and evaporated toa Pellicle upon the 
Surface: and it will fhoot in a cold 
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place, and a proper Veffel, into a 
fine white Salt: which operates both 
by Sweat and Urine, and is a good 
aperient in all kinds of Obftruétions. 
Its Dofe is from 20 Grains to 1 Dram 
and an half. 


Sal Ammoniacum Sublimatum, Sub- 
limation of Sal Armoniac. 


Put any quantity of Sal Armoniar 
in grofs Powder into a Retort, or. 
Matrafs, with its Head; place it in 
a Sand Furnace; fit on a Receiver, 
and give agradual Fire to the third 
degree ; in which it -muft be kept till 
allis fublimed ; which may be per- 
ceived by the Sublimate’s rifing clear 
above the Sand. 

This has the like Virtues as the 
purify’d; and may be given in the 
fame Dofe.. 


Sal Ammoniacum \Volatile, »Volatile 
Sal Armoniac. 


Take Sa/ Armoniac, and Salt of 
Tartar, each equal quantities ; and 
fublime as in the foregoing, but in 
a Veffel that is not above one third 
or a quarter full; elfe the Glafs - 
be apt to burft. 

Some inttead of Salt of Tartar mud 
Lime; and others Chalk, or com- 
mon Whiting. If the Sa/ Armoniac 
be good, a Pound of it will fublime 
this way above 12 Ounces ; which 
will be extremely volatile; and is 
good for Pocket Smelling-Bottles. 
For which Purpofe fome put Spices 
into the Retort ; which make it more 
grateful. It is prefcribed in malig- 
nant Fevers as a Sudorific, in the 
form of a Bole; with other conve- 
nient Ingredients: For it is not fit 
for Powders: its Volatility foon waft- 
ing it; in Pills it will ferment 3 and 
it does fo in Boles; tho’ without 
deitroying the Form, and Conve- 
niency of taking. The Dole is from 
5 Grains to 10.

In 
many Cafes it is the beft Prepara- 
tion with Steel ; becaufe it is fo much’ 
volatilized with the Sa/Armoniac, that 
it paffes the Stomach much better 3! 
and gets in great plenty. into the 
Blood, ready broke and digefted for 
its laft Offices, ‘The Dofe is the 
fame as of the former. 


Aqua Regia. 


Take equal quantities of Spirit of 
Nitre and Sal Armoniac, put them 


Of Salts. 
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into a-Retort, big enough to remain 
above two thirds empty; place it in 
Sand, and raife under’ it a Fire of 
the fecond Degree; which keep up 
while any thing continues to come 
over.

Take of Sal Armoniac 4 Ounces ; 
put it in Powder ‘into a Matrafs, or 
glafs Veffel of a good: bignefs, and 
pour upon it fixteen Ounces of Spi- 
rit of Nitre: place the Veffel in a 
warm Sand Digeftion, till all the 
Sal Armoniac is diffolved; then pour 
it into a Bottle, and keep it ftopt 
with Wax or a gla{s Stopple.

Take of Sal Armoniac in fine Pow- 
der, 1 Pound, of Quick-Lime, which 
has lain in the Air until it has broke 
into a Powder, 3 Pound; mix them 
well, and put'them: prefently into a 
Retort, and add two Pounds of Ri- 
ver, Rain, or Spring Water ; {hake 
it to mix the Powder and Water, and 
place it in a Sand-Furnace 3 late 
well the Junéture of the Receiver ;

it there three Hours longer; and fo 
to’ the third and fourth, till the Re- 
ceiver becomes clear without Fumes. 
Then let all cool; take off the Re- 
ceiver, and put. up the Spirit for ufe. 

This is little different from the 
Spirit of Salt. The common Salt 
which. does not rife with the Heat 
of the former Procefs, fufes and 
comes over in this. .

Take the grey Salt which remains 
in the Veffel after Diftillation, of ei- 
ther of the Spirits made. with Sal 
Armoniac and Tartar; diffolve, fil- 
ter, and evaporate, either to a Pel- 
licle, fo as to fhoot into Cryftals, 
or toa dry bottom. 

This operates powerfully by U- 
rine; is. given in the Gravel; and 
pretended by fome to diffolve even 
the Stone in the Bladder. Its Dofe 
is from 10 Grains to 1 Dram, 


Sal Volatile Qleofum. 


Take of Sal Armoniac, and Salt 
of Tartar, ana half a Pound, pow- 
der them apart, and mix them; put 
the Mixture into a.Retort; put 
alfo: into the Retort the Leaves of 
Marum Syriacum half an Ounce, and 
of tartarized Spirit of Wine 1 Pound 
and an half, impregnated with the ef- 
fential. Oils of Cloves half an Ounce, 
Cinnamon 1 Scruple, Nutmeg 2 Scru- 
ples, .of Marjoram, Lemons and O- 
ranges, ana 1 Ounce, put to them 
of clean Water 2 Pound, and fet all 
jn-a»Sand-Furnace; .lute on a Re- 
ceiver; and give Fire.of the firftde- © 
gree for 1 Hour and an half; increafe . 
to the fecond ; which continue five 
or’ fix. Hours, or until the white 
Salt which firft fhot at the top of 
the Receiver, begins to melt down; 
then put out the Fire, and pour the © 
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Spirit, which will have a great deal of 
loofe Salt in it, into a Phial by itfelf 
for ufe; and the Salt hardened upon 
the upper Part of the Receiver, into 
another. ct rats 

This Preparation, which Sy/vtus 
firft made common, is mightily now 
11 ufe; (tho’ Lemery makes but auk- 
ward Work of it) and for its :prefer- 
able Fragrancy has, almoft excluded 
the ufe of Spirit of Harts-Horn, and 
the plain Spirit of Sal Armoniac. It 
is a moft noble Cephalic and Cordial, 
either to fmell to, or take inwardly. 
Its Dofe is from 10 Drops to 100 or 
upwards, in Wine or any common 
Vehicle. It is much varied accord- 
ing to the different Humours of the 
Maker ; fo that there will be no end 
of giving all the Receipts followed, 
This is one of thé beft; and whofo- 
ever pleafes, may omit any of thefe 


Aromatics, or put others:in their . 


room; if it may. better fuit any par- 
ticular Intention. A Sa/Volati/e thus 
made with Marum Syriecum alone, 
is wonderful penetrating, grateful 
and ferviceable to the Head ; and 
diluted to a convenient Strength, is 
one of the beft Sternutatories that can 
be invented.. It is eafy to impreg- 
nate this with Steel; as either with 
the Flores Ammoniaci Martiati, or 
the Regulus Martis; which is the 
moft delicate way of giying that Mi- 
neral to nice Conftitutions; and 
where it requires a previous Com- 
munication into the fineft Parts. The 
flower the Fire is, the more Salt 
crults upon the top and neck of the 
Receiver; and therefore if care be 
taken not to draw it too near, where- 
by that Salt is melted down; a great 
deal may be preferved; which is 
vaftly preferable to all of this kind ; 
not only for Fragrancy of Scent in 
Smelling Bottles:, but for Efficacy 
internally ufed in all nervous Ca- 
fes. It is great Pity this is not 
more known in the Shops. But as 
Phyficians feldom ftoop to fuch low 


Regards, the Chymifts are too avari- 
tious and cunning to bring it into 


“acquaintance; for it requires a flow 


Fire; and not to be far drawn; both 
which makes the Medicine come out 
dearer. The College have in their 
New Difpenfatory given the following 
for a Standard to be comply’d with in 
their Shops, when they prefcribe it 


in extemporaneous Praétice. 


Take of Cinnamon. z Ounces,. of 
Mace half an Ounce, of Cloves 1 
Dram, of Citron Peel 1 Ounce and a 
half, of Sal Armoniaé and Salt of Tar- 
tar ana 4 Ounces, of Spirit of Wine 
12 Ounces ; mix and draw off in a 
Sand-Heat. [The College order only 
half an Ounce of Sal Armoniac iz 
this Receipt; but that may be an 
Error of the Prefs.].

Take of pure Spring-Water ¢ 
Pound, Pot Afhes 2 Pound, S2/A4r- 
woniac % Pound, put them into an 
uncut Body, and ftop it with.a Bolt- 
head. firmly luted; Jet them fand 
three or four Days.in a gentle Heat 
of Sand to digeft; fhaking them two 
or three, times every Day. Then 
let the mixture fettle; filter, and 
keep the Water. for ufe.. 

This is of a ftrong urinous Scent, 
for immediately upon the Mixture 
of any alkaline Salt,. as has been 
obferved in fome of the preceding 
Proceffes, the acid of the. Sea-Salt, 
which fixed the volatile one of the 
Sal Armoniac, being deftroyed,. {uf- 
fers the latter to exhale, and ftrike 
the Organs of Smelling with great 
Force, The Sal Volatile Oleofum, 
difguifed with the fwelling Epithets 
of a modern Enthnfiaft.of note, and 
now fecured by Patent to the Suc- 
eeffor of a Brother Prophet, is not . 
one jot better than this mean Pre- 
paration; and would be thrown Pp

It may not be improper to clofe 
the Preparations under this Article 
with the 


Diftillation and Salt of Urine. 
Take of the Urine of a found 


- young Man, newly made, as much 
as you pleafe; put it into an Iron 
Kettle, and evaporate it to the Con- 
fumption of one half, with a gentle 
Heat. Put the Remainder into a 
Stone Bottle; ftop it well; and fet 
it by to ferment about two Months. 
Open the Bottle, and if it f{mell 
quick and ftrong, put it into a large 
glafs Retort; lute on a Receiver, 
and give Fire of the firft'degree for an 
Hour; then increafe to the fecond, 
which will raife the Salt and Spi- 
rit; continue that degree till the Salt 
begins to diffolve: then let all cool. 
Take off the Receiver, and put all 
that is come over into a Cucurbit: 
fet it in Sand; lute on its Head and 
Receiver ; give a gentle Heat at firft ; 
and the Salt and fome part of the 
Phliegm,’ which we call Spirit, will 
rife. Continue the ‘Fire till the 
Head is filled with Salt; which 
when it decreafes, Jet all cool, and 
put what is in the Receiver into a 
Phial well ftopt. 

The Dofe of this is from 5 to So 
Drops. It is reckoned Diaphoretic 
and Diuretic, | 

In the Evaporation, obferve to do 
it by a gentle Heat; left fome of 

the volatile Salts, by too great an 
Agitation, fhould fly before its’ Fer- 
mentation. The Ufe of the Fer- 
mentation ‘is to feparate the Phlegm, 
which would take up too much room 
to no Purpofe, If the Urine be 
not fufficiently fermented, which is 
known by its weak Scent, ftop it a- 
gain, and let it ftand longer. 

If the Salt and Spirit are defired 

apart after the Rectification, then 
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pour off the Spirit into a Phial, and 
tie a double Paper over the Mouth 
of the Receiver; fet it downward, 
and let it drain till the Salt is dry: 
then {crape it off from the Sides with 
a crooked Hoop-ftick: and put it 
into a Phial well ftopt. If a greater 
Quantity of Salt is fought for; put 
both it and the Spirit together into 
a long Body; lute on the Head and 
Receiver; and let it ftand in a digeft- 
ing Heat of Sand, that the Salt may 
gently fublime. 

The Spirit may be made without 
Fermentation, by evaporating the 
Urine to the Confiftence of a Sy- 
rup; and giving it a gradual Fire 
to the third and fourth Degree. In 
thisOperation,the Phlegm comes firft, 
and then fome volatile Salt; after- 
wards more volatile Salt will appear 
in white Fumes, and the Spirit anda 
little ftinking Oil, which muft be fe- 
parated from the Salt and Spirit be- 
fore Reétification. After one Recti- 
fication, the volatile Salt and Spirit 
may be feparated as in the former: 
but it is not efteemed of equal Good- 


-nefs with the fermented Spirit; be- 
‘eaufe all the Salt of Urine is volati- 


lized by the Fermentation. In the 
Caput Mortuum, as fome call it, there 
will remain a. ftrong lixivial Salt, 
And if the volatilized fixed and 
lixivial Salts deferve that Encomium 
which the moft celebrated Authors 
give them, the Salt of fermented U- 
rine muft be the beft Medicine: 
and “indeed there -is a perceptible 
Difference between them’; the fer- 


»mented Spirit and Salt being more 


pleafant and penetrating both in Smell 


‘4ndT afte; than the unfermented. This 


Salt is extremely penetrating; and is 
not only efficacious inwardly in Rheu- 
matifms and Arthritic Pains, from 
5 Grains to i163; but alfo wonderful- 
ly fearches and diffipates the Flatus’s 
and Acrimony which occafion thofe 
Pains, and elevate the Part into a 
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Tumour; being ufed outwardly in 
Liquors or Unguents; and rubb’d 
well into the Fleth.

known, that moft of the old Iron,. 


gathered by many poor People, -is 
fold to the Copperas-Houfes at Ro- 
therbith and Deptford ;-which. they 
boil up witha Diffolution of the Mar- 
chafite, Pyrites, or Fire-Stone5-and let 
the Liquor run. out into conyenient 
Vefiels or Cifterns, in which it fhoots 
into that Form we meet with it a- 
mongft the Druggi/ts. 

As to Colour, the Husgarian and 
Dantzick are Green, but the firlt is 
the deeper: the Englifh vs, yet of a 
paler Green than either: the Roman, 
or Cyprus is blue; the White takes its 
Name from its Colour. .

This is faid to operate powerfully 
by a Diaphorefis ; and is much re- 
commended in Fevers ; even in fuch 
asare Peftilential. It has Commen- 
dations likewife for an Opener of 
Obftrutions ; and therefore to be 
good in the Jaundice, Dropfies, Stuf- 
fings of the Lungs, and 4fbmas. Its 
Dofe is from 30 Drops to 100, or 
120. 

Monfieur Homberg, of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences, hath contrived 
an elaborate Preparation of Vitriol, 
which Lemery fo much extols, that 
we fhall here give it under the Title 
it bears in the laft Edition of his

with a wooden Spatula; afterwards 
{train and keep the Liquor, and it 
will be clear and reddifh. On the 
other hand, diffolve 2 Ounces of Bo- 
-rax in 2 Pound of hot Waters pour 
this Diffolution very hot upon the 
preceding Liquor ftrained ; and im- 
mediately yellow Filth will be pre- 
cipitated : let the Mixture. reft till 
next Day; filtrate it thro’ brown 
Paper ; let the ftrained Water evapo- 
rate in a Veflel of Glafs or Free- 
ftone, till a thin Skin begins to ap- 
pear at top ; pour it afterwards into 
a Glafs Cucurbit, which is capacious 
enough to contain four or eight Pints 
of Liquor 5. and is about eight Inches 
high: adapt thereto a Head witha 
{mall, Recipient, and let all the Hu- 
midity diftil ; throw away as ufelefs 
the Water which diftils thence, ex- 
cept the laft four Ounces ; which will 
be fomewhat acid, and are to be.care- 
fully kept 3 when no more Humidity 
diftils, raife the Fire; and there will 
be elevated a little volatile Salt at the 
top of the Head, and round the Cu- 
curbit, in form of Meal, of a faltifh, 
but weak Tafte: when nothing more 
- Files, let the Fire go out, and the 
Veflel be cooled. Gather all thefe 
white Flowers with a Feather, and 
they will be of a fhining Colour like 
Pearls; keep them in a Bottle well 
ftopt. . There will remain at the bot- 
tom of the Cucurbita dry and grey 
Mals; yielding a ftrong {mell of Sul- 


phur. Pour upon the fame the 4 Oun-— 


ces of the bitterifh Liquor, which you 
have referved from the Diftillation s 
and there will arife a great Heat with 
4 {mall Ebullition, and of a vitriolic 
Scent : put the Head again upon the 
Cucurbit ;. and diftil and keep the 
Liquor; raife the Fire, ih order to 
fublime the Flowers as before : ‘This 
fecond Sublimation will be fomewhat 
more copious than the former ; ga- 
ther thele Flowers, and let the Wa- 
ter again diftil in the Cucurbit upon 
the grey Mafs; and there will be 
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the fame Heat as before ; let the Wa- 
ter diftil, and fublime the Flowers, 
or the volatile Salt, as before: Re- 
peat this. Procefs. till nothing more 
fublimes :. mix your. Flowers toge- 
ther, and keep them for ufe. 

There is another way alfo taught 
to make this Medicine, but whether 
it is worth the Pains, I leave others 
to judge. Itis greatly extolled by 
fome in Fevers; being given 7 or 8 
Graing for a Dofe; and repeated as 
often as there is occafion. 


Lapis Medicamentofus, the Medici- 
nal Stone. 


Take common green. and_ white 
Vitriol, ana half an Ounce; of Allum 
12 Ounces, of Sandiver and common 
Salt, ana 1 Ounce and a half; Salt 
of Tartar, 2, Ounces : beat them 
grofly ; mix them with 4 Ounces of 
Vinegar, and put all into an earthen 
Pan, which will contain three times 
their quantity; fetthem ina Fire to 
melt, and ftir them often 3 when they 
begin to thicken, mix diligently of 
Venice Cerufe 4 Ounces, and of the 
bett Armenian Bole z Ounces, both 
in fine Powder; keep them in the 
Fire continually ftirring,till they grow 
hard: then let all cool; break the 
Pot, and put up the Stone for ufe. 

[This Medicinal Stone feems more 
Jeientifically ordered by the College of 
Edinburgh, thus. | 

Take of Colcothar of Vitriol, Roch- 
Allum, Litharge of Gold, and Bole 
Armoniat, each a like quantity; of 
the beft Vinegar, as much as will 
float four Inches above them: Digeft 
them. together, for two Days, in a 
glazed Pot; which being afterwards 
jet-over the Fire, let all the Moifiure 
be evaporated : and calcine the remain- 
ing Mafs with an intenfe Heat.) 

The Veflel in which this is made, 
muft be three or four times bigger 
than will hold the Ingredients, by 
reafon of the great Ebullition which 

will 
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will arife from mingling the Acid of 
Vitriol and diftilled Vinegar, with 
the Salt of ‘Tartar and Calx of Lead; 
but efpecially when the Ceru/e.is_ put 
jn ; which. muft. therefore be done 
very warily: and be kept down by 
continual flirring.. This is, {aid. to 
faften the Teeth, preferve the Gums, 
heal and dry up Ulcers. and Wounds, 
and is alfo ufed.in Injections, and 
many Compofitions for fore Eyes.

Take good Englifh Vitriol, fuch as 
we call Bowoe-Cepperas; purify it as 
before directed, by two or three Dif- 
folutions, Filtrations, and ,Cryftalli- 
zations; fet thofe Cryftals in a clean. 
Pan in the'Sun, either in Fune, Fu-. 
fy, or Auguff; till they. are calcined 
to Whitenefs: when one fide is cal-

We meet with many Preparations 
of this in. Chymical ‘Writers +» but 
they all intend, by’ frequent’ Subli-

_ Poifon into a Medicine of Safety,’ af- 
ter the manner of White Sublimate. 
But the advantage hereby procured 
does'not feem to be worth the Pains 3 
becatfe we are better and more eafily 
- furnifhed! from the Mercurial Prepa- 
rations, for the fame Intentions as 
thefeare pretended for. And as they 
are likewife neither in the Shops, nor 
even® taken ‘notice of! in’ Prefcrip- 
tionji'they-are'not worth room here. 

This 
is {uppofed:to be a" bituminous Juice 
or Rofin of the:Earth, foft and vif 
cous ';/or ‘at firft in a’kind of Fluor, 
becaufe there are often found in it 
Straws,’ Flies; &¢.

‘The 
White is:moft: efteemed for Medici- 


nal Ufes as being’ beft digefted, of 


the'moft odoriferous Smell, and con- 


taining the greateft quantity of vola-— 


tile Salt.) The Yellow ‘is: next in 


goodnefs, and! moft' valued by ‘the: 


Amber-Workers, by reafon of its 


‘Tranfparency. The black is leaft in 


efteem of all. Amber by Agitation 
fends forth an agreeable Smell; and 
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being ground into fine Powder, is 
given in’ Gondrrhed’s: and in fuch 
Cafes is by fome of great account; as 
alfo in Spitting of Blood,’ the Bloody 
Flux, and an’immoderate Flux of the 
Heemorrhoides, Menjes,’ &c. alfo to 
ftop the' Violence of 'Cartarrbs; the 
Fume of it, burnt upon Coals, being 
received by the Nofe.” 

Tt’ is’ found in pieces ‘of different 
fizes ; from’ the bignefs of a great 
Pin’s Head, to thofe of five, fix, or 
feven Inches diameter.

Take of coarfe Amber in fine Pow- 
der, © °Pound ; ‘of Tobacco-pipes, 
Bricks: Sand; or Bole, alfo in fine . 
Powder, 3 Pound; mix them well, 
and with the mixture half fill a Re- 
tort: fet itin a Sand-Furnace ; fit 
toit a Recéiver, (not luted) make a 
Fire of 'the firft degree for one Hour ; 
increafe it to the fecond; and {fo keep 
it two Hours, then to the third ; in 
which'keep it*four Hours.

As the Salt’ rifes into the 
Neck of the -Retort, it ought to be 
{craped out with aclean flat Stick, 
and put upon brown Paper to fuck 
up the O7/: The Salt by this means 


will be white; and if it be defired 


more fine, it may be diffolved, fil- 
ter’d, and evaporated, and it will 
leave a very white Salt. When the 
Diftillation is over, and all cool, fe- 
parate the Oi/ and Spirit bya Fun- 
nel, or rather feparating Glafs. If 
the Oil is defired to be reétify’d, it 
may be put into a long-bodied Re- 
tort, and placed in Sand; and by 
gradually raifing the Fire to the fe- 
cond degree, there will diftil a fine 
yellow, and clear Oil. But if a 
pure white and etherial Oil be defir- 
ed, it muft be put into a Cucurbit, 
with three times the quantity of Wa- 
ter to that of Oil, (with which the 
Veffel muft not be quite half full) 
and then fit on the Head and Re- 
ceiver ; and gradually bring up the 
Fire to the fecond degree, or fo as 
to make the Oil and Water bubble ; 
and there will diftil a pure etherial 
Oil; which muft be feparated as be- 
fore. Separate the Water from the 
Oil that is left in the Retort ; and 
becaufe it will be impregnated with 
fome Salt, put it into the Receiver, 
into which was made the firft Dif- 
tillation, and fhake it well to rince out 
the Salt. ‘Then pour all into a Cu- 
curbit, fit to ita Headand Receiver; 
give a gentle Fire to evaporate the 
Water, till the Drops fall a little 
acid ; then let it cool,and put it to the 
Spirit which was feparated’ in the 
firft Diftillation ; rectify them toge- 
ther, and there will be a Spirit of 
Amber. 

We have included three Medicines 


‘in our Procefs; becaufe they fo na- 


turally arife out of the fame Subject. 
The rettify’d Oil is fometimes inter- 
nally preicribed in nervous Cafes, 
joined with Spirit of Sal Armoniac, or 
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$ to 15 Drops. The thicker Oil is 
moft ufed externally, in fixed Rheu- 
matic Pains and Aches; as alfo to 
paralytic Limbs : but fome commend 
it inwardly in old Gleets; and fay it 
an{wers even when the belt Turper- 
tine Balfams fail. The Spirit is ufed 
much to the fame purpofe, both in- 
ternally and externally,from 10 Drops 
to 1 Dram, in any convenient Vehi- 
cle inwardly ; and outwardly rubbed 
in per fe, or mixed with other fuit: 
able Liquors. But the Volatile Salt 
is the main part, and fo much inufe, 
that the’others are of little value with 
refpeét to it; the Demand for this 
being vaftly greater than for them, 
in proportion to what every Procefs 
neceffarily produces of each. This 
is a moft admirable Cephalic Deter- 
gent, in that Senfe as has been ex- 
plained in the firft C/a/s of the firft. 
Sedion. It extremely attenuates, cuts, 
and penetrates into the moft remote 
and minute Receffes; whereby the 
whole nervous Syftem is, as it were, 
new fcour’d. Its chief tendency in 
Secretion, and what it carriés along 
with it, is by Urine. In the con- 
vulfive De/iriums of Fevers it is migh- 
tily preferibed ; and reckoned not in- 
ferior to any thing in fuch Inten- 
tions ; becaufe, befides its peculiar 
Efficacy upon the Nerves, it alfo. 
conduces much, with Alexipharmics, 
to promote a Diephorefis : in all chro- 
nic Cafes likewife, as Epilepfies, Pal- 
fies, and the like, it is fcarce ever left 
out of Prefcription. The Dofe is 
uftally from 3 to 15 Grains, This 
Salt has farther one ufeful Property, 
which feems attended to by few ; and 
that is quickening the Operation of 
fome Cathartics ; efpecially of the 
Alvetic and Refinous kinds. A few 
Grains, with any of the milder OF 
ficinal Pills, as Pi/. Rv ff, and the like, 
will make them brisker by much in 
Operation, and yet rather milder: 
and this it feems to do, by dividing’

-dily in the Stomach, that they begin 
to exert themfelves fooner than they 
otherwife would. 

- The great Confumption of this 
Medicine, in comparifon to what the 
Amber produces of it; and the Price 
which upon that account it bears 5 is 
fo tempting to the Avarice of the 
. prefent degenerate Race of Chymifts, 
that it is moft abominably adulterat- 
ed; and therefore not to be trufted 
to from any Hands, but thofe who 
make it for their own ule. Some of 
thefe, once otherwife infpired Philo- 
{ophers, fophifticate it with Sa/ Ar- 
moniac, with Nitre, fome with Cream 
of Tartar, and others with Salt. of 
Coral. The firft of thefe Cheats may 
be difcovered by a ftrong urimous 
Scent, if it be rubbed with Salt of 
Tartar ;. the fecond, by its nitrous 

Tafte; the third, by Solution in clear 
Water: for the. Sa/t of Amber will 
_ much fooner diffolve than the Tartar, 

and therefore manifeftly leave that 
behind to view; and the laft is dif- 
coverable by trying it upon a red- 
hot Jron: for the genuine Sa/¢ will 
‘fly away 3 the Vinegar which the 
Coral had abforb’d will be deftroy’d ; 
and nothing but an infipid Earth be 
left upon the Lron. 

This Sa/t bet fits the Forms of 
Boles, Pills, or Electuaries, for tak- 
ing ; becaufe in Juleps and Draughts, 
in which fometimes it is inadvertent- 
ly ordered, it is extremely naufeous ; 
the genuine Salt having a mixed re- 
lifh of Salt and Sulphur; which in 
a liquid Form lies fo naked to the Pa- 
late, that.it often urges the Patient 
to eje&t it by Vomit immediately af- 
“ter taking. 


Tin@tura Succini, Tin@ure of Amber. 


Put 4 Ounces of Amber (in very 
fine Powder) into a Bolt-head; pour 
upon it Spirit of Wine 12 Ounces; 
invert a {mall Bolt-head into the 
Mouth of the bigger: lute well the 
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Jun@ture ; and digeft upon'a Heat of 
Sand for four or five Days; fhaking 
it about two or three times a Day. 
When the Spirit is well tinged of an 
Amber Colour, pour it into a Phial 5 
and put on the Remains half a Pound 
more of Spirit of Wine: digeft as be- 
fore, and extract a Tincture; both 
which put into a Matrafs; and in a 
gentle Heat of Athes, draw off one 
half of the.

This is prefcribed for the fame In- 
tentions as the precedent Preparati- 
ons; and is given from 10 to 700r 
80 Drops in any proper Vehicle. 


Poteftates Succini, Powers of Amber. 


Take Oil of Amber 1 Ounce, vo- 
latile Sal Armoniac half an Ounce: 
grind the Oil and Salt well together 
in a little Mortar; pour to them 
Spirit of Wine. tartarized half a 
Pound; and put them afterwards in- 
to 2 Bolt-head; invert alittle Glafs 
to make it fit for Circulation, Lute 
well the Joint; and put it in warm 
Sand, to ftand in Digeftion for four 
or five Days; fhaking it two or three 
times every Day ; in which time the 
Spirit of Wine will have imbibed the 
Oil and Salt; fet it by, and when 
it is cool, put itin a Phial well flopt, 
for ufe. 

This has the Virtues of the Oils 
and is fitter for Prefcription inter- 
nally, becaufe it better mixes with 
any Vehicle for the Conveniency of 
taking. Its Dofe is from 10 Drops 
to 30 or 40.

. 640: Narputrua. Thisis alfo 
an oily mineral Exudation, about the 
antient Babylon; which Place was 
moft noted for its production. It is 
remarkable for its combuttible Qua- 
lities ; and therefore it had a fhare in 
the Contrivance of Lamps ; but not 
in Medicine. 


641. PETROLEUM, Oil of. 


Petre, or Rock-Oil. This is a Mt 
neral thrown up and diftill’d, as it 
were, by a fubterraneous Heat, in 
feveral Mountains in J¢a/y and Na- 
ples; trom whence it drains down, 


and lies upon the Surface of Lakes 
and Fountains ; on fome of which, 
Naturalifts report, it continues burn- 
ing, and particularly near the antient 
City of Babylon; and alfo at Meja- 
num, a Village in the Parmefan. Tt 
is much commended in many out- 
ward Complaints ; as Rheumatic and 
Arithritic Pains,and Paralytic Limbs 
becaufe it is very warm and pene- 
trating. Some Perfons with thefe 
Mineral Oils have lately fet up for 
Empirics in the Goxt; but even thefe, 
ag well as all other Medicines, will 
not anfwer the Pretenfions of fuch 
as know not how to ufe them. We 
have Direétions to reétify this Oil in 
Schroder, and fome others; and to 
make fome other Preparations of it ; 
but they can be of no fervice to the | 


‘Reader ; becaufe they are neither ~ 


prefcribed nor made by any inthe | 
prefent Practice.

SEO TRV 
Of the Preparations of Simples. 


AVING given what we 

. J. thought proper concerning the 
Virtues of Simples; it will be necef- 
fary, before we treat of Oficinal or 
Extemporaneous Forms, to deliver 
fuch Preparations of the Medicinal 
Subftances, as are required to render 
them fit Ingredients in the various 
Compofitions that may be ufed in 
Phyfic. 

Thofe of the Minerals we have 
before taught under the Sefions of 
Metals and Sa/ts; but have here re- 
ferved a diftinét place for the Prepa- 


rations that belong to the other Di- 
vifions of the Materia Medica; by 
reafon that one Management is often 
common to many Simples of' the 
fame Texture and Difpofition of 
Parts, For thefe Purpofes, as there 
are many Juffruments to be uled, it 
may be expected that we fhould be 
ftow fome time in their Defcription. 
But we are prevented from that up- - 
on two accounts, The intended 
Compafs of this Work would not 
permit us to be large enough upon 
this Head, to convey any tolerable

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Notion of our Utenfils to the Rea- 


der: But the main Reafon of our 


omitting this Particular, was, ‘That 
we are of opinion the largeit Defcrip- 


- tion is to very little effect. ‘The only 


way to have a diftinét Idea ‘of fuch 
things, being to frequent the Shops 


and Laboratories of Artifts.. 


OF Spirits. a 


~~ The firft thing which rifes moft 
naturally in.the Preparation of Sim- 
ples, is the feparating of their more 
fpirituous Parts; becaufe they are 
moft laxly united, and therefore moft 
eafily drawn off. By. Spirits here 
are meant, firft of all {uch as become 


- fo in Vegetation, and from the Pro- 


daction of Nature ;.and then, fuch 


as aré made {fo by Fermentation and 


Art. Of the former kind .there is 
none, ftriétly fpeaking, but in Vege- 
fables; and amongft thofe, only in 
fach as difcover it by the. Scent, 
and quicknefs of Odour. But even 
thefe abound not in fuch a degree 
and*matmer, as to give a Spirit over 
the Helm, of the ‘Nature of thofe 
drawn by the help of Fermentation ; 
but by proper Management it may 


be colleéted in fuch Quantities, as to 


make a Liquor very powerfully {eent- 


_ ed, and impregnated with the vola- 


tile Part of the Plant: for a great 
deal of Phlegm comes over with it ; 
and therefore it has not the intoxi- 
_catingPropetty of vinous or fermented 
Spirits; altho’ it will {trike the Nofe 
_and “Palate ‘more ‘ftrongly, and exert 
itfelf ihore’ éfficacioufly in many me- 


- dicinabTntentions)"" 


- “OF this-kind are all feented Vege- 


tableswhether fwéet or fetid: which 


- fhould be diftilled “green or dry; as 


the ‘Texture. of the vegetable Sub- 
{tance is “fitted ‘to Yofe’ or retain thofe 
volatile Parts: which is beft known 
_ by Experience; for thofe Plants,whofe 
volatile Parts are {fo loofe in their 
. Combinations, that they fly off in

drying, ought to be committed to 
the Still as foon as gather’d; as Li- 
lies of the Valley, Baum, and thofe 
of a tender Scent ; whereas thofe 
which preferve their Volatility, as 
Marjoram, Rofemary, and the ftron- 
ger Aromatics, may be trufted when 
drys if they haye not been kept too 
long. ‘Thefe are all, beft raifed in 
the Alembic with a Crane-Head, the 
higher the-better: and if an Handful 
or two of Pot-Afhes are thrown in, 
they will both.help to load and keep 


down the grofler Phlegm, and fepa- 


rate and volatilize the finer Parts. 
[But fome Vegetables of a curious Fla- 
vour, will not admit of this Addition, 
evithout undergoing a confiderable 
change of their Scent and Taftes as 
particularly Cinnamon, &¥¢.] As by 
the common way. of running what 
comes off into an open Receiver, ma- 
ny of the finer parts fly off, and are 
loft; by the Contrivance of a Blad- 
der and Funnel, it may be conveyed 
into a Bottle as clofe as into a Re- 
ceiver witha Retort. Take a ftrong 
Bottle of any convenient bignefs, in- 
to which put a Funnel; tie to the 
Worm a Bladder, in the fame man- 
ner as it is fitted to a Glyfter-pipe ; 
cut open what covers the Aperture 
of the Worm, and draw the Bladder 
back over the Funnel; fo that it may 


be. clofe.tied about the Neck of the 


Bottle. By this means not a Parti- 
cle can be loft : but the Fire muft be 
more moderate than in open Dittil- 
lation; otherwife it will force up the 


-StillHead, or burft the Bladder or 


Bottle. It is worth the while of 
thofe that, are curious, to manage 
all their Diftillations of odoriferous 
Plants this way: as the Waters will 
be much the better for it. | 

The Spirits of vegetable Subftan- 
ces, efpecially of Herbs, made by Fer- 
mentation, cannot be depended upon 
to have much of the Virtue of the

Plants in them: For in Fermentation | 


of an odoriferous Plant, the Spirit, 
which 
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which Nature has made, flies away 
in that inteftine Motion ; fo that 
what is afterwards produced, has no 
advantage beyond thofe made from 
inodorous Subftances by the fame 
Artifice. Thofe Writers therefore 
exceedingly err, who teach to fer- 
ment any Plant whatfoever, in order 
to draw out any medicinal Virtues ; 
becaufe the Spirit is made by the ve- 
ry Action of Fermentation ; as has 
been before demonftrated in the Firft 
Part, under that Head, Se#.4. So 
that it fignifies not fo much what 
Subftances fuch a Spirit is drawn 
from ; as what Properties refide ina 
Spirit made by fuch Contrivance. 
- Jn this Limitation of the Term, 
we have no Spirits from either Ani- 
mals, or Minerals ; all under this De- 
nomination, obtained from them, 
being either not properly fo, or pro- 
cured by fuch artificial Helps; as 
will come to be explained under 
their refpective Preparations. 

All that has been here advanced, 
_ isvery eafily applied to Waters: we 
fhall therefore only fubjoin, that all 
the Waters exhaled from inodorous 
Plants, are not worth Diftillation ; 
becaufe they cannot raife any thing 
befides Phlegm; unlefs a very fmall 
Portion of a nitrous Salt; which is 
ftrained into them with their Nou- 
rifhment from the Earth, or imbibed 


fromthe Air and Dews: and fo ma- | 


ny ways as there are to procure all 
the medicinal Efficacies of fuch a 
Salt, to much better advantage, can 
never juftify the Trouble and Ex- 
pence of dijtilling of Plants to obtain 
it from them, Where, therefore, a 
Perfon has fuch an opinion of thofe 
Herbs which are termed cold, as 
Plantain, Scabious, and the like, as 
not to be eafy without them; he had 
better take them in his Sa//ads and 
Broths, than diftil them, This fur- 
ther may be worth remarking; that 
all thofe Plants which are deemed 
‘@old, are beft when they fhoot up 


rank and large; but of the hot, they 
are ftrongeft when leaft fucculent, and 
when the Leaves fhoot {mall. ~ 


OF Effential Oils. 


Take any quantity of Gum, Ber- 
ry, Seed, Herb, or Wood, proper 
to be bruifed or powdered ; let them 
be put into a Copper Still; and to 
them add eight or ten times their 
Weight of common Water: Lute the 
Head to the Sri//, and to its Refri- 
geratory or Worm; raife Fire under 
it to make it boil ; and ina little time — 
the Water and Oil will run into the 
Receiver, called a Spout-Receiver, 
When all the Oi/ is apprehended to. 
be come off, hold a Spoon under the 
Nofe of the Worm; and if any Oi/ © 
comes with'theWater into the Spoon, © 
continue the Fire longer: If no Oi/ 
appears in the Spoon, let out the 
Fire ; and feparate the Water from 
the Oz/. Few of thefe.4)i/s are worth 
Diftillation, except in. great quanti- 
ties; that is to fay, feveral Sti//s full. 
And then when the Oj/ is drawn 
from the firft quantity, — the fame 
Water muft be faved, to be poured 
back into the Szi//; by which means 
alfo, if it be often repeated, fuch a — 
Water will be fo impregnated with 
the Ingredient, as to be worth keep- 
ing; under the title of the Simple 
Water of fach an Herb, Seed, &c. 

Exaétly the fame Method will 
draw the E/fential Oil from any Sub- 
ftance whatfoever that contains it ; 
and thofe of fome Woods, as Cinna-— 
mon, Saffafras, Cloves, and the like, 
becaufe they are heavier than Water, 
will fall to the bottom; but are as 
eafily feparated by decanting the Wa- 
ter by gentle Inclination. As that 
of Anifeeds, with fome few others, 
will coagulate towards the latter end 
of the Diltillation, the Water in the 
Worm-Tub thould ceafe to be renew- 
ed ; that it may grow warm, and dif- 
folve away all that has condenfed in — 

ats 
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' its. Paflage. The moft valuable of 
this Clafs are grievoufly fophifticated 
by the Chymifts and wholefale Deal- 
ers, either with expreffed Oi/s, or 

- fuch diftilled ones as are cheaper, and 
approach neareft to their Flavours. 
Thefe Cheats are difcovered either 
by fpecific Weight, as in the Oils of 
Cinnamon, Cloves, and tle like, (no 

_ other anfwering exaétly to the fame 
Standard ;) or by Evaporation of a 
little ina Spoon; For if there be any 
Mixture of an expreffed Oil, it will 
all remain, and the other exhale ; as 
the Oils of Axife, Caraway, &c. and 
laftly by Dilution; fo that the Fla- 
vour is but juft retained ; which will 

- much fooner difcover a foreign Scent, 
than when colleéted in its full 
Strength. 


Of Effential Salts. 


Thefe are made by exprefling the 

Juice of any Plant, and fetting it ina 
Cellar to fhoot; which fome do in 
fmall quantities: * but they are fo dif- 
ficult to procure, efpecially neat, from 
Filth and Dirt; that they are never 
kept in the Shops, nor required in 
Prefcription. 


Of Fixed Salts. 


Take any Plant, burn it on a clean 
_ Hearth, and rake the Afhes as long 
as any Fire appears amongft them ; 
put thefe A fhes into an unglazed Pan ; 
Which fet in a calcining Furnace: 
make Fire about it, till the Pan is 
red-hot ; where keep it, continually 
 ftirring the Afhes, till they lofe all 
- their blacknefs.. Then put them in- 
to aclean Pan, and pour hot Water 
to them ; when that Water is fufh- 


ciently impregnated with Salt, filter 


it, and evaporate to drynefs ; and do 

thus until the Afhes are left infipid. 

' We meet in the chymical Shops 
with thefe fixed Salts of a great ma- 

ny Plants ; and the common Prefcrip-

tions take fome notice of the diffe- 
rent kinds; but the Practitioner, who 
thinks there is any real difference be- 
tween them correfponding to the 
Plants they are obtained from, may 
reft fatisfied that thofe dextrous and 
wonderful confcientious Artificers, 
the Chymifs, can furnifh him witha 
lixival Salt of any Plant he can call 
for, made from the Cineres Clavella- 
ti, or Pot-Afhes. It weuld, how- 
ever, be well enough, did we lie 
open but in this particular to fuch 
Impofitions ; for let the Plant be 
what it will before it is reduced to 
Athes, the Fire brings it to that Tex-: 
ture and Make of Parts, into which 
it reduces any other: fo that a Salt 
made from the Lixiium of any Ve- 
getable Afhes whatfoever, will be al- 
ways the fame. They who are in- 
credulous herein, may try Experi- 
ments ten thoufand ways, if fo many 
can be invented ; but will never find 
any {pecific Difference. | 


Of Poteftates, or Pozvers. 

There is a Form of Preparation 
which Sa/mon chiefly introduced for 
the fake of his Brother Empirics 5 and 
thofe who were for cutting the fhort- 
elt way to Profit; and that is called 
Potcftas, ot Power. ‘This is an In- 
corporation of the Eféential Oil of 
any Vegetable with Spirit, by the 
Intermediation of Sal Armoniac ; 
and this was chiefly defigned for 
the extemporaneous making of Wa- 
ters; for with a {mall quantity of 
fuch Medicines, and common Wa- 
ter, there was always in readinefs 
whatfoever of that kind could be cal- 
led for. The Elgofacchara likewile 
have been contrivéd for the fame 
purpofes. T'hefe are a Mixture of 
an Effential Oil with Sugar; which — 
will diffolve in a ftrong Spirit ; and 
{fo make on a fudden, without the 
Help and Expence of a Stil//, either 
Cisnamon, Orange, or any other Wa- 
ter that is required. So that. by 
xX 2 - theie 
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thefe Artificers, all the Simple and 
Compound Waters of a Shop, may 
be inclofed in a {mall Cupboard : an 
admirable Contrivance for Chamber- 
Practice ! but very injurious and de- 
trimental to the Patient: for there 
is no way of mixture imaginable, 
that can fo well incorporate the vola- 
tile oily part of a Plant with its 
Phleem, as Diftillation does. So that 
the Waters made this way will not 
only be more unfit for prefent ule ; 
but alfo be much fooner flimy, vapid, 
and four. ‘They who think it worth 
their while to fall into this way, may 
take the Poteffates of any thing in 
the fame manner as is direéted in the 
Preparations of Amber. 


The Purification of Aloes, and all 
Subjiances of the like kind. 


If the Alves isnot fine, thro’ any 
mixture of Straws, Sticks, or gritty 
Matter; very gently diffolve it in 
Water enough, to pafs it convenient- 
ly thro’a Flannel Cloth when warm ; 
and afterwards evaporate to a due 
Confiftence. 

Some for this purpofe ufe Spirit of 
Wine; and others Spirit of Tartar 
under the Notion of better correét- 
ing the A/oes : but that Diffolvent is 
better for the Apothecary, which 
leaves the Drug in its moft natural 
Qualities, after Refinement “from 
Filth, for the Phyfician to correét in 
Prefcription, as he pleafes. 

Gums and Rofirs of all forts are to 
be clear’d from any foreign Mixtures 
by the like Means; care being taken 
to let the Diffolvent be as near as 
poflible to the nature of the thing 
to be ftrained; and that the Evapo- 
ration afterwards be not too hafty ; 
for-fear-of ¢arrying off any volatile 
Parts ef the Drug ; which is very apt 
to happen, in Aromatic Subftances 
efpecially. ‘There are many Gums 
to be conveniently. ftrained by the 
nelp of Water, which will not mix 
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with them: but upon cooling fepa- 
rate, and form into aclean Mafs ready 
for ufe3 as Galbanum, Tacamabattay 
and the like. 


Effentia Ambregrifee, E/fence or 
Tinéture of Ambergreate. 


Take of dmbergreafe 2 Drams, the 
fame quantity of Sugar-candy, Musk 
half a Dram, and Civet 2 Grains; 
beat them together, and put the Mix- 
ture into a Phial: pour upon it of 
tartarized Spirit of Wine 4 Ounces 5 
ftop the Phial-clofe, and fet it ina 
flow Sand-Digeftion, for four or-five 
Days; and then decant the clear for 
ufe. If it be of Confiftence enough to 
congeal, or not run, when cold; put 
more Spirit of Wine upon the remain- 
der for another Digeftion ; and after- 
wards mix the Liquors, and they will 
continue fluid. 

This certainly makes the beft of 
Perfumes; and is ina very conveni- 
ent Form, either for any officinal ufe, 
to mix immediately with any Medi- 
cine, or for extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tion: the leaft Touch of it leaves its 
Scent upon any thing for a prodigi- 
ous time. ‘The Sugar is only added, 
the better to feparate the adhefive 
Parts of the Ambergreafe, and the 
other Ingredients ; and make them 
more eafily join with the Spirit. ~In 

~Conftitutions where fuch Szeets are 
not offenfive to the Head; as in 
fome, e{pecially hyfterical Perfons, 
they are; there is nothing can be a 
more immediate Cordial. 


Tin@ura Benzoini, Tincture of Ben- 


jamin. 


Powder 4 Ounces of fele&t Benja- 


min ; put. it toa Matrafs, and add 
to it tartarized Spirit of Wine 1 
Pound: fit the Matrafs for a Circu- 
latory: Lute the Joint; and fet it in

'To this Tinc- 
ture may be added of Storax 1 Ounce, 
and Balfam of Peru 1 Dram, which 
will render not only the Scent more 
grateful, and make a deeper Tinge 
in the Spirit; but be alfo better for 
inward ufe. 


Flores Benzoini, Flowers of Ben-. 
jamin. 


Put into a fubliming Pot 2 or 3 
Ounces of Benjamin in grofs Pow- 
der; fet on its Cover, without lut- 
ing ; and keep it in the fecond degree 
of Fire in Sand, or immediately over 
a {mall Fire of Charcoal: The Flow- 
ers will prefently begin to rife into 
the .Cover ;. which once in an Hour, 
or Hour and half; muft be taken off; 
and wiped out upon a clean Sheet 
of Paper with a Feather. . There 
ought to be two Covers to one Bot- 
tom in readinefs; that one may be 
clapp’d on as foon as the other is off. 
When the Flowers begin to rife.yel- 
low, take the melted Benjamin out 
of the Pot with a Spoon; and put 
in more powder’d Benjamin, as at 
the firft; and fo proceed until there 
are as many Flowers as defired., 

In this Operation Care muft be 
taken, that the Fire be not too ftrong, 
becaufe it would thus throw up fome 
~ Oil, and difcolour the 
. Thefe area wonderful Pefora/, and 
particularly excellent in 4/fhma’s ; for 
they greatly attenuate and open the 
viicous Obitruétions, and cleanfe the 
Bronchia. They are. convenient almott 


Flowers.° 
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in any Form, and give avery grate- 
ful Scenttoany Compofition. ‘Their 
Dofe is from 3 to 10 or 12 Grains. 


Oleum & Spiritus Benzoini, Oil and 
Spirit of Benjamin. 


Take 1 Pound of the black melt- 
ed Benjamin, which remains after 
the Sublimation of the Flowers; put 
it into a Retort; which place in a 
Sand Furnace; cover it well with 
Sand; lute on its Receiver; and 
make a Fire of the firft degree for 
one Hour; then increafe to the fe- 
cond, and there will come over fome 
Oil and Spirit ; with fome difcolour- 
ed Flowers: augment the Fire to 
the third degree, and at laft to the 
fourth, till no Fumes appear; and 
there will rife a blackifh Oil with an 
acid Spirit ;.and the Neck of the 
Retort will be filled with difcolour- 
ed Flowers, which may be taken 
out, and put upon a clean brown 
Paper, to fuck up the Oil. Q 

Thefe Flowers, tho’ not fo beauti- 
ful, are as good for ufe as the former ; 
and tho’ both the Oil, Spirit, and 
Flowers, acquire, for the prefent, 
an Eimpyreumatical Scent; yet, in 
fix or eight Months that will wear 
off; and they become very, fragrant. 

After the fame manner may ,be 
made the Oil, Spirit,.and Flowers, 
or Volatile Salt, of any Balfam; as 
thofe of ..To/u, Peru, and the like: 
The Spirit is Diuretic, but not very 
pleafant, by reafon of its Empyreu- 
ma. The.Oil is accounted a good 
Vulnerary, both in external and 
internal Application. And for in- 
ward ufes put.2.or 3 Ounces of 
it into a-,Cucurbit, capable of 
holding a Gallon. of Liquor; add 
to it 5 or 6 Pound of Water; and 
fet in a Sand. Furnace, luting on a 
Head and Receiver; keep a gradual 
Fire till the Water is. ready to boil 5 
and the fpirituous Part of the Oil 
will come over with the Water, of 
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a fine Amber Colour, and a fragrant 
Scent: which is an admirable inter- 
nal Medicine, a powerful Diuretic, 
and by fome reckoned a Specific a- 
gainft the Stone and Gravel in the 
Kidneys and Bladder. Its Dofe is 
from 5 to 15 Drops, in a little re- 
fined Sugar. 


Preparation of Lapis Calaminaris. 


_ Take any quantity of this, and le- 
vigate it upon a hard’ Marble with 
Rofe-Water; dry it when reduced 
into an impalpable Powder, in little 
Drops, as it will fall froma Spatula 
upon a Chalk-Stone. 
In the fame manner is prepared 
Tutty; andall hard friable Subftances 
_ Of the like kind. 


Magifterium Wapidis Calaminaris, 
Magifrery of Calamine. 


Take Calamine 4 Ounces, beat it 
into fine Powder, or levigate it as a- 
bove; put it into a Matrafs, and pour 
upon it Spirit of Salt 1 Pound, let 
them digeft upon warm Sand forty 
éight Hours: filter the Diffolution, 
and precipitate the Magiftery with 
Spirit of Urine ; free it from its Salt 
by feveral Ablutions, and dry it gent- 
ly for ufe. Wie 
~ It is Emeti¢ and Cathartic; and 
given in the like Cafes as Antimonial 
Emeties. Its Dofe is from 3 to 8 
Grains. 


Calaminaris Diaphoreticus, Diapho- 
reti¢ Calamine. 


Beat 4 Ounces of Calamine into 
fine Powder: put it into a Matrafs ; 
which place ina Chimneys and put 
to it by three or four Ounces at a 
time, of Spirit of Nitre 1 Pound; 
let it there itand covered from Dirt, 
for twenty four Hours, then decant 
the Liquor, which put into a Retort; 
fet it in a Sand Furnace 5 and give 
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a gradual Heat to the third degree ; 
and {fo keep it till no Drops come o- 
ver it. When all is cold, take the 
Matter out of the Retort, and keep 
it for ufe. } 
: Some fay it is a good Sudorific 
but it is little ufed. Its Dofe is 
from 10 Grains to half a Dram. 
1 Ounce of it infufed in half a 
Pound of Spirit of Wine, makes an 
admirable Co//yrium ; and ‘does great 
fervice, by dropping it into the dif- 
ordered Eye, three or four times a 
Day. Some likewife make a good 
Collyrium, by quenching a Lump 
of Calamine of about 4 Ounces, 
ten or twelve times in 1 Pound of 
White-wine. ' 


Tinétura Cantharidum, E/ence or 
Tinéture of Cantharides. 


Put 4 Ounces of bruifed Cantha- 
rides into a Cucurbit; and pour up> 
on them, by little at a time, of Spi- 
rit of Nitre 12 Ounces, and let 
them itand in Digeftion twelve Hours: 
then with a Glafs Spoon or Spatula, 
take off a black Scum from the Sur- 
face of the Spirit, and caft it away: 
pour gradually to them of tartarized 
Spirit of Wine 1 Pound, mix them 
well by fhaking, and place them in 
a Sand-Furnace; lute on ‘a Head 
and Receiver, kindle the Fire, which 
gradually increafe to the fecond de- 
gree; and in that Heat draw off one 
Pound and an half of Spirit for ufe. 

To that which remains in the Cu- 
curbit, put, by little at a time, fo 
much Salt-Petre as will fatiate its A- 
cidity ; which may be known by the 
Ebullition ceafing. ‘Then put that 
Mixture into a Glafs or Marble 
Mortar’; put to it of Camphire 1 
Ounce, and grind them till they are 
well incorporated, and return them 
again into the Cucurbit: rinfe out 
the Mortar with fome Spirit of Wine, 
which was drawn off from them ; 
and pour it into the Body, with the 

re- 
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remaining part of the Spirit of Wine : 


|’ fhake them well, and fet them in a 


digefting Heat ; make the Cucurbit 
a Circulatory ; lute the Joint clofe, 
and let them ftand in that Heat eight 
or ten Days, fhaking them well 
Day : then let it cool and 
ftand to fettle ; pour off the Tinc- 
ture into a clean Cucurbit ; and in 
a very gentle Heat draw off one 
half, or more, of the Spirit; which 
again put upon the Mixture, to ex- 
trac& more. Tinéture; and when 
that Spirit is again tinged, draw of 
two thirds ;. which put the third 
time to extract more Tincture, and 
diftil as before, ftill putting the 
Tinéture remaining after Diftillation 
of the Spirit to the firft Tindture, 
Then take of Ambergreafe 1 Dram, 
Musk half a Dram, white Sugar- 
Candy 2 Drams, grind them well 
together, with alittle of the Spirit 
laft drawn off ;; pour them into a 
Matrafs, and to:them put 4 Ounces 
of the aforefaid Spirit: clofe the 
Matrafs. well, and digeft for four or 
five Days. Then put it.to the Tinc- 


ture of Cantharides, (alfo in a Ma- 


trafs) and lét them circulate toge- 
ther four or five Days more ; laft- 
ly, pour it intoa clean dry Bottle, 
which keep.. well ftopt. for, ufe. 
[The Tinétura Cantharidum of the 
Edinburgh Difpenfatory -is * much 
more facile, and in many Cafes, per- 
haps more effeétual than this + par- 
ticularly in Gleets and feminal Weak- 
neffes. It is thus diretted: Take of 
Cantharides 2 Drams, rectified Spirit 
of Wine 1 Pound and ahalf; digeh 
them in a very gentle Heat for two 
Dayss then pour the frrained TinGure 
upon an Ounce of Balfam Capivi, 
half an Ounce of Rofin of Guaiacum, 
a Dram of the diftilled Oil of Juni- 
per, balf a Dram of Cochineal, and 
two Ounces of Salt of Tartar, Dige/? 
them together in Balneo Mariz, for 
four or five Days; then firain off 
the Tincture, whereto Camphire may 
be added occafionally.} : 
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The Materials muft be put toge- 


ther, fo as to prevent the Fumes be- 


ing offenfive in every part of the 
This may be pronounced 
a moft excellent Medicine, in many 
Cafes where: we have not its Succe- 
daneum, nor any thing tending that 


way. It is a moft ftimulating Cor- 


dial ; and cannot fail to excite con- 
jugal Intercourfes : where a Contfti- 
tution, by any Misfortune, has fallen 
into a Coldnefs or Indifferency that 
way ; for (if the Expreflion may be 
allowed) where there is Fuel, it will 
infallibly kindle it. ‘The Satyrion, 
and all of that Tribe, are not to be 
compared to it. In many Cafes 
alfo, where floughy and cold Hu- 
mours have clogg’d the Reins and Ge- 
nital Parts, and thereby occafioned o- 
ther Mifchiefs, befides an Inability to 
Coition : this Medicine is of mighty 
Service; and will anfwer where the 
moft efficacious Balfams and ‘T'urpen- 
tines fail. It may be given from 
19 to 100 Drops, in a Glafs of 
Canary, or any, other Liquor which 
a Patient may like better. But not- 
withftanding thefe: Commendations 
of this Medicine, which indeed can- 
not be greater than it deferves 3 yet 
none but the truly skilful muft dare 
to meddle with it: for by an injudi- 
cious Adminiftration, it may occafion 
Stranguries, Erofions, Excoriations, 
and even Convulfions; fuch is the 
Difference of an efficacious Medi-. 
cine in the Hands of a good Phyfi- 
cian, and an Empiric. This therefore, 
as well as all the beft Remedies, will 
for ever continue a Secret, in the 
Hands of the Learned; notwith- 
ftanding its Preparation is in the 
Knowledge and Power of every Per- 
fon. 


Preparation of Coral, aud all the 
Teftacea, : 


This is done by Levigation upon 
a Marble with Rofe-Water, tll it 
Xx 4 cannot 
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Cannot be perceived the leaft gritty 
between the Teeth ; as was before 
directed in the Lapis Calaminaris. 

After the fame manner are any of 
the TYéftacea prepared, to be taken in 
Subftance. And they who would have 
them as fine as poffible, may after 
fuch Levigation as prevents their 
gritting upon the Teeth, mix the 
whole with Water enough to fuf- 
pend it fome time: then after a 
little flanding, pour off the upper 
part,. and levigate the bottom again : 
and fo do until the whole’ will re- 
main fufpended in Water for fome 
time, without letting any fall. Then 
by ftanding fome Days, the whole 
will get down to the bottom; when 
the Liquor may be poured off clear ; 
and the levigated Subftances drop’d 
with an Ivory Spatula upon a Chalk- 
Stone to dry. There is no fear ‘by 
this means of taking away any of 
their Salts, or better Parts; for the 
Water thus ufed will not be perceiv- 
ed to have altered either its T'afte or 
Colour, All ae of this kind muft 
never come near Iron, or any other 
Metals; efpecially Pearls, and thofe 
Preparations which are valu’d for their 
Whitenefs ; becaufe they will take a 
tinge from it, and lofe their Beauty 5 
as well as hazard their Virtues. 


Sal Corallii, Sa/t and Magifiery of 
Coral. 


Take any Quantity of red Coral 
in fine Powder; put it into a clean 
fmooth earthen Dith, or wide- 
mouth’d Glafs ; mix it with diftill’d 
Vinegar: and there will prefently 
arife a ftrong Ebullition : when that 
is over, put more diftilled Vinegar 
to it ; and fo continue to do, as 
long as any Fermentation continues ; 
then fet it upon warm Sand, ftirring 
it now and then with a clean To- 
bacco-Pipe, till the Heat excites no 
Effervefcency ; then filter the Li- 
quor; put by a Moiety of it for 


any _ teftaceous Powder. 


the Magiftery, and the other part 
evaporate to Drynefs, in a gentle 
Heat s which is the Sa/t of Coral.

The Magiftery is made, by putting 


‘to the other Part of the Liquor, O7/ 


of Tartar per Deliquium by Drops, 
until there appears a white ‘Curd ; 
which in a little time will fall to the 
bottom : when the Liquor’ is clear, 
drop in more; and’if it turns the 
Liquor white, as before, let it fettle; 
and fo continue till the Liquor will , 
not curdle by the Oil of ‘Tartar any 
more. When the Magiftery ‘is all fet- 
tled, decant the Liguor, and put 
clean Water to the Magiflery ; fhake 
it about, let it fettle, decant as be- 
fore; and do fo five or fix times, till 
the Magiftery has loft all its falt Tafte ; 
and then dry it for ufe. 

~ "This is of the fame Virtues as tlie 
Salt ; but is directed in larger Dofes. 


Tinétara Corallii, Tin@ure of Coral 


This is made feveral Ways, and 
with divers Menftraums ; which by 
Time and Heat become red’: it is 
thought by fome, that the Tin@ure 
proceeds more from the Spirit- than 
the Coral. ‘The belt. way feems to 
be the following. 
Reduce half a Pound of red €o- 
ral into an impalpable Powder ; and 
mix it with its equal Weight of fub- 
limed Sal Armoniac in Powder ; 
put the Mixture intoa Retort ; which 
place in Sand; fit to it a Receiver ; 
and having well luted the Junétures, 
make a Fire of the firft Degree, for 
one Hour; proceed to the fecond 
for two Hours ; go on to the third, 
; where 
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where keep it three Hours, or till all 

the Sal Armoniac is fublimed. It 
will be tinged with a Variety of Co- 
Jours, as Red, Green, Blue, €¥¢. and 
contains in it the true Tinéture of 
Coral; which is apparent by its Body 
being left white at the bottom of the 
Retort, Put all thefe fublimed Flow- 
ers into‘a Matrafs; and to’every 4 


> Ounces of the Flowers, add 10 Oun- 


ces of tartarized Spirit of Wine; fet 
them on warm Sand in a double Vef- 
fel, to digeft for three or four Days ; 
and fhake them every Day two or 
three times. When the Spirit of 
Wine is well tinged, put on more; 
and let it ftand as before: Then put 
the tinged Spirits together, (being 
zo Ounces) intoa Matrafs; draw off 
12 or 14 Ounces, and the 6 or 8 re- 
maining will be- deeply tinged with 
the Sulphur of Coral. * 

The Operation is by a Diaphorefis 
and Urine. Its Dofe is from to 
Drops, to 1 Dram. The fame Pre- 
parations may be made from many 
other teftaceous Drugs in the like 
_ manner; but they are fo very little 

“preferibed in, extemporaneous Prac- 
tice, that they are feldom ‘met with 
in the Shops ; although in Subftance 
they are in conftant, ufe. 


_~ Refina Jalapii, Rofiz of Jalap, ‘and 
. Of the like Subjtances. 


Take’ of fele&t (that is, black, hea- 
vy, and found) Fa/ap powdered, 1 
Pound ; put to it of rectified Spirit 
of Wine, 3 Pound; invert a Bolt- 
head into the containing Glafs Body, 
and lute it; fet it upon warm Sand 
for three or four Days; and fhake it 
every Day two or three times: when 
the Spirit is well tinged, decant it 
carefully through a Hair-Sieve into 
a Cucurbit ; fet it in a gentle Heat 
of Sand, and draw off the Spirit of 
Wine to one Pint; which may be 
returned upon the Falap, to make a 
fecond Extraction : decant the Spi- 
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rit as before; lute on the Head and 
Receiver ; and diftil as before. Let 
it cool ; and in the Cucurbit there 
will be a Rofin in the form of Tur- 


‘pentine; which wafh in three or four 


Waters; and in a gentle Heat dry 
it, till it will beat into Powder. | 

Sore only put to the Tinéture 
common Water, which turns it mijl- 
ky, and lets fall the Rofin to the bot- 
tom ; for Rofins will not be fufpend- 
ed in any Men/fruum lower than Spi- 
rit, as has been demonftrated in Part 
I. Many knavifh Chymifts, when 
Falap is dear, have a'Trick of put- 
ting Scammony, which is of itfelf al- 
moft all Rofin, amongft it, and fome- 
times Gamboge; by which means 
they can afford to fell it cheaper than 
it can be honeftly made. But their 
moft notorious Cheat is in mixing 
with it common black Rofin; two 
Parts of the latter to one of the for- 
mer; as I have been informed: but 
this may be known by putting it into 
rectified Spirit ; which will again dif- 
folve the Rofin of Jalap, but not 
touch the other. The Virtues are 
the fame as thofe of the Root; which 
fee in Sedion 8, Cla/s z.: but it works 
rougher ; becaufe all fuch Subftances 
ftick toand hang upon the Coats of 
the Stomach and Inteftines, fo as to 
be the Authors of a great deal of Pain 
and Uneafinefs; for which Reafon, 
this is corrected with Sugar, Cream 
of Tartar, or the like: whereby it is 
brought into the fame ftate as Na- 
ture firft prefented it to us in the 
Root. For fome purpofes indeed, 
where the Form is required to be 
{mall, as often in Adminiftration to 
Children ; this is beft comply’d with, 
and moft convenient. Its Dofe is 
from 3 Grains to 1 Scruple. 

After the fame manner are made 
the Rofins of Guaiacum, Scammony, 
Turbith, and of all Simp/es, which 
have in their Compofitions any thing 
of the like kind, |

Tinétura Mellis TinGure of Honey. 


Take 1 Pound of pure Virgin Ho- 
ney ; defpumate it ina clean earthen 
Pan; and put to it 3 Ounces of pure 
Salt. of Tartar (or any other fixed 
Salt) finely pulveriz’d; ftir them well 
together, and an Ebullition will arife ; 
fay till that is over, and take off the 
Scum ; put the Mixture into a Cu- 
curbit uncut, and pour upon it 1 
Pound and a half of. tartarized Spirit 
of Wine; clofe the Mouth, and {et it 
in the Heat of Digeftion 48 Hours: 
Agitate the Matter three or four 
times a Day; and in that time the 
Spirit of Wine will have charged it- 
Jelf with the pureft part of theHoney. 
Decant it from the Feces into a new 
Cucurbit ; lute on a Head and Re- 
ceiver ; and draw off one half of the 
Spirit of Wine in a gentle Heat. 
‘That which remains will be a {weet 
thick 'Tinture. 

This is faid to be an excellent pec- 
toral Medicine; and very powertully 
to promote Expectoration.. Its Dofe 
is from 40 Drops to 2 Drams, or a 
Tea Spoonful, in any warm Liquor; 
efpecially at going to Bed. 


Spiritus Mellis, Spirit of Honey. 


Mix 1 Pound of Honey with 3 
Pound of clean Sand, and put it 
into a Retort in a Sand Furnace; 
make a Fire of the firft degree, for 
two Hours: Increafe it to the f{e- 
cond for two Hours more, and fo go 
on to the third; where let it remain, 
till no more Fumes arife, nor Drops 
will fall. There will then come over 
an Empyreumatical Spirit and Oil: 
Put them both intoa Cucurbit; and 
with a Fire of the firft degree, draw 
off the infipid Water ; and the fecond 
will raife the Spirit. | 

This is a Spirit only in the fame 
- fenfe that other Acids are; for this is 
an Acid, and will diffolve Coral or 
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Pearl; as diftill’d Vinegar. It is af- 
firmed to be good to make the Hair 
grow ; and is ufed fo much for that 
purpofe, by rubbing any. bald place 
with it, that it is to be met with al- 
moft in every Shop ; although it is of 
no value for any one thing elfe. 


Agua Mellis Aromatica, Sweet 
Honey-Water. 


Take of good French Brandy 1 
Gallon, of the beft Virgin-Honey 
and Coriander Seeds, ana 1 Pound, 
Cloves 1 Ounce and a half, Nutmegs 
1 Ounce, Benjamin and Storax, ana 
1 Ounce, Banilloes N°.'4. the yel- 
low Rind of three large Lemons ; 
bruife the Cloves, Nutmegs, Coxian- 
der Seed, and Benjamin; cut the Ba- 
nilloes into {mall pieces; putall into 
a Cucurbit, and pour the Brandy to 
them; and after they have digefted’ 
48 Hours, diftil off the Spirit in a 
Retort with a gentle Heat. 

To one Gallon of this Water add 
of Damask Rofe-water, and Orange- 
Flower-water, ana 1 Pound and a> 
half, of Musk and Ambergreafe, ana 
5 Grains. Firft well grind the Musk 
and Ambergreafe with. fome of .the 
Water, and afterwards put all toge- 
ther into a large Matrafs ; fhake them 
well, and let them circulate three 
Days and three Nights in a gentle 
Heat: then let all cool; filter and 
keep the Water ina Phial well ftopt 
for ufe. ee 

The Perfon whom we.take this 
Water from, (Mr.George Wil/on) fays, 


he often made it for King Fames II, 


and that it isan Antiparalytic, {mooths 
the Skin, and gives one of the moft 
agreeable Scents imaginable. Forty 
or fixty Drops put into a Pint of clean 
Water, are fuflicient to. wafh the 
Hands and Face with; and the fame 
proportion to Punch, or any Cordial- 
Water, gives a moft pleafant Flavour. 
In making the Tinéture of Honey, 
the Veilel muft be big enough to hold 
i eight 


r 


eight times the quantity; -elfe the 

‘ Ebullition will be apt to make it boil 
over, Inthe Spirit of Honey, the 
Sand is to prevent it from boiling o- 
ver; notwithftanding which, it will 
_ {well and bubble, fo that the Retort 
ought not to be above half full. In 
its Rectification, fit a Receiver with- 
out luting; and as foon as the Aci- 
 dity is perceivable, change the Re- 
ceiver; lute it; and draw off the 
_ Spirit in a Heat not exceeding the 
third degree. And if a twelfth or 
fixteenth Part of Spirit of Nitre dul- 
cify’d be added, it will abate its un- 
pleafant Scent. In the laft Procefs 
the Honey. more powerfully opens. 
the Aromatics; which otherwife would 
afford but very little Odour. 


Tinétura Tetre Japonice, Tinéture 
of Japan Earth. 


Finely powder 4 Ounces of Fapaz 
Earth, of Cinnamon 1 Ounce, of 
Peruvian Bark 1 Ounce and a half 

- Musk and Ambergreafe, ana 6Grains; 
rub the two laft with Sugar-candy 
1 Ounce: put them all into a Ma- 
trafs ; and add to them Spirit of Wine 
24 Ounces. Make of the Matrafs a 
circulating Veffel: Lute well the 
unéture ; fet it upon warm Sand, to 
digeft for four or five Days, fhaking 
jt about two or three times a Day ; 
then fet it by to fettle; and by gen- 
tle Inclination pour it into a Phial 
for ufe. é 
_ Thisis of good fervice in all De- 
fluxions, Catarrhs, Fluxes of the Bel- 
ly, Dyfenteries, and Overflowings of 
the Men/es ; and even ina Gonorrhea, 
and old Gleets ; where the Virulence 
has been already conquered. It is 
likewife faid to be a good Sweceda- 
neum tothe Bark; and that it will 
cure Intermittents. Its Dofe,is from 
half a Spoonful to three or four, in 
rough Wine; or any other proper 
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Make any quantity of Fapan Earth 
into. Powders diffolve it in! fmall 
Cinnamon Water; pour of the Dif. 
folution from. the Feces, and dry jit 
gently : when:it is dry, mix 2 Oun- 
ces of it with 3 Ounces of Sugar 
candy, Spirit of Rofes 15 Drops, 
Ambergreafe half a Scruple, Musk 
15 Grains: grind them all together 
till they are impalpable; and with 
the Mucilage of Gum Tragacanth 
make them into little Pills; of the 
bignefs of Pearl-Barley. 

One of thefe held in the Mouth 
caufes the Breath to {mell fweets; and 
renders all Liquors very palatable. 
Forty or fifty may be fwallowed in 
a Day for Catarrhs, Diarrhaa’s, Go- 
norrbaas, and Defluxions of all 
kinds, ‘They anfwer all the Ends of 
the Earth itfelf, defcribed in Seé# 2. 
Cla/s 3. of Minerals. 


Infufio Corticis Peruviani, Infufion 


of Jefuits-Bark. 


Take of the Bark in Powder. z 
Ounces, put to it 2 Pound of red 
Wine, in a Matrafs fitted for Circu- 
lation; and fet it upon warm Sand, 
or in Balneo, forty eight Hours 
fhake it two or three times a Day : 
then let it cool, and pour off the In- 
fufion (thro’ a Strainer) into a Phial, 
and keep it for ule. , 

The rougher the Wine, the more 
proper it is for this ufe. Sir Robert 
Tabor put 4 Ounces into the like 
quantity of Wine; but then he put 
on frefh Wine till it was reduced to 
about the fame Strength ; as likewife 
did Dr. Smith, who was his Succef- 
for at Paris. Dr. Jones gives the 
Method of that Practice in his Book 
de Febribus Intermittentibus, under 
the Title of Arcana Taborian. "Two 
or three Ounces of this Infufion are 
to be given every three or four Hours, 

“ between 
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etween the Paroxyfms in an Ague; 
which will frequently anfwer ; altho’ 
not with fo much Certainty as the 
Bark in Subftance. But this Form is 
fafer in: fome ticklith Circumftances, 
where the Subftance might be too 
aftringent; as about the time of the 
Menftrual Difcharges; which are not 
infrequently obftructed thereby. 


Tinttura Corticis Peruviani, Tire- 
ture of the Bark. 


' ‘Take of the Bark in Powder 4 Oun- 
ces; putit into a Bolt-head; add to 
it rectified Spirit of Wine 12 Oun- 
ces: fit the Veffel for Circulation ; 
and fet it in a gentle Sand-Digeftion 
for four or five Days; fhaking it of- 
ten: then decant the Tin@ure care- 
fully into a Phial for ufe. 

If fome Hours before it is taken 
put of Digeftion, there be put to it 
of Spiritus Sulphuris per Campanam 
2 Ounces, the Medicine will be much 
the better; becaufe the ‘Acid greatly 
afflifts, and adds to the roughnefs of 
the Bark, which the Tin@ure takes 
up; and likewife by giving a greater 
Confiftency to the Spirit, enables it 
to fultain more than it could by it- 
felf: fo that by this Management, 
the fineft part being taken upin the 
‘Tincture, the Bark itelf may be in 
‘a manner deemed to be given in Sub- 
itance. This is vifible b letting fome 
of it dry on a clean Tile; for it will 
‘thus leave behind a good quantity of 
an impalpable Powder. ‘This way I 
have often made it, and found ‘its 
eflicacy as well as conveniency of 
Adminiftration, in a great many In- 
ftances. It is beft given in Red 
Wine, from 20 Drops to 100; and 
to be repeated every four Hours be- 
tween the Fits, or oftner, according 
to the Urgency of the Symptoms. 


Extra€tum Corticis Peruviani, 
Extrad of the Bark. 


Put half a Pound of powdered 


— 


Bark into. a large Matrafs; add to it 
of the fimple diftilled Water of Worm. 
wood, 6 Pound or more: Let it boil 
gently ina Sand-heat two or three 
Hours; ftrain it,.pour more Water 
to the Bark; boil and ftrain as be- 
fore: put the Infufions together ; 
and in a glafs or earthen Vefiel eva- 
porate to the Confiftence of an Ex- 
tract. . 
If this, as the former, be aétuated 
alfo with an Ounce or two of Spirit 
of Sulphur, the Extra will be the 
better, and endued with the Virtues 
of the former Tinéture. Its Dofe is 
from 15 Grains to 1 Dram. 

[One of the bet ways hitherto known 
of making an Extral of the Bark, is 
perbaps that of M. Charas; who firft 


procures a Tindture from it with Spi- 


rit of Wines then a Decottion with 


White Wine, by boiling the Remains. 
after the Tinéture is obtained; and 


laftly, by means of fome proper Syrup, 
and Exbalation, bringing the Tiné- 
ture and Decoétion together into a 
Smooth Extra&; that may be aroma- 
tized at pleasure, with Oil of Cinna- 
Mon, S&C. 
the Bark has been found more effec 
tual, fafe, and commodious, than the 
Bark in fubjiance, or perhaps than any 
other Preparation thereof.] . « 


Preparation of Millepedes, 
When they are cleared as much as 
can be from Dirt, pour White Wine 
enough upon them, in an earthen 
Pot, to cover them: then over a 
gentle Heat evaporate the Wine until 

they are dry enough to powder. 


The Evaporation mutt be very gen- 


tle, left it fhould carry up any of their 
volatile Salt; with which they much 
abound. They greatly err who pour 
off the Wine, and keep it feparate ; 


(which °tis very cultomary to do;) 
becaufe it robs the Millepedes of a — 


great deal,o which:Evaporation leaves 

behind. Their Dofe is from ten 

Grains to two Scruples.

Take 4 Ounces or a quarter of a 
Pint of Mi//epedes alive ; infufe them 
in 2 Pound: of White Wine, with 
1 Dram of Exglifh Saffron; fhake 
them often, and Jet them ftand two 
or three Weeks ; then filter the Wine 
for ufe.. - 

’ The Bottle muft always have Vent 
when fhook, elfe it will be apt to fly. 
The Wine will have a brackifh pun- 
gent Tafte ; not much unlike what 
Salt of Amber gives to any Liquor. 
It is an admirable Cleanfer of all the 
Vifcera; and gives place to nothing 
in the Jaundice, or any Obftructions 
of the Kidneys, or Urinary Paflages : 
which makes it a great pity that it 
is not more in ufe; for there is hard- 
ly any chronic Diftemper wherein it 
will not do fervice; and even in Scro- 
phula’s and ftrumous Swellings, a 
Courfe of it will greatly wafte them, 
if not quite carry them away: and 
in Defluxions of Rheum upon the 
Eyes, it will do wonders ; by turn- 
ing downwards thofe hot Salts, by 
their natural Outlets, the Kidneys; 
which had forced their way thro’ the 
Glands about the Eyes. It may be 
given from half an Ounce to z Oun- 
ces in a Dofe. ~ 


Spiritus, Sal Volatile, & Oleum Mil- 
_ lepedums Spirit, Volatile Salt, and 
Oil of Hog- Lice. 


Put any quantity of Mi/Jepedes in- 
to a long-body’d Retort, fo that it be 
not above half full; place it in a Sand- 
Furnace ; lute on its Receiver; and 
give the firft degree of Fire till the 
Retort is thoroughly hot: then in- 
creafe the Fire to the fecond; in 
which keep it two or three Hours, 
according to the quantity of Hog- 
Lice made ufe of; and. fome Liquor 
will drop into the Receiver, and the 
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volatile Salt will begin to rife: in- 
creafe to the third and fourth degree 3’ 
then ceafe, and take off the Receiv- 
er, when it is cool; where there 
will be a Spirit, an Oil, anda Salt 
which mutt be feparated and reétified 
apart ; or putall together into a long- 
neck’d Matrafs, luting on a Head 
and Receiver; and feparate the Salt 
by Sublimation, as that of Vipers... 

The volatile Salt is the only Part 
this Procefs produces that is of va- 
lue; and this has the Virtues of the 
Millepedes in Subftance ; and is good 
for all the purpofes of the foregoing 
Wine. Its Dofe is from 4 to 16 
Grains, in a Bole; which is the beft 
form for its Adminiftration, 


Tinétura Myrrhe, Tindure of Myrrh. 


Put into a Matrafs, of fine Myrrh 
in Powder 1 Pound; of Spirit of 
Wine 4 Pound: invert another Glafs 
into the Mouth of the Matrafs to 
make a double Veffel; lute the Junc-: 
ture, and fet it in a gentle Heat of 
Sand to extract the Tincture. 

This has the Virtues of the Gum, 
defcribed Seé?. 1. Cla/s 3. N°. 70. 
of the Simples ; but it is feldom given 
inwardly : externally it is in great 
efteem amongit our Surgeons; for 
cleanfing foul Ulcers, and to exfo- 
liate carious Bones. 


Oleum Myrthe, Oi! of Myrrh. 


Half fill a Retort with coarfe 
Myrrh, join on a Receiver, in a Sand- 
Furnace; give it Fire, by degrees, 
to the greateft height: When the 
Fumes ceafe, let out the Fire; and 
in the Receiver there will be a fetid 
Oil, and an acid Spirit. 

After the fame manner are to be 
obtained the Oils of all the like Sub- 
ftances ; andthey may be reétified, as 


‘beforé direéted in the Oil of Benja- 


min; Which makes them. much plea- 


fanter for ufe. This is reckoned Dia- _ 
phoretic 
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phoretic and Diuretic ; but is feldom 
prefcribed. Externally it brings bad 
Olcers to a kind of Suppuration. Its 
Dofe is from 1 to 24 Drops, in any 
proper Liquor, 


Oleum Myrrhe per Deliquium, 
Oil of Myrrh by Refolution. 


Boil Eggs till they are hard, fplit 
them in the middle, and take out the 
Yolks: fill the Cavity with fine 
Myrrh in Powder; place them upon 
little Sticks about an Inch and a 
quarter long, three or four of them 
being prick’d into the Egg; fet them 
ina clean Pan ina Cellar, or fome 
fuch moift Place, and there will drop 
from them into the Pan a Liquor, 
which is called Oi/ of Myrrb. 

. This is ufed only externally to take 
off Blemifhes and Spots on the Skin ; 
and is recommended as excellent for 
fuch Purpofes: [and particularly for 
Sore and choppd Nipples.] - 


Tinétura Euphorbii, Tin&ure of ° 
Euphorbium, 


Put intoa Phial what quantity you 
pleafe of pulverized Exphorbium ; and 
pour upon it Oi/ of Tartar made per 
Deliquium, about four Fingers high ; 
ftop the Phial, place it in Digeftion 
upon hot Sand, leave it there for 
two Days; and there will be made 
a deep yellow or reddifh Tin@ure ; 
ftrain it, and keep it in a glafs Bot- 
tle, | 

This is very penetrating, incifive, 
attenuating, and powerful in cleanf- 
ing old foul Ulcers, carious Bones, 
and the callous Lips of Wounds: 
it is good alfo to diflolve {crophulous 
‘Tumours, and very obftinate Indu- 
xations of the Glands. 


Preparations of Opium, 


It would be endlefs to give all the 
Preparations we meet with of this 
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Part IIs | 
mott celebrated Drug in Difpenfato- 
ry Writers. A very large Collection 
of them may be found in the Co/- 
leftanea Chymica Leydenfia; from 
whence Sa/mon has ftuff’d his Works. 
We fhall therefore here content our 
felves with thofe only which are now 


_ in the Shops, and prefcribed in re- 


gular Prattice. 
Extraétum Opii, Extract of Opium. 


Put 4 Ounces of good Opium in 
thin Slices, intoa Glafs Body ; where- 
in there are two Pounds of Spring- 
Water ; fet it in Sand; and ftop the 
Mouth of the Body with another 
Glafs: make Fire under it, till by 
gradual Heat it is made to boil; in 
which flate keep it two or three 
Flours: then let out the Fire; and 
while the Diffolution is hot, pour it 
into a Flannel Bag, and prefs it 
firongly into an earthen Veffel ; put 
that which remains in the Bag into 
a Matrafs, in which there isa Quart 
of rectified Spirit of Wine; make a 
double Veffel of the Matrafs, and 
Jet it ftand in Digeftion twenty four 
Hours; now and then fhaking it. 
Then take it out, and when it is 
cool, run it alfo thro’ a Flannel]: put 
the Spirit of Wine, which is charg- 
ed with the gummy part of the O- 
pium, that the Water was not ca- 
pable of diffolving, into a Cucurbit 5 
and with a gentle Heat draw off two 
thirds of the Spirit of Wine; which 
will ferve again for the fame ufe. 
Then put both the ExtraCtions toge- 
ther; and in a clean earthen Pan, 
with a moderate Fire, evaporate till 
it is of a Confiftence fit to form 
into Pills; and keep it in a Pot for 
ufe. 

This is the moft certain Opiate yet 
known ; and is very convenient for 
any Compolitions of Laudanus: and 
fome preter it to any of the liquid 
Preparations; becaufe the Dofe can 
more certainly be afligned. - It is of- 

ten 
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ten prefcribed by the Title of Ex- 

tratium Thebaicum. The Dofe is 

from halfa Grain to 2 Grains. Some 

do this with nothing but common 
_ Water ; and that indeed is a certain 
way to purify the Opium of all its 
 Drofs. 


Dr. Goddard’s Compound Extract of 
: Opium. . 


: Take of Saffron, and Nutmegs 
 fliced thin, ana 1 Ounce, of Caftor 
~ half an Ounce ; put them into a Ma- 
trafs with Tinéture of Tartar 12 
Ounces: fet all in a gentle Heat of 
Sand, (with the Mouth of the Ma- 
trafs well ftopt) in Digeftion twenty 
four Hours, fhaking it often; then 
let it cool, and prefs it thro’ a Cloth 
into a clean earthen Pan : what ftays 
in the Bag put into the Matrafs a- 
gain; and add to it rectified Spirit 
of Wine half a Pound: let it ftand 
warm for twelve Hours, and ftrain it 
off to the other ; into thefe Tinétures 
put of the Extract of Opium five 
Ounces, and fet them over a gentle 
Fire to thicken into an Extra&. 
This has the Virtues of the for- 
mer ; but may be ventur’d upon in 
a fomewhat larger Dofe, fo far as to 
-3 or 4 Grains. . 


Laudanum Liquidum cum Succo 
Cydoniorum; Liguid Laudanum, 
with Fuice of Quinces. 


Take of Opium 2 Ounces, of Ez- 
glifo Saffron 1 Ounce, and of the 


_ Juice of Quinces 1 Pound and an 


half. Let the Opium be thin fliced, 
and with the Saffron be put to the 
Juice of Quinces in a glafs Body. 
Some add Yeaft of Ale to ferment it. 
Set them in a gentle Heat of Sand, 
to digeft till the Fermentation is o- 
ver, and the Saffron fubfides. Then 
exprefs the Juice, and let it ftand to 
fettle: when ’tis fettled, pour it off 
by gentle Inclination ; put the Li- 
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quor into a Matrafs; and add to it 
2 Ounces of Cinnamon, af Cloves 
1 Ounce and a half, and Famaica 
Pepper 1 Ounce: let them be bruif- 


ed and put into the Liquor to ftand 


in Digeftion fourteen Days. Then 
again exprefs the Juice; gently eva. 
porate it to adue Confiftence, and 
put it up for ufe. . 

Its Dofe is from 10 to 40 or 50 
Drops. 

The foregoing Extra&t of Opium 
may be as well made with Brandy, 
or Proof Spirit, as with Water and 
Spirit of Wine; there being Water 
enough in them to diffolve the faline 
Parts of the Opium ; and alfo Spirit 
enough to diffolve the moft refinous 
Parts. Care’ muft be taken in dry- 
ing the Extraét, that it does not 
burn. In the Liguid Laudanum the 
Yeaft is apt to make the Medicine 
muddy ; and therefore 2 Ounces of 
Juniper-Berries may be fubftituted in 
its ftead; which will render it more 
pleafing to the Eye, and take off its 


griping Quality. 


Laudanum Liquidum cum Tinétura 
Tartari, Liquid Laudanum with 
Tincture of Tartar. 


Take of choice Opium 2 Ounces, 
Saffron 1 Ounce, Cinnamon 2 Drams,. 
Nutmeg and Mace, ana 1 Dram: 
to thefe Ingredients in a Matrafs, 
put of Tinéture of Tartar 24 Oun- 
ces. Make the Matrafs a double 
Veffel; lute well the Joint, and fet 
it ina Heat of Digeition three Days; 
fhaking it every Day : then open the 
Veffel, and add to the Mixture, of 
Juniper-Berries bruifed 2 -Ounces : 
Let it ftand in Digeftion three Days 
longer; then let it cool, and prefs 
it thro’ a Flannel. Put the exprefled 
Liquor into a Cucurbit, and with its 
Head and Receiver luted, fet it over 
a gentle Fire of Afhes; draw off 8 
Ounces of the Spirit: let that which 
remains cool, and decant it gently

keep it well ftopt for ufe. 

Its Virtues and Dofes are the fame 
as the former. 


Laudanum Liquidum Sydenhamii,: 


Dr. Sydenham’s Liguid Laudanum. 


Take of felect Opium 2 Ounces, 
Saffron 1 Ounce, Cinnamon and 
Cloves powdered, ana 1 Dram; put 
them into a Matrafs, and pour upon 
them of good Canary Wine 1 Pound: 
let the Matrafs be fitted for Circu- 
jation ; and fet them ina good Heat 
of Digeftion for three or four Days: 
then prefs the Liquor thro’ a Flan- 
nel; let it fettle; and by gentle In- 
clination pour it into a clean Phial ; 
and keep it for ufe. 

Its Dofe and Virtues are the fame 
with thofe above. 

In this Preparation, the Canary 
will bear a ftronger Heat of Digef- 
tion than Spirit of Wine, or Tinc- 
ture of Tartar; becaufe there is not 
Spirit enough in the Wine to extract 
the refinous part of the Opium with- 
out it. . If after three or four Days 
Digeftion with the other Ingredi- 
ents, it be preffed out; let it fettle, 
and pour off by gentle Inclination, 
putting to it an Ounce or 6 Drams 
of the Extract of Opium, it will be 

_a better Medicine. 


Laudanum Liquidum alterum, 
Another Liquid Laudanum. 


Take Cloves, Cinnamon, Mace, 
ana half an Ounce, Salt of Tartar 2 
Ounces, Thebaic Extraé thin fliced 
half a Pound, Canary 6 Pound: in- 
fufe them for fixteen Days clofe ftopt. 

This is the moft eafily made of 
any; and isa well-order’d Compo- 
fiuon. It may be given to thirty 
Drops for a Dofe. It is the Lauda- 
num that.isnow made in fome of our 
Hofpitals.

Take of the beft Opium 2 Ounces,

which flice, and put into a Matrafs _

invert into the Mouth of the Matrafs 
another Glafs ; lute it, and fet it in 
Digettion five Days (thaking it about 
every Day) then let cools and drop 
into it, by degrees, of Sal‘ Volatile 
Oleofum an Ounce and a half, When 
the Fermentation is over, ftop and 
lute it up again; and. let it ftand 
three Days longer in Digeftion: then 
let it cool ; fet it inclining to fettle;

Take of Optum in Extra 4 Oun- 
ces, put it into a Marble Mortar;

‘quor, which evaporate to 2 Pound, 

and put it by ina Bottle. 
Put an Ounce of choice Engli/p

Gutte Vite, Drops of Life. 

Diffolve 4, Ounces of the beft O- 
plum in Water, (as in the former 
Procefs) then take of Exg/ifh Saffron 
1 Ounce, of Ruffa Caftor 1 Ounce 
and a half, Cochineal and Virginia 
Snake-root, ana halfan Ounce ; Nut- 
megs and Zedoary, ana 2 Ounces $ 
of Camphire 1 Ounce. Powder 
thefe Ingredients, and put them into 
a Matrafs; pour upon them 'Tinc- 
ture of Antimony (made with Salt- 
Petre and Antimonium Diaphoreti- 
cum) 1 Pound: let them fland three 
or four Days in a gentle Heat, fhak- 
ing the Matrafs often, till a good 
Tinture is produced ; which put to 
one Quart of the Diffolution of O- 
pium: then let all ftand in Digeftion 
forty eight Hours, and when fettled, 
decant for. ufe. 

This is the Medicine which Sa/- 
mon made {fo much noife with. It. 
is an excellent Medicine in proper 
Hands; and one of the beft Prepa- 
rations of this kind; tho’ ’tis not e- 
nough known to be much met with 
in Prefcription. The Opium is fo 
well guarded with cordial Aromatics, 
that it may. be ventured upon in ve- 
ry confiderable Dofes; and there is 
no fear of Naufea’s afterwards at the 
Stomach. It promotes Sweat very 
much; and is wonderfully Carmina- 
tive. A Patient may take from 10 
to 40, 50, or 60 Drops. 


Pil. Matthzi, Matthew's Pi//. 
Take of the Extraét of Opium, 
black Hellebore, Liquorice, and the 
Soap of Tartar (defcribed under the. 
Preparations of Tartar) ana 4 Oun- 
ces. Let the Hellebore and Liquo+ 
rice be made intqa fubtile wegsh : 
cat

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beat and mix thefe four Ingredients 


very well ; then with 2 or 3 Ounces» 


of this Mafs, mix an Ounce of Eng- 
lifo Saffron cut into {mall pieces 5 
and beat them well together, till the 
Saffron is perfectly incorporated with 
the Mafs, fo that no part of it be 
difcernible from the reft. ‘Then beat 
and mix that with the reft of the 
Mafs as well. If this Mafs be too 
dry, you may mix it with fome of 
the Oil which comes from the Soap, 
which it fpues out when it ftands a 


long time by ; or in its ftead, fo much — 


reétified Oil of Turpentine as is fuf- 
ficient to make a Mafs fit to form 
into Pills. ‘Then put it into a wide- 
mouth’d Glafs, or Gally-pot tied o- 
ver with a Bladder or Leather. 
There are many ways of making 
this Medicine: Bates puts in white 
Hellebore ; but how much. foever it 
may be imagin’d to ftand corrected 
here, it is much fafer left out; and 
the Medicine will be ftill left effica- 
cious enough to all the Intentions it 
is ordered for, The Saffron in this, 
is not ordered by Bates; but much 
betters the Medicine in many cafes. 
It is an,admirable and fafe Opiate, 
and promotes the Difcharges both by 
Sweat and Urine; and the Soap of 
Tartar is fo aperient, that it makes it 
fafe even in Affhma’s; when no o- 
ther Preparations of Opium dare be 
ventured upon. It may be given 
from 3 to 10 Grains, When it 
grows dry with keeping, it muft be 
again moiften’d with frefh Oil of Tur- 
pentine: but the oftener it has had 
thofe Amendments, its Dofe may be 
enlarged; for the Turpentine will 
not dry away fo much, as not to 
leave enough behind to give jome 
Augmentation to its Bulk. 


Pilule Starkei, Dr. Starkey’s Pi//. 
Take Extraé& of Opium 4 Ounces, 
-Nutmegs and Mineral Bezoar, ana 2 
Ounces ; Saffron and Virginia Snake- 
.-root, ana 1 Ounce; beat the Nut- 


megs and Saffron together into a 
Pafte ; fo that they cannot be diftin- 
guifhed from one another. Let all 


the Mineral Bezoar’and Snake-root © 


be in impalpable Powder. Then 
mix all together with half a Peund 
of the Soap of Tartar, of Oil of Saf 
fafras half an Ounce, and 2 Ounces 
of 'Tinéture of Antimony: let them 
be all well incorporated, by. beating 
in a Mortar: then keep them in a 
Glafs or Gally-pot, tied over with 
a Bladder, and Leather, for ufe. 
This Mr. Geerge Wilfon fays he 
had from Dr. Starkey’s own Mouth, 
in the Year 1665, a little before his 
Death; who then told him, he gave 
Matthews the former for a little Mo- 
ney; but that this was what he fuc- 
cefsfully made ufe of himfelf. It is 
both more Diaphoretic and more 
Anodyne than the former: and they 
who have made ufe of it in their 
Pra&tice, affirm it to be the beft Lay- 
danum they ever met with. And 
yet this is not the fort which is kept 
in the Shops; and it isnot by much 
in fo conftant Prefcription as the for- 
mer. . Indeed there are hardly any of 
the Shops that prepare this; fo that 
a Phyfician may write for it in vain; 
while the other is fo ready for a 
Succedaneum. ‘This may be given in 
a good handfome Dofe, when reft is 
wanting in Fevers ; and is not fo ha- | 
zardous in its Effeéts as common O- 
pium, or any other of its Prepara- 
tions; the A/exipharmics likewife in 
its Compofition caufe it fooner to 
raife a Sweat; becaufe at the fame 
time that they warm and attenuate 
the Fluids for Secretion, the Opium > 
relaxes the Fibres, and makes more 
way for their Paflage thro’ the cu- 
taneous Pores. 


Laudanum Londinenfe, London Lau- 
danum. 

Take Extraé& of Opium made with 
Spirit of Wine, 1 Ounce; Extract 
of Saffton 1 Dram and an half; Caf- 
tor 
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tor 1 Dram: let them be made up 


into a Mafs with Tinéture of the 
Species Diambr@ half an Ounce, made 
with Spirit of Wine: add Amber- 
greafe and Musk, ana 6 Grains; Oil 
of Nutmegs 10 Drops; and then 
with a gentle Heat evaporate to a 
due Confiftence. © | 

This is the Laudanum which the 
College retain in their Di/penfatory. 
[In the prefent Receipt of the College 
for this Laudanum, the Tinfure of 
the Species Diambre is expre/s/y or- 
dered without Perfumes; and the Am- 
bergreafe.and Musk are left out. The 
Opium is alfo ordered to be extradted 
with equal quantities of Spirit of 
Wine and Water.| And it is endued 
with the Virtues of the former Pre- 
It may ke given from 1 
to 4 Grains, either ina Pill, or dif- 
folved in a Draught. Many prefer 
this to any liquid Form ; becaufe the 
Dofe cannot fo exaétly be determin’d 


by fo many Drops, as by fo much 


Weight; for Drops may contain 
more or lefs, according to the fhape 


_ of the Phial they are dropt out of, 


and the flowne(fs of their Dropping ; 
befides the uncertainty of a Men/ffru- 


am fuftaining juft fuch a Quantity of 


Opium; [ for which reafon the Col- 


lege of Edinburgh expre/sly order Sy- 
denham’s Liguid Laudanum to be fil- 
tred.| ‘This Medicine is very apt to 
grow too dry in the Shops, sa alfo 
mouldy; both which may be pre- 
vented by a very {mall Portion of 
Salt of ‘Tartar in its Compofition ; 
and proportioning the Dofe fo much 
larger accordingly. This is what 
is almoft always ordered in the pre- 
fent Pra€tice ; and therefore the Shops 
are never without it.

HUM. 

Take of Opium thin fliced 1 Pound, 
Canary 2 Pound, Salt of Tartar 2 
Ounces: diffolve, ftrain, and evapo- 
rate to the Confiitence of Honey; 
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to which add Long Pepper and Gin- 
ger, ana 2 Drams, Volatile Salt of 
Hartfhorn 1 Ounce and an half, Oil 
of Anifeeds, Cloves, and Nutmegs, 
ana 2 Drams; mix into a Mafs. 

This is faid to be prefcribed in 
fome of the public Hofpitals; and 
feems pretty much to agree with the 
foregoing both in Virtue and Strength. 
But it is better fitted for keeping than 
the former, by the help of the Effen- 
tial Oils, and the Salt of Tartar. 


Laudanum Balfamicum, Bal/amic 
Laudanum. 


Take of Opium in Extract 2 Oun- 
ces, Liver of Sulphur 4 Ounces, Ex- 
tract of Saffron and Liquorice, ana 
1 Ounce; Flowers of Benjamin half 
an Ounce, Balfam of Per# 2 Drams : 
mix them by a very gentle Warmth, 
fo as juft to ftir in the Flowers of 
Benjamin, in a clean Panakin. If 
the Extraéts are too foft, boil or fim- 
mer them up a little higher, before 
the Benjamin and Balfam of Pery are 
put in. 

This was communicated to me by 
a Gentleman of great Worth and In- 
genuity in the Study of Medicine, 
tho’ he never made it his Praétice ; 
upon whofe Recommendation | firft 
tried it, and have been encouraged 
by its great fuccefs to ufe it many 
Years, I have known it give liberty 
of Breath to afthmatic Perfons, who 
could not. be trufted with any other 
kind of Opiate; and enable {ome 
Perfons to pafs their Winters here in 
Town with Comfort, who without 
it would have been forced to fly into 
the Country for Breath. And be- 
fides the Service it does tothe Lungs, 
farther than the Good ic infallibly 
procures as an Opiate, it is very effica- 
cious in raifing a Diaphorefis; and 
by that means breathes out a great 
deal from the Mufcles and remote 
Parts, which would occafion Rheu- 
matic and Arthritic Pains, with ma- 
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-ny other bad Symptoms. Its Dofe 
‘is from 1 to 10 or 12 Grains. 


A Pettoral, Sudorific, Liquid Lau- 


danum. 


Take of the Soap of Tartar men- 
tioned in Starkey’s Pill, 4 Ounces; 
Extra&t- of Opium 2 Ounces, of Saf- 
fron halfan Ounce, Ginger 2 Drams; 
beat them ina Mortar, and add of 
Balfam of Sulphur anifated 2 Oun- 
ces: grind them till they are well 
united; put them into a Matrafs, 
and pour upon them of Sa/ Volatile 
Oleofum half a Pound, and of recti- 
fied Spirit of Wine 2 Pound: let 
them digeft forty eight Hours ina 
gentle Heat, often fhaking the Ma- 
trafs; then add ftrong diftilled Vine- 
gar 4 Ounces; fhake the Veffel, and 
they will ferment a little; when that 
is over, clofe the Matrafs again, and 
let it ftand three Days.and Nights in 
agentle Sand-heat, fhaking it as be- 
fore: when fettled, decant the clear ; 
filter the reft, and put them together 
into:a Bottle. 

This is the neareft of any liquid 
Form to the foregoing ;. and there- 
fore.may be prefcribed in all the like 
Intentions, where the Patient can- 
not take Pills or Bolus; but for want 
of acquaintance withit, this is not in 
Prefcription, or made in the Shops. 
The Recipe we'take from Mr. Wit- 
fon; with whom the Communicator 
‘of the preceding Medicine was inti- 
mate. Its Dole is from 10 to so 
or 60 Drops. 


The Univerfal Anodyne. 

© Diffolve of the beft Opium 4 Oun- 
ces, in a fufficient quantity of Water; 
evaporate to 1 Pound and an half; 
to which put : Pound of reétifed 
French Brandy, of Saffron half an 
Ounce, of Cochineal’ 2 Drams, and 
of the Tin&ture of the: volatile Salt 
_of Tartar 2 Ounces, (or in its ftead 
2 Ounces of the Soap of Tartar): of 
Sal Volatile Oleofum,-and the Spirit 


that was drawn from the Soap of 
Tartar, ana 3 Ounces: digeft thefe 
for four or five Days in a well luted 
Matrafs in a gentle Heat; then ftrain 
the Liquor for ufe. 

This Preparation has fome time 
fince been in great Efteem amongtt 
fome particular Perfons; but it never — 
obtained enough to be a Shop-Me- 
dicine. It is very good for all the 
Purpofes of the former; given from 
10 to 50 Drops. 


Preparations of Scammony, 
There are various ways which Au- _ 
thors have contrived to prepare Scam-— 
mony, and all witha view to make it 
a milder and fafer Cathartic. Moit 
agree in doing this with Acids; to 
which purpofe fome bake or roatt it, 


inclofed in the Fruit of a Quince, 


and then it is called Diagrydium 3 
others wafh it with the Juices of 
Lemons, Citrons, and with diftilled 
Vinegar: but the following P repara- 
tion 1s moft prefcribed. 


Scammonitm cum Sulphure prepa-. 
ratum, Scammony prepared with 
Sulphur. | ‘ 
Lay the Powder of Scammony upon 

thick itrong Paper; then hold it over 

Coals, upon which Sulphur is to be 

burnt,until the Scammony turns white, 

and melts. Afterwards rub it in a 

Mortar a little greafed, to a finé Pow- 

der for ufe. 
This is preferibed from 3 to 8 or 

10 Grains; and has the Virtues of 

the Stammony itfelf; being little al- 

tered by this Preparation. 


Refina Scammonii,Rofin of Scammony. 

Take any quantity of Scammony, 
and diffolve it in a fufficient quantity 
of Spirit of Wine; decant the Li- — 
guor, and putit-to common Water, — 


which will occafion it to turn milky, 


and let the Rofin fall to the bot- 


tom ;. or put it into.a Retort, and ~ 


gently draw off the Spirit, as direét- 
ed 
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ed in making the Rofin of Jalap: 
from which it differs very little, but 
is fomewhat ftronger and rougher in 
Operation. . Its Dofe is from two to 
fix or feven Grains. 


Spiritus Cochleariz, Spirit of Scurvy- 
Enh ciok Gra/s. 

Take of Garden Scurvy-Grafs in 

Flower (or frefh and newly gather’d 
at any other time) 20 Pound ; bruife 
it grofly, and put it into a Copper 
Still, tinned within; put to it of the 
Grounds of Ale 3 Gallons, with new 
Yeaft 1 Pound: itir them together ; 
lute on the Head, and kindle a little 
Smallcoal under it, juft to give a fer- 
menting Warmth: let it ftand twen- 
ty four Hours; and then give Fire to 
diftil the Spirit. ‘That which comes 
firft is. the beft, and muft be kept by 
itfelf : the other Running will ferve 
for more Grafs ; in the room of com- 
mon-Water, another time. 
_, The great Quicknefs and Volatili- 
ty of the Herb feems fo little to want 
any of this help, that it is to be fear- 
ed it is the worfe for it ; becaule let 
the Head be ever fo clofe luted,,fome 
of the volatile. Part will make its 
efcape. Therefore we take the fol- 
- lowing to be much the better way. 


Angther Way. 


_ Take the fame quantity of Scurvy- 
Grafs; and put to it of common 
Proof Brandy z Gallons; a gentle 
Fire will bring over the Spirit; which 
may be drawn to near the quantity 
of the Brandy put in. | 

This will be ftrongly impregnated 
with the volatile Parts of the Grafs; 

and keep much longer than the o- 
ther: the Pungency’of the Grafs be- 
ing naturally kept alive, as it were, 
in this Spirit ; which of itfelf would 
either find an efcape, or die, and flat- 
ten; asit will do in time, with all 
the Contrivance that can be-invented 
to prevent it. If 2 or 3 Pounds of 
Horfe-radith be added to it, it will

be much the, better. This is given. 
in all {corbutic Cafes, in common L1- 
quors, from zo to 100 Drops; and 
poffeffes the principal Virtues of the 
Herb itfelf in fubftance. 


Spiritus Cochlearie Aureus, Golden 
Spirit of Scurvy-Gra/s. 

Take of the foregoing Spirit one 
Pound, and diffolve in it Rofin of Ja- 
lap, Scammony, or Gamboge, one 
Ounce, If there be any Sediment, 
decant the tinged ‘ Spirit’ carefully 
from it, 

This is kept up in high efteem a- 
mongft the common People, by the 
great Pretenfions of feveral Venders 
of it ; but it is an indifferent and ufe- 
lefs Medicine ; unlefs in athletic Cons 
ftitutions: and is very unfit to anfwer 
the Expectations its Name raifes, Its 
Dofe is‘from 20 to 60 Drops. 


Flores Sulphuris, Flowers of Sulphur. 


Take any.quantity of Sulphur grof- 
ly powdered; put it intoa glafs Bo- 
dy; which place in a. {mall open 
Fire; and cover it with a Pot, oran- 
other Cucurbit turned upfide down; 
fo that the neck of the one may en- 
ter into the neck of the other. Change | 
the upper Cucurbit every half Hour s 
fitting another ‘in its place; add like- 
wife new Sulphur. Gather the Flow- 
ers which ftick in the Cucurbit ; and 
continue to do-fo, until there is .as 
much as defired. é; , 

The great Conftmption of this, 
and the lownefs of the Price it is got 
down to, make it neceflary for thofe 
who would find a Profit in it, to build 
a Furnace with Brick, big enough 
to fublime an hundred weight of Sul- 
phurat atime; anda few that have 
put themfelves to fuch Expence, ferve 
the reft of the Bufinefs. This Pro- 
eels is fufficient to let us into the 
Nature of thefe Flowers as a Medi- 
cine; and.to inform us, that they are 
the fineft part of the Brimitone : tho’ 
with thefe there arifes a great deal 
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of Salt; as fome further Proceffes 
will difcover. They are ufed in Dif- 
eafes of the Breaft, and likewife in cu- 


taneous Diftempers, both internally 


and externally, They are certainly 
both Balfamie and Deterfive; and it 
is their plenty in a great meafure that 
leffens their efteem. Every Prepara- 
tion from this Mineral, is very effec- 
tual in lowering a Salivation, and hin- 
dering the Operation of Mercury by 
thofe particular Glands; and allo 
gives great cafe to thofe troubled with 
|. the Hemorrhoids. 


Flores Sulphuris albi, White Flowers 
of Sulphur. 


Take of Salt-Petre, fixt with 
Charcoal, 4 Ounces, or halfa Pound ; 
of clean Mineral Sulphur twice its 
quantity ; grind and mix them well 
together ; then put them into a Re- 
tort, and fet it ina Sand-Furnace ; 
fit to ita Receiver, but lute it not; 
makea gentle Fire; which gradually 
increafe to the third degree; and fo 
keep it till all the Flowers rife; which 
may be known by the upper part of 
the Retort above the Sand being clear. 
_. The ufe of thefe is the fame as the 
former 5 and they may be given from 
1 Scruple to 2 Drams. 


Lac Sulphuris, Mi/8 of Sulphur. 

Take clean Salt of Tartar 1 Pound, 
Flowers of Sulphur’6 Ounces, (fome 
ufe but 4 Ounces) grind them well 
together in a ftone Mortar; then put 
them into a ftrong earthen Pan; and 
add of Fountain- Water 8 Pound. Set 
this Mixture over fome live Coals; 
arid by degrees make it boil, till the 
Liquor is very red; which will re- 
quire three or four hours: {as the 
‘Water waftes, fupply it with new 
warm Water.) ‘Take it from the 
Fire, and before it is quite cold, fil- 
ter #t; then drop into it diftill’d Vine- 
gar; which will caufe the red Li- 
quor to be muddy, and a white Pow- 
der to precipitate. When the firit 


Precipitation is fallen, drop in more 
Vinegar; and fo proceed till the 
Vinegar ‘will not make the Liquor 
muddy any more. After this Jet all 
fettle ; and by gentle Inclination pour 
off the Liquor: put Fountain-water 
to the Magiftery : ftir it well about, 
and let it fettle ; pour off as before ; 
and fo proceed with 6 or 8 Lotions, 
till the Powder is infipid, and free 
from its urinous Tafte. 

The Dofe of this is from 10 Grains 
to 1 Dram, it is reckoned more fudo- 
rific than the Flowers; and is pretty 
often prefcrib’d for that purpofe. But 
this is either too haftily made by our 
Chymifts, without a fufficient Ablu- 
tion; or adulterated, fo as not tobe | 
trufted to, in matters of confequence. 


Lac Sulphuris cum Calce viva, Milk 
of Sulphur with Quick-Lime. 

Take one part Sulphur, and two 
parts Quick-Lime ; grind them well 
together; put them into an Iron 
Kettle, with 6 Quarts of Water to 
every 3 Pound of the Mixture, and 
boil it till the whole be as red as 
Blood; ftrain it while it is warm into 
a Veffel, either of Glafs or Earth ;~ 
and let it ftand to fettle; what is not 
very clear, filter; but if it be clear, 
decant it intoa Glafs Veffel, and 
drop into it fome warm Urine, which 
will precipitate the Diffolution : wath 
it as the former. ; ( 

This anfwers to the fame Purpofes 
as the foregoing, and is given ‘in like 
Dofes ; but not often prefcribed, or 
made by the Chymits. 


Balfamum Sulphuris cum Oleo Oli- 
varum, Balfam of Sulphur with 
Oi of Olives. 

Take of the Flowers of Sulphur 

4 Ounces, Sallad-Oil 1 Pound; put 

them into a Pipkin which will con- 

tain about three times their quantity ; 
fet them over a Fire, and make the 

Matter to boil gently; keep it con-

"This is commended in Coughs, 
Afthma’s, and Confumptions and 
is ufed externally to heal Ulcers; but 
Its Dofe is 
from 10 to 40 Drops. 


Balfamum Sulphuris Terebinthina- 
tum, Baljam of Sulphur with Oil 
of Turpentine. 

Take Flowers of Sulphur 4 Oun- 
ces, Oil of Turpentine 1 Pound ; 
put them into a Matrafs loofly ftop- 
ped with another Glafs, fet it in a 
Sand-Heat, give a {mall Fire for one 
hour, then increafe it till the Oil boils 
gently, in which degree keep it three 
or four hours; then let it cool, and 
pour off the impregnated Oil from 
that which is not diffolved. 

This is an excellent Medicine for 
all Difeafes of the Breaft; and like- 
wife for Ulcerations and Obftructions 
of the Urinary. Paflages; but it is 
naufeous to take at firft; becaufe of 
an Empyreama, which wears off with 
long keeping. Its Dofe is from 6 to 
1s or 20 Drops, upon fine powder’d 
Sugar, which is the heft way to take 
it, because jt will not well mix with 
Liquors. After the fame manner is 
a Balfam made with any other Oils, 
as of Anifeeds, (whichis much ufed 
in the fame Dofe) or any other the 
Phyfician may dire&t: But Care muft 
always be taken left it boil overs be- 
caufe it immediately takes fire, and 
burns fo fiercely as to endanger the 
Houfe. The Vedlel ought therefore 
to be large enough to be two thirds 
at leaft empty to give it room to 
rife without running over. _ 


! Balfamum Sulphuris cum Oleo Lini, 


Sauee of Sulphur with Linfeed 
lhe ; 


Put 4 Pound of Linfeed Oil into 
a glaz’d earthen Body, fet it in a 
Sand-heat. till it boil gently; then 
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add 1 Pound of Flowers of Sulphur ; 
ftir it till it fwells and fubfides; then 
remove it from the Fire; and when 
cold, pour upon it 5 Pound of tarta- 
rized Spirit of Wine; mix them well, 
and put them into a Glafs Body, and 
by a gentle Fire in a Sand-Furnace 
draw off the Spirit of Wine. When 
the Balfam is cold, put it into a Bot- 
tle for ufe. - 

The Ufe and Dofe of this is the 
fame as of the other Balfams of Sul- 
phur; but this is the moft grateful of 
any of them. 


Balfamum Sulphuris Martis, Bal/am 
of Sulphur with Iron. 


Take clean Filings of Iron 1 Pound, 
put them into a Cucurbit with Spirit 
of Salt 5 Pounds let it ftand ina di- 
geftive Heat five or fix days; in 
which time the Iron will be almoft 
diffolyed: Filter and remove it into 
a Glafs Retort; place it in the'Fur- 
nace with a great deal of Sand about 
it, give fire of the firft degree for 
one hour, augment it to the fecond, © 
which continue till no more Drops 


‘fall. Then change the Receiver, and 


increafe the Fire to the third degree 
for one: hour; and fo pafs onto the 
Extremity of the fourth, and there 
keep it four or five hours, in which 
time red Flowers will afcend into 
the Neck of the Retort, and fome 
yellow Spirit come into the Receiver. 
Let all cool, and remove the Veffel. 
In the Receiver there will be about 
4 Ounces of a yellow Spirit; and if 
the Procefs be regularly conduéted, 
about the fame quantity of foliated 
red Flowers in-the Neck of the Re- 
Take of the Flowers 3 Oun- 
ces, of the yellow Spirit 1 Ounce, put 
them into a Matrafs; pour upon them 
Oil of Turpentine 8 Ounces, let them 
digeft upon warm Sand 24 hours 3 
then augment the Fire, fo as to make 
the Matter fimmer for two hours: let 
all cool, and feparate it carefully from 
the Feces for ule. 
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This Procefs might not improperly 
have been put under the Preparations 
of Jron; but its Title, more than any 
thing elfe, has reminded us of it here. 
This Medicine is by fome affirmed 
to be one of the beft Vulneraries in 
the World, both internally and ex- 
* ternally. It is good in all Diftem- 
pers of the Breaft and Lungs; in 
the Gravel, and Ulcers of the Reins, 
It alfo cicatrizes and heals Ulcers, 
outwardly applied; but the Shops 
are too great ftrangers to this Re- 
medy; and it is hardly ever pre- 
f{eribed, but very wel] defervesa place 
in Practice. Its Dofeis from 10 to 
50 or 60 Drops. | 


Hepar Sulphuris, Liver of Sulphur. 

‘Take Flowers of Sulphur 4 Oun- 
ces, pure Salt of Tartar 2 Ounces ; 
keep them ftirring in an earthen 
Dish, till they are as red as Blood, 
without any white Specks, as they 
melt over a moderate Heat; then 
take out the Mixture, and put it into 
a Glafs ftopt clofe, 

This is not ufed alone, but feryes 
for other Preparations. 


Sanguis Sulphuris, Blood of Sulphur. 
Grind of the Liver of Sulphar 4 
Ounces, and of Oil of Tartar per 
delig. 2 Ounces, very well in a Mor- 
tar together: put them into a Ma- 
trafs, and pour upon them of dul- 
cify’d Spirit of Nitre rz Ounces. 
Shake the Matrafs, and let them di- 
geit, clofe flopt, feven or eight days: 
when cool, decant the Liquor for 
ufe. 
The Dofe of this is from 5 to 20 
or 30 Drops, mixed with Syrup, or 
upon Loaf-Sugar powdered; drink- 
ing afterwards a Draught of Canary, 
or warm Ale. It is an admirable 
Peétoral, and is alfo diuretic, But 
they do not make it in the Shops, 
and our Phyficians hardly ever pre- 
fcribe it, °° * de )

This is good in all the Intentions 
wherein the foregoing Balfams are 
ufed ; but is much pleafanter to take,’ 
becaufe it will mix with any Li- 
quors: Canary Wine is the beft Ve- 
hicle to give it in. Its Dofe is from 
10 to40 Drops.

Take of Philofophical Soap (made 
with Oil of Turpentine and Salt of 
Tartar) 4 Ounces, mix well with it 
of Balfam of Sulphur 1 Ounce, put 
them into a Matrafs, and pour upon 
them of tartarized Spirit of Wine 
1 Pound and half; make a circulat- 
ing Veflel of the Matrafs, and digeft 
for 24 hours in a gentle Heat : When 
cool, decant the Tinéture. 

This is efteemed by fome a more 
Pectoral Tin@ure than the other; 
tho’ the Dofe is the fame. In the 
former Procefs, the Liver of Sulphur 
muft be reduced to very fine Pow- 
der in a warm Mortar, with all pof- 
fible hafte, to prevent its drawing 
the moifture of the Air s and put into 
a Cucurbit with the Spirit of Wine, 
which muft, by another Veffel in- 
verted, be made a Circulatory, and 
the Juncture wellluted. 


AV ulnerary Balfamof Sulphur. 
Take of the Liver of Sulphur 4 
Ounces, of Succotrine Aloes half an 
Ounce, and of Myrrh 1 Ounce, all 
in fine Powder; put them into an 
earthen Pot, and pour upon them 
of Balfam of Turpentine 1 Pound, 
With 2 Drains of Saffron: Set them

Oleum Sulphuris per Campanam, 
Oil of Sulphur by the Bell. 

This is to be made of the yellow 
Mineral Sulphur. To the Operation 
are required two wooden Frames, 
one earthen Difh with a hole in the 
middle, a flat Gallypot, an earthen 
Porringer to burn the Sulphur in, a 
wide-mouth’d Glafs for the Receiver, 
and the Bell. Set one of the wooden 
Frames upon two Bricks, and put 
the Dith with a hole in its middle 
upon it, and the flat Gallypot in 
the middle of the Difh, with the 
bottom upwards, upon which fet 
the Porringer, containing the Sul- 
phur. Support the fecond wooden 
Frame upon two Bricks more, as the 


firft sin which Frame a Hole mutt 


be made fit for the Bell-Glafs to 
reft in, fo that the edges of the Bell 
may be clear of the Wood.’ When 


the Porringer charged with Sulphur 


is fitted, fet the Sulphur on Fire 


with a red-hot Iron ; when it is all 
‘melted, ftir it with a clean Tobacco- 


Pipe, or fron Wire, to make it burn 


clear; then cover it with the Bell, 


and in three or four Houfs time the 
Oil may be® perceived to condenfe 
about the Bell, and drop into the 


Dith, ‘and fo into the Receiver. 


Whenever the Sulphur appears to 
burn dull, take off the Bell, and ftir 
the Sulphur about with an Iron 
Wire as before: Then fet the Glafs 


over it again, and fo proceed till 


there be as much Oil (or rather Spi- 
rit of Sulphur) as is defired. 

This is a powerful Acid, and its 
Operation is chiefly Diuretic ; but ’tis

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- ona gentle Fire in Sand, which in- a palatable Acidity to fome internal 


Medicines, than to anfwer any In- 
tention by its proper Virtues.’ Its 
greateft ufe is in other Preparations. 
Its: Dofe for Palatablenefs is at plea- 
fure, and as a Diuretic, from 3 to 
10 Drops, in any proper Vehicle. 
Many queftion whether there be any 
real difference between this and Oi/ 
of Vitriol, which is difficult to de-. 
termine; fo that they may fpeak as 
truly as pleafantly, who pronounce 
one to be a Vitriolic Spirit of Sul- 
phur, and the other a Su/phureous 
Spirit of Vitriol : our Chymifts how- 
ever are feldom at the trouble to 
fupply us with this genuinely made, 
[There are fome’ Experiments that 


foew a remarkable difference betwixt 


Oil of Vitriol, and genuine Oil of 
Sulphur by the Bells particularly Oil 
of Vitriol eats the Cork of the con- 
taining Glafs; but Oil of Sulphur 
preferves the Cork found. Oilof Sul- 
phur taftes much pleafanter in Punch 
and other Liquors; agrees better with 
new Wines, and will do feveral things 
in feveral Trades, which Oil of Vi- 
triol will not do, but inftead thereof 
have a contrary effec. And perbaps 
the Difference is no lefs between thems 
as Medicines.] . 


Sal Sulphuris, Salt of Sulphur. - 

Take of Sal Polychreffum (as pre- 
pared under the Article of Nitre) 
4 Ounces, powder it ina Glafs Mor- 
tar, witha Peiftle of the fame put 
it into a flat wide-mouth'd Glafs, 
and add to it of the Spirit of Sul- 
phur 2 Ounces ; ftir them: well to- . 
gether, and evaporate in a Sand-heat 5, 
this will leave a pleafant acid Salt, 
which put up ina Phial for ufe. 

This is not, ftri€tly fpeaking, the 
Salt of Sulphur, but Nitre fix’d by 
Sulphur, and afterwards impregnated 
with its Spirit. It is Diuretic, and 
if given ina larger Dofe, Cathartic, 
as moft Salts are. In the former In- 
tention it is given from 10 Grains 
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to.1 Dram, in the latter up to 4 
Drams, diffolved in Broth, or any 
proper Vehicle, warm. 


. Spiritus Saponis, Spirit of Soap. 
_ Cut into fmall pieces fixteen Oun- 
ces of the Soap of M/icant, foften it 
in an earthen Veffel by a gentle Fire, 
and mix to it 7 or 8 Ounces of Clay- 
Powder. Put the Mixture into a 
Retort big enough, that one third 
part may remain empty ; place the 
fame in a Furnace of Reverberation ; 
adapt a Recipient; lute the Joints 
exactly ; and make a little Fire in 
the Furnace to the third degree ; and 
continue doing fo till nothing more 
diflils. Separate the Veflels when 
cooled, and pour the whole con- 
tained in the Recipient, into a Fun- 
nel furnifhed with Cap Paper; and 
there will come out a watry and 
clear Liquor, which is yellowith, of 
a bitter Tafte; and may be called 
the Spirit of Soaps of which there 
will be 6 Ounces. 

I do not know that this has been 
made in our Shops 3 but it feems na- 
turally {uited for fo many Purpofes 
of moment, as to deferve Recom- 
mendation; for it ‘cannot but be 
very opening and refolutive, both in- 
wardly, and externally applied ; and 
feems admirably calculated for Em- 
brocations, with other fuitable In- 
gredients, againft arthritic, and the 
like obftinate Pains. I cannot alfo 
but think it efficacious in the Faun- 
dice, Scropbula’s, and the like glan- 


dulous Foulneffes: as likewifea good 


Menftruum for Opium, to make a 
Liquid Laudanum with. 


Spiritus Sacchari, Spirit of Sugar. 

To 1 Pound of powdered Sugar 
put 3 Pound of Foller’s Earth alfo 
in Powder, or in its room fo much 
Sand clean wafhed ; place a Receiver 
half full of the mixture in a Sand- 
Furnace, and give it Fire of the firtt 
degree for two hours; then increafe 


“Then let all 
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it to the fecond, for two hours-more 3 
Proceed to the third, where keep it 
till no Fumes appear in the Receiver, 
cool ; and in the Re- 
ceiver there ‘will be found a fetid 
Oil and Spirit, which feparate as 
ufual. Put the Spirit into a Retort 
or Cucurbit: apply to it a Receiver 
unluted; make a Fire of the firft 
degree, and there keep it till the 
Drops have a little Acidity: Put 
away the Phlegm, lute on the Re- 
ceiver, increafe the Fire to the fe- 
cond degree; where keep it till all 
is come off, : 

This will diffolve Pearl or Coral, 
and is alfo accounted a good Medi- 
cine, in the Stone and Gravel in the 
Bladder or Kidneys ; but it is hardly 
made or prefcribed. Dofe from 1o 
to 50 Drops. There is another 
Spirit of Sugar, which the Chymitts 
call Compound, that has half as much 
Sal Armoniac as Sugar. It makes a 
finer and ftill more aperitive Spirit 3 
but is not ufed. | 


Spiritus Sacchari ardens, 4 burning 
Spirit of Sugar. 


Take of coarfe Sugar, or Molof- 
fes, any quantity at pleafure, in pro- 
portion to the Still; put to it ten 
or twelve times its weight of Water, 
and let them ftand a fufficient time 
to ferment: as foon as the Fermen- 
tation is over, put the Liquor intoa 
Copper-Still with. its Refrigeratory, 
and give it gradual Fire till it begins 


to drop. Obferve fo to manage the 


Fire, that the Spirit come from the 
Mouth of the Worm in a fimall 
Thread ; and fo continue till it runs 
infipid: then let out the Fire, and 
rectify the Spirit by a fecond Ditftil- 
lation, either in a Glafs Body or 
Head; or if the quantity be great, 
in a Copper Veflel; obferving to — 
feparate the Spirit from the Phiegm,, 7 
as in the firft Diftillation ; which 
may be further retify’d till it will 
burn 
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burn all away, and then it is called 


— Alcobdl. 


This is of the fame ufe as the Spi- 


_ ritof Wine, and is much preferable 
_ to our Malt Spirits, both for foftnefs 


and flavour ; and is exceeded by none 
but that of the Grape. 


Cryftalli & Cremor Tartari, Cry/als 
and Cream of Tartar. 

Take any quantity of crude Tar- 
tar, boil it in Water till the Parts 
which are capable of Solution be 
entirely diffolved; ran the Liquor, 
whilft it is hot, through a flannel 
Bag into an earthen Pan; and eva- 
porate till a Pellicle appears; then 
fet it in a cold placeyg and fuffer it 
to ftand quiet two we three Days; 
afterwards decant the Liquor, and 
there will be found Cryftals adhering 
to the fide of the Pan; fcrape them 
off, and evaporate the Liquor as be- 
fore; and fet it again to fhoot into 
Cryftals; repeat the Evaporation til] 


all the Cryftals are fhot. 


The Virtues of this are known to 
all. It is a cooling gentle Cathartic, 
and paffles off pretty much, as moft 
faline Purgers do, by Urine. Its 
Dofe is from halfa Dram to 1 Ounce, 


-diffolved in Broth. 
_ Sal Tartari fixum, Fixed Salt of 


) Tartar. 

Take any quantity of crude Tar- 
tar; calcine it in a Pot or Glafs- 
Houfe Fire: or three or four Pounds 
of it may be put into ftrong brown 


Paper, which tie up with Thread, 
‘and wet it with Water: then putiit 


upon fome burning Coals, and bury 
it with more ; then Jet it continue 


“till all that is combuftible is con- 
-fumed 5 and the calcin’d Tartar will 


remain in an entire Lump. Dif- 
folve it in warm Water; then filter 
and evaporate it to a dryne{s in a 


clean iron or earthen Pan ; and what 


yemains is the fixed Salt of Tartar, 


which may be further purified by 


a 
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repeated Diffolutions, Filtrations and 
Evaporations, till in the Diffolution 
it leaves no Feces. 
The firft Evaporation may * 

made in a cléan iron Pan, in which 
the Liquor ought to be kept ftirring 
when it begins to coagulate, till the 
Salt is quite dry; and if a further 
Purification is intended, becaufe it 
is not fo white as wifhed for, put it 
intoa Crucible ; and fet iton a little 
Charcoal Fire, (fo that it doth not 
melt) and ina quarter of an Hour’s 
time it will be very white. It mutt 
be kept in a Glafs well ftopt; other- 
wife it will attract the Air and dif- 
folve. And the Ofeum Tartari per 
Deliguium, Oil of Tartar by melt- 
ing, is made only by hanging the 
Salt up in a Cloth in a moift place, 
which will drop into any Veflel fet 
to receive it. ‘This Oil has all the 
Virtues of the Sak, and is ufed, to 
{cour the Skin of Pimples, Freckles 
and Morphew, mixed with a little 
Oil of Almonds, and fometimes with 
Rofe and Orange-Water, ‘This Salt 
is aperitive, and ufed much to draw 
out the Tin@ures of Vegetables, 
and is given in all kinds of Obftruc- 
tions. This the Chymifts, by fome 
{mall difference of management, make 
ferve for the /ixivious Salts of all 
Plants ; and it is much to be wifhed 


‘all their Frauds were as little detri- 


mental: For whatfoever is reduced 
into {uch a Subftance by Calcination, 
has no Qualities but what the Fire 
gives it ; and therefore Salt of Tar- 
tar isas good as the Sa/t of any Plant. 
whatfoever, ptocured the fame way ; 
as has been before taken notice of, 
N°. 604. of the Simples. 
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Tartarum Solubile, So/uble Tartar. 
Mix of Salt of Tartar 4 Ounces, 
with Cream of Tartar 8 Ounces, and 
pulverize them together; put them 
into an earthen Pan ; into which 
pour of Spring-water 3 Pound, boil 
them till they are diflolved, and ire- 
member 
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_ member now and then to ftir them, 
Filter the Diffolution whilft it is 
warm, evaporate to drynefs, and keep 
it in a Glafs well ftopt. 

It works both by Urine and Stool ; 
is ‘given in Obftru€tions, Cachexies, 
Jaundice, ‘and Dropfies. Its Dofe is 
from 1 ‘Scruple to 2 Drams, in any 
proper Vehicle, 


»'Tartarum Solubile: Chalybeatum, 
Chalybeated Soluble Tartar. 
Take! of the Tin@ture of Tartar 
‘made with Steel, ‘halfa Pound, and 
put it into a glafs Body ; pour upon 
‘itvof the aforefaid Soluble Tartar 2 
‘Ounces:. fet the Glafs in a gentle 
Heat ‘of Sand to evaporate; ftir it 
about fometimes with a clean wooden 
Spatula; and when ‘it/is dry, there 
will be a black Powder; which keep 
“in a Phial well ftopt. 
‘| Itis a good Aperitive, and endued 
with all the Virtues of the Tinéture 
‘of Tartar with Iron.’ In Obftruc- 
‘tions of the Men/es it is almoft a cer- 
‘tain Remedy. Its Dofe is from-1 
Scruple to 1 Dram anda half. 


-‘Tartarum Chalybeatum, Chalybeated 
witiol Tartar... 
 * Pour ’3 Pound’of Spring-Water in- 
to an earthen Pan, and fet it over 
“the Fire to boil ;\as foon as it boils, 
put in-of the Cryftals of Tartar half 
‘a Pound, and of Vitriolum Martis 
halfan Ounce, finely powder’d apart, 
‘and afterwards ground-together. Let 
them boil a quarter of an Hour ; ftir- 
“ring them with a wooden Spatula 
still they are diffolved ; then ftrain 
«the Mixture boiling hot thro’ a Cot- 
ton-bag into a clean Pan; and fet it 
in a cold place, and it will fhoot into 
» little greenifh Cryftals. 

It is endued with the Qualities of 
‘the former. Altho’ thefe are both 
fafe and efficacious Medicines in all 
‘Obftruétions of the Vifcera, and may 
be prefcribed in Forms very conve- 
tient for the Patent’s taking ; yet

they are little inquired after, and ve- 
ry rarely prefcribed. The Dofe of 
this is from 10 Grains to 1 Dram. 


Tartarum Emeticum, Emetic Tartar: 


Take Cream of Tartar half a Pound, 
Crocus Metallorum 2 Ounces ; let 
them be very finely powdered, and 
after they -are well mixed, put them 
into a glazed Pot; and pour upon 
them of Spring-Water 2 Pound : let 
them boil feven or eight Hours; ftir 


them often, and as the Water wattes, — 


fupply it’: take off the Mixture from 
the Fire boiling, and run it prefent- 
ly thro’a Flannel Bag; then evapo- 
rate two thirds in a Glafs Body in 


Sand ; and {et it ih a cold place to’ 


fhoot ; feparate the fuperfluous Wa- 
ter, and evaporate as before; gather 
the Cryftals, dry them gently, and 
keep them ina Phial for uf. 

It isa brisk Emetic, and will ope- 
rate from 2 to 8 Grains. It may be 
made with /; itrium Antimonii, Flow- 
ers of Antimony, or Mercurius Vite. 
If in all the preceding Procefles, the 
Cream of Tartar be before baked in 
an Oven to brownnefs, the Cryftals 
will {hoot much fairer and larger. 


-'Tartarum Emeticum & Catharticum, 


Emetic and Cathartic Tartar. 


Take of Salt of Tartar halfa Pound, 
Crocus Metallorum 2 Ounces: make 
them both into fine Powder, and mix 
them well; put them into a Crucible, 
and let'them melt together for half 
an Hour: then take it out from the 


Fire, and diffolve it in clean Water sim 


filter the Diffolution, and evaporate 
toa Pellicle upon the Surface; then 
drop gradually into it Oil of Vitriol; 


till the Ebullition ceafes; and over a 
gentle Heat of Sand evaporate to dry- 


nefs. ; 


. This works both by Vomit and 


Stool ; and agrees well enough with | 


fome grofs Conftitutions that can bear 
thorough fhaking ; and whofe Sto- 
mach and Glands of the Prima. Vie 
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are foul. It is proper in the firft Ap- 
proaches of the Dropfy, Scurvy, and 
Jaundice ; and alfo.in Hypochondria- 
cal Melancholy it cannot fail of do- 
ing good, by accelerating the Mo- 
tions of the Fluids, and rouzing the 
Spirits. Its Dofe is from 3 to 15 
Grains, 


“Tartarum Vitriolatum, Vitriolated 
Tartar. 


_ Put any quantity of Oil of Tartar 
per Deliquium into a Glafs Cucurbit : 
drop gradually upon it rectified Oil 
_of Vitriol till the Ebullition .ceafes : 
then evaporate the Humidity in a 
gentle Sand-heat ; and there will re- 
fide a very white Matter, which keep 
in a wide-mouth’d Glafs well ftopt. 
If, inftead of the Oi/, rectified 
Spirit of Vitriol is ufed, the;remain- 
der after Evaporation will be yet whi- 
ter. It operates by Urine and Stool ; 
but is too fharp and griping ever to 
be given alone; it is therefore gene- 
rally ufed as an Alterative with other 
Deobftruents; and is particularly 
good in the Jaundice, and all Excef- 
fesof Choler. It makes a good Den- 
tifriee, and will very foon render 
black Teeth, that are not quite rot- 
ten, as white as Ivory. 


. Sapo Tartari, Soap of Tartar. 


_ Take Rhenifh-Wine, Tartar, or 


Cream of ‘Tartar, and Salt-Petre, 
ana 1 Pound, in Powder; mix them 


_ well together, and put them into a 


red-hot Crucible, by a Spoonful at a 
‘time: when melted, take out the 


- Mixture with a little Iron Ladle, and 


"put it into a warm earthen Pan ; add- 
ing to it fo much warm Water as is 
neceflary to diflolve it: filter and dry 


it into a Salt ; grind it into an im-' 


palpable Powder, or as fine as pofhible: 
then put it into a wide-mouth’d 
Glafs, and expofe it to, the Air till 
it is moiften’d; which it will fufh- 
ciently be in 18, 20, or 24 Hours, 
according to the moiftnefs or dry- 
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nefs of the Weather... Then put to 
each Pound of the Salt, of rectified 
Oil of.Turpentine 4. Ounces; ftir 
them well together with a wooden 
Spatula, till they feem to be incorpo- 
rated: then fet the Mixture afide; 
and cover it to keep out the Duft: ftir 
it well two or three times a Day, till 
they are thoroughly imbodied, and 
of the Confiftence of a Syrup ; if it 
wants Oil to make it of that. Confif- 
tence, add more. | 
This is fometimes called Sapo Phi- © 
lofophorum. Of. itlelf it is an excel- 
lent Diuretic ; and is conveniently 
enough mixed into a Bole. It may 
be given frem 10 Grains to half a 
Dram ; and is very good againift the 
Gravel in the Kidneys or Bladder ; 
but as it is hardly ever prefcribed 
for thefe Purpofes, it is not kept in 
the Shops; and only made for the 
Matthew’s Pill, in which it is ac- 
counted the Corredor. | 


Oleum & Spiritus Tartari, Oi/ and 
Spirit of Tartar. 


Take of the pure Cryftals of 'Tar- 
tar 4 Pound; diftil them ina Retort 
with a large Receiver, increafing the 
Fire by degrees, tijl the Fumes altoge- 
ther difappear. There will. come 
over a Phlegm, a Spirit, and an Oil 
after the lait of thefe is feparated, 
put the other into a Glafs Cucurbit, 
and rectify ina Sand-heat two or 
three times over; drawing off every 
time not abovea third Part. . Of the 
Remainder may be made a Salt of 
Tartar by Calcination; from whence 
likewife may be obtained an Oil of 
Tartar per Deliquium. 

The Spirit is extremely aperitive, 
but to make it yet more fo, to three 
parts of the Oil and Spirit which 
were procured by Diftillation, put one 
part of Spiritus Nitri Dulcis; thake 
them well in the Receiver, and put. 
them carefully into a clean glafs Re- 
tort; which fet in a Sand-Furnace : 
fit and lute ona Receiver, and gine a 

ire 
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Fire of the firft degree, till the Lute 
be dry ; then advance to the fecond; 
in which will come over a very pene- 
trating and grateful Spirit; which 
is a moft powerful Diaphoretic; and 
alfo affifts by Urine. It is given from 
2 Scruples to 2 Drams, in any pro- 
per Vehicle; in the moft obftinate 
chronic Difeafes. 


Sal Tartari Volatile, Volatile Salt of 
Tartar. 


Take the Lees of Wine, and dry 
them gently; when dry, beat them 
into grofs Powder: place a coated 
glafs or earthen Retort, half full with 
them, in a Reverberatory Furnace ; 
give it a gentle Fire, to drive off the 
Phlegm ; which comes over firft; and 
when the Fumes begin to rife, fit and 
lute on the Receiver; augmenting 
the Fire gradually, till at laft, with 
the moft extreme degree, no more 
Fumes willarife. Then let all cool, 
and take off the Receiver ; wherein 
there will be a whitith Liquor, which 
contains the Volatile Salt ; and upon 
it will {wim a little fetid Oil ; put it 
into a Phial, and with a little clean 
Water rinfe out the Salt which ad- 
heres to the Sides of the Recipient, 
and put it to the reff. Then put 
them intoa Coffin of brown Paper, 
and the Spirit with the Salt, will pafs 
through ; and leave the Oil in the 
Coffin. Put the Spirit into a Ma- 
trafs; fit toit a Head and Receiver : 
lute the Joints well, and with a gen- 
tle Heat of Sand fublime the Salt in- 
to the Head: when it is pretty well 
charged, take off that Head, and pre- 
fently fit on another ; and continue 
the fame degree of Fire till the Salt 
| begins to melt: then change the 
Head, and augment the Heat a little, 
to diftil the Volatile Spirit of Tartar : 
When the Drops are infipid, take off 
the Receiver, and keep the Spirit 
from the Air in a Phial well ftopt, be- 
caufe of its Volatility; as alfo the 
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Salt ; for if the leaft Portion of Air 
be admitted, the Salt will give. 

If fuch Lees can be had as theJuice 
is preffed out of, by thofe who make 
Vinegar, it will fave the Labour of 
drying them ; and will be altogether 
as good for this Operation. And if 
in the Reétification, more Salt be de- 
fired in a dry form, it mutt be care- 
fully watched ; and whem the Sale 
difcovers the leaft tendency towards 
a Diffolution, the Head mutt be forth- 
with changed, and the Salt taken 
out and put into a dry Phial ; well 
ftopping it to preferve it from the Air. 
But if fo muchWater come over with 
it, as to turn it into a liquid Form, 
it then has the fame effect with the 
Salt, if given in a greater Dofe. If 
after the Rectification the Phlegm be 
feparated from the Oil, and the Vo- 
latile Spirit returned upon it, and to 
them be put a third of their weight 
of fweet Spirit of Nitre; and you 
digeft them in a double Veffel three 
or four Days in a gentle Heat; then 
unlute the Veffels, and ft and lute on 
a Head with its Receiver ; there may 
be obtained with a gentle Heat, a moft 
excellent and penetrating Salt and 
Spirit. | 

Anoatherr 


Take the fatiated Salt of Tartar, 
(defcribed to make the true tartarized 
Spirit of Wine) and place a coated 
Retort half full with it in an open 
Furnace ; lute on a Receiver, and 
give a gradual Fires obferving the 
{amie Method as in the former Ope- 
ration, both in the Diftilling and 
Reétification. 

The Volatile Salt of Tartar, made 
either of thefe ways, is in great e- 
fteem with many Phyficians ; and al- 
mott extolled for an univerfal Reme- 
dys particularly for all thofe Difeafes 
which have their Seat in the Nerves ; 
as Pallies, Apoplexies, Epilepfies, and 
the like. The Dofe of .the Saltis 
from 10 Grains to half a Dram; of

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the Spirit, from 10 to 60 Drops; but 


the prefent Praétice feldom takes no- 
tice of it, and the Shops do not fur- 
_ nifh us with it. 


_ Tin@tura Salis Tartari, Tinfure of 


Salt of Tartar. 
Take of Salt of Tartar 1 Pound ; 


put it into a Crucible; place it ina 


melting Furnace; and let it. ignite 
gradually, till it is of a white melt- 
ing Heat; cover it well withCoals,and 
keep it in the moft extreme degree 
of Fire for five or fix Hours: then 
pour it into a warm Mortar, and 
whilft warm, powder it, and put it 
into a Matrafs, heated upon warm 
Sand to prevent its breaking with the 


hot Salt ; then pour upon it of tar- 


=a 


tarized Spirit of Wine.z Pound, in+ 
vert and lute well to it another Ma- 
trafs, to make it a double Veffel ; 
make a gentle Fire, and let it fimmer 
fix or feven Hours ; and in that time 
it will acquire a good Tinéture ; 
which when cold, put into a Phial, 
and keep it well ftopt. 

This operates both by Sweat and 
Urine ; and is an excellent Aperitive, 
and good in all fcorbutic Habits; and 
in Cachexies, Jaundice, and Dropfies, 
Its Dofe is from 10 to 50 or 60 
Drops. 


The Grand Correfor. 


Take Cream of Tartar and purifi- 
ed Nitre, ana 3 Pounds; powder and 
mix them, and put them by Spoon- 
fuls into a red-hot Crucible : when 
melted, diffolve the Matter in warm 
Water ; filter the Diffolution ; eva- 
porate toa dry Salt; put it intoa 


clean glafs Body ; and add three times 


its weight of-pure diftilled Vinegar, 
by half a Pint at a time; fhake the 


'Glafs, and place it in a Sand-Fur- 


nace ; then draw off the Liquor, 
which will be an infipid Phlegm. 
Diffolve the Salt again in Spring- 
Water ; filter and evaporate as be- 
fore: powder the Salt, and-put it 
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into a clean Body ; adding three times 
its weight of pure diftilled Vinegar, 
and draw it off as before. Repeat 
thefe Operations till the Salt has no 
Feces; and the diftilled Vinegar 
comes off as acid as when put on, 
And this is the foliated Sa/t of Tar- 
tar; which readily diffolves in Spi- 
rit of Wine. To this put fo much 
Spirit of Winevas will diffolve it; let 
it fettle, decant the Spirit, and draw 
off the remaining Spirit by a gentle 
Heat. ‘Take one Pound of this Sa/r, 
and of the Offa a/ba, (made with the 
Spirit of Wine and Spirit of Urine) 
half a Pound; grind them well to- 
gether, and add of Spirit of Wine 
half a Pound, impregnated with any 
effential Oi/, (according to the Use 
intended) as Oil of Juniper, Saffa- 
fras, Marjoram, €&’¢. put them into a 
Body with its Head and Receiver ; 
lute the Joints, and draw off the Sp?- 
rit of Wine with fo very gentle a 
Heat in Afhes, as will only elevate 
the Spirit, and leave the O7/ with 
the Sa/t ; impregnate the Spiri# with 
more Oj/; return it upon the Sa/t; 
and repeat the Operation till the Sa/¢ 
is become a Soap. And thisis the 
grand Correétor of Vegetables, Ani- 
mals, and Minerals. 

Some of our Chymifts have this in 
prodigious elteem: and Starkey, in 
his Pyrotechny, feems to think he can- 
not fay enough in its Commenda- 
tion : notwithftanding which, it has 
not been able to maintain its place in 
the Shops ; and the prefent Practice 
is not acquainted with any fuch Me- 
dicine ; tho’ the difficulty and tedi- 
oufnefs of the Procefs may chiefly be 
in fault. 


Oleum, Terebinthine, Oi! of Tur- 
pentine. 


Take any quantity of Turpentine, 


and put it into a large Copper Still 


with fix times its quantity of Water ; 
draw off as ufual, until there comes 
no more Oil with the Water; which 

feparate 
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{enarate with a Funnel made on pur- 
pofe for fuch ufes ; as in the Diftilla- 
tion of any other effential Oil. 

_ The Water of the firft running 
will retain fo much of the moft fpiri- 
tuous part of the ‘Turpentine, that it 
is worth faving ; and has all the Vir- 
tues of the Turpentine itfelf. The 
Oil is very hot, penetrating, and ex- 
ceedingly Diuretic ; which makes it 
therefore fo much depended upon in 
all Obftructions of the Urinary Paf- 
fages ; and fo fuddenly perceived in 
the Water by its Scent. Its Efficacy 
this way is foremarkable, that I have 
known a whole Company perceive it 
to alter the Smell of their Urine, by 
fitting Jong ina Room juft painted ; 


which {melt {trong of the Oil mixed ' 


in the Colours: and many whole 
Families make the fame Obfervation, 
when a Houfe is new painted. This 
Oil is alfo of great eflicacy in exter- 
nal Applications ; and to admiration 
-will fometimes-diflodge thofe Vifcidi- 
ties which clog the Joints, and oc- 
cafion lafting Tumours and Pains. In 
Paralytic Limbs it likewife greatly 
‘promotes the Motion of the nervous 
#luid; and affitts in bringing them 
to their ufe by fuch means. In Punc- 
tures, and fome particular Circum- 
ftances of Ulcers alfo, the Surgeons 
much efteem, and ufe it. 


A yellow Oil and Balfam of Tur- 

pentine. 

Take of the Colophony which re- 
mains in the Copper Still, after draw- 
ing off the Oil and Spirit of Tur- 
pentine, any quantity; break it into 
‘little pieces, and put it into a Retort, 
fo as to make it not above half full : 
place it in a Sand-Furnace ; heat it 
gradually to the fecond degree of 
Fire ; and then fome Oil will drop 
into the Receiver: augment that de- 
greea little, and it will caufe all the 
Oil to diftil ; then change the Re- 
, ceiver, and urge the Fire to the third 
degree, which will caufe yellow thick 


Drops to diftil with-fome Fumes : 
when the Fumes decreafe, augment 
the Fire to the fourth degree, which 
will drive over ared Balfam; when 
the Receiver begins to cool, and the 
‘Fumes difappear, let out the Fire, _ 
Neither of thefe are much ufed, 
tho’ recommended as good Dreflings 
in fome Wounds and Ulcers; but the 
manner by which they are obtained, 
fhews how to fetch the fame Sub- 
flances out of Maftich, Frankincenfe, 
Galbanum, or any other Gum. 


Oleum Camphorz, O7/ of Camphire. 

Powder grofly three or four Oun- 
ces of good Camphire ; put it into a 
Matrafs; and pour upon it twice as 
much Spirit of Nitre: ftop your 
Veffel clofe; and fet it over a Pot 
half full of Water, a little heated : 


‘forward the Diffolution, which will 
be finifhed in two or three Hours; 
and then you'll find the Camphire 
turn’d into a clear Oil, which {wims 
above the Spirit. Separate it, and 
keep it in a Phial well ftopt. 

Lemery commends this againft ca- 
rious Bones; and it feems fitted for 
all the purpofes of a powerful De- 
tergent, ( 


Oleum Camphore alterum, Azother. 


Put into a glafs Retort well coated” 

2 Ounces-of Camphire grofly pul- 
verized, and pour upon it 8 Ounces 
of ethereal Oi] of Turpentine : place 
the Beak of the Retort upwards in 
Digeftion upon hot Sand; ftop the 
fame, and let it remain there twenty 
four Hours; and fhake it now -and 
then, till al] the Camphire is diflolv- 
ed in the Liquor: then place the Re- 
tort for Diftillation upon Sand ; open 
it, and adapt thereto a Recipient; 
and lute the Joint exaétly ; after- 
wards, by a moderate and gradual 
Fire, diftil the Liquor till nothing 
more comes over; keep this Liquor 
ina Bottle well ftopt, and you oun 
. : ave 


ftir it every now and then, to help —

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_ have -an Oil of. Camphire, which 
will appear muddy, of a whitifh Co- 
_ lour, inclining to yellow, of a more 
fetid Odour and Tafte’than thofe of

“Thisis very deterfive, penetrating, 
and refolutive, both inwardly and ex-: 


_ternally ufed: and will-reach to UI- 


‘cerations and Foulneffes in the moft’ 


remote and ftraitén’d Canals; as in 
the-Lungs or Urinary Pafiages. . In 
arthritic Pains, and thofe {fettled by 
old Colds, as they are called, it can- 
not but be very efficacious ;. taken 
from 5 to 15 Drops in any proper 
Liquor, keeping the Patient warm. 


Preparations of Vinegar. 
« Vinegar is Wine made acid by a 
Diffolution and Mixture of its own 
Tartar; which is brought about by 
_ caufing it to ferment upon its Lees ; 
until it has diffolved them ; or fo far 
at leaft, as to receive from them the 
_ Acidity we find it has: but its Con- 
fumption, and the Price it'bears, will 
not allow of this way of making it: 
and_ therefore there are ways of pro- 
. curing it from decay’d Raifins, and 
fuch like Fruit. ‘The Country Peo- 
ple make this of their home-brew’d 
Ale; by fetting it in the Sun till it 
_ fours, and then they call it Alegar 3 
_ but that is not fo good as what is 
made from Wine, or dried Grapes. 
_ It is cooling and grateful to the Sto- 
mach, in the fame manner, and for 
- the fame reafons, as were delivered 
under the 11th Section concerning 
Fruits. It will fo much altringe the 
Fibres of the whole Body, if taken 
in Food, or medicinally to any confi- 
derable quantity, as to fqueeze out 
what is near the Surface, and octafion 
Sweat. Some have entertained a 
great Opinion of its refitting Poi- 
fons ; and being therefore good in all 


contagious and epidemical Fevers: _ 
for which reafon we meet with it fo. 


‘very- often in Alexipharmic Prefcrip- 


tions; and particularly in’a large 
quantity in the Agua Theriacalis of 
the College. In the late’~ London’ 
Plague, People ufed it much. with 
fuccefs: -and we meet with many’ 
Inftances of {uch a Deftroyer being 
prevented, or. thrown off, by pro- 
fule Sweats; which have been pro-’ 
cured by wrapping the Patient up in 
a Sheet wet with Vinegar ; which 
cannot but be an infallible way of 
procuring Sweat; becaufe it gives 
fach an univerfal fqueeze to the So- 
lids, as muft prefs and force the thin- 
ner Fluidsthro’ the cutaneousGlands3 
and at the fame time gives them fuch 
a Firmnefs and ‘Tenfion, as will 
make them vibrate with too much 
Smartnefs to fuffer the Fluids to ftag- 
nate, or fal] into any undue Coheifi- 
ons from any foreign Taint. 


Acetum Diftillatum, Difilld Vinegar. 

Put of good Wine Vinegar intoa 
large Retort, or Body, fitted with an 
Head, what quantity you pleafe ; fo 
that one third part may remain emp-: 
ty: place it ina Sand-Furnace, and 
with a Fire of the firft degree, draw’ 
off a fifth part, which keep by itfelf, 
for it will ferve for fome ufes: then 
increafe the Fire to the fecond de- 
gree ; and fo continue till all is dif- 
tilled ; except a fmal] quantity left in 
the bottom of the Veffel, of the Con- 
fiftence of Honey. When all is cold, 
take of the Receiver; and if it be de- 
fired reétify’d, put it into a clean 
Veffel; fet it in the fame degree of 
Fire, to feparate more Phlegm; and 
in every thing proceed as before, till 
the bottom is almoft dry; which, 
however, mult not be urged: too far, 
for fear it fhould give an Empyreuma 
to that which is already diftilled, 

It is principally ufed in other Pre- 
parations for Diffolution or Precipi- 
tation, 


Spiritus Aceti,. Spirit of Vinegar.

then take it prefently away, imbibe 
again, and: evaporate as before; do 
this fo often, that an eager Scent may 
be perceived, at the beginning of the 
Evaporation; which fhews that the 
Copper is well fatiated with the dif- 
tilled Vinegar: put this fatiated Calx 


into a Retort; place it ina Sand-. 
Furnace; fit to it a Receiver, and lute. 


well the Joint with a wet Bladder : 
give it the firft degree of Fire fortwo 
Hours ; then increafe it to the fecond 
for two or three Hours more; and 
fo to the third, for three Hours lon- 
ger; at laft give it the fourth degree 
for two Hours more; then let all 
cool, and in the Receiver there will 
be a Spirit of Vinegar, of which the 
more Phlegmy part may ftill be fepa- 
rated by Rectification. 

_ This is much more penetrating 
than the former; and will perform 
any Operation with more force, and 
in much lefs quantity ; but it is fel- 
dom made. 

[Avery commodious way of obtain- 
ing a firong Spirit of Vinegar, is by 
Sreezing common diftilled Vinegar, ta 
take out the more phlegmy part.) 


AcetumScilliticum,/ inegarof Squills. 


Take that part of the Squill be- 
tween the outer Leaves and the Core ; 
cut it into fmall pieces, which cleanfe, 
and expofe toa drying Heat for thir- 
‘ty Days: then put 1 Pound of it into 
a Bottle with 6 Pints of the beft Vi- 
negar ; and in the Summer time let 
the Veffel, clofe ftopt, be placed in 
the Sun for thirty Days; then open 
it, and ftrain it out for ufe.

but chiefly made into Oxymel Scilii- 
ticum. 
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Acetum Rofatum, Vinegar of Rofes.

This is feldom prefcribed, but to ! 


embrocate the Head and Temples in 
fome kinds of the Head-ach ; in which, 
it frequently does great fervice. Af- 
ter the fame manner. is made Acetum 
Sambucinum, Anthofatum, &c. Vine- 
gar of Elder, Rofemary, and the like, 
by an Infufion of their Flowers. The 
Ufes of thefe Vinegars are manifett, 
from the Virtues of the Ingredients 
already. defcribed. .Some Difpenta- 
tory Writers, efpecially the Germans, 
abound with medicated Vinegars 
and moft of them aimed againft pefti- 
lential Difeafes: but neither the Dif- 
eafes of our Climate, nor the Prac- 
tice amongit us, often call for fuch 
Medicines. We fhall therefore here 
give room only to one more; which 
is called, 


Acetum Rutaceum, Vinegar of Rue. 


Infufe the Leaves of Rue and Scor- 
dium, that is, Water-Germander,pick- 
ed from the thick Stalks, ana 2 Hand- 
fuls; Juniper-Berries and Angelica 
Roots, ana 2 Ounces; Zedoary, and 
Sevil Orange Peel, ana 1 Ounce; in 
8 Pound of the beft Vinegar. . Let 
them digeft for a Month; then prefs 
the Vinegar from the Ingredients, 
and keep.it for ule. 

This is not pre(cribed, or kept in 
the Shops; but is fo eafily made by 
any private Family, and is fo good 
a Medicine to procure Sweat upon 
any Threatnings of a Fever, or upon, 
a Surfeit; that itis very well worth 
any one’s making, and keeping in 
readinefs. It may be given from half 
a Spoonful to two or three Spoon- 
fuls, in any convenient warm ne:

their Source from the Brain ; likewile 


in Diftempers of the Brealt ; as Afth- 
ma’s, Pleurifies, Palpitation of. the 
Heart, &c. for it opens and attenu- 


ates exceedingly,..whereby it divides 


and diflodges Humours in the mof 
remote Receffes, and difpofes them 


for fome Secretion. In all Diftem- 


pers peculiar to the Female Sex, itis 


‘Tikewife in great efteem; and_pro- 


motes the natural cleanfings fo necef- 


fary. to their Health: © Some will 


have it to be a Specific againft the: 
Bites of venomous Creatures ; but 
this Opinion feems moftly built upon 
Fancy 5 yet by its Activity it will in 
fuch cafes prevent the Blood from 
running into thofe- Grumes and un- 
natural Cohelions, which obftrué the 
Veffels; and thereby do great fer- 
vice, But the greateft Virtue of all 
in this Medicine, is its wonderful ef- 


ficacy in all cutaneous Cafes: Of 


which fee further under the Viper it- 


‘felf, Se&.4. Clafs 2. of Animals. 


The Dofe of this is.from 10 Graitts ° 
to. 2 Scruples. ‘The great {carcity of 
Vipers in our Country, makes this 
Medicine too dear here to he- fo 
much aled as it deferves. “Our Chy- 
mifts play fuch Tricks with it, that 
it is not to be trufted to from theni, 
becaule they mix Hart’s-Horn, Sal - 
Armoniac, and other volatile Salts 
with it, or vend them alone for it. 
[But thofe who have. the true Secret,

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Vipers at a moderate Price.| If it be 
defired ftill finer than the firft Reéti- 
fication makes it, mix three parts of 
clean and very dry Chalk, in fine 
Powder, with one part of reétified 
Salt of Vipers: Put it into a Matrafs, 
or uncut Cucurbit, with its Head 
and Receiver well luted; and, with 
a gentle Fire, fublime the Salt, which 
will leave all its oily Particles abforb- 
ed in the Chalk. Some diftil a Wa- 
ter from the live Vipers, which is 
fuppofed to contain their chief Vir- 
tues ; and to be fudorific : but it muft 
be fo in a much lower degree than the 
Salt; and therefore is not worth 
‘making. ; 


Effentia Viperarum, Effence of Vipers. 

Take any number of dry’d Vipers, 
cut,them into fmall pieces, and put 
themainto a Cucurbit ; place it con- 
veniently, and pour into it (by little 
‘ata time}-fo much Spirit of Nitre as 
‘will diffolve ‘the Vipers ; (commonly 


12 Ounces of Spirit of Nitre will dil- 


folve 4 Ounces of Vipers.) When 
all the Spirit is ‘put upon them, let 
‘them ftand five or fix Hours; and 
there will be a.black Scum upon the 
Surface of the Diffolution, which 
mutt be taken off with a glafs Spoon ; 
or in defeét of that, a clean Tobac- 
co-pipe. There will alfo be white 
Feces at the bottom, which mutt be 
feparated from the clear Diffolution. 
Pour the clear Liquor into a Retort ; 
and, by an Ounce or two at a time, 
put to it thrice its weight of tarta- 
rized Spirit of Wine, fhaking them 
often: place the Retort in a heat of 
Afhes, and with a gentle Fire diftil 
off the Spirit of Wines which will 
be an excellent dulcified Spirit of 
Nitre. ‘Fo the black Matter remain- 
ing at the bottom of the Ré€tort, put 
the fame quantity of frefh Spirit of 
Wine tartarized ; and draw it off as 
the other: put on again the fame 
quantity as before; and diftil in the 
fame manner 3 and repeat this fo of- 
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ten with new Spirit of Wine, till it 
has neither any nitrous Smell, nor 
acid Tafte: keep that which remains 
in the Retort, to unite with the vo/a- 
tile Salt, and rectified Oil of Vipers. 

This Procefs, greatly elteemed by 
fome, is too elaborate and tedious for 
common Praétice, and therefore fel- 
dom performed; the common way 
of keeping them in Canary, being as 
good. Ben 


ReGification of the Oil of Vipers. 

Put the Oi/ and Phlegm, from 
which the Sa/t of Vipers was fublim- 
ed, intoa Cucurbit; let the Cucurbit 
be capable of holding two Gallons: 
pour to them one Gallon of clean 
Water ; fet itin a Sand-Furnace, fit 
on a'Head and Receiver; give a gra- 
dual Fire till the Matter within the 
Cucurbit bubbles : continue the Fire 
fo, till holding a Spoon under the 
Beak of the Head, there is very little 
or no Oil perceivable upon the Wa- 
ter which drops into the Spoon. 
Then let all cool, and there will be 
a Water, and the ethereal O7/ of Vi- 
pers, in the Receiver. 


This Water is fudorific, and hasall 


the Virtues of the volatile Salt; but — 


in a much lower degree. ‘The O//is 
reckoned a Specific in venomous Bites, 
efpecially of the Viper itfelf; and is 
alfo commended forall the fame in- 
ward Ufes as the Sa/t; from one to 
five Drops in a Gla{s of Canary, 


Tin@ura Viperarum Compoilita, 
Compound Tin&ure of Vipers. 


Take of Flowers of Sulphur one 
Pound, crude Antimony 4 Ounces 3 
grind them to a fine Powder ; put. it 
into an earthen Difh; and faturate it 
with Oil of Sulphur, made by the 
Bell (or Oil of Vitriol) 4 Ounces ;

The Union of the Volatile Salt and the 
ethereal Oil of Vipers into an Effence. 
To 4 Ouncesof the diffolved Body 
ote Vipers left in the Retort, put 1 
Ounce of TinGura Regalis, (before 
defcribed amongft the Preparations of 


Antimony) by a Dram at a time: 


then to 2 Ounces of the Salt, and 
half an Ounce of the ethereal Oil, 
‘add 1 Pound of the fame Vindfura 

Regalis: put them into a Matrafs ; 
which make a Circulatory, and let 

them ftand 10 Days in the Syn ‘(or 
an equivalent Heat) fhaking them eve- 
ry. Day. When the Tinéture has 
imbibed all the Salt and Ou, take it 
~ out, and putto it the Diffolution of 
Vipers abovemention’d; and when, 
bya ftrong Agitation, the Diffolu- 
tion is loofen’d from the Retort, put 
it all into a Matrafs; and let it circu- 
late in a gentle Heat ten Days ; fhak- 
ing it every Day ; in this time-all the 
feveral Subjtances will be incorporat- 
ed into an Effence ; which pour off 
from the Fwces into a clean Phial, 
and keep carefully ftopt for ufe. 

_ This Effence is endu’d with all the 
Virtues of the volatile Salt; and if 
poffible, exceeds it, Its Dofe is from 
zo to 100 Drops, in any convenient 
Liquor. The Ounce of Tindura Re- 
galis put to the diflolved Vipers, is 
to fatiate that Acidity flill remaining 
in them, which otherwife might too 
_ much fix the Salt of the Vipers, and 
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reduce it to the Nature of common 
Sal Armoniac; which being again 
mix’d with fix’d Alkalies, may be 
fablimed into an animal urinous Salt, 
as it was before. The Diffolution 
likewife may be dulcified, by put- 
ting to it, by alittle at atime, fo 
much pure fixed Nitre, as will fatiate 
its Acidity: then let it ftand in a 
cold place, and it will fhoot into a 
combuftible Salt-Petre again; and 
the Diffolution will be thereby freed 
from the corrofive Spirit of Nitres 
which would have changed the vola- 
tile Salt into that which, alone, fome 
call the Secret Sal Armoniac. 


Spiritus Vini, Spirit of Wine. 
Fill two thirds of a Copper Still 
(which hath a Refrigeratory) with

to give inwardly in the like Cafes, 
wheré any new Senfation is of fer- 
vice; only as it gives a different De- 
termination to the Spirits, and {6 
ftops a convulfive Contraction. It 
is, accounted Diapboretic, and good 
in all nervous Cafes; but the Salt 
which fhoots and fixes about the 
Neck in tranfparent Cryftals, pof- 
fefles thofe Virtues in a much greater 
degree; as the Spirit has nothing 
but from that. This Salt extremely 
rouzes the Spirits, and contributes 
to their regular Motions. It is fome- 
times of infinite fervice at the clofe 
of an unmerciful Fever, which has 
burnt up the Vitals, and tore the 
Conflitution quite out of framé, fo 
that Life is as a glimmering Snuff, 
which may tenderly be cherifhed 
into Vigour again: herein it fup- 
plies the parched Fibres with frefh 
Fluid fuited to their Exigencies, and 
helps. to keep on the main Springs 
and Motions of Life, (till the Enemy 
is Critically difcharged) which other- 
wife might languifh, and at laft land 
fil], The Dofe is from 3 to 12, 
or 20 Grains. But there are great 
Errors committed in the common 
Praétice_in its Prefcription, by put- 
ting it either into Forms which it 
will deftroy, or where it will lofe

its Volatility before it gets to the 
Patient. In Pills it will not lie, no 
more than any other Volatiles; but 
will rarify them into ten times their 
proper Bulk. Boles alfo it will puff up 
in like manner, and foon make its e- 
{cape: and in Powders, wherein it is 
often order’d, it foon becomes no bet- 
ter than a Ca/x; or fo much Powder 
of Lime. There is therefore no Form 
to preferve its Virtues in, but by dif- 
folving it with fome proper Vehicle 
into Draughts; unlefs the Apothe- 
cary attends with his ftore-Bottle, 
and waits at the Bed-fide to diitribute 
every Dofe as it is to be taken. 
After the fame manner may be 
made the Spirit, Oil, and Salt of the 
Skull, Bones, Horns, Hoofs, or Hair 
of any Animal. And. if the Diftil. 
lation- be made in an Iron Pot with 
a Copper Head, that Head ought 
to be kept only for fuch ufe. If the 
Spirit and Salt are defir’d abfolute- 
ly free from the Oil; to one Pound 
of the Spirit (after the fecond Rec- 
tification) put of Bones or Horns 
calcin’d to a white Powder 4 Oun- 
ces, and diftil in a gentle Heat’ of 
Sand. And if all the Salt be de- 
fired in a dry Form, feparated from 
_ the Phlegm, put the aforefaid Mix- 
ture into a Matrafs, or long Body, 
with an Head and Receiver, fitted to 
it; and'in‘a very gentle Heat of 
Sand, the Salt’ will be elevated into 
the Head and Neck of the Matrafs : 
for the volatile’ Salts of Animals are 
properly their Spirits; and what we 
call Spirit, isno other than part of 
the volatile. Salt. diffolved in the 
Phlegm, as was before obferved ; 
which neverthelels has the fame Vir- 
tuc; but muit be given in a larger 
Dofe. ~ 
~ 'Thefe Preparations have hereto- 
fore ftood in. the front of nervous 
Medicines ; but the wicked Sophif- 
tications of our Chymiffs have de- 
bafed them into Dilregard ; and al- 
mott expelled them out of Practice. 


“ain 
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To give the Spirit an uncommon 
Pungency and Quicknefs of Smell, 
which is all they want to recommend 
it for Sale, a way has been found to 
quicken it with Lime and_ uwrinons 
Volatiles; and they have been fo 
hardy herein as to own it, and give 
ita place in their Catalogue, of Spi- 
ritas Cornu Cervi cum Calce, Spirit 
of Harts-Horn with Lime. And 
now the Fraud is fo far improv’d, 
that they will make it without any 
Harts-Horn at all ; and in “its ftead 
With Bittern; that is, the Brine 
which they get from the Salters, 
Urine, and Lime, which will raife a 


ftrong-fcented Spirit: and this thefe | 


very honeft Men give fome Scent 
and Colour to, with a little of the fe- 
tid Oil of Harts-Horn, and put it of 
for genuine ; or without that Oil, for 


Spirit of Sal Armoniac. So that from | 


eight and ten Shillings per Pound, 
which the genuine Medicine de- 
ferved, thefe Gentlemen, to oblige 
a good Cuflomer, can afford it now 
for as many Pencé. “But a curious 
Perfon may pretty eafily difcover 
this Cheat; by the rancid, urinous 
Smell of the fophilticated fort; and 
its whitening the infide of the Glafs 
in which it is long kept. The vo- 
latile Salt too, which is now fold in 
the Shops for that of Hartfborn, is 
a perfect Cheat; and is more a Can~ 
fic than a Cordial; by the quantity. 
of Lime and wrivous Salt that is 
thrown up with it: whereas that 
which is carefully to be colleéted in 
the Diftillation of the Spirit, about 
the Top and Neck of the Receiver, 
is truly an animal volatile Salt, fof- 
tened with fuch a Portion of a highly 
fubtilized Oil, as renders it an ad- 
mirable and agreeable Medicine; but 
this is never to be met with, or 
made ufe of,, unlefs the Phyfician 
will be at the trouble of attending 
the Elaboratory, or find a Perfon 
honeit enough to make it on purpofe 
for him. For 1 Dram of this ge+ 

| nuine 
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nuine Salt may be ftretched out into 
1 Pound of that ufed in the Shops. 
[Yer with Skill and goed. Occonomy the 
Spirit and Salt of Hart/born may be 
made genuine, almoft as cheap as the 
Sophifticated Sorts. And there are fome 
who have this Secret.) 
After the whole Procefs is over, 


_ the pieces of Hartfhorn may be tak- 


en out of the Body, and ina Potter’s 
Kiln, or any convenient, Furnace, 
burnt; and that makes the Barat 
Hart/born of the Shops ; which is not 
at all the worfe for the Spirit, Oil, 
and Salt being drawn off and pre- 
ferved ; for when it is put frefh into 
a’ Furnace to burn, thofe Parts are 
entirely forced from the Horn, and 
loft in Vapour; which by Diftilla- 
tion are preferved for very good pur- 
-pofes. This is reckoned a Sweet- 
ner, and of the fame nature as the 
Teftacea. It is much ufed in Decoc- 
tion againft Diarrhaa’s; and. Fluxes 
of the Belly ; and makes that which 
is called the White Drink, when 
boiled in. Spring-Water with a little 
Cinnamon. | 
Spiritus Cornu Cervi Aromaticus, 
“ Aromatic Spirit of Hart/born. 
Take the Spirit, Oil, and Salt of 


Hartfhorn, after the firft Diftillation, 


and reétify them; put them when 
rectified into a clean Retort; to each 
Pound put of Sa/ Volatile Oleofum 
2 Ounces’; fhake them well together, 
and fetthem in a very gentle Sand- 
heat: lute on a Receiver, and con- 
tinue the Fire, not exceeding the fe- 
cond degree, till all be diftilled ; and 
in the Receiver there will be a Spi- 
rit clear of all Empyreuma, and ofa 
pleafant Scent. ; | 

This is reckoned a powerful Diu- 
retic and. Diaphoretic ; and to be en- 
du’d with all the Virtues attributed 
to Goeddard’s Drops. Its Dofe is 
from 50 to 100 Drops. If it be 
once more reétified; its Scent will 
he yet much more agreeable, 
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Sal Cornu Cervi Succinatum, Sa/# 
of Hart/born with Amber. 

This is made by fubliming the ge- 
nuine Salt of Hartfhorn,. with half 
the quantity of Salt of Amber. 

But with this neither are the Chy- 
mits to be trufted ; by reafon of their 
Tricks in adulterating both of thems. 
as may be feen under each of their 
Proceffes. ‘The Virtues may be ea- 
fily known from thofe of the Ingre- 
dients feparate ; which this Medicine 
retains. 


Spiritus Cornu Cervi Succinatus, Spz- 
rit of Hartfboru with Amber. 


This is made by putting in half as 

much Amber as Hartfhorn ; and then 
proceeding as in the fimple Diftilla- 
tion. : 
The Virtues and Dofes here are the 
fame as of the former plain Spirit. 
The Oil which comes over is not 
much ufed, or known in Prefcrip- 
tion; and therefore the more fpared 
from the Cheats abovemention’d : 
but it is of great efficacy in Arthritic 
and Rheumatic Pains; if embrocat- 
ed upon the Part affected : and there 
is hardly any one thing of greater 
force in fuch cafes; efpecially if it 
be artfully managed with fome lixivial 
Salts, as in making the Soap of Tartar. 
But of this we fhall have room to fay 
more in an Effay upon the Gout, pre- 
paring for Publication. 


To Elixirate, or make Effential, any 
Animal Volatile Salts. 

Take of any’ Volatile Animal Salt 
half a Pound; put the fame weight. 
of tartarized Spirit of Wine to it, and 
it will coagulate, and is that which 
Helmont calls his Offa Alba: put this 
Salt into a Matrafs; pour upon it 
pure and ftrong diftilled Vinegar, by 
little and little ata time, till the E-\ 
bullition ceafes; then fet it in a gen- 
tle Heat of Sand, with a Head and 
Receiver well luted: there will fir 

come’ 
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come over a fubtile Liquor, dropping: frequenting the Phyfic Gardens, and 


from the Nofe of the Alembic 3 after 
that will fublime into. the Head. a 
moft glorious Salt, white as Snow, 
in figure like large Flowers of Ben- 
jamin 3 ofa quick, pleafant, penetrat- 
ing Scent, and a very agreeable Tatfte. 

In this Operation a watchful Eye 
mutt be had, that as foon as the Cryf- 
tals are perceiving to give in the Head, 
the Cucurbit muft be drawn out of 
the Sand, and the Head and Recéiver 
taken off; put the Spirit and Salt a- 
part into Phials well ftopt. ‘ This 
Sale will unite with Salt of ‘Tartar ; 
and readily diffolve in Spirit of Wine. 
It is extremely penetrating; anda 
moft effectual Diffolvent of vegeta- 
ble and animal Subftances ; as well 
as a powerful Diuretic and Sudorific; 
and 1s therefore good in all chronic 
Difeafes. Its Dofe is from 10 to 50 
ot 70 Drops, in any convenient Ve- 
hicle. 


{Having examined the Materia me- 
- dica, as diftinguifbable into Claffes, 
with regard either to their Virtues, 
er Textures; and given fuch Prepa- 


rations of them as are performed by 


the Chymical Pharmacy; it may be 
next of fome ufe to confider them in 
inetr natural Produdtions, as they are 
divifible into Flowers, Seeds, Barks, 
Roots, Gums, aud the like, in order 
to preferve them in the bef? manner 
pufible for ufes and to know them to 
have been thus ordered, or not, when 
we meet with them in the Shops; or 
whether likewife they have been adul- 
terated by foreign Mixture. . But it 
may be neceffary, previous hereunto, to 
objerve, that the Opportunities bere 
taken for fuch Inquiry, will admit 
Examination only of fuch things as 
are conflantly kept dry in the Shops, 
and as they fiand in the ujual Cata~x 
fogues 3; it beine impoffiole ta be ac- 
quainted with thie things which in 
their Seafons come green to the Mar- 
ket, aud are immediately ufed, but by 


Botanic Ledtures. 

Of the former therefore, we are 
here more particularly concerned to be 
acquainted with. The Flowers, which 
come firft in order v4 Production, are 
Jew in number, and thofe differing in 
degrees of goodnefs only, as they are, 
Srefo, and well fcented, or have loft 
thofe Properties by time, or ill keep- 
ing. The Saffron is the only Simple 
of this Glafs, capable of, or worth a- 
dulteration, which is fometimes prac- 
tifed by a Mixture of foreign Saf- 
Sron, commonly the Spanith, with one 
part of Englith, or of o/d with news 
both which are eafily known by the 
Figure and Colour of the Chives, as 
alfa by the Stain they give in Tinétures 

There are likewtfe but few of the. 
Herbs in the Druggifis Catalogues 3 
and none of them capable of foreign 
Mixture; fo that it is requird only, . 
that they be as frefh as pofible; and 
for all Ujes, where they are to be res 
duced to Powder, and given in Sub- 
Stance, that they be picked clear from 
Stalks, and decay'd Leaves: but Dif- 
tillation or Decottion requires lefs Gare. 

The Seeds make a very large part of 
the Materia medica, dut thofe which 
are moft in ufe, are fuficiently in eves- 
ry one's acquaintance; and the only 
Infiances of this Clafs, in which we 
are liable to be fraudulently impofed 
upon, are the Semina Cardamomi mi- 
nora, for which may be fubftituted the 
majora, commonly called, Grains of 
Paradife ; and the Semina Santonica, . 
which are the Seeds of a foreign Worms. 
wood, but fometimes mixed or coun- 
terfeited with our common Wormwood 
Seed. The Mark of Goodne/s in all 
otber Seeds, is only their Frefbne/s, ~ 
which is difcernable by the quicknefs 
of their Scent and Tafte, 

The Roots likewife fupply a great 
many things of much Uje and E ficacy + 
and the Goodne/s of them is judged by 
the Prefervation of their natural Scents 
and Seundne/s. The Aromatics ang 

| freced 
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“fweet feented Roots much the fooneft 
decays and for that reafon, in keeping, 


_ gught to be referved as clofe as poffible. 


The pungent and acrid Simples alfo of 
this Clafs, are viable to the fame wafte, 


and therefore require the Jame Care in 


keeping 3 but the Roots, whofe medi- 


inal Virtues confit chiefly or altoge- 


ther in their Rofins, are fubje to no 
_ other damage, than from Worms and 


jin ne 


Rottennefs, which is very eafily dif- 
cover’d; and the Choice of the/e, when 
found, is determined by their Com- 


 patiness and Weights and in the Jalap: 


and \pecacuanha particalarly, by their 


| blackifh and foining Colour, becaufe 
 fuch contain the moft Rofin.

Some fee of thefe, from their like- 
nefs, are liable to be confounded with, 
or fubftituted for one another, where 
‘their difference in, price or Scarcity 
may prove a temptation to [uch Frauds, 
as the Zedoary for the Caflamunair ; 


_ Rhapontic for Rhubarb ; and the dif-

ferent kinds of Valerian. 


The Woods ufed in Medicine are 
but few, and thofefo well known, that 


| there requires but little Examination 


of thems; and the more efpecially, as. 


they are fubje& to but little Change in 
keeping, and liable to no Adulteration 


of any consequence. 


In the Barks there is nothing re- 
markably different. from the preceding 
Claffes, but the difference of Goodne/s 
in the Cortex Peruvianus, and the 


' Hikene/s of Caffia to Cinnamon, which 
_ makes one often fubftituted for the o- 


ther; but the former may be known by 


| @ Slimine/s in the Mouth, and an em- 


pyreumatical Tafte in Diftillation, 


which the Cinnamon hath not; and of 


the latter, that is accounted beft, which 
is moft bright and bitter. 

“The Gums make a confiderable 
Branch of the Materia medica; #0 
which likewife may be added the Bal- 
fams, ‘Turpentines, and in{piffated 


_ Juices; as they agree much in the 


wauner of their Production, Texture, 
Management by Pharmacy, and lighle- 
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nels to fpoil by keeping, or fopbiffi- . 
cation. ~ , 
The moft common Marks of Good-' 
nefs in all thefe are, to be free from 
dirt, or any accidental Mixture; and 
to have their re[pective Scents genuine, . 
and firong. But notwithftanding all- 
pofible Care, thefe are frequently adul~ 
terated or counterfeited, either by rea~ 
fon of their fcarcity, or likenefs to o- 
ther things of much lefs value.» Thus 
even the Gum Arabic is mixed with, 
or wholly ccunterfeited by common 
Plumb tree Gum. Zhe Galbanum,’ 
when ftrained, is often mixed with 
Burgundy Pitch; for Maftich is: 
Sometimes fubftituted Olibanum; and’ 
Frankincenfe for both. The Balfants 
and Turpentines, befides their parti- 
cular Flavours, have fometbing like- 
wife remarkable in their refpective 
Confiftencies, whith, by a good ac- 
guaintance with them, may be a help 
to foew their Goodne/s; but many of 
them are fo like, that they either eafily | 


pafs for one another, or are fo capa- 


ble of Mixture, that the better may 
fuffer. Thus the Balfam. Capivi wil? 
mix With, and make worfé the Balne 
of Gilead; as likewife will any of 
the more fluid Turpentines. The Stvai- 
burg Turpentine will take im the con:- 
mon fort, and the Chio the Cyprus 5 
all to their detriment: whith Cheats 
are not to be known, but by frequent 
refort to Samples of thofe which are 
genuine, till every deviation from then 
in Scent, Colour, and Conjiftence car 
be difcovered: Tho fomewhat may be 
done by boiling them in Water 3 for the 
finer and more {pirituous Balfams and 
Turpentines, as the Gilead and Ca- 
pivi, cil mot arrive to an hardnefss 
whereas the common Turpentines will 
quickly be brought, by fuch manage- 
ment, to the confiftence of Rofin. The 
Tolu Balfam is not eafily counterfeited, 
but its Scent is eafily imitated in its 
Preparations, either into a Syrup or 
TinGiure, by Benjamin or Storax ; and 
the Balfamum Peruvianum is /iab/e to

there; are a few Medicinal Simples,. 
and none of them of any great confe- 


quence, befides the ‘Terra Japonica, 
which hath a black fhining Colour, 
and a Roughne/s not eafily to be coun- 
terfeited ; but the Bole is commonly 
adulterated in the Shops, the true be- 
ing of a pale red colour, fattifo, and 
very adhefive to the Tongue; whereas, 
zvbat is commonly fold, is higher co- 
Loured, much more crumbly, and fuf- 
pected to be mixed with common Red 
fiarth, eo 

All the teftaceous Subftances u/ed 
in Medicine, from their affinity in 
Virtues, may be fubjoined to the pre- 
ceding; but thefe have nothing in 
them farther remarkable, than what 
hath been taken notice of in their 
Preparations, untle/s that the Oculi 
Cancrorum (far they frand in this 
Clafs) are, when dear, counterfeited 
with ‘Tobacco-pipe Clay ; but the 
counterfeit fort are more porous, and 
foft thau the genuine. And if the 
Bezoars way be here reckaw'd, it may 
Le obferved of them, that the. Occiden- 
tal are hardly worth Sopkiftication, 
being too cheap to encourage fuch a 
Practice; and that the Oriental have 
Somewhat fo peculiar, that they can- 
not be eafily palmed upon us, tf not 
genuine; aud their Goodnefs is chiefly, 
anown by the Colour they frrike upon 
chalked Paper: tho this indeed is 
counterfeited in. tke. Gafcoign’s Pow- 
der, which may imitate it pretty near- 
ly, but will not abide this Trial upon 
Paper. 

As there is nothing farther obf-re- 
able of 1b: M dicinal. Sim‘les, as they 


are reducible under general Denomi- 
nations, taken from their affinities in 
Prodution 3 what remains ill bef? 
occur as they arife in that alphabetical 
Order in which they are ranged in 
the common Catalogues. And of thefe 
the Aloes requires particular Care, 
not only that the Succotrine fort be 
ufed for all internal Prefcriptions, but 
that this fort alfo be of a bright. yel-- 
low Colour, and have as little Smell 
as poffible. . . 

Of the Caftor there are feveral 
kinds, but the Ruflia (which is the 
rounder Cod) being of an high red Co- 
lour, and of a pungent, tha not un- 
grateful Smell, is much the bef; for 
the Hudion’s Bay and New England ° 
Sort, are in longer Codsy of a dusky 
brown. Colour, and much more fetid 
to Jmell of. 

In Manna there are almof? as many 
degrees of Goodne/s,. as in the common 
Sugars; there being from white, large, . 
clear Flakes, which is moft efteem’d, 
to very brown and dirty; though the’ 
purgative Qualities are in the laft as 
firoug, and therefore as good as inthe 
finer, where it is required in Forms 
that will allow of a Clarification, or 
its Foulnefs be of no inconvenience, as 
in Glyffers. 

The Dragons-Blood comes to us very 
diffcrezt, Jome of it in large dark co- 
loured Lumps, not unlike the Bole; 
but the beft is in Drops, or little Pie- 
ces, wrappd up in Flags, and of a 
bright red Colour ; and this Colour it . 
will communicate to Oil, by boiling in 
it, as is now the way of making the 
Lucatellus’s Balfam. 

There is likewife to be met with in 
the Shops different kinds of Scammo- 
ny, fome being very black and /bining, 
which is uppofed to contain moft Rofin, 
and to be the ftronger Purgers and 
Jrou this there are intermediate forts 
to a wbitijp kind, that is horny, and 
more approaching to a gummy Sub- 
france, which is not quick in Opera~ 
tions but both thefe have their Advo- 

. Cates, 


- 


cates, fome. preferring one fort, and 
rfome the-other's tho for making the 
| “Rofitr of Scammony, the jir/t fort is 
| undoubtedly to be chofen. : 
_- Sperma Ceti differs in’ Goodne/s, 
according as it bath been more or le/s 
| refined; for it is all made from a 
very foul, finking Oil at firft. The 
larger its Flakes are, and the whiter, 
and the lefs its Scent, the more it is 
efteemed. 

The Succus Glycyrrhize Hifpani- 
cx alfo comes into the Sheps extremely 
different in Goodne/s, fome being hard, 
brittle, bitterifh, as if burnt in boil- 
ing to a confiffence, and frequently 
‘dirty, and gritty; whereas the beft 
is tough, ‘black, foining, and fmootb 
in the Mouth. 

“Thus much bath been thought ne- 
| ceffary to take'notice of, witb regara 
“to thofe Medicinal Simples which have 
any thing particular as to their Pro- 
‘dation; Choice, and liablene/s to A- 
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dulteration. But in order to retain 
all thofe- Marks to know them by, 
which are to be bad only from their | 
Colours, Scents, Taffes, and Confifi- 
encies, it is abfolutely neceffary to have 
frequent recourfe to the Things them- 
‘felves, and to compare them with the 
Defcriptions given of them by Writers 
on the refpective Subjects. 

But altho. no pretence can juftify 
the Adulteration of a Medicinal Sim- 
ple for. the worft, or the Subftitution 
of one for another, where their Vir- 
tues are different; yet there 4s fome- 
times a neceffity, when one thing can-~ 
not be had, of putting another in its 
room, which feall agree as near as 
‘poffible to its Properties; anda Lift of 
fuch Subftitutes Salenus hath. given 
us in bis Avimadverfiones in Phar- 
‘macopeelam® Bruxilienfem, zz the 
Chapter‘De Succedancis:] Quincy’s 
‘Ledturesp pag, 87, —— 93: 0° 
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Of Officinal Compofitions. 


Wy AV ING already taken fuch 
[ notice of the Medicinal Sim- 
ih ples as concerns them, ei- 
ther as they are divifible into Clafes, 
correfponding in fome common Pra- 

“perties, and requiring particular ma- 
nagement in Preparation; or as they 
afford Medicines of confiderable E fi- 
cacy from the Chymical Pharmacy: 
we now come to inguire into. the moff 
advantageous way for managing them 
in Compofition, and how to procure 
more important Effects from their u- 

_aited Virtues, than could be well had 
JSrom them when feparate. For Me- 
dicinal Compofition is, or at leaft ought 
to be, a Contrivance to obtain. Ends 
Srom thofe Materials in conjunction, 
ebich cannot be anfwered to egual ad- 
vantage from any of them fingle: but 
Sor the very fame reafon we ought not 
to have recourfe to fuch Trouble, where, 

with equal certainty, an Intention can 

be anfwered by a more fimple proce- 
dure. cin Ni 

As to the advantages of Compofition 
in general, fome carry their good Opi- 
nion of it Jo far, as to contend for an 
additional Efficacy thereby to the Vir- 
tues of particular Simples, -ebich, 
without fuch an union of them with 
others of fimilar Properties, would 


not be fo frrongly exerted. Thus Die-’ 


merbroeck, in his Notes upon the 
‘TheriacaAndromachi, Srequently fug- 
gets, that the Compofition is not only 
@ more efficacious Medicine from the 
concurrent Powers of fo many Ingre- 
dients, alike in Virtue, but that the 


. 


Several Simples contained therein, doy 
as it were, over-alt their parts, by a 
mutual Emulation, which, Pai AR 
they would not be fo provoked to de. 
Charas of the fame Subject, infinuates 
Something. alfa of the like nature. But 
how niuch foever fuch Conceits may lie” 
beyond the common way of judging con- 


cerning thefe things 3. yet thus far 
may cafily. be conceived, bow by a re- 


ular and well-contrived Compofition, 
jome Intentions of moment may be an- 
Jwered much more effeftually, and in 
Some cafes with more fafety, than from 
any fimple Medicine. 

Zo obtain then the maf? important 
Ends, and the greatef? Advantages 
pofible from Compofition, the following 
Rules will appear abfolutely neceffary 
to be particularly regarded. 

1. That one main Intention be pur- 
Jued throughout the whole. To com- 
pound a Medicine with Ingredients of 
different Virtues, in order to make it 
more extenfively ufeful, very much ha- 
xards its being good for nothing ; both 
on account of that Contrariety, or Dif- 
agreement in the things themfelves, - 
which may very probably hurt or deftroy 
one another whilft in conjunion; and 
the different manner in which they may 
acd a conftitution by their Operation. 
So that where cafes are fo complicated, 
that more than one thing of moment 
is to be done, the Means are much bet- 
ter fought for in different Medicines, 
than in any one Compound. And it 
hath been plainly owing toa negleé 
of this Rule, that fome of the old Di/~ 

penfatories 
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OF Offtcinal 


penfatorics abound with Compofitions 
which contain Ingredients, not only ve~ 
ry remote in Intention, but fometimes 
even oppofite, and repugnant in Qua- 
lities io each other. And it is great- 
by to be feared, moft of the more com- 
plex Campofitions are chargeable with 
ibis Fault; that is, of aiming at too 
euch in one thing. But this Error 
is no where fo remarkably fallen into, 
as in fome of the old Emplafters, where 
‘we foali frequently meet with Ingre- 
dients bot and cold, Repellers and 
Drawers, Difcuffers and Suppuratives 
togethers as if the Contrivers, in dif- 
fidence of what way an obftruéted Mat- 
ter might take to throw itfelf of 
were rejolved ta provide for it all ways s 
and foin reality made an application 
¥ evbat could do juft nothing at all. 

he fame bad way of judging, like- 
wife ujed to farnifh us with plenty of 
Catholicons, and. univerfal Purgers, 
where the Compofition was defigned to 


contain Jometbing againft all Humours’ 


| but thefe are now juftly come into neg- 
lei. All the true advantage then of 
Compofition, is ta choofe fuch a fet of 
Simples, whofe Medicinal Virtues do 
all fa contribute to the fame End, that 
in conjunction, they may be more likely 
to anjwer that End, than any of them 


_fingly could be expected to do. Thus 
_ out of thee fetid Gums, for inflances 


which are generally prefcribed in by- 
frie Affettions, Ammoniacum, Gal- 
banum, Opopanax, or any three or 
four of thent, may be put together to 
advantages becaufe every one of them 
 fingly might fail to reach the tafe in 
_ fome particular Conflitutions, whereas 
thus in conjunction, there is a much 
greater chance to fucceed: And tho’ 
the benefit may perhaps be affiguable to 
fome one, yet they all by a fimilitude 
- of Qualities have their chance to be 
“that one, and therefore the End is 
more likely tube anfwered. Thus like- 
wife in Stomachics, fome variety of 
Bitters and Spices together are, for the 
Jame Reafins, more likely to do fervices 


Compofitions. 
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than any fingle Ingredient, net only 
from the greater chance of fome one 

among? fo many agreeing with a par- 

ticular Conftitution, but from a con- 

currence of Properties, all confpiring 

to the fame Eud. The fame may be 

obferved of Peforals, Emollients, or 

Compofitions of any other view: But 

this by no means juftifies mixing thefe 

different things one with another, tha 

in cafes complicated enough to require 

more than one Intention to be. anfwer- 
ed at atime. An byfteric Patient 

may want Stomachics, as alfo one la- 

ouring with an Afthma, but Bitters 

are. not therefore to be joined with fe- 

tid Gums in any one Forms or with 

Emollients, or Peforals. But both on 

account of neatne/s, and efficacy in eve- 

ry Mixture, an uniformity of Inten- 

tion is beft preferveds and coraplicated 

cafes are moj? conveniently provided for 

by different Forms, exbibited at times 

leaft interfering with one another. 

2. Another thing warth our confi- 
deration in Compofition is, that when 
a fet of Simples are chofen, agreeing 
in Intention, too many of them be not 
crouded in together: a few of like ef- 
ficacy may.concur and alfift each otber 
in Operation, and anfwer with more 
certainty, by fome little varieties in 
the fame Qualities, extending the vir- 
tues of the whole farther than could 
be expelled from either fingly, as was 
before obferved; but when a great ma- 
ny are crouded in, itis a great chance 
but fome will rather prove clogs te 
the Efficacies of others, than alfifeants 
to them; anda much greater hazard 
is rifqued of having in them something 
difagrecable to particular Conftitutions. 
Thus for inflance, in Jeletting a fet 
of Aromatics for a Cordial, in a 
diftilled Water, or any stber proper 
Form, not only the utmoft Care is te 
be taken, that they be all of this Cla/s, 
but likewife, that they are the moft 
fragrant, and the mofi fuitable in all 
their Qualities to this Intentions as 
Rofemary,, Marjorar, Lavender, and 
a 


Joe 
a@ few more of like Flavours and Vola- 
tility: But if every thing, that claims 
@ place in this rank from fome one 
guality, was to be admitted, the com- 
pofition, infiead of obtaining an uni- 
Sorm, and.an agreeable Scent andTafte, 
would be confounded into a difpaffeful 
and naufeous Medicine: For after all 
thofe, which excel in any one particu- 
lar Property, moft fuitable to the main 
Intention of the Medicine, are chofen 
out; all Additions afterward cannot 
but make it worfe, either by fubtrad- 
ing from the Efficacies of the better 
fort, which then cannot be admitted in 
fuch large proportions, or difturbing 
their Virtues and Scents with thofe 
not fo agreeable. Herein alfo, many 
of the older Compofitions are very cul- 
pable, and thofe chiefly, which have 
Leen imported to us from foreign Wri- 
ters: For many of them, which well 
enough agree in uniformity of Inten- 
tion, do notwithftanding take in fuch 
a multitude of Ingredients, that they 
are more troublefome, more unpleafant, 
and lefs efficacious, than if fewer of 
the fame Tribe only had been made ufe 
of. 
But this Fault of erouding too ma- 
ny Ingredients into one Compofition, 
does not always arife from an injudi- 
cious Fondnefs to enhance its Virtues, 
by Juch Variety, but fometimes alfo 
Srom a Notion of reftraining and qua- 
lifying the too powerful Efficacies of 
Some things, with others, which are 
commonly termed their Correctors, and 
this cuftom hath moft obtained in Ca- 
thartics. What we are frrittly and 
properly to underfiand by a Correéor, 
as it relates to this Clafs of Medi- 
cines, may be pretty eafily conceived, 
Lecaufe no more is meant by it, than 
refraining fome things of too violent 
Operation in themfelves, and caufing 
them to work more mildly. Under Jome 
preparations of the Chymical Pharma- 
cy before taken notice of, under Mer- 
curials amd Saline Cathartics, it was 
lbewn, bow this was done by leffening 
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their Stimuli, only by Comminutions 
as in repeated Sublimations; by tri- 
ture, and firing Spirit upon them 3 or, 
if they were of the refingus kind, by 
dividing them with lixivious Salts: 
But there is yet a farther waywhich 
more firittly anfwers the natural im-. 
port of this Words and that is by a 
mixture of jomewhat, that makes their 
irritations either le[s in themfelves, or 
lefs fenfible to the Membranes; and 
this is commonly by a mixture of the 
warmer Spices, efpecially the Seeds, 
or the effential Oils drawn from them. 
How thefe Materials anfwer this end, 
and obtain the name of Correétors,. 
may eafily enough be conceived by the 
direct oppofition of their manife/? Pro- 
perties to thofe of a foarp Cathartics 
which by their joft, oily texture, are 
fitted to cover, and leffen the Force 
of aStimulus. And upon the fame 
Foundation it is, that Gruel and Broths 
are direéted in the Operation of Ca 
thartics. But this neceffary Precau- 
tion by no means juftifies loading a 
Compofition with too many things, un- 
der Juch a notion, e/pecially where the 
effective Ingredients are even in them- 
Jelves mild enough, and require fuch 
large Quantities for a Dofe, as to ren- 
der them troublefome to take. And 
this fecms to be the reafon, why many. 
of the larger compound purging Elec- 
tuaries are rejected in the modern Dif- 
‘penfatories; and why thofe which are 
frill retained, are not often met with 
in Preferiptien; fix Drams, or an 
Ounce of Jome of them, being requifite 
for a Dofe. 

The Foundation of mixing Opiates 
with moft alexipharmic Compafitions, 
the larger ones efpecially, might take 
up a good deal of thought to inguire 
intos but lef? it foould be judged not 
ftridily a part of our prefent Bufinefs, 
I foall only farther obferve, that, 

3. Another very material regard in 
Compofition is, that there be a natural 
fitne/s of every Ingredient to that par- 
ticular Form it is to enter.. A fimi-

litude in their Medicinal Virtues only, 
ts not fitfficient to juftify the Collec- 
tion of Simples into a Compound, un- 
| befs there be likewife a fuitablenefs in 
_ their natural Textures for like Ma- 
_ nagement, and tobe preserved together 
in the fame Forms. Thus in a Cor- 
| dial Water, every Aromatic hath not 
a right to be there.as an Ingredient, 
by virtue of that particular Quality, 
without a fuitablene/s in it alfa from 
its natural Texture, which difpofes it 
to give out its Virtues that way to aa- 
vantage; tho there may be as few 
Exceptions perhaps to this Form, taken 
— out of this Glafs,’ as anys becaufe 
_ that very Property which entitles them 
_ to the appellation of Aromatics, fur- 

nifbes them with fomething capable of 

being brought over in Diftillation 3 
but when a fpicy cordial Flavour ari- 
| Ses from Subftances which are tena- 
 ctous, fat and oily, they are not fit 
, Sor this Form, becaufe. they will fend 
_ over what will make a Water foul, 
‘ turbid, and milky: fo that Gums and 
_ oily Seeds are but-paringly, if at all, 
_ 40.be received herein. And thus par- 
_ ticular inflances may be produced of 
/ the particular Forms, into which all 
_ the Simples of any one Clafs, are by 
» means reducible, on account of fome 
. 
, 


natural unfitneffes in their Texture for 
| fuch Forms. So that an uniformity 
and fimilitude of Texture, as well as 

Of Intention, is neceffary to be obferv- 
| ¢d in every Compofition. But the fit- 
nels or unfitue/s in this refpect, will 
j Jo eafily appear from the things them- 
_ selves, as they occur in Difpenfation, 
that it is needles to enumerate more 
particular cafes here. 
_ 4: All Compofitions ought to be 
_ render'd as agreeable as poffible to the 
Sight, Smell, and Tajtes and to be of 
efficacy enough to render a fuffcient 
quantity for a Dale, eafy to be taken. 
Thus in the liquid Forms ¢fpecially, 
every thing ought to be, avoided that 
: gives an unfightly Colour, as green 
or black, as all alkalious Subftances 
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mined with red will octafion. All 
Setid Subfiances are likewife inconve- 
nient herein, becaufe their Scents are 
more diffufed, and more perceived in 
taking, than in the dryer Forms. And 
all things very brackifo and faline, 
Sor the fame reafons, are to be com 
fined only to the dryer Forms, as the Sal 
Succini,, Ens Veneris, and the like 3 
becaufe they are very naufeous in liquid 
Mixtures. But infiances of all cafes 
neceffary to diredt us herein, cwill fuf- 
ficiently occur in palfing through the 
Several Forms themfelves. 
Thus much it hath been thought 
needful to obferve concerning Gompafi= 
tion in general ; what farther of cons 
Sequence requires our attention, arifes 
upow its divifion into Officinal and 
Extemporaneous Compofitions . 
The firft of thefe we have recourfe 
to, either upon account of Neceffity, or 
Convenience. Abundance of our Ma» 
terials are fupplied only at certain Sea». 
fous of the Year ; all Medicines there- 
fore from that Stock arefo. dire@ed, 
that they may be made at thofe Seafonss 
and preferved in readine/s in the Shops 
Sor prefent occafions: Thus many of the 
Waters, moft of thé Syrups, all the 
Conferves, as likewife almoft all the ~ 
Ointments and Oils, are to be made 
only at the Seafons, when their refpec- 
tive Ingredients are to be had in great- 
oft perfection. So that one great End 
in Officinal Prefcription, that is, the 
compiling a fet of Rulesy as a Stand- 
ard for the Shop» to go by, is to take 
in all thofe Medicinal Simples which 
afford their Virtues but at certain Sea- 
Sons, or.then to the greate? advantages 
into fome Form or others woft fuitable - 
to their make or natural production. 
‘All that branch of Pharmacy, which 


as now got into the Hands. of the Con- 


fectioners, hath been the refult of this 
necefity. What the Apothecaries yet 
retain from this Foundation, as Syrups 
and Conferves, are fo neceffarily tlog- 
ged with Sugar for their ir thas 
many of them grow into difefteem, as 

: rl . "A a Medi- 
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Medicines of themfelves not to be truft- 
ed to; neverthele/s they have their ufe, 
in giving to other Forms the neceffary 
Confiftence, or asVebicles to more effi- 
tacious Medicaments. 

The other occafion of Officinal Com- 
pofition arifing from Convenience, fur- 
nifbes us with all thofe Medicines 
which require much Trouble and Time 
to make; and the main end of fuch 

| Contrivances, is to have in readine/s 
“more efficacious Remedies, than can be 
procured in that hafte in which many 
Exigencies require them. . 
Oxe of the. mof? obvious Regards 


then in fuch Compofitions is, that no-' 


thing enter into them which is of it- 
Self foon liable to fpoil, or to burt o- 
ther things with which it is put in 
company. Thus every thing apt to 
ferment, grow. rancid, or mouldy, or 
any way indeed to deviate from its na- 
tural and required Properties, ought 
not to come into this Rank of Medi- 
eines: There are many things alfo 
which require an higher Confiftence 
for their Prefervation, than is neceffa- 
ry to the fame Forms in extemporane- 
ous Praétice. Aneglett in both thefe 
refpects is the Caufe, that fometimes 
we meet with very bad Medicines in 
the Shops, which at firft may have 
been made of very good Materials. 
And thefe Defeés occur in nothing of- 
tener than in the Species Haly, Dia- 
tragacanthi frigid. and the Lenitive 
Eleftuary, with fome others of like 
make: The firft fpoil from the Oili- 
nels of their Ingredients, which will 
not Juffer them to keep without grow- 
ing rancids and a want of due Con- 
fitence, which is a Fault in the Ma- 
ker only, and not the Prefcriber, tho 
it ought to be looked after by the lat- 
ter, is the reafon why the others fall 
into Fermentation, and are utterly 
Spoiled thereby. The Pilule Feetide 
as likewife an Inftance of a Compofi- 
tion where things are put together 
which cannot keep long without grow- 
ing mouldy. But bow to avoid thefe 


Faults, will more readily occur in exa- 
mining fome particular Compofitions. 
But not only care is to be taken, that 
in Oficinal Compofitions fuch things be 
put together, as will keep in compa- 
ny, without lofing or changing their 
Properties, but alfo, that they havea — 
Fitne/s in themfelves to preferve an 
uniform Confiftences though an Error 
in this re/pe@ can hardly be fallen 
into, unlefs in the larger Eledtuaries, 
or Confections, whereinto, if fome of 
the heavier Species are ordered, and 
particularly the teftaceous Powders, 


“with any Liquor or Moifture, not thick 


enough to fufpend them, they will fall 
to the bottom, and make the whole of 
a very unequal Confiftence. The Con- 
fectio de Hyacintho, Alkermes, E- 
le€tuarium € Saflafras, with fome o- 
thers, have been thargeable with this 
Fault; but the College have now a- 
voided thefe Inconveniencies, either by 
altering thofe Compofitions, or expung- 
ing them. 

In the laff Edition of the London 
Difpenfatory, there are a few Medi- 
cines, under the Title of Infufions, 
which cannot be fuppofed to arife from 
that of the. aforementioned Confidera-— 
tions, either of Neceffity or Convent- 
ence, in having them ready, becaufe 
they may be made at all times, and 
will not keep; fo that they muft be 
made only when called for in extempo- 
vaneous Praftice. And therefore their 
Prefcription in an Officinal Difpenfa- 
tory feems only to fave the Trouble of 
direfting thefe Ingredients feparately 
on all Occafions, as they are called for 
and to give to every Preferiber,a Form, 


for what before was diretted with 


much uncertainty. And as far as is 

confiftent with the Diverfities of Ca- 

Jes, and Circumftances, fuch Stand- 

ards might be of ufe in other Forms, 

which have not hitherto been made 
Oficinal.} Quincy’s Lecfures, pag. 

Q7 we 107. 
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’ In this Part are intended to be 
given all the Compofitions of the 
College, according to their laft A- 
mendment of the London Di/penfato- 
vy. Next will be collected many 
from Dr. Bates’s Pharmacopeias and 


afterwards from any other Author, 


or Perfon, whofe Compofitions have 
had Merit enough to bring them into 
the Shops; and give thema place in 
Prefcription. Some Recipes alfo 
will be retained, that have fallen into 
difregard ; either thro’ the difficulty 
of making, or their liablenefs to So- 
phiftication, but are of uncommon 
Efficacy ; and likewife fome inferted, 
which may be prefumed worth bring- 
ing into the Rank of Officinal Medi- 
cines; both upon account of their 


- eafy Compofition, convenient keep- 


ing, and their Efficacy in many In- 
tentions of Cure. 


Thofe of the College are given ex- 
aétly as they ftand in their own Di/-- 
penfatory: and in the fubjoined Re- 
marks, notice is taken of the particu- 
lar Alterations made from the for- 
mer; with fome Suggeftions of the 
Reafons for fo doing. The whole 
Materials of this Part are diftributed, 
as much as could be, under divers 
Seétions, according to their neareft 
Affinity and Conveniency in Prepara- 
tion; for the Method in the preced- 
ing Part, Of Simples, which has been 
directed by their Virtues and Inten- 
tions in Cure, would have made this 
too perplexing, and have given more 
trouble than the Advantages of it 
could anfwer. And in this likewife, 
asin the former, what Medicines are 
not well reducible under any particu- 
lar Divifion, have a Seétion given 
them apart at the latter end.

Of Waters, Spirits, and Effential Oils. 


N this Divifion is intended to be 
given all that is to be performed 


_by Diftillation, which has not already 


_ ¢ome in our way, under fome of the 
_ Preparations of the foregoing Part, 


and which is more properly reckon- 
ed amongit the Compofitions. And 
as the Rationale of this Procefs, or 
Manner of Preparation, has already 
been given Part I. Seétion 13. and 


many neceflary Remembrances dropt 


concerning it, in many of the fore- 


_ going Pages; it will be needlefs to 


“ 


fay any more by way of Preface to 
this Section, than that for the Rea- 
fons before given, there can be ex- 
pected no Medicines under it, but 
for the Intentions either of Cordials, 
Diuretics, or Diaphoretics: fory to 
fhorten the Controverfy, if a Ba//a- 
mic, Cathartic, or Opiate, could be 
railed by Vapour; yet the very Con- 


f 
tenders for that Opinion allow, that 
thofe Properties are much more con- 
veniently drawn out by other Pro. 
cefles: and therefore it may be con- 
cluded, that' no wife Perfon will ex- 
pect in a diftilled Water any thing 
elfe than fuch fubtile and Jight Parts 
of a medicinal Simple, as can fall in 
with the forementioned Intentions ; 
and indeed for this reafon very little 
under this Divifion comes over weigh- 
ty enough to affect even the Urina- 
ry Secretions: and therefore all 
which require groffer and more effi- 
cacious Inftruments, are excluded 
from hence ; as all that is to be done 
by the minuteft Agents, and imme- 
diately concerns the nervous Syftem, 
and its proper Moiitures, commonly 
called the Animal Spirits, is moft 
naturally comprehended herein. 


Aaz [The 
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[The firft way of managing the 
Materia Medica in the Galenical 
Pharmacy, according to the Method 
ufually taken by Difpenfatory Wri- 
ters, .is that of Diftillation. : 

Before we examine the fitne[s of fome 
of the.medicinal Simples for this Pro- 
cefs, it may be convenient to obferve, 
concerning the Inftruments employed 
therein, that they ufually have been 
of two kinds, commonly called the cold 
and the hot Still. he. Contrivance 


of the firft of thefe is Jufficiently in 


every one's acquaintance, fo as to want,. 


no Defcription.; and the reafon why it 
hath been called the cold Sull,. feems 
to be, because no more Heat is required 
than to raifea Vapour, which is re- 
turned down flowly by Drops into a Re- 
ceiver. The other is a Copper Veffel, 
worked by a. firong Fire, which boils 
_ the Materials, and fends over the moft 
volatile Parts in an hot Steams; which 
is condenfed, and cooled in its Defcent, 
by along fpiral Pipe, contained in a 
Veffel of cold Water, called its Refti- 
geratory, from whence it falls in a 
continual Stream. 

The firft of thefe feems beft fitted 
to draw off the: Virtues of thofe Sim- 
ples which are valued for their fine 
Flavour, when greens which is very 
apt tobe loft in drying. Thus Baum, 
Meadow-{weet, Damask or White 
Rofes, and all things of like Proper- 
ties in this refpet, give over much 
jiner fcented Waters this way than by. 
the hot Still : The Heat there required, 
and the quantity, of Water necefjary to 
prevent their burning to the Still, ve- 
ry much injuring their natural Fla- 
wours. But when thus managed they 
require no Water to be put to them, 
nor to be bruifed, but foould be com- 
mitted to the Still juft as they are 
Srefo gathered; and as much is to be 
drawn off as their natural Moifture 
will allows; the Fire required in this 
cafe being not fufficient to caufe any 
Empyreuma, decaufe’tis only juft e- 
wough to make the top of the Still 


moderately warm: Whoever hath feen 
what in the Shops is called a Rofe-cake, 
may eafily conceive in what Condition 
the Materials are left; which are thus 
diftilled: And as tothe Damask Rofes 
in particular, after they have been 
thus treated, they will give to a De-. 
coltion all their purgative Virtue, and 
make the Syrup ordered with them bet- 
ter.than when managed any other way. 
And it is not only very remarkable 


concerning Materials thus to beorder- 


ed, that they are burt by the leaft 
Mixture of Water, which makes it a 
Rule to gather them dry, whilf the 
Sun is upon them, and commit them 
forthwith to the Still, in order to 
have their Scents in Perfection; but 
that even bruifing them deftroys their 


: 


fine Flavour, asanyone may be eafily ~ 


convinced by trial. 

But the latter Contrivance of the 
hot Still feems bef? calculated to raife 
thofe Materials ewbich have vigorous 


Sfrong Scents, and which will not be _ 


injured by Fire,’ or any Mixture of 
common Water with thems fuch as 
‘Hyffop, Penniroyal, and the likes 
which from their natural Production 
have Jomething hot and fiery in them. 
But then we are taught by common Ex- 
perience, that theje give’ over their 
Virtues this way much better when 
dried, than when greens as every one 
may obferve in Infufion, or Decodtion 
of thefe things; for when green they 
make either of them more foul, and 
yield lefs Tafte of the Plant than when 


dried; and Water fo drawn hath the . 


Jame Difadvantages. : 
That Diverfity in the Materials 
coming under this Management, which 
requires fuch different Treatment, 
feems chiefly to confift in this. The 
lighter and finer feented Plants, whofe 
natural Flavour cannot be preferved to 
them in drying, and which we moft 
covet to preferve in their diftilled Wa- 
ters, are beft ordered by a flow Heat, 
without any Mixtures becaufe by their 


drying it appears, that their proper — 


Juices 


_ tthis Rind, that it would be blameable 


~ 
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Fuices are the beft and only Vehicles - 


for thofe Flavours. But things, whofe 
Scents and Medicinal Properties confift 
in fomewhat more grofs and fixed than 
will exhale with their natural Moif- 
tures, do better give out to common, 
Water, by Infufion, thofe very Parts 
which we want to force from them by 
Diftillation. And in nothing are we 
more obvioufly directed by Nature, than 
in this Procedure. Where we want to 


' blend fomething into this Form, that 


is fo light and volatile as not to fub- 
fift in open Air any longer than it is 
in its Growth, it is certainly beft re- 
moved from the Condition Nature left 
it in, into a Contrivance where, as it 


aries, thofe volatile Parts can be col-. 
. eéted and preferved. And what we 


call the cold Still, is nothing elfe than 
this Contrivance, where the drying of 
the Plant or Flower is only forwarded 


by a moderate warmth, and all that 
arifes from it faved for the Purpofes. 


of Medicine. But when what we 
want from a Plant is not volatile e- 
nough to rife with its natural Fuice 
in leifurely drying, it is highly rea- 
fonable to think this way infufficient to 
raife it; and therefore to have recourfe 
to fuch means as have been taken no- 
tice Ae in the other Proce/s of the hot 
Sull. 

And bere doth fo naturally occur 
our chief Rule for drying allSimples of 


not totake notice of its and that is, 


_ . always to proportion the Heat made ufe 


of, to the particular Difpofition of the 
Simple to part with its aqueous Humi- 
dity, without exhaling its natural Fla- 
vour or Scent along with it. Thus all 
the Aromatics, Flowers, and the finer 
feented Plants will not bear the Sun, 
nor to lie fo near it, even in fhade, 
‘as thofe, whofe medicinal Virtues re- 
fide in Parts not fo volatile; and in- 
deed there are very few that will bear 
the Sun at all, but are much better 
dried leifurely in the foade; thofe few 
having their Virtues in faline, earthy 


and heavy Parts, or in fuch which 
are vifcid and tenacious. Such are 
moft of the bitter and mucilaginous 
Plants and Simples; as Fumitory, 
Centaury, Carduus, Marfhmallows, 
Comfrey, and the likes but the very 
fame Properties forbid them from ever 
coming into Diftillation. . 
What is applicable to Simples from 


‘either of thele Circumftances in Ma- 


nagement, is fo likewife to Compofi- 
tions of fimilar Properties and Inten- 
tions; but howfoever conformably thefe 
may be direfted to the Rules bere ob- 
jerved, yet the much greater tediouf- 
nefs and expence of working with the 
cold Still than the hot one, makes very 
few care to comply with its fo thar 
where any thing of moment is depend- 
ed upon from this particular way, 
great care ought to be taken not to be 
deceived therein. 

But to avoid the tedioufne/s of the 
one, and the inconveniencies of the o- 
ther of thefe ways, there bath lately 
obtained a Contrivance fomething be- 
teveen both; which is by fufpending in 
a Copper Still, conveniently filled with 
Water, a Pewter Body, which is to 
hold the Materials to be drawn offs 
an Head is fitted to the latter, which 
joins to a fpiral Worm, in a Refrige- 
ratory of cold Water, as in the com- 
mon hot Still. Ingredients thus dif- 
tilled, which is properly in Balneo, 
have a greater Heat given them than 
in the cold Still, and yet by the Inter- 
pofition of the Water, in which’ the 
Veffel containing them is {ufpended, 
they have not the Fire Jo forcibly aét- 
ing upon them, as in the common way 
of the hot Still. So that all thofe 
things, which require a middle way 
between the other two.are hereby weld 
provided for; as, among/t the Sim- 
ples, Mint, Angelica, Camomile, 
and fome others, which are of a Tex- 
ture between very volatile. and: very 
fixed: And amongf the Compafitions 
the Aqua Laétis alexiteria, the fofter” 
Snail-Waters, and. thofe of fimilar 
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Propertiess but neither the very fine. 
Scented Simples, nor the heavier Com- 
pounds can be thus ordered but to dif= 
advantage. 

One of the greateft advantages of 
this Contrivance is, that Waters fo 
drawn come over much cooler than from 
the hot Still; that is, they have not 
So much of the Fire in them, (as it 
zs commonly termed;) fo that an hot 
fpicy Water, thus ordered, foall taffe 
as cool upon the Palate when juft. 
drawn, asin the other way it would 
do after it bad acquired a confiderable 
Age. But another great Benefit is 
likewife obtained this way; and that 
is, the avoiding that Foulne/s in the 
Water coming over, which arifes from 
too great Proportions of oily Ingredi- 
ents in the ordinary Diftillation: For 
tho’ a Compofition be confiderably o- 
vercharged with things of this Dif- 
pofition, yet by the relaxation of Heat 
in this Contrivance, they are fo much 
lefs forced over, that the Water will 
be much finer. Yet whether a Dimi- 
nution in the quantity of Ingredients, 
or iw the force to raife them, is the 
more eligible way to avoid this Incon- 
venience, I will not. pretend. to deter- 
mines tho I moft incline to the lat- 
ter, becaufe, without doubt, they are 
the finer parts of the Aromatics, which 
fitft rifes and confequently they muft 
be beft which come over with the leaf 
force. But this way is pralticable 
only with thofe Waters which are to 
come over highly fpirituous, becaufe 
there is not bere force enough to raife 
the others. 

In thisview, if we pafs over the 
Simple Waters wherein we are dired- 
edto draw thefe Properties, we feall 
find, that both the Wormwoods, rhe 
Carduus, aed the Fumitory, are in 
no refpect fitted for this Management: 
As to the firfi, if they have any Scent 
that will come over, itis fo much the 
worfe; because they are to moft very 
offenfive, [pecially that of the common 
Wormwood : and alljof them have their 


Medicinal Virtues only in a bitter, cara 
thy Salt, that will not rife in the Still, 
and is to be come at only by Decoétion. 
Celandine, Parfley - and Saxifrage, 
have nothing in them volatile to fend 
over in Diftillation; but abound with 
a nitrous Salt, that proves Diuretic, 
when ordered in proper Forms: and 
the Plantain and Oak Buds yield only 
avifcid, mucilaginous Fuice, which 
will afford nothing over the Helm but 
an infipid Phlegm; thatwill foon mo- 
ther and grow ropy. The fame is 
chargeable upon the Frogs Spawn, 
Succory avd Eyebright, which like- 
wife give over nothing difcernible ina 
Water: andwhat comes from Fennel, 
Joon grows rank, -and is fo ill fcented 
as not to be endured s befides its aptne/s 
to grow ropy. From Flowers, as thofe 
of Oranges, Camomile, Rofemary, 
Damask Rofes, and Elder, the mof 
Sragrant Waters are procurable; but 
Jrom the ref very little of value. The 
Citron Peel a/jo, among the Fruits, 
makes a moft delightful Water: but 
neither Ratpberries zor Walnuts fend 
over any thing that will fmell, tafte, 
or keep. The Water from Black Cher- 
ries ‘/cems by much the beff we have 
in the Shops for a Vehicle; the Ker- 
nels give it an agreeable Flavours 
and there is fo much of a Spirit ix 
the Fuice, as preferves it the Year 
round, when carefully diftilled, with- 
out decay. But thjs we are frequent- 
ly cheated in, fome making it from 
the Stones ouly, which thofe who ex- 
prefs the Fuice for other Purpofes, 
fell at a cheap rates tho thofe taken 
out from Brandy, where the Stone hath 
not been before broken, make this Wa- 
ter well enough; but fome are not con= 
tented only with thefe pieces of good 
Husbandry, but make it from other 
Kernels, aud often from nothing but 
bitter Almonds. Thefe Frauds are not 
eafily difcovered, unle/s the fubftituted 
Materials be crouded in he guanti- 
ties, (which comsnonly happens from 
she encouragement of their C beape fs) 

as 
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shat they foew a foulnefs, which is 


not at all perceivable in the genuine. 


Water. , 

It may indeed, in fome cafes, with 
good reafon be requir'd to have Simple 
Waters under the Denomination of 
Coolers, or fuch as have no other pro- 
perty than being foft Vebicles to other 
things; and -thefe are beft procured 
from inodorous or foft Subjtances, as 
‘Plantain, Frogs Spawn, and the ike. 
And certainly a diftilled Water is more 
- ftridily and fimply elementary, ani more 
a Diluter than any others but it is 


almoft impofible to keep thefe the Year 


round, which can be had only from 
Vegetables at certain Seafons; and 
therefore fuch as are defired for mere 
Diluters, or Coolers, may poffibly be 
had frefoer drawn, at any Seafon, from 
Subftances of like fmoothne/s and tex- 
ture. The Simple Waters indeed from 
_ the lighter feented Plants, as Baum, 
and the like, are very fubject to the 
fame Decay; but that may in fame 
meafure be remedied by Jprinkling the 
green Herb, before it is put into the 
Still, with alittle Spirit; which will 
be fo far from a Prejudice to the Fla- 
vour of the Water, that it will rather 
help and improve it. 
What chiefly concerns us to know 
about the diftilled Spirits and com- 
pound Waters, may be deduced from 
the Rules laid down for Compofition in 
gencral, in the preceding Lecture; 
but ibe moft principal Regards herein 
are, that every Ingredient be fitter 
than any other for this Form, both on 
account of its Virtues, and Texture 
and that they be proportioned in fuch 
quantities to ome another, that each 
may contribute its foare to the whole, 
and be no impediment to any gther in 
its Efficacy. | 
Thofe odorous Simples, which are, 
fugly, or in conjunttion only with fome 
fpicy Ingredient, moft [uitable in fu- 

gention, drawn over with a fackitious 
_ Spirit, or as it now is commonly arder~ 
ed with French Brandy, make, what 


are entitled in the Shops, the \efler 
Compound Waters, or Spirits diftin- 
guifbed by the Name of the things they 
come from; as the Aqua Abfinthu, 
and Angelica: minus compofita, the 
Spiritus. Croci, and the like s and this 
Management admirably fits the finer 


Scented. Plants, or any of the Spices $ 


which may be fo preferved as high as a 
Cordial can be taken; or diluted as 
low as any Cafe can require in extem- 
poraneous Practice. 

In this way of drawing off the 
more volatile and fcented Parts of ma- 
ny Simples, fome alfo afford avery good 
Medicine in their Refiduum, Thus — 
when the Spirit of Saffron is mades 
the Remainder may be formed into an 
Extra& of great Virtue and E ficacys 
not as a Cordial, becaufe thofe Parts 
mofily arife with the Spirit; but asa 
moft powerful Detergent in iterical 
Ca/fes, and all chronic Affections, where 
the Vilcera are foul. It may alfo be 
ordered to make the Syrupus Croci 
with this Refiduum ; for thofe who 
look upon it as a Cordial in this Form, 
ufe it to the worft advantage poffibles 
the very Term of a Cordial Syrup a/- 
moft implying am Abfurditys confider- 
ing to bow much better Purpofes things 
of that Inteution come into otber Forms. 
In the fame manner, after the Aqua 
Gentianz compofita zs come over, the 
Refiduum may as conveniently be ex- 
haled into an Extra, as if no Dij- 
tillation bad been made; and in this 
laft Inftance it is much to be queftion- 
ed whether the Refiduum be not the 
better Part on this accounts for net- 


ther Gentian nor Centaury, tho’ good 


Stomachics in Infufion, feem fitted ta’ 
fend over the Helm any thing valuable 
in that, or. in any other Intention. Af- 
ter the Diftillation likewife of the Da- 
mask Rofes, (as was before obferved 
on another Occafion) may the purging 
Syrup be made of the Refiduum to the 
bet advantage. Other Extracis have 
been procured by the fame good Husbau- 
dry in the old Difpenfatories, with the, 
be indi Oe 7 i Refidya 
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‘Refidua of the Aqua Theriacalis, A- 
‘qua Bryoniz compofita, €%¢. dut the 
modern Practice bath fo much negle&ed 
them, that they are now come intirely 
into difufe. ; . 
The more compound Waters we may 
diftinguile into Cephalics, or Cordials, 
Alexipharmics, Carminatives, Hyfte- 
“vies, and Nepbritics.  Amonz ft the 
Jirft, I reckon the Spiritus Caftorei, 
Croci, avd. Lavendule ; Aqua Pzo- 
niz compofita, Aqua Imperialis; Mi- 
‘rabilis, Stephani, azd the Cinnamo- 


“mi... Under the fecond Divifion, the 


“Agua Epidemia, T'heriacalis, Pro- 
‘theriacalis, and Laétis Alexiteria. 
Under the third, the Aqua Abfinthii, 
and Angelic magis compofita, ‘zad 
the Aqua florum Chamzmeli compo- 
fita. To the fourth belongs only the 
Aqua Bryoniz compofitas and to the 
lafi, the Aqua Raphani and Aqua Ne- 
phritica; the Aqua Limacum remain- 
ing under a different. Intention from 
them all, being defigned for a Reftora- 
tive, or Strengthner: And the Aqua 
.Gentiane, and Aqua Abfinthii minus 
compofita. for Stomachics. 
Ms this Clafs of Medicines fands 
thus ranged under fome common Inten- 
‘tion, we foall be the better able to ob- 
ferve the faitablene[s of their refpec- 
tive Ingredients to the main Deficn o 
each Compofition: And the Liberty tak- 
en in fuch Inguiry (it is hoped) will 
by uo means be thought inconfiftent with 
that vegard we owe to the Authority 
which bath cftablifbed them for Ofi- 
cinal Medicines, becaufe, in fuch Efta- 
blifoments, the refpe due to the. An- 
tiquity and long Ufage of jome Com- 
pofitions, make it almof impoffible to 
alter them in every Circumpbance as 
much as a private Fudgment might 
perhaps wifh them to be. And the no- 
tice bere taken of fuch DefeEs, is only 
in order. to dire our Choice of fuch 
things wherein they leaf appear: 
Unier the firft Divifion, in the Spi- 
rit of Lavender; the Matricaria is too 
Jitid a Plant, and mich better jits the 


_ 


Aqua Bryonix, wherern it is an’ In- 
gredient 3 all the other Ingredients 
that are ordered in Diftillation fuit- 
ing well enough to the whole; or doing 
no harms for in Diftillation an infipid 
Ingredient, as fome of thefe nearly are, 
will not binder the Afcent of thofe 
‘which afford fomething of Efficacy: 
whereas it is quite otherwife in Tine 
ture; becaufe then they do Mifchief by 
helping to load the Menftruam, and 


‘render it lefs able to’take up Parts 


which would be of tonfequence: And 
‘thus the Red Saunders and Red Rofe 
Leaves would hardly be worth putting 


into the fecond Procefs of this Medi- 


cine, were it not for the Tindure that 
ts expected from them; but e/pecially 


‘the Saundérs, to which it owes a moft 
| The Spirit of Caf- _ 


‘beautiful Colour: 
tor zs very remarkable for the exa& 
agreement of its Ingredients in every 
refpect; but it is attended with an in- 


“convenience common to all Spirits or 


Tinciures loaded with fuch Subftances, 
of changing milky when diluted for 
taking. .Tbe Aqua Peonie compo- 
fita hath fome Ingredients in it of Lit- 
tle or no efficacy to the main Purpofe, 
and others intirely unfit for this Form: 
Of the firft are-the Radix Ditamni 


‘albi, and Arittolochie longe ; nei- 
if ther of which will fend any thing dif 
cernible over the Helm. The Semina 


Peoniz, and Vifcus Quercis /ihe- 


‘ wife, howfeever agreeable they may be 
“to this Intention in other Forms,.will 
“not fend out any thing of that kind by 
\ Diftillation. 
‘ well enough into-an Emulfion, when 


fhe Seeds will make 


husked, and the Mifletoe is bef? re- 
duced into.a Powders but busking the 
Seeds to be diftilled, were they proper 
for it, is a-Circumpance very trifling. 
Tbe Cattoris bere increafed in its

» The Aqua Imperialis is very uni- 
form; both in the Virtues of its Ingre- 
dients, and their fitnefs for Diftilla- 
tion : but fome of the oily Spices, as the 
Nutmegs and Cloves, are in fuch large 
quantities, that the common way of 
drawing by the bot Still will make it 
come over very foul and milky; bow- 
ever, this bappens to be fo feldom pre- 
feribed, that it is rarely to be met with 
an the Shops. 

The Aqua Mirabilis zs umexception- 
sable, unlefs in regard to the large 
quantities of its oily Spices s and the 
Succus Chelidonii, which feems to 


contribute fo little toit, that very few 


‘give themfelves the trouble to put it in. 
-. The Aqua Stephani is in a le/s de- 
gree culpable in this refpect, fo that it 
makes a very agreeable Cordial; but 
the Penniroyal is mo advantage to it, 
the feridne/s of that better juiting it 


“for an Hyfteric in the Aqua Bryoniz 
“comp. 


The Aqua Epidemia takes in many 
things for which it is not mach, jf at 


vall, the better; as the Celandine, 


Agtimony, Carduus, Centaury, Be- 
tony,! and Gentian Roots; and in- 
deed the whole is by many not fo well 
-efteemed as the foregoing, either for 
its uniformity of Intention, or Effi- 
cacy. 3 

The Juices of Walnuts, Carduus, 


‘ana Marigolds, are reckoned to con- 


tribute but little to the Aqua Theria- 


‘ealis. — The reft of the Ingredients a- 


gree in every refpe; and the difulled 
Vinegar, as now ordered to be put in, 
is a very great Improvement. to the 


| Medicine. 


~ The Aqua Protheriacalis is fo Jel- 
dom made or prefcribed, that we need 


| Seti! Of Waters, Spirits, and Effential Oils. 36% 


| Scents and therefore it is: much better 


not be. very careful about it; tho’ it 
hath fome Ingredients for which it is 
little the better; as the Scabious; Car- 
duus, avd Goats Rue. 

The Aqua Lattis alexiter is /ikcewi/e 
chargeable with redundancy in the Car- 
duus, Goats Rue,zzd Meadow-fweet 3 
unle{s itis defigned as an Infipid, and 
for the fame purpofe as was taken no- 
tice of concerning fome Simple Waters 

from Plaintain, Frogs-Spawn, andthe 
likes but then the Wormwood, Rue, 
and other Ingredients would be blame- 
able, and its Title Alexiterial. would 
be wrong: However, this is the com- 
mon Diluter or Vebicle in the Shops, 
ufed for Fuleps and Draughts. ; 

Among ft the Carminatives, the A- 
qua Abfinthii ad Angelice magis 
compolita are fuficiently. uniform in 
their Intentions, but have too many of 
the oily Seeds to let it come over fine, 
efpecially the latter; but they are nei- 
ther of them much prefcribed or made. 
The Aqua Floram Chamemeli com- 
pofita begins greatly to obtain in Pre- 
Jcription; and would.be a much more 
pleafant Medicine, were the common 
Wormwood and Penniroyal omitted 
becaufe they both fend ‘over an ungrate- 
ful Flavour... 

The Aqua Bryoniz compofita takes 
in fome of the. moft efficacious of. the 
fetid Simples, and [eems admirably 
well contrived for the Intention of an 
Hyfteric, fo far'as their Virtues are 
procurable this way: But they who 
‘would have it good, muj? expect it ve- 
ry foul and milky; for where it is 
otherwife, either it bath been defraud- 
ed of its due quantity of the beft In- 
gredients, or their better Parts bave 
been precipitated with Alum, or taken 
out with the Filtre. ; 

The Aqua Raphani compofita aims 
at the Intention of a Diuretics but 
will, if good, be attended. with the 
like Foulne/s as the former. The fame 
alfo happens to the Aqua Nephritica, 
from the quantity of Nutmegs in it. 


The 
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The Aqua Limacum tenuis cop/j/s 
fo much of mucilaginous Ingredients, 
that what comes over foon grows ropy 
and four, efpecially in warm Weather 
and the quantity of Canary direfed in 
the Aqua Limacum. fortis, g//. wot 
without good care preferve it from the 
Jame Inconvenience : fo that all of this 
Intention are much better direfbed in 
extemporancous Prefcription, not only 
qn account of having them frefh, but 
alo better juited ta the Circumftances 
of particular Cales, which frequently 
vary in toe Patients requiring them. 

Tf we confider the Wormwood and 
Gentian Waters as Stomachics, Little 
ean be expected from thems because the 
Materials they are drawn from are 
wot fuited to fend any thing over by 
Diftillation, that comes within this 
Entention : fo that if there be any 
thing good in them, we are more be- 

— bolden to the Spirit than the Ingredi- 
ents for it. After the Gentian Wa- 
ter is drawn, the Extraf is ceafily 
made from its Refiduum, as hath been 
already objerved. ' 

Amongft the Aque Medicamen- 
tofee, the Sapphirina is mof in ufe as 
a. Collyrium, and remarkable chiefly 
for its beautiful Colour.. The Aqua 
Aluminofa is ufed chiefly as a Lotion 
in cutaneous Foulueffess but tis fel- 
dom preferibed. 

Very little by Diftillation comes un- 
der the Care of the extemporaneous 
Prefcriber, hecaufe the time required 
jar fach Medicines feldam fuits with 
the urgency of acute Cafes; and they 
are feldom had recourfe to in chronic 
Diftempers, but in Circumftances where 
the Snail-Waters are dire&ed; and 
thofe are varied by the Prefcriber, as 
his Fudgment is determined by parti- 
cular Symptoms.} Quincy’s Lefures, 
Pag. TLO——e 124. 


A Simple Water is intended to 
draw out the Virtues of any Herd, 
Seed, Flower, Root, &c. which may 
be more conveniently given in that 


Form, than in any other; but be- 
caufe the:Ph/egm or watry Parts of 
any medicinal Simple, is no better 
than common Water undittilled ; 


therefore all thofe Ingredients which - 


in Dittillation afford nothing but a 
Phlegm, as may be difcovered. by 
the Scent and Tafte of what comes 
over, are not fit for the Sz//Z, For 
which reafon the Co//ege have now 
rejected all that they judged ufelefs 
for their Purpofes; and have retain’d 
only the following, 


From the Leaves and Buds of 
Both the Wormwoods, Angelica, 
Carduus B. Succory, the greater Ce- 


landine, Eyebright, Fennel, Fumi-: 


tory, Hyffop, Marjoram, Baum, 
Mint, Parfley, Plantain, Penniroyal, 
Oak, Rue, Saxifrage, and Meadow- 
sweet. 


From the Flowers of 
Oranges, Camomile, Beans, Lilies 
of the Valley, red Poppies, Cowilips, 
Piony, Rofemary, White, Red and 
Damask Rofes, Elder, and Limes. 


From the Fruits. of 
Citrons. (the Peel) Rafp-berries, 
Green Walnuts, and Black Cherries : 
from 12 Pound, of the latter of 
which, bruifed with the Stones, 
draw 1 Gallon. 


From an Animal. 
Frogs-Spawn. “ 
Herein is made a very. great Re- 

duétion of the Simple Waters; and 
certainly with good reafon; becaufe 
there were not only many before 
ordered of no Efficacy, but likewife 


they were fo numerous, that a great _ 


deal of needlefs trouble and expence 
were employed to keep them all in 
readinefs, Is may poilibly be dif- 


puted, whether ail thefe now re- —— 


tained, are of Importance or Efficacy 
enough to deferve it; but it isto be 
remember’d, that very little depend- 


ancg 


ow 


ance is had upon any Simple Water; 


they being feldom ufed but as Ve- 
hicles to things of greater Virtue: 


and in many Circumitances a Vehi- 
_ ‘cle is fo much the better, for being 


deftitute of any Medicinal Flavour or 


" Tafte, as it the more gratefully con- 
_ veys down what the greateft ftrefs 
is laid upon. 


But here it may not 
be amifs to advertife the Reader, that 
whatfoever Properties any Simple has 
from the Groffnefs or Solidity of | its 
Parts, which make it aétas an Emetic, 
Cathartic, or Afringent 3 the Ref- 
duum, which is left after Diftillation, 


will remain in full poffeffion of thems 


and therefore the Operator may huf- 
band itaccordingly. Thus the purg- 
ing Syrup of Rofes, isas well made 
after the Damask-Rofe Water is 
drawn off, as if the Flowers were 
juiced, or put into Infufion ; becaufe 
nothing of a Cathartic Quality rifes 
with the Water; and the Syrup of 
dry’d Red-Rofes, may be as well 
made with the Refiduum after the 
Water is drawn off, for the fame 
reafon ; and fo of many others. The 
fame alfo holds good as to Extraés, 
of Virtues not communicable to what 
rifes in Vapour; and therefore all 
fuch Extracts, as of Gentian, and 
many others, are mo{t. conveniently 
made with what is left after Diftilla- 
tion; concerning which we fhall fee 
further when we come to Extraés, 
under another Seétion. | 

Of thefe Waters,tho’ they all bring 
ever fomething befides Phlegm, as 
is manifeft from the Smelland Tafte 
of the refpective Simples whence they 
are drawn; yet itis fo faint in fome 
of them, that they will not keep long 
without mothering and growing ro- 
py. Such therefore fhould have a 
{mall quantity of Spirit thrown into 
the Still with them; about one Pint 
toeach Gallon intended to be drawn 3 
which will not alter the Virtues, but 
make the. Water keep much longer,

ought to have their Stones all broke ; 
becaufe from the Kernel proceeds the 
chief Part required; for which rea- 
fon many make the Water from the 
Prefling, after the Juice is taken out 
for other ufes; and fome even from 
bitter Almonds, as they yield a Wa- 
ter not to be diitinguifhed from the 
other, The Waters, whofe Excel- 
Jency confifts in their Flavour, as the 
Orange-Flower, and Damask-Roje Wa- 


ters, ought to be drawn into a Re 


ceiver fitted to the Worm with a 
Bladder, as before direéted under the 
Preparation of Simples; fo that no 
Particles may exhale and be loft. As 
for the Red and White-Rofe Waters, 
which are expected in the Shops; 
they are very honefily deceived, who 
have Damask-Rofe Water diluted, put 
upon them for the other; becaufe 
there is nothing rifesfrom either in 
the Still,but what is common to them 
all; which is in the Scent: and there. 
fore, as the Damask moft abounds 
with that, it is very imprudent and ill 
husbandry to diftil the other; altho? 
the Refiduums areas different as can 
be; that of the Damask being purga- 
tive, and that of the Red affringent, 
as was before obferved. 

[Tbe Simple Waters are rarely met 
with in Perfection s for want of duly 
attending to the neceffary Directions 
Sor drawing them. Some Vegetables 
are beft diftilled green; as Baum, 
Sc. others drys as Penniroyal, 9c. 
In general they fbould have twice 
their own weight of Water added to 
them in the Still; and not above a 
fourth or fixth part of it drawn off. 
For if drawn too low, Simple Waters 
have their Faints, as well as the 
Spirituous or compound kind. Avainy 
Jome require to be feveral times toho- 
bated, or returned upon frelb Parcels 
of the Plant, to give them a fufficient 
degree of richne/s; as Baum Water 
in particular; and others are too much — 
impregnated with Oil at the firft Dij- 
tillation ; as Penniroyal, &¢: whence 

all 
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all the Oil that floats upon them Joould 
be carefully token off. Laftly, thofe 
that contain a more fixed Oil, foould 
be imperfectly fermented before they are

The leffer Compofition of Wormwood 

Water. ; 

.. Take of the Leaves of dried Worm. 
wood 2 Pound; of the leffer Carda- 
mom Seeds 2 Ounces: and of Cori- 
ander Seeds half.a Pound.  Infufe 
them all in 4 Gallons ‘of French 
Brandy ; and draw off the fame quan- 
tity by Diftillation. 

This differs chiefly from the for- 
mer, by fubftituting Cardamom and 
Coriander Seeds in the room of the 
Anifeeds ; which make it more cor- 
dial and grateful to. the Stomach; 
the Anifeeds yielding too foul an Oil 
to fuit it for fuch Purpofes. After the 
fame manner, omitting the Seeds, 
may be made the Spirit of any me- 
dicinal , Plant whatfoever; that is 
thought proper for fuchManagement. 
This indeed is commonly ufed in 
Stomachic Infufions, ona fuppofition 
that it claims a. Right to fuch Vir- 
tues. from the Wormwood; but the 
Water rifing from it, partakes ‘not of 
thofe Qualities which belong to it-in 
‘Tinture ; fo that it feems only to be 
carminative from the Spice and Seeds 
now ordered in it, 


Aqua Abfinthii magis Compoflita, 
The greater Compofition of Worm- 
wood Water. - 
Take of common Wormwood and 

that of the Sea, dried; each 1 Pound ; 


of Sage, Mint and Baum dried, ana. 


2 Handfuls;. of the Roots of Galan- 
gal, Ginger, Calamus Aromaticus, 
and Elecampane; of the Seeds of 
{weet Fennel and Coriander, each 3 
Drams ; Cinnamon, Cloves,and Nut- 
megs, ana 2 Drams; of the lefler 
Cardamoms andCubebs,ana 2 Drams, 


and fuch like Intentions, 


Cut and bruife the Ingredients as 
they require; and’ after fome time 
infufing of them in 12 Pound of 
French Brandy; draw off the fame 
quantity by Diftillation. 

This differs from the former in 
rejecting ‘Liquorice Root and Rai- 
fins; which can have no effe@ in 
Diftillation ; and in allowing a great.

ing fine to the Eye, or grateful to

Aqua Angelice magis Compofita, 
The greater Compofition of Angelica 
ater. . 

‘Take of Angelica Root, and the 
Leaves of Carduus, ana 6 Ounces; of 
Baum and Sage,ana 4 Ounces; of An- 
gelica Seeds 6 Ounces; and of {weet 
Fennel Seeds, 9 Ounces, Let the 
dried Herbs and Seeds be grofly 
bruifed; and add to them of Cin- 
namon 2 Drams; of Cloves and 
Mace, ana 1 Dram and half; of 
Nutmegs, and the leffer Cardamom 
Seeds, ana1 Dram; of Cubebs and 
Galangal Root, ana.1 Dram and 
half; of Jamaica Pepper and Saffron, 
ana 1 Dram,  Infufe them in 2 
Gallons of French Brandy ; and draw 
off as much by Dittillation, 

This hath rejected the Species 
Diamofcu Dulcis, and Aromaticum 
Rofatum, that were in the former; 
one of thofe Compofitions | being 


‘wholly expunged the new. Difpen- 
_fatory ; and in their room are added 


Spices more conveniently an{wering 
the fame Intentions. But in this the 
Carduus avails nothing, and the Sweet 
Fennel Seed is in too great a Quanti- 
ty: which will make the Water foul 
and milky. The lait Runnings of all 


the foregoing Waters are worth keep- 


ing {feparate, for carminative Juleps,

This is a very untoothfome 
Compofition; but admirably well

in it, except the Dzttany, which does 
not contribute thereto. ‘The Ingre- 
dients ordered to be-juiced, are them- 
felves better put into the Still, only 
they take up more room : fora great 
deal may remain in the Preflings, 
which would rife, and come over 
with the Water. This is much pre- 
feribed in Hy/ferical Cafes; and is 
very forcing upon the Urerus 3, which 
makes it given to promote Delivery, 
and forward the proper Cleanfings 
afterwards ; as alfo to open menftrual 
Obitructions, and in abundance of 
other Female Complaints.

Flowers of Red Rofes, Sage, Rofe- 
marty, Betony, Stechas, Borrage, Bu- 
glofs, ana 1 Dram and a half; Citron 
Peel 3 Drams: bruife them all toge- 
ther into a grofs Powder; and infufe 
them two or threeWeeks inr 2 Pound 
of French Brandy; then draw off as 
much by Diftillation ; and put to the 
Water of the Species Diambra, Aro- 
wmaticum Rofatum, Diamofcu dul. Dia- 
wmarg. frig. Diarrbod. Abbat. and 
Elett. de Gemmis, ana 3 Ounces; yel- 
Jow Saunders 2 Drams, Ambergreafe 
and Musk, ana 1 Scruple ; and of the 
Fulapium rofatum 1 Pound : let them 
all ftand together for one’ Month; fre- 
guently fhaking the Veffel; and then 
decant or filter the Liquor for ufe. 
The firft Inferters of this in the 
London Difpenfatory, feemed by the 
Name they gave it, of Heavenly Wa- 
ter, to have a great efteem for it; but 
it is not fo much valued of late, for 
we do not often find it prefcribed ; 
and ’tis now quite left out by the Co/- 
fege; tho’ it is a wonderful good Ce. 
phalic and Cordial, where Perfumes 
are not offenfive. Inthe Decays of 
Age, and languifhing Conftitutions, 
there is hardly any Compofition ex- 
cels it, for faddenly reviving the Spi- 
rits. It greatly warms the Blood, and 
quickens its Circulation: for which 


reafon alfo it provokes Venery. This. 


little differs from the 47ua Vite Mat- 
thioli, which is in the Auguftan Dif- 
penfatory, under the Title of Esixir 
Vitz ; and there ftands recommended 
for all nervous Infirmities, and parti- 
cularly fuch as are the Confequences 
of Apoplexies and Epilepfies; as Pal- 
fies, Lofs of Memory, and the like. It 
may be givenfrom 2 Drams tozOun- 
ces; but 1 Ounce is pretty well fora 
Dofe: and it is better to repeat it of- 
ten, than to take too much ata time. 


This is a tedious perplexed Recipe 
and fome of the compound Species 
ordered in it are feldom made; their 
Ingredients therefore may be afreth 
difpenfed for this purpofe; tho’ there 
are many which may as well be omit- 
ted; too numerous to particularize 
here. ‘They are to be diftinguithed 
by their want of an aromatic Flavour; 
for whatfoever has not that, cannot — 
fall in with the Intentions of this 
Compofition, Zwelfer greatly blames 
fome parts of this, in his Animadver- 
fions upon the Augaftan Difpenfatory x: 
and gives a new Recipe of his own, 
which is every jot as tedious, and ma- 
ny things im it as fuperfluous; but the 
moft coneife of the Germans aré very 
prolix and redundant in their Pre- 
{eriptions. 


Aqua Epidemia, Plague-Water. 

Take of the Leaves of Celandine, 
Rofemary, Rue, Sage, RomanWorm- 
wood, Dragons, Agrimony, Baum, 
Scordium, the leffer Centory, Cardu- 
us Ben. Betony, and Mint, ana z 
Handfuls; of the dried Angelica Root,’ 
Zedoary, and Gentian, ana 1 Ounce 3/ 
of the Virginia Snake-root half an 
Ounce. Let them be infufed in x 
Gallon of French Brandy; and draw 


off 10 Pound by Dittillation. 


This very much differs from the 
old Difpenfatory ; and befides the ad- 
dition of many new Herbs, leaves out 
the Maiter-wort, Piony, and Butter- 
bur Roots; infomuch that the Inten- 
tion of the Medicine feems changed 
from an Alexipharmic into a Cardiac. 
It is taken from Shipton’s Additions 
to the former Difpentatory ; andisnot 
by many fo much efteemed as the 
former Plague-Water ; {everal Ingre- 
dients of moft Efficacy there, being 
here neglected ; and many in this ei- 
ther ufelefs or foreign to the Intention. 

[Te Aqua Epidemia of the Edin- 
burgh Di/penfatory feems much prefer- 
able to this 3 and is ordered thus. 

Take of the Roots of Mafter-wort,and 

Butter-

derian, Snake-root, and Zedoary, each 
X Ounce and a balfs the Leaves of

Ounces; the Seeds of Angelica and 
thofe of Lovage, Funiper-berries, and 
Bay-berries, each 2 Ounces. Bruife, 
lice, or cut the Ingredients as they re- 
guires pour thereon of French Brandy 
2 Gallons and abalf; and when they 
have ftood to digeft for four Days, draw 
off the like quantity.] 

Aqua Gentiane Comp. Compound 

Gentian-Water. 

Take of GentianRoot fliced1 Pound 
and a half; Centory the leffer, with 
its Flowers, ana 4 Ounces: infufe 
them for fome Days in 6 Pound of 
ae Brandy ; and then diftil 1 Gal- 
on. 
This Water is frequently prefcrib- 
ed as a Stomachic; and commended 
asa Deterger, to do fervice in Drop- 
fies, the Jaundice, and any Obftruc- 
tions of the Vi/cera; and is given from 
2 Drams to 2 or 3 Ounces at a Dole. 
But in truth thefe Ingredients give fo 
little that will rife in Vapour, that the 
Spirit comes over but with a very 
fmall alteration; fo that they who are 
fond of the Virtues as they ftand re- 
commended in thofe Ingredients, mutt 
look for'them in the Extraét, or never 
diitil them; and that is eafily made, 
by ftraining and evaporating the Re- 
fiduum; and is much ufed in the 
Shops, chiefly with Stomachics and 
Deobftruents, when they are prefcrib- 
ed to be made into Pills. S.a/zon, in 
his Notes upon this Water, {ays it is 
a Prefervative in Peftilential Seafons, 
excellent againft the Rickets, helps 
Stitches in the Side, and provokes the

equal Reafon and Confiftency, that 
wretched Scribbler might have faid it 
would cure Corns, broken Bones, and 
Apoplexies.

Take Flowers of Rofemary zoOun-

ces, rectified Spirit of Wine 36 Oun- 
ces: let them infufe for fome Days 3 
then draw off as much as there was 
Spirit put on. 

This is moft conveniently made by 
the Copper Alembic ; taking care that 
the Receiver is clofed with ‘a Bladder 
to the end of the Worm. And this 
way common Spirit may be as well ’ 
ufed as the rectified ; obferving not to 
draw it fo low as to be cloudy: for 
after a certain Standard, the oily part 
of the Flowers, which is confiderable, 
will turn it milky. What runs after. 
wards, as a great deal will, which yet 
{mells and taftes ftrong of the Flow-. 
ers, may either be kept to throw into 
the Still again, when the fame is to be 
made; or ufed in the Shop for a {mall 
Spirit of Rofemary : and the laft Run- 
nings of all may pafs fora Simple Was 
ter under the fame Title. ‘The Vir. 
tues of all thefe are to be known from 
the Simple; which fee Part JI. Sef. 
The College have rejected this out of 
their new Di/penfatory; and indeed 
what is imported from France and 
Countries where the Rofemary moft 
abounds, is fo good and cheap, that it 
is hardly worth any body’s while to 
make it here, unlefs the wholefale 
Dealers; for thefe Gentlemen can, in 
an inftant, brew the largett quantity, 
at avery {mallexpence. ‘Their way 
is, to impregnate reétified Spirit of 
Wine with the chymical Oils of Rofe- 
mary and Lavender; and this, with a 
good Affurance, and a French Title, 
they palm upon the Nation for right 
French Hungary Water. 


Aqua Imperialis, Lmperial Water. 
Take Peels of dried Citrons and 
Oranges, of Nutmegs, Cloves, and 
Cinnamon, ana 2 Ounces; Roots of 
Cyprefs, Florentine Orrice, Calamus 
Aromaticus, ana Ounce; Zedoary, 
Galangal, Ginger, ana half an Ounce} 
Tops of Lavender and Rofemary, ana 
2 Handfuls ; Leaves of Bays, Mar-— 
joram, Mint, Sage, Thyme, ana 
Hand- 
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Handful ;. frefh Flowers of white and 
damask Rofes, ana 1 Handful and 
half; infufe. them in 4 Pound of da- 
mask Rofe-Water, and 1 Gallon of 
Braridy ; then diftil off 10 Pound. 

This is almoft neglefted in Pre- 
{cription ; and not much kept in the 
Shops ;. but it is a good Cephalic 
Water, and makes a very convenient 
Jalep in any nervous Cafes whatfo- 
ever; and tho’ it is fo much flighted 
in the prefent Practice, this may be 
faid of it, which can be faid of few be- 
fides in the whole Di/penfatory, That 
all the Ingredients coincide in one In- 
tention s and are all fuch as.will part 
with their Virtues by Diftillation. 
It may be given from 2 Drams, to 
2 Ounces in any convenient Vehicle. 
It is alfo a pleafant Cordial Dram 
alone ;.and very good upon any fud- 
den Sicknefs of the Stomach. 


Agua Lactis Alexiteria, A/exiterial 
‘Milk-Water. 

Take of the Leaves of Meadow- 
Sweet, Carduus B. and Goats-Rue, 
ana 6 Handfuls; of Mint and Worm- 
wood, ana 5 Handfuls; of Rue 3 
Handfuls; of Angelica 2. Handfuls ; 
Pour 3 Gallons of new Milk upon 
the Ingredients when bruifed; and 
diftil in B. M. or an Ath Heat.

Aqua Marix, The Ladies Water.

This bears a juft Title; for it is 
much fitter for the Clofet than the 
Shop; both on account of its Coftli- 
nefs-as well as Ufes.

fumes can be bore with, it is an extra-. 
ordinary Cordial; and greatly raifes - 


the Spirits, and is good in all finkings 
and nervous Decays. The Dofe is 
from z Drams to 1 Ounce, or more, 
diluted with fome proper Liquors 
for it is too rich to drink alone. This 
is feldom prefcribed, but very well 
worth the making, for fuch as_ will 
not be contented without the higheft 
of Cordials; tho’ it is omitted in the 
new Dij/penfatory of the College,

It may be di- 
luted into a Julep with Black-Cherry 
Water, or any fuch Vehicle; and may 
be given from 1 to 3 Drams to Chil- 
dren, and from half an Ounce to two 
Ounces to grown Perfons; and if the 
Cafe requires it, repeated every 6 or 8 
Hours. But Cafes of moment are not 
trufted to fuch Helps as this alone. 


Aqua Protheriacalis, 4 Suecedaneum 
Sor Treacle-Water. 

Take Scordium, (7. ¢. Water-Ger- 
mander) Scabious, Carduus Bened. 
Goats Rue, ana 2 Handfuls; freth 
Citron and Orange Peel, ana half an 
Ounce ; Seeds of Citrons, Hart-wort, 
and Treacle Muttard, ana 1 Ounce; 
Flowers of Marigold and Rofemary, 
ana 1 Handful; Cinnamon 2 Drams, 
French Brandy 2 Pound ; and draw 
off 6 Pound. 

This is defigned to ufe as the Trea- 
ele-Water ; when that proves defici- 
ent in Seafons not fit to makeit. The 
Seeds of Carduus, and its diftilled 
Water, were before ordered; but are 
here juftly left out as infignificant: 
and the Cinnamon isa good addition: 
but were allo the Carduus and Goats 
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Rue omitted, the Medicine would 
not fuffer in its Virtues. 


Aqua Raphani Compofita, Compound 
Horfe-radifo Water. 

Take of the Leaves of both the 
Scurvy-grafles, frefh gathered in the 
Spring and cleanfed, ana 6 Ounces; 
bruife them, and prefs out the Juice; 
and to it add the Juices of Brook-lime 
and Water-creffes, ana r Pound and. 
a half; of Horfe-radith Root 2 Pound, 
of Arum Root frefh 6 Ounces, of 
Winter's Bark and Nutmegs, ana 4 
Ounces; of Lemon Peels dried 2. 
Ounces, of French Brandy 4 Pounds 
and draw off by Diftillation $ Pound. 

Tn this is reje€ted the Briony Root, 
which was ordered in a large quantity 


in the old Co/lege Difpenfatory ; but 


naufeates the Flavour of the Water, 
and gives no Virtues fuitable to the 
main Intention of the whole. The 
Arum Root is likewife here increafed 
in its quantity; (but half an Ounce 
being ordered in the former) whereby 
the Medicine is rendered yet more 
pungent, and more efficacious as an 
Antifcorbutic, or a Nephritic; both 
which Purpofes it is calculated for. 
All the Ingredients herein are of a 
fubtile, penetrating nature, and great- 
ly abound with volatile Salts; which 
in many grofs and fizy Conttitutions 
of Blood do great fervice by dividing 
it, and rendering it more fluid; which 
will increafe the Difcharges by the 
Kidneys 3 and likewife wath thro’ any 
Obftru€tions in thofe Parts. 
Obftructions alfo of the other Vifcera. 
it is an excellent Medicine; and pre- 
vails again{t the Jaundice, Cachexies, 
and Dropfies; and in fcorbutic Cafes 
there js nothing beyond it; as it great- 
ly forces thofe minute Paflages, pro- 
motes T'ranfpiration, and cleanfes the 
Skin, and other {mall Glands, which 
entertain grofs Particles to the detri- 


ment of their proper Offices. It may 


be given from half an Ounce to 3 or 
4 Ounces, unleis immediately after

Take of the Juice of green Walnuts 
4 Pound, of the Juice of Rue 3 Pounds 
of Carduus, Marigold, and Baum, ana 
2 Pound; of frefh gathered Butter- 
bur Roots 1 Pound and a half; of 
Burdock 1 Pound, of Angelica and 
Mafter-wort, ana half a Pound: of 
green Scordium 4 Handfuls, of old 
Venice Treacle and Mithridate; ana 8 
Ounces; of Lemon Juice 1 Pound, 
of French Brandy 1 Gallon anda half: 
draw off by Diftillation 3 Gallons and 
a half; ahdthen add 4 Pound of di- 
ftilled Vinegar.

pofe: but then they are good for no- 
thing; for fo little as is of a volatile 
Nature in fuch Simples, will very foon 
be loft. The reft indeed of the In- 
gredients agree well enough to the 
main Intention of an Alexipharmic 
and Sudorific ; and the Acids contri- 
bute much to that purpofe. The 
Hofpitals for the Venice ‘Treacle and 


Mithridate, put Loudon ‘Treacle and. 
Philonium Romanum; but whether 


for the better, I leave others to judge. 
Its Dofeis ufually to grown Perfons 
from half an Ounce to a whole one, 
which is too little; for 4 Ounces is 
but a moderate quantity to have any 
reliance upon ; efpecially to Perfons 
who are uled to high Living,.as moft 
are, unlefs the meaneft of the People; 
and in fucha Dole it can do no harm. 
But this Medicine, notwithflanding 
‘the good which might be done with 
it, if properly applied, is amongft 
thofe things which are become fami- 
liar to the good Women, and fuch 
like Pretenders to Phyfic; who ob- 
ferving it to be frequently ordered in 
Fevers by the ableft Pra€titioners, 
thence conclude, they being ignorant 
of the real Effeéts of any Medicine, 
that there is nothing more to be done

Cordial Water, together with Gaf 
coign’s Powder: whereas oftentimes 
Symptoms will arife that can never 
be overcome by fuch languid Medi- 
cines. And it is the proper Office 


ofa real Phyfician to diftinguifh when ° 


only fuch gentle means are to be ufed ; 
and the critical Point of Time,where- 
in more efficacious ones ought to be 
ventured upon. ‘Which part of Skill 
is out of the Capacity of any of thefe 
Pretenders ; who would never dare to 


prefcribe, but that they imagine what 
they adminifter is harmlefs. ‘This 
Negleét is often of pernicious Confe- 
quence; and many a Life is loft for 
want of a: Remedy powerful enough 
to fupport Nature labouring under the: 
Fury of a Diftemper.

This ttands commended for an ex- 
traordinary Medicine in many Cafes 
of Obftinacy ; and if 3 or 4 Ounces of 
it be drank three or four times a-day, 
is faid to cure red pimpled Faces, 
Struma’s, Dyfenteries, the Whites, 
Rheumatic Pains, and the Diabetes. 
It is certainly a powerful Dryer; and 
very proper to ufe in Decoétions of 
the Woods, and all Ingredients of 
that Intention: but tho’ the making 
of it is eafy enough; yet here in 
London it may be had at any time 
from the Svgar-Bakers, by the Name 
of Lime-Water, as it happens to be 
wanted; becaufe they ufe it much in

Take Lime-Water (or the Agua 
BenediGa before defcribed) 1 Pound, 
Sal Armoniac 1 Dram and a half: let 
them itand till the Salt is diffolved in 
a brafs Pan, and the Liquor acquires 
a blue Colour; then filter, and put it 
up for ufe. abi 

Its Title expreffes its principal ufe ; 
and by fome it is greatly efteemed for 
clearing the Eyes from Specks and 
Filmsy if two or three Drops be fre- 
quently inflilled into them. The 
College have taken this into their laft 
Difpenfatory, [vader the Title of A- 
qua Sapphirina } with little Variation ; 
as alfo the following, under the Ti- 
tle of dgue Medicamentofa. 

Aqua Calcis, Lime Water, 

Take 1, Pound of Quick-lime, and 
pour upon it 12 Pound of boiling Wa- 
ter: After the Ebullition ceafes, and

‘There is no occafion of reétified Spi- 
rit of Wine, if it be drawn by the 
Alembic, which is moft proper ; un- 
lefs it be thought that a lower Men- 
fruum will not extra&t the Virtues of 
the Ingredients ; and therefore double 
the quantity of common Proof Spi- 
rit may ferve as well. It may be dul- 
cified with a little fine Sugar, to 
make it more palatable. It is a very 
good Water in any nervous Cafe ; 
and a continued moderate ufe of it 
will comfort and fortify the Fibres, 
fo as to prevent the Difcharge of fuch 
Juices upon the Joints, as caufe arthri- 
tic Pains and Swellings. Alfo in Pal- 
fies, Epilepfies, Lofs of Memory, and 
any nervous Decays, it isa good Me- 
dicine; and particularly for thofe 
whofe principal Springs are almoft 
worn out by-long ule, and begin to 
fhrink with Age: for groffer Re- 
cruitsare not fufficient to moilten and 
warm their chilled decayed Organs. 


Aqua Apoplectica Sennerti, The 4po-

Take Lilies of the Valley 1 Pound, 
of the beft Rhenifh Wine 6 Pound ; 
fteep them together fourteen Days:

It 
is as powerful a Deterger and Cleanf- 
er, as any thing in this Form can be;

. drawn from Plants of a tough, gum- 
my, or balfamic Texture, ds of Bax, 
Savin, &c. and therefore it is not 

.much, or hardly at all in internal 
Prefeription ; but it is frequently or- 
dered in Emplafters, againft Worms 
in Children, to be applied to the 
Belly ; for its penetrating Naufeouf- 
nefs is reckon’d fo far to get thro” 
the Pores, as to difturb thofe ugly 
Inhabitants, and promote their Eject-' 
ment. Some make alfo the Oil of 
Roman Wormwood; but this is a 
Plant which affords its Oil with fo 
much difficulty, and in fuch fmall 
quantities, that it is hardly: worth 

‘ drawing, both on account of its Un- 
pleafantnefs and its Scarcity ; ard 
therefore it is little ufed. And this 
may be taken for a general Rule in 
thefe Preparations, that the eafier any 
Oil parts from its Principal, the bet- 
ter it is for Use, and brings along 
with it more of its Virtues; for the 
force of Extra¢tion will in fome mea- 
{ure vary its Properties; and there- 
fore does this of the Romex Worm— 
wood fall fo fhort of the Virtues of 
the Plant. 

Ol. Ancthi, _— Dil//. This is 
drawn from the Seeds, and has all 
the Virtues of the Plant, but it is 
not much ufed. | 

Ol. Anifi, ___. Anife. This has’ 
‘exactly the Smell and Tafte of the 

Seed, 
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Seed, becaufe it abounds fo much as 
to want very little force im feparation, 
as it likewife does in moft Seeds, and 
thofe Plants which run molt to feed 


in their growth. This Oil is a won- . 
derful Carminative, a good Peforal, 


and is much ufed. Its Dofe is from 
1 to 3 or 4 drops on Sugar, or with 
any convenient Juiquor. Molt of 
thefe Oils are fo hot, that 1 drop Is 
too great a Dofe, therefore they are 
generally, by the Intermediation of 
Sugar, diffolved in fome proper Li- 
quid, and diluted fo, that a Dofe may 
not exceed a 3d,.a gth, or an 8th of 
that quantity, which is not diftribu- 
table without fuch a Management ; 
for this reafon, under each of thefe, 
an affign’d Dofe is not to be expect- 
ed; but every one may judge of the

lofes little or nothing of the Plant, 
and is beft drawn when the Plant is 
in flower ; it is much in the Sa/ vo- 
batile oleofum, efpecially in fuch kinds 
of it as are made exrempores. by In- 
ftillation of ‘effential Oils into Spirit 
of Sal Armoniac and tartariz’d Spirit 
of Wine; which is a common Pra- 
étice amongit fome coarfe Operators, 
and fuch as work for the wholefale 
Shops and diltant low-pric’d) Cu- 
flomers. Some havea Trick likewife 
of making the Huzgary-water off- 
hand by the fame Cunning, but its 
Flavour is not by much fo good as 
that drawn according to the Dire- 
ctions given in their proper place, 
- becaufe there is fome part of a vola- 
tile Salt in thefe aromatic Plants too 
fine'to'be held in their Oils, which 
by. clofe and careful Diftillation may

Ol. Aurantiorum;—-Oranges. This 
is made of the outer yellow Rind or 
Pee], which yields moft when it is 
juft pared off. It has thofe Virtues 
of the Rind; that make it carmina- 
tive and cephalic ; but it lofes that 
which makes the other fo gooda 
Stomachic; for that im which. the 
Bitter confifts, will no more come 
over with the Oi! than with the Wa- 
ter. This is not often prefcrib’d, and 
is moft ufed to {cent Pomatums and 
Unguents for the nicer fort of Pa-. 
tients. 

Ol. Carui, — Caraways. This is 
very hot-and difeuflive, and there- 
fore a good Carminative, and fre-. 
quently ufed ; the quantity ofa drop 
in a Dofe, with cathartic Pills, te 
prevent their griping. in 
_ Ol]. Caryophyllorum, Cloves. 
This is heavy, and will fink in Wa- 
ter. ‘There is fome of this imported, 
made from the Bark of the Tree 
which produces the Spice, and is of 
a high red Colour ; but that is beft 
which is made here, and looks pale. 
[Jt is often grievoufly adulterated, 
yet the genuine may with Care and 
Skill be made tolerably cheap in Eng- 
Jand.] It is ufed as the former, and 
is in great Quantitits in the Pi/. ex 
duobus.

It 
is a great Cordia/, and mightily 
ftrengthens the Stomach and Nerves. 
Many adulterate it; for what is ge- 
nuine is extremely dear: that which 
isright, finks in water. Some make 


an Olefaccharum with it, and thence 


an extemporary Cinnamon-Water, 
but it is inferior to that regular] 

drawn. [There are thofe who he 
excellent Cinnamon Water by this 
means; when the Oil is genuine, new,

This has much of the'Scent and Vir- 
tues of the Plant; tho’ it is feldom 
or never prefcrib’d fingly; but as it 
makes a part in fome other Compo- 
fitions. It is fometimes dropped 
upon the Volatile Salts for Smelling- 
Bottles; and its Flavour in them is

O]. Limonum, Lemons. 
This is made of the Peels, in the fame 
manner as that of Oranges; and a- 
grees with it in its medicinal Vir- 
tues: it is very rarely prefcrib’d; and 
its greateft ufe is to {cent Pomatums 
and Unguents. ‘ 

Ol. Macis, Mace. This 
differs little from that of Cloves, and 
is feldom made, and rarely preferib’d; 
the Oil made by Expreflion being 
moit in ufe. 

Ol. Majorane, + - - Marjoram. 
This poffeffes the Virtues ‘of its 
Plant; but is very rarely prefcri-

Ol. Menthez, = - - Mint. This 
much fails of the Virtues of its Plant, 
as the Oils of all Aftringents muft 
neceffarily do; for what gives them 
that Property, and which in many 
things may be drawn out by Tin- 
cture, will notwithftanding refufe ta 
be elevated in Diftillation : and there- 
fore the Oil, as well as every thing 
elfe that comes over the Helm, is di- 
ftitute of that Property. However, 
this 1s fo much accounted warm and 
Stomachic, that it is fometirnes direét- 
ed upon Emplafters, to apply to the 
pit of the Stomach, efpecially in fet- 
tled Naufea’s and Vomitings ; but "tis 
otherwile very little prefcrib’d. 

Ol. Nucis Mofchate, --- Nut- 
megs. ‘This is a very pleafant Oil,. 
of the Virtues of the Spice it comes 
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from; but ’tis much more ufed in 
Compofitions, than prefcrib’d alone. 
It is often mixed with Volatile Salts 
to {mell to; as that of Lavender. It 
is accounted a Cephalic; and holds 
a place in Compofition under that 
Intention; but it does not wellagree 
with the Stomach; and ftrangely re- 
gurgitates in fome People. 

Ol. Origani, -- Origany. ‘This 
is an extremely hot Oil, and feldom 
ufed inwardly; tho’ it is a mighty 
thing with fome People for the 
Tooth-Ache; they holding it, upon 
fome Lint or Cotton in the Mouth, 
as near the Part in pain as can be. 

Ol. Pulegii, - Penny-royal. ‘This 
has the Virtues of the Plant; but is 
very rarely ufed. 

Ol. Rhodii, -- Rhodium. ‘This is 
ofa wonderful fine Scent, and makes 
one of the. moft delicate Perfumes; 
for which purpofe it is ufed in Poma- 
tums and Liniments; but not other- 
wife. The Wood from which it is 
drawn affords fo little, that it is ex- 
tremely dear, and therefore generally 
adulterated. [4 much larger Pro- 
portion of this Oil may be obtained 
than ufual; by a proper Management 
of the Still, and a proper Treatment 
of the Wood before Diftillation: and 
this might be a gainful Secret in fome 
Hands.| 
Ol. Rutz, - - Rue. It is to be 
fufpected, that this fails much of the 
Virtues of its Plant; for that is of a 
vifcid Contexture; and has a great 
deal which it will not part with, fo 
as to rife in the S¢i//. It is hardly 
ever prefcrib’d. 

Ol. Salvie, --- Sage. This fails 
of the Virtues of the Plant, for the 
fame reafonas that of Mint; and tho’ 
it flands made in the Shops, it’s fel- 
dom ufed; and hardly ever met with 
in Prefcription. 

Ol. Sabine, -- Savin. This is 
reckon’d to contain the Virtues of 
jts Plant; but isnot met with in any 
internal Prefeription. Outwardly it 
ds chiefly ufedto rub upon Emp/afrers 


dren; and in fome Ba//ams to de- 
terge foul Ulcers. 
Ol. Saflafras, -- Saffafras. "This 
has the Virtues of the Wood from 
whence it is drawn; but it is not fo 
gratefully {cented. It is feldom ufed, 
unlefs by fome in Venereal Cafes, and 
in Rheumatic Pains; but this Praétice 
is little encouraged by its Succefs. 
Ol. Succini, - - Amber. This has 
been already given in the preceding 
Part under the Preparations of Am- 
ber, N°.

Ol. Terebinthinz, -- Turpentine 
This has.alfo been before defcrib’d in 
the foregoing Part. : 
There is mention made of many 
more Oils of this kind from Medz- 
cated Simples, by fome Difpenfatory- 


Writers: and their production is all ~ 


by the fame ways, as have been 
fhewn under fome or other of thefe.

Thefe differ 
chiefly, in that the former is chofe for 
Things of an bard Texture, which 
svill uot.give out their Efficacies with- 
out fome Force; andthe latter for thofe 
of alaxer Confiftence, whith immedi- 
ately yield. to, warm or bot Water. 
Though if we examine.the Materials 
employed, and thofe. few Examples 
given of thefe twoForms, we feall not 
jiud-much Regard bad to.thefe Differ- 
ences. ‘The Decoftum Epithymi.2zzd 
Decottum, Traumaticum are how- 
ever hardly ever prefcribed or made, 
_ or at leaf? not enough to require much 
care to be taken about. thems and the 
Decoctum commune pro Clyftere, 
and Decoctum Pectorale, cannat well 
be burt by boiling, because there is 
nothing in them exbaleable to their. 
_ Detriment; and a little boiling may, 
_ take out more of that foft Subftance 
| whichis required from their Iugredi- 
_ ents, than bare Infufion.would.. The 
Lac Virginale, which happens to have 
got intoCompany with thefe, is hardly 
_ ever made ;the fame Intention being as 
 guell anfwered by an extemporaneous 
Solution of Saccharum.

The ufual Intentions, wherein Tin- 
fures and Infufions are ordered in com= 
Ccz UOT 
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mon Pra&ite, are thofe of Cepbalics, 
Stomachics, or Cathartics: .The firft 
takes in odorous and aromaticSimples, 
and fuch as are called for in nervous 
Affetions ;, the Stomachics receive the 
fame Things in Conjundion with Bit- 
ters; the Cathartics fuch as are.ap- 
propriated to that Diftin&ion by their 
purgative Qualities. In all nervous 
Cafes, the odorous Simples are beft 
brought into Tincture with fpirituous 
or vinous Liquors, as they moft readily 
give out their Virtues to them; and 
this is beft done Colds or when Heat 
ds required, in clofe Veffels, to prevent 
Exhalation and Lofs of the better 
Parts. Tinfures or Infufions like- 
wife of the Stomachies are bet ordered 
without Heat, and commonly in Li- 
guors moderately fpirituous, as the 
ordinary white Wines. And Cathar- 
ties, whether Refinous or Saline, for 
extemporaneous Octcafions want no- 
thing more than hot Water, as in ma- 
king common Tea, to draw: out their 
Virtues. The Proportions of Ingreat- 
ents in all thefe Cafes cannot be ad- 
ified but by Examples, and Experience 
of the Patient's firength 3 but for Ce- 
phalics and Stomacbics, itis a certain 
Rule never to fate a Liquor with In- 
eredients beyond what is agreeable 
tothe Palate; for an irkfome Cordial 
or Stomachic almoft implies an -Ab- 
furdity ; though in byfteric AffeRions, 
and where the fetid Simples are re- 
quired, the Cafe is quite otherwife. 

In the Exhibition of the officinal 
Tinfures of any Intention, all thofe 
which are fated fo with refinous or 
gummy Simples, that they turn milky 
in common Water, are im a more a- 
grecable and fightly Manner direfted 
in Wine, where the Circumflances of 
@ Patient will admit of it; and for 
Bitters in particular, made with a 
vinous Liquor, they are much better 
diretted between the Times of Break- 
faft and Dinner, or about an Hour be- 
fore the latter, than fafiing, which 
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‘was formerly the cuftomary Way, be- 
caufe they then lefs affect the Head. 
Decoficn chiefly takes place with 


Agglutinants and Reftringents, and is 


fit for thofe Things only which will 
not, without fome additional Force, 
part with their medicinal Virtues. In 
many other Intentions all thefe Forms. 
are fometimes direfted; but becaufe 
the Materials beft fittting them gene- 
rally come within the Compafs bere 
mentioned, it will be fufficient to give 
fome Examples of extemporaneous Forms 
under thefe Intentions. 

A Cordial or: cephalic Tinture for 
prefent Occafions is very readily made, 
and now occurs frequently in extempo- 
raneous Prefcription, with the Species 
Diambre, aad fome generous white 
Wine. In byfteric and hypocondria- 
cal Affetions, the Radix Caffamunair, 
Hellebori Nigri, aud others of the 
fame Tribe are convenieytly diretied in 
the Aqua Bryoniz compofita, or Pu- 
legii: And for a Stomachic, Centory- 
Flowers, Gentian Root, Galangal, Se- 
vile Orange Peels, and other Things 
of like Properties may be drawn with 
any white Wine. And all thefe are 
to be varied in the Proportion of the 
Ingredients to the firength of the Li- 
quor, and the Quantities for a Dofe; 
according to the feveral Circumpances 
of a Patient. 

Decottions within the Intention of 
an Agglutinant, Emollient or Strength- 
ner, are chofe out of the fofter Herbs, 
as Marfb-mallows, the two maiden 
Hairs, Colts Foot, and Roots of slike 
Difpofition, as Eringo, Comfrey, and 
the likes and for a reftringent in Di- 
arrbeas or any kind of Fluxes, from 
calcined Hart/born, Tormentil or Bi- 
ftort Roots,Pomegranate Peels or Flow- 
ers, Cinnamon, and the like: parti- 
cular Examples of all which, as like- 
wife of thefe Forms in many other In- 
tentions, are fo plentifully given in my 
Difpenfatory, as not to need any new 
Prefcriptions in Form.

.'Take of the Leaves: of Mallows,, 
Violets, Pellitory of the Wall, Beets, 
and Mercury, of each 1 handful, of, 
Camomile Flowers, 2 pugils, of fweet:

All thefe Ingredients fo well agree 
in their general Intention, that they 
are retained in the New Di/pen/atory 
of the College, exaétly as in the for- 
mer; and in the fame Quantities.

Take of the Chebulan, and Indi- 
an Myrobalans, of each halfan ounce, 
of Arabian Steechas and Sena, of each 
1 Ounce, of Fumitory, half an 
Ounce, of Eupatorium, 5 Drams, 
of Polypody of the Oak, 6 Drams, 


of Turpeth-Root, half an Ounce, . 


‘of Spring-Water, 4 Pounds. Boil 
all together to 2 Pounds, and then 
add of the Dodder of Thyme and 
ftoned Raifins, of each 1 ounce, and 
give them another Boil.

_ Take of ftoned Raifins 1 Ounce, of

the Confumption of a third Part 5 
towards the end putting in of Liquo- 
rife Root half an Ounce, of the 
Leaves of Maiden-Hair, Ground-Ivy, 
Scabious, and Coltsfoot; of each 1 
handful, Let*them ftand in Infufi- 
on a quarter of an Hour; and then 
ftrain out the Liquor. 

This differs in the laft from the 
former Di/pen/fatory, in ordering thof¢ 
Ingredients which want the leaft 
boiling to be put in at the latter ends 
in fubftituting Ground-Ivy for Hyt{- 
fop, which was too hot for the ge- 
neral Intention of the Medicine, e- 
{pecially in heétic Conftitutions, 
where it is often wanted; and in re- 
jecting the Jujebs, and Sebeltens, 
which were certainly needlefs, and 
loaded the Medicine with Ingredients 
to no purpofe. 


Deco&tum Traumaticum, The Vui- 
nerary Decoéion. 

Take of Sarfaparilla 2 ounces, of 
the greater Comfrey, and Liquorife 
Roots, of each 6 drams, of white 
Dittany 2 drams, of ftcned Raifins 2 
ounces, of the Shavings of Hart’s- 
horn, halfan ounce. Boil in a futtici- 
ent quantity of’Spring-water to {train 
off 4 pounds, adding towards the lat- 
ter end, of the Leaves of St. John’s 
Wort, Agrimony, - Plantain, and 
Ground-Ivy, of each half a handful, 
of the Flowers of the great Daify, 1 
handful, of Nettle-Seed 2 drams, and 
{train out the Liquor for ule. 

This Recipe is greatly different 
from that of the former Di/pex/atory 
of the Col/ege; and rejects a great 
many ufelefs Ingredients, with which 
that was crouded.

There have been no Forms under - 


this Denomination in any preceding 
Difpenfatory of the College; thofe 
few that are here ordered. being be- 
fore under the Title of Decoétions ; 
which is an improper way of Ma- 
nagement for fuch Ingredients; be- 
caufe the bare Infufion, as here dis 
reéted, is fufficient to draw out the 
Virtues -required-; whereas in boil- 
ing they would in’a great meafure 
be loft; and particularly there would 
be an Evaporation of all the volatile 
and aromatic Parts. ‘This Form is, 


indeed, much ufed in extempora-_ 


neous Prefcriptions; as being very 


fuitable to that difpatch which fuds_ 


den Cafes may require: But it is 
not well fitted for keeping in readi- 
nefs, as moft of the officinal Com 
pofitions are, becaufe fuch Medi- 
cines will foon decay ; efpecially in 
warm Weather ; tho’ there is little 
occafion for their being fo prepared 
before-hand, becaufe they are quick- 
ly made. Cay 
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Sea... Of Syrups, Honeys, and Fuices. 
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See ee 
Of Syrups, Honeys, and Furces. 


[ HE galenical Pharmacy next 
furnifbes us with Medicines 
preferved by Sugar or Honey, under 
the Titles of Syrups, Honeys, Oxymels, 
Fuices, Candies, Confeftions, and 
Confervess all which Forms differ in 
little elfe than the Management, 
chhereby their refpeftive Materials are 
joined with Sugar or Honey; and all 
of thefe feem coxtrived either to pre- 
erve certain Things as near as poff- 
ble to the Condition in which Nature 
effords them, or elfe to render them 
more palatable in taking. 

In order to judge what Dependance 
may be had upon thefe Things in any 
Intention which may occur in extem- 
porancous Praffice, we muft examine 
the fitnefs of the Parts of the Materia 
medica to be fo mixed; to which pur- 
pofe we are to confider what ik is 
which the Sugar or Honey doth. 
In this View, the Materials thus 
ordered may be confidered either in 
their whole Subftance with which the 
Sugar is immediately mixed, as im 
the Conferves; or elje in their Fuices 
and. Decoftions; which are after- 
wards boiled up with Sugar or Honey 
into Syrup. And in fuch a Review of 
them, we are to have a great Regard 
to that particular Quality in the 
Simples, in which their medicinal 
Virtues confift, ‘as it is, or is not ca- 
pable of Prefervation by this means; 
and to its Quantity of Efficacy or 
Power of Operation; to fee whether 
after this Manner we can have enough 
of it in a convenient Dofe, to depend 
upon as a Medicine in Cafes of Mo. 
ment. 

Of Things which are immedittely 
mixed in Subftance with Sugar, thofe 
only feem fitted for it whofe predomi- 
want Qualities are thus to be prefer- 


ved, and thus to be given as a Medi- 
cine, from which fomewhat may be 
expetted to be done. Thus the Flow- 
ers of Lavender, Rofemary, the outer 
Peels of Oranges and Lemons, and a 
few more of thofe- ordered in Conferves, 
are prefervable with Sugar in fuch a 
Manner, that {mall Quantities of 
them will anfwer in fuch Intentions 
as they are fuited to anfwer in any 
other Form. But Mint, Scurvy-gra/s, 
Rue, and fuch Things as require to be 
taken in large Quantities before we 
can lay any frrefs upon them, aré very 
unfit for ibis Treatment; becaufe a 
Dofe fufiicient to be trufted to is enough 
to naufeate the Stomach, and do Mif- 
chief otherwife, by the Sugar they ne- 
cefjarily carry along with them. All 
Bitters are likewife unfit for this Ma-. 
nagement, as Wormwood, Fumitory, 
and the like, becaufe they are too nau- 
feous to be endured; and thofe of a 
glutinous and viftid Texture, as the 
Comfrey, &c. by lying iu Sugar lofe 
that very Quality which ought to be 
expeted, and Joon become govd for 
nothing. The fame Rules of judging 
bold likewife in all other Forms where 
Sagar comes in: Sothat on Examina- 
tion we foall find few of the Alterants 
improveable by this means, though as 
to Emeties, and Cathartics, where a 
fufficient Efficacy for a Dofe lies in a 
little Room, they are conveniently e- 
nough thus preferved. And indeed if 
we confider a Conferve or aSyrup, as 
a means to join other Things of Efi- 
cacy together, and to give to otber 
Forms Confifience, and a Convenience 
of taking, they may moft of them have 
their Ujes but little elfe can be faid in 
their Favour. 
In making the officinal Syrups to the 
bot Advantage, fome principal Quali-. 
Cc4 ties

ties in the Things themfelves, before 

Such a Procefs is entered upons-ought 
particularly to be regarded. The moft 
fimple Treatment in this Form, is the 
diffolving Sugar enough in the Fuice, 
or Infufion of fome Things, to give it 
a Confiftence for keeping; the Pro- 
portion required for this: Purpofe is 
generally double the Quantity of Su- 
gar to that of the Liquor; and where 
at is ordered with le/s Sugar, boiling 
is required to bring it toa due Con- 

Siftence. 

‘ “ Among ft the Materials thus ordered, 
all Acids ought to have their due 
Quantities of Sugar to bring them to 
a Confiftence without boiling ; becaufe 
the very Adion of much Heat upon them 

aefroys their Acidity, and makes them 

liable to candy 3 and this more parti- 
cularly holds good where a Fuice hath 
any fragrancy in Flavour, as that of 
Oranges, Lemons, Citrous, and the 
like; becaufe boiling alfo exhales and 
defiroys that Fragrancy. Such Infu- 
frons likewife as give to a Syrup a de- 
firable Colour, ought at once to be fo 
charged with Sugar as not to require 
oiling, becaufe their Colours by fuch 
Procedure would be [poiled ; as with 
the Violets, red Poppies, Cloves, and 
the like; none of which can bear the 
fire, b4t to their detriment. 

Lhe alterant Syrups, either Smple 
or compound, which are made from 
Decoétions, and take not em Sxgar e- 
nough tq give them a due Confiftence 
without boiling, do mafi require Cla- 
aright which is commonly done 

itp the whites of Eggs; but this 
Addition to their fightlinefs, is an 
dajary to their Virtues, where any 
Thing mucilaginous or vifcid is regui- 
red, for the Reafons before given con- 
cerning Decoétions: But among ft this 
wobole Tribe, this Caution is no where 

Jf) necofary as in the Syrupus de Me- 
conio. What is taken from the Pop- 
py, and which folely gives the Virtue 
to this Syrup, will make a Decoftion 
tsichs and if that be taken out by 
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Clarification, the Medicine becomes of 


little or no Effe&; fo that a certain 
Way to know when this may be truft- 
ed to, is by its making a Draught 
thick and fiul, and depofiting a light 
Sediment upon ftanding. . 
There are fo many under this Title of. 
Syrips get retained in the Difpenfa- 
tory, whith are hardly ever made or 


preferibed, that the particular Exa- - 


mination of them would be a needlefs 
Troubles and therefore it may be fuffi- 
cient to obferve that thefe are the Sy+ 
rupus de Abfinthio fimplex, july. 
negledied for its naufeoufne/s ; the com~ 
pound Syrup under the fame Title; the 
Syrupus de Artemifia, de Eryfimo, 


Myrtinus, de Pomis alterans, de Pa-. 


onia compofitus, de Praflio, de Ste-. 
chade, de Symphytos and among/t 
the Syrupi purgantes ze Syrupus de 
Cichoreo cum Rhabarbaro, de Pomis 
purgans, avd Rofaceus folutivus cum 
Sena. Hig 

Of thofe which are frequently in ufe, 
the Syrupus de Althza is the moft 
confiderable Compound ; but if we ex-> 
amine the efficacies or fitnefs of the 
several Ingredients for this Form, we 


foall Joon enter into the Reafon why 


is is now frequently ordered in its 
Decoétion, to be ufed like a common A- 
poxem, in large Draughis at aTime; 
which way itis certainly a good E- 
mollient, and ferviceable in nephritic 
Diforders, by lubricating the Paf- 
Sages; but if a quart or two of this 
may fafely be drauk in a Day, very 
little can be expelted from what Syrup 
can be got down in the fame time. 

The fame holds good in the Syrupus 
Capillorum Veneris, de Glycyrrhi- 
za, aud & quinque Radicibus, for 
their Decc&ious may be drank in large 
Quantities with fafety, and require to 
be fo taken when any Thing is expea- 
ed from thems fo that all thefe Things 
are of ufe in Syrups only to fweeten De- 
cottions, or Fuleps of like Intentions 
or elfe to make up Boles or Eleuaries. 
iute a due Gonfifence, with 

The 
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“The Syrupus de Mentha 7s 4 Com- 
pofition of fome E ficacy, being a grate- 
ful Afiringent 3 but even this ought 
to be trufted to only as a weak Auxt- 
liary. The fame is obfervable of the 
_ Syrupus de Rofis ficcis. | 

The Syrupus de Cinnamomo may 
anfwer in the Intention of a Refirin- 
gent, but for its fpicy and cordial 
Quality, that muft neceffarily be loft 
in fo long boiling as is reguir’d to give 
it Confiftence, with half a pound of 
Sugar to a pint of Water. The other 
Spices and Seeds dire&ed to be made 
into Syrups after the fame manner, 
are liable to the fame Inconveniencess 
as are alfo the Syrups from the Citron, 
Orange, and Lemon-peels. But all the 
Flavour from thefe Ingredients which 
can be retained in a Syrup, as this 
Form is commonly kept in the Shops 
in open Pots, or thofe loofely covered, 
as foon loft by ftanding ; fo that fuch 
Ghings are to great difadvantage or- 
dered this way. The Syrupus balfa- 
micus is /iable to the fame Lofs, but 
as dire&ted with the utmoft Care pof- 
Sfible , to preferve its more fragrant 
and volatile Parts. This laf? men- 
tioned Syrup is frequently, for Cheap- 
nels, made with Storax or Benjamin, 
or both, the difference being hardly 
difcoverable, and the Fraud of no very 
ill Confequence. 
> The firft Way dire&ed to make the 
Syrupus Chalybeatu® zs hardly pra- 
icable, because the Sal Martis does 
not feem diffolvable in the compound 
Gentian-water; and as the Syrupus 


de Pomisalterans 7s /carce ever made, © 


this way, I believe, hath never been 
tryd; that with only Steel-wine and 
Sugar is the old and common way of 
making tt, but it is very apt to run 
into Candy; as is likcwife the Syru- 
‘pus Croci, avd any other of this Form 
made with a vinous Liquor, becaufe 
the Sugar is not fo naturally fufpend- 
ed in them as in Water and the thick- 
er Fluids, and therefore they are more 
ready to feoot into Cryfals. 
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Among ft the purging Syrups, the 
Sirft, from Succory with Rhubarb, 
hath been heretofore much in efteem 3 
but the whole Croud of Ingredients in 
it, which have been thought either 
Corre&ors or Purgers of Bile, are 
now known to be of fo little Efficacy. 
as to any fuch Purpofes, that they are 
grown into negle; and that fborter 


Aompofition, which bears the Title of 


Syrupus de Rhabarbaro, is now much 
more valud, tho the Violet-flowers, . 
the Succory , azd Fennel-waters ,. 
feem but very infignificant Circum- 
frances in making it. 

The Syrupus é floribus Malorum 
Perficorum, which orders the Infu- 
fron to be five times repeated with 
frefb Flowers, is commonly made with 
one Infufion only, with juft Water e- 
nough to cover and feald the Flowers; 
and that proves a good gentle Emetic 
or Purge to young Children; the 
other way would certainly render it 


ftronger, but fo very few care for the 


Trouble, that I never set met with 
any who would vouch for its being 
thus made. The Syrupus rofaceus fo- 
Jutivus is direfed fomewhat in the 
fame manner; but a fironger Infufion 
of the dried damask Rafes, or the 
Refiduum after Diffillation, will 
make it with lefs Trouble, and full 
as good, if not better, than is here 
ordered by frequent Infufions, or from 
the expreffed ‘Fuice. 
“The Syrup of Buckthorn is of 
Strength fufficient to require not a= 
bove two Ounces for its large Dofe, 
which may conveniently ‘enough be 
given; but the cuftomary way of put- 
ting in the Spices, hath been ina 
thin Bag, during its boiling to a 
Confiftences and the lefs Time they are 

expofed to fuch Treatment, the better. 
Among ft the medicated Honeys, or 
Syrups made with Honey infiead of 
Sugar, there are none in ufe, untlefs 
the Mel mercuriale, Rofatum, and 
Oxymel] Scilliticum ; sthoagh it 7s 
certain, that with Things intended 
: ta 
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to exPectorate and deterge, Honey is 
more proper than Sugar. The Mel 
Helleboratum ath fometimes been 
ufed in bypochondriacal and maniacal 
Affections, but its Operation is fo un- 
certain, that few care to truft it; for 
Sometimes it aéts as a-violent Emetic, 
and at others more by Stools aud it is 
an evident Sign that this hath not 
been much ufed in Pra&ice, by the 
neglect of its Prefcription in the com- 
mon Difpenfatories, where with the 
Same quantity of Hellebsre, they have 
Jometimes order'd 13, pounds of Honey, 
and fometimes but 3 pounds. The Mel 

Mercuriale is chiefly ufed in Clyfters, 
the Mel Rofatum ia Gargles, and 
for a fore Mouth, and the. Oxymel 
Scilliticum as an Emetic, unlefs when 
refirained by cordial Afiringents, as 
Cinnamon in mixture, which helps it 
to pafs farther, and promote Expecto- 
ration, or to go off by Urine. The 
Oxyme] compofitum is wxiform in 
the Intention of its Ingredients, and 
Serves for a good Aperient, or Deters 
gent; but it is feldom made or pre- 
Seribed. 

One Caution in common Practice is 
worth every ones regard, and that is, 
never to prefcribe any thing with Ho- 
ney in it, before enquiring of the Pa- 
tient whether he bas any natural A- 

- werfion torit, becaufe many Conftitu- 
tions have; infomuch that a Dofe of 
any of the officinal Capitals, made 
‘the common way with Honey, will 
sccafion very great and firong Difor- 
ders. 

Under the next Divifion of Rob 
five Sape & Succi, we have nothing 
either in officinal or extemporaneous 
Prefcription, unlefs the Acacia, which 
is the Fuice of Sloes boiled to a Con- 
Siftence,and the Succus Glycyrrhize ; 
the batter of which is by many pre- 
ferred to the Succus Glycyrrhize 
Hifpanice , decaufe the foreign is 
wery often. foul and droffy; whereas 
that of our own making is much clea-

a mucilaginous and flimy Téxture , 
mixed with Sugar, that foon makes 
them ferment and four; for which 
reason thofe few now retained, which 
are but two in the lai Difpenfatory, 
are hardly ever made or prefcribed, 
and therefore are not worth Exami- 
nation, as to the Uniformity of their 
Ingredients in any Intention} \ 

Nothing ought to be brought inta 
this Form, but what is conveniently. 
drawn out by Decoétion in an ague+ 
ous Menftruum, as are the exprefled 
Juices of Plants, Fruits, 9c. for any 
thing of a volatile or. {pirituous na- 
ture will not be continued. herein 


long, if it-does not get away even in . 


the making. The more likewife any. 
Subftances are difpofed to Fermen- 
tation, the lefs are they fit for this 
Form, becaufe they will run into 
new Coalefcencies, and deltroy the 
due Conliftence of the Medicine, by 
fome Parts being too thick and ro- 
py, and others too thin; the Juices 
therefore of Fruits, for this reafon; 
fooneft decay in Syrups. Whatfoever 
medicinal Ingredients then have their 
Virtues confifting in their moft folid 
and permanent Parts, and fuch as 
are of a faline and earthy nature, are 
conveniently enough reduced. into, 
and preferved-in this form, becaufe 
fuch will draw out in an’ aqueous 
Body, and bear boiling up to that 


-Confiftency with Sugar, which jis - 


neceflary for keeping without evay 
porating. . | 
For this purpofe therefore 
coctions from dry Herbs are much 
fitter for this Form than the Juices’ 
ex prefs'd

exprefs’d from thofe Herbs. which 


they.are often order’d to be made. 


with, becaufe the moft forcible Pref- 
fure of a green Plant mutt fill leave 
fome Portion behind, and that-moft 


probably which is the beft, as the: 


- thin watry Parts run off firit ; where- 
as the more faline and fubftantial are 
fo intimately mixed, as almoft to 
make part of the Fibres, and there- 
fore will remain in the Preflings ; 
but when a Plant is dry’d, which 
robs it only of the Flegm, or fuper- 
fluous Moifture, boiling Water natu- 
rally opens its minuteit Cells, and 
joins with the effential Salts, and 
moft material Parts of all. And this 
farther Advantage a Syrup has made 
from the Decoétion of a dry Plant, 
above that which is. made from an 
expreffed Juice, that it will be both 
_ finer and keep longer, as well as be 
fironger of the Ingredient. _ ; 
- But becaufe a Syrup can retain 
nothing but the groffer and more ri- 
gid Parts of the Ingredients which 
are concern’d in its Compofition, 
this Form is confined to very few 
Intentions, which are to be aniwer’d 
only by the Medicine’s Operation in 
the Stomach or Bowels; and there- 
fore under this Divifion we are to 


_ Jook for little elfe befides Emetics 


and Cathartics, unlefs for the Con- 
yeniency of other Forms, and to 
make dry Subftances up into Pills, 
Boles, or Electuaries, or to fweeten 
Juleps, and render fome things pala- 
table for taking. Wherefoever there- 
fore we meet with a Syrup from any 


celebrated Author, or how pom-. 


poufly foever dignify’d with a ‘Title, 
yet if its Operation is pretended to 
lie beyond the Prime Vie, it ought 
to be rejefted. How can it be ima- 
ginid that the Intention of a Cepha- 
lic, as it has already been fully ex- 
plained, can be anfwered by a Me- 
dicine that.is inconfiitent with any 
thing volatile in its Compofition? 


The fame holds good againft any 
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thing herein, being likewife diapho- 
retic, and almoft diaretic alfo3 tho’ 
a Syrup may be fo loaded with fixed 
Salts, as to carry fome of them into 
the Blood ; but then fuch are much 


better manag’d in other Forms. A 


cephalic, an antifcorbutic, an alexi- 
pharmic, and even.a diyretic Syrup, 
are Terms ridiculous, if not contra- 
dictory ; and as for the Number of 
thofe,. which are much the greateft, 
that are made only for the Conveni- 
ency of extemporancous Forms,there 
are hardly any of them better than, 
fo much plain Syrap of Sugar, or 
common Molofés ; and therefore the 
prefent Praétice has very juftly al- 
moft rejected them; for a Julep is 
now.rarely ordered to be {weetened 
with any thing but plain Sugar. 


From the College. 
Syrupus de Abfinthio fimplex, 
The fimple Syrup of Wormwood. 
Take of the clarify’d Juice of com- 
mon Wormwood, and of clarified 
Sugar,of each 4 pound,and boil them 
together to the Confiltency of a 
Syrup. . 

After the fame manner are prepa 
red the fimple Syrups of the Juice of 
Succory, of Ground-Ivy, of Rafp- 
berries, of the outer Peel of Walnuts, 
of Coltsfoot, and allo of other Juices 
that are not acid.. 

. This Syrup hath hitherto been but 
little, if ever made, altho’ direéted 
in the former Di/pea/atory (and in 
none of the Co//ege before that) be-- 
caufe it is hardly ever ordered in ex- 
temporaneous Prefcriptions, and not 
in any officinal Medicine but the Pi/. 
Ruff, and that hath been accuftom’d 
chiefly to be made up with Syrup of 
Lemons, or fome other pale Syrup, 
for the fake of preferving the beauti+ 
ful yellow of the Ingredients, which 
the Goodnefs and Frefhnefs of the 
Medicine is moitly judged by, and 
which is much fpoiled by a brown 
Syrup, | | 
Syrupus 
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Syrupus de Abfinthio compofitus, 

Compound Syrup of Wormwood. 

Take of common Wormwood mo- 
derately dry’d half a pound, of red 
Roile-leaves 2 ounces, of Spikehued 
3 drams, of old flrong White-wine, 
and Juice of Quinces, of each two 
pound and a half; jet them infufe 
together warm in an earthen Veflel 
for a whole Day, then gently boil 
in a Bath-heat, and ftrain out the 
Liquor, and with 2 pound of white 
Sugar boil it up to the Confiftence 
of a Syrup, 8. 24. 

This is as old as Mefue, whofe 
Prefcripticn it originally was, and is 
exactly the fame as in the preceding 
College-Difpenfatories ; but of late it 
is fo feldom ufed in extemporaneous 
Prefcription, that it is hardly ever 
to be met with in the Shops. » 


‘Syrupus Acetofus, Syrup of 
Vinegar. 

' "This is made by diffolving with a 
gentle Heat in Ba/yeo Maria, Sugar 
five pounds, in the beft Whice-wine- 
vinegar two pounds. 

This, as all other acid Syrups, 
muft not be made in Brafs or Copper 
Veffels, becaufe it will erode enough 


of the Metal to naufeate the Sto- 


mach 5 they are beft prepared in 
Earthen or’ Silver Veffels. This is 
reckon’d good to expectorate and cut 
Flegm ; and in fuch Intentions any 
other Syrup may be helpful, becaufe 
the Sugar itfelf has a tendency that 
way. ‘The College before retain'’d a 
compound Syrup of Vinegar, which is 
now juitly rejeéted, as not worth 
the Trouble of making. |

"Take Marth- mallow - roots two 
ounces, of Grafs, Afparagus, Liquo- 
sife-roots, and Raifins ftoned, of each 
half an ounce, Leaves of Marfh-mal- 
lows, common Mallows, and Pelli- 
tory of the Wall, Burnet, Saxifrage, 


_ Syrupus 
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Plantane, white and black Maiden-’ 
hair, of each a handful, red Chiches’ 
an ounce, the four greater and lefler 
cold Seeds, of each 3 drams ; infufe 
them fora Day in 6 pound of clear’ 
Water, then boil them to 4 pound 3. 
itrain the Liquor out hard, and boil” 
it up (when clarified) into a Syrup,’

This Syrup is originally afcribed 
to Fernelius, and hath remained un- 
alter’d in all the College-Di/penfato- 
ries; but’tis by many thought a ve- 
ry indifferent Medicine, tho’ greatly’ 
ufed, and much preferib’d ; for what 
can be expeéted from 2 or 3 Spoon- 
fuls of a Syrup, when the Deco- 
ction, of which 5 pound, or there- . 
abouts of Syrup is made, may be tae _ 
ken at one Dofe, or drank in the’ 


fpace of an Hour or two, to give 


but tolerable Hopes of any Effect? 
Inftead therefore of ‘trifling with 
fuch a Medicine by Spoonfuls, where 
a Diuretic is wanted (for this is gi+ 


ven only as fuch) a Decoétion ought: — 


to be made with fuch of the Ingre- 
dients that are at all to the purpofe, 
which the Chiches and cold bora are 
not; and large Draughts of it fhould 
be poured down, until they have 
manifeftly made their way by the 
Increafe of Urine, and Abatement 
of the Symptoms. And how fuch 
Management may anfwer this End, 
may be eafily underftood by the Ex- 
plication prefix’d to the Divifion of 
Diuretics in Sef.

Take of Mugwort 2 handfuls, of 
Penny-royal, Calamint, Origany, 
Baum, JDittany of Crete, Savin, 
Marjoram, the leffer Centory, and 
Rue, of each a handful; of Fennel}: 
Smallage, and Parfly-roots, of each 
an ounce of Juniper-berries, of the 
Seeds of Lovage, Pariley , Smal-

lage, Cubebs, and the Roots of A- 
farum, of each half an ounce. Let 
thefe be cleanfed, cut and bruifed, 
as they require, and boil them in 12 
pound of Water to 8 pound. To 
the exprefied Liquor, add of Cinna- 
mon and Spikenard, of each 3 drams, 


of white Sugar 6 pound, and boil it 


up to a Syrup, 8. 4. 

This hath reje€ted abundance of 
infignificant and troublefome Ingre- 
dients which were formerly crowded 
into-it: It hath alfo faved the need- 
lefs Labour of a Diilillation; and 
left the Virtues of the Ingredients 
much better in a Decoétions which 
is in every refpect as well fitted for 
the Form of a Syrup, as if made 
from the Water diftill’d. . Zwe/fer, 
indeed, firft taught this way; and the 
College feem’d at firft to borrow it 
from him: but notwithftanding his 
Judgment in Pharmacy went beyond 
that of mot Di/penfatory Writers, 
he was certainly miftaken in this way 
of Procedure. Yet with all the E- 


‘mendations now made in this Com- 


pofition, it is hardly like to recover 
the Reputation of being good for any 
thing ; unlefs amongft the Women ; 
with whom it hath long implicitly 


_ been a Favourite. 


Syr. Aurantiorum, Syrup of 


Oranges. 
In 1 pound of the juice of Oranges, 


which has ftood till fettled fine, dif- 


folve 2 pound of Loaf Sugar with a 


gentle Heat. 


This isa grateful Syrup, and pros 
per to dulcify any refrigerating Ju- 
lep ; and agrees fometimes with thofe 
which are intended for Alexipbar- 
mics; becaufe it aftringes the Solids; 
and upon that account promotes a 
Diaphorefis; as has been explain’d 
under its proper Divifion, Seé. 6. 
Part 2. By its pleafant Acidity too, 
it is grateful to the Stomach; and 
helps in fuch Compofitions as are 
intended to ftop Vomitings, and re- 
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move Naufeas; for which Purpofe 
it is frequently prefcrib’d; as alfo to 
promote Expeétoration, for the fame 
reafon as that of Vinegar; which is 
to cut the Phlegm, as it is common- 
ly call’d, and make it come up the 
eafier. 


 Syr. de Berberis, Syrup of Barber- 
ries. 
This is made by boiling in a gla- 
zed Earthen Veflel, 2 pound of the 
uice of the Fruit with 1 pound and 
a half of fine Sugar, to the Confiftence 
of a Syrup. 
Boiling any acid Syrup is an Er- 


-ror upon two accounts 3 becaufe it 


blunts.the Acidity, from whence the 
Efficacy is expected; as all Heat 
and Motion cannot but do, by rub- 
ing the Particles one againft the o- 
ther, and thereby breaking off the 
Points, in which the Acidity con- 
fifts; and becaufe fuch long Evapo- 
ration brings fo many rigid and at- 
tractive Particles together, that they 
will run into Candy; which every 
one experiences, who has made thefe 
Syrups, and kept them long. This 
of Barberries is cooling and aftrin- 
gent, but is not often ufed. Italfo 
upon that account makes a good 
Gargarifm . 


Syr. Capillorum Veneris, Syrup of 
' Maiden-Hair. 

Take Maiden-Hair 5 ounces, fleep 
and boil it in a fufficient quantity of 
Water with Liquorife Root 2 ounces. 
And boil up the clear ftrained Liquor 
intoa Syrup, with 3 pound of white 
Sugar. 

This expectorates as much as the 
Sugar can help it; but as to the o- 
ther Ingredients, it might be all 
taken in a Dofe, and therefore can- 
not have any efficacy to be depend- 
ed upon, in the quantity it is ufually 
order’d; which it fometimes has the

Double the quantity of Sugar to

Water was before ordered, which 

was fuflicient to give the Confiften- 

cy of a Syrup as foon as diffolved : 
but this requires fo much boiling be- 
fore it comes to a Body, that great 

Care muft be taken not to fpoil the 

- Beauty of its Colour, which too ha- 

ily.a Heat will eafily do; the former 

way therefore feems much _prefera- 
ble, and fo it becomes a Syrup, good 
to fweetén or make other things into 

a Confiftence ; but it is not alone to 

be depended upon in any Intention. 


Syrupus de Caryophillis Aromiaticis, 
Syrup of Clove-Spice. 

Slice one Ounce of Cloves, and 
infufe them for fome Days in twelve 
Ounces of White-wine3 then flrain, 
and boil the Liquor into a Syrup, 
with a {ufficient quantity. of Sugar, 
which is 26 Ounces. 

This Syrup would not have been 
worth taking notice of, but that it 
ds often ufed without Order, as a 
Succedaneum to the other, when it 
is wanted, becaufe that:can be made 
but once a Year ; and this with Co- 
ehineal may be brought up exaétly to 
its Colour. ‘Their Virtues are the 
fame 3 and in both fo infignificant, 
. as not to make this Fraud werth no- 

tice. . | 
“‘Syr. Cichoret cum Rhabarbaro, Sy- 
— rup of Succory with Rhubarb. 

Take whole Barley, Roots of 


Smallage, Fennel, and Afparagus, of 
each 2 ounces, Leaves’ of Endive, © 
Succory,- Dandelion, Sow-Thiftle; 
of each 2 handfuls, Lettice, Liver- © 
wort, Fumitory, Tops of Hops, of 
each 1 handful, Maiden-Hair, Walls 
Rue, Ceterach, Liquorife, Winter- 
Cherries, Dodder, of each 6 drams, 
Rhubarb6 ounces,Spikenard 6 drams. 
Boil thefe together in 12 pound of 
Spring-Water to 8 pound; the Rhu-

ftrain the Liquor, and boil it up to

Syrupus de Meconio, five Diaco- 
dion, Syrup of Poppies, or Diato- 
dium. 


Take of white Poppy-heads well 
dry’d 14 ounces, and after 24 Hours 
Infufion in 8 pound of Spring-water 
boil them well, and to the exprefled 
Liquor put 24 ounces of Sugar, and 
boil them into a Syrup. 

The New Di/penfatory of the Cel- 
Jege makes this ‘differ from the for- 
mer, both in reje€ting the black 
Poppies, and in the Proportions, the 
white here anfwering to the Quan- 
tities of both before. ‘This Syrup 
will not bear the ufual way of Clari- 
fication, without lofing much of its 
Strength, as an Opiate.. And fuch 
difference will happen on one ac- 


= - 
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count or other, tho’ made with the 
utmoft Care, as renders it difficule 
to be found always of the fame 
Strength. 


Syrupus de Mentha, Syrup of 
Mint. | 


Take of the Juice of fweet and 
fub-acid Quinces, and of the Juice 
of {weet and acid Pomegranates, of 
each a pound and a half, of dry’d 
Mint half a pound, of red Rofes z 
ounces; Jet them fland in Macera- 
tion one whole Day, then boil in a 
Bath-heat to a confumption of half ; 
{train the Liquor, and with 4 pound 
of Sugar.make it into a Syrup. 

This is as old as Me/ve, and hath 
been continu’d by the Co//ege in their 
Difpenfatories without Alteration , 
excepting that in the laft but one is 
left out the DireCtion for aromati- 
zing it with Nutmegs, as was at firft 
order’d. The dry’d Mint imbibes 
fo much of the Juices, that it re- 
quires a ftrong Exprefflion to get out 
the quantity required, tho’ very lit- 
tle boiling has been ufed.

Take of Myrtle-berries 2 ounces 
and a half, of the white and red 
Saunders, of Sumach, of Balauitines, 
Barberries, and red Rofes, of each an 
ounce and a half, of Medlars fliced 
a pound ; bruife as requir’d, and boil 
in 8 pound of Water to 4 pound;

Take Garden-fnails early in the 
Morning, while.the Dew is upon 
them, a pound; take off their fhells, 
flit them, and with half a pound of 
fine Sugar put into a Bag hang 
them in a Cellar, and the Syrup 
will melt and drop through, which 
keep for Ufe. 

This is not kept in the fhops, but 
is worth making for young Chil- 
dren inclining to Heétics and Con- 
fumptions , for it pofleffes in the 
beit. manner all the Virtues of the 
Snails, which fee amongft the Sim- 
ples, Part 2. N° 370. A Syrup of 
Earth-worms may be made in the 
fame manner for the like Intentions.

Take Liver of Sulphur 2 ounces, 
Canary a.pound, digeft them in a 
Sand-heat 3 Days; and then to the 
filter’d Tinéture add fine Sugar 3 
pound, Coltsfoot-water a pound, and 
melt them into a Syrup.

Mel Saponis » Honey of Soap. 


Take common Soap, and Honey, 
of each 4 ounces, Salt of Tartar half 
an ounce, Fumitory-water 2 drains 3 
mix them together.

Since the generality of Sy- 
rups grow out of ufe, as very defer- 
vedly they do, this is ufually kept 
ready made in the Shops; and where 
6 drams of Sugar is requifite, a little 
above 1 ounce of this ferves for it; 
and fo in the fame proportion for 
greater or leffer Quantities.

The 
Juice of Liquorife is indeed greatly 
ufed, and as here directed, ought 
to be prepared for all extemporane- 
ous Prefcriptions; becaufe what is 
brought from abroad is frequently 
too foul, or fo much damaged, as 
not only to elude a Phyfician’s:In- 
tentions, but is alfo liable to. do mif- 
chief, by caufing Obftructions, where 
itis given asa Detergent and a De- 
obftruent. . 

For the fame reafon alfo as thefe 
were formerly here omitted, were 
the two following, which in defe- 
rence to the Co//ege Authority, we 
now infert. 


Lohoch de Papavere, Loboch of 
Poppies. 

Take of the Seeds of White Pop= 
pies 25 drams; of {weet Almonds 
blanch’d, with red Rofe Water 1 
ounce; of Pine Nuts, of Gum Ara~ 
bic, and Gum Tragacanth, of each 
6 drams; of Juice of Liquorife x 
ounce; of Starch 2 drams; of the 
Seeds of Purflain and Lettice, of each 
half an ounce; of Quince Seeds 2 
drams; of Saffron 1 dram ; of white 
Sugar-Candy 4 ounces;, of Syrup of 
red Poppies 3 pounds. 

Let the Gums macerate in four 
times the quantity of the Syrup of 
Poppies, until they grow foft, and 
then drive them through a Pulping- 
Sieve. Let the fweet Almonds, 
Pine-Nuts, and Poppy-Seeds be well 
beat ina Mortar, and mix’d with the 
Syrup, Sugar, and Juice of Liquor- 
ife; and laitly, with the diffolv’d 
Gums; Then add the Seeds of Pur- 
flain, Lettice, and Quince, as alfo 
the Starch and Saffron, well pow- 
der’d and fifted; fo that they may al- 
together be reduced into the Form of 
a Lohoch, §. 4. This

What the Sugar- 
candy does in this Compofition is like- 
wife not eafy to guefs or juptify; and 
the Oleum Vitrioli /cems to be order'd 
in too large a Quantity, the Sharp- 
nefs of that neceffarily making a Dofe 
Jo fall, that the Spices have not a 
due Proportion in it. But the greateft 
Error in this celebrated Medicine con-

triol entirely burns and hardens the 
Ingredients, fo that they not only give 
out their Virtues the lefs, but alfo 
deform the whole with a blackifh dirty 
Colour; both which Inconveniences 
might be avoided by infufing the Spi- 
ces in the Spirit alone, and after that 
2s firained fine, the Oleum Vitrioli 
might be added, which then only gives 
to it a thicker Confiftence, and fome- 
what raifes its Colour. 

The fame is obfervable of the Acid 
in that fort of Elixir Proprietatis 
which is made with it. If it be put 
upon the Ingredients with the Spirit, 
it unfits them for giving out their 
Virtues, and will not admit of fo good 
a Colour or Confijtence as when put in 
afterwards. 

Thefe Remarks naturally lead us to 
another Circumftance, very neceffary 
to be regarded in the Extraéion of all 
compound TinGures; and that is, when 
the Ingredients are fo different in 
Texture, that fome open and fate the 
Menftruum much fooner than others, 
they ought to be drawn feparately with 
a proportionable Part of the Men- 
ftruum, Zecaufe otherwife thofe which 


with mot Difficulty give out their 


Virtues, will have very little or no 
Share in the Compofition. Thus in 
the common Elixir Proprietatis, tho’ 
there are but three Ingredients, yet 
they are fo unequal in their Fitnefs 
Sor Solution, that if they are put in 


together, the bardeft, which is ihe 
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Myrrh, will in a good meafure be lof, 
becaufe the Spirit will be very foom 
loaded with the otber two; and confe- 
quently become lefs able to take up that. 
Lf therefore they are all infufed in 
their proper Shares of Spirit, they will 
be all eafily diffolved, and when put 
together afterwards, with the addi- 
tion of the Acid, they will make a 
moft beautiful high colour’d TinGure, 
almoft of the Confiftence of a Syrup. 
Yo this Rule the Elixir Proprietatis 
Helmontii hath a particular regard, 
where the Aloes and Saffron, which 
are of the loofeft Texture, are diffolved 
together, and the Myrrh feparately 
Srom them both, the feveral TinGures 
being at laft united. ve 
Thus tikewife in the compound Tin- 
dure of Myrrb, if the Myrrh be firft 
diffolued, the Aloes with equal eafe~ 
will afterwards be taken ups but if 
they are put in together, the Aloes 
loads the Spirit Jo foon, that the Myrrh 
will be much longer in folution. And 
in all the liquid Laudanums, if the 
Spices are firft drawn out, the Opium 
will foon diffilve afterwards; but if 
the Opium be put in with them, they — 
will give out their Virtues to great 
difadvantage. Thus alfo in the Elixir 
Salutis, if the. Seeds, Liquorife, and 
Raifins were added, after the barder 
Ingredients had food fome time in the 
Spirit, the Medicine would be the 
better; but thefe are Circumftances 
which very few Compounders will be 
exact enough to obferve. 
4s to the medicated Wines and 
Vinegars, there is little remarkable. 
The Vinum Benediétum is a/moff 
quite in difufe. The chaiybeate Wine 
Seems the beft Preparation of Steel in 
a liquid Form, and is much afifted 
by the Saffron. The Vinum & Ace- 
tum Scilliticum /eem both contrived 
Sor the fame Purpofes, either to make 
into an Oxymel with Honey, or edfe 
to be given alone as gentle Emetics, 
or in conjuntion with warm Cor- 
dials. as the Cinnamon-water, by 
ii way 
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way of Expeforants, or Diuretics 3 

for the laft Intentions, they are with 
fome in great efleem. It is difputed 
whether the Viper Wine is bet made 
with the Vipers dry, as is bere or- 
der’d, or alive; but the latter feems 
to have a Chance of preferving their 
Virtues with moft Certainty, tho the 
volatile Salt is beft drawn from them 
ewhen dry.) .

Vinum Benediétum, the Blefed 

| Wine. 

Take Crocus of Metals in powder 
1 ounce, Canary 1 pound and half, 
Jet them ftand feveral Days in Infu- 
fion, and pour off the Wine as it is 
ufed. 

This has been a celebrated Eme- 
tic, but is now almoft out of ufe for 
its roughnefs. Its Dofe is:from 2 
drams to 1 ounce. The many phi- 
lofophical Conjeétures about the 
Wine obtaining {uch efficacious Pro- 
perties from fuch minute Inftraments 
is not to our Purpofe here to med- 
dle with, as it lets us no more into 
: the Preparation of the Medicine, nor 
the Operation of it upon our Bodies. 
For the fame Quantity will almoft for 
ever ferve to give the fame Quality 
to frefh Wine put upon it. If its 
Ufe is at all juftifiable, it is in apo- 
plectic Cafes, where fome Violence 
is wanting, and the Shock upon the 
Nerves cannot be too great; and for 
fuch Purpofes it is yet fomewhat re- 
tain’d in the prefent Practice. 


Vinum Chalybeatum, Stee/-Wine. 
Take Filings of Steel 1 ounce, Saf- 


fron in powder 2 drams, Mountain 


Wine pound; let them ftandin cold 
Tnfufion three Days, frequently fha- 
king them, and then filter and keep 
for Ufens 

The Glafs muft always have a lit- 
tle vent given when fhook, elfe it 
will endanger burfting, ‘Tlie Quan- 
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tity of Saffron herein is much alter’d 
for the better, for before it was but 
8 grains to 2 pounds of Wine. This 
is an admirable good Medicine in the 
Green-Sicknefs, where Chalybeates 
are proper; it alfo wonderfully con- 
duces, with Bitters, to remove all ill 
Habits that proceed from obitruéted 
Vifeera; and nothing is ‘preferable 
to it in the Jaundice. . It may be ta- 
ken from 2 to 4 ounces once or twice 
a Day, when the Stomach is moft 
empty; and the more Exercife is 
a with it, the more good it will 
Defer? - 


Vinum Scilliticum, Wine of Squills. 

Take white Squills dried 1 pound, 
infufe them in 8 pounds of White 
Wine fourteen Days, and then ftrain 
out the Squills, and keep the Wine 
for Ufe. . 

This is as gentle an Emetic as the 
Vinegar. of Squills, but it is more 
agreeable to cold weak Stomachs. 
After fome time ufing this Medicine 
it will not vomit, but irritate juft 
enough to fqueeze out fome flimy 
Water from the Glands, and there- 
by greatly contribute to render them 
ready in the difcharge of their pro- 
per Offices; infomuch that there is 
hardly any one Medicine that better 
guards againft thofe Inundations of 
Rheums which drown Old Age, or 
are the Confequences of Decays from 


frequent Debauches, than this doess 


altho’ indeed. it is not very pleafant. 
From one to four Spoonfuls may be 
taken every Morning. 


Vinum Viperinum, Viper Wine. 

Take of dried, Vipers cut into pie- 
ces N° fix, digeft them three Days 
with a gentle Heat in 2 pounds of 
Canary; and then ftrain out the Wine 
for Ule. 

This was not in any Di/penfatory 
of the College before the lait, but ad- 
ded to the former by Siptoz in his 
Appendix; but there itvis sieetied

with live Vipers, and the Quantity 
of Wine triple to what itis here. It 
is much controverted whether is the 
better way, to make it with live or 
dried Vipers, tho’ moft are for the 
former. 


‘Tin&tura Cinnamomi, TinGure of 
Cinnamon. 

‘Take Cinnamon 2 ounces, Spirit 
of Wine reétify’d 2 pounds; digeft 
forfour Days, then add Sugar half a 
pound, Rofe-water 2 pounds, Amber- 
greafe halfaScruple, Musk 4 grains. 

This is but an indifferent Contri- 
vance, tho” the Materials are good ; 
for the Cinnamon is in fo {mall a 
Quantity as to avail but little. It is 
therefore beft made by ‘faving any 
Quantity from the Infufion which is 
directed to be made for the Spirit of 
Cinnamon, and then adding the rett 
as ‘here ‘order’d’;' for lefs than an 
ounce to a pound of 'Tin@ure can- 
not be worth much. This is not fo 
much kept in the Shops nor prefcri- 
bed as it deferves: and the College 
have now quite’ omitted! it; ‘the 
Sweets may be left out to fuch as 
they difagree with. \It‘is preferable 
to the Spirit’ of Cinnamon in all 
Fluxes and Relaxations, as it abounds 
more ‘with the: rough ‘aftringent 
Parts of the Spice. © It ig af as plea- 
fant to take; and from the Sweets in 
it, where they do not offend, it is 
much more cardiac. The Dofe is 
from halfian ‘ounce to 2 or 3. 


Tinétura Caftorei, Tinfure of Caftor. 

Take Ruffia Caftor in powder half 
an ounce, Spirit of Ruffa Caftor half 
a pound ;' let them digeit cold io or 
12 Days, then decant the clear Tin: 
ture, and keep it for Wee. » 

The Remainder, which is thick, 
of this Tindture, may be kept for the 
Aqua Bryoniae Comp. 4s indeed may 


all the Skins and membranous Parts 


which are left in powdering ; making 
proper allowance for ftreneth. There 


are few fo honeft to make this with — 
generally. .

do it with Spiritof Wine.

Tinétura Croci, Tixfure of Saffron. 

Take of the beft Saffron half an 
ounce, ‘T’reacle-water half a pound; 
digett for fix Days, and then ftrain 
Canary or French Brandy. 

This is often prefcrib’d as a Cordial 
and an Alexipharmic in Fevers; and 
whatfoever wants {weating, or dri- 
ving out by the Skin. But it foon 
lofes its Colour, as Saffron will do in 
any thing that is acid. For this rea- 
fon fome make it with other Men- 
Jtrua; as we fhall fee in the Clofe of 
this Divifion. This is given from 1 
to 2 drams, or more, at a Dofe.

Saffron muft firft be infufed in the 
Spirit of Wine feparately, in which 
it will almott diffolve; when that 
is ftrained , sett it much longer 
with the Myrrh, which likewife 
firain, or decant off ; then digeft it 
with the Aloes, which it will now 
take up, as much as if charged with 
nothing before ; or as fome do, the 
quantity of Spirit may be divided 
into 3 Parts, and the feveral Ingre- 
dients digefted feparately, and their 
Tin@tures put together after ftrain- 
ing; by this means the whole Vir- 
tues of the Medicine will be in force, 
which otherwife would be in a great 
meafure loft, the Menfruum being 
fo foon fated with one, that it would 
not take up enough of the other; 
and indeed with the Spirit of Sulphur 
it would rather burn and calcine 
them, than extract their Virtues ; 
that ought not therefore to be con- 
cern’d in the Operation, but when 
the Ingredients have given all that 
can be got by the Spirit of Wine, it 
fhould be put to that alone ; and it 
will at firft heat, but in a little time 
give a thicknefs, and much more 
florid Colour than it had before; fo 
that there will be no need of Diftil- 
lation to give it a Confiftence. To 
an ounce and half of each of the In- 
gredients, 12 ounces of Spirit of 
Wine, 4 ounces of that of Sulphur 
will be fufficient to make it intoa 
good Elixir. The Co//ege leave it 
fo at Difcretion, that no one knows 
where to fix its Standard, and there- 
fore a Phyfician cannot well know 
how to determine the Dofes to his 
Patients, different Shops having it 
of different degrees of Strength. 
This may be given from 10 to 30 
Drops to Children, and to grown 
Perfons from 20 to 60 Drops, or 
more. It is a very good Stomach 
Medicine, and greatly fortifies and 
flrengthens the Fibres, at the fame 
time that it deterges and forwards 
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the Difcharge of noxious Humours, 
which it very gently does,and there- 
fore is'a good Cathartic for the prz- 
ma Via, as well as a good Alterative 
in all manner of Cachexies, where it 
is given in moderate Dofes, and long 
continued. It is particularly good in 
pale, wan Complexions, and will it- 
{elf frequently cure the Green-fick- 
nefs; but in hot, florid Conftitutions 
it does not fo well agree, efpecially 
in thofe fubjeét to the Gravel. It is 
accounted very good to deftroy 
Worms in Children; and certainly 


‘there is nothing better to keep the 


Bowels clean of thofe flimy and vil- 
cid Humours, the Effeéts of Indige- 
ftion, which breed them, than this 
Medicine, if long and frequently ta- 
ken, viz. twice or thrice a Day for 
3 or 4 Weeks together.

Take of red Poppy - flowers a

This was before order’d to be di- 
ftilled, but remains in Tincture with 
much greater Efficacy, and is as —

Take of Verdigreafe half an ounce, 
of yellow Arfenic 6 drams, of Allum —

Made a requifite Dofe to fome Per- 


fons, more than the Quantity of 
Wine or Spirit therein was agreeable 
to, efpecially if taken in a Morning ; 
it is indeed doubted by fome whe- 
ther the Menfirvum will take up a- 
bove a certain quantity of the Ingre- 
dients, efpecially of the Aloes, which 
if rightly ordered, the former of 
Shipton may be as ftrong as this; but 
it does not feem probable, becaufe 
the Aloes is capable of Solution and 
Impregnation to a very great quan- 
tity in almoft any Liquor. This may 
be fo managed as to become-a good 
Alterant, as hath been already ob- 
ferved, Part z.

Take of Virginia Snake-root pow- 
dered 2 ounces, of the Tin@ure of 
the Salt of Tartar 16 ounces, digeft 
fo as to draw out a Tirnéture, 


This is likewife from Shipton’s 
Additamenta, and was never before 
received by the Co//ege; it is con- 
venient enough to thofe who cannot 
take it in fubftance, and may be gi- 
ven from 1 to 3 :drams in any pro- 
per Liquor. 


Tin@tura Rofarum rubrarum, 
TinGure of red Rofes. 


Take half an ounce of red Rofe- 
leaves , well cleared of the white 
Heels, and 30 drops of Oil of Vi- 
triol; pour upon them in a glazed 

Eez earthen 
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earthen Veflel 2 pound and a half 
of boiling Spring - water, and let 
them ftand clofe covered for three 
Hours; then itrain off the Liquor,

This is exaétly as ordered in the 
former Di/penfatory of the Colleges 
tho’ in the making, moft drop in the 
Oil of Vitriol after the Water is 
pour’d upon the Rofes. [Uf the Tin- 
Gure be made in a common glazed 
earthen Veffel, as bere ordered, it is 
apt to diffolve the glazing, which is 
metalline; it fbould therefore rather

" Blixir Salutis, Elixir of Health. 


Take of Sena-leaves, cleared of 
their Stalks, 4 ounces, of Guajacum- 
fhavings, of dry’d Elecampane-root, 
of the Seed of Anife, Caraway, Co- 
riander, and of Liquorife-root, of 
each 2 ounces, of Raifins ftoned 3 
ounces, of French Brandy 6 pound, 
iteep them together cold for 4 days, 
and then ftrain out the Tin¢ture for 
Ure. 

This is.in Shipton’s Additamenta, 
where he fays, that fome likewile 
add Salt of Tartar, Rhubarb, Scam- 
mony, Jalap, é%¢. in order to make 
it operate more briskly ; for, as here 
directed, the purgative Ingredient, 
which is the Sena only, bears fo 
{mall a Proportion to the quantity 
of Spirit in a Dofe fufficient for a 
Purge, that it is too ftrong for moft 
Perfons who have not been accu- 
ftomed to fpirituous Liquors; it is 
therefore now to be deem’d rather a 
€arminative than a Cathartic; and 


in fome Cholic Pains it gives great 


Relief.

Tinétura Afthmatica, Tindure 
(for an Apthma. 


Take Roots of Elecampane, Flo~ 


rentine-orrice, Seeds of Anife, Ca- 
raway, Liquorife, of cach 2 quncesy: 
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Leaves of Carduus Benedictus two 
handfuls, Raifins ftoned a pound, 
Sena fix ounces, Anifeed-water fix 
pound; let them all digeft 4 Days ; 
then ftrain. the Liquor, and keep it

The Carduus here naufeates the 
Medicine, and contributes but little 
to its Efficacy, and therefore is bet- 
ter left out.

Take Roots of Elecampane, An- 
gelica, Zedoary, Virginia Snake- 
root, of each an ounce and half; 
Saffron an ounce; Myrrh, Cinna-

Take Camphire half an ounce, 
diffolve it in Tin&ture of Saffron, 
that has been made with Spirit of 
Wine reétified, G ounces; and keer 
it clofe ftopt for Ufe, : 

The Virtues of this are plain 
from its Ingredients, fo fully defcri-. 
bed already ; it makes a’ notable 
Alexipharmic, and ftands conveni- 
ently in readinefs to be prefcribed in 
any liquid Form ; it is alfo good in 
many hyfterical Cafes, and by a con- 
tinued Ufe and due Care in keeping 
warm, and encouraging a Diapho- 
refis, it will ftrangely breathe the 
whele Body, and fill thofe Parts 
with frefh Moiftures, which were 
before too crifpy, from a Scarcity 
or'an Acrimony of Juices’ from 
whence fuch Complaints very. fre- 
quently arife. j 


Elixir Proprietatis dulce. 


Take Myrrh, Aloes, and Saffron, 
of each an ounce, Spirit of Wine re- 
tified 8 ounces ; digeft them toge- 
ther in a gentle Sand heat for fome 
Days, then pour off what is. clear 
for Ufe. . 

The fame Method: ought to be 
obferved in this as was before direét- 
ed in that of the Col/ege, elfe the 
Virtues of all the Ingredients will 
not be fo well obtained; it is good 
in al] the Diforders of the Stomach, 
as the foregoing, but gives not that- 
Firmnefs to relaxed Fibres; altho’ 
it is rather a greater Cleanfer of the 
firft Paffages, and better agrees with 
fome tender Conftitutions, where

Elixir Proprietatis tartarizatum. — 


Take Myrrh, Aloes, and Saffron, 
of each an ounce, Tinéture of Salt 
of Tartar 12 ounces; digeft them 
together for fome days, then decant 
what is clear, and keep it clofe ftopt. 


This is not a better Stomach-me- 
dicine than any of the foregoing, 
but more opening, not only of the 
firft Paflages, but of all the Vifcera, 
and particularly promotes the Dil- 
charge by Urine; where therefore 
thofé Intentions are moft in, view, 
this is the beft to preferibe, In Ob- 
ftruétions of the Men/es likewife this 
is the beft Preparation; and is ex- 
traordinarily fuccefsful in the Jaun- 
dice, by being often repeated. ‘This 
requires likewife the fame, Caution 
in making asthe former. It is the 
moft in ule of any, difagreeing hard- 
ly at all; whereas the Acid affects 
many People to their Prejudice. But 
fuch difference of Cafes and Confti- 
tutions can only come under the 
Notice of a Phyfician. The New 
Difpenfatory of the College gives an 
Elixir Proprietatis from Helmont , 
which is troublefome enough . to 
make, and in no wife differing from 
this when done; and for that reafon 
the Procefs is here omitted. 


Elixir Vite, Elixir of Life. 


Take Nutmegs, Mace, Cinnamon, 
of each an otince, Cloves half an 
ounce, the outer Rinds af Oranges 
and Citrons, of each 3 drams, Saf- 
fron 2 ounces; digeft al] together 
upon a Sand-heat in 3 pound of re- 
étified Spirit of Wine for fome days, 
and pour off the Clear for Ufe. 

This is a very good Compofition 
of cordial and cephalic Simples, is 
eafily made, and kept in the Shops, 
and very readily mixed with any li- 
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quid Forms for extemporaneous Pra- 
étices ; it may be given from 40 
drops to 2 drams in any convenient 
‘Vehicle. This may be diftilled with 
a Retort, and what comes over en- 
titled, compound Spirit of Saffroms 
and an Extraét be made of the Re- 
fiduum, called the compound Extra& 
of Saffron ; and both will: be excel- 
lent good Medicines in the above- 
mentioned Purpofes. 


Elixir Vitrioli, Elixir of Vitriol. 

Take Cinnamon, Ginger, and 
Cloves, of each 3 drams; Calamus 
aromaticus an ounce; Galangal an 
ounce and half; Sage and Mint 
dry’d, of each half an ounce; Cu- 
bebs and Nutmegs, of each 2 drams ; 
Wood of Aloes, Citron-peels, of 
each a dram; powder them toge- 
ther, and add to them white Sugar- 
candy 3 ounces, Spirit of Wine a 
pound and half, and Oil of Vitriol 
a pound; digelt them together 20 
Days, and then pour off the Liquor, 
and filter it for Ufe. 

This is now tranfplanted in the 
College-Di/penfatory, where it is a- 
{cribed to Mynjicht for its Author. 


The Spirit had better be digefted 
upon the Ingredients fome time by 
itfelf, becaufe the Oil of Vitriol 
gives a thicknefs to it, and difables 
it from taking out the Virtues of 
the Spices; and when it is put in, 
it muit be done very gradually, be- 


caufe it will elfe caufe fo fudden a 


Heat, as to endanger burfting the © 


Veffel. Many have got a way of 
putting in Famaica-Pepper for all 
the Spices, but it is not fo juft to 


vary from the Recipe, when there is — 
no reafon but for Cheapnefs, and - 
the Medicine thereby becomes the: 


worfe ; which it certainly does in 


this Inftance, becaufe.that is a more — 


oily Spice than thofe here ordered, 
and therefore cannot make fo good a 
Stomachic. This Medicine is great 

y 
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ly come into Practice of late, and 
very defervedly , for it mightily 
ftrengthens the Stomach, and will 
do good Service fometimes where 
Bitters avail nothing, efpecially in 
Relaxations from Debauches and 
over-feeding. This very well imitates 
the Virtues of the celebrated Bark, 
and is properly given in all Inten- 
tions where that is found to fucceed ; 
fo that by its help Intermittents, and 
many Diforders from too lax a State 
of the Solids, may be removed with 
a much lefs quantity of the Bark 
than they might otherwife require ; 
it has an Influence alfo over many 
Diftempers of the Head to Advan- 
tage, and preferves againit Epilep- 
fies, Apoplexies, Palfies, and rheu- 
my Defluxions. It may be given 
from 19 to 30 or 40 Drops in any 
fuitable Vehicle, once, twice, or 
thrice a Day, obferving to take it 
when the Stomach is moft empty, 
as. in the Morning fafting, a little 
before Dinner.. and in the After- 
noon. This is the very Medicine 
which Mr. Fu/ler, Author of the 
Medicina Gymnaffica, gives an Ac- 
count of in his 4ppendix, to have 
been ordered ‘to him by a Phyfician 
now of the greateft Note, and by 
the fole help of which he was reco- 
~vered from a moft deplorable Decay 


of Conftitution , particularly of the 


Stomach, and continual Reachings 
to vomit for fome time; tho’ from 
a Return’ afterwards into the fame 
Irregularities, which was. driving 
- away the Hippo by fpirituous Li- 
~quors, he relaps’d and dy’d.

Tin@tura ftomachica amara, the 
bitter ftomachic Tindure. 
Take Gentian-root and Orange- 
peels dry’d, both cut very {mall, of 
each a pound, pour upon them in a 


glals Body Spirit of Vitriol rettified 
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one Cong. and half; let them ftand 
clofe cover’d in a very mild Warmth 
for fome Days, then prefs out the 
Spirit ftrongly, and let it fine down 
for, Ufe. 

- The Peels muft. be of the moft 
fragrant Sevi/Je Oranges, clear’d of 
the white, and carefully dry’d. This 
makes a Tincture not to be known 
from feveral which are fo extrava- 
gantly cry’d up in empirical Adver- 
tifements, and is the beft that can be 
made, notwithftanding thofe Boaft- 
ers talk of fo many Ingredients in 
theirs, which is only to put a Blind 
upon the Ignorant. To this, Cento- 
ry, and many Things of the like 
Kind, might’ be added, but they 
would rather clog the Medicine, 
than incréafe its Virtues. This is 
very conveniently kepr in the Shops 
to make the bitter Draught extem- 
pore, with any kind of Wine, or 
other Vehicle. From 1§ to 60 drops 
is fuficient for a Dofe of 2 or 3 
ounces. It is alfo very conveniently 
added to Steel-wine, as Bitters are 
often joined with it. It has all the 
Virtues of the common Bitters, and 
warms and ftrengthens the Stomach, 
but anfwers that End much better 
when joined with a little Acid, 
which makes a Subaftringent of it, 
not much unlike the E/ixir Vitrioli. 
An ounce of Spiritus Sulphuris per 
Campanam would be enough for a 
Pint of this Tinéture, and make it 
of a more beautiful Colour, and 
pleafanter ta take. 


Tin@ura Martis Mynfichti, Myn- 
ficht’s TinGure of Steel. _ 

Take Sal Armoniac 2 Pugils, Fi- 
lings of Steel a Pugil, mix them to- 
gether and put them into a Retort ; 
give a gentle Fire at. firft in a Sand- 
heat, and by degrees raife it, until 
fome Flowers are come over; wath 
the Refidaum with warm Water till 
the Sal Armoniac js not difcernible ; 
then put it into a Cucurbit, and 
Re4 with 
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with Spirit.of Wine. extraét a.Tin- 
cture , which decant, and put on 
more, until it will tinge no longer ; 
then evaporate about half the Spirit, 
and keep the reft for Ufe. 

This is frequently prefcribed, but

This is ftronger. than» any of the 
Preparations before. given under 
Opium, in Part 2, of a liquid Form, 
Its Dofe is from 2 to 8 Drops; the 
Virtues do not materially differ from 
any of them.

Take Honey and Liquorifé-root, 
of each 4 ounces; Flowers of Ben- 
jamin and Opium, of each a dram;

digeit all together for fome Weeks,

Digeft together, with 
fome {mall mixture of Salt of Tartar, 


for two or three Days; and pour off 
what is fine for Ufe. a 
This is alfo from Le Mort, and’is 
an admirable and a moft compendi- 
ous’Medicine, ‘exceeding the Ba//a- 
mum Polychrefion. It carries all that 
can ‘be wifh’d for into the Blood, 
that is of a deterging, ‘cleanfing, 
and healing Quality; and therefore 


not only makes an effeétual Cure of 


Venereal Ulcerations in the Urethra, 
which is call’d a Clap}; but alfo doés 
the fame fervice in any other 3 and 
cures-Decays of the Lungs, Kid- 
neys, and other Vifcera. ‘This alfo 
brings thofe things into a conveni- 
ent Form, which before were trou- 
blefome to take; for this E/ixir may 
be dropt ‘into any convenient Li- 
quor; and mixes well enough with 
it, only turning a little milky, as all - 
fuch Bodies will do in aqueous Ve~ 
hicles.

Take Caftor 2 ounces;| Myrrh 1 
ounce; digeit in Spirit of Wine 13 
ounces, for 20 Days ina clofe Vef- 
fel; then ftrain it, and put into it 
Extract of Savin, made by Evapora- 
tion of its Juice, half an ounce; Saf- 
fron 2 drams; {et thefe alfo, well ftopt, 
in a gentle Heat for fome Days; and 
if there be any fettling, pour off the 
fine into a frefh Phial, and keep it 
for Ute. 

This is a powerful Medicine to 
promote the Menjes and any other 
Cleanfings of the Womb; as alfo 
to aflift Delivery, and bring away 
the After-Birth. It may be given 
from § to 20 iyrems. in Pennyroyal- 
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Water (or any fuch like Vehicle.) 
But great care muit be taken not to 
give it, upon any account, when 
there is a fufpicion of being with 
Child; for it will endanger Abor- 
tion; and at other times mutft be gi- 
ven warily ; becaufe it is fo extreme- 
ly forcing. In many kinds of Con- 
vulfions too, from hyfterical Caufes 
it is an excellent Medicine; and 
will likewife frequently cure Fits in 
Children.

This is a moft efficacious Medi- 
cine in all melancholy hypochon- 
driacal Affections in either Sex. 
And there is hardly a Cafe fo obfti- 
nate as to refift it; if it be long 
continu’d. It keeps the Body a Jit- 
tle laxative, and opens by Urine; 
and will in time fcour the Glands 
and moft remote Receffes of the 


Body, of thofe adhefive flimy Hu- 


mours, which fpoil the Motions of 
the Spirits, and lay a Load upon 
the principal Wheels of the Animal 
Machine; from whence arife thofe 
Perturbations of Mind, and ‘Inter- 
ruptions of Reafoning, as put a 
Perfon into a fiate little better than 
that of Diftra&tion.

[TT HOSE things which are pre- 
Jerved in fubftance by boiling 
in fugar, and faid to be candied, are 
now become entirely foreign to the apoe 
thecary's bufine/s, being wholly mana- 
ged by the confectioners and the medt- 
cated fugars under the next divifion, 
are alfo fallen into the fame hands; 


and moft, or all of them are fo rarely | 


ufed in medicine, that an enquiry a- 
bout them feems needlefs. The Sac- 
charum Tabulatum compofitum, asd 
the Confeétio de Thure are fo little 
cfteemed in any refpect, that they are 
never to be met with ready made. 
The conferves make a confiderable 
article in the furniture of an apothe- 
cary’s Shop; but although they are 
now much abridged by the College, 
they bave yet retained more than are 
ever preferibed or made for reafons 
already taken notice of, Viz. either 
from their naufeoufnefs, or unfitness 
for this form. Of thofe things which 
require to be gently boiled, are only 
the floes and barberries, becau/e with- 
out it their pulps are fo thin as not to 
afford a due confiftence with Sugar ; 
but much boiling is bere to be avoided, 
for the reafons before given concerning 
the acid Syrups. All the other cou- 
Jferves require nothing more than bare- 
ly beating them in a mortar to a fuf- 
Jicient Finenefs; but the labour re- 
quired to dothis makes moft of them, 
at beft, fo coarfe, that they ought to 
be pulped before they are reduced into 
Eleftuaries; their aptne/s to candy 
Likewife fubjeéts them to the fame ne- 
ceffity; the peculiar method of doing 
which will come more properly to be 


foewn in the diredtion about extempa- 
raneous Ele@uaries, 

There is a very confiderable over- 
fight in the lift of fimples reducible 
into conferves, as it is printed in 
the laft Difpenfatory, both in relation 
to the Method in which they ftand, 
and the Diftin&ions of the Things 
themfelves; which it may be neceffary 
to take fome Notice of bere, to pre- 
vent being led into Miftakes thereby. 
The Diftinéions of Summitates, Flores, 
Folia, & Fructus, are not only in- 
termixed, and confequently repeated 
oftener than a good Method requires, 
but alfo Things are placed under thefe 
DiftinGions which do not belong to 
them. Thus under Summitates are 
Lavender and Lillies of the Valley, 
the fine picked Flowers only of which 
are ufed in Conferve. Under the Fo- 
lia likewife are Violets, which are 
ufed only in Flower, and Elder, the 
Leaves of which were never yet made 
into Conferve: The Sloes and Bar- 
berries which ftand here, belong to 


the Diftin@ion of Fruits, and foould 


be placed with the Hips. There are 
other Inadvertencies not of much Con- 
fequence, and which every reader can 

eajily rectify.) 
“This Form of Medicine is con- 
triv’d to preferve the Flowers, Herbs, 
Roots, Peels, or Fruits, of feveral 
Simples, as near as poflible to what 
they are when frefh gather’d: but 
for this Purpofe there is fo much 
Sugar made ufe of, that a Dofe of 
the Simple, to anfwer any Intention 
of Moment, is render’d very incon- 
venient to take, All the Things 
there- 
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therefore which come under this 
Divifion are to be regarded pretty 
much as Syrvps3; more for the fake 
of ‘mixing and rendering palatable 
other things of great Efficacy, than 
to anfwer any Intention of Cure 
_themfelves. For what can be expect- 
ed from a Dofe of the moft efficaci- 
ous Conferve that is made in the 
Shops, (fuppofe 1 ounce, which is 3 
Sugar) when the Herb of which it is 
made, might be eat by Handfuls, or 
as common Sailetting, without any 
manifeft* Alteration? In this Form 
more or lefs Sugar is ufed, accord- 
ing to the Texture and Difpofition 
of the Simple concern’d. Thus to 
Herbs, and Flowers, there are put 
three parts of Sugar to one of the 
Simple; for Roots, and fuch Sub- 
ftances as will keep better, double

Ctive Simples, they grow dry, orrun 
as thin as Syrwp, with keeping ; and 
turn four and ferment; in both which 
Cafes they ought to be put by as un- 
fit for ufe, and good for nothing but 
to add to any fermenting Liquor for 
Diltillation, ne | ~ 


the Quantity of Sugar will do H and 
for fome: Fruits and their Pulps, yet 
lefs wil] ferve. That part of this 
Branch of Pharmacy taken away by a 
diftinét Bufinefs, called Preferving, 
does not much differ from this, but 
in the manner of Mixture: for the 
fame Things are preferv’d by the 
Confe€tioner only with Sugar, Ma-~ 
naged in a different way, than what 
theApothecary does by his Conferves. 
All under this Denomination, as to 
their Virtues; are to be known from 
their refpective Simples; and there- 
fore we fhall only here give a Lift of 
fuch Conferves as are now in the 
Shops, and fometimes prefcribed ; 
under fuch Diftin@ions as regard 
any particular Management in their 
making. .

Only 
the firft of thefe is in ufe; which re- 
quires great Labour to make it very 
fine; if therefore the Orange-Chips, 
as they are fhaved thin off the 
Orange, are ptt into an Earthen- 
Pan for fome Weeks, with a fuff- 
cient Quantity of Sugar; they will 
mellow, or as it were fo rot toge~ 
ther, that it will require much lef

‘Conferves of Hips, Sioes, and the 
like, are made with 3 Parts of the 
Pulp ofthe Fruit, and 5 Parts Sugars 
The former is brought to a Pulp by, 
ftanding till mellow, and theatter by 
baking; and then they are to be dri- 
ven thro’ a Sieve made on purpofe for 
fuch Ufe.

The: New Di/pexfatory, of the, Col-. 
lege leaves out only the ounce, of 
Wormwood-Wine that was order’d in 
the former. It was not.at firft re- 
ceived by the Col/ege; and. is fince 
but very-little, if ever, preferibed.in 
common Practice; fo that it’s hardly 
to be met with in the Shops. 


Saccharum Hordeatum, Bar/ey-Suzar 


It is made from Sugar boiled 
over-a flow Fire in a Decotion of 
Barley briskly beat up with the 
Whites of Bggs,and frequently fcum- 
med while upon the Fire; it is then 
to be ftrained thro’ a Flannel,.and 
again fet. upon the Fire, where it 
mutt boil flowly till it rifes im large 
Bubbles;.and upon Trial found not 
to ftick to the Teeth. It is.to bé 
poured upon. a. Marble-Stone, rub- 
bed over with Oil‘of Almonds, as 
foon as the Bubbles fubfides, and its 
Extremities as it runs out turn back 
again, till.it grows of the Confit- 
ence of a thick Turpentine; when 
it muft.be faften’d to fomething,.and 
nimbly drawn out by Hands, rubbed 
over with Starch, into, thin or thick, 
long or fhort Threads, at pleafure, 
and laid upon a Plate provided on 
purpofe, till it hardens into: Lozen- 

es. 
: This alfo is now folely prepared'by 
the Confectioners, and is very rarely 
prefcribed medicinally. Inthe Ca/lege 
Difpenfatory it has the Title of Sac- 
charum Penidium. , 

a CaP Confegtio 
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Confettio de Thure, Confefion 
of Frankincenfe. 


‘Take of prepared Coriander-feeds 
halfan ounce, of Nutmegs, and the 
whiteft Frankincenfe, of each 3 
drams; of Liquorife and Maftichs of 
each 2 drams; of Cubebs and pre- 
pared Hartfhorn, of each 1 dram; 
of Conferve of red Rofes t ounce; of 
the whiteft Sugar a fufficient Quanti- 
_ ty, to make them into little Balls or 
Lozenges. 

This is a very ancient Prefcription, 
and hath paffed-thro’ all the Di/pen- 
fatories of the College; but it is very 
rarely, if ever, prefcribed, and there- 
fore hardly to be met with in the 
Shops. 
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Saccharum Rofatum Tabulatum, 
Lozenge Sugar with Rofes. 

Take of red Rofe Leaves without 
the white Heels, and haftily dried in 
the Sun, t ounce; of the whitelt Su- 
gar 1 pound; melt the Sugar over 
the Fire in red Rofe-water, and the 
Juice of red Rofes, of each 2 ounces ; 
and after due Evaporation, mix with 
it the Rofes in fine Powder; and 
pour it upon a Marble fo as to make 
it into Lozenges, S. J. 

This is alfo now made by the Coz- 
SeGioners, altho’ very much ufed in 
medicinal Intentions, as preferable 
to the Conferve of Rofes for many 
Purpofes. [Jts Colour is made more 
beautiful by adding a few Drops of 
Spirit of Vitriol, before it cools.) 


ne Us RR Neate 
Of Electuaries, &c. 


[ HE next oficinal Form for 

internal Uje, is that of an 
Elefuary; and it is much the more 
extenfive of any, as it takes in almoft 
the whole Materia Medica, ix one In- 
tention or other; for tho’ many Simples 
have, from their Texture, a natural 
Unfitnefs for fome Forms, yet there are 
hardly any which are not reducible, 
one way or other, into this; and the 
whole Skill of the Compounder confifts 
in knowing that particular Manage- 
ment which Simples of different Tex- 
tures require to incorporate them thus 
together. And this we foall have Op- 
portunity of being exadtly informed 
about, when we come to fome of the 
greater Compofitions, in the Shops 
commonly called Capitals. 

Befides what is common, then, to 
all Compofitions, the chief Confidera- 
tions in prefcribing officinal Eleéu- 
aries, are, that fuch Things only be 
put together, which will not by any 


oppofite Qualities defroy one another, 
or lofe their natural Properties by ly- 
ing long in this manner; and like» 
wife that the whole be of a Confiftence, 
that will hold Ingredients of different 
Gravities in equal Mixture. Thus in 
all Eleiuaries, where the teffaceous 
Powders are ordered, or any thing of 
an alkaline nature, no Acids, or any 
thing that will turn acid, ought to 
be mixed, becaufe they will ferment; 
their Weight likewife requires a 
thicker Confiftence than can be well 
given by a Syrup, to hold them in 
Sufpenfion; and for offending in both 
thefe refpedts, the College have now 
expunged the Confeétio de Hyacin- 
tho, which confifted chiefly of tefta- 
ceous and heavy Ingredients, and was 
made up with Syrup of Lemons. Things 
which are moft liable to grow worfe 
in this form, chiefly affe& the aftrine 
gent Compofitions, because that Rough- 
nels or Afperity in which their Aftrin- 
| gency 
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gency confifts, by long lying im Moi- 
fiure, grows fofter, and confequently 
lefs efficacious in any fuch Intentions. 
This Change is very manifeft in com- 
paring old Diafcordium, or Conferve 
of red Rofes, with new. ag 

In judging of the oficinal Compo- 

fitions, as they occur in the Difpen- 
fatory, it may be convenient, as inthe 
foregoing Forms, to examine them un- 
der fome common Denominations of 
Cordials, Carminatives, Hyfferics, 
Alexipharmics, Detergents, Emol- 
lients, Affringents, Narcotics, and 
Cathartics 3 for fome or other of thefe 
general Forms take in all the officinal 
Eletiuaries. 

Under the firlt of thefe comes the 
Confeétio Alkermes, which before 
the laft Emcndation, bad in ii Pearls, 
now juftly rejected, for the Reafons 
before affigned againft fuch Subjiances 
entering the thinner Eleéuaries. Bat 
a Confiftence fufficient to fufpend even 
the Cinnamon, and Lignum Aloes, 

will fubjeG it to candy: For in the 
making of Syrups it appears. that no 
Liguor requires. above double its quan- 
zity of Sugar to continue it in, that 
form; and if by the force of Heat more 
is diffolued, or part of the Liquor ex- 
haled, the Particles of the Sugar lie 
fo near as to attra& one another, and 
erypallize; and the fame Inconve- 
niences attend fuch Elefiuaries as ac- 
quire a Confiftence from the boiling 
of a Syrup fufficiently high to fufpend 
but afmall quantity of Species. When 
therefore the Confectio Alkermes 7s 
bailed high enough to fufpend the Cin- 
namon and Aloes Wood, it will foon 
candy, or otherwife they will fall to 
_ the bottom, the laft of which Incon- 
veniences is moft commonly difpenfed 
with’; and upon Examination thofe 
Powders will generally be found at 
the bottom: fo that to form Eleétua- 
ries from this Foundation, which foall 
conveniently keep, it is meceffary that 
there foould be a good quantity of the 
dry Ingredients, not only to caufe a 
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Confiftence fufficient to fufpend one 
another, but alfo to interpofe every 
where between the Particles of Sugar, 
‘to prevent their attratting one ans- 
ther; and this is the Cafe of fome of 
the greater Compofitions, when made 
up with the Syrupus de Meconio, 
whereby they will conveniently enough 
preferve their Forms for a good white. 
As the Ele&tuarium é€ Saflafras és of 
Kin to the Confeétio Alkermes iz 
Intention, fo it has likewife the fame 
Inconvenience with relation to the 
Confiftence, tho in fomewbat a lefs 
degree; becaufe the Powders are ina 
greater Proportion, and therefore bet- 
ter preferve it from candying or fal- 
ling to the bottom. ’ 
The Electuarium é Baccis Lauri és 
much to be commended for the Unifor~ 
mity and Efficacy of all its Ingredi- 
ents, either in the Intentions of a 
Carminative or Hyfteric, which Pur- 
pofes are advantageoufly enough aim'd 
at by the fame Things in many In- 
frances, as there is fomewhat in them 
peculiarly affifting to each other. The 
Gums, as in all Compofitions of this 
Make, are to be diffelved in as little 
White-Wine as will ferve to firain 
them, and then they are to be mixed 
with Honey juft warm'd; after which 
the reft are to be fifted in when pow- 
dered. This is very conveniently pre- 
ftribed from half 2 Dram to a Dram 
in a Bolus, for any extemporaneous 
Occafion, and cannot well be menaced 
by any Additions. 
The Confectio Archigenis hath 
never before been in the College Dif- 
penfatory, but it isa Medicine much 
of ihe fame Complexion with the fore- 
going, tho more concife as to the num- 
ber of its Ingredients, and takes in 
Opium in fuch a quantity, that makes 
its repetition once in five or fix Hours 
(which is often wanted from the other 
Ingredients) mot pra&icable, and 
therefore cannot be fo commonly ufeful 
as the Eleétuarium ¢@ Baccis Lauri. 
The Galbanum, Storax aud Rrienaty 
ere 
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here likewife to be rained, and well 
incorporated with Syrup, before the 
Powders are ftirred in. But the Sy= 
rupus Artemifize is now fo feldom, if 
ever made, that it is to be expected, 

when this Medicine comes more into 
Uje (which itis likely todo from the 
Uniformity and Efficacy of its Ingre- 

dients) the Shops will fubftitute fome 
other in its room; in doing which 
they cannot injure the Medicine, fo 

that it be in Conformity to the Inten- 

tion, as by the Syrupus de Pzonia, 

or the like. 

> Amongft the Alexipharmics, the 

Mithridate comes firf in place. This, 

as well as the other greater Compoft- 


tions, called Capitals, bath paffed the 


Examination of fo many Writers in 
Pharmacy, that there would bé no 
end in taking notice of all they have 
Jfaid upon it. It is hoped therefore 
it will be efteemed fufficient to judge 
of this by thofe Rules already laid 
down for Compofition, without the 
‘Support of any foreign Authorities. 
That grand Rule then, to keep all 
Ingredients out of a Compofition that 
belong not to the main Intention, ex- 
cludes from this at firft fight the 
Agaric: All Commentators in general 
bave excepted againf? it; and Schro- 
der, who was none of the niceft in 
thefe vefpects, lets bis Indignation 
rife fo high as to call it Apoftema & 
fcabies putrefcentis arboris: Zt 
indeed a very fiinking Fungus, and 
gives a great Naufeoufne/s to the Sio- 
mach; the Succi Hypociftidis and 


Acaciz, the Gum Arabic, red Rofes, 


and Gentian Root, diftover no Pro- 
perties relating to this Intention; 
Some others likewife might be excepted 
againfi, for not having their due 
Proportions of Efficacy, and confe- 
quently being Clogs and Hindrances 
to others of greater moment. The 
Trochifci Cypheos have nothing in 
them but what is in the grand Com- 
potion of the Mithridate, unlefs the 
Pulp of Raifins, Radix Cyperi ro- 
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tunde, Bacce Juniperi, aad Lignum 

Aloes;. fo that it is juftly remark’d by 

Saffenus, and many before him, that 

the. Quantities of thefe Ingredients 

would be much better added to, and 

the others increased in the other Pre- 

Jeription, than.to be at the Trouble of 
making this Form for them feparately, 

fince they are never called for on 0- 

ther Occafions, the Virtues of thefe 

Additions in that being merely tri- 

fling, efpecially the Pulp of Raifins. 

But thefe have the Authority of com- 

tng down to us in almoft all the anci- 

ent Difpenfatories, and are originally 

aferib'd to one Damocrites, who took 

Jo much Pains in reforming the Mithrie- 
date, that fome prefcride it om extem- 

poraneous Occafions by the Name of 

Eleétuarium Damocritis. 

Tbe Theriaca Andromachi takes in 
almoft all the Ingredients of the fore- 
going, and crouds them with many o- 
thers much inferior in E ficacy andPro- 
priety; on which account moft Perfons 
who have duly confider'd thefe things 
prefer the Mirhridate-to it. ' 

It cannot chufe but give any one an 
indifferent Opinion of the ancient 
Pharmacy, to read the lavifh Com- 
mendations given by many of thofe 
Writers to this Compofftion, who, 
amongft other extravagant Honours 
paid to it, bave entitled it Regina 
Medicamentorum, and peak of it as 
the laft Refuge in all deplorable Cafes. 
But impartially to examine it, we 
foall find its very firft Ingredient 
good for nothing; for the Trochifct 
de Scilla Dave little in them more 
than the Cicer Flower, which is an 
intpid thing, of no manner of E ficacy 
in any medicinal Purpofe, unlefs as 
any other Flower, or Crumbs of Bread, 
externally in Cataplafms. Zwelfer 
and Saffenus join in their Declama- 
tions againf? this Ingredient, as ba- 
ving nothing in it of virtue; affirming 
that Squills, Onions, and other Things’ 
of like Texture, will fo lofe in drying, 
as toleave behind ouly an infipid Fila 

er 


| 
| 
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or Skins but were any of the known 
Properties of the Squills abiding in 
thefe Troches, they would only ferve to 
make the Medicine naufeous, for they. 
are manifefily emetic; and the an- 
cient Conceit of a latent Quality in 
them to refif? Poifons, hath been long 
exploded. Both thefe Writers take 
the fame freedom with the Troches of 
Vipers, affirming nothing valuable in 
the Viper to remain in them were they 
made by Decoion ; but the Jatter 
Sufpeds them not to be genuine, nor 
to have any thing of the Viper’s Flefp 
in them; not foaring at the Clofe of 
his RefleGions to thank God that Corn 
was not fo fcarce in bis Country as to 
put them upon buying dry Bread from 
Stalian Apothecaries ; but if any Fraud 
of this kind bé committed, or if there 
be nothing of the Viper in the Troches, 
as thefe Perfons, with many others, 
affirm, the Certainty cannot be come 
at any other way that I know of, but 
by trying whether, like the dried 
Flefo, they afford a volatile Salt; but 
this Experiment is too expeufive to 
make it worth any Body's while; and 
therefore to end the Controver/y about 
it, the Cuftom hath now obtained to 
put into this Compofition a Quantity 
of dried Vipers, as near to the Pro- 
portion aim’d at in the Troches as can 
be well guefsd. The Trochifci He- 
dychroi are liable to the fame Obje- 
Gions asthe Cypheos in the Mithri- 
date, all the Ingredients being alrea- 
dy diretted in the grand Compofition, 
subich therefore are better increafed 


- in the Quantities proporiionably, and 


put into the Medicine together, which 
not only faves a needlefs Trouble in 
making the Troches, but fecures the 
Ingredients in them from that Wafe 
they are liable to undergo whilf in 
that form. There is no occafion to fay 
any thing of the Agaric Troches, after 


| Jo much hath been obferved of the 


thing itfelf. All the other Materials 


| tn this grand Compofition, which are 


not to the main Intention, or are in 
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any other refpet? unfuitable, I have’ 
taken the liberty to remark upon in . 
my own Difpenfatory, and therefore 
think it unneceffary to repeat them 
bere. A 

| The Theriaca Londinenfis is the 
mext confiderable Compofition of the’ 
Jame Intention, and it hath had fo 
much Care taken about it in the laff 
Revifal of the College, that it is not 
now chargeable with any one Ingre-- 
dient that doth not contribute its 
Share to the main End, befides fome 
added of greater Efficacy than it took . 
in befires fo that now it is much 
better calculated for inward Ujes ,- 
whereas before it was chiefly ufed by 
Surgeons as a warm Cataplajm. * The 
Theriaca Diateflaran is Likewife of 
this Rank, but it is too naufeous for’ 
taking, upon account of the Quanti- 
ties and Bitterne/s of the Gentian and: 
Myrrh; fo that it 1s only kept in the 
Species in Shops, and ufed chiefly for 
Cattle, under the Title of Horfe-/pice. 
The Addition of the Ivory Shavings 
can be of no ufe, and therefore is never 
added. | 

TheEleGtuarium Diafpermaten and’ 
Pectorale are the only two of this Ins 
tention to promote Urine or Expeéfo- 
ration; but both thofe Intentions are 
Jo much better anfwer'd by extempo~ 
raneous Prefcriptions, that I never 
knew either of them made; and there- 
Sore it is not worth the Trouble to ex 
amine the Fitnefs of their particular 
Ingredients, | 
The Diafcordium is the chief Com 

pofition that takes in any Quantity of 
Aftringents. Its Author is well known, 
Jrom whom it takes the Title of Con- 
fectio Fracaftoriis yt notwithffands 
ing his great Authority, there is con- 
fiderable room for Emendations. Thé 


Caffia and Gum Arabic, tho’ proper 


Agglutinants, foon make this Medi- 
cine fo flimy, as to lofe the Efe of 
all its rougher and more aftringent 
Parts; the Gentian likewife gives it 
a needle/s Bitterne/s, and with the 

oo ee Galtanum 
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Galbanum oppofe the main Intention, 
for they are both detergent and purga- 
tive; whereas the Medicine is moftly 
prefcribed in Diarrb@as, and in re- 
gard to that the Honey is now fupplied 
by the Syrupus de Meconio. ' Little 
likewife can be faid for the Semina 
Acetofee, for if they have no oppofite 
Qyalities toa warm Aftringent, which 
is much to be fufpefted, yet they have 
nothing to contribute to it. The 
Diacorallion avd Confeétio de Santa- 
lis. are both tolerably uniform for the 
fame Intention, but arerarely met with 
in Prefcription or heard of in the Shops. 
And the Diacydonium hath long been 
rejetied in the Shops, unlefs amongf 
Confectioners. | 

. The Philonium Romanum is az O- 
piate join'd with many warm Spices, 
and pretty much in ufe; but fome of its 
Ingredients, as the Caffia, and all the 
Seeds, tho carminative, feem to be ra- 
ther fuperfluous than neceffary. 

It is difficult to tell in what Clafs 
the Confectio Raleighana ought to be 
placed, becaufe it abounds with Ma- 
terials very different in Intention, 
tho’ moft of them feem to be cordial 
and alexipbarmic 3 however the Trou- 
ble of its Compofition in the manner 
here direGted is not likely ever to make 
it valued enough to be brought into 
Uje. c | 
The purging Elefuaries are moft 
of them lenitive, confifting chiefly of 
Decoions from Sena, Rhubarb, and 
the milder Cathartics, boiled up to a 
Canfiftence with Sugar, and the Pulps 
of Prunes, Cafia, Tamarinds, and 
the like; but moft or all of thefe take 
‘Yn fo-many unneceffary Things, either 
under the Notion of Correétors, or to 
extend their Operation to more gene- 
ral Intentions, that their Dofe rifes 
to. @ Bulk too large for any-to-care 
Sor s. even the Caryocoltinum, which 
takes in the mot powerful Cathartie, 
Scammony,. yet joins with it fuch a 
multitude of Spices, and is fo loaded 
with Hongy, that an ordinary Dofe is 


y 
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half an Ounce, which is now thought 
an unreafonable Quantity in a Boias; 
and to diffolve thefe Things in a- 
Draught even of four Ounces, makes 
it naufeoufly thick. This Clafs of 
Medicines is fuitable enough in emol- 
lient Clyfters, and are alfa ufeful as 
Coolers, to be taken at any time im 
Jmall Dofes, as common Eleciuaries in 
coftive Habits, and are alfo good Ve- 
bicles enough for Rhubarb, and fome 
of the terebinthinous Balfams in many 
Cafes where the urinary Paffages are 
difordered. : 

The two firft Compofitions of this 
Cla/s are fo entirely in difufe as-not 
to be worth any Remarks; and: the 
five following are fo much like the 
lenitive Ele&uary, that they are al- 
moft entirely negletted for the fake of 
it; and in Examination of that, we 
foall likewife fuffiiciently find wherein 
they are to blame, in any refpe®, with 
relation to the Ingredients they take 
in, or the manner in which they are 
compounded. 

The Ele&tuarium ex Helleboro is 
but the famé as the Me) Hellebora- 
tum, which we bad occafjon to take 
notice of before, where it was much 
more properly placed, it being by neo 
means to be called an Electuary, but 
only a thick Syrup. | 

The lenitive Elediuary comes next, 
which is almoft the only ome of this 
Clafs that is in ufe; hut even wherein 
this direéts any needlefs Trouble in the 
manner of its Compofition, as it does 
in many Inftances, I have taken the 
liberty to remark upon it in my Dif- 
penfatory, and dire& it in a much 
more concife way, and after which 
manner, I have been informed, many 
at this time make it: And th? Cori- 
ander Seeds are now ordered in the 
‘room of the Anifeeds, which will much 
better powder, yet they are not fo much 
within the Intention, being hotter and. 
‘dryer. But the greateft Care to be 
here taken is, that it be boiled high 
enough to keep, without burning which

ters the Medicines. both as the latter 
is a much more aftringent Spice, and 
as the other in time. gives a flimy 
Quality to. the Compofition, and. 
fpoils it. This eae is valued 
for its Colour, which-it receives on-, 
ly from the Bole, the moft indiffe- 
rent Ingredient in it; but as it is a 
fign of its frefhnefs, it is of ufe; for 
this Medicine is much the worfe for 
Age, and is known to be fo by the 
af Colour wearing off: but that 
likewife may be difcovered by the 
Faintnefs of its Tafte; for the 4ro- 
matics by time exhale, and the 
Roughnefs of the Ingredients, in 
which its Aftringency confifts, by 
long Continuance in a. moift Form 
grow fofter and fmoother upon the 
Palate; as has been already frequent-— 
ly obferved of Things of that nature. 

he Colour is indeed renewable by, 
a little frefh Bole; but the Deceit 
may be difcovered by the Tatfte.. 
Every one knows how much this 1s 
of ufe, and for what Purpofes; and | 
indeed if the feveral Ingredients be 
nicely felected, and the Medicine 
frefh, made, it is excellent in all 
Fluxes whatfoever ; and a_ great 
Strengthner both of the Stomach 
and Bowels. In its Influence upon 
Fluxes, the Opium has no {mall 
fhare ; as may be well conceived 
from the Virtues of that Drug. It 
is given to Children from 5 grains 
to x fcruple, and to grown Perfons 
from.1 fcruple to 2 drams for a Dofe. 
There is but 1 grain of Opium in § 
drams 12 grains. A very mifchievous 
way fome Nurfes have got, of gi- 
ving their Children this Medicine to 
make them fleep; more for their 
own Eafe than any thing elfe ; which 
is frequently the Foundation of ma- 
ny IlJnefles, from its keeping them 
too coftive, the worft Temper Chil- 
dren can be in.

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which is certainly an Opener, and a 
powerful Detergent, and therefore 
contrary to the main Defign of this 
Compofition, is here in fo large.a 
Quantity, the modern Praétice has 
very prudently ordered this Medicine 
to be made without it; by ufing in 
its ftead a fufficient Quantity of Sy- 


rupus de Meconio, boiled up to a due . 


Confiltence, which greatly improves 
the Medicine», byt.the quantity for 
a Dofe muft then be proportionably 
leffen’d; as the Syrup adds to its 
narcotic Property. Many alfo of late 
have a way,of drying the Opium, 
fo. as to powder with the Species ; 
and referving it by itfelf, as was be- 
fore obferved of the Species pro Con- 
SeGione de Hyacintho; and this is the 
beft way of all to preferve the Vir- 
tues of the feveral Ingredients entire 5 
which no moift Form can do thofe 
of an aftringent nature.

This is reckoned one of the Of_i- 
cinal Capitals. It takes its Name 
from its reputed Author Mithridates, 
King of Pontus and Bithynia; tho’ 
fome will’have it, that this Compo- 
fition greatly varies from the royal 
Pre(criber’s. genuine Receipt ; im 
having.receiv’d vaft Additions of In- 
gredients from the Tranfcribers, as 
it hath come handed down to thefe 
Times. + As far back however as we 
can trace it, in Authors of the beft 
Note, it ftands as here given; and 
the prefent differs from none of the 
former College Difpenfetories, unlels 
in fome {mall Tranfpofitions of the 
Simples. Zwe/fer, in his Notes upon 
the duguffan Difpenfatory, blames 
fome of the Ingredients, with his 
ufual freedom on fuch Occafions, ei- 
ther as ufelefs, or out of the princi- 
pal Intention of the whole; but he 
feems to have taken much more 
Pains than was needful, in diftribu- 
ting the feveral’ Ingredients into 
Clafles for powdering ; becaufe all, 
except the Gums, ‘areas well fo or- 
dered together; and every ordinary 
Operator knows how to diffolve the 
Guims, and Juices, that will not 
powder, in the Wine. This is great- 
ly ufed asa Cordial, an Opiate, and 
a Sudorific ; all which Intentions it

Treacle. But this, as all other an- 
cient Officinals, has many Ingredi- 

ents which might have been as well 
or better left out; becaufe they bear 
no Affinity to the main Defign of 


the whole. Thus the Agaric is not. 


only ufelefs but hurtful, by making 
the Medicine more naufeous: the 
Succus Hypociftidis anfwers no End 
at all; the Cz/fa Bark fhould be re- 
je€ted for the fame reafon as was gi- 
ven under the Dia/cordium; the Po- 
Lymountain, Daucus Seeds, Gum Ara- 
bic, red Rofes, Dittany of Crete, Gen 
tian Root, and Acacia, have neither 
of them Virtues of any refemblance 
to what is aim’d at by this Compo- 
fition; and confequently are more 
a Clog than an Help to the whole. 
It would therefore make a much bet- 
ter Medicine if the other Ingredi- 
ents of the right Intention were pro- 
portionably increafed in their Quan- 
tities, fo as to make the Opium, to 
which particular regard is to be had, 
ftill bear the fame Proportion in the 
whole: In our former Editions there 
was an Effay towards an Emenda- 
tion of this Medicine; which, ‘in re. 
gard to the Co//ege Authority, fhould 
have here been omitted, but that 
fome have been accuftomed to make 
it after that Prefcription for their 
private Ufe. Take Myrrh, Saffron, 
Cinnamon, Spikenard, of each 2 
ounces and a half; Storax 2 ounces; 
' Ginger, Treacle-Muftard, Frankin- 
cenfe, Celtic Nard pick’d, and Gar- 
den Valerian Root, of each 10 drams3 
Seeds of Hartwort, Opobalfam, Ca- 
mel’s Hay, Steechas, Coftus, Gale 
banum, Cyprus Turpentine, long 
Pepper, Caftor, Opopanax,and Mace, 
of each 1 ounce ; white Pepper, Scor- 
dium, Carpobalfamum, or Cubebs, 
Cypheos Troches, and Bdellium, of 
each 7 drams; Parfly-feed, Opium, 
lefler Cardamoms, Fennel- feed, Ani- 
feed, Afarabacca-roots, Calamus aro- 
Maticus, Qrrice, Sagapenum, » of 
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each 3 drams;’Meum-root, Skinks, 
and Tops of St. Ffobn’s-wort, of each 
2 drams and a half; Canary 1 pound 
and a half; and Honey 3 times the 
Quantity. This makes a more ele- 
gant Medicine than the other; and 
is more efficacious to all the Inten- 


_ tions it is defign’d for. The greatett 


Beauty of this to the Eye, is the 
Smoothnefs; (which much depends 
upon the Finenefs of the Species,) 
and the Colour which it ftrikes upon 
white Paper, being of a delicate yel- 
low. To this purpofe it is an Ad- 
vantage to mix the Saffron in fine 
Powder by itfelfin the Canary ; and 
fhake them together 2 or 3 times a 
Day for a Week, before all things 
are in readinefs to mix: for by 
this means the Tin&ure will be bet- 
ter drawn out from the Saffron, than 
if it be powdered and mixed with 
the other Ingredients; and ftrike a 
much better Colour in the Medi- 
cine. For Smoothnefs too and due 
Mixture, the Gums, and any diffol- 
vable Subftances, are to be melted 
feparately, and ftrained into the Ho- 
ney, and intimately mixed with it 
before the Species are fifted | in, 
which muft be wel! ttirred.

ward Ufe. There are feveral other 
> Compofitions of this Denomination 
taken by the Di/penfatory-Writers 


from Mefue, Galen, and others, but 


they all agree in the main 5; Zze/fer 
however prefers the Confectio Archi- 
genis to them all, as a warm Opiate, 
which is their main Jntention. The 
former Preferiptions of this were all 
with Honey, in 3 times the quanti- 
ty of the other Ingredients; but the 
Syrupus de Meconio, as here order’d, 
is vaftly preferable, as agreeing fo 
much better with the Intention of 
the whole. It is a powerful Opiate, 
- and given from 10 grains to 2 fcru- 
ples, to eafe violent Pains, and pro- 
cure Sleep.

- This. hath continued the fame in 
almoft all the Di/pen/atories it hath 
yet paffed thro’, and is not only the 
capital, Alexipharmic of our Shops, 
but of all Europe ; it has a great deal 
more wrote about it than could be 
contained, in the largeft Volume; 
we fhall therefore content ourfelves 
with as fhort Remarks upon. this 
grand Medicine, as is confiftent with 
that Acquaintance every one in the 
PraGtice of Phyfie ought.to have 
with it. This claims for its Author 
the Perfon whole Name it bears, 
and who was Phyfician to Nero the 
Tyrant. ‘That we frequently call it 
Venice-Treacle, is from the great 
Quantities made at Venice, and thence 
tran{ported to moft Parts of the 
World. -As this has paffed through 
many Ages, and the Hands of many, 
in their own Opinions able, to alter, 
it for the better, there are abundance 
of different Recipe’s extant in Dif- 
penfatory-Writers ; and this of our 
College {eems to be one of the rt 

| that 
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that in the Augufan - Difpenfatory 
differing little from it. Diemerbroeck, 
‘late Writer, greatly extols the Mul- 
tiplicity of Ingredients in this Com- 
pofition, and has odd Notions of the 
united Efficacies of fuch Ingredients 
arifing to a much higher degree, and 
exalting the Virtues of each other, 
much beyond what they were pof- 
feffed of when feparate. Monfieur 
Charas, a French Author, has wrote 
a whole Treatife upon the Theriaca, 
and is very particular upon each In- 
gredient, but fays nothing worth 
notice here. Zwelfer in his Animad- 
verfions upon the 4ugu/fan-Di/pen- 
fatory fays moft to our Purpofe, in 
which he has followed Qvercetan. 
Many Ingredients are by them juftly 
found fault with, as not at all agree- 
ing with the Intention of the whole, 
fuch as Agaric, Rhubarb, Calcan- 
thum, &c. The Troches of Squills 
are likewife rejefled, with thofe of 
the Viper, becaufe the manner of 
making them into fuch Forms de- 
flroys the Virtues which they are 
intended to retains if therefore fuch 
are omitted, and others proportio- 
nably increafed, fo that the Opium 
might ftill have the fame Proportion 
to the whole, the Medicine would 
be much the better. As before there- 
fore in the Mithridate, we fubmit 
the following Alteration to every 
one’s Liberty. Vie 


~ Take Opium, Long-pepper, Scor- 
dium pick’d from the Stalks, Opo- 
balfam, Cinnamon, Myrrh, Saffron, 
Spikenard , Schoenanth, Calamint, 
Indian-leaf, Cardamoms,. Marum 

yriacum, Tops of Marjoram, and 
Calamus aromaticus, of each 3 oun. 
ces; Zedoary, white and black Pep- 
per, Steechas, Cyprvs-Turpentine,

That the Vipers and Squills may 
not be loit in this, let a dozen Vi- 
pers be put.alive into half as much 
Wine as is here required; and after 
fome Weeks ftanding very clofely 
ftopt, Jet all be drawn over by a Re- 
tort to drynefs, and what comes in- 
to the Receiver be put into the Me- 
dicine ; and in the other Part of the 
Wine infufe fix Ounces of green 
Squills for fome time, which prefs 
out hard, and referve this to dilfalve 
fome of the Gums in ; by this Ma- 
nagement all the Virtues of thefe 
two Ingredients will be much bet- 
ter fecured than as ordered in Tro- 

ches. Rena hiy 
In the Difpenfation of this Me- 
dicine, Zwelfer divides the Ingre- 
dients into feveral Claffes, according 
to their Similitude of Textures ; 
thofe of each Clafs. to be diffolved, 
as the Gums} and the others. pow- 
dered feparately, and afterwards mix- 
ed; but fuch a,Trouble feems alto- 
gether needlefs, for fome of the more 
tough and moilt Ingredients will 
beat well enough with fuch as. are 
dryer and more brittle, and pafs the 
Sieve together ; and fome even pow- 
der the Opium itlelf, which is as’ 
good a way as any, if it has been al- 
ready cleanfed of its Feces. All the 
Herbs ought to be clear’d of their 
Stalks, and,to be as frefh as poflible ; 
as alfo the Roots, from every thing 
that is unfound or decaying. The 
Saffron, if its Colour be dates on, 
may be powder’d feparately, and put 
into the Wine drawn from the Vi- 
pers, as directed in the Mithridate, 
The Galbanum, Turpentine, &&z, 
muft be firft ftrain’d and mix’d with 
the Honey, and.then the Species 
fifted in leifurely, another ftirring i 
all the time, that it may ‘be well 
mixed ; and laft of all the Wine is 
to be putin. If this be made ac-

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cording to the Alteration here given 
it makes a noble Medicine, and can- 
not be exceeded by any Compofi- 
tion as an Alexipbarmic and a Ce- 
phalick ; for there is {carce any par- 
ticular View which any Symptom 
tions, for which there are not many 
Ingredients herein of great Efficacy 


| provided, It isa good Opiate, and 


may more fafely be taken than many 


of the plainer Op 


require fome Stimulus to be ufed at 


the fame time, with fach Things as 


procure Indolence, becaufe Opiates 
alone are apt to occafion Stagnations, 


and other Inconveniences. ‘There is 
a grain of Opium in each 4 feruples, 
and therefore it may be given from 


a {cruple to 2 drams, as the Strength 


and Circumitances of the Patient re- 
quire. Many here have a Prejudice, 
that this Medicine made in England 


is not fo good as what comes from 


Venice ;, as if the Name, which by, 
mere Accident it has obtain’d, con- 
fin'd it to be made good only in that 
Place ; and their Vipers they fay are 
much better than any other: But 
there is no Foundation in this,. for 


tho’ their Country is hotter, and fo 


may the more rarify the ‘viperine 


Tuices,-in which their Efficacy.con- 


ifts, yet the manner of their making 
them into Troches lofes fo much of 
their Volatility, that the way we 
have here directed to manage them, 
carries much more of their Virtues 
into the Medicine. Befides; this is 
but a naked Suppofition, and in 


which there does not feem to be any 


weight; for if we may judge by 
their poifonous Properties, the Bites 
of our Wipers at the proper time of 
the Year, which is the hottelt, are 
as efficacious and deadly as theirs. 
Bat to end all Controverfy on this 
Head, if a proportionable Sorat’ 
of the volatile Salt drawn from thefe 
Creatures be put into this Medicine, 
inftead of any other Preparation, the 
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can give in either of thele Inten- 


jates, in Cafes that 
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Virtues will then be exaétly the 
fame; for the Salt which is produ- 
ced from one, tho” it does not rife 
in fuch Plenty, is however of equal 
Virtues with that which comes from 
another. But if any other Country 
has the Advantage over us in this 
Ingredient , ours has it much more 
in another of as great, if not greater 
moment; and that is, in the Saffron ; 
for that. which our own Country 
produces is of 4 times more Strength 
and Goodnefs upon every account 
than any which comes from abroad. 
This foolith Opinion of the foreign 
Theriaca being better than what is 
made here, has occafioned the com- 
mon People to be cheated, as. they 
too much deferve, with the worlt of 
Medicines for right Venice Treacle ; 
for they imagining that to be the 
proper Place of its Manufacture, and 
that it can come from thence ge- 
nuine at cheaper Rates than it is here 
fold at in our Shops, pleafe them- 
felves much with buying a Tin Pot 
at a low Price of a dirty Sailor, who 
pretends to have imported it, wrapt 
up with printed Direétions in the 
Italian Tongue; whereas fome of 
our Druggi/fs, and unworthy whole- 
fale Dealers in Pharmacy, make this 
wretched Stuff of little elfe than the 
Sweepings of their Shops, have the 
very Bills printed in Londox, and put 
it off in this Difguife upon fuch 
fimple People. In reality, no Coun- 
try can make this cheaper than ours 
felves, and not eafily fo cheap, be- 
caufe many of the Ingredients are 
furnifhed us from both the Indies 5 
and no one here, buying every thing 
to the beft Advantage, can make it 
for fo little as 3 s. per pound out of 
Pocket; and therefore any one may 
judge what that mult be which is 
{old for lefs, as it is by thefe pretend. 
ed Importers. They who have any 
Sufpicion that this is an Injultice 
upon thefe Venice-Treacle Merchants, 
may pe fatisfied at almoft any Prin-

ters, who print and keep by them 
fuch Italian Direétions ; unlels they 
can perfuade themfelves that an 
Apothecary at Venice is forced to 
fend to London to have his Bills 
printed. 

This one, Remark more the pre- 
fent Practice will not fuffer us to 
omit; which is, making this Me- 
dicine into an Electuary with Syra- 
pus de Meconio inftead of Honey, as 
was before obferved of the Diafcor- 
dium; but fuch who think there is 
equal reafon for fo doing, proceed 
upon a great Miftake; the Dia/cor- 
dium is calculated for an Aftringent, 
to which Intention Honey is oppo- 
fite, becaufe it attenuates and deter- 
ges; and therefore with great reafon 
was the Syrupus de Meconio fabftitu- 
ted in its room; but in an Alexi- 
pharmic-compofition, as the Venice- 
Treacle is, to rejeét Honey, which 
is of the fame Intention, and very 
powerfully fo too, and fubftitute 
what is contrary, unlefs by Accident, 
feems to be owing more to Whim- 
fey, or the Vanity of leading an Ex- 
ample,than any good reafon. Opiates 
indeed contribute fomewhat, which 
we fay, by Accident, forwards the 
Intention of an Alexipharmic, as 
may be fen explain’d under the Di- 
vilion of Narcotics, in Part 2. Sed. 
10. But in the T/eriaca there feems 
to be a full Proportion of Opium 
already ; fo that by the Addition of 
the Diacodium, infiead of ‘procuring 
that eafy Relaxation which favours 
the Operation of an Alexipharmic, 
there is induc’d fuch an Infenfibility, 
that the Secretions will rather be 
diminifhed than enlarged ; that is, 
inftead of warming the Patient into 
a Sweat, he will be dozed into a 
Stagnation, and fo have a common 
Fever, which might have been foon 
thrown off, changed into one of a 
putrid , malignant Kind. And’ In- 
itances ‘of this nature I have’ more

than once met with from the com- 
mon Venice- Treacle, when impru-' 
dent'y taken, or in an Over-dofe ; 
and thetefore fuch Accidents are 
much more to be feared when this 
Alteration comes more to take place. 
The greatelt Reafon which can be. 
alledg’d for this Practice, is the Ho- 
ney difagreeing with fome particular 
Conttitutions ; but one Inftance of 
this does not happen to an hundred 
of the contrary ; and if this is fufii- 
cient, it pleads for the fame Altera- 
tion in moft of the officinal Ele&u- 
aries, becaufe there are few of them 
without it. If this Medicine be 
made according to the Recipe we 
have offered, the Operator will find 
all the principal Ingredients of the 
Trochifet Hedychroi contrived there- 
in, and therefore need not take it 
for an. Omiffion that chey are left 
out. vans Mt a

This hath not been received into 
any Difpenfatory of the College be- 
fore the laft Reformation , f it; it is 
originally a Prefcription of Mejue, de 
Tufi bumida, and is in Page "30. of 
the Venice Edition in 1549. itis from 
thence inferted into the Auguffan-Dif- 
penfatory exactly as it ftands here, un- 
lefs in the Subititution of Syrup of 
Mugwort for Honey ; and is. there 
recommended for Diftempers of the 
Breaft, as alfo in nervous Diforders 5 
and thofe - Intentions it feems very 
well accommodated to. Zwe/fer in 
his Animadverfions upon it lays, 
great Care is tobe taken in its Com. 
pofition, notwithftanding it aii

[The redu&ion of a great part of 
the medicinal Simples by triture, is 
only in order to their better entering 
into other Forms, of which the next 
to a Powder is that of Troches, tho 
in the ufual Method of the Difpen- 
Satories it is not fa placed. This 
Form is in all refpeéts blamed by 
fome Commentators on the officinal 
Difpenfatories, particuliarly by Saf- 
fenus, who wonders bow it came to 
be contrived at all: But there are 
certainly fome. good Reafons for it; 
as it either better preferves thofe 
Things againf? their time of uje, 
which would decay in. powder, or af- 
Sifts in a particular manner of taking 
them, by gradually diffolving in the 
Mouth. But although the prefent 
Difpenfatory of the College bath 
greatly abridged the number of Com- 
pofitions under this Form, yet they 
have fill retained many which are 
never ufed, and which therefore we 
foall take no farther Notice of, than 
jufe to fay they are the Trochifci de 
Agarico, Alipte Mofchate, Alke- 
kengi, de Carabe, Gordonii, de 
Ligno Aloés, de Plumbo, de Rha- 
barbaro, @e Terra Lemnii » de 
Thure,. avd.é& Violis folutivi.

Japonica, and de Vipera ad Theria- 
cam: Of the lotter are only the Tro- 

chifci albi Rhafis. ' 
It would take up too much Time and 
Pains, to anfwer all the Objeions 
which Zwelfer, Saflenus, and other 
Writers in Pharmacy raife againft alt 
the Troches that enter the Mithridate 
and Venice Treacle; but what con- 
cerns us more particularly to know 
about thefe Things, will more conve- 
niently come under the Examination 
of thofe grand Compofitions. we 
The 'Trochifci Hyfterici are an 
uniform and efficacious Compofition, 
but frill feem to give Place to thofe 
de Myrrha, which are of the fame 
Intention, and fomething preferable 
in two refpetis: For, every Ingredient 
in them fully coincides with the main 
End, and they are more ready in this 
Form for extemporaneous Occafions, 
than the fame Things could be in any 
other, or in their natural Produ&i- 
ons. The Trofchifci de Terra Japo- 
nica are not yet come much into Ac- 
quaintance, but are fo eafily made, 
and fo much pleafanter to take than 
any other of this Form in the like In- 
tention, that they are much to be pre- 
Jerred to the Trochifci Gordonii, 
and de ‘Terra Lemnii. The Tro- 
chifci Bechici albi and nigri are both 
calculated likewife to diffolve gradu- 
ally in the Mouth, and for the fame 
Intention; .the former are. by much. 
more grateful, but the latter more 
efficacious. The Trochifci Alhandal 
might be mentioned among thofe for 
inward ufe, hut they are fo much in 
Neglect, unlefs in a few officinal Pre- 
feriptions, that it is hardly worth 
Enquiry, whether the Reduion of 
the Colocynth from fix ounces to fix 
drams, in the laft Alteration of the 
College, be a Miflake or not.

The next Form contrived to pre- 
Serve fome Parts of the Materia me- 
dica in Compofition, is that of Pills; 
and this is chiefly defigned for fuch 
Things as are too nauseous to be ta- 
ken any othér way, or are moft réa- 
dily fitied by their natural Texture to 
this kind of Management: Of the 
firft Kind are the Aloes, Colocynth, 
‘and the like, which are thus. beft 
concealed from the Tafte; and of the 
Jatter are. maf? Gums, which with 
wery little. Trouble are reduced. into 
Pela: Ban to bh: deer 
_. But this Form being generally the 
\gnoff troublefome to take, as. few 
Things foould be contrived into tt as 
poffible, that is, fuch only as by 
their irkfomene/s in going down any 
other way, make it necefary to con- 
cecal them by this Means. But this 
‘Reafon ought to extend only to thofe 
Things, which are of fufficient Eg- 
cacy, not to make, above four or. five 


fall Pills for a Dofes Thus the 
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‘Bark in Powder, and ail the lighter 
Species, which are given in the 
quantity of half a Dram, or upwards 
for a Dofes if to avoid the irkfome- 
nefs of other Forms, Recourfe foould 
be had to this, a neceffary quantity 
of Moifture to reduce them into it, 
would make one Dofe into ten, twelve, 
or fifteen ordinary Pills; which are 
more than any oné can be imagined 
well to get down s\for half a Dram 
in the Mafs makes five middle-fized 
Pills, and half a Dram of dry Pow- 
der will take up above double its quan- 
tity of Syrup to bring it into a Majs 
of due Confiftence. The gummy Sub- 
frances indeed are thus reducible by 
Liguor, which will but little in- 
creafe their Bulks 3 and for this Rea- 
fon alfo they havea peculiar Fitnefs 
for this Form. . | 
But there are fome Things abfolute- 
ly unfit for Pills, by reafon of their 
natural Texture and Properties, ex- 
cept in fmall Quantities; and thefe 
are all the volatile Salts, and moft 
of the fixed ones. The firft heave 
and ferment them into unreafonable 
Bulks, and the laf render a Majs fo 
brittle and crumbly, as make it almoft 
impofible to be worked into Pills; 
though both thefe Inconventences may 
in fome Meafure be avoided, by con- 
triving to mix with either of thefe 
Salts, other Things which are very 
tenacious, as fome of the Extracts 
and Gums; and this makes the Pi- 
lulz Ecphracties, moco diregted in the 
Difpenfatory, at firft of a tolerable 
Confiftence. rs 
siaQue very material Thing likewife 
to be confidered in this Form, whether 
‘oficinal or extemporaneous, is, tbat 
the Liguar, or Motfiure wanted to 
givea Confiftence, have the moft 
convenient Fitnefs to the Thing re- 
quiring it. Thus dry light Powders 
will not make up with any Thing 
thinner thaw Syrup, and fome of the 
heavy ones, as Cinnabar, and moft of

gichamy Subftances,. efpecially  thofe 
which moft approach to an oily er

- Conferves, not only om-account of .in- 
creafing their Bulks too much,” but 
becaufe they wilh not fo. well: incor- 
porate with them, as with fpirituous 
and more penetrating Liquors. \ As 
this Form, therefore, muj? have fome- 
what in it adbefive and tenacious, 
where it is not in the dry Subftances, 
it muft be fought for in a proper Moi- 
fiure to hold them together ; and 
where it is fufficiently already in 
thofe Subftancesy. as inthe Gums, the 
thinner Liquors are -beft to give ‘them 
a Confiftence, or fuch as: are better 
fuited to-incorporate with them than 
aqueous Moifiures, as the terebinthi- 
nous.

Take Sugar-Candy 1 pound, melt 
it im Rofe-water; then taking it 
from the Fire, diffolve in it ftramed 
Storax 1 ounce, which: ftir well 
together: And when almoft cold, 
Sift in fine Powder of Benjamin 
“6 drams; Aloes Wood,  \half an 
ounce; Orrice Root an ounce; 
Musk 1 fcruple ; and with a fufi- 
cient quantity, if any be wanting, 
of the Tragacanth Mucilage and 
Rofe-water, make them into a 
Pafte. 

This is an admirable Balfamic, 
and would be of great fervice to 
fuch who are fubjeét to Difeafes of 
the Breaft, and inclinable to Con- 
fumptions, if » frequently | taken.

When all are reduced to fine Powder, 
make them into a Paite,withMucilage

Thefe make a moft grateful and 
efficacious Remedy in all kinds of 
Coughs; but particularly thofe from 
tickling Defluétions and Rheume. 
They will likewife greatly contri- 
bute to reftore decaying Lungs; 
and Perfons almoft worn out with 
Confumptions. On no account can 
they difagree; and almoft in all 
Cafes they will prove of great Ser- 
vice. They may be likewife ufed at 
Pleafure. . 


Trochifci Reftringentes, Refringent 
Lozenges. 

Take ‘fapan Earth in fine Powder 
1 ounce; Gum Tragacanth 3 oun- 
ces; Oil of Cinnamon 1 dram; Su- 
gar of Rofes 2 pounds: Make them 
into a Pafte with a ftrong Mucilage 
of Quince-feeds. . 

Thefe are great Reftorers of a 
weak Stomach and Bowels; and fuch 
as are fubjeé&t to Indigeftion, Vomi- 
ting, and Fluxes. ‘They may be 
taken at Difcretion; and by conti- 


nu’d ufe they haverbeen known to 
recover fome from:Weaknefles under 


which they have been juft finking ;

~ This is contriv’d chiefly for young 
Children, who will not be prevail’d 
with to take a Cathartic in any other 
Form; but may be cheated with this, 
the quantity. of Rofin not giving a 
difcernible difference to the Sugar. 
But this is rough Phyfic for tender 
Children; though with many it 
does a great deal of good, by purg- 
ing off that Slime from their Bowels, 
which breeds Worms, and occafions 
Fevers, anda ftinking Breath. One 
or two of thefe is a fufficient Dofe. 
Thofe which are fo frequently in 
 ‘publick Advertifements, are no o- 
ther; whatfoever their Venders may 
pretend to. 


Pills are a Form into which little 
is reduced, unlefs Cathartics, in of- 
ficinal Compofition ; the quantity of 
thefe generally aflign’d for a Dofe not 
admitting of A/teratives, becaufe thefe 
ordinarily take up more room: where- 
as the force of a Cathartic lying for 
the moft part in a fmall Compais, is 
conveniently included herein; halfa 
dram, which makes 4, 5, or 6 Pills, 
being commonly fufficient for a Dofe: 

_ whereas a due Dofe of moft 4/tera- 
_ tives would amount to 15 or 20 Pills. 
Moft things likewife in this Form are 
_ fo very bitter and diftafteful, that 
_ they could not be endured in any o- 
_ ther; which this is capable of cover- 
ing, fo as not to be difcern’d. But 
- nothing ought to be made up in this 
_ Form, that is folvable by the Air, as 
miany Salts are; becaufe they will run, 
and deftroy the Form: and nothing 
ought to be thus mixed, that will 
ferment, for the fame reafon: And 
upon this account al} volatile Salts 
are to be excluded; becaufe they puff 
Pills uF into fix times their Bulk; 
and make them not poflible to be ta- 
_ ken; as has already been hinted in 
another Place."

: Take of the Troches of Agaric, - 
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467 
1 ounce; of the Species "of Hiera, 
half an ounce ; of Myrrh, 6 drams; 
Syrup of Buckthorn a fufficient quan- 
tity to make them into a Mafs for 
Pills, S. 4. | 

This Compofition is as old as 
Mefue, who was its original Author. 
The firit Di/penfatory of the College 
and the Auguffan have received it a- 
like; but this hath rejected juftly the 
Orrice, Horehound, and fome other 
Ingredients, very. foreign to the 
main Intention; and ferving only 
to clog the Medicine. Zwelfer here- 
upon orders the Myrrh, as likewife 
all Gums that are brought into this. 
Form, to be diffolved in a proper 
quantity of Wine, or any conveni- 
ent Liquor: as being thus much bet-. 
ter reducible to a due Confiftence in 
the whole, than if powder’d with 
the other Ingredients. But the 
Compofer herein is left to his Dif 
cretion; who, if he be an Artift, 
will always be governed by the Tex- 
ture and Body of any Gum fo order- 
éd; which will fometimes better fuit. 
one Management than another, 
Thefe are reported to purge pituitous 
Humours; and to be good againtt 
Afthma’s, Dropfies, and the Gout : 
but the prefent Practice hath almoft 
difowned them, and they are very 
rarely prefcribed. The Dofe is from

Pilule Aloéphanginz, Aromatic Pills 
with Aloes. a any 

Take of Cinnamon, Cloves, the: 
leffer Cardamoms, Nutmegs, Mace, 
Calamus Aromaticus, Carpobalfam,. 
or in its defect, Juniper Berries, 
Scheenanth, yellow Saunders, Ga- 
langal, and Red Rofe Leaves, of each 
half an ounce. Let: thefe be grofly. 
powder’d, anda Tincture be drawn 
from them, with Spirit of Wine, 
in a Glafs Veffel clofe ftopped, e- 
nough to ftrain off 3 pounds; in 
which diffolve 1 pound of the finelt 
Aloes; and to it add of Maftich, 
Hhz2 and 
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and Myrrh in Powder, of each half 
an ounce; of Saffron, 2 drams; of 
Peruvian Balfam, half a dram; and 
reduce the whole into a due Confift- 
ence for Pills,/by Evaporation of the 
fuperfluous Moifture over a Heat of 
warm Afhes..

Med. as if he bor- 
row’d.the Prefcription from Lam- 
pone’s; becaufe it is almoft the fame, 
as his Hiera. Zwelfer is very large 
in his Anjmadverfions upon this 


Compofition; which in the Augu- 


fran Difpenfatory a little differs from 
this, and he is very elaborate in its 
Correction. He directs to draw. 
the Aromatic, part of the acres 
ents off by two or three. Cohoba- 
tions, with 5 or. 6 ounces of Spirit 
of Wine by a Retort; which is to 
be faved, and a Decoétion made of 
the Refduum in plain Water; in 
which the Aloes is to be diffolved 
and evaporated; and then’ the 
Myrrh, Maftich, and. Saffron to be 
put to it, with the Aromatic Spirit 
before drawn; or.elfe to take fuch 
Aromatics as have not their effential 
Oils in the Shops, and manage thus; 
and put a due proportion of thofe 
effential Oils, which are drawn, to 
the whole at laft;) which feems to 
be the better way. This is directed 
in the Pharmacop@ia Regia, with 
Hellebore, 
Aloéphangine Capitales &F Stoma- 


chica; but they are now out of - 


ufe.. Thefe are faid t6 purge and 
ftrengthen the Stomach and Head; 
~ and are good to carry off pituitous 
and cold Humours, which clog the, 
Senfories; to procure Appetite, and. 
promote Digeftion. And without 
doubt it is a good Compofition for, 
fach purpofes; but it is rather to be, 
efteem’d as an A/terative than as a 


and entituled, Pilule: 
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Cathartic; and therefore its ufe 
ought to be continued for fome time 
to anfwer any End of Confequence, 
This is not, greatly in the prefent 
Practice; though a very good Me- 
dicine; the Pi/. Radii moftly ta- 
king its place; tho’ preferable only 
where a brisker Purge is required. 


The Dofe of this is from 1 fcruple - 


to 4 {cruples, or more. It is much 
the better way to give all things of 
this kind over night ; becaufe by fo 
long continuance they get more in- 
to the Blood, and have a greater 
effect upon the remote parts; which 
is their main Intention.

‘Vinegar to be ufed in the diffolution 
of the Gums, as not to want any 
Syrup to give a due Confiflence.

whole; but becaufe it fpoils its due 
Coniiftence for Pills, by taking a-

This is taken from Rhafes, cap. 1. 
ad Almanforem, and was received at 
firft by the College and Auguftan 
Difpenfatories; but the former E- 
mendation of the College changed 
the Pulp of Colocynth, which was in 
‘the original Prefcription, for the Tro- 
chifei Albandal: But this hath fur- 
ther mended it, by rejecting the Stce- 
chas, and making it into a due Con- 
fiflence with Syrup of Buckthorn, 
which is more fuitable to the Defign 
‘of the Medicine, inftead of Syrup of 
Stoechas; but it is hardly ever ufed 
in the prefent Praétice. 


Pilule Cochize minores, Te /efer 
Pill Cochia. 

Take of bright Aloes, the pureft 
Scammony, and the Pulp of Colo- 
cynth, of each an ounce; when they 
are. powder’d make them into a Mais 
with a fufficient quantity of Syrup of 
Buckthorn, $..4. adding thereunto 
2 drams of the diftill’d Oil of Cloves. 

This is a modern Compolition, 
and the moft in ufe of any under this 
Clafs: It is not in the firft Difpen- 
fatories of the College; and in the 
Jaft but one there were only 2 ferus 
ples of Oil of Cloves to the fame 
Proportion of Ingredients ; fo that 
this is much warmer; which greatly 
adds to its Efficacy in many Inten- 

na 4 tions $ 
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tions; efpecially in Cholic Pains, 
and to difcufs Vifcidities, watry Hu- 
mours, and Flatulencies; for which 
Purpofes it is often prefcribed: But 
then a Grain ot two of Opium is ge- 
nerally mixed with it, to make its 
Operation milder, and prevent the 
Membranes being too much irritated 
therewith ; which in fuch Cafes will 
always aggravate the Symptoms. Its 
Dofe is from 15 grains to 2 {cruples 
to grown Perfons. 


Pilulz de Cynogloffo, Compound 
Pill of Hounds-tongue. 

Take of the dried Roots of 
Hounds-tongue ,* white Henbane- 
Seeds, and Opium, of each half an 
ounce; of Maitich 6 drams; of Oli- 
banum § drams; of Saffron, Cattor, 
and Storax, of each a dram and a half. 
Let the Hounds-tongue Root, the 
Henbane-Seeds, and Caftor, be pow- 
dered together; but the Matftich, 
Saffron, and Olibanum, by them- 
felves feparately: Let the Opium be 
cut into thin Slices, and diffolved in 
Rofe-water; afterwards put in the 
Powders, and make all into a Mafs, 
of a Confiftence fit for Pills, with a 
fufficient quantity of Diacodium. , 

_ This is a Compofition which Ni- 
colaus borrows from Mefue; but Fer- 
nelius and Renodeus have altered it, 
chiefly by the addition of Caftor and 
Storax:; And after them our College 
copy’d it into their firft Difpenfatory. 
The Auguffan Difpenfatory indeed 
gives two diftinét Forms of it; one 
ftanding under the Title of Pilule 
de Cynogloffo cum Caftoreo, which 
hath been the neareft followed by the 
College in their late Emendations. 
They are greatly recommended b 

Zwelfer againft Catarrhs; and for if 
doing he had the Authority of Bene- 
difus Faventinus, a celebrated Phy- 
fician of Bononia, who ufed it with 
great Succefs in falt Defluxions, in 
mixture with Juice of Liquorife and 


the Pilgle de dleé lota. ‘The Phar- 
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matopaia Regia givesa Pilule deCy- 
nogloffo Anodyna, which is there pre- 
ferr’d in many Cafes to the common 
Laudanum. ‘The Dofe is from 8 to 
15 grains, to take at Night. 


Pilule Diambre, P2// Diambra. 

Take of new Gum Guaiacum, and. 
rofated Aloes, of each 3 drams ; of 
the fimple Species of Hiera Picra a 
dram and a half; of Maftich a dram ;

Perfumes, halfadram. Let thefe be 
all reduced to a fine Powder; and 
with a fufficient quantity of Peruvian 
Balfam be made into a Mafs of a due 
Confiftence for Pills. | 

‘I do not find this in any Difpen- 
fatory, unlefs the laft but one of the 
College; where, initead of the Spe- 
cies Diambra, ftands ordered half a 
dram of Ambergreafe; nor have I © 
ever met with it in extemporancous 
Prefcription, or feen it yet in the 
Shops. | eres 


Pilule @ duobus, Pil/ of two things. 
ke of Colocynth and Scammo- 
ny, of each an ounce; of Oil of 
Cloves half a dram; of Syrup of 
Buckthorn a fufficient quantity, to 
make them into a Mafs of a due Con- 
fiftence for Pills. . 
Thefe were firft order’d in the laft 
Difpenfatory of the College but one, 
and there with a fufficient Quantity . 
of the Oil of Cloves to make them - 
into a Mafs, only with a little Syrup ; 
but the afcertaining the Quantity is 
much better both for the Compoun- 
der and Prefcriber; tho’ what is here 
allowed will not make it by much fo 
warm as before, nor as the Pi/ule 
Cochie minores are now directed, 
tho’ a ftronger Purge, and more ef- 
fe€tual in obftinate Cafes. But as for 
its frequent Wfe and Recommenda- 
tion by fome in Venereal Cafes, it is 
a great Error, and highly to be con-

Sy/vius de le 
Boe gives a Recipe under this Deno- 
mination, which fome of our extem~ 
poraneous Difpenfatory Writers have

Thefe are the Pilule fatide ma- 
jores of Mefue, which our College 
tranferibed exactly into their firft 
Difpenfatory, ‘as alfo they are in the 
Augufian, inthe fame manner; but 
on a Review the Bdellium hath been 
expunged, as having no Virtues cor- 
refponding to the Intention of the 
whole: The Euphorbium hath been 
likewife leffen’d by half its quantity, 
becaufe of its exceflive Heat. and 
Pungency. Some other fmall Alte- 
rations are likewife made that are not 
of moment enough for any particular 
Notice. Quercetan hath’a Compo- 
fition under the Title of Pilule de 
Euphorbio, not greatly unlike thefe 
and which are tranfcribed by Schro- 
der, who hath, Lid. 4. taught many 
ways how to correct the Euphor- 


- bium, as by baking it in a Citron or 


a Lemon, or diffolving and wafhing 
it with various Acids; which means 
are imagined to abate its cauftic fiery 
Nature. The Augu/tan Difpenfatory 
likewife orders it; for the fame End, 
to be reduced -to aikind of Pulp or 
Mafs, with Oil of fweet Almonds, 
and then macerated warm in any acid 
Juices; but the Quantity it is here 
reduced to, requires no fuch great 
Trouble. Zwelfer greatly recom- 
mends ay Compofition in arthriti¢ 


ay eae Affe- 
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Affe€tions and cutaneous Foulneffes, 
befides many other Cafes; and the 
prefent Practice gives fome Reputa- 
tion to its Virtues, by directing it 
fometimes in nervous and hyfteric 
Diforders; to which Jaf Intention 
the College feem now to have had 
a particular regard, by the addition 
of Affa-fetida, which was never in 
it before: But the Mafs is fomewhat 
difficult to keep without moulding; 
which feems owing to the Juice of 
Leeks ufed for diffolving the Gums, 
and not giving body enough to keep 
it from drying : The beft way is to 
confine it in an oily Bladder, and a 
Yeaden Pot. This isa well-contriv’d 
Purge of all kinds of Humours, 
which lay a Load upon the Nerves, 
and the principal Springs of the ani- 
hal Machine, for it is full of hot and 
penetrating Parts; and as the Scam- 
mony atts asa Cathartic in the more 
open Pafiages, others carry the fame 
Quality into the remoteft Receffes, 
and clear away watry ‘and pituitous 
Humours from ‘all the Glands and 
Capillaries, but particularly thofe 
mucous Foulnefles which frequently 
diforder the Womb. For thefe Rea- 


fons this is a notable Purge in all 


Diftempersiof the Head, as Apople- 
xies, Epilepfies, Palfies, and the like; 
for hypocondriacal and {plenetie Af 
fections, and promotes the Uterine 
Cleanfings, fo as to affiftin the Cure 
of moit Coniplaints from that Quar- 
ter. Jt is caleulated for’ Rheuma- 
tifms, Scrophula’s, and the Gout; 
and the moft extreme Parts will be 
drain’d of their Superfluities by it. 
But for thefe extraordinary Purpofes 
it is to be! frequently repeated in 
imall Dofes, that it may not run off 
too faft by Stool; for the more fuck 
Things are brought to the Operation 
of A/teratives, the more effectual 
they are to. anfwer any Intentions of 
ynoment; an A/terative in the Blood 
Veflels operating ‘by the fame means 
‘as a Cathartic in the Bowels, as may 
ae) 
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be farther underftood by ‘other Ex: 
plications under thofe refpeétive Di- 
vifions in Part 2. The general Dofe 
is from 1 to 4 feruples. | 


Pilule Gummofe, The Gum Pill. 
Take of Opopanax an ounce; of 
Ammoniacum, Galbanum, and Sa- 
gapenum, of each half an ounce ;- of 
Myrrh 2 drams; of \Affla-feetida and 
Caltor, of each 3 drams; ‘of Oil of 
Amber a fcruple; of Mithridate a 
fufficient quantity to make them into 
a Mafs of a due Confiftence for Pills. | 
* 'Thefe have not, before the new 
one of the College, been in any of- 
ficinal Difpenfatory; and the neareft 
Prefcription to them of any I have 
met with, is that of S. Clofeus, in- 
ferted by Schroder, wnder the fame 
Title ; tho’ this feems vaftly to excel 
that in the Uniformity of Intention, 
and the Simplicity and Eafe of Pre- 
paration to the Compounder. The 
Dofe is from 15 grains'to halfa dram 
every Night, or oftner. [Te Edin- 
burgh Difpenfatory orders thefe’Pills 
to be made up with Elixir Proprietatis 
infiead of Mithridate.] 


Pilule de Gutta Gamandra, 

The Gambogé Pill. 
* ‘Take of Refin of Jalap, Scammo- 
ny, Gamboge, and Calomel,' of each 
half an ounce ;' of Gum Ammonia. 
cum diffolved in the Juice of Exglif 
Orrice 3 drams; of Tartar vitriolated 
2drams; of Maftich'a dram: of Saf- 
fron’a icruples of the Spirit of Tur- 
pentine 40 drops; and make the 
whole into a Mats, of a fit Confift- 
ence for Pills, with a fufficient quan- 


tity of Syrup of Buckthorn. 


. There are many Forms under dif- 
ferent Titles, and for the fame In- 
tention as this, both in officinal and 
extemporaneous Difpenfatories ; tho? 
our Colléege-had nothing of this kind

at all differs from the Pilule hydro- 
pice of Bontius, formerly Phyfician 

to the Prince of Orange in Holland ; 
and avhich Schroder hath. given in 
his Pharmacopeia Medico-Chymica, 
Lib. 2. Cap. 73. Thete isa Pre- 
{cription of Hor/tivs under the Title 
of Pilule de Hydrargyro, wherein 
Mercury, Aloes, and Scammony , 
have the greateft Share; and they 
have likewife Oil of Turpentine di- 
refted in them. But this Compo- 
fition certainly excels any preceding 
ones of the like Intention, both for 
Uniformity and Efficacy. This isa 
very rough Purge, and cannot fafely 
be given from above 10 grains to 
half a dram. It is reckon’d a great 
Purger of Water, and is therefore 
_chiefly ‘givén in Dropfies, and fuch 
like Cachexies that are attended with 
too great an Excefs of Bulk, in 
which Cafe it’ is a powerful Medi. 
cine ; but it is not often prefcrib’d. 


Pilula Mechoacanez, Pills of 
7 Mechoacan. 
‘Take of Mechoacan-root half an 
ounce, of Turpeth 2 drams, of the 
“Leaves of Mezereon macerated in 
Vinegar and dry’d, of Dwarf-elder- 
feed, and the Troches of ‘Agaric; of 
each two drams, of Spurge-root pre- 
pared, and Maftich, of each a dram 
and half, of Mace, Cinnamon, and 
Sal-Gem, of each 2 feruples ; let all 
thefe when powder’d be..made into 
a Mafs with. White-wine, and that 
be dry’d and powder’d again ; and 
Jafily, be beat up into a Mafs of a 
Confiftence fit for Pills. with a fuf- 
ficient quantity of Syrup of Buck- 
thorn. oy . 

Thefe have Renodeus for their 
firft Prefcriber, from whom the. Co/- 
Jege tran{cribed them into their fir 
Difpenfatory ; and they. have fince 
continued. exactly the fame, except 
im fome Circumftances, of making 
them, into.a Mafs, which are of no 
great moment. The dugufan Dit-

penfatory hath 2 Compofition for 
the fame Intention of an “Hydra- 
gogue, which is there afcribed to 
Mefue, or Foannes Damafeenus, un- 
der the Title of Pilule de Mezereo;

was taken from it, and is not likely 
enough to come into Ule, fo as to 
require any Affignment of its Dofes 
or Virtues. \ alison 
Pilule de Rhabarbaro, 
the Rhubarb Pill, 
Take of Rhubarb an ounce, of 
Rofin of Jalap and Tartar of /Vitriol, 
of each 2-drams.and a half, :of the 
chymical: Oiloof Nutmegs’ half a 
dram, of the thinner Extraét of 
Gentian a fufficient- Quantity te 
make them into a Mafs of a fit Con 
fiftence for. Pills. 
There is tranfcribed into the 4z- 
guftan - Difpenfatory a Compofition 
under this Title from Me/ues and 
the God/ege in their firft Edition had 
one very little different from it; but

Thefe. are generally afcribed to 
Ruffus, a noted and a very ancient 
Phyfician ; tho’ Zwe/fer will have it 
that he borrowed them from Paylus 
A gineta, Lib. 2. Cap. 26. but with 
a difference from either of them, as 
they put an equal quantity of Gum- 
Ammoniacum with the Aloes, and 
no Saffron. There are indeed in the 
Muguftan-Difpenfatory Pilule Peffi« 
dentiales Avicenna, feu communes, 
with the fame Ingredients as here, 
but fomewhat differing in their Pro- 
portions; and in the firft Difpenfa- 
tories of the Cod/ege thefe are recited 
under the Title of Pilule Peftilen- 
tiales; {o that they feem to have 
been inadvertently confounded by 
fome Writers. But in this'the mo- 
dern Prefcriptions chiefly differ from 
the former, in ordering but half the 
Quantity of Saffron as of Myrrh} 
whereas they generally direct them 
equal, and both together as much as 
the Aloes. The moft ancient Writers 
likewife direét them to be made. into 
a Mafs, either with aromatiz’d Wine 
or Juice of Lemons; and even the 
College at firit direéted the Syrup of 
the Juice of Lemons, which is here 
changed for the Syrup of Worm- 
wood ; which fome do not however 
fo well like, becaufe it rather darkens 
the fhining Yellow of the Ingredi- 
ents, for which Colour the Medicine 
is much valu’d. The Ingredients are 
much the beft reduced into Powder 
feparately, becaufe they are fo diffe- 
rent in’ Texture from one another, 
. that they will not do in a Mortar fo 
well together. This Medicine was 
defign’d by its firft Prefcribers to be 
diffolv’d for Potions, but its extreme 
Bitternefs making that intolerable, 
the Moderns have very juilly retain- 
ed it in Pills for their extemporane- 
ous Praétice. Felix Platerus hath a 
Prefcription under the Title of Pi- 
lula. Peftilentiales, which hath all 
the Ingredients of this, but joined 
with many others, which feem ra- 


ye 
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ther to clog than improve it. Sehro- 
der alfo gives one by the Name of 
Pilule Peftilentiales compofite, not 
differing, but in the Addition of 
Things that rather fpoil than mend 
it. This is accounted a good Sto- 
mach Purge, and with good reafon, 
for it greatly warms and ftrengthens 
it, and but very gently purges; it is 
peculiarly good in cold Conftitutions 
and Indigeftions, and will many 
times, without any other help, cure 
a Green-Sicknefs, in which Cafe it 
greatly promotes the menftrual Dif- 
charges, and opens uterine Obftru- 
étions. It may be given from 15 
grains to a dram; but this is not fo 
fit for a Cathartic as an Alterative, 
and therefore ought rather to be gi- 
ven in moderate Dofes, and be long 
continued. 


- Pilule Rudii. 
Take of Colocynth 6 drams, o f 
Agaric, Scammony, black Hellebore- 
root, and Turpeth-root, of each half 
an ounce, of Succotrine-Aloes an 
ounce, of Cinnamon, Mace, and 
Cloves, of each 2 fcruples; let the 
Colocynth be clear’d from its Seed, 
and cut {mall, the Agaric fhaved in- 
to Chips, and the Hellebore, Tur- 
peth and Spices be grofly bruifed ; 
and pouring upon them four times 
their quantity of Spirit of Wine, let 
them macerate for 4 Days together 
in a moderate heat; then ftrain, and 
firongly prefs out the Liquor, in 
which diffolve the Scammony and 
Aloes, after they have been before 
duly cleanfed ; laft of all, put the 
whole into a glafs Alembic, and draw 
off fo much of the fuperfluous Moi- 
fture as will leave the remainder as 
thick as Honey, for a Mafs to be 
made into Pills. [This Medicine ap- 
pears to be much more advantageoufly 
ordered in the Edinburgh-Di/pen/a- 
tory, where it flands thus: . 
Lake of Agaric, Colocynth, the 
Roots of black Hellebore and sti

of each am ounces bruife them well, 
and add thereto Salt of Tartar. balf 
an ounce, and Spring-water 4 pound ; 
boil to the Confumption of a balfs 
then prefs out the Liquor, and exbale 
it to the Confiftence of Honey; after- 
wards put to it the following Ingre- 
dients reduced to fine Powder, viz. of 
| Succotrine-Aloes 2 ounces, of Scammo- 
ny an ounce laftly, baving removed 
the Mafs from the Fire, mix with it 
Oil of Cloves a dram.) 

This differs from the Prefcription 
receiv’d into the firft Difpenfatory of 
the College, in fubftituting a few 
very good Aromatics in the room of 
a perplex’d Compofition, that is now 
quite expung’d the Shops ; the Ma- 
nagement alfo of its Preparation dif- 
fers {omewhat from that, tho’ in no- 
thing of confequence. Zwe/fer orders 
the fame Procedure here as in the 
Pilule Aloéphangineg ; the Scammo- 
ny fhould be powder'd by itfelf, and 
the Aloes fhould not be added till 
the Tinéture is ftrained from the 
other Ingredients ; and when that is 
diffolv’d, and it is near high enough, 
the Scammony fhould be fifted and 
ftirred in: The fuperflueus Spirit is 
at laft drawn off by 2 Retort, becaufe 
it may then be faved again for the 
fame Ufe another time, whereas Eva- 

oration in an open Veffel would 
jofe it; but it can hardly be drawn 
that way to a full Confiftence, be- 
caufe it requires frequent Trial when 
near enough, and therefore it is beft 
to be taken out and put into an open 
Veffel to finith it. This ftri€tly be- 
longs to the Clafs of Extraéts, and 
is more generally entitled fo in the 
Shops, and in extemporaneous Pre- 
{cription ;, it is fometimes prefcribed 
under the Title of Extradum Euffa- 
chii, the other part of the Name of 
its Author Ev/fachius Rudius. ‘There 
are many Preéfcriptions in the ancient 

ractical Writers and Difpenfatories, 
‘and particularly in the Collections of 
Schroder and Zwelfer, ander the Tt 
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tles of Panchymagoga, which come. 
very near to this, except in being 
more crouded with Ingredients, and 
lefs elegantly compounded. Some 
Shops, efpecially thofe of wholefale 
Dealers, who make vait Quantities 
at a time, put in, without Order, Salt 
of Tartar, to preferve this Extract 
moift, which otherwife grows hard, 
and requires a little frefh Spirit to 


foften it. If this grows likewife too 


brittle, moiften it with freth Spirit. 
It may be given from 15 grains to 
2 fcruples, and is effectual to all the 
Purpofes the A/oephangina ftands re- 
commended for; it is much more in 
Prefcription than that, becaufe it an- 
{wers the common Intention of a 
Cathartic much better,being flronger 
and brisker in Operation ; which al- 
tho’ it moft pleafes common People, © 
yet the greateft Feats are to be done 
by Medicines of flower Operation, 
unlefs the Humours wanting Evacn- 
ation are only in the firft Paflages, 
which is rarely the Cafe of fuch as 
take Purges. This at prefent is in 
great Efleem in the Shops for an 
Head-purger ; and it is indeed the 
chief Pill in afe in moft Cafes where 
Cathartics are prefcrib’d in this form. 


- Pilule Stomachice cum Gummi,» 
Stomachice Pill with Gums. 


Take of the fineft Aloes an ounce, 
of Sena-leaves cleanfed 5 drams, of 
Gum-Ammoniacum diffolv’d in Vi- 
negar of Squills half an ounce, of 
Maltich and Myrrh of each a dram 
and a half, of Saffron and Salt of 
Wormwood of each half a dram ; 
make them into a Mafs for Pills with 
a fufficient quantity of the Syrup of 
Buckthorn. 

This Compofition was at firft in 
the College-Difpenfatory, although 
there are Pilule Stomachice from 
Mefue; buat thofe are very different 
from thefe, and now juftly expung’d, 
as a trifling Medicine, confifting of 
nothing but Aloes, Mattich, and red 
Mad BighaabOg Rofes, 
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Rofes, with Syrup of Wormwood. 
In the duguffan and Royal Difpen- 
fatories there are alfo feveral Compo- 
fitions under. the Title of Stomachic 
Pills, but they feem fo ill calculated 
for any one Intention, that they are 
now quite out of Ufe; and. this is 
hardly ever prefcribed in the prefent 
Practice. | 


Pilule de Scammonio, Pi// of 
Scammony. 

Take, of Jalap Roots a dram, of 
Scammony, and Vitriol of Tartar, 
of each a feruple, of the chymical 
Oil of Nutmegs 6 drops, the more 
liquid Extract of Gentian a fufficient 
quantity to make them into a Mafs 
for Filles | 
_. This is entirely a new Prefcrip- 
tion,and js much eafier to compound, 
and more efficacious than almoft any 
before contriv’d to anfwer the Inten- 
tion of an Hydragogue. Its Dofe is 
from one to two drams. 


Pilule de Styrace, Storex Pill. 

Take of Storax, Olibanum, Myrrh, 
the inf{piffated Juice.of Liquorife, and 
Opium, of each half an ounce, of 
Saffron a dram; make them all into 
2 Mafs for Pills with a fuficient quan- 
tity of the Syrup of white Poppies. 
» This.was firft ordered by Me/ue 
with Frankincenfe, as it is here with 
Olibanum , and without Saffron. 
Schroder hath got it with fome diffe- 
rence from both, having Laudanum 
befides the Opium, and adding a 
fcruple of Ambergreafe to. fomewhat 
a leis quantity of the Mafs.. He fays 
that S. Clofeus ufed it with great 
Succefs to breeding Women, who 
were in danger of Mifcarriage from 
the trouble of frequent coughing. It 
is much that, the dagu/tan-Difpenfa- 
tory, as well as. the Pharmacopeia 
Regia, hath omitted it,.as it is a very 
good Medicine, and now much.ufed 
in, common Prefcription againft Ca- 
tarrhs, (Sc. In this Compofition the 


Storax muft be ftrained, as alfo the 
Opium ;,tho’ fome dry and powder 
it, and beat it together with the Ex- 
tract of Liquorife into a Pafte, and 
then add the reft of the Ingredients 
in Powder. There is a. grain of 
Opium in every fix grains of this 
Mats, and therefore it onght in the 
extreme Dofe not to exceed 12 or 
15 grains. .. It has all the Virtues of 
the Pilule de Cynogloffo, but has 
fomewhat more than double the 
quantity of Opium in that. It is 
much more ufed than any other of 
this Intention, but it ought to be 
with Caution. . t 


Pilule Tartarer, the Tartar-Pill. 

Take of the beft Aloes 3 drams, 
of Gum-Ammoniacum purified in 
the Vinegar of Squills an ounce and 
half, Tartar of Vitriol half a dram, 
and make them together into a Mafs 
for Pills.

Here is fuppofed fo much of the 
Vinegar of Squills to be ufed in’ dif- 
folving the Gum-Ammoniacum as is 
fufficient to give a due Confiftence 
to the whole. The firft. Difpenfa- 
tory of our College had nothing un- 
der this ‘Title, altho’ they have ad- 
ded one fince,. which was originally 
from Quercetam, and corrected by 
Sennertus ; notwithftanding. which, 
Zwelfer in his Animadverfions. upon 
it, in the duguftan-Difpenfatory, is 
very prolix in dire&ting the manner 
of its Compofition; but the Col/ege 
have now again expunged that, as 
an. injudicious and very troublefome 
Mixture,and fubftituted this, as vaftly 
more fimple, and more efficacious to 
the Intention it is defign’d for, from 
Boutius, formerly Phyfician. to the 
Houle of Orange, as it. is retain’d by 
Schroder in his Pharmacopeia Medi- 
co-chy mica, where he tells us, that.it 
was of fo great Efteem in Ho//and,.as 
to be religioufly made. common for 
the Publick Benefit. Schroder gives 
alfo the Pilule Tartaree of Querce-

But notwithftanding the great Au- 
thorities of many of their Authors, 
and the Conveniency of keeping 
fuch Forms in the Shops, yet the 
College have now abridg’d them to 
amuch lefs Number, and given fome 
new. ones, much more fimple and 
eafy. in, their Compofitions, and more. 
efficacious in their Operations than, 


any before to be.met with. Thus. 


they have thrown out the Pilule 
Aggregative Eupatorit, ae. Lapide 
Lazuli, de Hermoda&ylisy de Opopa- 
nace, all of Me/ue ; the Hiere cum 
Agarico,and Aurec of Nicolaus 3 the 
Imperiales, Maftichine, and ex, Tri- 
bus of Fernelius 3 the Pilule de Suc- 
cino of Crato,. the Vaticana, de Cre- 
ta Palmarii;Macri, and many others, 
and filled their Places with the Ma-

This is a very fearching Cathartic, 
and may be recommended in all ob- 
ftinate chronic Cafes to ftrong Per- 
fons; its Dofe is from 8 grains to a 
feruple; it is not fit for Children, 
nor indeed hardly for any but fuch 
Perfons whom its Name declares it 
to be calculated for; becaufe Ma- 
miaes, and melancholy People, as 
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hath already been obferved, will not 
be mov’d but by the ftrongeft Medi- 
cines; and this is fo much of that 
kind, that fome Repetitions of it 
may rouze, and ftrangely bring to 
an Ufe of their Faculties, many who 
have long been without them, for 
want of fuch Helps; but proper Al- 
teratives are to be fuppofed given in 
the Intervals, for there are not m» 
ny Cafes where Cathartics alone are

Take the Species of the leffer Pi) 
Cochia, and Powder of black Helle- 
bore, of each an ounce ; make them 
into a Mafs with Syrup of Stcechas. 


This has been in fome former 
Editions of the College-Difpenfato- 
ry, but they have rejected it in the 
Jaft, and retained many a great deal 
worfe ; for if this be wel] under- 
ftood, it is an admirable Cathartic in 
maniacal, hypochondriacal, and al- 
moft all nervous Cafes; and nothing 
likewife more effectually opens the 
menftrual Difcharges when they are 
wanted than this Medicine; it may 
be given from 15 grains to half a 
dram ; at firft Ufe it will fometimes 
vomit, but after a few Repetitions 
it takes more downwards. 


Pil. de Euphorbio, Euphorbium 
Pill. 


Take Euphorbium, Colocynth, 
Agaric, Bdellium , Sagapenum, of 
each 2 drams, Aloes 5 drams; make

This is a Prefcription of Me/ue, 
which our Co//ege likewife formerly 
had; in ftrong Conftitutions, that

‘This is a 
Prefeription of Bontius, and is much 
better than that of Qvercetan, which 
our College retains ; it makes a good 
Purge in all Cafes that are attended 
with a Lentor in the Blood, or vif-

and Capillaries ; it is therefore good

Glands., It may be given from a 
feruple to a dram for a Dofe. But 
fach "Medicines are better in fmall 
Quantities, and frequently repeated ;

_’Pilule Barbaroffee. 

Take. the fineft Zurky Rhubarb 
zwo Ounces, Diagrydium a Dram, 
Quick-filver half an Ounce, Musk 
10 Grains ; make them into a Mafs 
with a fufficient quantity of Flour. 

Thefe are alfo called Cerulee, 
and are the Prefcription of Hercules 
Saxonia. The Mercury muft be in- 
corporated firft with Turpentine ;

add enough Liquorife-powder inftead 
of what is here ordered. Thefe have 
been a mighty Secret with many in 
venereal Cafes, and in Leprofies and 
cutaneous Foulneffes’; it is certainly 

_a very good Medicine for fach Pur- 
pofes, and with continued Ufe will 
break thro’ all the glandular Obftru- 
étions, and force away thofe actimo- 
nious Humours which corrode, ul- 
cerate, and deform the capillary Vef- 


fels , efpecially upon the Surface, 


where the external Cold helps to: de- 
tain them, until they cover the Skin 
with Blotches. This. is likewife to 
be depended upon in, moft chronic 
Diftempers, efpecially thofe which 
are fcrophulous. It is dire&ted a dram 
every Day for 30 Days together. 
Where are many other Prefcriptions 
of this Kind extant in phyfical Wri- 
ters, which we have not room for 
here ; we shall therefore only give 
one more of the chief of them,which 
is from Hor/tius’s Pharmacopeia, 
Lib.

_ Pilule de Hydrargyro Horttii,

_ | Take Mercury - kill’d with Juice

dn judging then of the Fitnefs of 
{Materials for this Treatment, only 
‘thefe two Confi derations neceffarily re- 
quire our Attention. The firjt is, 
whether the Things themjelves are thus 
reducible, without ary previons Ma-

nagement tes may bark their medict. 
nal Virtues? And next, whether their 
Virtues are conveniently breferved iz 

this Form when reduced into it? 
Under the firft of thefé it naturally 
occurs, that vifcid and oily Subftances 
cannot be thus managed © without firft 
reducing them to fome Brittlene/s, 
wohich cannot be done without drying. 
Lf fuch Things therefore cannot be fuf> 
ficiently dried for Triture, without 
exhaling their better Parts, or de- 
Stroying that particular Quality for 
which the Simple is valued in Medi- 
cine, asit happens with many Seeds and 
Gums, they are much fitter for fome 
other yo than “for this; tho thefe 
Inconveniences may be avoided where 
{uch Things bear Jo Jaa 4a Proportion 
Ii fo 
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to thofe which are very dry ana brit- 
tle, that they are fo loft, and as it 
ebere abforbed by them in Triture, 
that all pafs the Sieve well enough to-. 
gether. But this bewever foould 
make the Prefcriber wary of crowding 
into any Compofition under this Form 
too many Gums or Seeds, and the Pre- 
parer careful in giving them a requt- 
fite Brittlenefs by drying; which lat- 
ter may in fome meafure be known by 
the Compofitions preferving the Scent 
or particular Qualities of the Ingre- 
dients fu[peed. . py aa 

The other Requifite in this Form, 
relating tothe Prefervation of Things 
reduced into tt, diredts us not to pre- 
Scribe Materials therein which are vo- 
latile, or will any other way change 
in the open Air ; thus the finer Aroma-~ 
tics will decay, and every thing very 
volatile, as the Radix Ari, for which 
reason it is now ordered to be mixed at 
the time of taking. All the alkalious 


Salts likewife.are not to.come into this. 


Form, becaufe they will diffolve in 
Air; on which account the Sal Abfin- 
thii is an improper Ingredient in the 
Pulvis Radicum Ari _compofitus. 
Thefe latter Inconveniences may indeed 
be in fome meafure avoided, by keep- 
ing fuch Compofitions as have in them 
thefe exceptionable Ingredients, in 
Veffels fiopped clofe from the Air, but 
the neceffity of frequently opening them 
in the Shops for common Occafions will 
fubje& them more to fuch Decay than 
is confiftent with keeping them any 
long time good. | 
Having a View of thefe two Requi- 
fites, we are better able to judge both 
of officinal and extemporaneous Pre- 
feriptions in this Form; and for our 
better Enquiry into the former, it may 
be aljo of Uje, as is already done in 
Some other Forms, to range them under 
Jame general Intentions as they feem 
contrived by their firfe Inventors to 
anfwer. 
_ The Species Diambrz, Pulvis Dia- 
Cinnamomi, Species Dianthiis, gag 
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Pulvis.Lztificans Galeni, feem by moff 
of their Ingredients to be intended for 
Cepbalics and Cordials, as they con- 
Sift of the warmer Spices, and Simples 
of fimilar Properties; but in the Pulvis 
Diacinnamomi ¢hé Caflia zs much in- 
Serior to the Cinnamon in flavour, and 
gives @ Slimintfs Ao. any moift Forms 
ut the Radix Helenii is a powerful 


Detergent, and quite out of the Inten- 


tion. The Sugar likewife otcafions an 


unnecefjary Bulk in a Dofe when given 
in Powder, in an Eleéuary, or a Bo- 
lus, and therefore would be better o- 
wnitted. In the Species Dianthtis the 
Liguorife is blameable on the fame ate 
count as the Radix Helenii iz the fore- 
going; and in the Pulvis Letificans 
Galeni, the Rafure Eboris, Epithy- 
mum, Os é€ corde Cervi, aud Mar- 


garite, are chargeable with contribu- — 


ting nothing to the main Intention of 
a Cordial, tho the Leaf Silver and 
Gold are very beautiful Decorations if 
rubbed but coarfly.in-at laft, that they 
may be feen to advantage; but the 


Camphire it is to be fear’d will ren- 


der it not fo fragrant while it lafts, 
though even very clofe keeping will not 
long retain its Volatility. 
Some others near approaching to this 
Intention. take in Simples that. give 
them aljo an Afiringency, tidy as the 
Aromaticum rofatum, Pulvis Grano- 
rum Kermes conipofitus, a7¢ Pulvis 
Cardiacus magiftralis ; sone of which 
are chargeable with an ufelefs or un- 
fuitable Ingredient, unlefs the Bezoar 
be reckoned fo in the latter; however, 
it is. pretty certain that its Virtues 


do not compenfate for its Coffs and 


indeed not much can be faid for the 


Saunders and Aloes-wood, but that the 
Cujffom of mixing them with thefe 
Things has long prevailed. ’ 


- The Pulvis Diacalaminthes fimplex, © 
thus entitled in diflindtion from a 


much larger Compofition given in for- 


mer Difpenfatories, and the Species 
Diatrien Pipereen, feem chiefly in- 


tended for Carminatives ; though the 
former 


f 
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former bath fomething in it aimed 
alfe againft byferical Affections, and 
as pretty much ufed in both thofe In- 
tentions with Succefs. The Pulvis de 
_Gurteta was heretofore a Compofition 
confifting chiefly of fuch Things as 
were fuppofed to do great Feats in fome 
nervous Cafes by their /pecific and fe- 
cret Virtues, asthe Vifcus Quercis, 
the Ungula Alcis, a#d Cranium hu- 
manum; but there are now added 
many Things of very manifefi Proper- 
ties, as the Radix Valeriane, Con- 
trayerve, avd Serpentariz; but whe- 
ther the cakeined Hartfoorn, Coral, 
Hyacinth and Bexoars will yet allow 
this to be duly reformed, and an uni- 
Sorm Compofition, is much to be doubt- 
ed; for if they can with the Specific 
before mentioned be fuppofed to contri- 
bute any thing to the main End, yet 
it muff be allowed to be fo little, that 
they bave not their Share, but are a 
Clog upon the E ficacies of fome others, 
which by this means cannot fo conve- 
niently be given in their due Quanti- 
ties. By long Experience it bath like- 
wife been found that Musk doth harm 
in many nervous Cafes; where there- 
fore there is reafon to judge it proper, 
it is very eaftly order'd at the time of 
extemporaneous Prefcription. The Leaf 
Gold, as was before obfer 2d of another 
Compofition of this Form, is an agree- 
able Ornament, and can dono harm. 
|The Pulvis Cephalicus is defign’d only 
for a Snuff. : 

The next Clafs of alterant Species 
tay be reduced under the Title of 
Alexipharmicts, at the bead of which 
tt may be thought Injuftice not to put 
the Pulvis & Chélis Cancrorum cora- 
pofitus; but the Lapis Contrayerve 
feems to come under the Jame Rank 
much more properly, which the pre- 
Sent Praltice acknowledges, by taking 
notice of it much oftner than the other 3 
tho’ the greate?t Dependance upon this 
is from the Contrayerva Root, which 
both in its Smell and Tafte manife/tly 
difcovers the quatity of an Aleniphar- 
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mic, which chiefly congfts in a vola- 
tile Pungency. hia 

Tbe Pulvis Radicum Ari compofi- 
tus is the only Compofition in this 
Form that aims at being an Antifcor~ 
butic; but its chief Ingredients, as has 
been already obferved, will not keep 
long in this Form, and when mixed 
with Boles or EleGuaries, the Oculk 
Cancrorum ad Sal Abfinthii /oom 
make it ferment and four. | 

Some of this Form are given for E~ 
mollients and Diuretics, as the Spe~ 
cies Diatragacanthi frigide, Pulvis 
Haly, Pulvis Saxifragie compofitus, 
and Pulvis Dialthee; dut rhe chief 
Ingredients of thefe, efpecially of the 
Sormer three, whith are the cold Seeds, 
thofe of Poppies and the like, are not 
only difficult to powder, but when fo 
reduced will foon grow rancid. The 
Starch and Sugar are indeed fome 
Helps againff the firft Inconvenience, 
by affifting the oily Seeds to pafs the 
Sieve, and they feem intended for ne 
other Purpofe, but they are not /uffi~ 
cient to preferve them when fo done 5 
befides, all thefe Things are fo much 
eafter brought into Emulfions, by Me- 
thods bereaftér to be taken notice of, 
and with fuch greater Advantages to 
the Patient, that thefe Forms are now 
little minded, and not often ufed. The 
Pulvis Dialtheese does not indeed take 
in fo many of thefe oily Seeds, and is 
more agelutinant by reafon of the 
Quantity of Gums in it, but it is not 
often met with in common Prefcription. 

All the refi of this Divifion of Com- 
pounds, znlefs tbe Pulvis Antilyffus, 
are Catharties. The greater and lefer 
Compofitions with Sena are fo crouded 
with Seeds and Spices, under the No- 
tion of Correfors, that a fufficient 
Quantity for a Dofe makes the Bulk 
too large to take in any Form, which 
Seems to be the reafon why they are 
very Jeldom preferibed or made; but 
the Pulvis Diafene takes in Diagry- 
dium enough to avoid this Inconvenia 
ence, There bath been in fome of the 
ema he old 
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old Difpenfatories a Pulvis Arthriti- 
cus Turneri, of which the Pulvis 
Diaturpethi.compofitus /eems to be a 
good Abridgment, as taking in fome 
of the chief Ingredients, and leaving 
out many ufelefs ones, with which that 
was crouded. The Pulvis Cornachini 
and Pulvis Comitiffze Warvicenfis aré 
exaly, the fame, except in the Pro- 
portions of Ingredients, in which re- 
foctt likewife they differ but little. 
Fhey are quick enough of Operation in 
fmall quantities, which occafions them 
to be given frequently to Children. 
What hath been already taken no- 
‘tice of as neceffary to be regarded in 
the officinalPrefcriptions of this 
Form, foould alfo be equally attended 
to in extemporaneaus Pradtice, that 
is, not to dire any thing in a Powder 
which will wafte by its Volatility, or 
which is not reducible into it, with- 
out fuch previous Management as will 
hurt its medicinal Virtues. All vo- 
latile Salts in particular ought to be 
avoided in thefe Prefcriptions, as that 
of Hart/born, Sal Armoniac, and the 
like ; tho? in the Sai Succini there is 
fomewhat fo fixed that it will remain 
a confiderable time in this Form with- 
out any difcernible Lofs. Some regard 
alfo in tommon Praétice is to be had 
to the Vehicle with which fome Things 
have and others have not a peculiar 
Fitne/s for Mixture. Thus the Ji- 
thiops, aud every thing that takes in 
Sulphur, eben prefcribed in Powders 
fhould be ordered to be taken in a Sy- 
rup of fome Pulp, becaufe it is-very 
troublefome to mix with any thing 
éhinner; its offenfive black Colour is 
alfo bef difguifed with Prunes, or any 
thing or like kind. Every Powder 
hikewife that takes in crude Antimo- 
ay, any of the Mercurials, or Things 
of like Weight, mufi not be trufted in 
shin Vehicles, becaufe they will im- 
mediately fettle, and by. reafon of the 
fall Quantities be diable to be left. 
at the bottom of what, they are given 
in. Sufficient Notice hath ceen already, 
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taken of the Unfitnefs of all Salts 
made by Incineration for this Form, 
and every thing diffolvable, or any 
way changeable,by the Air. Powders 
likewife which take in any refinous 
Subflances, as Scammony, Rofin of 
Falap, or any thing of like texture, 
fooula be directed in Vehicles of fome 
Confiftence, and be carefully mixed, 
becaufe in thin ones they are apt to 
run into Clots, which are not eafily 
again diffolyable. | 

_ The Dofes of moft Powders ought fel- 
dom to exceed half a dram, becaufe of 
their difficulty to take; and rather 
than to put Things together which 
have not fuffiicient Efficacy in that 
Quantity, it is more eligible to have 
recourfe to Things of like Intention iz 
Jome other Form. . 


There is one Conveniency indeed in 


this Form, which in common Praétice 
may not be fo duly confidered as tt de- 
ferves; and that is, where Perfons 
have a great Averfion to many Medi- 
cines, they are fooner decoy'd into a 
Compliance with Powders, than as 
many Boles or Draughts, becaufe they 
do not make fo formidable a Shew; but 
in acute Cafes, where the Stomach 
hath been dry'd with much Heat, toa 
many of thefe, efpecially of the warmer. 
Alexipharmics, as the Contrayerva 
and Snake-root, are not ufually judg’a 
fo proper as the liquid Forms, and the 
Virtues of the fame Things drawn out 


by Infufion.| 


Under thefe Names of Powders 
and Species we include only fuch as 
are compound;. for what concerns

others, become good for ‘little, tho’ 
made of very efficacious Ingredients. 
The oily and fmooth Compofitions 
likewife under this Divifion, which 
are moltly of Seeds and the like, are 
not to be made in any quantity, be- 
caufe they grow rancid, as the Pu/- 
vis Hali. And indeed this Form is 
ditogether improper for Things of 
that nature,” becaufe they are not 
without difficulty’ reducible into a 
Powder, and may much more con- 
veniently be beat up into a Pafte for 
Troches, or made into Ele¢tuaries, 
wherein alfo they may be much bet- 
ter preferved, All refinous Subftan- 
ces which come under this Manage- 
ment; require the Mortar to be a lit- 
tle greafed, elfe they will not pow- 
der, but form into Lumps at every 
Stroke; and ‘they ‘fhould be rather 
fubb’d than beat.

This hath but a very modern 
Name for its firft Contriver; and 
is but lately introduced among 
the officinal Compofitions. It was 
in the former Difpenfatory ordered 
to be formed into Balls, with a Jelly 
made of Viper’s Skins; but ‘that 
difference is of no great moment. 
This has the Repute amongft many 
ef being a mighty Cordial]; but 
fuch are deceived by their having 
obferv’d it frequently to be preferib’d 
by Phyficians of the beft Note, in 
almoft all acute Cafes. Its Alexi- 
pharmic Quality can be fuppos’d to 
arife from nothing in the Compofi- 
tion befides the Bezoar: but from 
many Experiments I have found 
that there is no fuch virtue in that 
Drug. The effect of the whole 
then is abforbent ; which is common 
to it with all the te/ffaceous Powders. 
This renders them of good ufe in 
many Cafes, efpecially in Diftem- 
pers incident to Children; for in 
whatever fhapes their Maladies ap- 
pear, and whatever Diforders they 
induce in thofe delicate and tender 
Bodies, their principal Source is ge- 
nerally a peccant decid in the Prime 
Vie of thefe young ones; whole 
Acrimony is readily overcome by 
fuch Medicines as this. Nor can it 
havé any Diapboretic effect, unlefs 
by Accident; that is, the Indolence 
and Tranquillity produced in the 
animal OEconomy, on its being 
freed from the troublefome Irritati- 
ons of the Acid, lodged in the firft 
Paflages by means of thefe Jéfor- 
dents, is for the moft part fucceeded 
by gentle Breathings. Such Per- 
fons therefore are greatly mittaken, 
who by perufing the Bills of Phy- 
ficians, and finding this and fuch 
like Medicines frequently to occur, 
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imagine themfelves able to cure all 
acute Diftempers, by almoft their 
help alone. There are indeed ma- 
ny Inftances where the moft pru- 
dent muft wait the Efforts of Na- 
ture, and fee which way the princi- 
pal Relief from Medicines is to be. 
given; and in the/mean while muft 
do fomething to anfwer the Expe- 
€tations of a Patient, and give a 
little prefent Eafe: But to lay the 
fole dependance upon fuch languid 
Helps, when fomething of efficacy 
is indicated, is certainly imprudent. 
We fhall only here further obferve, 
that the Dearnefs of the Bezoar has 
prompted many to find out its 
Counterfeits to colour this Medi- 
cine; which is valu’d for receiving 
it from the Bezoar. What this is 
done with, we cannot fo well af- 
firm, as know when it is fo, from 
its Deviation upon fome Trials, 
which the Bezvar only will ftand the 
Teft of; and that is, ftriking its 
Colour diftinét upon white chalk’d 
Paper: whilft the Counterfeits do 
frequently change lighter or darker 
with keeping; and fome have been 
known to turn quite black. Every 
Juice or Tinéture that changes 
green with an J/ka/i, will help in 
this Projeét; as was before taken 
notice of about the Infafion of Vi- 
olets: and fuch a Green, with a 
due Proportion of Yellow, may be 
eafily brought to the true Bezoar 
Colour. It would be inexcufable to 
propagate the Counterfeit of any 
thing of real value: but the Bezoar 
in this is of no extraordinary Vir- 
tue; and confequently the Medi- 
cine not much the worfe for want 
of it. The Dofe is from 6 grains to 
half a dram. [J¢ is very remarka- 
ble that this celebrated and dear 
Powder bas been very exaétly coun- 
terfeited by two extremely cheap and 
common Ingredients; viz. Tobacco-

‘feription, unlefs in rejeting thefe

Zwelfer in his Annotations gives it 
an uncommon Recommendation for 
a Cardiac, and praifes it alfo in De- 
fluxions, and many Weaknefles of 
the Conftitution from Indigeftion. 
It is certainly a very good Compco- 
fition for all nervous Intentions, 
and does not give fuch Diforders as 
fometimes thofe with the’ Sweets do. 
Tt isa creat Strengthner of the Brain, 
and a good Prefervative againft thofe 
Diftempers which Age is apt to bring 
upon it, as’ Apoplexies, Epilepfies, 
Palfies, Lofs of Memory’, and the 
like. It greatly warms the Stomach 
‘and .Bowels , and invigorates the 
“whole Mafs of Humours. Medicincs 
of this Kind are of great Service in 
‘cold cachectical Habits, where the 
‘Load of Humours has been forced 
away by ftrong Detergents and Ca- 
; thartics, 
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thartics, and.the.Fibres are left weak, 
fo as to be continually liable to re- 
Japfe, becaufe they ftrengthen the 
Solids, fill them with due Spirits, 
and procure fuch a vigorous Vibra- 
tion and Circulation, that afterwards 
a proper Digeftion and Separation is 
made, and all Supply cut off which 
might occafion a return; Things of 
this nature are therefore indifpenfa- 
bly neceffary after purging in’ Drop- 
fies, or to be given'in the Intervals 
ef purging; and for want of ‘this 
Knowledge, many, whofe utmoft 
Acquaintance in Phyfic goes no fur- 
ther than a few violent Purges, un- 
dertake fuch Cures, and make fhort 
ones,. by carrying off the prefent 
Load, but cannot prevent a Return 
of the Difeafe.

98. it 1s exaétly 
tran{cribed by the College into their 
firft Difpenfatory, where alfo it is 
occafionally and at pleafure ordered 
to be made into an Electuary with 
Syrup of Violets, but therein is half 
a fcruple of Camphire, which they 
fince have thought fit to leave out ; 
and there is added a fcruple of Water- 
Lilly-flowers ; but fuch a fmall Pro- 
portion is of fo little confequence as 

to be here rejected. The dugufan 
Difpenfatory likewife hath it both 
without the Camphire and Lilly- 
flowers, where Zwe/fer in his Notes 
thereupon recommends it as a good 
Pectoral, and a Cooler of the Blood; 
but he greatly blames it as an Ingre- 
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dient in the Aqua Dyfenterica Quer- 
cetani, in his Remarks thereupon in 
the Pharmacopaia Regia, becaufe all 
the Ingredients of it are incapable of 
giving any Virtues by Dittillation. 
This is frequently prefcribed in he- 
ctical Heats,-awhere the Rapidity of 
the Blood’s Motion is apt. to abrade 
and break thro’ its Bounds, by tear- 
ing off the Capillaries, and thereby 
caufing fometimes inward bleeding ; 
for this Medicine is cooling and ag- 
glutinating, whereby it helps to keep 
the Membranes guarded with their 
oe ag Mucus, and thereby alfo de- 
ends them againft Acrimonies ; and 
thus it is likewife of Service in cho- 
leric Conftitutions , and where the 
Sharpnefs of the Humours threatens 
Excoriations and Exulcerations; up- 
on this account too it comes to be 
ufeful in many Diftempers of the 
Breaft, becaufe it will foften and 
thicken fharp Defluxions, and eafe 
the Coughs which proceed there- 
from ; and thus Stranguries, Heat. of 
Urine, and the Pungency of vene- 


real Gleets, are hereby reliev’d, both 


by fheathing the Acrimony of the 
Fluids, and defending the Veffels 
from their Irritations. For thefe Pur- 
pain this is a good Compofition s 
ut the quantity of the Flowers of 
Water- Lillies is merely ridiculous, it 
bearing no manner of Proportion to 
its Virtues, ten times the quantity 
that is in the Medicine not being 
more than a, Perfon would give at 
one Dofe, had he any Intention of 
moment to anfwer by it.

' "This is a modern Compofition, 
and, as I think, firft prefcribed by 
Riverius. It was never, before the 
laft, in any Difpenfatory of our Col- 
lege; but Shipton hath inferted it 
amongtt his 4dditamenta to the lait, 


exactly as it flands here. ‘There are 


indeed many of the fame Intention 
under the Title of Pulveres Epilep- 


34 in Schrader, Zwelfer, and other 
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Difpenfatory-Writers ; but they are 
very different from this here given. 
Tt hath its Name from the Bat 
Word Goutte, which fignifies a Con- 
vulfion, and in fuch Cafes it is given 
both to Children and grown Per- 
fons; from 10 grains to half a dram 
for Children, and to a dram to grown 
Perfons.

‘The new Difpenfatory of the Co/- 
lege hath rejected the Ivory order’d 
before, as ufelefs to the Intention of 
the whole ; but in other Particulars 
conforms exaétly to the former Dif- 
penfatory. A Compofition very like 
this isin the Ftp biseditey 
under the ‘Title of Pu/vis anonymus, 
and thereto is fubjoined by Zwelfer 
the preceding, which he fays is de~ 
fcribed by Velefcus, and recommen- 
ded againft Confumptions; though 
therein indeed is order’d prepared 
Spodium and Cotton-feeds, the for- 
mer.of which the College at firft re- 
ceiv’d, but they are both now reject- 
ed, as well as the Ivory. A general 
Caution is given by all not.to make 
too much at a time of this Compofi- 
tion, becaufe fome of its Ingredients 
render it liable to grow rancid. It is 
much better brought into a Pafte,and 
kept in Lozenges.

The late Reformation of the Col- 
lege-Difpenfatory hath greatly mend- 
ed the Compofitions of this Clafs, 
both by leaving out many injudicious,_ 
and making thofe which are retain’d 
much more fimple in their Inten- 
tion, and more convenient for Pre- 
paration and Ufe; but yet fo little 
is prefcrib’d in common Praétice un-

It wonderfully clears the Bowels of 
Slime, and fetches out thofe vifcid 
Humours which obitruét the mefen- 
teriac Glands, arid in a great _mea- 
fure the Laéteals themfelves ; which 
is often the Cafe in Children, and is 
attended with an hard Belly, ftink- 
ing Breath, frequent Fevers, and a 
decay of Strength in the lower Parts. 
Thofe flight Intermittents which 
fach ate fubjeét to, will much fooner 
be cured by fuch a Purge than by the 
Bark; for the Purge actually reaches 
and wears away the Canfe, but the

But let the Rationale of this ftand 
how. it. will, this is vaftly a better

The common way of preferibing thefe 


Oils for internal Ufes hath been alone, 


or in Lin@us’s; but a much neater 
way is in Emulfion, as has been al- 
ready foewn under that Clafs of ex- 
temporaneous Medicines. But altho’ 
the College dirett thefe to be drawn 
From many Materials, net they are none 
of them in Uje, befdes that of fweet 
Almonds and Linfeeds internally, and 
the Oleum Macis, Laurinum azd Pal- 
ine externally; tho the laft is not 


_ taken notice of in Difpenfatories, but 


brought much into Pradice by thofe 
Travellers who have learned its Ufe in 
the Countries where it is made.

require long boiling before they receive 
that green Colour which is defired in 
them. And itis to be obferved con 
cerning thefe Things which require 
boiling, that no Oils will bear fuch 
Management without turning black, 
any longer than there remains fome 
aqueous Humidity, which is bereix 
fupplied from the Juice of the Herbs; 
when therefore they grow crifp, for 
want of farther Moifture, the Procefs 
is finifbed. 

There are likewife directed in the 
Difpenfatory many compound Oils, to 
be made after the fame manner by In- 
fafion or Decottion; and the like Rules 
are to be objerved in them as in the 
fimple ones. But fo few of thefe are 
made or preferibed, that there is 
hardly any thing in this Divifion 
worth our Notice but the Lucatellus’s 
Balfam, with fome others under the 
fame Title, which bappen to be placed 
amongst them.) 


There is not much in either of 
thefe Forms for internal Ufe, but the 
greateft Part is for external Applica- 
tion, under the Intention of Suppu- 
A Balfam, or 


thicker than a common Oil; and 
fometimes the Name is alfo apply’d 
to fuch Subftances as are of the Con- 
fiftence of an Unguent, as Lucate/- 
Juss Balfam. The Oils under this 
Divifion are fuch as are impregnated 
with fome medicinal Simples, gene- 
rally with the Leaves or Flowers of 
Vegetables, by boiling or Infolation.. 


’Thofe which are made from Flowers 


are beft managed by plain Infolation, 
that is, fleeping the Ingredients in 
Oil, in fuch a Warmth as the Sun 
‘will give, and then ftraining off the 
Oil for Ufe, becaufe boiling is apt 
of 
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of the Flowers, and give an Empy- 
reuma ;. whereas. Infolation alone 
‘will beft draw out and communicate 
their Efficacies to the Oil, and pre- 
ferve their natural, Scent. therein. 
But Oils, which have frequently the 
green Leaves of Plants committed ta 
them to draw the Virtues therefrom, 
ftand in need of boiling, the ufual 
Standard of which is, until the In- 
gredients grow crifpy ; and here an 
Empyreuma is carefully to be avoid- 
ed, and alfo care to be taken that the 
whole aqueous part of the Herbs be 
evaporated, for till then the Oil will 
not come up to its true Colour, but 
be dingy, or have a yellowifh Hue. 
The beft way therefore to procure a 
fine green Colour to Medicines of 
this kind, and. raife them to their 
greateft height, and at the fame time 
to avoid an Empyreuma, which be- 
fides the Stink would alfo turn it 
black, is to flrain out the Oil, and 
afterwards pouring it into a clean 
Pan, Jet it ftand over a gentle Fire, 
until by frequent Trials upon a white 
Tile it arrives to a high unmix’d 
Green: for this way the Colour will 
very much heighten, beyond what 
it was when frit flrained from the 
Ingredients. ‘This Management alfo 
quite driving, away. all aqueous Par- 
ticles, it will keep much the longer, 
without change of Colour or grow- 
ing rancid.

Ballamum Lucatelli, Lucatellus’s 
: Ba/fam. 

Take yellow Wax melted in a lit- 
tle Canary Wine a pound; Oil of 
Olives, and Venzce-'Turpentine wath- 
ed in Rofe-water, of each a pound 
and a half; boil them till the Wine 
is evaporated, and when almoft cold 
ftir in of red Saunders finely pow- 
cer'd 2 ounces; and preferve it for 
Ule. 

This is very unskilfully direGed, 
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for the melting the Wax in Canary 
can anfwer no End, unlefs to fuch_ 
whofe Opinions of a:\Medicine are in 
proportion to the Trouble of making, 
it; nor does.the wafhing the Tur+ 
pentine with Rofe-water avail any. 
thing ; if therefore the Materials are, 
all good in their kind, as foon as the, 
Wax and Turpentine are melted, Jet, 
the Saunders be Rirred in without 
any boiling at all... But even this. 
way, which the Shops are oblig’d to 
comply with, becaufe the Phyfician 
would. not elfe know what he pre- 
{cribes, the Saunders is a very inju- 
dicious Ingredient, for it cannot an- 
fwer any End as a Balfamic, neither 
in internal nor external Ufe; and if 
it be put in for the Colour-fake on- 
ly, this might be much better done 
by boiling Dragon’s-Blood for fome 
time in the OiJ, with a fufficient 
quantity of Water to keep it from 
burning, for with that it might be 
brought up to any degree of Colour, 
and to a much more elegant Red 
than the Saunders ‘will give; and 
when the Oil is tinged ftrain it off, 
mix the Wax and ‘Turpentine with 
it, and all is fnifh’d; and this way 
it is made in fome of our Hofpitals; 
by this means the Medicine is not 
cloge’d with Dutt to give it a Co- 
Jour, and is therefore much. better 
for all the Purpofes it feems origi- 
nally defign'’d for. [ decordingly we 
find it thus order'd in the Edinburgh 
Difpenfatory. .

Intentions the Saunders is a vaft Pre- 
judice to it, and helps to foul a 
Wound more than to cleanfe and 
heal it. Inwardly it is given from 1 
to 2 drams at a time, either mixed 
with a little Sugar, or pleafant’ Con- 
ferve.

This is but a very modern Pre- 
{cription, and lately received by the 
College; but here it differs from 
their former Edition, in rejecting the 
Sarfaparilla, and increafing the Gum 
Guaiacum, which is certainly much 
to the Advantage of the Medicine, 
becaufe its Virtue wholly confifts in 
the two Ingredients here retained, 
the Sarfaparilla affording nothing to 
the main Intention, which is greatly 
to warm the Nerves and refrefh the 
Spirits. This is an. efficacious Me- 
dicine for many good Purpofes, but 
particularly to warm and defend the 
Nerves from thofe Defluxions which 
prejudice, their Motions, and when 
they prove of a faline tartarous kind, 
make the Gout in the Jaints; to pre- 


ferve againft this laft Diftemper there 


is not a better Medicine, confidering 


% the Conveniences of making and ta- 
king it. Ie will likewife anfwer all 
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the Ends. that are aim’d.at by the 
Wood Diet-drinks; it dries up or 
diffipates by infenfible Tran{piration 
all fuperfluous Moiitures, is good in 
all venereal and fcrophulous Cafes, ' 
and very certainly wears off an old 
Gleet, where the Virulence has been 
previoufly removed. It will change 
an aqueous Vehicle milky, but may 
conveniently enough be given in any 
Liquor; and it is ufually taken from 
20 to 30 drops two or three times 
in a Day. It is fomewhat ftrange 
that this Medicine is almoft negle¢t- 
ed in regular Praétice, and yet made 
a great deal of, both as to Profit and 
Reputation, by Empirics, with fome 
of whom it has been pretended a- 
Family Secret, as the Elixir Salutis,. 
i.e. Daffy’s Elixir, and fome others, 
which are firft ftole from fome Phy- 
fical Writers.

Take of Linfeed Oil, and Oil of 
‘Turpentine, of each 1 pound; of 
Gum Elemi, Oil of Bays, and the 
bet Turpentine, of each 4 ounces; 
powdered Verdigreafe, an ounce ; 
mix and melt all together over a gen- 
tle Heat, continually ftirring all the 
while; fo as to make them into a 
Balfam, §. 4. i 

This is alfo afcribed to the fame 
Author as the foregoing ; and is {aid 
to be greatly valued in the prefent 
Pra€tice amongit our Surgeons as a 
Detergent. 

"From Bates. 
Balfamum Anodynum, The Anodyne 
ff  Balfam. 

Take Caftile-Soap,-1 ounce; O- 
pium, half an ounce; Camphire, 6 
Grams; Saffron, dram; Spirit of 
Wine rettify’d, 18 ounces. Digett 
in a Sand-fteat ten Days; fhaking 
it between whiles till the Jat day 
or two; then pour it off clear for 
ale. 

This is much like a Prefeription

name of Balfamum Antipodagricum, 
Tt is a moft excellent Medicine ; not 
only for procuring Eafe in the moft 
racking Extremities of Pain; but 
for aflilting likewife in the Difcharge 
of fuch Humours as occafion thofe 
Pains. In nervous Cholics it is of 
great fervice ; and it cleanfes all the 
Vifcera and glandular\ Parts. It is 
good even in the Jaundice, and fuch 
Diftempers of the urinary Paffages 
as proceed from the Obftruétion of 
Gravel, or flimy Humours. But its 
greateft Excellency is an allaying the 
Tortures of the Gout, promoting 
the Tranfpiration of the peccant ir- 
ritating Matter, and carrying off 
the Fit; infomuch that with a few 
proper Helps this Diftemper is hard- 
ly fo obftinate in any’ Perfon fo 
ever, but he may hence meet with 
great Relief, if not a thorough Rid- 
dance from it.

The Caranna, Saunders, Ben- 
‘jamin, and Dragons-blood, are beft 
‘to be grofly powdered, and loofely 
ty’d in a coarfe Rag while they are 
boiling, for they are not fo well 
mixed with the whole. _ If we may 
credit all that is faid in Recommen- 
dation of this, it isa moft effectual 
_. Remedy in all Sores both internal 
and external, and excellent in curing 
Burns and Bruifes; it gives Eafe in 
arthritic and nervous Pains; rubb’d 
_ wpon the Temples it relieves the 
Head-ach; apply’d to the Side or 
Belly with hot Cloths it difpels Fla- 
tulencies, and gives eafe in the Cho-

Balfamum Paralyticum, the Pal/y 
Balfam. . bak 

Take Venice-Turpentine 4 pound, 
Olibanum, Aloes, Caltor, Myrrh, 
Aloes-wood, Flowers of St. John’s- 
wort, of each an ounce, Gum Elemi, 
Labdanum, of each 3 ounces, liquid 
Storax an ounce, Peruvian Balfam 
four ounces, Calamus aromaticus, 
Cloves, Galangal, of each 6 drams, 
Cinnamon an ounce and half, Flow- 
ers of Rofeinary, Sage, of each 10 
drams; mix all together, and pour 
upon them in a Retort Spirit of 
Wine 4 pound; digeft hot for fix 
Hours, then draw off with a large 
Receiver for 48 Hours, with a Fire 
of the firfl degree, what comes over 
without Colour; then raife the Fire 
to the fecond degree, and there will 
rife a thin yellowifh Oil; and after 
that to the third, and there will rife 
-a thick Oil; the firft entitle Spirit, 
the fecond Oil, the laft Balfam. 

This is a troublefome Procefs, but 
it produces three excellent Medi- | 
cines, for the Spirit is good inward- .

particularly good againft the Grave, 
The Oil may alfo be given internal- 
ly from 2 to 6 drops in Sugar, or any 
proper Vehicle, for the fame Purpo- 
fes; it is alfo good in Embrocation 
for old Aches and paralytic Numb-

nefs ; as likewife is the laft, which is 
termed Balfam, and which is alfo of 
ufe in old pituitous Ulcers, where it 
warms, cleanfes, and heals.

‘This is commended as an excellent 
nervous Medicine, and is faid to be 
of Service in Vertigoes, Epilepfies, 
Palfies, and alfo in hyfterical Affe- 
ctions, given upon Sugar, or any 
proper Vehicle, from § to 15 drops; 
but its greateft Ufe is as a Detergent 
and Vulnerary, for it is good in all 
Diitempers of the Breaft, and parti- 
cularly of the urinary Paflages, which 
it wonderfully cleanfes, and there- 
fore does Service not only in the 
Grave], and other Obftruétions, but 
deterges and heals all Ulcerations in 
thofe Parts; and will cure even a 
Gonorrheea itfelf, 


Balfamum Sulphuris Kneephelii, 
Kneephelius’s Bal/am of Sulphur. 


_ Take Liver of Sulphur four Parts, 
Linfeed-oil 3 Parts; let them fimmer 
together till the Sulphur is diffolv’d, 
then leifurely draw it over in a Re- 
tort, mixing the Oil with half the 
quantity of Colcothar of Vitriol, and 


drawing it over again in another. 


Retort; and the Oil which arifes 
the fecond time, mix with half the 
quantity of Oil of Anifeed for Ufe. 
‘There is more Trouble than need 
be in this Procefs, for one. Diftilla- 
tion would ferve as well, with fuff- 
erent Care that the Heat is noc too 
great, for fear of an Empyreuma. 
‘This has Recommendations for the 
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beft of Peétorals,. and is faid to cure 
and cicatrize or incarn all inward 
Ulcerations, to do great Service in’ 


all Coughs from thin Defluxions, and 


again in Catarrhs, Afthma’s and Cho- 
lics ; and likewife to promote Expe- 
ctoration beyond any thing elfe, 
whereby it helps to cut off the Sup- 
ply of vifcid and pituitous Humours 
to the extreme Parts, and thereby 
preferves againft Rheumatifms and 
arthritic Diftempers. Its Dofe is from 
4 drops to 12. 


Balfamum Sulphuris Rulandi, 

Rulandus’s Balfam of Sulphur. 

Take Flowers of Sulphur an 
ounce, Oil of Nuts 6 ounces, {trong 
Wine 2 ounces ; digeit for 8 hours, 
fometimes fhaking the Veffel ; then 


. fimmer it over a gentle Heat till the 


Wine is evaporated, and pour off the 
clear Oil for Ule. 

This very little differs from the 
comimon Balfam of Sulphur, deferi- 
bed in, the foregoing Part amongtt 
the Preparations, tho’ it comes to us 
as a celebrated Anodyne ; and it cer- 
tainly greatly warms and heals Ulcers: 
and green Wounds when externally 
apply’d, and likewife has the fame 
Virtues as the other Balfams of like 
Produétion in all internal Ailments, 
efpecially thofe of the Breaft. 


Balfamum Tartari, Balfam of 
Tartar. 

. Take Oil of Tartar per deliguium: 
9 ounces, Cream of Tartar in pow- 
der 8 ounces; digeft and evaporate 
to a drynefs, then extract a Tin@ure 
with Spirit of Wine or Spirit of Vie 
negar, and evaporate it to the Con- 
fiftence of a thick Syrup or Honey. 

This is little elfe than a Tin@ure 
of Salt of Tartar, or rather a foluble 

Tartar 3 it loofens the Belly, and is 
commended for an incomparable Me- 
dicine againft the Gout; it is un- 
doubtedly very penetrating, and ope- 
rates much by Urine, and therefore 

fetches

"fetches out and difcharges many Hu- 


_ monrs which fix upon and foul the 


Glands; it may therefore be a good 
Prefervative againft the Gout, but 
much cannot be expected from it 


when the Fit is advanced; its Dofe 


is from 1 to 2 drams. It is alfo made 
ufe of in Friétion externally upon 


the Part where the Pain is fix’d, in 


hs 


which Cafe it is fo violently fharp 
and penetrating, as to excoriate, and 
fometimes to raife Blifters. It may be 
of great fervice to this purpofe mix’d 


with fome unctuous fubftances,which 


without fuch help could not be rub- 
bed in fo well, and this will likewife 
fheath its Afperities, which when 
ufed alone are too pungent; fo that 
an excellent Medicine may be com- 


~ pofed by the union of two Ingredi- 


ents, neither of which would be of 


‘any Service feparately. 


There is a vaft Number of Balfams 
for almoft all Intentions to be collect- 
ed out of phyfical Writers, but our 
Shops have now rejected them, and 
indeed more are not worth retaining, 
but what is of ufe in the prefent 
Praétice we fhall find room. for. in 
the following Part. 


Simple Oils by Expreffion. 


Oleum Amygdalarum dulcium, 
Oil of fweet Almonds. 
Take of fweet Almonds frefh and 


dry as many as you pleafe, break and 


throw away the hard Shells, and 
blanch the Kernels, then beat them 


‘in a Stone Mortar, and by degrees 


prefs out the Oil, without help of 
Fire. | 


Oleum Amygdalarum amarum, 
Oil of bitter Almonds. 


It is made after the fame manner 
as that of the fweet. Almonds, unlefs 
that here is no occafion for blanch- 
ing; nor can there fo much Incon- 
yeniency arife from any Heat made 
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ufe.of to facilitate. their. Preffure. 
After the fame manner is drawn the 
Oil of Hazle-Nuts, Ben, Acorns, 
and of Nutmegs, from the Nut; as 
that of Mace from the fecond reticu- 
lar Coat of the fame Fruit. 
Oleum Caryinum. 

It is made after the fame manner 

from Walnuts. 


Oleum Chryfomelinum. 

This is made by the Expreffion of 
Apricock-kernels ; after which man- 
ner likewife is procur’d Oil from the 
Kernels of Cherries, Peaches, Pine- 
Nuts, Piftachio-Nuts, and Plumbs ; 
as alfo from the Seeds of Oranges, 
Hemp, baftard Saffron, call’d Caicus, 
Citrons, Cucumbers, Gourd, Citruls, 
Dwarf-Elder, Henbane, Lettice, 
Linfeed,, Melons, Poppies, Parfley, 
Horfe-radith, Rape, the greater Ca- 
taputia, Refinus (called O/eum Ci- 
cinum, Recicinum, and de Kerva,) 
Sefamum, called Oleum Scfaminum , 
Muftard, and Grape-ftones. 

Notwithftanding the offic'nal Dif 
penfatories, efpecially the moft an- 
cient, abound with Oils of this kind, 
and the. prefent College: Difpenfato- 
ry , in Conformity thereto, retains 
fome Notices of them, yet they are 
fearce any of them made, befides the 


~ Oil of Almonds and Linfeed; or 


hardly any of them ever met with in 
Prefcription ; an Oil indeed from 
Muftard-feed hath of late been ex- 
tolled by fome particular Perfons, 
but it does not yet much obtain in 
the common Prattice. 


Oleum Laurinum, O7/ of Bays. - 
Take of Bay-berries ripe, and ga- 
thered not many Days, any Quan- 
tity ; after bruifing them, boil them 
in a fufficient quantity of Water, and 
force out their Oil with a Prefs; beat 
again the remaining Faces, and pour 
hot Water upon them as before, and 
again prefs out all that you can3 
then ~ 
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then feparate the Oil that fwims up- 
on the Water for Ufe, §. 4. 


Oxyrrhodium. 
’ This is made of four or five Parts 
of Oil of Rofes, and one of Vinegar. 
The former of thefe two is a very 
common Medicjne in the Shops, but 
the latter never made but on extem- 
poraneous Prefcription, as it may 
very foon and eafily be. 


Oils by Infufion or 
Decotction. 


Oleum Rofaceum, Oi} of Rofes. 

Take of the exungulated red Ro- 
fes, not quite blown, and bruifed in 
a Marble Mortar with a si balers Pe- 
ftle 4 ounces, of clean Oil of lives 
a pound ;. expofe them to the mid- 
day Sun ina glafs Veflel well ftopt 
for a whole Week, and fhake them 
together every Day; then gently 
fimmer in a Bath-heat, and prefs out 
the Oil; put in freth Rofes, which 
manage after the fame manner, and 
repeat the Procefs a third time, and 
then let them ftand together for 40 
Days, at the Expiration of which fet 
by the Oil for Ufe, without prefling 
_ out the Rofes, 

This is much the fame as the O/- 
um Rofatum Omphacinum of the Au- 
gufan-Difpenfatory, and the firft of 
the College; and the Oleum Rofa- 
tum compofitum of the Auguftan, and 
the Oleum Rofatum completum of the 
firit College-Difpenfatory, both afcri- 
bed to Me/fue, differ from it fo little, 
that they have not been thought 
worth any notice here. ss

Oleum Abfinthites, O77 0 
Wor mevood. 

This is made after the fame man- 
ner as the foregoing, by a triple Ma- 
ceration of 4 ounces of the Tops of 
common Wormwood in 3 pound of 
ripe Oil, adding three feyeral times 
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4 ounces of the Juice of Wormwood, 
and evaporating it again over the 
Fire by a flow boiling. 

It is here, as likewife in all thefe 
Prefcriptions, to be obferv’d, that the 
Oleum Omphacinum is the Oil of O- - 
lives expreffed before they are ripe, 


‘in diftin@lion to the O/eum Mmaturum., 


which is expreffed from them when 
full ripe, and the latter is always un- 
derftood when O/exm only is named, 
Without the addition of maturum. 

. The Auguftan-Dilpenfatory orders 
this to be made with the Omphaci- 
num, and adds red Rofes, which 
feem to have little to do with the 
Virtues of Wormwood, and there- 
fore they are juftly here rejeed. 


Oleum Anethinum, O// of Di//. 

This is made with a pound of Oil 
and four ounces of the Flowers and 
Leaves of Dill, three times repeated, 
as before. 


‘Oleum de Caftoreo, Oi? of Caffor. 

Take of Caitor an ounce, of Oil a 
pound, and of fome generous Wine 
2 ounces; the Caftor is to be pow- 
dered, and ftand two Days in the 
Wine; then put them to the Oil, 
and boil until the Wine is confumed 
by Evaporation; then ftrain out the 
Oil for Ufe.

and this only retain’d 3 which is not 
fo tedious to make, and is well e¢- 
fteem’d by our Surgeons for many 
Intentions of confequence; tho’ for 
fome Purpofes they blame the Tur- 
pentine and Saffron, and certainly 


-with good reafon. 


Oleum Irinum, O7/ of Orrize. 


Take of Florentine-Orrice-Root 
3 pound 4 ounces, of. white Lilly- 
flowers, with their yellow Heels cut 
of, 15 ounces; of frelh Cyprefs- 
root 6 ounces, of Elecampane three 
ounces, of Alkanet-Root 2 ounces, 
of Cinnamon, Spikenard, and Ben- 
jamin, of each an ounce; bruife alf 
as they require, and macerate them 
together in the Sun, or any warm 
Place, in 15 pound of old Oil, and 
4 pound anda half of Spring-water 5 
and after 4 Days anda half flanding 
in that manner, boil them in Balueo 
Marie to the confumption of the 
aqueous Humidity ; then ftrain by a 
ftrong Preffure, and put the Oil by 
for Ute. 

Mefue hath given a very concile 
Prefcription of this, with nothing 
but the Orrice-Roots and Flowers,

tion, which is likewife there, is from 
Nicolaus Alexandrinus; and not- 
withftanding it hath been continued 
down to the laft Edition of the Col- 
lege, it hath yet been very little cal- 
Jed for in common Praétice » and 
hardly, I believe, ever made. 


_Oleum Mandragore, O7/ of 
Mandrake: 

Take common Oil two pound, of 
the Juice of Mandrake -Apples, or 
in their defeét, of its Leaves, 4. oun- 
ces, of the Juice of white Henbane 
2 ounces; of the Juice of black Pop- 
py-heads 3 ounces, of the Juices of 
Violets and young Hemlock, of each 
an ounce, of Opium and Storax, of 
each half an ounce; Jet the Juices, 
with the Oil, be expofed to the Sun;

that avails fo little to any Purpofe of 
moment, that I never knew it com- 
plyd with; fo that a Continuation of 
fuch Directions feems chiefly to be in 
compliment to the old Prefcriptions, 
which abound in fuch minute Exaé&- 
neffes. It may here likewife be obfer- 
wed in general, that where Oil is di- 
vetted in an Unguentor Plaiffer, the 
| wholefaleTraders, who feek only their 
| Profit, generally fubfitute Lard ; and 
where Cerufe, Minium. or Litharge 
are concerned, they are generally ufed 
in over proportions, becaufe they make 
Such a Weight come out much cheaper. 
_. The Unguentum album camphora- 
‘tum @zd Rubrum deficcativum are 
much of the fame Intention, tho the 
former is the more cleanly Medicine, 
and mop in ufe; and there is no Cir- 
cumftance in their making of confe- 


quence, but the mixing of the Cam- - 


phire when the other Materials are fo 
cool that their Heat will not evaporate 
it; but even Long keeping will, ina 
great measure, if not wholly, lofe it; 
fo that the Gobdnefi of thefe is folely 
known by their fmelling firong of this 
“Ingredient. The Unguentum de Mi- 
“mio camphoratum, é Plumbo, and 
Noatritum, are within the fame Inten- 
tion; but the two former are not ufed, 
and the latter is fo inconvenient, upon 
account of its Joon growing dry, and 
> even milky, that it is likewife but in 
little efeem: The common Diachylon 
alfa, lowered into an Unguent with a 
little Oil, is the fame thing, and of 
a much fmoother and better Confift- 
ence. The Unguentum Tutie comes 
in too as a Dryer and a Cooler, but 
hath nothing remarkable in its ma- 
king, and is chiefly ufed againft In- 
flammations in the Eyes.

the only one, among ft many others, 
brought to a Confiftence with Honey, 
that is in Ufe; and this principally 
in. Sores of the Mouth, where thofe 
Things which are more properly Un- 
guents, are naufeous. The green Co- 
lour of the Verdigreafe changes black 
in the boiling. ? 

The Unguentum ex Apio among ft 
the lefer, and Mundificativum ex 
Apio amongft the greater Compounds, 
are exadily the fame; but I never 
knew any thing made or prefcribed 
under either of thefe Titles. 

The Unguentum é Gummi Elemi, 
moft commonly called Linimentum 
Arcei, from the Name of its Inven- 
tor, and the Bafilicon minus, are rhe 
chief in Ufe among ft our Surgeons for 
detergent Dreffings. Tho’ there are 
others of like Intention, and fome of 
them newly added, from the Experi- 
ence of Perfons now living, which are 
not yet fo much eftablifbed in the Shops s 
as the Unguentum Bafilicon flavum, 
Unguentum Aureum, € Refina, and 
Detergens. : 

There are fome confiderable Compofi- — 
tions of this Form in the Intention of 
Emollients, at the Head of which is 
the Unguentum Dialthee; dut the 
great Demand for this; as it is much 
ufed, bath taught the wholefale Men © 
very greatly to fpoil it, in order to 
render it cheaper, for they accuftom 
themfelves to make it without the Ma- 
cilages, and counterfeit their Scent 
with a little Fenugreek Powder; the 
Neats-foot Oil likewife is bardly to be 
expected from them: When it is good 
it is of a yellow Colour, and no ill 
Scent. The Unguentum Liliorum, de 
Mucilaginibus avd Emolliens, are of 
the fame Intention, but not in Use. 

Among fi the compound Unguents, 
there are fome which take in a Num- 
ber of very warm aromatic Ingre- 
dients, and feem defigned for paraly- 
tic Infirmities, and Cafes that require 
brisk attenuating Applications. Of 
thefe are in moft .efeem the Unguen- 
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tum Martiatum and Nervinum, doth 
which are much the beft when frefo 
made, tho that can be done but once 
in a Year, when the Ingredients are 
in their proper Seafen. 

There ave Ointments likewife with- 
in the Intention of Strengtheners, but 
this at firft View feems to be a very 
improper Form for fuch Things, be- 
caufe an Aftringent in an unétuous 
Vehicle is the moft unfuitable manner 
poffible for its Application, the Slip- 
perine/s of the one entirely fruftrating 
the Efficacy of the other; for which 
reason thofe few that yet keep a place 
in the Difpenfatory are entirely neg- 
leGied, neither the Unguentum Ma- 
ftichinum- nor the Aftringens deing 
ever made, altho it hath fo happened 
that the latter is twice prefcribed in 
the laft Difpenfatory, but the fecond 
time under the Title of Unguentum 
Sumach. : 

The next Intention of any confe- 
quence, for which we are provided by 
this Form, and which feems as fuitable 
to it as any, is againft cutaneous Foul- 
neffes, as the Itch, and fach like Di- 
frempers; and this feems to be the 
reajon that there is fuch Choice of 
them now given. But tho moft of thefe 
bave the Reputation of great Anti- 
guity, and hold their Places in abun- 
dance of Officinal Difpenfatories down 
to the prefent, efpecially the Unguen- 
tum Enulatum, Nicotiane, amd ex 
- Oxylapatho, yet they are fo uncleanly 

tn Use, that they are almoft altogether 
Jallen inte Negleé&, unie/s in fome of 
our Hofpitals, thofe which take in 
Mercury being much more neat and 
efficacious for the fame Purpofes, as 
the Unguentum Ceeruleum ; éut even 
this mup greatly give place to many 
_Preferiptions for Elegance, which are 
to be met with only in extemporaneous 
Praé&ice for the fame Intentions, and 
whith will naturally come in our way 
to give fome Inftances of in the fubse- 
' guent Legture. 
Some orber Things of this Divifion 
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are little elfe than Oils in the prece- 
ding Clafs, brought into Ointments by 
the exchange of Oil for Lard; as the 
Unguentum Rofaceum and Samba- 
cinum, with fome others newly added, 
not yet brought into Use; as the Un-. 
guentum Digitalis, Linarie, and 
Some few others; but thefe require no 
particular Remark. Some other like- 
wife, pretty difficult to tell what they 
were intended for, as the Valentia 
Scabiofe, Tapfi Valentia, Tapfimel, 
and Unguentum Splanchnicum, caz- 
not be of any great Service to enguire 
into, efpecially as they are neither re- 
garded in the Shops or Prefcription. 
Te Unguentum Populneum and 
Diapompholygos are defign’d as Cocl- 
ers, but now daily give place to much 
neater Unguents in extemporaneous 
Praétice. The Pomatum only remains 
of this Divifion to be taken notice of 
but both the Making and Ufe of that 
is almoft entirely got amongft the 
Women, that which is direGed in the 
Difpenfatory being of no manner of 
Regard.] 


We have nothing in this Form but 
for external Application ; and the Of- 
ficinals of this Divifion are wonder- 
fully reduced to what they were here- 
tofore; what is now in Ufe we hall 
here retain, but no more. The ne» 
ceffary Cautions about Infolation and 
Boiling may be gathered from what 
has been faid by way of Direction in 
the foregoing Section.

Unguentum album, The white 
Ointment. 

Take of Oil of Rofes.g ounces ; 
of Cerufe carefully wafhed in Rofe- 
water and powder’d 3 ounces; of 
white Wax 2 ounces; when the 
Wax is melted in the Oil, fift in the 
Cerufe, after it hath been well dried

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_ from its wafhing, firft in common, 
and then in Rofe-water, fo that to- 
_ gether they may be made’ into an 
Ointment, S.4. to which add 2 
_drams of Camphire, rubb’d with a 
few drops of Oil of Almonds, and 
then it is call’d the camphorated white 
_ Ointment. 
_. There is a very different Ointment 
in the Pharmacopaia Regia under 
_ the fame Title, and which too is or- 
dered at pleafure to be camphorated ; 
but that hath not been thought 
worth any one’s Prefcription fince. 
| Avicen Vikewife direéts one under 
_ the fame Name, which the Auguffan 
_ Difpenfatory hath got, wherein Li- 
_ tharge is made an Ingredient, and 
- the White of Eggs beat into it; but 
that alfo is now quite laid afide. 
That here retained is attributed to 
_ Rhajfes, whofe Compofitions are ge- 
nerally. more uniform and fimple 
than any of the Arabians. But our 
-wholefale. Dealers in Medicine have 
_learned: grievoufly to corrupt it, by 
~ufing Hog’s Lard for the Oil of Ro- 
fesand Wax, which greatly fruftrates 
the Intention of the Medicine as a 
Cooler, infomuch that it may not 
_ be unworthy the particular Care of 
a Prefcriber to enquire into this Mat- 
ter, when any Strefs is laid upon 
this Medicine, which is the moft 
~ commonly ufed of any in this Inten- 
_ tion. 


-, Unguentum Agyptiacum, The 
_ Egyptian Ointment. 
Take of Verdigreafe, or of the 
green Ruft of Brafs, finely powder’d, 
5 parts; of Honey 14 parts; of the 
fharpeft Vinegar 7 parts; boil them 
all together toa due Confiftence, and 
a dusky red Colour. ‘The Scum of 
this Ointment is called Me/ igypti- 
acum, Egyptian Honey. 
_. The Pharmacopeia Regia. orders 
an Ointment under this Title not 
_much different, except in the addi- 
tion of fome Juices, which are of no 
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great confequence to its Virtues. 
The 4uguffan hath an Unguentum 
LEgyptiacum compofitum magifrale, 
wherein are Theriaca, Mithridate, 
Camphire, and many other Things 
foreign to this Intention, and trou- 
blefome to ufe and make; but it hath 
been followed by none: However, 
the Unguentum Aigyptiacum fimplex 
there alfo given, and afcrib’d to 
Me/ue, is exactly the fame as we have 
here ; and it hath been fo received 
and continued thro’ all the Editions 
of the London Difpenfatory. Fabricius 
Hildanus, ina Difcourfe concerning 
a Gangrene and a Mortification, 
gives this Medicine an extraordinary 
Commendation, for eating off rot- 
ten Flefh and cleanfing old Ulcers. 
In venereal Ulcerations likewife about 
the Throat and Tonfils it doth great 
Service. 


Unguentum 2Zgyptiacum magis com- 
pofitum, 4 more compounded Egyp- 
 tlan Ointment. 

Take of Verdigreafe 4 ounces; of 
the fharpeft Vinegar 6 ounces; of 
Honey a pound; let them all boil 
over a gentle Fire to a dusky Colour, 
adding towards the latter end, of 
Roch- Alum and Sal-Ammoniac, of 
each half an ounce; and make them 
into an Ointment, §. 4. 

This is very different from that 
mentioned above in the Pharmaco- 
peia Regia, altho’ both the additio- 
nal Ingredients are contained in it, 
for that is crowded with many other 
Things of foreign Qualities; this 
never was in any of the Editions of 
the London Difpenfatory before, and 
is a very late Contrivance. 


—Unguentum é Plumbo, Ointment 
with Lead. . 

Take of the Oil of Rofes 6 oun- 
ces; of calcined Lead, and Litharge, 
of each 19 drams; of ‘Turpentine an 
ounce; of Cerufe and Antimeny, of 
each half am ounce; of white Wax

This is afcribed to Foéfus for its 
Author. The Pharmacopaia Regia 
hath an Unguentum Saturninum, but 
confiderably differing from this; and 
what the College at firft received 
hath not in it the Wax, nor any cer- 
tain quantity of the Oil of Rofes 5 
but it is now feldom called for or 
made. 


Unguentum ¢ Gummi Elemi, five 
Linimentum Arcei; Ointment of 
Gum Elemi, or Arceeus’s Liniment. 
Take of Gum Elemi and Turpen- 

tine of Fir, of each an ounce anda 

half; of old and depurated Mutton 

Suet z ounces; of old and depurated 

Hog’s-Lard an ounce; mix them, 

and make an Ointment, §. 4. 

This moft commonly goes by the 
Name of Linimentum Arcai, from 
Arceus its Inventor, who ina Trea- 
tife, De recta Vulnerum Curatione, 
Lid. 1. Cap. 4. greatly extols this 
Balfam, as he calls it, particularly in 
Wounds of the Head; and our Sur- 
geons fay it digefts and incarns much 
better than the Ba/flicon, which is 
apt to foul a Wound, and generate 
fungous Flefh. 


Unguentum Aureum, Te Golden 
Ointment. 

Take of yellow Wax half a pound ; 
of common Oil 2 pounds; of Tur- 
pentine 2 ounces ; of the Pine-Tree 
Rofin, and Colophony, of each an 
ounce and a half; of Frankincenfe 
and Mallich, of each an ounce; of 
Saffron a dram; firft of all melt the 
Wax in the Oil, then put in the 
Turpentine, and give them a Boil 
together ;. after they have ftood to 
cool a little, fiftin all the relt, finely 
fowdered; but add the Saffron lait 
of all, and ftir them about, with a 
wooden Spatula til] they become an 
Ointment, §.

This is a Compofition originally 
of Mefue, and had the Name fir gi- 
ven it both on account of its Colour 
and the wonderful Virtues afcribed 
to it; on which laft Score too by 
the fame Author it is ‘called Unguen- 
tum Regis. The Auguftan Difpen- 
fatory and all the Editions of the 
College have received it exaétly the 
fame down to the prefent, yet I can- 
not learn that it is in any great E- 
fteem in the prefent Practice of our 
Surgeons; tho’ Zwelfer fays it is a 
wonderful good Incarner, efpecially 
in the moft tender Conftitutions ; 
but he fays alfo that it is much better 
for feveral Purpofes, efpecially in 
Wounds of the Head and Tendons, 
to ufe in it Oil of Turpentine inftead 
of the common Oil. 


Unguentum Bafilicon minus, feu Te- 
trapharmacum; The leffer Royal 
Ointment, or a Medicine of four In- 
gredients. . 
Take of yellow Wax, fat Rofin,

This is as old as Mefue, to whom 

it is afcribed as its Author. It hath 
been continued the fame through all 
the officinal Difpenfatories, efpecially 
thofe of our College, and is much 
ufed to incarn Wounds; tho’ of late 
our Surgeons begin to fubftitute for 
fuch Intentions, Dreflings that are 
not fo liable to produce Fungofities, 
one of which is the following.

Take of Lime that hath been at 
Jeaft feven times wafhed, half a 
pound; of Wax, 3 ounces; of Oil of 
Rofes, 1 pound.

‘This is taken by the dAugufan 
Difpenfatory, as» well as-by that of 
our College from Foéfus, ‘Sect.

This is entitled by the Azguftan 
Difpenfatory Unguentum de Althea 
Simplex, in diftin@tion to an Unz- 
guentum de Althea Compofitum, 
there alfo given; and both: taken 
from Nicolaus. The London’ Dif- 
penfatory ‘likewife received. them 
_ both at firlt ;:but the greater Com- 
pofition is very blameable on many 
accounts,/as may be feen by Zzwe/- 
fers Animadvertfons upon iit; and 
therefore it hath been for fome 
time juftly expunged by the Co/lege. 
In that which is here yet retained, 
the Neats-foot Oil, inftead: of com- 
mon Oil of Olives, always before 
dire€ted, is indifputably a very good 
Emendation; becaufe its mucilagi- 
nous Quality fuits it much better to 
the Intention of the Medicine. 
Zwelfer tells us that fome put’ in 
Turmeric-Root to beautify the Co- 
Jour ; but blames it for being foreign 
to the true Intention of the whole; 
and it is to be wifhed that a much 
greater Fault was not to be found 
with fome Medicine-Merchants a- 
mongft us, who, to fave-both Trou- 
ble ‘and Charge, put in little or 
none of the Mucilage; but give 
their Smell to it by a Mixture of 
fome of the Seeds in Powder, with 
which that ought to be made. And 
this Caution it is hoped will not be 
taken amifs by any honeit Com- 
pounder; becaufe the Compofition 
is juftly defigned for fome Purpofe 
of Confequence; and which it may 
fail in, by means of fuch unworthy 
Practices. . 


Unguentum Diapompholygos, Oint- 
memt of Pompholyx. 
Take of Oil of Rofes, 12 cunces; 
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of the Juice of Garden Nightfhade: 
Berries, 6 ounces; of white Wax. 
and wafhed Cerufe, of each 4 oun- 
ces; of Lead that hath been mace- 
rated three Days in the fharpeft Vi- 
negar, ‘and then dried and pow- 
der’; of prepared Pompholyx, of 
each 2 ounces; and of fine Frankin- 
cenfe, 1 once. Let the Oil and 
Juice be boiled together to the Con- 
fumption of the latter; then let the 
Wax be melted in the fame Oil; 
and the reit be immediately added in 
Powder, and continually ftirred a- 
bout with a wooden Spatula, till the 
whole is cold and form’d into an 
Ointment. 
This is afcribed to Nicolaus, and 
received into the 4uguffan Difpen- 
fatory, and the firft of our College, 
with the Addition of Nisili to its 
Title. ‘The latter hath indeed ta- 
ken it with fome Alterations, which 
are conformed to in this; but they 
are of no great moment. It was de- 
figned for falt, hot, inflammatory 
Ulcers; but is very rarely ufed for 
thofe or any other Purpofes, in the 
prefent Practice. | 


Unguentum Enulatum, Ointment of 
Elecampane. 


Take of Elecampane Root, boil- 
ed in Vinegar, beat and pulped 
through a Sieve, r pound; of Tur- 
pentine wafhed in the fame De- 
coction, 2 ounces; of yellow Wax, 
1 ounce; of old Hog’s Lard falted, 
and of old Oil, of each 4 ounces; 
of common Salt, half an ounce.

Take of the depurated Juice of 
Tobacco, of frefh Hog’s Lard dili- 
gently wafhed, of each 1 pound, and 
boil them together to the Confump- 
tion of the Juices then add of Venice 
Turpentine, 4 ounces; and of round 
Birthwort in Powder, 2 ounces 5 
and make them into an Ointment, 
S. 4. | 

This is originally taken from a 
Difpenfatory of Laurentius Fobertus. 
The Auguftfan Colleétion and our 
College firft received it alike; but it 
is here contrived to be made with 
much lefs Trouble; and the Wax is 
juitly left out as unneceffary. Its 
firit. Prefcriber gives it an extraor- 
dinary Character for diflipating {cro- 
phulous Tumours, and healing green 
Wounds; but the modern Practice 
direéts it chiefly in cutaneous Foul- 
neffes: though it is fo uncleanly a 
Medicine at beft, as to be offentive to 
nice Perfons.

Take of Tutty and Calamine, 
of each 6 drams; of calcined Lead 
and Camphire, of each z drams; of 
Myrrh, Sarcocolla, Aloes, and 
white Vitriol, of each 4 dram. 
Make them all into a fine Powder. 
Then take of freth Butter, 12 oun- 
ces; of white Wax, 2 ounces; and 
when thefe are melted together, by 
degrees fhake in the forementioned 
Powders, and ftir all together, till 
the whole is cold and become an 
Ointment. wT GG 

There is an Ointment, under this 
Title, in the firft Di/penfatory of the 
College, taken from Renodzus, and 
alfo in the latter Editions; but they 
are as different from one another, 
as this from them both. All the In- 
gredients that require powdering, 
ought to be reduced to the utmott. 
finenefs; and the whole made ‘as 
fmooth as poffible. It is taken from 
the Experience of a very eminent 
Perfon yet living. 


Unguentum ex Oxylapatho, Oint- 
ment of Skarp-pointed Dock. 

Take ‘ of Sharp-pointed Dock 
Root, boiled in Water, and drove 
through a Sieve; and Suw/pbur Vi- 
vum, of each t ounce and an half; 
of Hog’s Lard, boil’d in the Juice of 
Scabious, to the Confumption of all 
the Juice, half a pound; of the Un- 
guenium Populneum, boiled in the 
Juice of Elecampane, half an ounce ; 
fome Drops of Oil of Rhodium; and 
Jet them all be reduced by the Mortar 
into an Ointment, S. 4. 

This, with very little Variation, 
is in the firft Difpenfatory of the 
College, under the Title of Unzuen- 
sum ad Pruritum Scabioforum and 
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was taken from Romulus. Tt is'de- 
fign’d for the Itch, and cutaneous 
Diftempers ; but is fo troublefome to 


_ make, and fo uncleanly at beft, that 


it is feldom ufed or made. . There 
is in the Pharmaropeia Regia, a 
Compofition not much unlike it, 
under the Title of Unguentum ad 
Scatium ; and another under the 
fame Appellation in the Auga/tan 
Difpenfatory ; ‘but that greatly ‘dif- 
fers from both, and neither of 
them are regarded in the prefent 
Practice. Befides, Ointments long 
made for thefe Intentions, grow 
too rancid to be tolerable; and 

therefore are much better and more 
commonly provided for in extempo- 
raneous Pre{criptions. ws 


Unguentum Pomatum, Oiatment of 
Apples. ‘ 

Take of freth Hog’s Lard, 3 
pounds; of frefh Sheep’s Suet, 9 
ounces; of the Apples commonly 
called Pome-Waters, pared and fliced, 
1 pound g ounces; of the molt frae 
grant Rofe-Water, 6 ounces; of F/o- 
rentine Orrice Root grofly powder'd, 
6drams. Let thefe boil together in 
Balneo Mari@ till the Apples are 
diffolved ; then {train without Ex- 
preflion, and keep it for ule. futt 
warm it again, and wafh the whole 
with Rofe-water. 

Almoft all the Officinal Difpen- 
fatories abound with Prefcriptions 
for this Ointment: The Pharma- 
copia Regia hath one, containing 
thefe Ingredients, but crowded with 
many more; as alfo hath the 4z- 
géftan Colleétion, one yet more 
loaded; but alfo gives another from 
Amatus Lufitanus, much more con- 
tracted ; and from thence likewife 
our College feemed firft to take it 
but yet with a farther Abridgment 
of Superfluities. Zovelfer takes great 
Pains in his Animadverfions, to 
teach the moft convenient manner 
of compofing and mixing fo many

as fhort 2 Compafs as it is reduced

This hath Me/fue for its Author s 
and in the 4ugu/tan-Dilpenfatory. 3 
ounces of the Oil of Almonds is di- 
rected ; but Zwelfer fays there ought 
to be none, becaufe it gives too foft ~ 
a Confiftence to the Ointment; and 
the College feemed at firlt of the 
fame Opinion, by leaving it out; 
but in their later Editions they have 
thought fit to reftore it in a fome- 
what leffer quantity. Zwe/fer feems 
to take more Pains in his Animad- 
verfions on the Manner of Procedure 
in this Compofition than it deferves, 
it being not poflible at the beft to 
anfwer an Intention of any great 
confequence ; altho’ it is fometimes 
ufed as a Softener and a moderate 
Cooler. 


Unguentum rubrum deficcativum, 
tony deed drying Ointment, 


Take of common Ojl two pound, 
of yellow Wax 12 ounces, of dr- 
menian-Bole, and the Caput Maor- 
tuum of Vitrio!, of each 6 ounces; 
of Calamine levigated 4 ounces, of 
Litharge of Gold and Cerufe, of each 
6 ounces and a half, of Camphire 
half an ounce, and boil over a gentle 
Fire to the Confiftence of an Oint- 
ment. : 


This hath fomewhat. tranfpofed 
the Ingredients , and altered the 
Quantities to what they were in all 
the former Difpenfatories of the 
College, who firft took it from Ni- 
colaus; the Wax and Oil only are 
to be kept over the Fire together; 
and as foon as they are melted, all 
the: reft are to be itirred in, finely 
powder’d; and the Camphire muit 


be firft reduc’d by itfelf in a Mortar 


rubb’d with Qil of Almonds. 


Unguentum 
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Unguentum Sambucinum, Ointment 
of Elder. 


Take of Elder-leaves gathered in 
May 10 Handfuls, of the young 
Shoots growing about the bottom of 
the Tree z pound, of the inner Bark 
of the fame a pound ; after thefe are 
all cut {mall, boil them in 12 pound 
of frefh Butter over a flow Fire, con- 
tinually flirring them all the while; 
prefs out the Butter, and ftrain it; 
put to it the fame quantity of freth 
Leaves, Shoots and Bark, and repeat 
the Procefs as before; then prefs it 
out again with lefs force, fo that it 
may be an Ointment, S$. 4. 

This is entirely new, and won- 
derfully well contrived to preferve 
all the Virtues of the Elder, as much 
as fuch a Form will admit of. The 
Meafure of boiling is, until the 
Leaves, &¢. grow crifp. 


Unguentum Tutie, Ofnatment 
of Tutty. 


Take of prepar’d Tutty 2 ounces, 
ef Calamine burnt and quench’d 2 
or 3 times in Plantane-water, an 
ounce ; let them be reduced to a 
very fine Powder, and mix’d with a 
pound and a half of the Unguentum 
Rofaceum, {fo as to make them into 
an Ointment. 

Nicolaus was the firft who gave a 
Prefcription under this Title, which 
is in the Auguffan-Difpenfatory ; but 
that is loaded with a great many un- 
neceflary Ingredients, and differs 
but little from the Diapompholygos ; 
but the College at firft receiv’d it in 
this more compendious manner, with 
the liberty of making it either with 
Hogs-Lard, or the Unguentum Ro- 
Jaceum. The Tutty is prepared by 
Levigation, but if the Stone upon 
which it is ground be not extremely 
hard, it will carry a good deal along 
with it into the Medicine. This is 
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not very often referred to in Pre- 
{cription, but is in great Efteem a- 
mongft the common People. 


_ Valentia Scabiofee, Powers of 
Scabious. 


Take of the Juice of green Sca- 
bious, preffed out and ftrained thro’ 
a Cloth, and of Hogs Lard cleared 
of its Membranes, each as much as 
you pleafe; let the Lard be beat in 
a Stone Mortar, and.the Juice pour- 
ed in by little ata time, for the con« 
veniency of Mixture, and giving its 
Tin@ure; then put them together 
into a proper Veifel, to be expofed 
to the Sun, and fo that-the Juice 
may cover the Lard; after g Days 
put them again into the Mortar as 
before, and throw away that thin and - 
difcoloured Humidity which fepa- 
rates upon beating, without rubbing 
them together, and again put it into 
its Veffel for five Days; afterwards 
beat it again, and by a little at a 
time mix it with freth Juice of Sca- 
bious ; and after a freth Infolation 
of 15 Days in its proper Veffelin — 
the Sun, let it be clear’d, as before, 
of its watry Humidity ; let it then 
fiand again in the fame manner for 
15 Days longer, with frefh Juice ; 
and after a little beating, let it be 
kept for Ufe in a glafs or earthen 
Veffel. 

This we are told by the firft Com- 
pilers of the College - Difpenfatory } 
was the Contriyance of Fobn Arden, 
an experienced Surgeon at Newark 
in Nottizgham/bire, who liv’d in the 
Reign of Edward III. After Infer- 
tion of this, which they had from 
an ancient Manufcript, they particu- 
larly direét to repeat the Procefs with 
frefh Juice, till the Lard looks of a 
deep Green; and that is made the 
meafure of the Repetitions neceffary. 
The Powers, and Honey of Mullen, 
were from the fame Author; and 
almolt 300 Years ago in great E-

The firft Contriver of thefe Pro- 
 ceffes, as appears from the firit Edi- 
tion of the College-Difpenfatory, di- 
reéts the Medicines thus made to be 
ftefh beat once in a Month. 


Tapfimel, Honey of Mullen. 


Take of the Juice of Celandine and 
bearded Mullen, of each one Part, 
of defpumated Honey 3 Parts 3. boil 
gradually till the Juices are evapo- 
rated, adding, if the Operator plea- 
fes, Vitriol, Allum, and Copperas, 
all calcined, and again boil into an 
Ointment, S. 4. 

The firft College - Difpenfatory 
adds from the Author, that if occa- 
fion requires, this fhould be at laft 

boiled up to a pretty thick Confilt- 
ence ; and fays, that it will certainly 
cure Itchings in any Part of the Bo- 
dy, and that it is a moft noble Oint- 
ment; but it feems the prefeut Pra- 
tice hath not Faith enough to rely 
upon it for any thing, for neither 
this nor the foregoing are ever pre- 
-feribed ox made; however, it hath 


Take of the Oil of Rofes often 
wafhed in Alum-water a pound and 
a half, of white Wax 4 ounces, of 
unripe Galls, Cyprefs-nuts, Myrtle. 
berries, Balauftines, Pomegranate- 
peel, Acorn-cups, Acacia, Sumach, 
and Maftich, of each an ounce; af-. 
ter all are well beat, macerate them: 
4 Days in the Juice of Medlars and 
Services; then let them all be dry’d 
by a moderate Fire, and make them 
into an Ointment with the Oil of 
Wax, 8.

This was at firft receiv’d by the 
College from.

_ Take of the Oils of Rue, Savine 
and Mint, of each 2 ounces and a 
half, Juice of Wormwood an ounce, 
Powder of Rue, Gentian, the leffer 
Centory and Myrrh, of each a dram, 
of the Pulp of Colocynth 2 drams, 
of Succotrine-Aloes 3 drams, of Lu- 
pine-flower half an ounce, of Ox- 
gall and. of Wax, of each an ounce 
and a half, and boil up to. an Oint- 
ment, §.

—Lumbricos majus, this differing from 
that in nothing but the Expulfion of 
fome needlefs Ingredients, as the 
Juice of Peach-blofloms, €9’¢. and 
changing Hepatic for Succotrine- 
Aloes; but this laft Alteration is 
againft the Opinion of thofe who 
prefer the Hepatic Sort in external 
Applications , as this is defigned 
~ chiefly to anoint the Bellies of Chil- 
dren troubled with Worms, becaufe 
its more vigorous and fetid Scent is 
moit likely to pafs thro’ the Pores, 
and give the intended Difturbance 
to thofe troublefome Creatures. 


Unguentum detergens, @ deter- 
gent Ointment. 


‘ "Fake of yellow Rofin, of Sheeps 
and Hogs Fat, of each a pound, of 
yellow Wax, and Powder of Oliba- 
num, of each a pound and a half, 
Gum Euphorbium, and Powder of 
Verdigreafe, of each 2 ounces, of 
Strasburgh -'Turpentine 3 ounces; 
Jet the Fats, Rofin and Wax be melt- 
éd together and ftrained; then to 
them fift in the Olibanum, Enphor- 
bium and Verdigreafe in powder ;

Take of frefh Butter wafhed in 
Rofe-water 6 ounces, of Oil of {weet 
Almonds 4 ounces, Oils of Camo- 
mile and Violets, of each 3 ounces, 
of Ducks and Hens Fat, of each 2 
ounces, of Orrice-root 2 drams, of 
Saffron half a dram, of white Wax 
3 ounces; when the Orrice and Saf- 
fron are powder’d, and the reft melt- 
ed together, make them into an 
Ointment, §. 4. 

This was not in any officinal Dif- 
penfatory before the laft of the Col- 
lege, and feems contrived much for 
the fame Intention as the Unguentum 
de Althea and Mucilaginibus. 


Unguentum Populneum, Oiztment 
of Poplar. 


‘Take of the frefh black Poplar- 
Buds a pound and a half, of the 
Leaves of Violets, and Navel-wort 
of the Wall, of each three ounces, of 
frefh , unfalted Hogs-Lard, clear’d 
from its Membranes, and wafh’d, 4.

This is originally afcribed to Ni- 
colaus. 'The Pharmacopeia Regia 
givesa Prefcription of it, as alfo does 
the Auguffan-Difpenfatory ; but the 
latter comes much the neareft to 
what is here retain’d. The new Col- 
lege - Difpenfatory hath correéted a 
Mittake which the former Editions 
were liable to, in exprefling the 
Houfleek to be the greater Sort, be- 
caufe the leffer, commonly called 
Stone-Crop, which was apt to be put 
in its flead, is of a very oppofite 
Quality to the Intention of the Me- 
dicine. 


Unguentum Splanchnicum, az 
Ointment for the Bowels. 


Take of the Bark of Caper-root 6 
drams, of Bryony-root, Florentine- 
Orrice , Powder of fweet Fennel- 
feed, and Ammoniacum diffolved in 
Vinegar, of each half an ounce, 'of 
the Tops of Wormwood and Camo- 
mile-flowers, of each a dram, of the 
Ointment of Bays an ounce and 2 
half ; let thofe Things be powder’d 
which require it, and fifted, and the 
reft_ mixed therewith in a warm 
Mortar, fo as to make an Ointment, 
8: A. 

- The Pharmacopaia Regia gives a 
Prefcription of this Intention, and 
fomewhat like it in Materials, under 
the Title of Unguentum Spleneticum.

Practice turn’d very much upon Ex- 
ercife, Friétion, bathing and anoint- 
ing; fo that there was hardly any 
one Intention which had not fome- 
thing under this Form aflifting there- 
to. But as thofe Praétices are much 


_ Joftamong us, this is alfo funk with 


them; and indeed, fo far as any de- 


+ pendance in Cafes of moment was 


had upon the Virtues of an Unguent, 
it has been rejeéted with very good 
reafon; for there is a great deal of 
difference between ufing them as 
they did heretofore, for aflifting fome 
Intentions, in Bathing, Friction, and 
the like, and laying Strefs upon them 
when fuch Praétices are difufed. We 


have here given all that are ever 


heard of in the Shops, tho’ they are 
but a very few of the: Number that 
ftand in the Works of Difpenfatory- 


Writers; and even of them, if a Re- 


vifal and Alteration of this Work 
fhould hereafter be call’d for, as the 
frequent Changes in Practice may 
perhaps make neceflary, it is hoped 
that many may be expunged. We 


‘indeed frequently mect with fuch 


Forms in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tions, but then they are feldom con- 


fined to any of the officinal Oils and 


Unguents; and therefore in the fol- 
lowing Part we fhall give Choice of 
fach Formule under all thofe Inten- 
tions of Cure as fach Medicines are 
likely to fall in with. 
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Under this Divifion of Ointments 
in the laft College-Difpenfatory are 
left out many that were in before, 
either as injudicious Compolitions, 
or becaufe their Intentions are bet- 
ter anfwered by fomewhat elfe in 
more Efteem and Ufe; as the Uz- 
guentum Agrippe, Aregon, Citrinum, 
Dialthea comp. Peétorale, and Re- 
Jumptivum, from Nicolaus: De Ar- 
tanita majus, Bafilicon majus , and 
ex Bdellio, from Mefue: De Alaba- 
firo of Benedidtus Faventinus; the 
Apoftolorum of Avicen; & Suecis Ape- 
ritivis primum 9 fecundum; Pota- 
bile of Foéfius: Ad Haemorrhoidas , 
and Stomachicum, from the Norim- 
berg-Difpenfatory : The Catap/oras, 
Comitiffe, and Hemorrhoidale, from 
uncertain Authors: Neapolitanum of 
Renodeus, and Refrigerans of Galen. 
And inftead of thefe are fubftituted 
the Unguentum /Egyptiacum magis 
compofitum, Bafilicon flavum, Caru- 
leum, Detergens, Digitalis, Emolliens, 
Fufcum, Linaria, de Mucilaginibus, 
and Sambucinum. Some are alfo in 
the laft Edition of the College put 
under different Titles from what 
they itood with before in other Dif- 
penfatories, as the Unguentum Lilio- 
rum the fame as the Unguentum Ano- 
dynum in the firilt Edition; and fo of 
fome others, more expreflive of the 
chief Ingredients, and more fuitable 
to the main Defign of the Compofi- 
tions, as is generally remark’d under 
the refpective Forms. [Te Seétion 
of Ointments in the Edinburgh-Di/- 
penfatory, tho’ confiderably foort, con- 
tains fome few for Intentions, either 
not at all, or not fo well provided for 
in other publick Difpenfatories. The 
principal Ointments of this Kind are 
the Unguentum ad Ambufta, the 
Unguentum Opodeldoc, ¢e Un- 
guentum Peéttorale, and the Un- 
guentum Vermifugum 3 which are 
feverally order’d as follows.

Take of the inner Rind of frefo El- 
der, and of frefb Elder-leaves, of each 
2 ounces; bruife them well, and boil 
them in 2 pound of Linfeed-Oil till 
the aqueous Moifture is confumed ;

whilft they remain fiuid fprinkle the 
Sollowing Powders. therein , keeping 
the whole perpetually firring, viz.

Take of the Ointment of Mar/b- 
matlows two ounces, of Sperma Ceti 
half an ounce, Oil of Mace by Ex- 
prefion 2 drams, of the dipilled Oils 
of Anifeed and Rofemary, of each half 
a dram, of Oil of weet Almonds an 
ounce; melt the Ointment of Marfb- 
mallows, the Sperma Ceti, and the 
O:l of Almonds together; then remo- - 
ving them from the Fire, add the di« 
Stilled Oils and Oil of Mace; and 
make an Ointment, S.A.

There are but two Pre- 
periptions now given by the College 
under this DiftinBion, and both of 
them make very neat Medicines, the 
“firft as a Cooler, and the other asa 
moderate Detergent; but they are fo 
readily made, that they are hardly 
any where kept: the firft is much pre- 
Serableto the Unguentum album cam- 
Dhiovertigia’ ot ey ith) hae cru 
« The next and laf Divifion of tapi- 
cal Medicines in officinal Pharmacy 
as that of Plaifters, which abounds 
with fo many Things not in Ufe, that 
at is only worth our while to take no- 
tice of fuch as are frequently met with 
in Prafice, and to cbferve in general, 
that even the bef way of giving toa 
Plaifier a good Confiftence is a Preju- 
dice to many Intentions, and that is 
done with Litharge, or Minium, and 
Oil; for when thefe are boiled fo as 
‘to incorporate, they make a Body very 
fuitable for this Form; but then they 
are oppofite in Virtues ‘to the warmer 
Gums, which are frequently mixed 
with them. The other ways therefore 
ef giving a Confiftence to this Form, 
either ‘with Wax, Rofin, or Pitch, 
may be preferable as to Intention and 
Efficacy ; but thefe alfo have their 
Unconveniences in other refpects; for 
thofe Plaifters which take in much 
Wax are dificult to fpread, becaufe

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commonly obferved in the Emplaftrum 
Cephalicum avd) Adhzfivum ; for 
which reafon they are frequently con- 
fined in Bladders. 

| The moft'in Ue of all the Plaifters, 
and whith is made the Bafis of many 
others; is the Diachylon fimplex 
‘but the great Demand for this makes 
‘the wholefale Shops not to be at the 
Trouble of making the Mucilage; they 
alfo fubftitute Lard for Oil, and fome- 
tines add to it Cerufe, both to increafe 
tts Whitenefs, and make it feild the 
cheaper. But this in fome meafure 
may be difcovered by the Rolls, of like 
Weight, being fmaller than of that 
which is made genuine. In boiling up 
Plaifters of this kind to a Conk fence 
(for either Litharge or the Calxes of 
Lead require a good deal of boiling to 
incorporate them) Wateris neceffary 
to keep them from burning, and turn- 
ing black. But if that happens to be 
wafted before a due Confifience is ob- 
tained, which Wafte is known by the 
Bubbles fabfiding, Care muft be taken 
that it-be fupplied with more that is 
boiling hot; for if any be put in cold, 


‘its fudden Rarifa@ion will fwell a 


vifcid Matter out of the Veffel, and 


\fometimes throw it about with Force 


enough to do a great deal of Mifchief. 
The requifite Confiffence is know by 
keeping a little atways cooling upon a 
Tile, or dropping it into Waters for 
when it is boiled enough it ceafes to 

ftick to the Fingers, if they be wet. 
The Diachylon magnum J sever 
yet knew mades tho the Diachylon 
magnum cum Gummi és pretty mach 
in Uje, being made by the addition of 
the Gums to the Diachylon fimplex. 
All the Plaifters, which after this 
manner take in Gums, firft receive 
their Confiftence by due boiling, or 
Mm melts 
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melting the Wax, Pitch, Rofin, or 
any thing of that kind; and then the 
Gums are added, ready ftrained, as 
in the Eleuaries; and where dry 
Subftances are alfo direéted, thofe are 
Taft of all fifted into the others, in 
Powder. The Emplaftrum Sti€ticum, 
as of this Kind and Intention, but 
takes in. fome Things needlefs, if not 
oppofite thereunto; as the Lapis Cala- 
miharis, azd Radices Ariftolochiz 
utriufque. The Emplaftrum é Muci- 
laginibus avd Flos Unguentorum are 
tikewife in good Efteem for the fame 
‘dntention among our Surgeons, and are 
much ufed to fuppurate or difperfe bard 
Tumors. The Emplaftrum Opodel- 
doc, newly taken into the College Di/- 
penfatory, bath many of the warmer 
‘Gums of thefe Compofitions, but tis 
bikewife crowded with Ingredients of 
oppofite Virtues, as the Lapis Calami- 
maris, Crocus Martis, Coleothar, San- 
‘guis Draconis, and fome others; fo 
‘that it is not tn much likelibood of 
coming into Uje. | 
There are fome other Plaifters 
within, the Intention of Difcutients 
pretty much in Use, as the Empla- 
ftrum. de Cymino, ¢ Cicuti. cum 
-Ammoniaco, de Sapone, and Mer- 
eurlal, concerning which there is no- 
thing particular worth remarking, 
unlefs in the latter, which now takes 
place in the room of the Emplaftrum 
de Ranis cum Mercurio 3 for in that 
the wholefale Men had got a Trick of 
imitating the Weight and Colour of. 
the Quickfilver with the Plumbum 
uftum ; which Fraud is the more no- 
~ tortious, as it 15 oppofite to the Inten- 
tion ; nor is this like to fare better 
with fuch Artifts. 
The College have now given three 
. different Epi/paftics, but the Empla- 
{trum Epifpaiticum fecundum #s mo/? 
‘ in Ufe, tho the Shops do not confine 
themfelves to any particular Preferip- 
tion for thefe Things; and many only 


» put the Flies upon any common Plaifter\ 


» as many.as will flick upon it, which 
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never fails to anfwer, the Edges only 
being fecured by an adbefive Plaifter. 
The Melilot Plaifier is hardly of any 
other Ufe than for dreffing of Blifters 
till they are well; tho Experience 
hath taught, that in the making, the 
Rofin and Wax are to be kept out till 
the Suet and Herb are fufficiently 
boiled together and ftrained by the 
Prefs; for which reason thatis kept 
by itself under the Title of Sevum 
Meliloti, tobe made up with the other 
at any time of the Year. 

The Emplaftrum Cephalicum. 7s 
Sometimes direéted, and it hath fome 
Things in it very warm, and fuitable 
in Intention; but the.

But one very good Reafon for our flight

A Cerate or Cerecloth is of a'Con- 
fiftence between an Unguent' and a 
Plaifter.» A  Plaifter is ‘a Compofi- 
tion of Oils,'Wax, Rofins; and Pow- 
ders, és'¢. \in’fach. a Confiftence ‘as 
will keep: its Form without running 
or fticking ‘to any thing when cold, 
but is yet moilt enough to be melt- 
ed and fpread, {o'as*to adhere'wheh 
warm, and not be brittle or dry 
enough’ to crack or break off what 
itis {pread-upon. .

The famé manner of Compofition is 
alfo directed by Zwelfer, who fays, 
the Prefcription fhews the Skill of 
its Contriver in nothing more than 
the Facility of making it, becau'e it 
requires no other Management bat 
that Order of Mixture as here direét- 
ed to obtain a due Confiltence ; but 
notwithftanding it ftands recommen- 
ded for a great Healer of Ulcers, it 
does not much take place in the-pre- 
fent.

It may not be improper to fubjoin 
to Compofitions of this Kind a ge- 
neral Caution: That where boilin 
of adhefive Bodies is neceffary, fach 
as Litharge, or any of the Calxes of 
Lead, with Oil, and which require 
a due quantity of fome aqueous Hu- 
midity to keep them from burning, 
or changing Colour,’ before a’ due 
Confiftence is obtained, that no frefh 
Liquor be put in cold ;becaufe the 
included Air therein will fo fuddenly 
rarify, and explode with the Heat, 
as to throw the Mixture out of the 
Veffel, and endanger burning any 
who ftand near; the Veffels alfo in 
fuch Proceffes ought to be eight 
times bigger than will hold the Ma- 
terials when cold, becaufe they will 
{well fo much upon boiling, as 
otherwife to run over.) +

Take Bark of Tamarisk 4 ounces, 
ef Capers and Ath, Woods of Guai- 
acum and Saffafras, of each an ounce, 
Herbs of Agrimony four handfuls, 
Wormwood, Dodder, of each two 
handfuls; boil them in 6 Cong. of 
Wort, and in the working hang half 
a pound of Filings of Steel, and 
crude Antimony 4 ounces, in a Bag. 


This is ealculated for all the In- 
tentions of the former, and in moft 
Cafes is more efficacious, efpecially 
in the Female Sex, where any Suf- 
picion of fuch Diforders is from the 
Uterus, which to them is as trouble- 
fome, and pretty much in the fame 
manner, as the Spleen is to Men, the 
Veflels of both being, much liable to 
be obftruéted with {uch Recrements 
of the Blood as want Evacuation ; 
this Drink will therefore conduce 
thereunto, and is advifable in all 
Complaints from fuch Caufes. 


* Serum Hepaticum, « Whey for 
the Liver. 


Take Fumitory, Succory, Endive, 
of each 3 handfuls, Liverwort two 
handfuls, Agrimony, Sorrel, Harts- 
tongue, Borage, Buglofs, of each a 
handful, Caraway-feeds a dram; put 
upon them common Whey 3 pound, 
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and then prefs out, clarify and {weet-. 
en with 2 ounces of Sugar. 


Tho’ this is particularly directed 
for the Liver, yet it conduces to the | 
fame Intentions as the foregoing | 
Anti-fplenetic Drink ; and therefore 
where that Compofition is approv’d 
of, it may be ufed for the fame Pur- 
pofes; but it is more troublefome to 
make it, becaufe it muft be done al- 
moft daily, or elfe it will not keep. 


Diuretics. 
Vinum Hydropicum, Wine againft 


the Drop/y. 
Take blue Flower-de-Juce-root an 


ounce, Elecampane and Squills pre- 


pared, of each half an ounce, Hore-. 
hound a handful, Bark of Elder-roots 
and Dwarf-Elder, of each an ounce, 
Sena an ounce and half, Agaric two 
drams, Ginger a dram, White-wine 
4. pound ; infufe all for 14 days, and 
then ftrain for Ufe. 

Or thus: Take Afhes of Broom 
and Juniper, of each an ounce, Rhe- 
nifh-wine 3 pound, mix and make a 
Lixivium, to which add blue Flow- 
er-de-luce roots an ounce and ‘half, 
the inner Bark of Elder-root and’ 
Dwarf-elder, of each an ounce, Bark 
of Bitter-fweet half an ounce, Rhu- 
barb 2 drams, Mechoacan half an 
ounce, Sena an ounce, Caraway- 
feeds 6 drams, Bark of Saffafras and. 
Winters-Cinnamon, of each 4 {cru- 
ples; infufe warm for twelve hours; 
then ftrain, and add white Sugar ra

. Days; then ftrain for Ufe. 

This is eafily made, and not un- 
pleafant to drink; but White Port 
feems a fitter Wine for this Purpofe 
than Canary; it is very good for 
what its Title expreffes, and may 
be drank two ounces 3 or 4 times a 


day ; but the following we recom- 


mend, as the molt efficacious. 


Vinum Millepedum, Hog-lice 
Wine. 


Take Hog-lice half a pound, put 
them alive into 2 pound of White 
Port Wine; and after fome Days 
- Jnfufion, ftrain and prefs out very 
hard; then put in Saffron 2 drams, 
Salt of Steel a dram, and Salt of 
_ -Amber 2 fcruples; and after 3 or 4. 

‘Days ftrain and filter for Ute. 
| This is an admirable Medicine 
-againft the Jaundice, Dropfy, or any 
cacheétic Habit; it greatly deterges 
all the Vifcera, and throws off a 
great deal of fuperfluous, Humours 
by Urine ; it may be given twice a 
day, 2 ounces ata time. 


~ Cerevifia diuretica, a diuretic Ale. 


Take Muftard-feed bruifed 4 oun- 
ces, infufe it in 2 pound of Ale, and 
after 3 or 4 days drink a Glafs of it 
every Morning, filling up the Bot- 
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tle every time, as long as the Seed 
gives any Strength to the Liquor. — 


This is a Remedy very eafily 
procured, and is not only a good 
Diuretic, but alfo much warms the 
Nerves, and is of fervice in many 
Diforders which have their Origin 
from the Head, as Apoplexies, Pal- 
fies, and the like. Dr. Fud/er feems 
much to like it, who fays, it atte- 
nuates pituitous, fizy Blood, diffolyes 
its clofe Contexture, and renders it 
fit to part with its Serum; that it 
alfo detergeth the urinary Pipes, ir- 
ritates the Papi//e and Pelvis of the 
Reins, provokes them to ftir, and 
{queeze, and perform the Work ’of 
Percolation ; thus it moves by Urine 
powerfully, and is convenient in the 
Dropfy, Gravel, Scurvy, and Palfy. 


Cerevifia Hydropica, a Drink 
for the Drop/y. 


Take Broom-afhes half a pound, 
Roots of Horfe-radifh 4 ounces, Or 
rice, Calamus aromaticus, Elecam~ 
pane, of each 2 ounces, Guaiacum, 
Saffafras , Juniper- berries » Daucus- 
feed, of each an ounce, Muftard-feed 
2 ounces; hang all in a Bag in four 
Cong. of Ale while it is working. 


The laft .mention’d Author gives 
us this alfo, with the Recommen- 
dation, that it affifts Concoction , 
melts down the jelly’d Lympha, re- 
moves Obftructions, and provokes 
Urine; on which account it won- 
derfully relieves thofe who labour 
under an Anafarca. But as for the 
Dropfy eall’d A/cites, and where the 
Lymphatics are burft, he is of opi- 
nion it will do more hurt than good, 
for Reafons very obvious, becaule its 
deterfive Quality will ftill farther 
promote the Extravafation of Serum.

Take Juniper-berries well bruifed

cleanfeth the Kidneys, wafhes off 
Gravel and Sand, heals fore and ten- 
der Paflages, and is of fervice to all 
who are troubled with either Stone 
or Spleen; to be drank of 2 or 3 
times a day. 


Cerevifia Junipera altera, another 
Funiper-Ale. 


. Take. Juniper-berries well, bruifed 
a pound, Raifins of the Sun ftoned 
half a pound, Pine-tops, St. Johns- 
wort, Agrimony, Centory, of each 
4 handfuls, Gentian-root fliced, Ca- 
Jamus aromaticus, Spanifh Angelica- 
root, and Winters-Bark, of each an 
ounce; put all together into a Bag 
for 9 Cong. of Ale. 


This is good for all the Inten- 
tions of the former, and is a better 
Stomachie; it will do great fervice 
to drink of it every Morning about 
a pound, if the Ale be not too itrong 
it is made with. Some public Hou- 
fes now make and fell] this under the 
fame Title. 


Serum Sinapinum, Ma/tard-whey. 


Take Milk 2 pound, boil it, and 
turn it with 3 Spoonfuls of Muttard- 


feed; take off the Curd, and keep © 


the Whey for Ufe. 

This does but little differ from 
the Muftard- Ale before defcribed, 
only it may be better than that in 
fome Cafes, where Malt- Liquors are 
not convenient ; and.this alfo feems 
fomewhat more attenuating,” and 
therefore may be more efficacious. 
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Hydromel, Mead or Metheglin. 


_ Take the beft Honey 10 pound, | 
common Water 3 Cong. boil them 
together till an Egg wil {wim upon © 
it when cold; then let it fettle ina — 
clean Veffel, and decant the Clear 
into a Barrel, and to every 5 pound | 
put z ounces of true French Brandy, — 
and ftop it up.

Take Sena 6 ounces, Mechoacan 
3 ounces, Liquorife an ounce and a 
half, Caraway-feeds an ounce, Roots 
of fharp-pointed-Dock a pound and 
an half, Polypody,. Madder, of each 
half a pound, Scabious and Agrimo-_ 
ny, of each 3 handfuls, crude Anti- 
mony in grofs Powder a pound ; 
hang all ina Bag in 5 or 6 Cong. 
of Ale while it ferments. __ 

This makes a good purging Diet- 
drink, and will do great Service in 
all Impurities of the Blood, which 
are apt to break out upon the Surface, 
and deform the Skin with Scabs and 
Blotches. In the Spring-time it is” 
proper for all Perfons who require 
purging, and muft be dos’d accord- 
ing to the Age and Strength of the 
Perfon. It is beft to begin witha — 
little at firft, and increafe at difcre-. 
tion, In the Spring thefe purging

Cerevifia cathartica fortior, 
a fironger purging Ale. 


Take Roots of fharp-pointed dock 
twelve ounces, Polypody 4 ounces, 
Horfe-radifh two ounces, Leaves of 
Ground-Ivy, Water-crefles, Brook- 
lime, Scurvygrafs, of each 2 hand- 
fuls, Saflafras, Juniper-berries, Co- 
riander-feeds, Liquorife, of each an 
ounce, Sena 4 ounces, Raifins of the 
Sun halfa pound, Rhubarb 2 ounces, 
for 4 Cong. ; 

The Author of this fays, that thofe 
who are {corbutic, cacheétic, and 
abound with Humours and Flatulen- 
cies, may drink a pound of it, more 
or lefs, every Morning for fome 
Weeks together in the Spring-time 
to good advantage. 


Cerevifia cathartica cum Antimonioy 
a purging Antimony-Ale. 


Take Roots of fharp-pointed-dock 
eight ounces, Polypody of the Oak, 
Elecampane, of each 4 ounces, yel- 
low and red Saunders, Juniper-ber- 
ries, of each 2 ounces, Caraway-feeds 
an ounce, Leaves of Scabious eight 
handfuls, Liverwort and Agrimony, 
of each 4 handfuls, Sena 4 ounces, 
Rhubarb half.an ounce, Agaric an 
ounce, crude Antimony (grofly brui- 
fed and ty’d up ina Rag) a pounds 
put all in a Bag, with a pound of the 
Juice of Fumitory, into a Vefiel of 
Cong. 4. 

This is reckon’d fomewhat more 
efficacious than the former in cuta- 
neous Diftempers, and is to be ufed 
in the fame manner. 

Z Serum 
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Serum catharticum , purging Whey. 

Take frefh damask-rofe-buds pick’d 
an ounce, put them into 2 pound of 
Whey over Night, and ftrain out, 
and drink it the next Morning. 

This isa mighty Purge with fome 
of our Country People, it will work 
very kindly and thoroughly, arid is 
therefore good to clearile the firft 
Paflages; the quantity of Rofe-buds 
may be varied, as a Perfon would 
have it in Strength. 


We have been fomewhat larger 
under this Divifton than our room 
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here will allow under any other, be- _ 


caufe this feems to be moft for the

Of Decoétions, Infufions, and Emulfons. 


Nder the firft of thefe is inclu- 

ded all that Part of extempo- 
raneous Pharmacy which is employ’d 
in drawing out the medicinal Virtues 
of Simples by boiling, and thefe in 
common Prefcriptions are alfo fre- 
quently called Apozems. The next 
is different in this only, that the In- 
gredients are fteep’d in hot Liquors, 
in the manner that Tea is commonly 
made; and the latter is drawing out 
the oily or milky Part of Seeds or 
Kernels by Contufion with proper 
Liquors. Thefe three Forms are not 
very different froin one another, and 
are chiefly fit to draw out the grof- 
fer and fmoother Parts of Simples, 
whence moft things concern’d here- 
in are Balfamics, Detergents, and 
Cathartics ; for Decoétion is not fo 
proper for Cephalics, fs’. becaufe 
1t exhales the more volatile Parts, in 
which the Virtues of all thofe Ingre- 
dients confift. The harder Bodies, 
as Woods, dry’d Roots, &¥¢. require 
moft boiling; but Herbs and Seeds 
need only. be fcalded, and may be 


{poiled with much boiling; which 


makes it neceffary, that in many 


Compofitions of this Kind fome of 
the Ingredients fhould not be put in 
till the other have boil’d fome time; 


fooner or later, according to their - 


Texture, which muft always be dis 
rected by the Judgment of the Com- 
pounder. All thofe Decoétions 
which are reitringent, and moft of 
the Cathartics, may, for greater Ele- 
ganee and Pleafantnels to take, be 
clarified; but all fuch as are emolli- 
ent, and concern’d in joining with 
the foft, mucilaginous Parts of Sim- 
ples, are by no means to be fo ma- 
naged, for Reafons already at large 
given, Part 1. S¢&@.12. Emulfions, 
if carefully made, are a very neat, 
Form ; but a very {mall Part of the 
Materia Medica is reducible there- 
into, or only thofe Seeds which yield 
a foft milky Juice; and therefore the 
only Intention which this Form can 
properly be prefcrib’d for, is that of 
an Emollient ; tho’ indeed we have 
given fome few for other ah hae 
ug

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but they are not fo fuitable. Oils 
fikewife may by the help of an Egg, 
and a little of any of the ‘Turpentine 
Balfams, be reduc’d under this Head; 


_and well manag’d, will make an ele-

_— Cepbalies. 
Decoftum Chamepityos, 
Decoétion of Ground-pine. 


Take Ground-pine dry’d 2 hand- 
‘fuls, Flowers of Stoechas 2 drams, 


~ Male Piony-roots an ounce ; boil in 


3 pound to 2 pound; itrain, and add 
Spirit of Scurvygrafs and Lavender, 
of each an ounce; mix. 

This is recommended to be drank 
conftantiy for fome time, viz. a quar- 
ter of a Pint 3 times a day, with zo 
Drops of Spirit of Sal Armoniac, to 
prevent the Gout, and Diilempers of 
the Head and Joints. 


Emulfio Pxoniata, Piony-E mulfon. 
Take Piony- feeds husk’d an ounce, 


_-diftilled Waters of Rue, Black-cher- 


ries, and compound Piony-water, of 


each 6 ounces, and with Pearl-fugar 


an ounce and half make an Emulfion 
Ades 


In all Emulfions the Seeds aie to 


~ be husk’d or blanch’d, and beat in 


the Mortar to a Pafte; then the Li- 


 quors order’d are to be put in by a 


Tittle at a time at firft, and beat with 
the Mafs, fo that the whole Pulp 


may. be wafh’d out, and nothing but 
a little like Chaff be left behind; this 


_ isalways to be done in a Marble Mor- 


tar and with a wooden Peitle. This 


_ Prefcription ttands in Bates mark’d 


for one of thofe much ufed in his 


own Praétice ; and a Phyfician of 


great Note, lately dead, hardly ever 
omitted it as an Auxiliary in all ner- 
vous Cafes, and fuch as affected the 
Head with Apoplexies, Epilepfies , 
and the like ; but it is not alone to 


bs be truited; it may be drank at plea- 


dure. . 


Emulfio Cordialis, @ Cordal 
Emulfion. 
Take Plague and compound Piony- 
water, of each 4 ounces, Citron-feed 


half an ounce, to which when made 


into an Emulfion and ftrain’d, add 
Pearl-fugar 3 drams, and Oil of Nut- 
megs a Drop. 

This is given by Dr. Fuller, who 
commends it in Fevers, to take 2 or 
3 Spoonfuls twice or thrice a days 
but with due Submiffion to that wor- 
thy Perfon, who has generoufly gi- 
ven to the World a valuable Colle- 
tion of Recipes, the Mixture of chy- 
mical Oils, 7. e. fuch as are diftill’d, 
with Medicines of this Form, or any 
other that are more liquid, is very 
inelegant, and difgufts a Medicine 
both to the Sight and Tafte, becaufe 
it makes them foul, and generally un- 
pleafant ; where therefore the Virtues 
of fuch are defired and depended up- 
on, they are much better order’d in 
Boles and Ele¢tuaries; and this is 
defired to be retained as a certain 
Rule in extemporaneous Prefcrip- 
tion, though it 1s obfervable only to 
{uch who have well acquainted them- 
felves with Compofition; however 
they are beft difguifed in Emutfions 
of any liquid Form. 


Emulfio Pzoniata Fulleri, 
Dr. Fuller's Piony-Emulfon. 


' Take Piony and white. Poppy- 

feeds, and blanch’d Almonds, of each 
half an ounce, fine Loaf- Sugar an 
ounce, Oil of Nutmegs 2 drops; beat 
them well together, and with two 
pound of Black-cherry-water make an 
Emulfion, to which put compound 
Piony-water an ounce. 

Its Author advifes it in Epilepfies, 
and all convulfive Difeafes, and fays, 
it is of egregious Ufe in Fevers with 
the Head-ach, frightful Dreams, and 
{natching of the Tendons. Its Dofe 
is from z to 4 ounces every 6 hours. 


Emulfie 
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Emulfio Analeptica,. ¢he 
reftorative Emulfon. 

Take Barley-water 4 pound, Ju- 
jebs, Pippins,and Leaves of Coltsfoot, 
of each 4 ounces; boil to the con- 
fumption of half, which ftrain, and 
make an Emulfion with {weet Al- 
monds blanch’d, half an ounce, Me- 
lon-feeds and Piftachio-nuts, of each 
an ounce, candy’d Eryngo an ounce 
and half, and to it when finilh’d put 
damask Rofe-water 2 ounces. 

This is an admirable foftening, 
emollient, reftorative Medicine, and 
will wonderfully nourifh and preferve 
the Nerves againit fuch Irritations as 
draw them into Spafms and Convul- 
fions; it may be drank at diicretion. 


Infufio Arthritica, the Gout Infuffon. - 


Take Rofemary - flowers a pound, 
volatile Sal- Armoniac an ounce, Spi- 
rit of Wine rectify’d 6 pound; digeft 
in Horfe-dung in a proper Veflel 40 
Days, and ftrain for Ute. | 

This is fit for an officinal Medicine, 
if Encouragement in Pra€tice made it 
worth keeping in the Shops, but 
that it yet does not do; and it differs 
fo little from the Hungary - water, 
that where that is to be had, this is 
needlefs to be made. 


Infufio cephalica, a cephalic 
Lnfufion. 

Take dry Peacocks Dung (the 
white part) four ounces, Millepedes 
bruis’d alive an ounce, Black-cherry- 
water, White-wine, of each a pound 
and half; let them ftand cold 24 
Hours; then having clarified it, by 
often pafling it thro’a Flannel Bag, 
add of Langius’s Anti-epileptic-water 
3 ounces, Spirit of Lavender a dram 
and a half, Oil of Nutmegs 3 drops, 
compound Syrup of Piony 6 ounces; 
mix all together. 

The Oil in this is much Jefs excu- 
fable than in an Emulifion, and {poils 
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the Medicine, efpecially to the Eye. 
The Author who gives this, fays it 
cleanfes the Meatus’s of the Brain, 
when choak’d up and grown unpaf- 
fable by reafon of muddy Feculen- 


cies, corroborates its Tone when -

per for occafional Prefcription, be- 
caufe they require Time, and becaufe 
they will keep well, and are. bef 
made in Quantities much larger than 
is required for any fingle Cafe, we 
have inferted them amongft the offi- 
cina] Compofitions, and left no oc- 
cafion for them here. Such Things 
being taken in Drops; and an ounce 
going a great way in. any one Cafe, 
it is very troublefome to order their 
making as wanted, becaufe a Quart 
or two is as ealily done. Therefore 
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altho’ Bates and Fuller put many of 
thefe among extemporaneous Forms, 
yet for the Reafons mentioned, we 
judged moft fuitable to place them 
amongft thofe of the Shops, from 
whence the Prefcriber may be fur- 
nifh’d for all the Intentions wherein 
fuch Forms are proper.

ve HE ancient Practice greatly 
ZZ “abounded with’ Prefcriptions 
»in thefe Forms, which the Prefcriber 
Pat pleafure entitles either Lindus’s, 
Lambatives, Lobochs or Syrups; but 
‘they are much neglected by the pre- 
‘fent; nothing being well reducible 
Sinto thefe Forms but Pefora/s, and 
what is grateful to the Tafte: for 
their Confiltence and Manner of ta- 
‘king, makes any thing: bitter, ‘or 


_ otherwife ‘naufeous, herein intolera- 


ble ; and nothing but Emol/ients and 
“Detergents, {uch as Oils, opening 
“Syrups, and Subftances proper to 
‘unite with them, and agreeable to 
their Qualities, being convenient to 

be reduced thereinto. The Sweet- 
‘néefs and Adhefion likewile of thefe 
‘Medicines, make them not only tire- 
Yfome in taking,’‘but clogging, and 
injurious to fome Stomachs; fo that 
*while by them it ‘is ‘endeavoured to 
“deterge the Lungs of ‘Phlegm, the 


 Digeftion is fo much hindred, that’a 


“greater Supply is made ; which ren- 
‘ders fuch Efforts in vain, if not 
*worfe for the’ Patient. In fhort, 
there are very few of thefe of any 
other fervice, than’ to promote and 
“eafe thofe Coughs in old Age, which 
“are neceflary to keep opeti the Breaft, 
“and break away fuch [nfarctions, as 
Jave occafion’d by a Diminution of 
Tranfpiration, (7.2. what is com- 
monly called taking of cold) ora 
*weaken’d Concoétion, that give rife 
‘to Pleurifies, Aithma’s, Coughs, and 
“the like. It is not unfrequent to 
“meet with many under this Denomi- 


“Nation, ‘intended to reftringe and ag- | 


‘glutinate; but’ they are juitly reject- 
be d, becaufe Sugars are oppofite to

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fafficiently urged in many. places. 


Where Oil is to be mixed’ in thefe 
Forms, it is firft to be done very in- 
timately with a little Sugar, or what 
Powders elfe are order’d; and then 
the Syrups to be dropt in gradually 
at firft, till there is‘an entire Incor- 
poration: tho’ Oiland Syrup may be 
mixed without, but itis with a great 
deal of trouble. 

Dr. Faller concludes his Article of 
Lambatives, with fome Hints worth 
every one’s Regard, and therefore [ 
will tranfcribe them. ‘ 4. Sweet, 
‘ mucilaginous, incraffating Medi- 
‘ cines, tho’ they may help Excre- 
tion out of the Throat itfelf, may 
render the Blood fofter, and dif- 
pofe the Humours for Maturation 
and Evacuation; yet it is not their 
Talent to fetch up any thing that 
lies deep in the Cheft. And there- 
fore when the Blood and Habit 
of the Body is foul, and a Load 
of thick Phlegm is to be brought 
out of the Lungs, fuch things as 
thefe are very faultily and noxiou{- 
ly prefcrib’d; for they will farther 
pollute the Blood with a mucous 
heavy Chyle, and {tuff up the 
Lungs with a greater Colluvies.

It has been controverted more-tha 
a little, how high in the Intéftines 
Glyfters may extend their Influence, 
and by all'it is agreed that they-get 
not beyond the Valve of the Colon, 
unlefs the periftaltic Motion’ with 


the difpofition of that Valve, be quite 


inverted, as in’ fome Cafes it fo ‘ma- 


nifeftly is, that Glyfters have been 


thrown up by Vomit; butrif it be 
{uppofed that they reach no farther 
than the Redium, it thay eafily bé-con- 
ceiv’d how they help to fetch down 
the Contents of the whole inteftinal 
Tube, ‘by irritating and pulling’ the 
Fibres of the Refum fo forcibly, that 
they are fhook quite to the remoteft 
Part ; and thefe itrong ons aft dé- 
ferib’d are fuppoled to affit in Apo- 
plexies,’and other great Diforders of 
the Head; not fo: much by the im- 
mediate Difcharge they make, as by 


“pulling and fhaking the whole ‘ner- 


vous Syftem,. which promotes ‘their 
natural Vibtations, and throws of 


‘a great deal°ofadhefive fuperfluous 


Humours, as Water ‘may ‘be: fhook 
off a Sheet; in fuch Cafes therefore 
Glyftets “carthot' well” be made ‘too 
ftrong, nor cdn they be too bitter 
when they are given to deltr 

Worms, the A/carides particularly, 
which fometimes are very ‘trouble- 
fome in the Reétum.

Whether Alexipharmics given in 
this manner may contribute to a 
Diaphorefis,. or drive the Radii of 
the Miafms outward, from the Cen- 
tre to the Circumference, as fome 
very unintelligibly talk who have 
encourag’d this Practice, is not worth 
eur Enguiry, becaufe there is now 
no dependance upon it for fuch Pur- 
pofes ; or whether a Perfon may. in 
fome extraordinary Injuries in the 
Stomach, or the firft Paflages, re- 
ceive their Nonrifhment this way, 
becaufe fucli Cafes very feldom hap- 
pen, tho’ the Hiftories of Phyfi¢ con- 
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firm to us:many Inftances of Succefs 


in this Practice ; and it is not ftrange, 


 bécaufe there are many» Latteals 


within the reach,,of Glyfters, tho’ 


-they are not here fo:plentiful as in 


the {mall Guts. How a Cordial can 
be fupplied this way too, is not to 
our Purpofe, becaufe there can be no 
neceflity fo to fupply it. But as to 
fpirituous Liquors injected by Gly-. _ 
fters affecting the Head, we have 
fomething remarkable from Dr. Fud- 
ler, who; from the Effects of Bran- 
dy-Glytters ufed in Famdica, as re- 
lated ‘by Dr. Studds.(Philof. Tranf. © 
Ne 37.) which would fuddle thofe 
who thus took them, altho’ ufed in © 
lefs quantity than when. drank, de- 
creas’'d the quantity fo givén to two 
or three ounces, and often found 
Safety and Succefs in it; which a+ ~ 
grees not with the Account of Sa/- 
mon, if any Regard can be given to 
fuch a Pretender in Medicine, who _ 
fays it was his common Practice, and 
after the true manner of an Empiric, — 
gives fome confident Inftances. of 
Cures dene by it. But for fuch un- 
common Cafes as may require Gly- 
flers warmer, and more narcotic than 
any of the former, take the following 
for Examples.

: | Injections are a Form of Medicine 
ufed for a more immediate Convey- 
ance to the affected Part, than by the 
common Courfe of Circulation it 
could be fuppofed’ to arrive, as into 
the. Ears, Peis, or Uterus; and this 
is done by a Syringe or Glyfter-pire, 
as they beft fuit the Part to be inje¢t- 
ed; for thofe-into the Uterus, the 
Syringes made to give Glyfters with 
are the moft convenient; or where 
the Patients are their own Operators, 
acommon Glyfter-pipe.

' The Perfon from whom we are 
furnifhed with many Materials for this 
Part, and has been frequently taken 
notice of before for his peculiar way 
of explaining the Operation of Medi- 
cines, fays that this {mooths, lubri- 
cates, and compofes into order the 
Fibrille, which by dolorific Spafms 
being torn and rack’d, ftrain’d and 
ftiff, tangled in their Series, and con- 
fufedly corrugated, deprave the inter- 


nal Channels, by diftorting them, 


and clofe the cutaneous Vents, by 
purfing them a ; alfo that it liquifies, 
exagitates and difcuffes the gelatinous 
Lympha, which by ftuffing up the

A Liniment after the Small-Pox. 

Take Oil of {weet Almonds 2 oun- 
ces; Sperma Ceti 3 drams; Oil of 
Rhodium 6 drops; melt them toge- 
ther by a gentle Heat, and mix fora 
Liniment. 

This is of admirable Ufe after the 


_ Small-Pox, and makes the Scabs fall 


off eafily, and preferves the Skin 
fmooth ; it muft begin to be ufed as 
foon as they grow brownand harden, 


being juft touch’d upon them witha 
Feather, fo as to keep them always 
‘moift' with it. r 


Linimentum Cofmeticum, 
A Cofmetie Liniment. 
Take Oil of {weet Almonds 2 oun-

dium 6 drops; make them into a Li- 
niment. 

This is a pleafant and grateful 
Beautifier, and keeps the Skin not 
only free from Freckles and Specks, 
but foft and fmooth.

make all into a {mooth Poultefs for 
the Head. ~ 
This is much milder than the for- 


~ mer, will not blifter, and is very warm 


and ftrengthaing to the Nerves, It 


may therefore be applied to the Head, 
frefh fhaved, in all Diforders which 
have their Origin from thence ; efpe- 
cially if their Seat be in the Brain, 
and from a cold Caufe; for it will ir- 
ritate, and fhake the Fibres in fuch 
manner, as to throw off what is offen- 
five, and quicken the Motion of their 
proper Fluids. The following is di- 
reéted to the fame Intention, but not 
fo good, though from Dr. Fu/ler. 

Take Honey, Vinegar, and com- 
mon Spirit of Wine, of each 1 ounce;

intolerable; but in great meafure alfo 
breathe out the offending Humour by 
Tranfpiration.

of the Truth whereof we have too 
many Proofs to call them in queftion ; 
for many of this Clafs, and particu- 
larly Onions, from outward Appli- 
cation, will fo penetrate into the 
Skin, and be taken up by the Blood, 
as to prove diuretic, and make the 
Urine fmell in the fame manner as 

when they are eaten.

Schroder has the 
fame, with the Adeps bumanus; how- 
éver, it is not worth contending a- 
bout, for it is fo fharp, as to exco- 
riate the Place it is rubb’d upon, and 
is as likely to fix and bind ‘up the 
offending Humours in the Parts, or 
repel them, as to fit them for Tran- 
fpiration. As foon almoft as thefe are 
mix’d,: they work into a ftiff reddith 
Balfam, that will cut like Butter, or 
the Lucatellus Balfam.

The 
Craw- fith particularly, as indeed mott 
Shell- fifth, are greatly nourifhing, 
and havea peculiar quality of {mooth- 
ing and fweetning acid and fharp 
Humours, as is even apparent in 
their deadning almoft the Acidity of 
Vinegar in Mixture, by covering its 
Points with a foft oily Subftance ; 
and for this reafon thefe are of emi- 
nent Advantage in fcorbutic Contti- 
tutions, and come next to the Viper, 
whofe Excellencies for thefe Purpo- 
fes fee Part 2. N° 369. and amongit 
the Preparations.at the latter End of 
that Part ; and with that they like- 


peculiar manner, the Organs of Ge- 
nération, and diftending them with

If 
this is not carefully mixed, it will 
not be fmooth and eafy. upon the 
Part, becaufe of the Lumps which it. 
Is apt to run into; it is intended a- 
gainft gouty and rheumatic Pains; 
and if Soap, Camphire and Opium 
were added to it in due Quantities, 
it would make an admirable Compo- 
fition ‘for fuch Purpofes ; for it pe- 
netrates prodigioufly, and rarifies the 
Part fo much, that it will give vent 
to the offending Humours by Per- 
fpiration, without a Poffibility of re- 
pelling them; wherein is the great- 
eft Danger in fuch Cafes, efpecially . 
in the beginning of a Paroxy{m; for 
the Expulfion, or rather Attra€tion | 
of fuch Tormentors therefore, the 
following may be made ufe of.

This is much of the fame Virtue 
as that with Soap above, tho’ not 
quite fo fearching; but it is cleanlier 
to ufe for fuch as require nicer Ap- 
plications.

Take Turbith-Mineral half a {cru- 
ple, Powder of Liquorife half a {cru- 
ple, Nutmeg a fcruple, Oil of Rofe- 
mary 2 drops; mix them together. 

This is very powerful in all fuch 
IlJneffes of the Head as proceed from 
tough vifcid Matter hanging upon 
the Glands and Sinus’s, and have 
been of long continuance and obfti- 
nate ; for it brings it away in fuch 
Plenty, that it is almoft like a Sali- 
vation; but it is apt to make the 
Nofe fore, and therefore the Noftrils 


fhould be rubb’d fometimes with a

Take live Millepedes 150, bruife 
them in a Marble Mortar, adding 
Water of Hyffop 4 ounces, of Piony 
compound an ounce; ard in the 
ftrained Liquor diffolve Gum-Am- 
moniacum half a dram, and add Tin< 
éure of Benjamin 2 drams, Syrup 
of Balfam an ounce, Oil of Anifeed 
4 drop, and as much Sal- Armoniac 
as will make it quick. 

If this be well manag’d the Oil of 
Anifeed will mix, otherwife it will 
lie in a Spot at top; and pour off 
with one Dofe, which is to be a 
Spoonful z or 3 times in a Day, as 
Symptoms are urgent; but the whole 
is an unfightly and unpleafant Me- 
dicine to the Talte, tho’ the Scent 
is grateful; it is very detergent and 
diuretic, and therefore cannot fail to 
open the Breaft in Afthma’s, and alk 
Infar€tions of the Lungs.

Take live Millepedes and white 
Sugar, of each 3 ounces; beat them 
well together in a Marble Mortar, 
and pour upon them a pound of 
White-wine ; which ftrain out again 
by hard fqueezing. 

Dr. Faller, who has this in his 
Pharmacopaia Extemporanea, fays, 
‘ that Millepedes abound in a vola- 
tile Salt, as all Infects do, that they 
incide and diffolve tough clammy 
Flegm wherefoever it fticks, at- 
tenuate, exalt, and depurate the 
Blood, penetrate into the Glands, 
Nerves, Fibres, fmalleft Pipes and 
Paffages, piercing thro’ Obftru- 
tions, deterging , cleanfing, and 
comforting , and are famous for 
their diuretic Quality; they are 
ufed in Cafes of Gravel, Sand, 
Dropfy , Jaundice, King’s- Evil, 
Cough, Phthific, Confumption 
at the beginning, hypochondriac 
Affections, fcorbutic Joint - Pains, 
and Dimnefs of Sight; they pro- 
cure and preferve a.good Skin and 
fine Complexion, and are much 
celebrated for an internal Medicine 
in fore Breafts, malignant phage- 
denic Ulcers and Cancers; they 
feem not convenient fora hot thin 
Blood, and it is reported that taken 
in large Quantities over Night, 
they will give a fcalding of Urine, 
“and that when they do fo, their 
“true Remedy is Balfam Capivi.’ 
Indeed too much cannot well be faid 
in their Commendation ; and this 
way of managing them does moft 
furely retain their full Virtues. The 
Expreffion may be given for fome 
time together, about 3 ounces every 
Morning.

Take fifted Afhes of Broom and 
Bean-Stalks, of each 2 ounces; Juice 
of Parfley, 4 ounces; White-Wine, 
4 pounds; make a Lixivium; to 
which add, after it has been cleared 
down and poured off fine, Salt of 
Tartar, 1 dram; Saflafras Wood, 1 
ounce; Bay-berries, Juniper-berries, 
Seeds of Daucus, Muftard, Cummin 
and Anife, well bruis’d, of each half 
an ounce; Infufe, cold for two days, 
then ftrain and add comp.

This is much for the fame purpofe 


as the former; but there is no great 


need of fuch variety of lixivious Salts, 
for any one will ferve as well; and 
*tis no great matter of what. that is 
made, for Reafons given Part 2. 
amongft the Preparations of Simples, 
of fixed Salts, fo that it be well 
burnt, and has not imbibed the moi- 
fture of the Air; which all of them 
will do with a little time keeping, 
unlefs clofe ftopped in a Bottle. 
This is both diuretic and drying; 
and is therefore effectual to difcharge 
a corpulent Conftitution from fuper- 
fluous Humidities ; it both increafing 
the Secretions by Urine, and infenfi- 
ble Tranfpiration. It may be drank 
as a Diet-Drink, 4 ounces, 3 or 4 
times a day.

Thefe are contriv’d for chewing 
in the Mouth, to promote Spitting ; 
for by their hot pungent Quality, 
they prick the Fibres, and make 
them comprefs the Glands, whereby 
their Contents are fafter thrown out 
into the Mouth; and fo a Drain is 
promoted of fuch watry pituitous 
Humours from all fuch parts of the 
Head, as have any Confent therewith. 
Things of this kind may therefore be 
very convenient for thofe who re- 


quire to have fuch Difcharges pro-' 


moted, and cannot comply with 
fmoaking Tobacco; or for whom 
that deleterious Plant may not be 
proper. In Coma’s, Lethargies, E- 
pilepfies, Palfies, and in fhort all 
Diforders from a moift Temperament 
of the Brain, thefe are to be ufed 
with good Succefs. . If the Euphor- 
bium be thought too hot in this Re- 
cipe, 1t may be left out.

Take Species Diambra, half a 
dram ; Oil of Cloves, Lavender, and 
Marjoram, of each 3 drops; Volatile 
Salt Armoniac, 1 fcruple; rub them 
together, and tie them up. §.4. 

This is grateful and refrefhing to 
the Head, and may be of fervice in 
Faintings and Depreffions of the 
Spirits, by holding it frequently un- 
der the Nofe. After the fame man- 
ner may be contriv’d many others of 
the like kind, and varied according 
to the different Exigencies and Li- 
king of the Patient; but they are 
proper to be prefcrib’d only in acute 
Cafes; as when the Spirits have 
been quite worn out by a Fever, or 
waited by fome great Evacuation, 
becaufe they foon decay; though in 
fuch cafes they are neat enough, and 
are often very taking with a Perfon, 
if neatly order’d with a handfome 
colour’d Silk. 


Panis de Vipera, 
Viper Bread. 


Take Powder of Viper’s-Fleth, 1 
ounce ; the mealy part of Sarfaparilla 
finely powder’d, 3 ounces; fine 
Wheat- Flower, 1 pound; Yolk of an 
Egg, alittle Yeaft, and as much asis 
fufficient of Milk to make Cakes, or 
Loaves, to be baked in an Oven. 


This is order’d to be ufed as com-. 


mon Bread, in the worft fcorbutie 
Habits, and is reported to prevail 
even in the Leprofy and Venereal 
Infections; yet we can have but a 
{mall Opinion of the Viper's-Fle/b 
ary’d, becaufe its Volatile Salt, in 
_ which chiefly confifts its Virtues, is 
by that means quite loft, or in a 
great meafure. If there be any 
Virtue in the Sar/z, it is certainly 
beft obtain’d this way; becaufe it 
has been much fufpected whether it 
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gives any toa Tincture. As to the 
reftorative Properties of the Viper, 
which fupply Nourifhment, there 
may poflibly be fomewhat confidera- 
ble in this; becaufe that confifts in 
fuch Parts as are not fo apt to fly 
away in drying. 

There are many other Ingredients 
of different Intentions ordered after 
this manner, by Phyfical Writers ; 
but they are fo entirely out of the 
prefent Practice, that they are not 
worth our retaining here; where we 
have fearce room enough for what is 
neceflary. . 


Pafta Hypoglotida, 
A Pafte for Hoarfenefs. 


Take white Sugar-Candy, 4 oun- 
ces; Oil of fweet Almonds, 1 
ounce; or as much as is fuflficient 
to make into a Paite, by beating 
them well together in a Marble 
Mortar. 

This can hardly be made into a due 
Confiftence, without fomething more 
adhefive in it. It is chiefly good in 
a Hoarfenefs, to hold and melt in 
the Mouth frequently; though it 
may alfo do good fervice in many o- 
ther Diforders of the Breaft, and par- 
ticularly in Afthma’s, and Difficulty 
of Breathing, efpecially when they 
proceed from taking Cold. It may 
be ufed at difcretion. 


Pafta Hippiatra, 
A Pafte for Horfe- Balls. 


Take Powder of Foenugreek, A- 
nifeeds, Cummin-Seeds, Carthamus, 
Elicampane, Colts-Foot, Flower of 
Sulphur, of each 3 ounces; Juice 
of Liquorife, 1 ounce; Oil of Olives 
and Honey, of each 8 ounces; Ge-- 
noa-Treacle, 12 ounces; Oil of Ani- 
feed, 1 ounce. Mix all together, 
and with 1 pound and an half of 
Wheat-Meal, or as much as is fuffi- 
cient, make it into a Palle, which- 
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roll into Balls, about as big as a com- 


- gion Wath-Ball. 


There are many Recipes abroad of 
this kind; and the Name of the late 
celebrated Dr. Radcliff does honour 
to one of them; but there are none 
we have ever met with of more ge- 
neral ufe than this, in Coughs and 
Colds: one Ball may be diffolv’d in 
Water, or new warm Malt-Wort, 
which is much better, and given to 
a Horfe to drink, every. day for 
twelve-or fifteen days .together;. or 
as long as there appears occalion. 


Turundz Acouttice, - 
Tents for the Ears. 


Take Galbanum, and Ship-Pitch, | 


of each 2 drams; white Hellebore, 
5 fcruples; Civet, 6 grains. Mix. 
This may be divided into 8 or 10 
parts,making each like a Clove,which 
is to be wrapped up in a very fine 
piece of Linnen or Lawn, with a 
. Thread tied to it, that ‘after it has 
lain in the Ear long enough, it may 
the better be pulled out again. This 
feems neither to -be fo effetual nor 
fafe a Remedy, as many before de- 
{cribed amongit other Forms, to help 
the Hearing ; for the Hellebore feems 
to be too hot, and rather likely to 
fix a Humour ina Part that has no 
Motion, than draw it away: but it 
is indeed hard to fay what would be 
its effects thus uled, and therefore 
where other things can be had, it is 
beft not to try it. : 


Turunde Odontalgicze, 
Pellets for the Tooth-ache. 


Take Affafeetida, 8 grains; Cam- 
phire, Dragon’s-Blood, of each 1 
grain; Oil of Pepper, 2 drops. 

__ Dr. Faller gives this; but it feems 
“to be a very ungrateful Medicine 
‘for fuch a ufe; as well as unlikely to 
do any fervice, unlefs by the Heat 


of the Oi/ of Pepper 3 which, by the 
way too, is hardly, ever made: and 
therefore we mutt prefer either of 
the following. 

Take Maltich, 1 feruple; Cam- 
phire and Opium, of each 2 grains3. 
Oil of Origany, 1 drop. Make them 
into a Pellet. Or, . | 

Take Frankincenfe and Mathews’s 
Pill, of each 10 grains; and with 
Oil of Cloves, 1 drop; make them 
into a Pellet. . 

Rither of thefe ftopped into the 
hollow of an aching Tooth, or be- 
tween that and the next, will often 
procure eafe, But fometimes where 
the Pain is occafion’d only by the 
chill. Air .pafling through a fmall 
Hole to the bottom of the Tooth, 
which often happens, then ftopping 
it with a little Mafich, or Olibanum, 
is as good as any thing: As likewife 
is the Storax Pi//, if its Confiftence 
be good. Where the Pains arife from 
a Flux of fharp watry Humours up- 
on thofe Parts, they are fometimes 
drawn away, by holding a Piece of 
Pellitory of Spain, or Stavefacre in 


the Mouth; which by its ftimalating — 


Heat draws it out of the Glands; 
and at Jaft blunts the acute Senfe of 
the Nerves. 


Pifa Lutea, 
Yellow Peafe. 


_ Take vellow. Oaker, half an- 
ounce 3 Florentine-Orrice Root, 2 
drams; yellow Bees-Wax, 1 ounce; 
Venice-Turpentine, as much as is 
fuficient to make into a hard Mafs, 
which muft be form’d into Peafe. 
Thefe are intended to promote 
the running of Iffues when they 
grow dryifh ; becaufe they draw 
more than the common white Peafe. 
They alfo are of fervice in leffening 
fome Inflammations which are apt to 
attend them, by giving vent to the 
Humours. fis

Pifa Rubra, 
Red Peafe. 

Take Vermilion, half an ounce; 
Hermodattyls in fine Powder, 2 
drams; yellow Bees-Wax, 6drams; 
Venice-T urpentine as much as is fuf- 
ficient to make into a’Confiftence for 
Peafe. 

Thefe draw more than the former ; 
yet moderately enough. 3 


Pifa Viridia, 
Green Peafe. 

Take Verdigreafe with Hellebore, 
of each 2 ounces; Cantharides, 1 
dram ; Root of Florentine Orrice, 1 
dram and an half; yellow Bees- Wax, 
6 drams ; Venice-Turpentine as much 
as is {ufficient to make them into 
Peafe. 

Thefe are yet much flronger, and 
will make way of themfelves with- 
out cutting, and are therefore not to 
be ufed for any other purpofe. ) 
Tf an [ffue is almoft dry’d up, it is 
likewife fometimes fet running again 
by putting apiece of Epi/paftic Plai- 
fier into it, inflead of a Pea; and 
rubbing a common Pea with Ba//i- 
con or Linimentum Arcei, will alfo 
frequently anfwer the fame end. 


Pile Gdorate, 
Sweet Balls. 

Take Venice-Soap, 6 ounces; Sto- 
rax and Benjamin, of each half an 
ounce ; Marjoram, 4 {cruples ; Cloves, 
N° 12. . Musk, 2 grains; Damask 
Rofe-Water, as much as is fufficient 
to make them into. Balls. 

Thefe are intended only to wath 
with, for which purpofe our Bar- 
bers.and. Perfumers much out-do 
them ,with what they commonly 
fell: for the Powder, though made 
ever fo fine in thefe, renders them 
difagreeable in ufing ; whereas thofe 
are {cented with proper Oils, which 
are much better fuited for the pur- 


pofe. 
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Pilz Odorate Cephalice, 
Cephalic Sweet Balls. 

Take Storax, 6 drams; Benjamin, 
1 ounce; Labdanum, 2 drams; white 
Saunders and Cloves, of each 1 dram 
and an half; Marjoram and Damask 
Rofe-Leaves, of each 4 fcruples; 
Musk and Ambergreafe, of each 
half a fcruple. Make all into a 
{mooth Pafte for Balls, with as much 
as is fufficient of the Mucilage of 
Gum-Tragacanth made with Da- 
mask Rofé-Water,or Orange-Flower- 
Water. 

Thefe are grateful to fmell to, 
and comfortable to the Head; but 
they can be of no great Ufe, unlefs 
to keep out ill Scents, and prevent 
the Infeftion of any contagious Air, 
which feldom happens in our Coun- 
try, though they may be of ufe to 
‘Travellers. . 

‘ - Torquis Infantum, 

A Necklace for Children, 
Take Male Piony-Root, and Hen- 
bane-Root. frefh. gather’d, and cut 
them into round pieces, with holes 
bored through, and hang them alter- 
nately upon a Thread, enough to 
make a Necklace. ; 

There have heretofore been many 


things contriv’d of this kind which 


proceeded from a chimerical Philo- 
fophy ; but a more juft Way of Rea- 
foning has expelled fuch Whimfies 
entirely out of Praétice. If what is 
fo externally apply’d, by the Laws 
of Operation in material Agents, 
can do any thing for the purpofes — 
they are generally intended, it muft 
be of a Narcotic nature, as the 
Henbane in this; becaufe fuch things 
may in Steam, or Effluvia, affect 
Children enough to make them lefs 
fenfible of Pain; which is the fame 
asmaking their Teeth cut eafier: and 
this, as common Experience teaches 
us, all Opiates will do; and by aba- 
ting the Pain, Fevers, Convulfions, 

Yy4 and 
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and all other Confequents thereupon, 
alfo abate. 


Peffarium, 4 Pefary. 


Take Powder of Myrrh 2 drams; 
Savin- Tops, Oil of Anifeed, of each 
half a fcruple; with the Yolk of an 
Egg bring them into the Confiftence 
ofan Unguent,. which rub over Pie- 
ces of Gentian- Root. ‘ 

This is intended to encourage the 
menftrual Difcharges, by irritating 
and warming the Vagina, whereby 
the Flux of Humours is more encou- 
rag’d downwards; any other thing 
as well as Gentian-root may be uled 
for this Purpofe. Sy/vivs ufed only 
a Radifh-Root, and fome other pro- 
per Ingredients in Powder to be {cat- 
ter’d into Wooll, or upon a Cloth, 
and put in to lie all Night, or as 
long as may be thought proper; but 
Things of this Kind are ‘not, fo de- 
cent in publick Prefcription to the 
Shops, as to whifper to the Nurfes 
in private. 


Poffetum @ Tamarindis, 
4 Tamarind Poff. 


Take Tamarinds 2 ounces; put 
to them in a Marble Mortar a little 
Milk, and itir them about till the 
‘Tamarinds are diffolv’d; then pour 
on boiling Milk 2 pounds; and ftrain 
the Whey from the Curd through a 
Sieve. 

This may as well be made by put- 
ting the Tamarinds, if they are not 
too dry, into the Milk juft as it boils, 
for by landing they will foon be dif- 
folv’d without the Trouble of the 

Mortar; it is very gratefully acid and 

cooling, and fomewhat loofening of 
the Belly; where therefore that is 
‘not required, or to be carefully avoid- 
ed, as in Fevers it frequently hap- 
pens, the following is more conve- 
nient, and quenches Thirft very 
much, 
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Poffetum cum Lujula, 
A Poffet with Wood-Sorrel. 


Take new Milk 2 pounds; good 
frefh Small-beer a pound; White- 
Wine half a pound; and boil them 
together with 2 handfuls of green 
Wood-Sorre] a little bruifed. 

This may alfo be made only by 
boiling Wood Sorrel and Milk toge- 
ther, and it makes a. pleafant acid. 
Whey when the Curd is taken off ; 
it isa very good Drink in Fevers. 


Ptifana, 4 Prifan. 


Take Quich-Grafs 3 ounces; Li- 
quorife, Shavings of Hartfhorn and 
Ivory, of each z drams; Raifins of 
the Sun an ounce and half; boil in 
depurated Barley-water 3 pounds to 
z jin the ftrained Liquor diffolve Salt 
of Nitre 4 {cruples; Syrup of Violets 
an ounce; mix them together. | 

This is alfo intended for a cooling 
Drink in Fevers, and it is very pro- 
per to dilute with and abate Thirft ; 
but there is no need for fuch elabo- 


rate and troublefome Preparations for. 


fuch Purpofes, becaufe Lemonade, 
with or without Wine, and many 
fuch Sorts of Drinks, are very readily 


obtain’d from what almoft every pri- 


vate Family can fupply. 


Cucupha Cephalica, 
A Cephalic Cap. 


Take Male-Piony-Root 2 drams3 
Spanifo Angelica-Root a dram; Fio- 
rentine Orrice-Root and Lavender- 
Flowers, ofeach halfa dram; Arabian 
Stoechas flowersa dram; Cloves, Nut- 
meg, Mace, of each a feruple; Storax, 
Labdanum, Amber, and Balfam Yo/u, 
of each a dram; Oil of Rofemary 5 
drops; make all into a grofs Powder, 
which muft be mix’d with Cotton, 


and quilted inta a Silk Cap. |

In all chronic Cafes Medicines are 
to be contrived as near toa Diet as 
can be, and therefore the common 
Drinks and Foods are to be medica- 

ted as far as they will admit, and the 
Cafe requires; what medicinal Forms 
are requifite, fhould be both the moft 
convenient for taking, and order’d at 
times ‘beft fuited to the Condition of 
Living and Conveniency of the Pa- 
tient; Pills therefore, Eleétuaries , 
- ‘Tinétures, or Elixirs, are the moft 
likely Forms, becaufe they will keep, 
and may be fo order’d in taking as to 
be: of very little ‘Trouble; whereas 
Boles or Draughts, where there is 
a long Continuance required, make 
fuch a formidable Shew, that very 
few will have Patience to go thro’ 
the Courfe. A 
,But in acute Cafes, which are ge- 
nerally dangerous, ‘there is required 
no fuch regard, but all Aififtances 
muft be called in that can be had, 
according to the Exigency of the 
Cafe ; and as Medicines of Efficacy 
are concern’d herein, they are moft 
fafely diftributed into Boles or 
Draughts, that the Patient may not 
be trufted to Guefs-work, but the 
Dofe may be afcertain’d to the great- 
eft Exaétnefs, and efpecially whefe 
Opiates are ufed ; here no regard, or 
very little, is to be had to Diet, but 
Care taken to fet all the Helps to 
co operate together, fo that they in- 
terfere not with each other ; thus a 
Bole or a Powder may be given every 
3, 4, or 6 Hours, with a Draught, 
Julep, or any other liquid Form after 
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Direétions for Prefcriptions.

as in the more labour'd Prefcriptions ; 
the chief therefore of what we have 
to attend to in this Part is,

Thus in acute Cafes, where Helps are 
wanted from all Quarters, Boles, 
Powders or Draughts may be direed 
at certain diffances, and their Inter- 
vals of taking fupplied with Fuleps, 
Apoxems, Emulfions, and the like, as 
Circumfiances may call for them; but 
in chronic Cafes, efpecially where Pa- 
tients are liable to go about their Afz 


fairs, all the Means ought to be made 


as ealy and efficacious as poffible, elfe 
it is a great Chance but that aCroud 
of Medicines, or their Irkfomnefs to 
take, tires the Patient before any Bee | 
nefit can be received from them; fo 
that in Jome Circumftances it may te 
eligible to do jittle, rather than no- 
shiag 
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thing at all. The Circumfances like- 
wife of Perfons, is no mean Confide- 
ration; fo that where thofe are nar- 
row, not only a few, but the cheapeft 
and -moft efficacious Medicines fhould 
be contrived. In foort, one very Ke- 
‘eeffary Caution is, never to make a 
Remedy worfe than a Difeafe, which 
in fome Circumffances may happen. 
But with all the neceffary good Huf- 
bandry, there is one thing fometimes 
pratiifed, which for many Reafons is 
blameable; and that is, the putting 
of Powders into Draughts or Fuleps, 
efpecially the Gafcoigns-Powder ; for 
Such Management not only renders the 
Mixture very unfightly, but makes it 
impoffible for an Apothecary to comply 
with it, but ta his Lofs. 

2. Another thing worth regard, is 
always, as-much as poffible, to difeuife 
known Medicines, both by preferibing 
them in Terms the leaf? commonly 
known, and reducing them into Forms 

as different as poffible from what a 
Patient hath been accuftomed to dif- 
cover them in; without this Care the 
Left Preferiptions are frequently lof 
by a Prejudice, and hence fometimes 
Lappens a total refufal of that upon 
which moft Strefs was laid; this hap- 
pens in nothing oftner than the Pulv. 
Patrum ; defides, it cannot have efca- 
ped every ones Obfervation, how much 


the Reputation of a Cure hath been 
loft by divulging the Means by which 


it was effected : Something might be 


Said likewife as to the Injuries hence 
arifing to the Apothecary, whofe Ata 
tendance requires more than the com- 
mon Profits of Trade, which every 
Patient hath not the Generofity ta 
allow for when they know the Things 
preferibed. 

3. Another Confideration, and the 
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laft I foall take notice of on this Oc- : 
cafion, is, that all extemporanecus 
Medicines be contrived, not.only with — 


all the Elegance and Pleafantnefs paf- 
Sible, but alfo into the {malleft Dofes 
they are capable of. Draughts to 
grown Perfons ought never to exceed. 
Sour Ounces, and to be Seldom above. 
three; and Boles ought hardly ever 
to weigh above two Drams; and of 
the reft proportionably.]
